Three contributors, Caterpillar 
Tractor, Hiram Walker, and 
Commercial National Bank have 
given the largest amount ever 
endowed by the companies to any 
cause. 

A pledge of five hundred 
thousand dollars was received 
from the Caterpillar Tractor 
Company.

Legislators strive for 
student rights bill 


Throughout this past summer 
the Student Senate has been 
engaged in various meetings with 
administration and faculty. In the 
area of students' rights, progress 
has been made toward drafting a 
Student Bill of Rights which will 
clearly express where the powers 
of the administration end and the 
rights of the student body begin. 

Self-determinism on the part of 
the student body has been and 
will continue to be a major 
objective of the Student Senate. 
In line with this objective 
members of the Senate executive 
committee have attempted to gain 
seats for members of the student 
body on the Faculty Senate and 
all university committees. “Here,” 
said Pete Erlinder, president of 
the student body, “members of 
Student Senate feel that students 
and faculty, being the backbone 
of the University, not only in the 
educational process, but also in 
financial matters, should have the 
right to express their opinions 
when university policy is 
determined.” 

Working with members of the 
Lecture-Arts Committee, the 
Senate has sought more 
controversial speakers for the 
University’s lecture series. Thus 
far such men as F. Lee Bailey and 
Jullian Bond will make speaking 
appearances. “The purpose here,” 
said the Senate President, “is to 
broaden the educational scope of 
the University.” 

Finally, over the past few 
months, the Senate has sought to 
become a more efficient and 
effective body. To accomplish this, 
the executive committee of the 
Senate has redefined the bounds 
of student government to include 
all social and educational aspects 
of the University. 

I The Senate President 
continued, “Through conferences 
and meetings with the faculty and 

I administration, we have sought to 

1 impress upon them that student 
government is students governing 


students, not a system of 
mediation; that a university 
education is a iiberal matter and 
must allow students to prepare for 
every walk of life; and most of all, 
until the administration of this 
University feels that students are 
capable and responsible enough to 
warrant complete and final 
control over the matters which 
concern them, any progress made 
by the Senate can only be 
regarded as a gift from someone 
above.”

Trustees announce tuition hike 


In August the Board of 
Trustees at Bradley University 
approved a tuition increase of 
$300 for the 1969-1970 academic 
year according to Bradley 
President Talman W. Van Arsdale, 
Jr. 

The new tuition of $1,600 a 
year, beginning in September, 
1969, will represent a $300 
increase over this year’s $1,300 
fee. Also to be increased is the 
rate for part-time students. That 
rate will go from $40 per semester 
hour to $45 per hour. 

Reported rises in costs 
necessitated the decision by the 
Board. Approximately 65 per cent 
of the University’s annual budget 
is derived from tuition with the 
balance coming from andowment 
income and gifts from industries 
and individuals. 

Dr. Van Arsdale stated, “We 
are making this announcement 
more than a year in advance so 
that current and prospective 
students will have an opportunity 
to prepare for the increase far in 
advance of its implementation. We 
regret that such an increase is 
necessary, but if Bradley is to 
' continue to sustain and improve 
its programs and its reputation in 
the field of higher education, this 
decision is inevitable.” 

With the increase Bradley still 
remains in the lower quartile in a 
tuition survey recently taken of 


100 leading private institutions 
across the nation. A survey of 
1,100 schools showed that 80% of 
the schools are raising their 
tuitions this year. 

Cited as examples were Knox 
College and Northwestern 
University who are above the 
$2,000 mark. Illinois Institute of 
Technology, Monmouth College, 
Illinois Wesleyan University, and 


McMurray College are over the 
$1,800 figure. 

In making the announcement, 
Dr. Van Arsdale also cited the fact 
that over $2,000,000 in 
scholarship assistance was 
awarded to Bradley students last 
year. Approximately 50 per cent 
of all Bradley students will receive 
financial aid in the form of 
scholarships and loans next year. 


Bank gave one hundred twenty 
five thousand. Hiram Walker & 
Sons contributed forty thousand 
dollars. 

Two major companies, AT&T 
and Illinois Bell Telephone Co., 
announced grants to Bradley 
during the summer. The amounts 
were fifteen hundred and seven 
thousand dollars respectively. 

Dr. Talman W. Van Arsdale, 
president of Bradley, has praised 
the gifts saying, “The support of 
these institutions will enable the 
University to meet and answer the 
demands of a thriving community 
and attempt to fulfill its role as an 
urban university.” 

Merle Yontz, Vice President of 
Caterpillar Tractor, is the General 
Chairman of the “Five Million for 
Bradley” campaign. Co-chairmen 
of the steering committee are 
Harmon S. Eberhard, retired 
Chairman of the Board of 
Caterpillar, and George L. Luthy, 
Chairman of Bradley’s Board. 

Several committees have been 
set up. The Parent’s Committee, 
headed by Harry McClarence of 
the New York Life Insurance Co., 
has a goal of seven hundred fifty 
thousand dollars. 

Frederick M. Bourland, 
Executive Vice President of First 
Federal Savings & Loan 
Association, is chairman of the 
Business and Industry Division. 
Their goal is one million, five 
hundred thousand dollars. 

Marvin H. Hult, Alumni Term 
Trustee at Bradley, and his 
Committee set a goal of one 
million dollars. 

The money raised is to be used 
for various purposes. A new 
physical education facility, valued 
at three million two hundred 
thousand, is the major objective. 

Other structures to result will 
be a new building for the School 
of Speech and Hearing Sciences, 
an addition to the present Student 
Center, and an addition to Jobst 
Hall. 

At least two endowed 
professorial chairs and the 
renovation of Hewitt Hall as a fine 
arts center will also be financed 
by the campaign. 


Scout receives Pacemaker award, 
rated as one of nation’s top papers 


At the end of last year the 
Bradley Scout was awarded the 
1968 Pacemaker Award from the 
American Newspaper Publishers 
Association. The award marks the 
Scout as being one of the two 
outstanding weekly university 
newspapers throughout the 
United States. 

The bronze Pacemaker plaque 
will be presented to the University 
at the Associated Collegiate Press 
Convention on October 31. 
Presented annually by the 
American Newspaper Publishers 
Association in cooperation with 
the Associated Collegiate Press, 
the award is the highest honor a 
college newspaper can earn for 
overall excellence. 


The Bradley Scout was one of 
two weekly newspapers to be so 
honored, the other being the 
Auburn Plainsman of Auburn 
University. Also honored were the 
State News of Michigan State 
University and the Florida 
Alligator of the University of 
Florida in the daily division. Two 
junior college publications also 
received the award. 

Graduating senior Mary Ann 
Cochran of Cleveland, Ohio served 
as editor of the prize-winning 
Bradley publication. Miss Cochran 
was also honored last year as the 
Outstanding Journalism Graduate 
of the University at the Honors 
Day program. As a junior she had 
received the Peoria Journal Star’s 
Pindell Award for outstanding 


contribution to publications at 
Bradley. She is presently 
employed as social editor of the 
Rawley Newspaper chain in Ohio. 

Serving as associate editor of 
the publication was junior Anne 
Huddler of Ashtabula, Ohio, while 
senior Jerry Breitman of Decatur 
served as business manager. Junior 
Jeff Bogart of Roslyn, New York 
served as sports editor of the 
Scout. 

In making their selection the 
professional jurnalists who judged 
this year’s competition 
commented, “The Scout is clean, 
neat, and has inviting makeup. 
Campus and related student 
activities, presented in 
considerable depth, are 
consistently well written.”

At the start of each school year, it becomes necessary for 
a college newspaper to take .a long, hard look at the 
university it represents. It must reflect upon the past year 
and set goals for the coming year. Inspite of some set backs, 
such as the loss of Dr. Gwenneth Browne, Bradley had 
exhibited a general determination on the part of its 
administration, faculty and student body to become a truly 
excellent institution of higher education. 

A fund raising drive, expanded curriculum and faculty 
(History 304-Section 2, The Negro in American 
Development, thank you Dr. Simmons and Mr. Bowers), 
more and better facilities, continued raises in academic 
standards and freshman classes with high school credentials 
which far surpass those of the previous year’s are all marks of 
a university on its way to becoming one of the finest in the 
country. This coming year must represent for Bradley a 
milestone in improvement, in reputation, in education. We 
cannot afford a minutes slack from our campaign to build a 
great university. 

From the Student Senate is expected legislation which will 
foster the development of responsibility and maturity in the 
student body. Together the Faculty Senate, Student Senate 
and Lecture-Arts Committee must strive for a Scholars’ 
program worth the name, a stimulating and varied schedule 
of speakers to visit the campus, experimental courses, faculty 
and course evaluations, a well-equipped and well-staffed 
library, and finally, a better system of teaching and 
evaluating the performance of the student. 

From the administration must come, as always, the means; 
then, only faith - faith in a student body, faith in a faculty. 

From the freshman class (indeed the best ever) nothing 
but undying loyalty and spirit is expected for your alma 
mater. And remember that Bradley University is your alma 
mater. There is no shame in singing Hail Red and White at a 
convocation. There is no embarrassment in saying you attend 
Bradley University. And there must not be any 
disappointment, disenchantment or disinterest; only drive, 
responsibility and sincere effort to make yourself worthy of 

the school. Bradley is not the greatest place, but you must 
prove yourself not only to the point of being able to remain, 
but to the point of devotion in wanting to remain. In the last 
analysis, it is the students who make or break the reputation 
of a university - on campus as well as off. 

To those who know Bradley and love it, may you 
continue to make it the best. To those for whom Bradley is a 
new experience, an awesome creature, may you grow to know 
and love it. Then in the last analysis can we claim a “Harvard 
of the Midwest.”

Chicago riots - black, white or gray? 


People are too quick to say 
that an idea or a person is either 
all right or all wrong. Too often 
we see issues as either all white or 
all black, but never in shades of 
gray. 

A case in point is the recent 
demonstrations during the 
Democratic Convention in 
Chicago. The vast majority of the 
news media has been too quick to 
say that Mayor Daley was 
completely right in his actions, or 
that the demonstrators were 
completely wrong. 

Much has been made of the 
“yippies”, and reading reports of 
the demonstrations one would 
believe that all of the 
demonstrators were unwashed, 


bearded anarchists. The fact of 
the matter is that there was a 
sizeable number of respectable 
dissenters, who attempted to 
show their opposition to the war 
in a peaceful manner. But 
peaceful demonstrators don’t 
make an exciting story. 

The number of hard-core 
anarchists and trouble-makers 
amounted to no more than 10% 
of the total aggregation. But the 
media seemed to think, or they at 
least wanted us to think, that 
anarchy was the theme of the day 
in Grant Park. 

It is just as wrong to say that 
all of the police and National 
Guard troops were sadists who 
had their hearts set on nothing 
less than the extinction of all the 


protestors. There were many 
policemen who resorted to brutal 
tactics, and we heard about them. 
But the other officers of law and 
order who stayed within the 
guidelines of respectable behavior 
received no publicity. 

If we would only stop and 
think for a moment before 
condemning entire groups for the 
behavior of a few we could 
probably make this world a better 
place to live in. But if we continue 
mass condemnation of groups that 
hold minority views, or if we 
assume that the actions of a few 
speak for the majority, then we 
may see the day where all people 
will hold similar thoughts with no 
room for free expression.

Editor’s Note: The following 
appeared in the July 14 issue of 
the Peoria Journal Star. The 
review was written by Jerry Klein, 
a Journal staff writer. 

The posters advertising the 
Bradley University Chorale 
Concert at L‘Ecole Normale de 
Musique in mid-June did not 
come from the printer in time to 
be posted on the Parisian kiosks, 
largely because of the riots and 
strikes of May. With no publicity, 
the choral filed onstage past the 
massive Pleyel piano in the 
intimate and acoustically viable 
hall and sang before a paid 
audience of five. But from this 
somewhat unhappy beginning, 
excepting for a disappointing 
turnout of about 30 in Vienna, 
the Chorale’s tour through Europe 
was a triumph of musical 
expression and goodwill that was 
marked by ringing applause, a trail 
of flowers and a warmth and 
friendship that grew as the 
concerts progressed. 

Paris, with the five-man 
audience applauding lustily, 
proved to be a rehearsal, and 
when the chorale sang two 
concerts four days later at Sargans 
in the Rhine Valley of 
Switzerland, the response was 
wildly enthusiastic. Dr. John 
Davis and his group were honored 
with rousing toasts and tributes at 
the village’s antique castle and it 
seemed for a time as the reaction 
to this concert would be 
impossible to top. 

There was no lack of 
enthusiasm in the concert in the 
Kursaal at Lindau near the 
promenade along the Bodensee 
nor in the programs given near 
Salzburg - one at the Pfarrkirche 

George Day dies 
after beating 

On August 16 at 
approximately 10 p.m. near our 
campus, Instructor George Day 
was beaten and robbed. He never 
regained consciousness and died 
on Aug. 26. 

Day had taught 
photojournalism, advanced news 
photography and photographic 
problems. He also worked for the 
Peoria Journal Star. 

It is not known who 
committed the crime. $13,500 
dollars reward has been offered 
for the apprehension and 
conviction of the murderer or 
murderers. The reward is offered 
by Bradley University, The Peoria 
Journal Star, The Peoria Chapter 
Newspaper Guild and an 
unidentified businessman. 

Dr. Paul Snider of the 
Journalism Dept, said “the 
situation is very cloudy because of 
the different information turned 
in.” 


in St. Georgen and the other at 
Kursaal at Bad Ischl. But once the 
iron curtain was pierced near 
Bratislava, the concerts took on a 
new dimension. 

At Senec, a small village 
composed largely of Hungarian 
people who remained after the 
A us trio-Hungarian empire was 
dissolved, the chorale sang in a 
school auditorium against a 
backdrop of Communist bloc 
flags. Above them was written in 
Slovak “Through harmony to a 
lasting peace.” In this setting, 
where students from North 
Vietnam, Cuba and other nations 
learn Slovak before enrolling in 
the University of Bratislava, the 
sacred numbers sung by the 
chorale had a particularly telling 
effect. The faint glaze of cool 
detachment that insulates 
audience from performers 
cracked, then disappeared to be 
replaced by a feeling of kinship 
that spanned language and 
geography. As in most of the 
concerts, the Negro spirituals sung 
by the chorale, “Mary Had a 
Baby” and “Rock a My Soul” had 
the most discernible effect and 
even though the English words 
may have meant nothing, the 
message was unmistakable. 

After the concert, members of 
the chorale received flowers, an 
eight-inch record of folk songs 
and a lapel pin from Senec. In the 
audience was Stephen Domeny of 
Chicago, a native of the area, who 
had returned home and was 
traveling with his family, 
including a daughter who is a 
Franciscan nun teaching at 
Dubuque. 

Following another memorably 
successful concert at Brno in the 
classically styled European 
concert hall Bezedni dum, the 
chorale was entertained by 
members of the University of 
Brno chorus. Both groups 
entertained one another with an 
impromptu singing match that 
soon splintered into more 
personal contact as the strong 
“weisswein” and “rotwein” 
flowed more freely. 

The last concerts were sung in 
the Prague area, the first was in an 
outdoor castle at Podebrady, the 
Freiluftbuhne Schloss where the 
sound of motor scooters on the 
streets and the feel of gnats in the 
arc lights distracted only slightly

Freshmen got a real good deal this year. If they didn’t 
want to sleep three in a room in University Hall, they could 
jom a fraternity and move in there. Wow, such a deal. 

Many of the houses took in quite a few men, and in some 
cases were able to move in the entire pledge class. But it 
seems that this will present a slight problem in the future. 

onsidering the fact that most of these men are in college for 
the first time and have no idea how their studies will go and 
have only been exposed to the members of their chosen 
house for about three hours, it seems logical that there will 
be quite a few de-pledgings for both grade and “personality” 
failings. This will put them right back where they came from 
-- in the overfilled dorms. 

Theoretically, the formal rush held at the beginning of the 
first semester is just about the worst way to take new 
pledges. Neither the rushees or the houses are aware of what 
they are getting. But the university is in favor of this method 
because it provides the least amount of trouble for them It 
would be too much trouble for them to allow a long informal 
rush that would give both the fraternities and the rushees a 
chance to really look at each other. This kind of rush would 
involve moving men out of dorms over a period of months 
rather than in one night as it is set up now. This would be too 
big a bother. 

Rather than doing what would be best, our “individual 
student minded university does what is easiest - or so it 
seems. 

In the long run, considering the number of perspective 
de-pledgings, all three parties concerned are going to suffer. 

t° uses are l° se needed manpower, the pledges 

will be jockied around like freight, and the university will 
wind up with bigger housing and paperwork problems. 

The answer lies in a long, informal rush. In this manner 
the rushees will have the chance to really look at the houses 
and vice versa. Once they do move into a house, the odds are 
excellent that they will remain and the university will have to 
move them only once. 

Unfortunately, the chances of doing something like this 
are slim. Most of the houses are content to get it all over in 
one shot - you can really pick a future brother in three hours 
and don’t want to change. The university has no desire to 
change the policy because of the problems it would entail. 
Its too bad that the individuals who really get hurt in the 
whole deal, the rushees, have nothing to say about it. In fact 
if given a choice, it might be found that of all the alternatives 
presented, they would chose a simple two-man room. It sure 
would be interesting to find out.

from an excellent concert. And 
the last was in the Zentrales 
Kulturhaus not far from 
Wencuslaus Square in Prague. 

But is was on Saturday, June 
29, in Kolin near Prague that the 
Bradley Chorale had its greatest 
impact and left its most enduring 
mark. At the small hotel where 
dinner was served before the 
concert, that particular form of 
Czech gemutlichkeit had already 
begun to flow, complete with 
extravagant welcomes from the 
mayor, the pastor of the church 
and various other dignitaries, 
which were adequately countered 
by Dr. Davis through a colorful 
interpreter. Suddenly 20 bottles 
of wine appeared on the sideboard 
and the pre-concert festivities 
threatened to affect the 
performance, but Dr. Davis 
postponed further celebration 
until afterwards. 

Members of the chorale and 
town officials walked up the 
steeply cobblestoned streets to 
the Cathedral of St. Bartholomew, 
a huge 14th century structure 
with the deep resonance of 
antique native stone mellowed by 
a standing room only crowd of 
nearly 2,000. 

And in that rare atmosphere in

which the sacred and secular 
coexisted, where Czech Army 
troopers rubbed elbows with 
simple peasants and where priests 
and burghers and girls in their 
summer dresses listened together, 
there occurred the experience of 
music shared in an uncommonly 
moving and emotional rapport. 

The Blessed Sacrament had been 
removed, so the applause was 
spontaneous and yet reverent, 
prolonged and sincere. Feeding on 
the warm response, Dr. Davis and 
the Chorale countered with an 
extraordinary performance, which 
was a reward in itself. They 
learned later that the money 
raised from the concert would be 
used to repair windows that had 
been damaged during World War 
II. 

Afterwards, back at the hotel, 
there were flowers and the wine 
and a sense of oneness with these 
people of Kilin in Czechoslovakia 
in June of the year 1968. Then it 
was over and the singers climbed 


back into their bus in the now 
quiet square. When they had gone 
there were three figures in black 
who turned slowly and walked up 
the cobblestone street. 

The following is a translation 
from a critique on the Bradley 
University Chorale’s concert in 
Vienna on June 24, 1968. The 
critique appeared in the Vienna 
Kurier on July 3,1968. 

The exacting and extensive 
program included works from old 
masters of the Baroque period, 
American modern classical 
composers, such as Barber and 
Copland, folk songs in English, 
and Negro spirituals. The singers 
presented these pieces with a 
musical perfection and a beautiful 
choral sound. The precision of 
attack and the melodic 
continuity, as well as the pureness 
of the intonation make one think 
about the proverbial and 
well-known American tradition of 
perfection.

that the end result shall be a 
righteous one. 

However, I should like to take 
this opportunity to add a brief 
footnote. Our program started out 
as a search for a solution to the 
racial problem in America. At that 
time it was a serious problem, but 
not is is a critical one. Events 
during the summer such as the 
assassination of Senator Kennedy, 
the Chicago riots and the 
increased support for George 
Wallace’s candidacy, have only 
gone to prove that we are faced 
with the most critical and 
exacting problem of our time. The 
tensions in America are strained 
to the breaking point. We must 
decide, in the immediate future, 
the road which our country shall 
take . . . either we must be all-out 
racists or we must pursue a path 
of co-existence and 
understanding. It seems 
hypocritical to say that we must 
decide which way to turn, for this 
is America, “land of the free.” 
But our people are confused and 
frenzied. When a man like George 
Wallace, who flagrantly violates 
the Constitution, the Declaration 
of Independence, Supreme Court 
rulings, the Laws of America and 
the laws of God, can gain 20% of 
the population in support of his 
candidacy for the highest office in 
the world, then we must concede 
that we have reached the apex of 
confusion. No, America’s society 
is not sick, is merely confused. 

Yes, our program started out as 
a search for the answer to the 
racial problem, but it has now 
become one of' vastly more 
importance. The youth of 
America have stood enough. We

Caress holds records 


The sports pages of any worthy 
newspaper are generally relegated 
to the hind end (except, of 
course, the New York Daily News, 
where all news is looked on with 
suspicion.) The reasons for such 
delegation of space may be chosen 
by personal preference. It might 
be assumed that the really 
“important” news deserves 
coverage up front, or, on the 
other hand, it appears very 
practical to be able to leave the 
world’s problems, Ann Lander’s 
problems, and the obituaries on 
the front porce, while the true 
sports fan loses himself in a 
non-nuclear peace-loving box 
score. 

A radical, and thus to my 
conservative Fascist mind, 
dangerous trend is presently 
taking place on the sports page. 
The athletic news is slowly 
migrating to all other sections of 
the newspaper. I read sports on 
the financial page, I read sports on 
the editorial page, I read sports on 
the front page, I read sports in the 
comics; indeed, I even read sports 
in Ann Landers. 

The versatility of sports copy 
has been created by lements 
outside the realm of sports. 
Despite any cries one might hear 
concerning “creeping socialism,” 
the world of sports becomes more 
capitalistic with every clang of the 
cash register. A certain aura that 
hung over athletic teams was 
wiped out when it became 
increasingly clear that the new 
crop of owners expected to make 
a profit from their holdings. 
Everyone from the local barber to 
the United States Senate 


trustbusters took this revalation as 
a moral affront, and of course, it 
made news and continues to make 
news. And it is this kind of 
newsmaking that spreads all over 
the paper. 

The other major stimulus to 
the spreading sports news appeal 
is a strange combination of 
politics, propoganda, pressure and 
personalities. Several months ago, 
a leading sports magazine 
discovered that it could greatly 
enhance its appeal by putting 
pretty girls on the cover. It is 
doubtful whether Playboy 
Magazine will reciprocate with a 
picture of Dick Butkus on their 
cover, but sex in a sports 
magazine does have a certain 
inherent validity. 

Recently, this same sports 
magazine, which appears to be 
becoming increasingly bored with 
sports, jumped on the civil rights 
bandwagon and gave front cover 
coverage to its “expose” on 9 
remarkably overt conspiracy on 
the part of the colleges and 
universities of the United States 
against the Negro athlete. This 
twisted, unfair, thinly veiled piece 
of racism wasn’t very sporty, but 
it was, and is, right in line with 
the current “sports-news” story. 
A California professor grabbed 
plenty of front page headlines 
with his talk of a Negro boycott 
of the Olympics. Of course, the 
vast majority of Negro athletes 
didn’t accept such foolishness, but 
the professor pulled a good bit of 
copy before the boycott fizzled, 
and he sunk back into well 
deserved obscurity. The day of 
the sports section reader may 
perish within this century. It 
seems that all the sports just isn’t 
there any more. I doubt whether 
the day will come when bearded 
martyrs who throw bottles at cops 
get put on the funny page, or 
biased news stories get put on the 
editorial page, but it would be a 
good, reasonable and logical move 
to put the sports back on the 
sports page.

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Bradley edged out by Cincinnati 
in bid for Valley sports trophy 


Last year’s athletic season on 
the Hilltop was successful in most 
sports, and this success showed up 
in the second place finish in the 
battle for the Missouri Valley 
Conference all-sports trophy. 

The Braves teams picked up 
39 V 2 points to finish a close 
second to the University of 
Cincinnati in the battle for one of 
the most coveted trophies in the 
MVC. The all-sports title goes to 
the league school whose athletic 
terams make the best showing in 
all Valley sports activity 
throughout the year. One point is 
awarded for a first place finish, 
two for second, and so on. If a 
school doesn’t compete in certain 
sports for the Valley title, for 
instance Bradley in football, or 
doesn’t even field a team, like 
Bradley in gymnastics, then the 
school is assigned the maximum 
number of points in those events 
in computing all-sports standings. 

Bradley won two titles in 
baseball and tennis, picked up 
seconds in basketball and 
swimming, and tied for third in 
indoor track. Cross-country 
picked up four points, football 
and outdoor track were saddled 
with six points, while golf and

gymnastics carried seven points. 

The Bearcats of Cincinnati 
only won one team title, 
swimming, but picked up four 
third place finishes in basketball, 
cross-country, football and golf 
on their way to the low total of 
36V2. This marked the second 
straight year that Cincinnati was 
awarded this coveted crown. 

Following Bradley came 
Wichita with 43, Louisville with 
44, Drake and North Texas with 
50 apiece, Memphis with 52, 
Tulsa with 57V& and St. Louis with 
7 IV 2 . Part of the reason for the 
poor showing of Tulsa and St. 


Louis was that there are four 
sports in which neither school 
competed. 

Five members of Bradley’s 
Missouri Valley Conference 
baseball champs gained first team 
positions on last season’s 
All-Eastern team, while three of 
the players were named to the 
All-MVC squad. First baseman A1

"An Added Dimension” 

In past years, the editor’s column in the sports section 
would deal with such controversial topics as going out to 
cheer on the home team at the next athletic event Not so 
any more!

Bradley opens its ten game 
football schedule tomorrow 
afternoon at home against Central 
Michigan with high hopes for a 
winning season. Coach Billy 
Stone, now in his 14th season, 
hopes to rebuild from last year’s 
3-6-1 squad, and with 27 
returning lettermen it seems that 
this squad has to be improved 
over last season. 

Stone, the first Bradley 
alumnus to coach football on the 
Hilltop, likes to make use of a 
wide-open, professional style 
attack on offense. Bradley fans 
have come to expect flankers, 
men- in-motion, shotgun 
formations and the like. With such 
a varied offensive attack the 
Braves have to be classified as a 
threat to score from anywhere on 
the gridiron. 

If Bradley is to show any 
improvement on offense though, 
there has to be better execution. 
Too often last year the Braves 
would run out of steam on a 
march to the opponent’s goal line, 
or give up the ball after three 
downs deep in their own territory.

Selinger, a junior 
from Springfield, was the starter 
at the beginning of last season, 
but after he threw 25 
interceptions during the first half 
of the season, he was replaced by 
Neumann. The Peoria Central 
graduate came on strong during 
late season to throw two 
touchdown passes while carrying 
the ball for an average of 5.9 
yards. 

Neumann appeared id have the 
inside track for the job, but 
Selinger’s strong showing in last 
week’s scrimmage leaves the job 
up in the air.

Memphis, N. Texas choice in Valley football 


Since Bradley doesn’t compete 
for the Missouri Valley football 
title, we’re too quick to dismiss 
Valley football teams without 
much notice. But there are some 
fine players and a couple of teams 
that will give anybody a peck of 
trouble. So before you forget that 
football is as much a part of the 
Valley as basketball, here’s a 
rundown on the six teams that do 
compete for the title. 

Memphis State 

The newest entry in the 
conference has a good chance to 
take all the marbles in their first 
season of competition. Coach 
Billy Murphy lost 20 lettermen, 
including 9 who inked pro 
contracts, but the 30 returning 
letter winners should help ease the 
loss. 

The one advantage that the 
Tigers hold over the rest of the 
conference is that for years they 
knocked heads against teams in 
the tough Southeastern 
Conference, and any football buff 
knows that the SEC plays hard. 
And their non-league schedule this 
year includes the likes of 
Mississippi and Tennessee. 

The offensive backfield was 
decimated by graduation, but 
quarterback Ricky Thurow 
returns from last year’s 6-3-0 



squad. Tailback Nick Pappas, who 
had the second-best kickoff return 
average in college ball last season, 
also returns. 

Defense should be the Tiger’s 
strong point this season with 6 
returning starters. Leading the 
defensive charge will be Alex 
Dees, Gary Harte and Bill 
McRight. If the defense plays 
tough and the offense can muster 
up some scoring threats the Tigers 
could go all the way. 

North Texas State 

Last year’s champs should be 
one of the top two teams this 
year, and after their early season 
confrontation with Memphis it 
will be a lot easier to predict their 
exact finish. 

The fortunes of the Eagles will 
rest squarely with their top-notch 
passing combination of junior 
quarterback Steve Ramsey and 
flanker Ronnie Shanklin. Ramsey 
threw a national high of 21 
touchdown passes, while Shanklin 
lead the nation with 13 
touchdown receptions. These two 
will make many an unpleasant 
afternoon for defensive 
backfields. The main problem that 
Coach Rod Rust faces on offense 
is replacing six starters from last 
season’s team. 

The defense has seven 
returning starters, with 


All-America candidate Joe Greene 
leading the charge. 

The outcome of the season 
rests squarely on the shoulders of 
Ramsey and Shanklin. If they 
repeat last-year’s stellar 
performances there could be no 
stopping the “Mean Green”. 

Tulsa 

Coach Glen Dobbs faces the 
impossible task of replacing all 
four of his starting defensive 
linemen while playing the 
toughest Golden Hurricance 
schedule in 10 years. 

The defense will probably give 
up too many points to the 
opponents to have a winning 
season, but quarterbacks Mike 
Stripling and Johnny Dobbs, the 
coach’s son, will try to make up 
the deficit by constantly putting 
the ball in the air. 

Cincinnati

A restless new generation is 
coming into its own in this 
country. It is disputing many of 
the traditions and standards of 
the past. It is taking issue with 
what it believes to be wrong 
within our society - and certainly 
there is much to take issue with. 
We should be proud of the 
political involvement of this new 
generation of Americans. 

Speaker hosted 
by Young Reps. 


Mrs. Kenneth Black, wife of 
an Illinois alternate delegate to 
the Republican National 
Convention, gave a detailed talk 
on the convention to Bradley 
University Young Republicans at 
the organization’s first meeting 
this year. 

In urging them to work for 
Republican candidates, Mrs. 
Black bolstered her presentation 
with slides and statistics. She told 
the more than 75 present at last 
week’s meeting that over 30,000 
delegates and guests were on 
hand for the Miami convention. 
She said 6,000 newsmen were 
present for gavel-to-gavel 
coverage, and that it is estimated 
over 300 million people saw the 
convention via satellite television. 

She emphasized that it is the 
youth within the Republican 
party which will help the 
candidates in the coming 
elections. She said, “I was 
especially impressed with the 
young freshmen Congressmen 
and Senators as they were 
introduced at the 
convention-they appeared to be 
the cream of the crop.” 

Following the talk, Kent 
Currie, president of YR’s, 
announced Republican candidate 
for President, Richard Nixon, 
would be at the Peoria airport at 
1:30 p.m., Sept. 19. 

In closing he asked for 
volunteers to work on various 
committees and with he 
Republican organization in Peoria 
county. 


The decades that lie before us 
will bring with them turbulent 
change and crises and challenges 
wholly distinct from those that 
presented themselves to 
American youth in the Great 
Depression or in the post-war 
years. The new issues and the 
new concerns that will confront 
America will call forth the finest 
that even this talented new 
generation has to offer. 

I believe, however, that the 
incumbent generation of 
Americans can look forward to 
the future with hope. The young 
people behind us, the best of 
them, are bringing into public life 
the essential recognition that 
leaders who treat morality and 
politics apart will never 
understand either. They are 
intent upon creating a 
meaning-oriented society, rather 
than a success-oriented society. 
The quality of life is more 
important to the best of this new 
generation than the quantity of 
goods. For them the 
complacency of the past has 
given way to the concern of the 
present; apathy has yielded to 
involvement; and self-seeking is 
changing to self-sacrifice. Perhaps 
as no preceding generation, this 
generation of American youth is 
idealistic and activist ~ it is 
motivated by social concerns and 
blessed with a social conscience. 

It will need all these high 
qualities to deal with the crises of 
the future - among which there 
will be none more urgent than 
the crises of the cities of 
America. 

I am today establishing within 
the Youth Division of United 
Citizens for Nixon-Agnew, a 
Student Coalition to utilize the 
talents and energies of the 
academic community to analyze 
and resolve the problems - and to 
involve students directly in then- 
solution. 

The Student Coalition would 
take as its first task the discussion 
and proposal of means to involve 
educational institutions more 
heavily and directly in 
development of solutions to local 
problems of jobs and housing and 
education. 

I have asked Sam Williams and 
John Campbell, two students 
who formerly were in charge of 
Governor Rockefeller’s youth 


effort, the New Majority, to head 
the Student Coalition. I expect 
the new coalition to sponsor 
conferences on the role of 
universities in our society and to 
offer youthful, imaginative 
solutions to their local 
governments on the problems of 
the city. I also hope that they 
will be able to expand the 
positive involvement of youth in 
university life and in the 
educational process. In the near 
future, I will meet personally 
with a group of student leaders to 
discuss their ideas for the Student 
Coalition. Also, during the 
coming weeks, I will ask 
prominent young Republican 
office holders, along with other 
leaders to visit college campuses 
and solicit ideas from other 
students about how the academic 
community can become directly 
involved in solving the urban 
crisis. Finally, I will rely on 
groups of advisers from 
universities in the major urban 
centers to assist the Student 
Coalition in developing a specific 
series of proposals on this 
subject, the implementation of 
which could be guided and 


encouraged by a Nixon 
Administration. 

There has never been a time 
when more young people with 
talent were available; there has 
never been a time when the 
willingness of young people to 
contribute was greater. In 
Lansing, Michigan, hundreds of 
Michigan State students are 
tutoring slum children. In Seattle, 
Governor Dan Evans has 
launched an Action for 
Washington program along similar 
lines. Mayor Lindsay’s New York 
City Urban Corps is a summer 
intern program through which 
the city government and students 
work together to solve the 
problems created by poverty. 
This summer, his Urban Corps 
put 6000 students directly to 
work on core city problems. 
Students at Harvard and 
Columbia business schools now 
participate actively in programs 

The purpose of the creation of 
this coalition and the issuance of 
this challenge is to draw upon the 
full resources of our younger 
generation in the solution of our 
national problems. 


Peorians eliminate old 
system; third party formed 


Mrs. Brenden Liddell, wife of 
Bradley philosophy professor, Dr. 
Brenden Liddell, has said a new 
party movement is gaining 
impetus in Peoria and Illinois. 
She said in a telephone interview 
Tuesday that Bradley students 
who are members of the newly 
formed Students For Democratic 
Action are active in the 
movement. 

Mrs. Liddell said the new 
party is currently attempting to 
overturn a decision which 
disallows placing independent 
electors on the Illinois ballot. On 
September 10 a hearing was held 
in Chicago, and a decision to set 
up another hearing at a later date 
with three judges sitting was 
handed down. 

No announcement on the 
future hearing date or the judges 
involved had been announced 


as of this past Wednesday. 

Mrs. Liddell said a meeting of 
the Peoria area caucus for a new 
party was held at the home of Dr. 
Robert S. Easton, 418 E. 
Highpoint Rd. this past Friday. 
She said several Bradley students 
were present. She also announced 
another meeting will be held 
tonight at Dr. Easton’s home. 

At last Friday’s meeting no 
decision was made on whether 
the Peoria group should affiliate 
with the national new party 
organization. She added the 
organization drive is being 
spearheaded by Mark Raskin, 
director of the Institute of Policy 
Study in Washington, D.C. 

Mrs. Liddell said Raskin was 
one of the five men indicted with 
Dr. Benjamin Spock counseling

youths to evade the draft. Raskin 
was the only one acquitted 
according to Mrs. Liddell. 

Mrs. Liddell further advised in 
the interview that four Peoria 
area people went to the state new 
party convention last Sunday in 
Chicago. She was present for the 
meeting in Chicago, along with 
Dr. and Mrs. Easton and Mrs. 
Esther Yalawitz. 

Mrs. Liddell said the effort to 
form a new party was predicated 
on the thought that both major 
parties would nominate “war 
candidates.” 

She said, “If the decision 
against placing independent 
electors on the ballot is 
overturned, it would overturn a 
constitutional provision in this 
state which has kept new parties 


out for years.” She said the 
decision not to place the 
independent electors on the 
ballot is based on the need for a 
certain percentage of the 
signatures of registered voters on 
petitions from each county. 

She said the suit to overturn 
this charges a heavy balance of 
population in certain counties 
makes the “no independent 
electors’’ decision 
unconstitutional. 

Mrs. Liddell charged during 
the interview that the Peoria 
daily newspaper had “suppressed 
news of the activity to form the 
new party in this area.” She said, 
“I gave them this same 
information but nothing was 
printed.”

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Chicago Daley convention revisited

Six miles from the heart of the world lies the stock 
and cattle yards of Chicago. Sitting in the midst of the 
city’s south side ghetto, it was an ideal spot for the 1968 
Democratic National Convention. Unfortunately this 
event was mishandled and improperly organized, 
necessitating unfavorable remarks about our electoral 
procedures. Despite strained efforts to block 
communications and censor truth, the world will well 
note and long remember what happened there. 

Visualizing the Chicago of last month is difficult. It 
has been likened to Prague, although this is unfair. 
Whereas the occupation of the streets of Prague was done 
to subjugate the people and propogate communism, the 
occupation of Chicago’s streets was done in the name of 
democracy. Bearing this in mind, the presence of jeeps, 
machine guns, and federal troops was a suitable tool for 
insuring peace and tranquility during the convention. 

Passing through the two-block buffer zone of troops 
and barbed wire around the amphitheatre, you finally 
come to the entrance and its ever powerful computor. 
The card worn religiously around your neck is inserted 
into the machine, and you are either admitted or, as in 
some notable cases, carted off to jail. Once inside, you 
hear opening speeches being made, and boredom sets in. 


On Tuesday, President Johnson’s birthday, the 
monotony is broken and the inequities of the convention 
appear. Debate on the two major issues of the day, the 
Vietnam plank and the seating of challenged delegations, 
drew loud and heated arguments from both sides. 

The pro-administration side, however, was able to 
make louder remarks due to the use of microphones. This 
is not to say that the minority speakers did not have 
opportunity to address the entire convention, only that 
the use of the microphones was regulated from the Chair 
and that, in turn, by Chicago’s Mayor Daley. It is hard to 
believe, at least by this observer, that dissenting speeches 
were actually cut short and not allowed to continue. 
Numerous times during debate on the important issues 
microphones were cut off and other speakers substituted. 

It is now a record of history that the Wisconsin 
delegation was cut off no less than a half-dozen times. 
This tactic was employed by the Chair on other occasions 
as well. 

During spontaneous chants supporting minority 
candidates or issues, the band was instructed to play so as 
to drown out the “unnecessary noise.” I saw this occur 
during debate on the war plank, on seating of minority 
delegations, on nominations for president and vice 
president and even on the warm patriotic ovation given to 
the film on the late Senator Kennedy. 

One of the things that especially amused me was the 


all-important roll call on the nomination. It was 
interesting to note that the dissenting delegations were 
not given opportunity to be heard. Only their vote 
counted. The final count was in the vicinity of 1700 
votes for Humphrey and 900 for the other candidates. It 
is customary, however, to encourage a unanimous 
nomination, and it was surely encouraged this time - so 
much in fact as to overrule the prominent shouts of 
“NAY,” estimated to be one-third of the delegates. 

The injustices mounted at an enormous rate. Delegates 
were taken off the floor, candidates were not allowed to 
speak, seconding speeches were not permitted as in the 
case of Julian Bond. Delegates were beaten, handcuffed, 
and jailed. They were humiliated, mocked, and ignored. 

The list goes on and on. One must remember that this 
did not happen to white or Negro youths airing their 
grievances; this happened to United States Congressmen 
and Senators, and all because they committed the primal 
crime of the ages - dissenting with the Establishment. 

The little man behind the podium could barely stick 
his nose over it; yet he played God for four days. His 
name was Carl Albert, and he was the Chairman for the 
1968 Democratic National Convention. He is not entirely 
to blame for this mockery of injustice. I noted that 
Mayor Daley had a direct line to the Chair and was on it a 
good portion of the time. I only wonder who had a direct 
line to Mayor Daley.

Millions for a library?

There’s a rumor making the rounds on campus that the 
administration is planning to buy some books for the 
library. Such a move in the face of rising tuition costs, the 
five million dollars for Bradley campaign, plus what some 
campus youth leaders feel are much more important 
priorities could precipitate a revolt. 

The new physical education facility, Haussler Hall, which 
campus leaders seem to agree is a top priority item, will take 
up over three of those hoped-for five millions. Some leaders 
fear the administration will decide to pour a good part of 
the other two million, plus some of the money brought in 
by higher tuition, into library books. 

The other day one bearded militant was overheard 
saying: “This could be one of the great issues on campus this 
year. Tuition costs next year will increase administration 
funds by over a million and a half dollars. If much money is 
poured into books, my group will protest-and I don’t mean 
verbally.” 

The lack of support for more books is definitely linked to 
the philosophy prevalent on campus that Bradley is nothing 
but a party school. A “Save Our Beer” organization leader 
said he felt the rumor had no basis in fact. The SOB bigwig 
said, “There is no sympathy on this campus for books. They 
sell us a dozen or so books for our courses each semester and 
expect us to read them all. Enough is enough, anyway.” 

A young sex maniac, currently in vogue with the campus 
girls, added he felt money spent on books is a waste. He said 
he could think of many more important things on which to 
spend three million dollars. 

But perhaps the largest stumbling block in the path 
of “more books” is the obvious fact that Librarian Lightfoot 
would, in all probability, have a heart attack if any 
substantial amount were spent on bound volumes. And if he 
didn’t have a heart attack, he would face the problem of 
having to spend more than four hours counting the books at 
inventory time. 

In any event, it is apparent another stimulating year has 
arrived. If the administration does expend funds on books 
they will probably face riots. 

But there isn’t much chance that the rumor is true. And 
those few students on campus who came here to learn will 
just have to play it cool and remember to grin and bear it.

continuing protests on campuses 


Peace Corps Director Jack 
Vaughn predicts continuing 
protest activities on college 
campuses in the coming year 
because many schools 
have not tuned in to the real cause 
of unrest among students. 

In an article in the September 
issue of Glamour magazine, 
Vaughn states: “It is becoming 
clear that half of today’s students 
are out to change the system-not 
necessarily our system but their 
system of higher education. I 
believe they’re right in thinking it 
is ready for radical overhauling.” 

The trouble, Vaughn believes, 
stems from depersonalization of 
higher education and failure to 
recognize students as adults 
capable of full participation in 
society and in educational affairs. 

The student is demanding a 
personal experience, Vaughn says, 
and turns on the school, 
administration. “If this is to be 
reversed, the faculty must be 
liberated, and perhaps reoriented 
toward the student” the Peace 
Corps director says. 


He points out, “It may be that 
there will be more dissention on 


the campus similar to the unrest 
which rocked many campuses last 
year unless changes ensue in the 
decision-making apparatus of 
higher education.” 

Vaughn’s opinions are based on 
the results of a Louis Harris 
survey of student attitudes toward 
current issues such as Peace Corps 
service, the Vietnam war, the civil 
rights movement, and student 
activism. The Harris poll, 
commissioned by the Peace Corps, 
was supplemented by in-depth 
interviews conducted by Peace 
Corps staff members on 12 
representative campuses. 

“The two most significant 
results of our studies,” says 
Vaughn, “were the finding that 
the real revolutionaries totaled 
less than four per cent of the 
student population and that one 
third of the students were activists 
who want to work for reform 
within the system.” 

According to Vaughn, the 
surveys indicated that 11 percent 
of all students are “true 
protest-activists;” i.e., those who 
comprise the leadership of most 
campus protest activities. 
However, only four per cent of all 


students are “so radical or 
anarchistic in their views to be 
considered out of communication 
with society.” 

“There is another 30 per cent 
committed to social and political 
action but who feel that their 
goals can be attained within 
existing systems,” says Vaughn, 
“Add to these groups an 
estimated 10 per cent whom we 
can call constructivists-those 
committed to social and political 
action, but who have not engaged 
in dissent or protest movements.” 

This adds up, Vaughn says, to 
approximately 50 per cent of the 
student body committed to some 
form of social action, ranging

A peace rally to protest the 
war in Vietnam will be held 
Saturday “in the downtown 
courthouse vicinity” according to 
Gary Cox, spokesman for the 
Peoria area peace committee. Cox 
said his group will hold their rally 
at 1 p.m. in “the general area of 
the courthouse,” despite the fact 
that the Peoria County Public 
Building Commission has twice 
denied them access to courthouse 
grounds.

Herget Bank 
gives $7500 
to fund drive 


The Herget National Bank of 
Pekin became the sixth area 
organization to honor Bradley 
University with the largest 
educational grant in its history 
this week, when it announced the 
contribution of $7,500 to 
Bradley’s present campaign to 
raise five million dollars. 

Presenting the grant was Ralph 
Heim, President of the Herget 
National Bank. Accepting the 
grant on behalf of the University 
was Bradley President Talman W. 
Vaii Arsdale, Jr. The 
announcement was made in 
special ceremonies in the Swords 
Hall conference room on campus. 
The grant to Bradley was 
approved by the Board of 
Directors of the Herget National 
Bank at their last board meeting 
on September 10. 

According to Heim the grant 
represents the largest 
contribution ever made to an 
educational institution by the 
Herget National Bank. The bank 
thus joins Caterpillar Tractor Co., 
the Commercial National Bank, 
Hiram Walker & Sons, the Quaker 
Oats Co., and the First National 
Bank and Trust Co. of Pekin who 
earlier had announced record 
grants to the Bradley campaign. 

The Five Million for Bradley 
campaign will provide funds for 
improved facilities and at least 
two endowed professorial chairs. 
The major new building to result 
from the campaign will be 
Haussler Hall, a new physical 
education facility, named in 
honor of Dr. A. G. Haussler, 
Executive Vice President of 
Bradley who twice served as 
Acting President of the 
University. Other facilities to 
result from the campaign will be 
a new structure for the School of 
Speech and Hearing Sciences,

public building commission came 
Tuesday by unanimous vote. 
Some PBC members said they 
were worried for the safety and 
beauty of the plaza, and at least 
one member said he felt the rally 
would be a desecration of the 
area. 

After being informed of the 
PBC’s ruling, Cox said, “I can’t 
understand their attitude on this 
since it has always been 
traditional to have a place at the 
town square or courthouse where 
people can voice their opinions. 
That’s part of the American 
heritage.” 

Cox said early Wednesday that 
there is sentiment within the 
peace committee to defy the PBC 
ruling but that no official 
decision to enter courthouse 
grounds Saturday has been 
reached. He added that any 
interested Bradley student is 
welcome at the peace rally, which 
will congregate just outside 
courthouse grounds. 

Cox, who works with the 
Illinois Youth Commission with 
offices at the Zeller Zone Clinic 
on N. University, said the peace 
group also sponsors a draft 
counseling service for young men. 

The draft counseling is held on 
Saturday’s from 1 p.m. through 
the afternoon at the Universalist 
Unitarian Church at 908 
Hamilton Blvd. Cox said the draft 
counseling has been held the past 
two Saturday’s with varying 
success. “The first week we had 
14 young men, but the second 
week only two showed up.” 

He said the draft counseling 
will continue each Saturday, and 
all Bradley students are welcome 
to use the service. He said the 
only purpose of the counseling 
service is to make young men 
more fully aware of their 
alternatives with the draft. 
“Young men face a problem of 
not knowing how to plan their 
future because of the draft,” said 
Cox. 

Cox added that those who 
claim to be conscientious 
objectors are not condemned as 
they were in the past. He said he 
feels more young men are 
realizing that they need not 
belong to “pacifist” church 
groups to claim they are 
conscientious objectors.

Bailey, Bond slated for lectures 


Famed attorney F. Lee Bailey 
and Julian Bond, who catapulted 
to national fame during the 
Democratic National Convention, 
will headline Bradley University’s 
1968-69 Lecture Arts series. 

All of the lectures will be open 
to the public, and no admission 
fee will be charged. Each of the 
lectures which have been 
arranged by the Lecture-Concert 
Committee at Bradley will start 
at 8 p.m. in the Robertson 
Memorial - Fieldhouse on the 
evenings specified. 

Professor E. G. Williamson, 
Dean of Students at the 
University of Minnesota, will 
inaugurate the series on Monday, 
October 24, with an address on 
“Student Unrest.” As president 
of both the National Association 
of Student Personnel Advisors 
and the American Personnel and 
Guidance Association, Williamson 
is highly qualified to speak on 
today’s student. 

Bailey, who first gained fame 
following his brilliant defense of 
Dr. Sam Sheppard and Dr. Carl 
Coppolino, will speak on “The 
Defense Jtfever Rests” in his 
Peoria appearance on Monday, 
November 11. A major element 
in Bailey’s preparation is 
investigation. While studying law 
at Boston University, Bailey 
opened an investigation agency, 
replete with operatives, electronic 
gadgets and devices. 

Bond, who was seated as a 
member of the Georgia House of 
Representatives through a 
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Supreme Court ruling in 1966, 
will express his views on civil 
rights and politics in a 
Wednesday, November 20, 
address. In the Georgia House, 
Bond serves as a member of the 
Education, Insurance and State 
Institutions and Properties 
Committees. He was first elected 
to a seat created by 
reapportionment in the Georgia 
House in 1965, but was 
prevented from taking office in 
January, 1966 by members of the 
legislature who objected to his 
statements about the war in 
Vietnam. 

Rev. Malcomb Boyd, who has 
gained a reputation as 
Chaplain-at-Large to the nation’s 
college students as a result of his 
frequent campus appearances, 
will appear at Bradley on 
Wednesday, March 5. He drew 
national attention last year when 


he appeared at San Francisco’s 
“hungry i” reading prayers from 
his book, “Are You Running 
With Me, Jesus?” He has recorded 
selections from that publication 
and his subsequent book, “Free 
To Live, Free To Die” on 
Columbia Records. His most 
recent book, “The Underground 
Church,” was released in March 
and has already gained wide 
attention. 

A presentation of “Othello” 
by the National Shakespeare 
Company of New York City will 
provide the Bradley audience 
with a distinctive attraction for 
the second consecutive year on 
Monday, March 31. For the past 
five years, the company has 
toured coast to coast with the 
classical repertoire in a ten-month 
season, performing at larger 
universities throughout the 
nation.

Bradley University Theatre will 
offer a season of Five major plays, 
four Film Classics, and two 
experimental offerings during the 
1968-69 academic year. All eleven 
theatrical events will be included 
in the University Theatre’s 
1968-69 Season Coupon Book. 

The Five major productions this 
year will be Hamlet by William 
Shakespeare, Between Two 
Thieves by Warner LeRoy, Stop 
the World -1 Want to Get Off! by 
Leslie Bricusse and Anthony 
Newley, Neil Simon’s The Odd 
Couple, and Marat/Sade by Peter 
Weiss. 

Opening the season will be 
Hamlet, the most thoroughly 
admired play in our language, if 
not in any language of the western 
world. It will be presented as part 
of the Dad’s Day weekend 
November 5-10. 

Dr. Collins J. Bell of the 
theatre staff will direct the play. 
It is considered the play of most 
towering grandeur of all of 
Shakespeare’s works. It has such 
infinite psychological and 
philosophical subtleties that it has 
been the subject of more 
discussions and books than any 
other play. 

Flaring with all the drama that 
accompanies a courtroom trial, 
Between Two Thieves, is a play 
that dares to dramatize the 


question of whether the 
centuries-long persecution of the 
Jews can be justiFied on any 
ground logically related to the 
CruciFixion of Jesus. It will run 
for six performances starting on 
December 10. 

Dr. John E. Clifford, managing 
director of the theatre, will direct 
this striking play about a group of 
modem people trying to establish 
where the guilt lies for the 
condemnation of Jesus. The play 
was originally written by Diego 
Fabbri, an Italian Catholic, as The 
Trial of Jesus. The University 
Theatre production will use an 
adaptation by Warner LeRoy, an 
American Jew. 

The University Theatre’s 
musical attraction this year will 
appear February 18-23. It’s the 
racy, ribald, and beguiling British 
musical hit Stop the World - I 
Want To Get Off! 

Dr. Ronald J. Koperski, of the 
theatre staff, will stage, in a 
Readers Theatre style, Anthony 
Newley’s combination of mime, 
songs, and skits with suggestions 
of dances, gags, old funny jokes, 
and a Greek chorus of lovely girls. 

Mr. Kent Campbell of the 
School of Music as musical 
director will be in charge of the 
tuneful and sprightly score which 
includes such favorites as What 
Kind of Fool Am I? 


Neil Simon’s recent Broadway 
and motion picture comedy hit 
The Odd Couple will open March 
18 for a six day run. Simon’s play, 
the deliciously happy story of two 
chums, both recently detached 
from their wives, who attempt to 
share an apartment together, will 
be directed by Dr. Bell. 

Closing the season will be the 
New York Drama Critics 
Award-winning play with the 
longest title in theatrical history, 
Ihe Persecution and Assassination 
of Jean Paul Marat as Performed 
by the Inmates of the Asylum of 
Charenton under the Direction of 
the Marquis de Sade. 

While this describes exactly 
what the play is about - the title 
is usually shortened to 
Marat/Sade. 

Dr. Clifford and Mr. Ed 
Blanchard of the School of Music 
will stage and direct this play 
called by many the “most vivid 
and affecting work of the modem 
stage.” 

In addition to these five plays 
the University Theatre will 
sponsor, for one night only, a 
professional production from New 
York. The play, By George is an 
account of the letters of George 
Bernard Shaw and will star 
Broadway and Hollywood Actor

from violent protest to doing 
community volunteer work. 

Vaughn describes the 50 per 
cent who are still uncommitted to 
social action as “the remnant of 
the ‘silent generation’ of the 
‘50s.” 

He points out that the Harris 
survey shows a drop in interest in 
Peace Corps service among the 
four per cent of students who are 
radical activists (primarily due to 
anti-Government sentiment 
because of the Vietnam War). 

“But on the other hand, the 
rapidly increasing number of the 
more moderate activists who were 
very interested in the Peace Corps 
gave us a greater number of 
students likely to volunteer for 
the Peace Corps,” Vaughn says.

With four returning lettermen 
from last year’s team, Coach 
John Schoof hopes to improve on 
last season’s record of six wins 
and five defeats. The 1967 
harriers also finished 4th in the 
Missouri Valley Conference and 
5th in the Illinois Intercollegiate. 

Jim Dickerson, Randy Hart, 
Bill Johnson and Dave Ulmer, the 
returning letter winners, hope to 
be aided this year by numeral 
winners Bob Jorgensen and Pete 
Lanners. Dickerson, who last year 
set the school record in the one 
mile run, is expected to bounce 
back after a rather unsensational 
year. Lanners is also a bright 
prospect this year after being 
injured in track two years ago. 
This injury, plus illness during the 
summer, left Pete in poor 
physical shape for last season, 
and subsequently he never quite 
realized his potential. 

Another question mark is Bob 
Jorgensen.

After Saturday’s game with 
Central Michigan it seems that 
Bradley has two potential 
All-State ends. One of them, Tom 
Whitney, had a fine day on the 
gridiron as compared to the 
team’s performance as a whole. If 
the Central Michigan game was 
any indication Coach Billy Stone 
will not have to worry about at 
least one position. 

Even though a letterman last 
year, Whitney, the 6-2, 185 
pound left offensive end, proved 
that he could improve 
considerably over last season’s 
effort.

They are 
perennially ranked in the top ten 
of small universities.” 

If Bradley is to score 
consistently and run up those 
victories, then they will 
undoubtedly take to the air. It 


looks as if Tom will be called on 
time and time again to come up 
with those crucial catches this 
season. “I’m waiting for the day 
when our ground attack begins to 
jell, and we can go to the air as an 
option rather than as a 
necessity.” According to Tom 
Whitney, that day is not far off. 

Looking ahead to Tom’s 
future you run right into football 
again. Presently he is a business 
education major with a minor 
added this year in physical 
education.

The joys of the sports world can 
last as long as man’s memory can 
last; the sorrows are buried with 
the athlete, the team or the era. 

When the Chicago Bears beat 
the Washington Redskins in 1940 
for the championship by a score 
of 73-0, the lead paragraph in the 
New York Times read, “The 
weather was perfect, so were the 
Bears.” Last Saturday, the Braves 
were a lot more imperfect than 
Central Michigan was perfect, but 
the Chips still had an easy time of 
it at Peoria Stadium. 

I’ve never been much of a 
school spirit man, nor have I been 
a critic of school athletic apathy, 
whatever that might mean. Going 
to see an athletic event should be 
a reward, not a punishment. 
However, I would hate to see the 
Bradley football team judged and 
dismissed on the basis of last 
week’s game. Whether it was 
divine light shining on Central 
Michigan, opening game jitters 
for the Braves, or a smattering of 
1940 Chicago Bear perfection, 
Bradley deserves consideration. 
Billy Stone has never failed to 
field a competitive athletic team, 
and for those who really enjoy 
football, who really enjoy 
watching a team marked for 
progress,and for those who 
possess that silly little thing 
called school spirit, the Braves are 
hoping to see you next time.

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Mantle: A star in the 


twilight of his career

Each day he goes through the 
long tedious task of wrapping his 
battered legs with tremendous 
rolls of tape so he can perform 
and keep the image of the 
superstar alive a bit longer. Yet, it 
is apparent to Mickey Mantle, as 
well as to his many millions of 
fans, that he is deep in the 
twilight of his career. 

Game winning home runs are 
few and far between, while gaps 
between hits grow larger. Though 
the love of baseball is still firmly 
planted within his heart, he 
sometimes longs to become a 
“regular husband and father.” His 
wife Merlyn has often said that 
the Mantle boys need a father 
who is not five hundred miles 
away at a time when he is so 
desperately needed at home. 

Mickey is very aware of this 
situation and longs to remedy it; 
yet, he still has unachieved goals 
that will not let him retire. Like 
an iron hand firmly grasping his 
shoulder they consistently haunt 
him. 

Last year Mickey said that he 
wanted to hit six hundred 
homers. He felt that he could 
accomplish this in another three 
or four years, depending upon his 
ability to play daily. However, 
the Mickey Mantle of 1968 has 
become more realistic. His most 
important dream right now is to 
become third on the all time 
home run list, passing Jimmy 
Foxx. This will be accomplished 


when he slugs his next homer and 
breaks the tie that now exists 
with the former Philadelphia 
Athletics great. 

Yet, one must wonder 
whether Mantle is sacrificing 
something more precious than his 
535th home run by playing daily. 
His lifetime batting average is 
slowly dipping below the magical 
three hundred mark. It is 
becoming increasingly 
embarrassing for a man of 
Mickey’s ability to walk back to 
the dugout, head lowered in 
defeat, after striking out; or being 
thrown out on a slow grounder 
he would have easily beaten out 
for a hit in his younger years. 
These plays occur more 
frequently now than ever before. 

Mickey hates to disappoint his 
teammates and says that he will 
play only if he is contributing to 
the team. His fellow Yankees 
readily voice their need for the 
inspiration his mere presence 
generates, but can a .230 hitter 
truly contribute to a slowly 
redeveloping ballclub even if he is 
Mickey Mantle? 

This question cannot remain 
unanswered much longer. While 
most fans would be overjoyed to 
see “The Mick” accomplish the 
few goals that still remain 
important to him, baseball fans 
should not let the image of a 
truly great and courageous 
baseball player be tarnished in 
the twilight of his career.

'A Paige In History’ 

Ask a young baseball fan today who was the greatest 
pitcher of all time and more than likely his response will be 
Feller or Koufax or Young or Alexander or a few others. 
But you can bet the rent money that his answer won’t be 
Satchel Paige. 

The reason he won’t know about Paige is simple. Paige is 
a black man, and when Satch was in his prime during the 
30’s and 40’s baseball owners were not about to have a black 
man play for them. Paige was as good or better than any of 
his contemporaries but the fact that his skin was black kept 
him out of the majors. 

Now don’t say that the owners were against anything that 
wasn’t white. After all, they sure loved that green money 
that the paying customers dished out. 

You might be thinking that Satch got a raw deal from the 
big leagues and indeed he did by their refusal to accept him 
as an outstanding pitcher, color not withstanding. But in 
another aspect of the Paige story it was Satch who came out 
on top. 

You can make plenty of money barnstorming the 
country, and that is exactly what Satch did. During one 
seven week stretch of barnstorming Canada, Paige received 
$19,000. Wherever Satch pitched, the people paid. 

Once the major league color line was broken by Jackie 
Robinson in 1946 the majors were interested in Paige but he 
turned them down. In the late 40’s, when the Giants were 
making one of their stretch runs for the pennant, Satch 
turned down an offer because they couldn’t pay him 
enough. He showed them that they really needed him more 
than he needed them. 

But the fact remains that the blatant prejudice and 
bigotry that permeated the majors in the 30’s and 40’s 
deprived the fans of seeing some of the greatest black 
athletes of all time. Along with Paige there were men like 
Josh Gibson, Cool Papa Bell, Bizz Mackey and Martin 
Diliigo. All of these players were equal if not superior to 
their contemporaries. 

It is too late for the franchise owners to atone for their 
past mistakes. The recent hiring of Paige by the Atlanta 
Braves is nothing more than a token gesture to a grand old 
man. And when the final score is tallied it will be Satch on 
top, and the league owners a dismal second.

Chips roll to 41-6 win 
over BU in opener

The Bradley Braves, hampered 
by an impotent offense and a 
porous defense, lost their football 
opener last Saturday to a strong 
Central Michigan eleven by a 
score of 41-6. Coach Billy Stone’s 
crew was never in contention as 
the Chips rolled up a total of 402 
yards on offense while holding 
Bradley scoreless until late in the 
third quarter. 

The crowd of 3,000 saw the 
visitors get on the scoreboard at 
3:36 of the first period with a 
two yard run up the middle by 
Lyle Teale. The score was set up 
by Craig Tefft’s 32-yard end run 
to the Bradley 5. Tefft was a 
constant thorn in the side of the 
Braves all afternoon as he rushed 
for a total of 89 yards, with most 
of the yardage coming on end 
runs. 

After the Chips’ first score the 
Braves couldn’t move the ball and 
Jim King was forced to punt. 
Larry Adams returned King’s 
kick 46 yards to Bradley’s three, 
and after a gain of two yards by 
Tom Stark, Tefft went over from 
the 2. John Pahoski converted for 
the second time in the game to 
make the score 14-0 at the end of 
the first quarter. 

The Chips continued their 
scoring rampage in the second 
period behind the accurate 
passing of Bob Miles. Starting out 
in their own 35, the Chips 
marched down the field on the 
strength of passes to Dave 
Lemere and Raleigh Smith to put 
the ball on Bradley’s 30. Three 


short runs put the ball on the 22, 
and Miles then unloaded to 
Lemere for a 22 yard touchdown 
pass on fourth down. Pahoski 
converted again to make the 
score 21-0 at 9:30 of the second 
quarter. 

The Braves stalled again on 
another drive despite a run of 35 
yards ty Tom Stephano. After 
the ball changed hands Miles 
connected with Lemere for 
another touchdown, this time for 
59 yards. The conversion attempt 
failed and at the half the score 
was CMU 27, Bradley 0. 

The Braves did have an 
opportunity to score before the 
half ended when they marched to 
the Chips’ 5 yard line before 
Larry Selinger, who took over for 
starter Chuck Neumann, had a 
pass intercepted in the end zone 
by Bob Markey. 

Neither team could do much 
at the beginning of the third 
period, but after an exchange of 
interceptions on consecutive 
plays the Chips scored again. 
Miles tossed a 17-yard pass to 
Smith to put the ball on 
Bradley’s one yard line, and Tom 
Stark then cracked over for the 
Chips’ fifth touchdown. 

After that score the Braves put 
on their only sustained march of 
the afternoon. Starting on their 
own 25, the Braves passed their 
way down the gridiron with their 
touchdown coming on a nine 
yard pass from Selinger to Mike 
Dafferner.

Nixon pledges leadership

Some 17 years ago freshman 
senator Richard M. Nixon flew to 
Peoria to accept his first 
honorary degree from Bradley 
University. His small plane was 
met by a welcoming committee 
of two. Last Wednesday 
afternoon Nixon again landed at 
Greater Peoria Airport. This time 
the Republican presidential 
nominee and his flotila of three 
United 707 jets was greeted by a 
brass band, a corp of dignitaries 
and a crowd of more than 2000. 

“America needs new 
leadership, and we’re going to 
have it,” Nixon declared, adding 
that “Americans have had enough 
of failure.” While not offering 
any specific policy changes, the 
presidential contender offered 
several general areas which 
required improvement. 

In foreign policy he advocated 

Congress ponders 
cut backs in aid 


Congress, exercised for 
months over campus disruptions, 
is nearing final action on a bill 
that would penalize some 
students involved in the 
disorders. 

The measure gives school 
officials authority to cut off 
Federal education aid-loans and 
fellowships, for example, for two 
years to students convicted of 
“use of force, disruption, or the 
seizure of property” at a college 
or university. The same action 
could also be taken against any 
student refusing to obey campus 
regulations. The accused student 
would be entitled to a hearing 
first by the school 
administration. 

Final passage of the measure, 
part of the Higher Education Act 
just approved by the 
House-Senate conference 
committee, is likely next week. 


a new policy that “will get other 
nations to carry their fair share in 
the fight to defend freedom in 
the world.” He pledged that he 
would “restore respect for the 
United States and our flag so the 
time will never come when a 
nation like North Korea would 
dare to seize an American naval 
vessel on the high seas.” On Viet 
Nam he said, “Never has so much 
military strength been used so 
inefficiently;” and he declared, 
“We will end the war honorably, 
and I can pledge that.” 

Shifting to domestic affairs, 
Nixon referred to the present 
administration as a “knee-jerk 
administration,” charging that all 
solutions are sought in 
Washington rather than on a local 
level. 

“We need to restore respect 
for law and order in the United 
States,’’ he maintained, 
advocating appointment of a new 
attorney general who would wage 
an “all-out war on crime.” 


In addition to restoring law 
and order, Nixon indicated he 
would seek to insure to all the 
“promise of hope and the 
assurance of justice.” Said the 
presidential candidate, “We need 
more millions off the welfare 
rolls and on the payrolls.” 

Nixon, who arrived an hour 
and 15 minutes late, flew in from 
Springfield, Mo. where earlier in 
the day he addressed a crowd 
that he placed at 28,000. He 
described the people who come 
to hear him as “forgotten 
Americans.” They are not just 
Republicans, but also Democrats 
and independents, he claims. 
They are “people who haven’t 
been breaking the law, who 
haven’t been engaging in violence. 
People who have been paying 
taxes, going to work and 
supporting their families, their 
churches and their schools.” He 
concluded that these people want 
new leadership which he pledges 
to give them. 


The 20-minute stock speech 
which Nixon delivered was 
cheered by the crowd that had 
braved rain, traffic jams and a 
long wait to hear it. 

The ex-vice-president said, “It 
may have rained this morning in 
Peoria, but it’s going to rain votes 
in Nov. for our ticket.” He 
added, “I don’t want anyone 
catching pneumonia because we 
want every vote in Nov.” 

On hand to greet the 
presidential nominee and his wife 
were a group of more than a 
hundred youths from teenage 
republican clubs and some 45 
students from Bradley’s Young 
Republican Club. Kent Currie, 
Bradley YR president, had 
worked with a Nixon advance 
man to see that the students 
would have a special cheering 
section in front of the airport’s 
wire fence. Currie’s only 
comment besides saying that all 
went well was, “I wish he would 
have stayed longer.”

SDS is education. They plan to 
focus their attention more upon 
the community than the school 
and will try to communicate their 
feelings about our society to the 
people of Peoria. Basically they 
believe that the American society 
needs a drastic change, perhaps 
even destruction and then 
rebuilding, to become successful. 
Their mission, as they see it, is 
“to bring about a society in 
which the people have control 
over the events and circumstances 
which rule their lives.” 

To proceed with this 
educational process, SDS will 
invite guest speakers, initiate 
forums, and take part in 
demonstrations, like that held 
last Saturday at the Peoria 
courthouse plaza. Their 
immediate plans on this level 
include holding a peace picnic 
this coming Saturday at Bradley 
Park. 

The general aims of SDA 
differ in being more moderate 
than those stated by Ghelfi. 
Reiser said that their political 
philosophy, as expounded in 
their charter, is based on that of 
Dr. Martin Luther King, Robert 
F. Kennedy, and Eugene 
McCarthy. 

Like SDS, their main aim is 
education but in a less radical 
fashion. They will invite speakers 
from organizations like the ADA, 
with whom they are considering 
possible affiliation, and 
demonstrate, as they also did last 
Saturday at the courthouse. 
Contrary to what was stated last 
week in the Scout, SDA is not a “ 
‘non-active political group which 
will not demonstrate,’ ” but a 
non-violent active political group. 

Their main attention will, 
again like SDS, be centered on 
the community. 

Columbia U 
may revoke 

SDS license 

A Columbia University official 
asked a university committee 
Thursday, Sept. 19, to consider 
revoking the charter of the 
Students for a Democratic 
Society. 

The committee is composed of 
two administrators, two faculty 
members and two students. 

With the loss of their charter 
the SDS would not be permitted 
to use university property nor 
would their members be 
recognized. 

Recently Columbia’s SDS 
chapter has sought to cripple the 
25,000 student campus during 
fall registration. Classes began at 
the Ivy League school yesterday. 

Irving de Koff, director of 
student interests for the 
university, referred the proposal 
to the committee after students 
had haltered registration on 
Columbia’s Momingside campus.

Protestors have 'march of mourning’

Edwards, this was “a march of 
mourning.” Under the pretense of 
a tour, tour leader Thomas 
Edwards, lead the group to the 
Civil War statue. Here Edwards 
pointed out the desecration of 
the statue with the comment. 
“Now that they have a plaza, 
they deny use of it! They might 
as well have made a parking lot 
out of it.” Here the marchers 
stood for a moment of silence 
and mourning over the denial of 
free speech. 

Professor Liddell spoke near 
the fountains about the waters of 
freedom as the procession passed. 
Harry Brent proposed a new 
outlook for the purpose of the 
march by telling the crowd, “You 
know there is a slogan going 
around now; that slogan is 
‘Support our boys in Vietnam!!

who are paid to do so,” Miller 
urged freshmen. 

Another speaker, Dr. William 
Steiner, professor of psychology, 
represented a “minority” opinion 
in viewing education, as he said. 

“I don’t care whether you get 
A’s or not,” Steiner told 
freshmen. Along with he Santa 
myth, there are many lies that a 
young person is taught, he 
implied. 

‘“Work hard to get A’s and 
B’s,’ they say,” said Steiner. “If 
everyone worked hard, 60% still 
wouldn’t get A’s or B’s.” 

Bradley is not a “utopia” or a 
“mecca or truth,” according to 
Steiner, “It is an irrational 
system.” Why a course three 
hours instead of two or one 
hours? Except perhaps for a 
minority who are going onto 
graduate school, why should a 
student get A’s and B’s? What do 
grades measure? 

“Keep your eye on your 
world,” said Steiner, who hopes 
that a student has different goals 
apart from faculty dreams of 
getting the facts and preparing 
for graduate school. 

Gather as much relevant 
material you can from teachers 
and courses. According to 
Steiner, one purpose in education 
is to prepare you for life. 

Instead of fighting, make a 
pledge that when you get out 
into the real world you’ll play the 
game differently.” 


“Keep your eye also on where 
you’re going,” continued Steiner. 
College is a “bridge in the river” 
to go from one place to another. 
There are a lot of honors outside 
of getting a degree, implied 
Steiner. “Don’t be ashamed or 
badgered by those who way that 
being a mother, wife and citizen, 
or husband, father and citizen is 
not an honor or a goal in itself.”

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Cullom-Davis is 
lost hope 

A priest I knew once said at a very trying time, “With 
times of joy comes times of sadness, and we must learn to 
live with both. No matter if the joy or sadness be with 
people, places or things, we must learn to live with both.” 
The Bradley library and “Five Million for Bradley” 
campaign are things of both joy and sadness, but surprisingly 
enough I haven’t learned to live with either.

Dr. Shelby Cullom Davis. (For the freshmen, Dr. Davis gave 
one million dollars to the library in 1966). Our hope became 
a far off dream when we returned this year to find a fund 
raising drive underway which did not include one cent for 
the library. This indeed was a moment for sadness and joy. 
Joy for the fund drive, sadness for its exclusion of a 
hoped-for goal. 

Again, we call for a re-evaluation of priorities. This is one 
time when we cannot learn to live with mixed emotions. For 
it is as Dr. Jones said to one of his history classes,

Peoria library is 
only hope 

As was pointed out in several columns of last week’s 
Scout , the Bradley library, even though it tries harder, still 
hurts. The books that should be there just aren’t. 
Fortunately for BU students, they are within reach of a gold 
mine which makes up for many of the campus library s 
deficiencies. 

The city of Peoria last year completed work on a new 
$3,200,000 library, which was occupied in the spring. 
Bradley students, with their Bradley library cards in hand, 
can use any of the library’s 230,000 books, as well as its 
other facilities. 

As Mr. Ray E. Howser, assistant director of the library, 
put it: “The two libraries are able to pool resources to the 
student’s best advantage.” 

There is a place for everything at the Monroe and Main 
St. building, because it has a potential capacity for a half 
million books. Everything is easy to find in the 
well-organized facility. It abounds in spaciousness, too. The 
second floor contains an art and music section, from which 
recordings and art reproductions can be borrowed. (Good 
news for music appreciation students, who cannot take 
records from the collection at Constance Hall.) 

Quiet study tables and booths fill the business, science 
and technology section of the second floor, not to mention 
the many volumes there. The Peoria library gets microfilms 
from the Wall Street Journal , and New York Times , and the 
Peoria Journal Star for use on machines in that section. 
Many back issues of national magazines are on film there 
also. 

Elementary education majors would find the youth 
section of the library a “complete library in itself,” as Mr. 
Howser put it. It duplicates an adult library, but on the 
child’s reading level. 

In the basement of the building is an area for storage of 
motion pictures, some 1,300, 16mm educational films, 
which are lent to the public free. 

Another plus for the public institution is that all 
materials borrowed are due back in three weeks. 

Try to imagine it: getting the book you want, finding 
that every page is in it, and being able to keep it three 
weeks! How can't you take advantage of it?

Dear Mr. Manheim: 

I will not try to defend the 
Democratic National Convention 
to the point of saying that 
everything that went on there 
was right. To do so would be 
foolishness and probably an 
insurmountable task. All I intend 
to do here is point out a few 
things which you seem to have 
forgotten. 

In Chicago, freedom of the 
press was allowed, i.e. the 
newspapers, TV stations, nd radio 
stations were allowed to say 
anything they pleased. Some 
were much more critical than 
you. In Prague, the press was told 
exactly what to say and by a 
foreign government at that. I dare 
say that if an article similar to 
yours in last week’s Scout had 
been written in Prague, its author 
would have probably been 
arrested before he could have left 
the newspaper office. 

Similarly, the 900 delegates 
who did not vote for Humphrey 
would have been jailed before 
they even had a chance to vote, if 
they had been in Prague. ABC, 
CBS, and NBC would have either 
praised the way the convention 
was handled or their stations 
would have been shut off the air. 
There were times in Prague when 
the people who clashed with he 
military were not driven off with 
tear gas or even clubbed, but 
were lined up along a wall and 
methodically machine gunned! 
Furthermore, the National Guard 
is a United States military 
organization. 

All the troops in Prague were 
from five outside countries. It 
would have been a little different 
in Chicago if the troops had been 
forced upon us by Canada, 
England, France, West Germany 
and Spain. 

That brings , up another point. 
The troops in Prague were forced 
upon the legal government in 
spite of its desire that they not be 
there. The troops in Chicago were 
put there only at the request of 
the legal government. Now does 
that really sound like anything 
even approaching a fair 
comparison? 

You might wonder now why 
the troops in Chicago were even 


there. For weeks and even 
months before the Convention 
began, the leaders of the yippies 
and hippies were making public 
statements that they were going 
to disrupt and even ruin the 
whole convention. They even 
announced some of their plans as 
to how they were going to do it. 


“As one walks into the room, 
he can sense a feeling similar to 
that of claustophobia: three beds 
when there is really only room 
for two; two closets stuffed so 
full that the doors have had to be 
removed; two desks and two 
shelves piled so high that their 
surfaces cannot be seen; and then 
suddenly, the eye catches the 
sight of three bewildered persons 
in the middle of this cage.” The 
Illinois State Prison? Although 
the description could very well be 
associated with it, the preceeding 
account is, in reality, a “bird’s 
eye view” of the living conditions 
in University Hall, the dormitory 
for freshman men.

The rooms are so crowded 
now that it would not matter that 
much if a third closet, such as the 
cardboard type, or even a third 
desk were added to ease the 
tension. Oh, yes, there is always 
that question of money and 
where to get it. One possibility 
might be taking money out of the 
$40 cut in price to purchase these 
necessities. 

Everyone knows that 
dormitory living does not have all 
of the comforts of home. But, for 
the money one pays for room 
and board, living in a dormitory, 
such as University Hall, should be 
comfortable, not a mere struggle 
to survive.

U-Hall is 3-ring circus, 
mad house of freshmen 
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Towards stifling dissent?

A dangerous trend appears to abound in America today-a 
trend towards stifling dissent. Oh, its still there on paper: 
people quote the Declaration of Independence and the Bill 
of Rights all of the time. But increasingly, America is 
becoming more affluent-and more complacent. 

There was a time when men like Patrick Henry said 
inflammatory things like, “Give me liberty or give me 
death.” That was at the time of the American Revolution. 
But have you ever wondered what would happen to good 
Patrick if he voiced such provacative statements today? In 
particular, suppose Patrick Henry or his modem proteges 
were to petition the Peoria Building Commission to voice 
their rousing reflections in the Public Plaza? (We require 
permits for such things now, you know!) 

The oratory has changed somewhat since the foundations 
for these United States were layed. The fundamental ideas 
however, remain much the same-indeed, so much so that 
they were written down in the form of the Bill of Rights and 
a myriad of court decisions. What then has happened to the 
right to disagree and to voice those concerns publically? 

In Chicago we saw massive demonstrations and the 
reactions they brought. But just as disturbing to me were the 
obvious attempts at stifling legitimate dissent as voiced by 
delegates at a political party’s national convention. These 
were not people massing in the streets, but delegates asking 
to be heard. Yet we saw microphones disconnected, motions 
discarded by the presiding officer, seconding speeches cut 
short, and a state delegation’s chairman carted off to jail. In 
Peoria we witnessed a petition denial to a peace group who 
requested use of the court house plaza to voice their views. 

In denying the petition, Commissioner John Hession 
stated: “I’m in favor of free speech, but I doubt the 
propriety of this sort of thing at the monument which was 
dedicated by President McKinley to the Civil War...I feel 
that the meeting would be connected in some way with the 
protest of American involvement in Vietnam, and it seems 
to me this could be, in a sense, a sort of desecration of this 
monument.” 

Apparently people did not die in the Civil War for the 
right of free speech and dissent. Apparently statues are more 
important than human values. Apparently the only 
allowable patriotism is to accept whatever our country does 
without question-without reservation. 

The tragedy of these examples however, lies in the fact 
that they are the rule and not the exception. I could 
understand the necessity of stifling dissent in a totalitarian 
society-but why in America? Supposedly we have nothing 
to hide-supposedly we derive our strength from free and 
open discussion. Yet, increasingly, there is a gap between 
what we profess and what we do. 

There is something wrong when a presidential candidate 
can derive such resounding public support when he says, to 
use an example, “If a demonstrator lies down in front of my 
car, it will be the last car he ever lies dow in front of.” There 
is something wrong when the American Legion can use the 
Peoria Plaza and a peace group cannot. Moreover, there is 
something tragically wrong when so few people really seem 
to care! 



Olesker blasts student apathy 
in pursuit of racial remedy 


There has been a betrayal at 
Bradley, a breach of respect. It is 
possibly the greatest 
disappointment I have ever 
known and it leaves me with a 
feeling of emptiness and 
hopelessness. 

It is a story, actually - a story 
which could have had a happy 
ending. It has proven many things 
to me - things which I never 
wanted to face, which I didn’t 
believe. But now all is clear to me 
and I am forced to face the 
reality of the situation. 

We’ll start at the beginning - 
last May. I hate racists; I always 
have. Racism is evil. And in an 
attempt to correct that evil I 
enlisted the aid of several people 
in what I thought was a solution. 
I proposed to President Van 
Arsdale that we sponsor a 
program to seek a solution to the 
racial problem and that we award 
the winner a scholarship. He 
agreed. I proposed that we 
expand it nation wide, asking all 
colleges to participate, with the 
final solution going before 
Congress. He agreed. I asked for 
money to call Washington, 
California, and New York to 
enlist the notables of our time in 
our fight. He agreed. I asked the 
editor of this newspaper to 
publish an extra edition 


proclaiming the contest. He 
agreed. 

During this summer I went to 
Cleveland, I called mayors, I met 
with Senators. All of them felt it 
was a credit to our generation 
that we should care so deeply. 
Even the conservative Peorians 
were moved with emotion; for I 
appeared many times on 
television and in newspapers . . . 
and Peoria companies donated 
money to our cause. 

For one moment, one brief 
moment, we could have proved 
that we do care. We could have 
proved that we will not stand for 
injustice and bigotry. We could 
have proved that, you and I. 

And I worked. Believe me, I 
worked. I stayed up many nights 
planning, rejoicing in our 
triumph. Yes, I worked hard; but 
it was a joy, for I knew that what 
we were doing was good. It was 
something that went beyond 
grades or scholarship - it was 
something of lasting importance. 

And in September I returned 
to Bradley and I asked for your 
solutions and I waited. Not one, 
not even one person has 
submitted his proposal. Sure, you 
all look at me and say “Hey 
Olesker how is your project 
going?” And I say “Fine.” Well it 
is not fine. 


Did not even one of your care 
enough to make an attempt? Are 
there no people left who care? 
And what of you black students 
with your black fraternity? 
Shouldn’t you have all gotten 
together and tried to formulate 
an answer? Don’t you care about 
yourselves, your children, your 
race? It is you black students, 
who I have called “brother”, who 
disappoint me the most. Not for 
myself did I run this contest; for 
I am free, I am secure. But for 
you because you are slaves. You, 
who call me “soul brother”, you 
who march, you who complain 
about prejudice, you have 
betrayed your generation and 
your people. 

I once thought there was hope, 
but I know now that I was 
wrong. What should have been a 
historic endeavor is but 
“Olesker’s folly.” 

I have tried, you have not. I 
feel shame at the situation in our 
country just as you do, but I have 
tried. “I may share your shame, 
but I shall never share your 
guilt.” 

“And the Lord said: ‘Behold I 
shall not destroy Sodom if there 
be but one just man.’ But there 
was naught one just man in

It is for this reason that I am going to 
alter the membership of the committee to include only 
students. Let’s consider the reasons for this action and 
its implications. 

My first reason for making this committee an all 
student one is that it is responsible for initiating 
proposals dealing exclusively with social regulations 
governing students and student activities. It seems to me, 
therefore, that the initiation of change should clearly 
flow from those that the rules affect. Under the old 
system, the administration has an almost decisive voice 
in the entire amending process. It is strongly represented 
on the University Rules Committee, the Campus 
Community Commission, and of course in the Dean of 
Students office. Any student participation is merely 


token, no matter what the facade may be. It seems only 
natural that in matters dealing exclusively with students, 
students must exercise some degree of power, not just 
presence. 

My second reason for making this change is that at 
present the committee is itself a representative joke. 
Anything it passes must go through the Campus 
Community Commission before it can become inacted. 
Look at the membership of the two groups. Both are 
represented with the Dean of Men, the Dean of Women, 
a couple of faculty, and a few students. Of course, since 
we are at a University which demands administrative 
veto over everything, the fact that two Deans are on 
both committees actually makes the committees mere 
sounding boards for faculty and students to see if their 
desires have any hopes to ultimate success. What good 
does it do the Rules Committee to pass something 8 to 2 
if the two are the Deans. Is there any doubt of whether 
that would be allowed to become reality, even if it was 
quite popular, .In short, the present system is a sham, 
allowing facqjt$£ s and students to think they have some 
power wherein essence their only power is that of 
petition. This is a waste for all concerned. 

These situ%t^ons are typical of many facets of the 
University. My goal is to correct, or at least point out, 
these structiu^ facades. By making the University Rules 
Committee aq^l^student committee, we will have at our 


disposal a group with the full force of the students alone 
behind it. Without such, students will never have any 
actual power to determine the rules by which they are to 
live. To me, this is a necessary step in the attainment of 
at least some student identity if not a degree of student 
power. 

In short, I think it’s time that Bradley lose the 
reputation that it is a place where the children will be 
protected. I think it’s an insult to the student to attend a 
University where parents can send their kids if they want 
them to be watched. It’s time that the lives of young 
adults be directed according to the contemporary moral 
consciousness of their peers and not according to the 
financial implications such rules have on the University. 
In short, let’s let the “children” have something to say 
about their own lives. 

Because of these changes I have proposed, there are at 
least six positions on the committee that students will 
fill. I hope that these will be elected in the Spring 
elections but for now appointments will have to fill the 
voids. I hope that the response to my call for interested 
students will be overwhelming. Anyone who is a full 
time student is eligible for consideration. Here’s the 
opportunity for students to really exert themselves. 
Let’s make the most of it.

Duryea Gallery shows 
’True Sunshine’ 

Yellow-green canvass frame 
radiates from yellow-pink, muted 
rainbow color stripes. Soft. 
Purple path edges a velvet surface 
pulling the eye inward, quietly, 
downward. “True Sunshine” 
mirrors the characteristics of 
Richard Huntington’s painting 
show, which opened Sept. 16 and 
will remain until Oct. 11, in 
Duryea Gallery. The gallery is 
located on the main floor behind 
the office, and is open Monday 
through Friday from 8 a.m. to 5 
p.m. 

Huntington, an art teacher at 
ICC in Peoria, spray paints his 
assembled canvasses layer over 
layer of yellow, green, blue-grey, 
and rose shades. The spraying 
technique raises the cilia - surface 
leaving a soft moss-textured 
appearance. Purple, blue, orange 
repetitions and slight hue 
variances create a total unity: by 
placing slight stripes of similar 
color at opposite sides and at 
ends moving upward and 
downward, and by reducing 
background color intensity and 
heightening boardering color 
strips, Huntington subtley creates 
a route for viewer projection into 
his painting. 

Huntington’s work does not 
provoke a violent or extremely 
emotional reaction, it does not 
wildly excite or cause stressed 
exclamation. His geometric 
shapes, rectangles and stripes, are 
not hard-edged and harsh, his 
colors are not brilliantly 
contrasted, cold. Instead, 
Huntington’s blend of color, area, 
and texture evoke a quiet 
impression of a world 
greysoothed after rain of our 
gentle humanistic comment of 
the sunshine.

’Odyssey’ is bore, hoax 


Marshall McLuhan 
Knows what he’s doin’. 

But you cannot distinguish, 
'Cause he does not write English.

2001: A Space Odyssey is currently playing at a local 
theater. It is the zenith in application of Marshall McLuhan’s 
theory that the medium is the message. 

McLuhan, who has been called the “greatest standup 
comedian in the western hemisphere” by a notable Bradley 
journalism instructor, is perpetrating a monumental hoax on 
the twentieth century. He is the man who claims the 
medium of television is increasingly undermining the 
medium of the printed word-books, newspapers, 
magazines, et. al. 

2001: A Space Odyssey seems to borrow liberally from 
message via the McLuhan method. Although the medium is 
film rather than television, it leans heavily on the idea that 
form is more important than content. 

And any Bradley sophomore who has made love to more 
than one woman knows that the female form is great, but 
content is what counts.

Not only is he hoodwinking ad men, 
public relations specialists and some television 
personalities-he is now picking on innocent college students 
who want to see a good movie. Outrageous. 

The evidence is all around you. Watch a television 
commercial. What is it trying to say? It attacks your senses. 
It is all around you—all pervasive, all-persuading by 
predominately visual means. 

The printed word is almost out. It flits across your “boob 
tube” without making permanent impression. It is 
ephemeral. And the spoken word is going the same way. 
McLuhan calls it the “age of instant communication.” He 
misses the mark. 

It is the age of no communication. 

Or very little. 

But maybe McLuhan is right. Maybe the printed word is 
on the way out. Maybe form over content to the point of 
massive dominance is the wave of the future. Maybe how 
you say it is becoming more important than what you say. 
Maybe we should bum our textbooks. Maybe we will ignore 
newspapers. And magazines. And all forms of printed 
communications. 

If that is the case you are wasting your time reading this. 

If McLuhan is right, the Mission does indeed appear 
Impossible. 

So this column will self-destruct in ten seconds. 

But that’s progress baby, and everyone will just have to 
play it cool and remember to grin and bear it.

Bertrand presents comments and opinions 


Prof. Raoul Bertrand, 
Bradley’s new foreign language 
teacher, could easily pass for a 
younger version of Maurice 
Chevalier. But in addition to 
being an authority on love and 
women, Prof. Bertrand speaks 
five languages, reads and writes in 
ten languages and is a candid 
spokesman on French politics. 

He has taught language and 
political science at universities in 
Paris, Algiers, India and parts of 
the U.S. including California’s 
University of the Seven Seas, 
located on a ship which travels 
from country to country. He first 
came to America in 1946. 

“To the Frenchman, love is a 
way of life, Prof. Bertrand said. 
“Women are of high interest all 
over Southern Europe, but then 
the European woman never 
considers herself an equal to her 
mate. She is treated as a lady, not 
a rival. What really surprises 
foreigners coming to the U.S. is 
how many women “mother” 
their men and make all the 
decisions for them....In France, 
no man would allow this. Even 
on a date, a Frenchwoman lets 
the man make all the plans. It is 
an honor for her just to 
accompany him.” 

When asked the traditional 
question of what qualities a 
Frenchman looks for in a woman, 
Prof. Bertrand readily replied: 
“tenderness and solidity.” 
“General DeGaulle, an obnoxious 
man,” Prof. Bertrand said, 
“would be even worse, if it were 
not for his wife soothing his 
tensions.” 

Speaking of the May-June 
rebellion in France, he said it 
began with about 150 students in 
Nanterre (an extension of the 
Sorbonne) and spread to the 
young workers. “It, like many 
U.S. rebellions was directed 
against the “establishment.” 

“Before, French youth were 
working at the age of 15, but 
now more and more go on to 
universities. They feel they want 
to participate in the “Active 
Life” of France and not be 
treated like children, just because 
they are still in school.” 

Unlike the popular view here 
that the Communists initiate 
revolutions, Prof. Bertrand said 
that in France, it was the 
Communist Party that restored 
the order. ‘‘The French 
Communists ar very good in 
municiple adm nistration. The 
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towns in France administered by 
them have no graft.” 

When asked if most French 
people leaned toward the ‘East,’ 
he said that the French 
Communists condemned the 
invasion of Czechoslovakia. 
However, 90% of the people 
disapprove of America’s part in 
the Viet Nam War. “The French 
feel it is a hopeless struggle and 
that America cannot bring 
freedom to the Vietnamese. They 
think that it would be better if 
the Communists were left to take 
over, than for more people to die 
needlessly.” This is due to the 
fact that the French fought in 
Indo-China a number of years 
and are tired of the loss of men 
with no eventual gains for the 
country in question. 

“French opinion of the U.S. in 
general is that America’s workers 
have lost their dignity, because 
our society is so industrialized 
into what they label a 
‘consumption society’. The 
French are hoping to eventually 
have a “participation” society 
where the workers have a share of 
industrial profits and also can 
participate in the management. 
They are not as interested in 
higher wages as they are in 
human pride,” he added. 


While the “generation gap” is 
of concern to many Americans, 
the French youth are tending to 
abandon the entire concept of 
marriage, especially in the highly 
educated groups. Prof. Bertrand 
said, “In the upper and lower 
classes, it is now considered ‘bad 
manners’ to marry before one has 
taken a lover. In this way the 
couple will know exactly what 
they are doing before they join in 
marriage. More and more French 
girls today are rejecting marriage 
entirely, believing that husbands 
will be handicaps to their 
careers.”

Athletic trophy boosts spirit 


Last year the Student Senate 
made recognition of the poor 
attendance and team support at 
athletic contests, particularly 
football. In an effort to 
encourage the student body to 
come out and cheer our teams to 
victory, the Senate established 
the Bradley Attendance Awards. 
In the coming year all 
organizations of dormitories, 
fraternities, sororities, OCMA and 
OCWA, or any organization of 25 
qualified members shall be 
eligible to compete for the 
trophy.

The ranks of Bradley 
University students contain much 
diversity of culture and 
background. The International 
Students Organization is designed 
to provide a meeting place for 
these interests within the 
framework of their motto, 
“Diversity within Unity.” 

The organization established 
eleven years ago here at Bradley 
has recently acquired a house at 
826 North Underhill, and is now 
beginning to develop under the 
leadership of Freydown 
Naeymi-rad of Iran, president, 
and Dr. Stoner, professor of 
geography. 

Their main objective at the 
International House is friendship 
among all people. “We do not 
gather together because of some 
common group identity such as 
religion or nationality or major,” 
said president Naeymi-rad, 
“rather we are concerned about 
each other as fellow citizens of 
the world.” At present, there are 
twenty-one nations represented. 

He continued by stressing the 
point that those of us from the 
United States must remember 
that we also are foreign in 
relation to the rest of world. 
Currently, two-thirds of the 
membership is comprised of 
American citizens who 
understand that they have 
something to gain from the 
culture of other countries as well 
as something to impart from ours. 

In keeping with their theme of 
true friendship, the International 
Students Organization is open to 
the community. They encourage 
participation from non-university 
people for as their president 
stated it, “A student is someone 
who is studying life, regardless of 
the structure in which he is doing 
so.” Bradley students are 
considered active members and 
those of the community are 
associates. 

The organization hopes to 
achieve their goals through an 
educational exchange of culture 


and personality between 
members. Their plans include a 
Sunday dinner featuring a new 
country each week. The meal will 
be prepared according to custom 
and shared by all. “For centuries, 
eating together has been a sign of 
friendship.” 

Following the meal, a native 
of the featured nation will 
present his country as he sees it 
through such means as lecture 
and film. They hope to sponsor 
field trips to become better 
acquainted with the United 
States. 

WRBU, the campus radio 
station has promised the 
organization time to broadcast an 
informative international 
program. This will be a two hour 
program; one hour devoted to the 
presentation of a country from a 
member of the organization and 
one hour to a question and answer 
period with a representative of 
each department. One of their 
main projects for the year is an 
International Fair tentatively 
scheduled for Feb. 15 in Bradley 
Park in which they hope to 
involve the entire community. 

At this time, the organization 
is seeking financial assistance for 
their endeavors both from the 
University and the Community.

Status seeking colleges - a disgrace 


Bethany, W. Va. - (I.P.) - 
Competitive status seeking and 
image building by colleges is a 
contemporary disgrace, according 
to Dr. Perry E. Greshman, 
president of Bethany College. 

Dr. Greshman recently said 
that college officers find it 
difficult to teel the unvarnished 
truth about their institutions

The nine-member faculty 
committee, headed by Prof.

Specifics - “. . . University 
discipline should be imposed only 
for intentional conduct which (1) 
seriously damages or destroys 
University property, (2) indicates 
a serious continuing danger to the 
personal safety of other members 
of the University committee, or 
(3) clearly and seriously obstructs 
or impairs a significant University 
function or process...” 

“... That Student Senate have 
the power to propose 
recommendations, resolutions or 
legislation for faculty 
consideration and to which the 
faculty is obligated to respond.” 

“. . . That the student voting 
membership on University 
committees be substantially 
increased and that the student 
members be named by student 
government.” 


when college officers are telling 
public relations lies. 

“The first and most important 
thing for college people to do for 
a young person on his way to 
college is to tell him the truth. It 
would be a favor to high school 
students if the strengths and 
weaknesses of each section of the 
college could be clearly and fairly 
presented to him,” according to 
Dr. Greshman, a past chairman of 
the Commission on Colleges and 
Universities of the North Central 
Assoc. 

“College officers are 
responsible for correcting some 
of the misinformation about 
higher education. The American 
presumption that every young 
person should be trained in the 
liberal arts and sciences is pure 
nonsense. It is destructive of 
human personality by bringing on 
frustrations, neuroses and well 
justified dropouts.” 

Dr. Greshman said that college 
officers are not freed from this 


responsibility by merely pointing 
out that only some of the people 
should enter senior colleges. No 
one in our society, he added, is in 
a better position to teach the 
public what education cannot do 
as well as what it can do. 

He said, “The college officer 
does well to give some thoughtful 
attention to such issues as the 
how’s and why’s of technical 
education. The liberal arts cliches 
have very limited relationship to 
the needs of society and the 
needs of the students. 

“The time has come for all of 
us involved in baccalaureate 
institutions to take a fresh look 
at the young people who are 
about to join our ranks. While we 
cannot be responsible for what 
the students do, we stand fully 
responsible for what we do to 
them. 

“Frequently we fail to help 
them because we do not know

Misenheimer, N. C. - (I.P.) - 
Pfeiffer College’s newly-initiated 
AIM program is centered around 
an academic-incentive-motivation 
approach which emphasizes the 
following positive features. 

AIM encourages students to 
set their own pace toward 
graduation. Highly motivated, 
intellectually alert students may 
complete studies for a bachelor 
of arts degree in as little as two 
and a half years (without summer 
school). 

Instead of grades and credit 
hours, AIM measures progress 
under a unit system which 
recognizes quantity as well as 
quality of work done. AIM 
deliberately replaces the 
conventional “lock-step” 
movement of all students in a 
class however unequally gifted 
and motivated. 


Through AIM the student 
develops independent and 
creative thought patterns by 
dramatically increasing individual 
study and research projects while 
drastically reducing the number 
and length of lectures. AIM 
specifically calls for seminars, 
tutorials, independent reading 
and experimentation. 

It gives the student maximum 
choice in developing his program 
of study, in contrast with a 
philosophy of general education 
which assumes that “a little dab 
(of many different courses) will 
do you” The only course in the 
entire curriculum which all 
students will be expected to take 
is Logic. AIM dispenses with 
so-called “general requirements.” 

AIM guards against narrow 
specialization by insisting that 
each student, in addition to his 


primary subject area, elect an 
“opposite” or complementary 
area of work. 

Scholarship is defined by AIM 
as the acquirement of skills which 
enable the student to make 
accurate discriminations, to draw 
logical conclusions, and to make 
proper evaluations. The college 
repudiates examinations which 
largely involve responses calling 
for memorization of facts, 
figures, places, and names 
through objective tests. 

The philosophy of AIM is that 
essay and oral examinations, 
open book and library-centered 
quizzes, as well as special 
projects, better enable students 
to demonstrate creativity, 
originality, judgment, and 
organizational ability. 

Inasmuch as students will be 
setting their own pace toward a 
baccalaureate degree, 
classifications (freshman, 
sophomore, junior, and senior) 
will, as in graduate schools, lose 
any real meaning.

Clark stated that he would 
work to help implement the 
concepts and programs of his 
close friend, the late Senator 
Robert F. Kennedy. 

At the Democratic National 
Convention Clark was co-author 
of the controversial peace plank 
with Ted Sorenson, Pierre 
Salinger and Richard Goodwin. 
Also he was one of the first 
delegates to endorse George 
McGovern for the presidential 
nomination. 

The senatorial aspirant has 
received political endorsement 
from Edward M. Kennedy and 
Senator Eugene McCarthy.

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Harvard initiates 


optional 

pass-fail system 


Cambridge, Mass. - (I.P.) - 
Harvard’s Faculty of Arts and 
Sciences will permit each student 
to take one course each year 
marked only Pass or Fail. The 
normal course load is four 
courses per year. The student’s 
remaining three courses would be 
graded with A. B. C. D. - with 
pluses and minuses - and E (fail). 

The new plan extends to all 
students the option of ungraded 
courses previously available to 
some students in freshman 
seminars, in departmental 
tutorials and in independent 
study. 

Each instructor will decide 
whether to accept Pass-Fail 
students in his own course, and 
whether to limit the number of 
his Pass-Fail students. Each 
department will determine 
whether Pass-Fail course may be 
counted toward the field of 
concentration. 

The Pass-Fail option for one 
course each year grew out of 
proposals made by the 
Harvard -Radeliffe Policy 
Committee, a representative 
student group. The plan accepted 
by the faculty was prepared by 
its own Committee on 
Educational Policy. 

To take a course for a simple 
Pass or Fail mark, a student must 
announce his decision by the 
fourth Monday of the term. He 
cannot select a course as Pass-Fail 
later in the term, and cannot later 
shift a course from graded to 
Pass-Fail or from Pass-Fail to 
graded. 

The Pass-Fail option will be 
reviewed by the faculty in 1970. 
The Harvard Pass-Fail option 
differs from Pass-Fail systems 
recently adopted at Princeton 
and at Yale. At Princeton, a 
student may take a fifth course 
on a Pass-Fail basis. Yale changed 
from numerical grading to a 
system of grading by Fail, Pass, 
High Pass, and Honors, which 
might be compared to letter 
grades of E, C, B, A.

the nature of their aspirations 
and hopes, nor have we 
adequately considered the range 
of their interests and abilities. A 
battery of tests is a poor 
substitute for a more 
comprehensive understanding of 
a student who is influenced by 
secondary education and/or 
junior college together with all of 
the influences of the peer group, 
the aspiring parents, the striking 
teachers, and even the dark alleys 
of the neighborhood. 

“This does not mean college 
teachers should be 
over-permissive. This simply 
means college teachers must 
understand the nature of the 
students who enter the portals of 
their classrooms. Otherwise there 
is no hope that the aims and 
aspirations of dedicated college 
people can ever benefit society or 
contribute to the self-realization 
of the students. 

“A senior college is a 
complicated organism. It is easy 
to speak glibly of what a senior 
college should do for its 


the teacher is the referent. More 
recently the student himself has 
claimed preeminence if not 
exclusive right to be thought 
important in the collegiate 
venture. 

“Administrative officers have 
tended to identify themselves 
with the college and expect such 
identification of the part of other 
people. In light of this fact it is 
very difficult to name the college 
officers responsible for helping 
prospective students and it is 
almost impossible to say what 
should be done in their behalf.”

World News and Business 
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Russia tells Bonn 

Russia told Bonn for the 
second day in a row that it has 
the right to use force against West 
Germany “in case of a renewal of 
aggresive policies.” The statement 
came in Izvestia, the Soviet 
government newspaper, a day 
after a similar comment in 
Pravda, the Communist Party 
paper. Bonn, in a government 
statement replying to Izvestia, 
warned that the Western alliance 
stands ready to defend West 
Germany. 

Stem inflation 

Monetary policy in coming 
months should aim chiefly at 
braking economic growth enough 
to stem inflation, Federal Reserve 
Board member Andrew F. 
Brimmer said. He told the 
National Industrial Conference 
Board the economy already is 
entering a period of slower 
expansion which will be “damped 
further” in the early months of 
1969. Other economists agreed a 
business slowdown is coming, but 
they forecast renewed 
acceleration next year. 

Loans surge 


period indicated money managers 
were still following a policy of 
gradually easing credit reins. 

Loan rate cut 

The basic lending rate on 
business loans was cut to 6% 
from 6V 2 % by First National State 
Bank of New Jersey, following 
the lead of the much smaller 
National City Bank of 
Minneapolis. Major banks in the 
large money-market centers, 
however, maintained a 6Vfe% rate, 
saying that loan demand still was 
strong and economic indicators 
too uncertain to warrant any 
action. 

Discount rate cut 

The Bank of England reduced 
its discount rate of 7% from 
7V2%, the second cut this year. 
Last March 21, the rate was 
lowered to 7Vfe% from the 8% 
level that prevailed since the 
pound was devalued in November 
1967. The Bank of England’s 
discount rate influences all 
interest rates in Britain, but the 
government warned that existing 
domestic-credit restrictions will 
remain in effect. 

Foreign aid bill 


Loans to business at major 
New York City banks surged 
$407 million in the week ended 
Wednesday. Bankers said the 
increase was due mainly to 
corporate borrowings to meet 
this past Sunday’s income tax 
installment. Other Federal 
Reserve Figures for the latest 


A FOREIGN-AID BILL of 
$1.6 billion, the smallest ever, 
was passed by the House. 

By a 173-139 vote, the House 
approved and sent to the Senate

year ending next June 30. Only 
two attempts, both unsuccessful, 
were made to increase the 
Appropriations Committee’s 
recommendations. The bill, 
which provides funds for foreign 
aid, was passed by the House 
only hours after it gave Final 
approval to a compromise 
authorization bill, which set a 
ceiling of $1.9 billion on such 
spending. 

As the House acted on 
appropriations, the Senate 
concurred in the authorization 
bill and sent it to the White 
House. 

Humphrey endorsed 

HUMPHREY WON 
endorsement from Sen. Kennedy 
amid heckling by war protesters. 

The Vice President was 
greeted in Boston by the largest 
crowd of his campaign, estimated 
as high as 20,000, but also faced 
some of his noisiest hecklers. 
Demonstrators tried to shout 
down both Humphrey and Sen. 
Edward Kennedy at an outdoor 
rally. Humphrey told the 
protestors, “Your actions are 
going to disgust the American 
people.” Kennedy, giving 
Humphrey his “unhesitating” 
endorsement, said that “there is 
no room for anarchy.” The 
protesters shouted back, “Shame 
on Teddy.” 

Humphrey later flew to South 
Dakota for a series of 
appearances with Sen. McGovern, 
a leading dove on Vietnam. 

Nixon pledges 

Nixon pledged to listen to 
dissenters as well as “the 
non-shouters” if he is elected 
President and said that “we 
should bring dissenters into 
policy discussions, not freeze 
them out.” In a nationwide radio 
broadcast, the Republican said, 
“The lamps of enlightenment are 
lit by the spark of controversy; 
their flame can be snuffed out by 
the blanket of consensus.” Nixon 
said his administration would 
include Democrats and 
independents. 

Minister resigns 

A Czech official, Foreign 
Minister Jiri Hajek, resigned 
under pressure from Moscow. 


Premier Cemik was appointed 
acting foreign minister, Prague’s 
official radio reported. Hajek is 
one of the ofFicials of the liberal 
Prague government whose ouster 
Moscow has demanded. Another, 
Deputy Premier Ota Sik, resigned 
earlier. The ofFicial Communist 
press reported that occupation 
forces have taken a direct hand in 
controlling three Czechoslovak 
newspapers that offended them. 
One plant was seized, an editor 
was Fired and a paper closed for 
two days in separate incidents. 

Hajek’s resignation came 
shortly before an expected trip to

Bomber Stephano set 
to blast all opposition

For 31 times in the Bradley 
football team’s first two games, 
the man carrying the ball has 
worn a big white 33 on his red 
uniform. 

To most fans a number, and 
perhaps a name, are a player’s 
only identity. 

But to his temmates and 
friends that number 33 is more 
than just a number. To them it 
means a modest, respected and 
fiery competitor with a bubbling 
personality that is virtually 
impossible to dislike. 

Number 33 is a person, 
Bradley’s sophomore fullback 
Tom Stephano. 

In a day when vanity 
characterizes many star athletes 
Tom Stephano, known as “The 
Bomber” to his friends, has set 
himself apart from this 
stereotype by an almost 
self-effacing attitude towards the 
team. Says Tom, “The team 
comes first. You have to like 
your teammates, and you have to 
want the team to win.

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Stowell proves more than just a coach

Perhaps it is quite early to 
speak of a man whose limelight 
does not glow until December, 
and yet, perhaps not. 

Coach Joe Stowell, an intense, 
dedicated man sat at his old desk 
in an old room in an old building 
and tried to speek of this year’s 
Bradley basketball team. 

It was my intention as well as 
my assignment to write of what 
he spoke. But as I left that old 
room and left that old building 
my thoughts turned elsewhere. I 
remembered something which he 
had said before we began the 
interview. 

He had made a point, quite 
emphatically, that it was not his 
intention to be selfish about his 
sport without regard to others. 
What he meant was that the 
football season had just begun 
and that he did not wish to 
interrupt its momentum with an 
article about basketball.

It is a rare man who will focus 
the bright light on someone else.

He 
knows of basketball, and he 
knows of people and this 
together forms a man of 
convictions for the game and for 
the player. He cares for his 
players, and he sees to it that 
their problems come out in the 
open.

Pro football at the crossroads 

Part One 

Professional football recently began its 49th season of 
play and from all indications the game has never been in 
better shape. Hundreds of thousands of people pay 
anywhere from $6 to $8 every weekend to see their local 
heroes do combat in plush new stadiums across the country. 
Advertisers spend thousands of dollars selling their products 
during the weekly telecast to the millions of home viewers. 
Yet, despite all of the outward signs of success, professional 
football could soon find itself in dire straits. Two factors, 
over-exposure of the game on television and arguments over 
the option clause, could eventually prick the balloon of 
overwhelming success that the professional teams have 
enjoyed in the 1960’s. 

Of the two problems that the game faces, over-exposure 
is the most pressing. The public has been saturated with 
games on television. Exhibition games (excuse me Mr. 
Rozelle, I mean pre-season), regular season contests, 
divisional play offs, league championships and inter-league 
world championship games have all found their place on the 
“tube”. Before the tremendous increase in televised games a 
fan would look forward to Sunday afternoon to see a game. 
But, since games are now on during prime evening hours as 
well as in the usual Sunday slot, the fan doesn’t look 
forward to each game as a special treat as he used to do. 

A prime example of this over-exposure came a few 
weekends ago when there were games on Friday, Saturday and 
Monday nights, as well as Sunday afternoon. The team 
owners and network officials don’t seem to realize that the 
fan’s interest is going to wane due to the flood of telecasts. 

Last year the league instituted a new policy that allowed 
games being played in other cities to be televised into a city 
whose team was playing at home that day. This means that 
instead of paying $6 for a seat 75 rows above the field in the 
Los Angeles Colosseum, the Rams fan can watch the Packers 
play the Colts in the comfort of his living room. Since the 
play of any team in the NFL is likely to influence the 
standing of all the other teams, the Rams fan cares almost as 
much about Bart Starr and John Unitas as he does about 
Roman Gabriel and Lamar Lundy. 

Also because of the fantastic advancement in television 
technology it is possible to get a better view of the game in 
your den than you could get on the 50-yard line. Wouldn’t 
you rather hear the analysis of Frank Gifford or Paul 
Christman than the bellowing roars of the guy in the seat 
next to you whose football expertise is limited to “kill the 
quarterback”? 

Television made football what it is today, and television 
may also kill the sport as we know it. Too much of anything 
isn’t good; whether it’s beer or football, the average person 
can tolerate only so much of any particular commodity. 

There are three outstanding precedents that should be 
examined when speaking about television and football. As 
short a time as ten years ago, there was boxing on national 
television two nights a week as well as many local telecasts. 
Television killed boxing with too much exposure and the 
game is still trying to recover from the knockout. 

In the early days of television, roller derby and wrestling 
was on almost every night. Today we don’t even consider 
professional wrestling and roller derby as major sports. The 
death of boxing, wrestling and roller derby didn’t come 
over-night. Each of these sports enjoyed many years of 
television success before the public tired of them. 

In addition the day may come within the next ten years 
when the name of Dick Butkus will be as well known as the 
names og Gene Kiniski, Buster Mathis and Judy Arnold are 
known today.

Al Smith fails to return to school 


Bradley University officials 
have announced that Al Smith 
did not return to school this fall. 
He had been declared ineligible to 
return because of his failure to 
meet the required grade point 
average. 

Smith was all-Missouri Valley 
Conference in both baseball and 
basketball this last academic year. 
He was all-M.V.C. honorable 
mention in basketball in 1967 
and was a member of the: 
all-Sugar Bowl team of 1966-67. 

As a sophomore at Bradley 
during the 1966-67 basketball 
season Smith was the number 
three individual scorer with 434 
points and a 16.7 average. He led 
the team in assists with 56 and

shot 46 percent from the field to 
go along with 75 percent from 
the free throw line. 

Last season the Braves’ 
sparkplug was the number two 
scorer with 501 points and a 17.8 
average. He again led the team in 
assists with 95 and shot 43 


percent from the field and 72 
from the stripe. 

As a sophomore baseballer, 
the former Most Valuable Player 
in the 1965 Illinois State High 
School Association’s baseball 
tournament, Smith hit .298 and 
drove in 15 runs. Last season he 
batted .320 and drove in 13 runs. 
Playing first base for Bradley, 
Smith fielded .984 as a 
sophomore and .988 as a junior. 

In Basketball the Braves were 
17-9 and 20-9 Smith’s two varsity 
seasons and they finished second 
in the M.V.C. last winter and 
played in the N.I.T. His 
sophomore season they won the 
Sugar Bowl tourney with Smith 
popping in the winning basket 
against Utah in a 64-62 Bradley 
victory. 

During Smith’s two baseball 
seasons on the varsity the Braves 
finished with marks of 17-5-1 and 
15-8. Last season Bradley won 
the Missouri Valley Conference 
title and played in the NCAA 
District V regional losing to 
Oklahoma State in Stillwater.

Bradley returns home 
tomorrow at 2 p.m. to meet the 
Western Illinois University 
Leathernecks at Peoria Stadium. 
Both squads will be attempting to 
break into the win column for 
the first time this year. Bradley is 
0-2, while Western sports an 0-1-1 
mark. The Braves and 
Leathernecks have battled 20 
times since 1927 and neither 
team, with the exception of one 
game, has scored more than 31 
points. Bradley leads the series 
with a 12-6-2 record and has not 
lost to the Leathernecks since 
1964. Last year Bradley, behind 
the passing of Tim Ellis, downed 
the Leathernecks at Macomb, 
21-13. 

Western found it rough going 
in their first game this season 
when they absorbed a 33-6 
drubbing from a powerful 
Northern Iowa team. Northern 
Iowa rolled up 459 yards and a 
school record 27 first downs ini 
their victory. Last Saturday 
Western tied St. Cloud State 3-3, 
in a game played in a cold 
drizzling rain. Despite the score, 
all the statistics showed Western 
to be a superior team. They ran 
up 15 first downs to St. Cloud’s

Defensive end Greg Hofmann 
returned an intercepted pass 27 
yards to provide Evansville with 
the go ahead points in a 27-19 
win over Coach Billy Stone’s 
Braves at Evansvill last Saturday. 

The touchdown sparked a 
second half rally by the Purple 
Aces as they were victorious in 
their season opener. Bradley has 
now dropped both of its two 
decisions, the first one a 41-6 
drubbing at the hands of Central 
Michigan in Peoria. 

Down 17-13 at the half, 
Evansville’s defense constantly 
kept the presure on Bradley 
quarterback Larry Selinger 
throughout the third period. 
Neither team was able to sustain 
any offensive momentum and the 
final twelve minutes started with 
the same score. 

With less than a minute gone 
in the last stanza of play, 
Hofmann put the Purple Aces 
ahead to stay with his run. Mike 
Woodard converted the extra 
point and Evansville had a 20-17 
lead. 

Bradley edged to within one 
point, 20-19, when Evansville 
quarterback Craig Blackford was 
caught in his own end zone by 
Bradley defensive end Bill 
Erickson. 

After the ensuing kickoff the 
Braves gained excellent field 
position, but lost their 
opportunity on a Selinger 
fumble. With a fourth down and 
one situation on the Evansville 48 
yard line, the Brave quarterback 
ran for the first down but 
fumbled at the 36. This proved to 
be the costliest of the three 
Bradley fumbles that the Purple 
Aces recovered. 


The Braves forced Evansville 
to punt but they found 
themselves in poor field position 
with their backs to the wall. 

Selinger tried passing out of 
the dangerous territory only to 
have his second down throw 
picked off by Steve Ierardi, the 
Evansville middle guard. Ierardi 
brought the ball to the Bradley 
one where the offense took over 
with first and goal to go. 

On third and goal from the 
one sophomore fullback Ike 
Mefford bolted over the game’s 
final touchdown with just under 
a minute remaining. Woodard’s 
kick for the point left the Braves 
trailing 27-19. 

Bradley’s Bill Willingham 
returned the kickoff 35 yards to 
the midfield stripe. A 39 yard 
pass play from Selinger to 
sophomore end Tom Whitney 
gave the Braves a first down at 
the eleven. 

Evansville’s hard-nosed 
defensive line then forced 
Selinger to run the football out 
of bounds at the 14 yard line. 
But on the last play of the game 
Selinger could not cash in on a 
pass intended for Whitney as it 
was deflected by the charging 
Purple Aces’ defensive line. 

Bradley took a 7-0 advantage 
into the second quarter as 
freshman Mike Plessner rushed in 
from his defensive tackle post to 
recover an Evansville fumble in 
the end zone. Jim King added the 
extra point. Fullback Tom 
Stephano made it 13-0 as he 
legged out the final three yards of 
a 52 yard Bradley drive. King 
came in to make it 14-0. 
Evansville got back into the 
game, however, by scoring-two

Aleta You to reign

Gerald Fromberg, associate 
professor of art at Bradley 
University, was presented the 
University’s Putnam Award for 
excellence in teaching this 
morning in Founder’s Day 
ceremonies in the Robertson 
Memorial Fieldhouse at Bradley. 

Fromberg thus becomes the 
twelfth recipient of the annual 
award which consists of a 
certificate of merit and a cash 
prize of $500. The award was 
established through the 
generosity of Charles M. Putnam, 
Jr. of Peoria and the late Mrs. 
Putnam. Nominations for the 
award are made by full-time 
students and members of the 
academic staff at Bradley, and 
the recipient is selected from the 
list of nominees by the Council 
of Deans. 

Fromberg, an accomplished 
artist who has displayed his 
works throughout the country in 
recent years, joined the Bradley 
faculty in 1955 following 
previous teaching assignments at 
the University of New Mexico, 
the University of Washington and 
Dillard University where he 
served as Head of the Art 
Department. He has also been 
employed as a commercial artist 
by Time, Inc., Metro Associated 
Service, and has directed his own 
art agency. He has been most 
active in local art circles, 
particularly the Lakeview Center 
where he has displayed many of 
his works.

French propose student control 
of educational system 


An educational reform 
program which if carried out will 
significantly erode centralized 
government control over 
university life was approved last 
week by the French government. 

The program, the 
government’s answer to the 
massive student-worker strike last 
May, is considered the first 
significant change in centuries in 
the education system of France. 
Its passage through the Cabinet is 
credited to new minister of 
education Edgar Faure. 


Wynn dedicates science hall 
in special ceremonies today 


The Olin Hall of Science will 
be dedicated today in special 
Founder’s Day ceremonies on the 
Hilltop. The building, the most 
expensive in the University’s 
history, was made possible 
through the largest grant ever 
received by the University. The 
building will be officially 
dedicated by Dr. James 0. Wynn, 
Vice President of the Olin 
Foundation, who along with Olin 
President Charles L. Horn made 
the initial announcement 18 
months earlier. Participating with 


Dr. Wynn in the dedication 
ceremony will be George L. 
Luthy, Chairman of the Bradley 
Board of Trustees, and Bradley 
President Talman W. Van 
Arsdale, Jr. 

The ground floor of the new 
Olin Hall will house the facilities 
and equipment of the physics 
department which is directed by 
Dr. H. John Sathoff. The floor 
includes four general physics 
laboratories, an electronic and 
magnetic lab, an advanced

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electronic lab, an optics lab, a 
library and a mechanics lab. 

The second floor will be 
devoted to the biology 
department headed by Dr. 
Richard G. Bjorklund. This area 
includes two biology labs, a 
micro biology and bio chemistry 
lab, a physiology lab, an 
environmental biology lab, a 
botany lab, an animal room, an 
anatomy lab, eight research labs 
for faculty and students, a plant 
research lab and a soils lab. Also 
included on the biology floor are 
two sloped auditoriums which 
accommodate 196 and 126 

people respectively. 

The top floor of the building 
will house the chemistry 
department which is supervised 
by Dr. Kenneth E. Kolb. 
Included on this floor will be 
three general chemistry labs, two 
analytic chemistry labs, a 

physical chemistry area, an 

advanced inorganic lab, an 
organic chemistry lab, an 

advanced organic lab, and a 
storage area. The building will 
also feature individual offices for 
faculty members and classrooms 
in each of the divisions. 


The reforms still must be 
approved by Parliament. Debate 
there is scheduled to begin today, 
and Faure expects passage of the 
measures. Implementation of 
structural changes is scheduled 
for February. 

The major change provided for 
in the program is the 
establishment of a governing 
council in each university, to 
be made up of students and 
professors, students constituting 
“up to half” the members. The 
councils will set their own 
policies and procedures for 
budgeting, administration, 
teaching methods, examinations 
and maintenance of order. The 
president of the university will be 
elected by the student-faculty 
council, and will serve as chief 
administrative officer. 

The reform measure also 
contains provisions for allowing 
student political activity on 
campuses - activity which has 
always been strictly banned. 

The measures will give new 
power not only to students, but 
also to professors, who under the 
present system of almost 
complete control from Paris had 
as little voice as students in the 
running of the universities. 

Some observers see the 
education reform measure as a 
forerunner of change in all areas 
of French social and political life, 
moderation of the doctrine of 
centralized control over all 
aspects of life which has ruled 
France since the Revolution. 

Student reaction to the 
reforms seems mixed. Although 
the more radical students 
reportedly are contemptuous of 
the changes and determined to 
re-start the protests when school 
opens in October, make-up 
examinations from last May have 
been administered on all 
university campuses without 
major incident and with about 90 
per cent attendance.

Harvester 
presents gift 
to engineers 

The International Harvester 
Company presented the engine 
power technology department at 
Bradley with a diesel engine 
valued at $3,598.75 in 
ceremonies Friday, Sept. 27 in 
the engine power laboratory in 
Morgan Hall on campus. 

Presenting the engine was 
John R. Home, in staff project 
engineer at International 
Harvester and a Bradley alumnus. 
Accepting the grant on behalf of 
the University was Dr. Martin G. 
Abegg, Dean of the College of 
Engineering and Technology at 
Bradley. Also participating in the 
ceremony were Dr. Billy D. 
Hayes, head of the department of 
engine power technology, and 
professors M. D. Van Etten and 
Billy D. Lee of the technology 
division. 

The power unit is typically 
used for irrigation pumps, 
generator sets, saw mills and rock 
crushers. The basic engine that is 
used in the power unit is also 
used in farm tractors, scrapers 
and crawler tractors. 

The unit will be used by 
Bradley in establishing internal 
combustion engine principles. 
Lab activities in the engine power 
laboratory will be centered 
around the new unit. Since 
moving to its new home in 
Morgan Hall last year, the 
technology division at Bradley 
has acquired some of the most 
modern and up to date 
equipment available in the field 
today.

dark opens headquarters; 
begins Peoria campaign

Seated among his own posters, 
pamphlets and buttons, Attorney 
General, William G. Clark told 
supporters he hoped this new 
campaign area would be a “rally 
point” of interest. 

The Democratic candidate for 
U.S. Senator formally opened his 
Peoria headquarters at 315 Main 
St. Saturday before taking his 
river boat the “Clark Ark” down 
the Illinois River on a two day 
campaign cruise. 

About 100 Peorians rallied 
support for their candidate 
including ten Bradley students. 

Three members of the 
Students for Clark group were 
there including Terry Schlesinger, 
Rozanne Ronen and Howard 
Weisbrot. 

Schlesinger, head of Students 
for Clark, indicated that more BU 
students would have come if the 
event was scheduled later. Clark 
arrived by plane from Chicago at 
10 a.m. 

Rumors that Clark 
headquarters were originally 
planned to be set up at Bradley 
proved false, but Schlesinger 
indicated he still wanted to 
campaign for Clark on campus. 

Schlesinger later expressed a 
need for unity between members 
of Students for Clark, 
Young Democrats and Students 
for Democratic Action. 

Former Eugene McCarthy 
supporters so far are upset at a 
“minor” statement Clark made 
supporting part of Mayor Daley’s 
handling of the Democratic 
Convention this summer, 
according to Schlesinger. 

Former Senator Paul Douglas 


also arrived by plane for the 
Clark event. Douglas said he 
supported Clark mainly because 
of the attorney general’s concern 
for consumer justice. 

According to the grand old 
man of the consumer 
Truth-in-Lending bill, “Clark, as 
attorney general, is one of the few 
state judicial officers who has set 
up a department of consumer 
frauds.” 

According to the former 
senator, Clark has been able to 
help about 50,000 consumers 
through this department. 

Later, Clark took a verbal 
swing at his loyal opponent, 
Republican candidate for the 
U.S. Senate from Illinois, Sen. 
Everett Dirksen. 

Clark said he was particularly 
“shocked” with Dirksen’s lack of 
support for Abe Fortas. Fortas 
has been recommended to replace 
Chief Justice Earl Warren in the 
Supreme Court. 

“I believe this is the 216th 
time Dirksen has switched his 
opinion on major issues,” he told 
supporters and later added, “34 
years of Dirksen is long enough.” 

Clark rebuttaled a Chicago 
newspaper article poking fun at 
his ri verb oat campaign strategy. 

He said, “While Sen. Dirksen is 
flying over the heads of the 
people, I hope I will be able to 
meet the people, in the tradition 
that Illinois was founded.” 

The two day riverboat 
campaign cruise was scheduled to 
make stops at Chillicothe, Henry, 
Spring Valley and Starved Rock 
National Park.

Vice President Hubert H. 
Humphrey says that the 
fundamental choice in this 
election is whether this nation 
will “move forward toward one 
society of opportunity and 
justice, or...move instead toward 
a fractured and separated 
society.” 

The Vice President says he will 
deal with these problems 
responsibly. He declares that he 
will not waste time attacking the 
laws, the courts, or the Attorney 
General of the United States, 
rejecting such strategy with full 
realization of the political 
dangers in doing so. Humphrey 
set his tone in an address opening 
his campaign for the Presidency. 
He said he could seek to make 
the election “a referendum on 
human rights and opportunity in 
American.” 

The decision we make in 
1968, he said, will determine the 
quality of life for us and for our 
children. The wrong decision will 
result in “black against white, 
rich against poor, comfortable 
against left-out.” 

He posed this question: 
“Which way shall we go? . . . 
Either we turn backward into a 
continually increasing polarizing 


of the nation and a widening 
spiral of fear-or we continue to 
go forward into a New Day of 
justice and order.” 

The Vice President cited the 
great progress this country has 
made in the last generation in the 
field of civil rights. This progress, 
while historic, has been “too 
slow” and has come “very late; 
but, it did come. And it came in a 
lawful and non-violent way”, he 
said. 

The Vice President pointed 
out that, until now, much of this 
progress has been accomplished 
by Republicans and Democrats 
working together. But this year, 
he said, the Republican Party has 
chosen to join forces with “the 
most reactionary elements” in 
our society, rejecting the 
tradition of Abraham Lincoln 
and, instead, competing with 
third party candidate George 
Wallace for the votes of people 
who want, at best, to stop the 
progress toward equality and 
justice. 

“For years,” he said, “I have 
defended the cause of human 
rights against reactionaries and 
extremists of the Right. Now, I 
defend it against extremism of 
both Left and Right.” He scored 


the “extremists and preachers of 
hate” who would divide the 
country by fear and terror. 

He vowed that, as President, 
he would not tolerate “armed 
terrorist groups of any color or 
persuasion.” He further promised 
that he would support legislation 
to stop the activities of such 
groups. 

Mr. Humphrey emphasized 
that it is to the advantage of all 
citizens that we have a society of 
equal opportunity and equal 
justice; both because it is the 
right thing to do and because it is 
in our “ dollars-and-cents 
self-interest.” 

Crime, delinquency, huge 
welfare programs, high 
unemployment and alienated and 
oppressed citizens cost far more 
than programs that will improve 
housing, education and job 
opportunities. 

But, the Vice President 
stressed, we must do it primarily 
because it is right. He said that 
we face a “revolution of human 
emancipation” which we must 
direct and lead or it will engulf 
us. Equal opportunity, he said, 
“is what this country is all 
about.”

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Beyond the point 
of experiment 

Experimental teaching techniques, a facet of education 
long supported by this paper, are now being used in a 
number of courses being offered for credit within the 
University. The most outstanding examples of which are to 
be found in the department of psychology and history. 

Concerning the techniques used by the psychology 
department, Dr. Walker stated that the new system of 
measuring the student’s mastery and aiding the student with 
problems has met with remarkable success. He added that 
Dr. Brune of the history department has similarly seen 
much merit result from his system of programmed learning. 

Although the details of the new techniques are beyond 
the scope of this editorial, the conclusions are not. Clearly, 
last year’s efforts in this experimental direction have not 
been a waste; clearly, the almighty bell-shaped curve, which 
most professors live (or have) lived by, can be transformed 
to a J-shape; and clearly, the results, thus far achieved at 
Bradley and other universities, can no longer be taken 
lightly. 

Surely we must realize that this is the direction in which 
we must move. Deeply appreciative for the efforts of 
Doctors Kuchel, Walker and Brune, yet uncomfortably 
aware of the task which lies ahead, we ask for the complete 
support and interest of the entire student body, faculty and 
administration. Students, demand that more courses of this 
type be offered; faculty, be prepared to teach such courses; 
and administrators (my deepest sympathy) prepare to 
finance the inevitable cost. 

A university whose pride centers around personal 
attention and individual student aid cannot resist the 
inevitable change which only truth can conclude. And 
surely, we as students, faculty and administrators cannot 
decline the challenge to inch one step closer to a great 
university.

Can you 
defer a rush? 

“I would not force sororities to have deferred rush. It will 
have to come on their initiative,” Dean Mary Brown 
commented in an interview Monday. Do the sororities in 
Panhellenic want deferred rush badly enough to put up with 
the problems it causes? No, at this point the majority of 
them don’t want it at all. However, in the face of an 
increasing trend for freshmen women to wait until second 
semester to consider pledging, sororities are taking a second 
look, at the problem and the voices of dissent are growling 
in the chapter rooms. 

Nevertheless, deferred rush is not the answer for this 
campus. Consider the prospective pledge who attends the 
school with a deferred rush plan. While interested in Greek 
life at first, she becomes accustomed to her life and security 
outside the Greek system, and consequently, becomes 
disinterested. At the same time, she hears rumors about the 
houses on campus and gets more and more confused. Time 
only makes it harder to decide which house to choose. 

Now consider the Greeks. Besides the loss of income, due 
to the fact that fewer girls pledge under deferred rush, the 
Greeks would have to contend with abnormal social 
contracts with prospective rushees. The threat of stringent 
“dirty rush” rules would remain over their heads. 

Each summer rush books are sent to incoming freshmen. 
Their applications for rush must be sent in by a date in 
August. They only have a short time to make their decisions 
and to discuss it with their parents. Sending these booklets 
out earlier in the year would solve this problem. 

Then remains the job of informing interested people 
about Greek life. The face of the college campus has 
changed since the days when parents of today’s students 
were in school. Along with it, the Greek system has changed. 
Greeks, too, are here to get an education. They think about 
things seriously, too. And yet, the concept of today’s Greek 
is the same as it was 30 years ago - a beer-swigging dandy 
with a raccoon coat. 

It remains for Panhellenic to show freshmen and then- 
parents the many sides of Greek life, in a more complete 
way than before. What ever happened to the film, sponsored 
by IFC and Panhel, which was to be shown at freshman 
orientation? Why can’t Greek delegates from Panhel 
participate in orientation information sessions? 

Panhellenic sisters will have to work to make next year’s 
rush better for themselves and the confused rushee. They’d 
better - their Greek lives depend on it.

Two thousand years ago, in 
Athens, a citizen was condemned 
to death for criticizing the 
government, for “worshipping 
beliefs contrary to those of the 
state.” Back in those days it was 
blasphemy to preach opinions 
different from the government’s. 
We, in the Twentieth Century, 
however, know better. 

Today we know that Socrates 
was right. Today we even know 
that the Earth does in fact 
revolve about the Sun. Today we 
know a lot of things; but don’t 
let that fool you. Two millenia 
later we are still condemning men 
for their beliefs. 

The human race hasn’t 
changed much in all these years. 
Facts play as insignificant a role 
today as they did then. Our 
decisions are pre-set and damn 
the truths that try to alter them. 

Last week’s response to the 
editorial on the Democratic 
Convention is a case in point. 
Facts were presented, yet some 
cast them aside as irrelevant and 
“told it like it wasn’t.” That 
response is subject to rebuttal in 
a variety of ways. 

For example, the focus might 
be on the facts. Julian Bond was 
not nominated for President (but 
for Vice-President). The 
seconding speech for Bond was 
not refused because he was too 
young (which he was), and the 
Chairman never offered that 
excuse. That might have been a 
bit too much to take, given that 
votes were recorded for Robert 
Kennedy many weeks after his 
death. 

More Facts: No man of any 
importance has ever entered a 
large city unaccompanied by

rumors of assassination. Nowhere 
have the courts agreed that the 
Bill of Rights can be abrogated 
every time such a rumor is adrift. 

Facts: No hippie mugged a 
delegate, went to the convention 
floor, pulled out a gun and shot 
someone. To use this potential as 
an excuse for manhandling 
delegates is to provide the 
rational for arbitrary behaviour 
by authority, and the destruction 
of that central pillar of law: a 
man is innoqent until a 
demonstration of the converse. 

Facts: The press was not free 
in Chicago. If they were, why 
then did the administration of 
that city use the (hardly unique) 
excuse that any hippie could have 
bought a camera and said he was 
a newsman. This was the reason 
given for beating cameramen and 
destroying their films; i.e. 
censoring truth. 

But a hash and rehash of these 
facts, or any of the others, 
though it might isolate the 
objective truth will have little to 
do with that subjective truth, 
which, coming from a “gut” 
feeling is the true determinant of 
our responses. For example, my 
editorial went to great pains to 
specify that Chicago was not 
Prague. Yet the response to the 
editorial was based largely upon 
the argument that it (the 
editorial) erred in identifying the 
actions in Chicago with those in 
Prague. Given this, facts become 
but pawns to pre-intellectual 
needs. 

It seems rather odd to me that 
someone could get a clearer 
picture of the story 150 miles 
away than myself who was on the 
convention floor. 

If a university can help a 
student pay homage to the truth 
rather than conflicting animal 
needs (and it matters not whether 
your man is Humphrey or 
McCarthy, Nixon or Wallace) 
then it succeeds in education. 


I wish I could have reported a 
different story to you, a story of 
a fair and open convention; for 
that is what my “gut” wanted to 
see. But that’s not what 
and you will have to live with the 
truth, whether or not you want 
to believe it. 

Pass-Fail made 
standing policy 
for freshmen 


In its report on the status of 
pass-fail options at twenty-two 
colleges and universities, the 
Office of Institutional Studies at 
the University of Massachusetts 
includes as Appendix B a 
statement from the Committee 
on the Freshman Year at 
California Institute of 
Technology. 

After a two-year experiment, 
the faculty at California Institute 
of Technology confirmed 
Pass-Fail for freshmen as 
permanent policy. Before voting, 
the faculty had spent nearly a 
month studying a report from the 
Committee on the Freshman 
Year which included the 
following items supporting the 
Pass-Fail system: 

Year-end freshman attrition 
was down from the average of 
recent graded years. 

What attrition there was fell 
almost entirely in the bottom 
quarter of the class among those 
in academic difficulties, in 
contrast to previous years in 
which it had been spread over the 
entire class and had included 
departure by transfer of good 
students. 

Voluntary participation in the 
Freshman Honors program had 
rtTOtft than doubled under 
Pass-Fail. 

The institute psychologist 
rbp4fted: “It has been my 
ifi?pression-admittedly a highly 
sig^tive one-that the freshmen

'Grass’ not 
cut by dean 

“Go ahead and smoke 
marijuana,” said the dean, “just 
don’t get caught.” Probably no 
college administrator has ever 
given such advice. But Howard S. 
Becker, a Northwestern 
University sociologist, believes 
that such an attitude on the part 
of deans is the only way that 
campus drug incidents can be 
halted. 

Becker’s arguments are mainly 
based on marijuana-smoking, 
which he says is more widely 
used than LSD. Marijuana, he 
says, causes student health 
services much less trouble than 
alcohol or the amphetamines that 
many students take to stay awake 
while studying. “Marijuana,” 
Becker says, “has no 
demonstrable bad effects.” 

Becker draws on his 
sociological studies of drug use to 
note that drug-taking students of 
today are quite unlike earlier 
drug users, who learned to be 
careful about hiding their habit. 
Today’s students, he says, get 
caught because they are either 
ignorant of the precautions they 
might take to protect themselves 
from arrest, or are convinced that 
they have “a constitutional right 
to get high.” 

“Administrators,” Becker 
concludes, “must take a calmer 
view of drug use and students 
must become more cautious. The 
main obstacles to such a bargain 
will be nervous administrators 
afraid to take such a step and 
ideological students who wish a 
confrontation on the issue. But 
college administrators have 
learned to live with sex and 
drink. They may yet be able to 
learn to live with drugs.”

Pass-Fail becomes set policy

I have seen who had Pass-Fail 
grading were less deeply and 
frantically anxious about their 
academic situation than was 
characteristic of freshmen I saw 
in earlier classes.” 

The sophomore performance 
of the first Pass-Fail class of 
freshmen was better than that of 
previous sophomore classes, and 
it is expected that sophomore 
attrition will be significantly less 
than in previous years. 

Faculty who had had 
experience with freshman classes 
extending over several years 
reported that under Pass-Fail 
there was a significantly 
improved attitude toward 
learning for reasons other than 
grades. From a humanities 
instructor: “They’re reading 
books again!” 

This same improvement 
carried over into the sophomore 
year. “I would like to report that 
the morale of the sophomores in 
this class (a second-year course) 
was distinctly higher than in 
previous years. Their interest and 
spirit and general zest in scientific 
inquiry and concepts were 
noticeably greater.” 

A very large majority of the 
undergraduates were strongly in 
favor of Pass-Fail: (a) A majority 
of the upperclassmen observed 
that the freshmen made

constructive use of the freedom 
they were given under Pass-Fail; 
(b) Almost all the freshmen said 
Pass-Fail significantly reduced 
competitive pressure among 
them; (c) A large majority of 
both freshmen and sophomores 
believed Pass-Fail had made then- 
adjustment from high school to 
Cal Tech much easier than they 
had anticipated. 

They made the mistake of 
assuming that Pass-Fail gave them 
freedom to ignore all but the 
problem-solving techniques in the 
course. 

Many freshmen clearly worked 
less and accomplished less than 


they would have under the stress 
of competition; some carried this 
to the point of a “just get by” 
attitude. 

Some of the freshmen with 
the greatest potential had so 
conditioned themselves to the 
top awards of competition that 
they suffered a real psychological 
shock when these awards, in the 
form of grades, were not 
obtainable. 

The “Pass” or “Fail” grade 
refers only to the final grade in a 
course as recorded by the 
registrar. Homework continues

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Shakespeare’s Hamlet 
test of theatre 


Highbrow? Not quite! Hamlet , 
a 350 year old play, which opens 
in Neumiller Chapel Nov. 5, is for 
all the people. Although the 
language of the play flows with 
lofty words and sentiments, the 
agonizing dilemma of Hamlet can 
escape no spectator. 

This season’s opener is a 
Bradley University Theatre first. 
Since theatre professors Dr. 
Collins J. Bell and Dr. John E. 
Clifford arrived at Bradley in 
1964, producing a Shakespearean 
play has been one of their goals. 
As Dr. Bell, the director of 
Hamlet “If you’re going to do 
Shakespeare then do Hamlet. I 
consider it to be the best written 
play in the English language.” 

William Shakespeare wrote 
and produced Hamlet in 1602 or 
1603 when he was 40 years old. 
Hamlet is the twenty-fifth of his 
thirty-seven plays. The basic plot 
has been traced to a true 
chronicle of The Latin History of 
the Danes , which was written 
about 1200 and translated into 
French about 1570. 

Hamlet, the longest of the 
Bard’s plays, has been described 
as “...a play of such infinite 
psychological and philosophical 
subleties that it has been the 
subject of more discussions and 
books than any other play.” 

The title role is often 
considered to be “the” test for 
aspiring actors, and such famous 
thespians David Garrick, Edwin 
Booth, John Barrymore, Sir John 
Gielgud, Sir Laurence Olivier and 
Richard Burton have achieved 
fame.

In all of its dealings with students, the 
University will respect the rights guaranteed to students by 
the constitution and laws of the United States and the State 
of Illinois. 


ARTICLE 1 

Participation in Decision Making

student government of all University committees 
and decision-making bodies which relate to 
students.

Students in University-operated housing (through 
their residential governmental bodies) shall share 
at least equally with the staff the responsibility to 
determine social rules and codes of conduct. 


ARTICLE ll 
University Regulations 


Sec. 1 


Each student shall be responsible for obeying only 
(a) University and student-made regulations which 
have been enacted by duly constituted authorities, 
disclosed in writing, and made easily available to 
him; and (b) proper orders of duly authorized 
University employees or agents acting in accord 
with said regulations. 


Sec. 2 


The student has the right to accurate and plainly 
stated information which enables him to qlearly 
understand: 


a. The general qualifications for establishing and 
maintaining acceptable academic standing. 


b. The graduation requirements for his particular 
curriculum and major. 


c. The procedural course requirements set by the 
individual faculty for their course. 


Sec. 3 


Each student shall have the right to know the (a) 
authority which has made any regulation, and (b) 
the basis for the regulation directly affecting the 
student, or the reason for withholding such 
information, and (c) appeals procedure against 
such regulation, and (d) possible avenues for 
changing such regulations. 


Sec. 4 


No student shall be subject to disciplinary action 
for violating a regulation which is not specific 
enough to give him a reasonable knowledge that 
his conduct was a violation of that regulation. 
Students shall only be removed with just cause. 
The reasons for such removal shall be made known 
to the student, and if the student so desires, to the 
public. 


Sec. 5 


All University and student-made regulations, shall 
be interpreted by all officials in such a manner as 
to allow for the greatest reasonable freedom of 
action to the student. 


Sec. 6 


If official statements by duly constituted 
authorities of University and student-made 
regulations conflict, the statement which gives the 
greatest freedom of action to the student shall 
take precedance until that conflict is resolved. 


ARTICLE ill 

Freedom from Unreasonable Detention, Search and Seizure 


Sec. 1 


No student shall be detained by physical force by 
any University employee or agent other than an 
employee of the Security Division, except when 
there is a clear and present danger of injury to 
himself, another person, or to property. 


Sec. 2 


A student room, suite, or apartment shall be 
secure from unreasonable search, and his person 
and effects shall be secure from unreasonable 
search (that is, a physical disturbance of a 
student's person or anything in a residence) and 
seizure. Except in circumstances which authorized 
personnel consider to constitute clear and present 
danger to person and/or property, no student 
residence shall be entered against the will of the 
occupant unless a legal search warrant has been 
issued. Subject of/to the above qualifications, no 
items may be siezed without a legal seizure 
warrant. 


Sec. 3 


Students detected or arrested in the course of 
violations of institutional regulations, or 
infractions of ordinary law, will be informed of 
their rights. No form of harassment shall be used 
by institutional representatives to coerce 
admissions of his own guilt or information about 
conduct of other suspected persons. 


Sec. 4 


This article is not meant to deny the University or 
the landlord the right to conduct routine 
housekeeping and maintenance functions at 
reasonable hours. 


ARTICLE IV 
Judicial 


Sec. 1 


In developing responsible student conduct, 
disciplinary procedings play a role substantially 
secondary to counseling, guidance, admonition, 
and example. In the exceptional circumstances 
when these preferred means fail, the University 
will observe the following sections to protect the

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In every judicial proceeding and every proceeding 
in which formal judicial action other than an oral 
warning takes place -- each student shall be advised

The University shall not regulate conduct 



primarily to enforce the civil law but to “provide 
the opportunity of all members of the Bradley 
community to pursue their educational goals 
effectively.” Students whose misconduct violated 
both Bradley's rules and the law can be subject to 
jurisdictional understanding between the 
University and the public officials which would be 
based both on the severity of the offense and 
whether the offense occured on or off the campus. 


Students who violate civil law may incur penalties 
prescribed by civil authorities, but University 
authority shall not be used merely to duplicate the 
function of civil law. Disciplinary action shall be 
taken only when efforts to counsel, guide or 
admonish the student have been exhausted. The 
student who incidentally violates institutional 
regulations in the course of his off-campus 
activity, will be subjected to no greater penalty 
than would be imposed had he not violated a civil 
law. The University will do nothing to impede 
assistance to an accused student.

ARTICLE V 

Freedom from Improper Procedure 


No student shall be subject to disciplinary action if 
a University employee or official improperly 
interpreted a University or student-made 
regulation under his jurisdiction, or was negligent, 
and as a result the student committed a violation 
of the regulation. 


No student shall be subject to disciplinary action is 
a University employee or official follow 
procedures contrary to University or student-made 
regulations, and if such procedures are significant 
to the determination of the student’s guilt or 
innocence.

This means that this feeling must be fostered in every area of university life, from the determination of 
social rules to the budgetary priorities of the university. Faculty and students have a stake in determining what 
is happening here a t Bradley. 

No longer can the faculty and students abdicate their roles as the central figures in the university. No longer 
can faculty and students accept the idea that "if one doesn't like the university, he may leave the university " 
Because simply, the faculty and students ARE THE UNIVERSITY. They have a right to make their university 
what they want it to be. 

Soon there will be a general referendum on the Bill of Rights. Every student will have the opportunity to 
vote for the passage or the defeat of the concepts in this bill. Now is the time for commitment on the part of 
the student body. Read the Bill of Rights and see how it applies to you. Ask questions at the open meeting at 
the S. C. Ballroom on Tuesday, Oct. 8 at 8:00 p.m. Talk to your Senators at the Senate forums on Oct. 8 and 

The rights enumerated in this document belong to all students, individually and as a group. Don't give them 
up by default.

A University employee, agent, or official may be 
enjoined by a student court or Disciplinary Board 
from taking any action which violates as 
University or student-made regulation. 

ARTICLE VI 

Freedom from Class Abuse 

Students will be free to take reasoned exception to 
the data or views offered in any course of study 
and to reserve judgment on matter of opinion, but 
they are responsible for learning the content to 
any course of study for which they are enrolled. 
However, in exercising this freedom, students 
should not interfere with the academic process of 
the class. 

Students shall have protection through orderly 
procedures, clearly made known to hem, against 
prejudiced or capricious academic evaluation. At 
the same time, they are responsible for 
maintaining standards of academic performance 
established for each course in which they are 
enrolled. 

Information about students views, beliefs, and 
political associations which professors acquire in 
the course of instructing, advising, and counseling 
shall be confidential. Judgments of ability and 
character may be provided only with the consent 
of the student. 

Students have the right to discuss their academic 
performance with their instructors. Students who 
feel they have been evaluated unfairly by the 
instructor have the right to an appeals procedure 
which shall be clearly made known to them. 

The student has the right not to answer questions 
concerning his personal views, political 
associations, and other questions of a personal 
nature both in and outside of the classroom. 

ARTICLE VII 

Freedom from Improper Disclosure 

To minimize the risk of improper disclosure, 
academic and disciplinary records will be separate, 
and the conditions of access to each will be set 
forth in an explicit policy statement. Transcripts 
of academic records will contain only information 
about academic status. 

Information concerning the student contained in 
academic, medical, counseling and disciplinary 
records will not be available to unauthorized 
persons on campus, or to any off-campus person 
without the express consent of the student 
involved except under legal compulsion or in cases 
where the safety of persons or property is 
involved. 

No records will be kept which reflect the political 
activities or beliefs of students. 

Provision will also be made for periodic routine 
destruction of noncurrent disciplinary records. 

ARTICLE VIII 
Freedom of Association 

A procedure of official recognition, chartering, 
and annual renewal of any group of students for 
the purpose of forming a student organization 
shall be established by the Student Senate. 

The student group, upon chartering, commits itself 
to adhering to University regulations which are 
applicable to it. Chartering shall not imply 
endorsement of organizational goals and activities, 
but shall guarantee the use of University facilities 
to the group. 

The membership, policies, and actions of a student 
organization will be determined by vote of only 
those persons who hold bona fide membership in 
that organization. 

Affiliations with an external organization will not 
of itself disqualify a student organization from 
being chartered. 

Each organization will be free to choose its own 
advisor. Campus advisors may advise organizations 
in the exercise of responsibility, but they will not 
have the authority to control the policy of such 
organizations. 

Student organizations will be required at the time 
of chartering-time of renewal, to submit a 
statement of purpose, constitution, current list of 
officers, and the name(s) of the advisor(s). They 
shall not be required to submit a membership list 
as a condition of being chartered, but shall be 
required to attest to numerically sufficient 
membership for chartering. Such information shall 
be available to all within the college community 
and shall be subject to publication on campus. 

Student organizations will be free to examine and 
discuss, pass resolutions, distribute leaflets, 
circulate petitions, and take any other lawful 
action to express opinion publically and privately. 
They will always be free to support causes by 
orderly means, provided they do not disturb the 
peace, or the order of any University activity, or 
the flow of traffic. At the same time, it should be 
made clear to the academic and the larger 
communities that in their public expressions or 
demonstrations, students or student organizations 
speak only for themselves. 

Students shall be allowed to invite and to hear any 
person of their own choosing. Procedures required 
before a guest speaker is invited to appear on 
campus shall be designed to insure that there is 
orderly scheduling of facilities and adequate 
preparation for the event, and the occasion is 
conducted i n- an appropriate manner of an 
academic community.

ARTICLE XI 

Responsibility for Another’s Conduct 

No student in his individual capacity shall be subject to 
disciplinary action for not obeying a regulation which (a) 
requires him to take action upon the violation of a regulation 
by another, or which (b) holds the student responsible for 
another’s violation. 


ARTICLE XII - Other Rights 

The enumeration of certain student rights in this Bill shall 
not be construed to deny or disparage others held by each 
student. Students have the right to an appeals procedure 
concerning any infringement of points enumerated in the Bill 
of Rights. No right specified by this Bill is meant to be 
construed as enabling students to infringe upon the individual 
rights of another member of the academic community.

academic and larger community that sponsorship 
of guest speakers does not necessarily imply 
approval and/or endorsement of the views 
expressed, either by the institution or the group 
sponsoring the event. 

It is the right of every student to freely exercise 
his right as a citizen. He may participate in 
off-campus activities singly or with any group, 
provided he does not officially represent the 
University. 

If the Student Senate has reason to believe that 
any organization has concealed, misrepresented, or 
otherwise failed to disclose its purpose or its 
affiliations, it may require the organization to 
state or clarify them. Should such explanation not 
be forthcoming, or should the explanation be 
deficient or show a non-adherence to University or 
student-made regulations, the the Student Senate 
may revoke the organizations charter. 

Campus facilities shall be made available on a 
non-discriminatory basis to all chartered student 
organizations. 

ARTICLE IX 

Freedom of Bradley Student Communications 

In the delegation of editorial responsibility to 
students, Bradley must provide editorial freedom 
for Bradley student communications to maintain 
their integrity of purpose, as vehicles for free 
inquiry and free expression in an academic 
community. 

Institutional authorities, in consultation with 
students and faculty, shall provide written 
clarification of any forms of control of student 
communications and the groups which have this 
control. 

Editors and managers of student communications 
will be protected from any arbitrary suspension 
and removal because of student, faculty, 
administrative, or public disapproval of editorial 
policy or news content. Only for purposes of 
proper and stated causes shall editors and 
managers be subjected to removal and then by 
orderly and prescribed procedures by the agency 
responsible for their appointment. 

The editorial freedom of student editors and 
managers entails coroliary responsibilities to be 
governed by the cannons of responsible journalism 
and broadcasting. The faculty advisor shall counsel 
the editors and managers in the ethics and 
responsibilities of journalism and broadcasting, but 
neither a faculty member nor an administrator 
shall exercise veto power over what may be 
communicated. 

All University financed student communications 
will explicitly state that the opinions expressed 
within the editorials are not necessarily those of 
the University or the student body. 

The campus paper and radio station shall report 
news of student interest on and off campus, shall 

provide an outlet for student, faculty, and 
administrative opinion through letters to the 
editor or through broadcasts, and make its own 
editorial comments on the University and other 
matters. While these comments need not 
necessarily represent the view of the majority of 
students, fair space and time shall be given to 
dissenting opinion. 

ARTICLE X 
Equality of Treatment 

A student should not be discriminated against in 
the establishment, or enforcement, or punishment 
of University or student-made regulations or 
policies because of his religion, race, creed, sex, or 
national origin. 

The Student Senate shall revoke the charter or 
refuse to charter any organization that 
discriminates on the basis of race, creed, or 
national origin. 

In screening candidates for admission, University 
officials shall take the position that the University 
shall be open to all students who are qualified 
according to the admission standards. The facilities 
and services of the University shall be open to all 
of the enrolled students, and the University should 
use their influence to secure equal access for all 
students to public facilities in the local 
community. 

The University administration shall insure that 
off-campus housing is rented on a 
non-discriminatory basis. 


Exciting, diversified. These 
words abound from Lakeview 
Center’s 17th annual area show 
which began Friday, Sept. 27, 
and will continue until Nov. 3. 
The exhibit encompasses a 
melange of 60 pieces chosen from 
over 300 entrants. Artists are 
primarily instructors from Illinois 
colleges and universities; student 
work was not permitted. 

An exciting collage of works 
confronts viewers: mixed 
water-colors, geometric canvasses, 
flashlit blue-wired plexiglas, silver 
steel bronze sculpture forms, 
acrylic and oil spectrums, 
grey-white black value studies. 
The show’s diversity indulges in 
several sense involvements: ears 
catch echoing of squak cry 
string-dropped blade; eye-feeling 
fingers touch softened edges of 
earth burned metals, rough 
splintered boxes and smooth 
plexiglas surfaces; eyes explode 


wider by plastic shimmer-played 
color slides, flashing greens, 
vibrant pinks, contrasting 
rainbows. 

From this collectivity seven 
pieces rounded six cash prizes 
which were distributed at a 
reception and awards ceremony 
Friday night. First prize, $300 
cash, was given to Jack McCarthy 
from DeKalb for a wood 
sculptured assemblage covered 
red, white and blue, titled 
“American Highway,” and a 
polyester painting in rosereds, 
blues, white, greens, titled 
“Vertical Wiggle No. 1.” 

Lakeview Center’s show 
embodies the texture of life’s 
variety-it is a collection of 60 
individual artist’s production, an 
indication of each man’s 
self-struggle to fulfill the question 
of his life’s work. 


Dr. Yates honored; 
holds endowed chair 


Dr. Louis Yates, who as the 
“William E. Stone Professor of 
American History” holds the 
only endowed professorial chair 
at Bradley, has received notice 
from Dr. Geoffrey 
Handley - Taylor, 1 F.R.S.L., that 
the new Royal Blue Book, 
published as an international 
register of contemporary society, 
has included his name. In the 
announcement the fact was 
emphasized that the Royal Blue 
Book was in no sense a 
biographical dictionary. 

Professor Yates is also slated 
for inclusion in the forthcoming 
1968 edition of Personalities of 
the West and Midwest, and two 
weeks ago he was notified that a 
half page account regarding him 
and his work will appear in the 
first of three separate editions of 
a new British publication entitled 
The Two Thousand Men of 
Achievement - 1969. Each of the 
three separate editions (1969, 
1970, 1971) of the book will 
consist of more than 1000 pages 
and 2000 photographs of the 
biographies. While Dr. Yates is 
also currently listed in Directory 


of American Scholars, Who's Who 
in American Education, 
Dictionary of International 
Biography, and Who's Who in the 
Midwest, he considers his 
selection for The Two Thousand 
Men of Achievement as a most 
signal honor. 

Dr. Yates is the author of two 
published books, several articles 
in University magazines and of an 
article in a national encyclopedia 
as well as numerous book 
reviews. He is starting his 
twenty-first year of teaching at 
Bradley with a break of only one 
year-1963-64-when he served as a 
Fulbright Professor of History in 
India. Incidentally, he was the 
first professor at this institution 
to receive a Fulbright 
Professorship. Prof. Yates has 
extensively traveled-in Australia, 
Mexico, Canada, all of Western 
Europe, parts of Africa, Asia and 
around the world. 

Dr. Yates, now in his early 
sixties, and senior member of he 
History Dept., is currently 
working on a manuscript 
concerning the Civil War.

to be assigned and evaluated, 
tests and examinations are given 
as before. All student work is 
numerically graded as before; in 
fact, instructors have made a very 
real (and successful) effort to 
increase the amount of evaluating 
information given to freshmen. 

The students are told in very 
clear terms that this grading is for 
their use as information and for 
self-evaluation. In the humanities 
courses, instructors’ written 
comments on student papers are 
believed to be far more useful to 
the students than grades ever 
were. 

There is no secret grading. 
Instructors’ records contain only 
the same information as is given 
to the student. In addition, senior 
faculty members have taken on 
the job of acting as advisers to 
ten freshmen each; these advisers 
receive extensive reports from the 
instructors of their advisees at 
least twice a term. 

This information, when 
integrated by the adviser and 
discussed with the advisee, gives 
the student a much better 
measure of his performance than 
he ever got from grades. 


Claiming his position has many 
problems. Erlinder went on to 
explain: “Most of it (his job) has 
been giving and getting a greater 
feeling of responsibility.” He 
said, “I’ve gotten a great feeling 
of inadequacy because of a 
greater realization of the work 
that still remains to be done 
before the end of the year. I’m 
not sure one person can do it.” 
But, true to form, Erlinder said, 
“I won’t stop trying to 
accomplish the big task ahead.” 

Some of Erlinder’s future 
hopes for Bradley include a 
“desire to see Bradley become a 
university in a true sense of the 
word, where a free interchange of 
ideas can occur between students 
and faculty.” 

Referring to the cooperation 
of the administration in the area 
of change and development, 
Erlinder said, “They cooperate in 
the sense that they don’t throw 
you out. Let’s say I’ve had some 
very interesting discussions with 
the administration.” 

However, cooperation from 
Senate and other organizations 
has been excellent. Erlinder feels 
there has been a change in 
attitude on the part of the Senate 
because “it has started to turn 
away from the trivial and is 
getting down to the more serious 
business of what Bradley will be 
and should be in the future.” He 
credits this change to “an 
acceptance of the idea that a 
change should continue and will 
continue.” 

Erlinder directs his ideas about 
formulating a change at Bradley 
to the freshmen. He urges them 
“not to lose sight of the fact that 
Bradley will be as good or as bad 
as students make it. The future of 
the university depends on how 
the freshman class wants it to 
be.” 

The desire to improve 
conditions extends to Erlinder’s 
future plans. Although he 
tentatively plans on attending law 
school “if the draft allows”, he 
says he is unsure about his plans. 
He does say, “I want to make my 
life serve a useful purpose 
especially for humanity. I want 
to make conditions under which 
people have to exist more 
pleasant for everyone.”

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Bears: nowhere but up

The Chicago Bears need 
help-fast. In the early stages of a 
season that was supposed to 
reveal a total defense coupled 
with a newly developed offense, 
the Bears have crumbled at the 
hands of the Detroit Lions, 42-0, 
and the Washington Redskins, 
38-28. 

The subject of quarterback 
accuracy poses the biggest 
question for Bears head coach 
Jim Dooley. Who can he depend 
on when his first and second 
string play-callers, Concannon 
and Rakestraw, throw away eight 
passes in one game and complete 
only seventeen of thirty in 
another? 

Can the Bears try to overlook 
this, turn to a running game and 
hope the quarterback situation 
will remedy itself? It appears 
when they do score, the short run 
is the only play that works. 

However, they cannot 
capitalize on their amazing back, 
Gale Sayers, because the 
opposing defense seems to be 
able to keep him under control. 
Unless Ronnie Bull or Brian 
Piccolo can develop into capable, 
consistent running mates, 
Chicago will be unable to take 
advantage of Sayers’ ability. 

The importance of Sayers can 
be fully realized when one 
examines the statistics of his 
injury-riddled 1967 season. He 
37.7 yards on kickoff returns, 
while returning one 103 yards. 
The former Kansas great gained 
880 yards from scrimmage and 
scored 12 touchdowns. 

These marks were compiled 
while Sayers was forced to miss 
one game and sit out a good part 
of others. Gale Sayers’ need for a 
running mate is a necessity if the 
Bears are going to regain their 
dominance of old. 

Defensively the Bears have no 
real worries. With Marty Amsler 
and Ed O’Bradovich at end and 
Frank Cornish and Dick Evey at 
tackle, the front four pose quite 
an obstacle for the opponents. 

Dick Butkus is one of the 
meanest linebackers in the league, 
and with Roosevelt Taylor at free 
safety the Bears seem to be set. 
Yet the defense cannot in any 


way make up for a faulty offense. 
Something must be done. 

The players refuse to believe 
that they are as bad as their 
performances indicate. They 
know they have the ability to be 
good if not great and will be out 
to prove this in future games. 

Dooley realizes that the Bears 
are young and he may have been 
asking too much of them. 
Knowing they may have to go 
“back to the basics,” only time 
and hard work will tell whether 
the Bears can redeem their pitiful 
performances. 

If their win over Minnesota is 
any indication of the Bears’ true 
ability, then things in 1968 might 
not be a total loss for Dooley’s 
club. But one thing is 
certain-they can’t look worse 
than they did in their first two 
games of the season.

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Stone accepts lack of enthusiasm

Billy Stone has been head 
football coach at Bradley for 14 
years and hopes to continue to 
coach the Braves for perhaps 
another 14. But why? 

What is it that prompts an 
individual to undertake a task 
that many others would consider 
almost impossible? To coach 
football at a school where every 
other word is “basketball” is not 
easy. In fact, it’s very frustrating. 

And yet Coach Stone is 
optimistic about Bradley’s 
football team. He must be. There 
is no room for self pity, no room 
for pessimism, and no room for a 
coach who has lost his faith. “I 
attended school here, and 
Bradley has been good to me 
since 1946.1 still feel loyal to the 
program, and it would be pretty 
hard to just quit. I’ve dealt with 
some fine young men. It’s a 
challenge.” 

There are around 5000 
students at this institution and 
around 4000 don’t even know 
that Bradley has a football team. 
When Coach Stone speaks of the 
fans he speaks of a handful of 
loyal supporters, perhaps not 
even students. This hurts him, 
and it hurts his team. “I’ve tried 
to build it to a point where we 
would have more enthusiasm in 
football but as much as I’ve tried, 
it hasn’t worked. I’ve adjusted to 
the lack of enthusiasm. With the 
exception of a few students, it’s a 
lost cause.” 

Bradley is definitely not a 
football power, and they do not 
have the recognition to recruit 
the L.C. Bowen’s, the Joe Allen’s 
or the A1 Smith’s of basketball. 

MVC Football Results - 


This is not to say that the 
Bradley eleven is made up of 
second-rate players, but only to 
point out that Coach Stone does 
not have the power to recruit as 
much or as often as other schools 
do. He tries, however, to 
compensate for this by 
scheduling some of the top small 
college teams in the nation. The 
Braves’ schedule this year 
includes two of these teams: 
Akron and Central Michigan. But 
the majority of people even have 
a gripe about this, and Coach 
Stone points it out. “When you 
play bad teams and win it’s no 
good, but when you get beat by a 
good team, you’ve played a bad 
game.” 

A lack of enthusiasm as well as 
support is apparent, and no 
solution is readily at hand. Those 
who are the victims, and they are 
victims, of this situation cannot 
even begin to suggest a solution. 
“I do like to give credit where 
credit is due. We do have a 
minority of students supporting 
us, but why not more I just don’t 
know. We seem to mark time 
through the football season 
getting ready for the basketball 
season.” 

This is a private institution. 
One is free to do as he so 
chooses. Perhaps one day, when 
the incoming freshman do not 
listen to the upperclassman and 
the upperclassman have nothing 
more to gripe about, Coach Stone 
might find himself in the midst of 
a solid, supportive student body 
and he will not have to say what 
he has said for so many years. 
“I’m doing the best that I can 
and as far as the students go, I 
don’t know. I just don’t know.”

'Pro Football at the Crossroads’ 

Part Two 

If overexposure doesn’t ruin professional football in the 
near future, then the option clause might do the job. The 
option clause sounds innocuous enough, but if you delve 
into its meaning, you might find that the men who spend 
their Sunday afternoon on the gridiron have as much rights 
as a private in the United States Army. 

The purpose of the option clause is to stop players from 
jumping from one team to another in the same league, or 
from jumping from the NFL to the AFL or vice versa. The 
clause states that if a player doesn’t sign his contract for the 
present season then he takes a 10% cut in salary 
from the previous season. At the end of the season he is then 
free to negotiate a deal with any team of his choice. 

The catch is that whatever team signs the player has to 
make equal compensation with the player’s former team. 
Czar Rozelle determines what fair compensation is and 
orders the team to make that compensation immediately. 

I don’t think that it is too difficult to see the basic 
unfairness in this. The team that signs the player who has 
played out his option is at the mercy of Rozelle and his 
Madison Avenue cronies. A recent case of a player signing 
with another team after his option has run out centers 
around Dave Parks of the San Francisco 49’ers. Parks took 
the 10% cut in his salary while playing out the option and 
then signed with the New Orleans Saints. Rozelle said that 
the Saints, the newest team in the league, must surrender 
their number one draft choice, Kevin Hardy, plus two high 
draft picks in 1969. 

I don’t know how Rozelle can determine that Parks is 
worth three players, and I seriously doubt if Rozelle can 
justify his position. How can he possibly say that these three 
players have combined talents that equal those of Parks? 

Rozelle’s decision in the Parks-Hardy affair will only 
serve to deter teams from signing players who have played 
out their options. Any owner that now signs a player faces 
the realization that Rozelle will raid his team in order to 
make what “Pigskin Pete” feels is compensation. 

Now if the teams refuse to sign players who have played 
out their option, what can a player do if he is dissatisfied 
with his present team. In fact, that player really doesn’t have 
any option at all. No team will sign him, and unless he jumps- 
to the Canadian League he can either quit or stay with his 
team. In reality the player doesn’t have any choice at all 
about the team he can play with. Is this fair? 

How would you like it if you were an engineer and 
decided to switch companies? No company would sign you 
if they had to make compensation to your original firm. 
And if you didn’t want to work for your present employer, 
your only alternative would be to quit. 

Unless the option rule is changed you are going to find 
many unhappy football players. Some of the players will 
stick it out, but there are those who value their 
independence more than the game, and these men will leave 
the land of Rozelle’s tyrannical dictates. But until enough 
players stick up for their rights and bring suit against the 
league for restricting their employment opportunities 
Rozelle will continue to rule with his iron fist.

Braves go for second gridiron victory 
in homecoming with Southeast Missouri j

Tomorrow afternoon in the 
culmination of all the 
Homecoming festivities, Bradley 
takes the field against the 
Southeast Missouri Indians. The 
Braves played SEMO last season 
for the first time and were 
defeated 25-0, in one of the seven 
shutouts in the 13 year career of 
coach Bill Stone at Bradley.

Before driving his campaign 
bus to Western Illinois University 
in Macomb, Ogilvie told students 
he supported the national and 
state platform enabling 18-year- 
olds to vote. 

“It’s good to get voting habits 
started at an early age,” he said. 
In 1966 a lot of people did not 
vote that could have, according 
to the candidate. 

President of the Cook County 
Board of Directors, Ogilvie 
qualified to serve a 
term as the Sheriff of Cook 
County and special assistant to 
U.S. Attorney General. 

Earlier, Ogilvie addressed 
teachers in the Fieldhouse from 
the regional Illinois Education 
Association where he called for 
more state Financial support for 
education. 

“I don’t think it’s unrealistic 


to expect the State of Illinois to 
provide at least one-third of the 
cost of educating its children,” 
said the candidate. 

Especially in the case of 
“inner city children,” Ogilvie 
suggested developing more 
imaginative programs and 
additional incentives to attract 
good teachers in that area. 

“I urge the colleges and 
universities in Illinois to examine 
their present teacher-training 
programs and to gear some future 
program to Fit the complex needs 
of teachers planning on careers in 
the inner city,” Ogilvie declared. 

Ogilvie suggested that these 
colleges and universities might 
consider granting credits to those 
students willing to work in inner 
city schools as tutors and 
teacher’s aides. 

Textbooks, curriculum, 
teaching materials and methods 
should reflect the world of the 
urban child and not that of

An effort to have independent 
electors to the electoral college 
placed on the November ballot in 
Illinois has failed. The movement, 
which has backing in Peoria 
according to Mrs. Brendan 
Liddell, is spearheaded 
nationwide by Mark Raskin of 
the institute of policy study in 
Washington, D.C. 


The Illinois effort was blocked 
last week when three Chicago 
judges decided petitions asking 
the independent electors be 
placed on the ballot did not meet 
legal requirements. 


New party backers contended 
the law was unconstitutional 
since it called for at least 200 
signatures in 50 counties. 
Although the group had secured 
the required number of 
signatures, only 39 counties met 
the 200-signature requirement. 


The new party movement in 
Peoria is being led by Dr. and 
Mrs. Robert Easton of High Point 
Road, Mrs. Liddell, who is the 
wife of Bradley philosophy 
professor, Dr. Brendan Liddell, 
and some members of Bradley’s 
newly formed Students for 
Democratic Action.

Freshman hopefuls propose 
party platform, goals 


The Unified Students 
Association received the 
unanimous endorsement of the 
Independent Students 
Association at the I.S.A. 
Executive Board meeting on 
Sept. 30. 

A party statement was read by 
Jennifer Johnson, the 
vice-presidential candidate. 

“Our intent on this campus is 
to stimulate and improve. We are 
eager for active participation not 
as an individual or group, but as a 
class. We hope to stimulate 
concern among students in the 
governing and regulation of our 
campus society, and thus improve 
the image of the university in the 
community. 

“We believe that as a class our 
efforts and energy can be 
effective if they are united in one 
structure of power. This structure 
of power, student power now 


consists of four voices: Greek, 
independent, black and white. 
These four voices are a 
cross-section of the entire student 
body which must be united to 
form one voice--‘Freshmen 
Student Voice.’ 

“We are qualified to help lead 
this class toward new goals 
because of our experience and 
past participation in numerous 
school and community 
organizations. Yet, our most 
important qualification is that we 
are Bradley freshmen sincerely 
interested in planting the seeds of 
unity and active concern in our 
class.” 

Specifically the group cited 
the following major areas of 
greatest concern: active 
participation in Peoria civic 
groups, i.e. Junior Chamber of 
Commerce, aid to the 
underpriviledged, sponsored 


programs of art and intellectual 
endeavor; teaching at Bradley, i.e. 
student evaluation of faculty, 
experimental courses, the 
scholars program; social rules, i.e. 
women’s hours, men’s hours, 
and parietal hours. 

The Unified Students 
Association introduced for a 
short interview all the candidates. 
They were: Pat O’Grady, 
president; Jennifer Johnson, 
vice-president; Phyllis Morton, 
secretary; and Debbie Petway, 
treasurer. The three candidates 
for class senators are Willie 
States, Jim Harris and Willie 
Taylor. 


Bringing positive action to 
Bradley and, at the same time, to 
the freshman class, is the main 
purpose of the Positive Action 
Party, a group composed of 
freshman candidates for the 
upcoming elections on 
Wednesday, Oct. 16. During the 
party’s first press conference, 
presidential candidate Jon Miller 
introduced his six running mates 
who include Diane Alexander for 
Vice-President, Dee Zangwill for 
secretary, Dave Warner for 
treasurer, and Debbie Scroggins, 
Tom Lipsitz and Van Wilkinson 
for the three senate openings. 

Miller then outlined the 
P.A.P.’s main ideas to a large 
number of freshmen who 
attended the conference. Jon, 
who is from Pennsylvania, 
explained that the party has 
adopted four positive actions 
which it hopes to accomplish 
during the year. The first and 
probably the most controversial 
is the hopeful abolishment of 
freshman hours. Miller stated that 
last year’s freshman president, 
Andy Covitz, took a survey of 50 
colleges and universities and 
found that 85 per cent of these 
had no freshman hours. As not to 
enrage the administration, 
however, Jon further explained 
that if P.A.P. is elected, it will 
also conduct two more national 
college and university polls: one 
concerning parietal hours 
(allowing men to visit women in 
their rooms at set times), and the 
other one concerning women’s 


hours. The results of these polls 
will hopefully give the party 
some positive proof to 
accomplish some positive action. 

Secondly, P.A.P. feels that not 
enough social events are held 
exclusively for freshmen. During 
the year, the party will do its best 
to have a freshmen concert with a 
well-known group performing. 
Thirdly, Miller told the group 
that a much stronger effort 
would be taken to assure the 
freshmen of a famous band for 
the Fresh.-Soph. Dance. One 
proposal would be to work 
through an independent 
organization, such as Columbia 
Records. 

The fourth idea, which would 
not only effect the freshmen, but 
also the entire student body, is a 
very unique plan which would 
eliminate the confusion of fall 
registration. P.A.P.’s plan would 
have everyone pick their classes 
for the fall semester at the end of 
the spring semester. By following 
this procedure, the admisistration 
would see just how many sections 
would be needed to fulfill the 
student’s schedule, and then open 
the needed sections accordingly. 

If this system were adopted, 
every student would have a fair 
chance in getting the classes he 
wanted, and there would be no 
student “stuck” with registering 
last. Jon also pointed out that 
this year’s freshmen will be the 
last ones to register for the fall 
semester of their sophomore 
year. 

In closing, Miller assured the 
crowd that P.A.P. will not only 
limit itself to just the four areas, 
but added that it will first assume 
“positive action” concerning the 
four ideas. “Bradley University”, 
Miller stressed, “is growing 
academically as well as 
structurally, and there is no 
reason why our class can’t lead in 
the development of our school.” 

Nexus looks 
for future 

Nexus, a leftist newpaper 
whose views correspond to those 
held by SDS and other similar 
radical groups, will be published 
this year at Bradley. This outlook 
was expressed by Ken Lax, a 
member of last year’s publishing 
group. He continued to say, that, 
as of yet, a precise date is 
unknown and no specific plans 
have been made. 

When questioned about the 
objectives and format of the 
paper, Lax replied that it existed 
to “educate people to radical 
policies.” It will operate as a 
forum for opinion on the Bradley 
campus but will preserve a 
connection with national socialist 
opinion by receiving articles from 
the Liberation News Service.

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Earth science students study 


Midwest landfarms / deposits 


For the first time in Bradley’s 
history, a group of young, 
enthusiastic earth scientists is 
studying, first hand, many of the 
things they have learned in the 
classroom. The group, canposed 
of five students and three 
instructors, is accomplishing this 
through six weekend field trips, 
which are required in Earth 
Science 491-492. 

Already two trips have been 
taken, one to the Ozark 
Mountains and one to the 
western part of Illinois. 

At the Ozarks the group 
studied ancient rocks which 
underlie North America and keep 
it “floating” above the ocean. On 
the trip to western Illinois, they 
saw a mountain chain which had 
existed in the past and has since 
been worn away. 

The leaders of this group of 
young explorers are Dr. Don 
Gorman, Henry Helenik, and Mr. 
Douglas, all from the earth 
science department. 

An unusual feature of these 


trips is the mode of travel and 
type of living accommodations 
provided. The group travels in 
two vehicles, keeping in contact 
through radioman Fred Furston 
by means of walkie-talkie radios. 
One of the vehicles is a 
Volkswagon bus owned by two 
of the students, and the other is 
Motor Home camper constructed 
by Prof. Gorman. Cooking 
equipment, refrigeration, and 
other living needs are available in 
the camper. It is also used to 
sleep the six men, while the 
Volkswagon bus provides sleeping 
facilities for the two ladies, Laura 
Collins and Vicki Scott. All costs 
are shared equally by the eight 
participants. 

There are two main purposes 
of the field trip course. These are 
(1) introducing the students to 
the field, and (2) enabling them 
to write about it in class. If they 
have an understanding of the 
important factors that make up 
the geology of the surrounding 
area, they will better understand 


it and be able to appreciate it 
more. 

The concentration on field 
study is very important in that it 
enables them to study 
the materials about which their 
concepts are formed. This 
program is unique at Bradley. No 
other department offers a course 
which emphasizes field study to 
this degree. As a matter of fact, 
this is the first year it has been 
initiated. It is hoped, however, 
that this revolutionary new 
program will start the ball rolling, 
and initiate a larger program of 
field study in the earth science 
department and other 
departments here at Bradley. 

The tenor of the feeling of the 
faculty was obviously one of 
enthusiasm, but the pulse of the 
students has not been taken. 
Perhaps after a few more 
week-ends of travel and intensive 
work, the students will have 
something to add to the 
comments of their faculty 
leaders.

Unfortunately, it has not been possible 
to meet each of the 28 candidates; 
however, it is still the responsibility of this 
paper to express an opinion about the 
majority of candidates it did meet 
Members of this staff have found this to be 
the most highly contested election in the 
history of this school. Each candidate is 
highly qualified according to high school 
credentials. All candidates have been 
extremely active in high school activities. 
Almost all the candidates have graduated in 
the top ten percent of their high school 
classes which numbered from 
approximately 400 to 1050. And all 
candidates have sound platforms and goals. 
However, of this majority only one has met 
the most important qualification 
established by this paper - the qualification 
of attitude.

Law and order - a simple solution

Throughout the nation today, a violent reaction against 
domestic upheaval is occurring under the banner of “Law 
and Order.” So dominant in fact, is the theme of “Law and 
Order,” that no candidate for office can escape its grip - or 
its call for simplistic solutions. 

Few people would disagree that America is a country in 
the midst of crisis. Newscasts abound with accounts of 
upheaval in the universities, racial disorders and attacks on 
the Supreme Court. Hardly a day passes without news of a 
new police-demonstrator confrontation. Certainly there is 
much to be alarmed about. But America is beseiged more by 
frustration than by any real attack on its basic institutions. 
Indeed, fear appears to be replacing any rational diagnosis of 
the problems confronting the nation. In truth, the public is 
“running scared.” “Law and Order” increasingly seems to be 
a code name for suppression of any demonstration - any 
petition of greivances, even if it is legal and non-violent. 
With increasing frequency, Supreme Court decisions which 
have upheld the civil rights of the individual have come 
under attack for contributing to the crime rate - even such 
elementary rights as the right to legal counsel and trial by 
jury. Repeatedly, “send in the National Guard” is the type 
of ghetto “law and order” the public seems willing to 
endorse. No where does one hear the voices of “Law and 
Order” calling simultaneously for Justice as well as order - 
for fear psychology seems to preclude such insidious 
nonsense. 

Hopefully, in the midst of such times, we could look to 
our nation’s proposed leaders for guidance and leadership. 
Yet, we see leaders not as concerned about guiding a 
frustrated, troubled America as with following its coat-tails 
of fear and public opinion polls to election victory. Nixon’s 
running mate, Spiro Agnew, for example refused to 
substitute the phrase “order with justice” for “law and 
order” because he said, “. . . the headlines in the next 
morning’s papers would be ‘Spiro Agnew Softens Position 
on Law and Order’ and in so doing we would mislead a lot 
of people.” 

Admittedly, there are no hard and fast solutions to the 
turmoil confronting America. But suppose we were to adopt 
Nixon’s solution of doubling the conviction rate. Is that 
going to prevent student unrest? Will it keep the ghettos 
from exploding as expectations improve and conditions do 
not? 

Suppose we were to adopt George Wallace’s solution for 
“Law and Order” which is “. .. turning the country over to 
the police for a couple of years.” Perhaps as Wallace says 
they would straighten it out - but what then would be the 
difference between Czechoslovakia and America? Any police 
state that suppressed freedom has always done so in the 
name of Law and Order. Unfortunately, America seems all 
too ready to adopt such neatly packaged but dangerous 
solutions. It does not take a prophet to see that suppression 
would bring nothing short of more disorder and division. 
People with a taste for freedom do not accept repression 
willingly. 

If we are going to talk about “Law and Order”, then 
perhaps we should begin to talk about a more highly 
qualified and well paid police force — not a police force 
whose only reward is a license to brutalize. We should begin 
to talk about implementing the provisions of the Kemer 
Report - not just the mobility of 3-foot-spaced National 
Guardsmen. We should talk about channeling the student 
unrest into constructive areas - not just “throwing the bums 
outta school,” and doubling the conviction rate. In essence, 
we need civil justice and an attack on causes of problems - 
not just “Law and Order.” This type of solution, of course, 
is not attractive rhetoric; it is complex; it costs the taxpayer 
money; its benefit are not always immediate. I hope that 
Robertson Jeffers, a favorite poet of mine, was incorrect 
when he wrote: 

“Reason will not decide at last; the sword will decide.”

Black students refute 


“There has been a betrayal at 
Bradley University, a breach of 
respect.” Jack Olesker has 
accused the Black students of 
betraying our people. Let us 
begin at the beginning - not last 
May, but May 1628. Since slavery 
was first brought to this 
continent, solutions have been 
supposedly offered, and have 
failed. The Quakers offered 
solutions in 1637, as did other 
interested groups. Congressional 
legislation has brought no 
meaningful gains to the Black 
Man in the last hundred years. 
Olesker’s attempt to bring his 
contest solution to Congress 
merely would add more writing 
to that which exists already, 
including the Constitution of the 
United States. 

For judgment, Olesker, you 
enlisted the aid of the so-called 
“responsible’’ leadership. It is our 
problem. Who better to have 
been consulted than the Black 
students? You asked for money 
to call across the nation; how 
much would it have cost you to 
call across the campus to seek the 
advice of Black people? 

You say that conservative 
Peorians were moved with 
emotion. What did they do to 
ease tension this summer? What 
are they doing now to uplift the 
Black man?

You do not merit our 
sympathy, for our Black 
ancestors labored from “can’t see 
in the morning, ‘til can’t see at 
night.” Yet what pay did they 
receive? 

And in September, we too 
returned to Bradley, and not one 
step forward had been taken. Not 
one Black Man has come closer to 
Freedom. 

You say it is the Black 
students whom you call 
“brother.” Then why don’t we 
even know you? If you are our 
brother, why didn’t you come to 
the “frat house” and ask for our 
advice and guidance?

Deferred rush is 
best for student 

Regarding your “Can you 
defer a rush?” article, an 
incoming freshman’s opinion 
does present the other side. 
Sororities are very doubtful 
about the deferred rush system, 
but to a freshman student it does 
have its advantages. If there must 
be a rush program at all, it should 
be a deferred program. 

As stated in the article, rush 
books are sent to the freshmen 
and must be returned in early 
August. Those freshmen who 
decide to rush come down a few 
days earlier than the remainder of 
the students and go through one 
week of what is literally a “rush”. 
At the end of that time, they 
must decide if they want to “go 
Greek” and which house they 
will pledge. 

The girls have only a few days 
to confer with their parents and 
make their fateful decision. 
Therein lies part of the problem, 
the time is all too short. The girls 
have not been exposed to all the 
sides of sorority life, nor have 
they had the opportunity to 
become fully acquainted with the 
different girls in the various 
houses. As for the parents, most 
would prefer that their daughters 
wait; they do not want them to 
rush into anything. Therefore, 
the decision to pledge second 
semester is often the choice. 

Waiting until second semester 
gives the girls time-time to think 
things over, to decide. It permits 
her to adjust to college life, 
which for many is difficult 
enough, without having to adjust 
to Greek life at the same time. 

It is true, if a girl does wait, 
she may become disinterested in 
the Greek system. She has 
become adjusted to her life 
outside that system. She realizes 
that she can make it on her own; 
she does not have to rely upon a 
sorority. 

Fewer girls may decide to 
pledge under a deferred rush 
system, but they will be certain 
that they want to become Greek. 
While a house may suffer a loss of 
income, it will have for its 
members girls who really want to 
belong to that house, girls who 
will readily give their support to 
its functions. (Since not all first 
semester pledges activate, the 
houses will lose money anyway.) 
Also, under the deferred system, 
the house has time to choose the 
particular girls it wants. 

So, I say to anyone who wants 
to pledge, go ahead, but pledge 
under a deferred system. No one 
can decide in one short week her 
economic, social and academic 
status for the next four years and 
still be positive about her choice.

Deadline nears Wyilll preSeiltS 'burden’ tO 


for absentees 


As election time rolls around 
again many of the registered 
voters on campus will be unable 
to vote in their home districts. 
Kent Currie, head of Young 
Republicans, urges the registered 
voters on campus to take 
advantage of the absentee ballot. 
Absentee ballots are available to 
all voters registered by Oct. 7. 

An absentee ballot may be 
obtained in one of two ways. The 
registered voter may go to his 
registration office and request an 
applicaton for an absentee ballot 
in person, or if applying for an 
absentee ballot in person is not 
possible, the voter may send a 
notarized letter to his registration 
office requesting an application 
for an absentee ballot. 

The voter must then fill out 
the application, have it notarized 
and returned to his registration 
office by Oct. 31. The voter will 
then be sent an absentee ballot a 
week or two before the election. 

For those wishing to have 
their letters and applications 
notarized, notarial services are 
available in Swords Hall. 



Teachers, students, alumni and 
honored guests packed into 
Robertson Memorial Fieldhouse 
last Friday morning for the 
seventy-second annual observance 
of Founder’s Day. This year’s 
program was slightly different 
from previous years, mainly 
because the program included the 
presentation and acceptance of 
the new Olin Hall of Science, the 
two and a half million dollar 
ground from the Olin Foundation 
of New York.

university. Luthy also assured 
Wynn that the challenge 
presented to the University by 
the foundation has been 
answered. Also speaking were 
Mrs. Glenn Belcke, president of 
the Bradley Alumni Association 
who said that the 18,000 alumni 
of Bradley had been working 
diligently on the task of raising 
five million dollars for the 
University, and Peter Erlinder, 
president of the student body 
and senate, who expressed his 
gratitude to the Olin Foundation 
on behalf of the Students for the 
generosity shown by the 
Foundation. 

Rounding out the program 
was the presentation of the 
twelfth annual Putnam Award to 
Gerald Fromberg, associate 
professor of art. Nominated by 
full-time students and members 
of the academic Bradley staff, 
Fromberg was selected from the 
list of nominees by the Council 
of Deans. Besides a certificate of 
merit, Fromberg will receive a 
cash prize of $500. 


On Oct. 28 work on two new 
wings for Bradley Hall will begin, 
according to Ken McMillian, 
director of plant operations. 
These wings will house both 
classrooms and offices and will 
cost $831,800. 

In the basement of each 
addition, there will be four 
classrooms. The first floor of the 
south wing will have five 
classrooms, while that of the 
north will be an office complex 
devoted to student services.

What ever happened to Dan 
Cook’s grave? That is the 
question which was put to 250 
area journalists, both 
professionals and students, at a 
luncheon sponsored Monday by 
the Peoria Advertising Club at the 
Pere Marquette. According to 
guest speaker, Dr. Milburn P. 
Aker, president of Shinier College 
in Mt. Carroll, Ill., Daniel Cook, 
operated the first Illinois 
newspaper in Kaskaskia, Ill., at 
the age of 20. The “bearded 
young man,” after whom Cook 
County was named, went on to 
hold public offices, such as 
Illinois Attorney General, but 
died an obscure death somewhere 
in his native state of Kentucky. 
Aker appealed to the journalists 
to find his grave and properly 
honor the pioneer. 

Aker departed from his 
prepared text to decry the plight 
of the private college in America. 
He cited 325 U. S. colleges which 
are without presidents at this 
time. 

“I think the private colleges of 
Illinois will be suffering 
financially even more next year.” 
Illinois trails California and New 
York in state aid to private 
colleges, according to Aker, the 
former editor of the Chicago Sun 
Times. 

Reminiscing about his 
journalism career, Aker recalled 
the 1920’s when Peoria was a 
rough, wide-open city where a 
city editor and mayor would 
literally fight out their 
differences on the front stairway 
of the newspaper. He noted 
Peoria’s change from a 
one-distillery town to the 
All-American city it is today. 

The luncheon brought 
together student journalists from 
14 different high schools and 
colleges to observe National 
Newspaper Week, October 6-12.

beginning to take hold. Such 
events as New York City placing 
large sculptures in city 
environment and using Central 
Park for art events are part of this 
idea. Eventually such things as 
sculptured land forms and large 
light displays seen from the 
ground and from the air will help 
to make over environment an 
exciting esthetic experience.” 

In describing the direction art 
is taking, Mr. Fromberg said, “I 
believe this is the most exciting 
time for an artist to be working. 
The field of art is so wide and 
diverse...there is no one direction 
that is predominant. A breaking 
down of boundaries is taking 
place.” 

Mr. Fromberg has been 
working with light and motion in 
what is termed kinetic art since 
1964, when he returned from a 
sabbatical leave in New York. A 
two-man show of his kinetic 
works along with his wife, 
La Verne Fromberg’s paintings, 
was held in Dallas, Texas this 
September. This show will be at 
the Fulton Gallery in New York 
City sometime between Jan. and 
Apr., 1969. 

Although there are no classes 
in kinetics at Bradley, Mr. 
Fromberg has taught a Film class 
here, since 1956. It was one of 
the first such courses in the 
country. 

Apart from his teaching, he 
has attempted to bring really 
contemporary culture to campus 
with guests such as Film-maker 
Stan Vanderbeck and painter 
James Rosenquist. 

“When asked how these men 
were received at Bradley, Mr. 
Fromberg replied, “The reception 
was mixed, but that’s to be

expected. A small group was very 
interested. But if students are to 
be in a contemporary college 
environment, this culture is 
needed.” 

“With Bradley’s small size, 
undergraduates interested in art 
had the opportunity to work 
directly with these people in 
setting up their shows.

The final “interruption” of 
the ‘68 Homecoming was the 
New Colony Six who performed 
at the dance Saturday night, Oct.

The group which originally 
had four members, began in 
Chicago as an imitation Beatle 
act. Gradually, the present New 
Colony Six evolved with their 
dream to bring American rock 
back to America. (At that time, 
all the top recording groups were 
British.) Their labors have not 
been fruitless. 

Composing their music is but a 
part of their efforts. Yet, it is a 
very essential part because their 


compositions “are what makes 
their style their own.”

Harvard University has initiated a pass-fail system for 
members of its student body for one course each semester. 

The Bradley Student Senate contemplated similar action 
during the past year, and with typical weak knees it 
pigeonholed the idea. 

But even though the Senate dropped the matter, it was 
probably a service to Bradley students. The idea appears 
appealing until some hard-core analysis is brought to bear on 
the subject. 

After all, who wants to face the prospects of a 50-50 
chance when the present system is so conveniently in the 
student’s favor - four to one. 

Four chances to receive a passing grade to one measly 
chance at flunking. Too bad the ratio of girls to boys isn’t 
that good around here. Since a guy has four chances to pass 
his courses he must be accorded the same odds when it 
comes to female companionship, since he doesn’t need to 
study too much. 

Buy maybe the gals on campus would argue against that 
kind of logic. No doubt they feel it would be unfair to 
continue with four chances to pass with a similar ratio of 
girls to boys. 

The ones who didn’t get dates because of the shortage of 
males would have to study, and who needs to study when 
it’s so easy to pass. 

But there are other ways to compensate for the 
difference between Harvard and its pass-fail system and old 
four-to-one Bradley. 

Maybe Bradley can’t be in the vanguard of universities 
switching to the pass-fail system, but it can initiate bold new 
educational concepts such as the no-fail system. 

There are many sophisticated arguments in favor of such 
a move. First of all, only one other college has such a 
program in effect today - Parsons College in Iowa - and 
their success has been acclaimed throughout the land. 

Then there is the obvious advantage of not hurting any 
students’ feelings. 

And thirdly, it is the democratic thing to do. Surely every 
student has a right to an education — if his parents can 
afford it. 

But Bradley need not stop there. 

Think of it. In a series of sweeping educational 
innovations this university could bum down the library, 
institute new courses like water skiing and basketball 
watching, and increase the administrative staff by 400 per 
cent for greater efficiency. 

But such striving for academic excellence within the 
framework of progress is not likely for Bradley. To the 
sorrow of all true, fun-loving flower children “status quo” is 
the byword at this institution. 

Why, things are so far behind the times around here the 
hippies haven’t even started a “free university.” 

But that s how great odds like four to one affect most 
people.

America has been cited as the 
land of opportunity, and it can 
be - provided one is acquainted 
with the vast amount of career 
possibilities open to him. This 
information is readily available 
through the services of the 
Placement Office (which is 
presently located at 819 North 
Maplewood) under the direction 
of Mr. Robert L. Pardieck. 

The Placement Office is one of 
the three branches of the Office 
of Special Services whose 
philosophy is a real concern 
about the whole individual. “We 
hope to assist students in 
choosing careers that will be 
suitable to their individual needs 
and desires in every respect,” says 
Mr. Pardieck. 

This assistance is provided 
through a three-fold program 
open to seniors and graduate 
students. From October through 


April, campus recruiting is held 
by approximately 500 companies 
and several governmental agencies 
and school districts. Individual 
interviews are held and jobs are 
offered in all fields. Each month 
a listing of companies that will be 
represented on campus is 
published by the Placement 
Office. All a student need do is 
sign up at the Placement Office 
for the company in which he is 
interested. Half-hour interviews 
are held between 9 a.m. and 4:30 
p.m. according to the student’s 
convenience. 


The second phase of the 
program involves those 
companies which do not hold 
on-campus recruiting. Here the 
Placement Office acts as a direct 
contact between company and 
student. When such companies 
advise the Office of job openings, 
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files are checked and needy 
students are referred to them. 

The third part of the program 
consists of a permanent 
confidential credential file on 
every student handled at the 
Office. With the student’s 
permission, an employer has 
access to his transcripts, 
references, and pertinent personal 
information. 

In addition to this program, an 
abundance of literature is 
available to any interested 
student for guidance in careers. 

Mr. Pardieck stressed the fact 
that his office works in a highly 
personalized fashion. “We feel it 
is our responsibility to deal 
personally with the individual in 
order to achieve the best possible 
results.” 

The Placement Office also 
maintains “a strong undertone of 
career counseling.” Members of 
the staff are willing and ready to 
help any student decide upon a 
career or choose a course of 
study best suited to his goals 
Here the Office utilized faculty 
members and alumni in 
informal manner to serve 
advisors. 

In light of the vast knowledge 
available and the concern for 
students present in the Placement 
Office, a career column is being 
established in the Scout through 
the cooperation of Mr. Pardieck, 
with hopes of further 
enlightening the student body to 
America, the Land of 
Opportunity.

middle class suburban youth, 
according to Ogilvie. 

“Illinois today ranks 47th out 
of 50 states in its support of 
public elementary and secondary 
schools.

Psych-sound highlights clinic Smothers Brothers open 

year of new liberalism 


A Bradley student ambling by 
the Student Center ballroom last 
Monday might have been shocked 
at the sight of several electronic 
pianos. To one uninitiated, it 
might have seemed that a large 
psychedelic band, was being 
formed. They would have been 
dissappointed, however, because 
Bradley music students and 
Peoria area music teachers had 
come to hear the newest 
techniques of teaching piano. 

Led by an expert in 
experimental piano techniques, 
Guy Duckworth, Professor of 
piano at Northwestern 
University, and chairman of the 
department of preparatory piano, 
and Bradley piano faculty 


members participated in showing 
the music majors and teachers 
new techniques in group 
teaching. 

In the all-day clinic, 
Duckworth demonstrated the 
effectiveness of teaching piano to 
not just one student at a time, as 
tradition dictates, but to groups 
of up to nine. He demonstrated 
the effectiveness of this 
technique with Bradley students 
inexperienced in piano, with two 
children, and with two more 
experienced piano students. “The 
reasoning behind group 
teaching,” explained Lew Hoy, of 
the piano faculty at Bradley, “is 
that all students become 
teachers.”

“Variations on a Theme” by 
Paganini is a brilliant-sounding 
piece of music, with a 
well-known basic theme. “Clair 
de Lune” by Faure, and “Feux 
d’Artifice” (fireworks) by 
Debussey displayed the 
impressionistic style, and 
followed by a movement from 
the modern “Sonata No. 3”, by 
Prokofieff, who wrote the score 
for “Peter and the Wolf’. 

Hoy, who is working on his 
doctorate at Peabody 
Conservatory of Music, gave up a 
promising career as a football 
player and turned down a draft 
by the Green Bay Packers to be a 
musician and music teacher. 
However, he is still interested in 
athletics and feels that, “The 
fields of music and sports can 
complement each other. To be a 
good performer, you need both 
stamina and mental health,” he 
commented. Hoy is still 
interested in sports and is a 
member of the Athletic 
Committee at Bradley. 

Hoy, in commenting on his 
second concert at Bradley, 
mentioned that although the 
audience was not as large as at 
many of the universities he has 
played at, they were responsive 
to his efforts. He finds the most 
unresponsive part of an audience 
are those people who have to 
attend as a requirement for a 
course, and as a performer thinks 
they are discouraging. 

As a relatively new addition to 
the music faculty, Hoy who 
started teaching at Bradley last 
year said that the music 
department has shown 
improvement.

On women’s off-campus housing 

‘Some like it — some do not

Trailers, basements, attics and 
apartments are just a few of the 
types of housing that 30 senior 
women are calling “home” this 
year since being allowed to live 
off campus. Initially, more 
women obtained permission to 
move out of the dorms, but many 
reconsidered when the hours for 
senior women were eliminated. 

The proposal for senior 
women to live off campus 
originated in the Student Senate’s 
University Rules Committee last 
Spring. After passing Senate and 
CCC, the bill was approved by 


Dr. T. W. Van Arsdale to go into 
effect this year. 

The stipulations are that a 
woman must have senior standing 
of 90 hours and have passed her 
21st birthday by Dec. 1, 1968, or 
be 21 by Sept. 1, 1968 regardless 
of class standing. These dates 
were arbitrarily set up to prevent 
problems arising from girls 
turning 21 during the year and 
wanting to terminate their dorm 
contracts. Those eligible for 
off-campus housing were required 
to have the written consent of 
their parents and to notify the

Housing Office by April 1 of 
their intentions. 

So far no problems or abuses 
have developed stemming from 
the usage of this privilege, 
according to Dean of Women 
Mary Brown. She says this is 
because “by the time a woman is 
21 or has senior standing, she is 
mature enough to determine her 
own mode of life.” Dean Brown 
believes that living off campus 
“helps a woman to assume the 
responsibilities of a community 
citizen,” rather than being 
thrown out abruptly into the 
world after graduation. 

When queried why they 
moved out of the dorm, the 
students gave an assortment of 
answers. Some wanted the 
freedom of coming and going and 
independence that comes with 
having your own apartment, and 
others just wanted to get away 
from the dorms. The most 
frequent complaints of dorm life 
were the food, floor meetings, 
not enough room and closet 


space and too much noise 
interferring with their studying. 

After a month of being on 
their own, the off campus women 
voiced their unanimous 
enthusiasm for apartment living. 
Many felt they were saving 
money although they had to 
contend with paying monthly 
rent, utility and food bills. One 
woman explained it this way, 
“Rather than eat dorm food, my 
roommate and I ate out every 
night and ended up paying 
double for our meals.” This same 
student said that now she could 
plan her own meals, fix them to 
her own specifications, and have 
the meals at her own 
convenience. 

No one seemed to mind the 
chores of housekeeping and most 
had worked out some system 
with their roommates to take 
care of daily cleaning and 
cooking. The women felt that 
living off campus was teaching 
them new responsibilities and 
preparing them for the future. 
Organizing their time, planning 
and cooking meals, paying bills 
and managing their money and 
being independent are a few of 
the things they have learned to 
do since moving into their 
apartments. 

Off campus women also 
appreciate the privacy, the 
relaxed atmosphere and the extra 
space their apartments afforded. It 
was also mentioned that studying 
was easier without the constant 


interruption of girls from the 
neighboring dorm rooms. One 
woman summed it up this way; 
“There is no comparison; now 
when I feel like it, I can scream as 
loud as I want!” 

While the girls in apartments 
seem convinced that off campus 
living is the only way, those 
remaining in the dorms appear to 
be just as satisfied with their 
decision. 

Some of the women students, 
who originally applied for off 
campus housing changed their 
minds because of the eliminatioa 
of hours or after futile hours of 
house hunting in Peoria. A few 
were graduating in January and 
didn’t want to have to worry 
about subleasing their apartments 
or finding furnishings for just a 
few months. 


Other women students didn’t 
feel they were ready to set up 
housekeeping and liked having 
these things done for them in the 
dorms. Several voiced the fear 
their studying might suffer off 
campus or that they would feel 
isolated from campus activities, 
The majority of the wofnen liked 
the regulation of dorm life and 
being able to meet new people in 
the dorms. 

Since each group of wome.. 
seem equally satisfied with their 
housing situation, it appears that 
it is strictly up to the individual 
woman to decide which type of 
housing will best suit her own 
particular needs.

Health Center offers variety of services WRBU joc prefers 
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In the interest of the health of 
every student, the Bradley 
University Health Center provides 
a wide range of medical services 
to the student body at no charge. 
Although the depth of these 
services is restricted by limited 
facilities and personnel, the 
Health Center can be the initial 
step in obtaining any medical aid. 
And since the Health Center’s 
services cost nothing the student 
need not hesitate when he feels 
he needs the help of a doctor. 

Minor injuries and short-term 
illnesses compose the majority of 


cases handled by the Health 
Center. In most of these cases the 
complete treatment can be 
provided without outside 
assistance. In more serious cases 
the staff at the Health Center can 
make preliminary diagnostic 
examinations and then 
recommend other sources of 
treatment in the Peoria area. 

Whenever possible, the names 
of four or five doctors and clinics 
are made available to the student. 
Medical treatments such as 
X-rays, heat treatments, sutures, 
innoculations and the services of 
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Teaching is life interest 
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Most students feel that four 
years of college fulfill their 
desire for education. Education, 
particularly elementary 
education, is an interesting way 
of life to some. 

Jan Miller of Gamma Phi Beta 
is making her last four years of 
required education a stepping 
stone into the field of elementary 
education. Miss Miller is a senior 
and is presently practice teaching 
at Bartonville grade school. Miss 
Miller’s reason for majoring in 
elementary education is, “I love 
kids. They are always coming up 
with new and different things.” 

To become a certified teacher 
in an elementary school the 
education department outlines a 
course of study containing 124 
semester hours in professional 
education courses, the language 
arts, the fine arts, mathematics, 
science, and social studies. Miss 
Miller commented that, “most of 
the courses are very good” but, 
“the things in the book don’t 
| always work. You need student 
, leaching to get the idea of what 
leaching is.” 

Miss Miller described her first 
day of practice teaching as, “Full 
of excitement and fear.” Her 
worries were centered around 
thoughts of whether or not she 
could discipline her class. She 
wondered if her students would 
accept her. She commented, “I 
wondered how I would have the 
>oise and dignity to get across an 
dea and some understanding, 
while knowing what I was 
loing.” 


Miss Miller commented on her 
experiences at her first day of 
school saying that she was afraid 
that she would be told to get into 
a line of second graders because 
of her petite height of 4’-10”. 
She said that her class of first 
graders found it hard to believe 
that she was older than 13. 

One thing that bothered her 
even more was that she had to 
remind the class to visit the 
restroom and get a drink of water 
every time they left the 
classroom for either lunch or 
recess. Three times a day for the 
four weeks that she has been 
teaching seems to her a long time 
for someone to learn something. 

Miss Miller said there is a never 
ending battle with the fighters in 
her class. She took one boy aside 
and asked him why he fought 
everyone. The boy said, “I have 
two ways to treat people-mean 
at home and mean at school.” 

An important aspect of 
practice teaching is the 
cooperative teacher. This is the 
teacher that grades and evaluates 
the student teacher. According to 
Miss Miller she can be a valuable 
help in finding the strength to 
face each new class day. It is her 
praise and criticism that helps 
the student teacher to learn. 

According to Miss Miller, the 
beginnings of responsibility and 
of a desire to study all begin in 
the early years of the school. This 
makes the elementary teacher an 
important person.

specialists are not provided at the 
Center. The staff can, however, 
determine when such treatments 
are necessary and then advise the 
student on how to proceed. 
Other services of the flealth 
Center include home calls, allergy 
shots, dispensing medications and 
medical counseling. 

In case of serious emergency, 
one of the nurses on duty will 
visit a dormitory if the patient is 
unable to leave. The advice is 
given, however, to refrain from 
requesting home calls whenever 
possible. Most of the time such 
visits are unnecessary and the size 
of the medical staff present at 
any one time restricts this service. 

Allergy shots can be given 
only upon the request of the 
student’s family physician. 
Anyone desiring such a shot must 
bring a written prescription 
stating that an allergy shot is 
necessary. 

The Health Center also makes 
available a limited supply of 
certain medicines at no cost to 
the patient. When the center does 
have the necessary drugs on hand, 
the examining physician will 
write a prescription by which the 
drug can be obtained through the 
usual channels.

20:59.1. Teammates Ken Klipp 
and Pete Tschaepe came in 2nd 
and 3rd. Bill Johnson, Bill 
Jorgensen and Randy Hart 
rounded out the Braves top five 
by finishing 11th, 12th and 13th 
respectively. 

Though the loss was lopsided, 
Bradley Coach John Schoof was 
not at all surprised by the results. 
Schoof said: “I assumed that’s 
the way it would come out.” He 
went on to comment that his 
Braves were not yet as tough at 
this point of the season as they 
were last year, mainly because of 
the injury to Bill Johnson. 

One bright spot for Bradley 


was that Dave Ulmer set a career 
low with his run of 21:19, and 
his performance indicated that he 
will get even better as the season 
progresses. 

As a whole, the team ran its 
best race of the year as noted by 
the fact that nine of the 11 
members of the team lowered 
their times from the previous 
week’s meet against Wheaton. 
Freshman Hutch Smith led the 
parade by lowering his time by 
almost a minute and a half, while 
junior Jim Dickerson and 
freshmen Bob Crowley and Mike 
Heckinger sent their times down 
by over a minute.

They marched 80 yards in 18 
plays with Selinger virtually at his 
best in signal calling. With 
Stephano grinding out the tough 
yardage and Dafferner picking up 
the needed first downs, Selinger 
led the Braves to a first and goal 
from the SEMO 8 yard line. 

The Indian defense tightened 
up and forced Bradley back to 
the 12 yard line with a fourth 
down situation. 

Selinger took the snap, 
dropped back and hit Dan Ginter, 
who had replaced Dafferner, with 
a pass in the left flat and Ginter 
scampered to paydirt behind fine 
blocking on the left side. Jim 
King’s PAT made it a 7-7 game 
with 59 seconds remaining in the 
quarter. 

Neither team could gain any 
momentum in the second quarter 
and the score remained 
unchanged at the half. 

With a fourth and one 
situation from their own 39 yard 
line, early in the third quarter, 
Indian fullback Bruce Hoffman 
was stopped up the middle and 
Bradley took over at that point. 

Ten plays later, Bradley had a 
14-7 lead as Selinger notched his 
first touchdown of the contest 
with 6:56 to go in the quarter. 
King converted. 


In less than two minutes 
Southeast Missouri was back on 
the scoreboard. The Indians 
marched 71 yards in seven plays, 
highlighted by halfback Walt 
Smallwood’s 21 yard run, a 15 
yard personal foul penalty, and a 
17 yard pass from Schroeder to 
Diepenbrock. 

With 5:17 to go, Schroeder 
legged out the final 17 yards of 
the drive to bring the Indians to 
within one point of Bradley, 
14-13. Nall’s PAT try was 
blocked by Bradley’s Bob 
Durbin, and the score stood at 
Bradley 14, SEMO 13. 

SEMO came back on a 62-yard 
drive and with a little over two 
minutes gone in the fourth 
quarter, Smallwood plunged into 
the end zone from one yard out 
to give SEMO a 19-14 lead. 

Bradley came back to score 
the clincher and two point 
conversion as Selinger scored his 
second six pointer of the game 
and his third of the season.

"The double identity of black athletes" 

B ob Gibson won the admiration of 54,692 people in 
Busch Stadium with his stalwart pitching performance in the 
opening game of this year's World Series. Leroy Keyes the 
outstanding back at Purdue, gained millions of fans when 
they witnessed his amazing performance two weekends ago 
against Notre Dame. And Muhammed Ali, when he was 
flowed to box in this “free country”, was the hero of 
millions after his performance in the 1960 Olympics and his 
surprise victories over Sonny Liston. 

It is not my purpose to chronicle the achievements of 
these three men; if you are that interested you can find all 
the tacts and figures in any sports record book. What I’m 
interested in is pointing out the double identity that the 
black athlete labors under in this country. 

, T L ^ e ,® Iack athlete in this country is forced to assume a 
double identny. He will receive the adulation of the fan on 
the field, yet off the field he finds himself in the same 
position as his Black brothers. To the majority of sports 
enthusiasts, Bob Gibson, when he doesn’t have his Cardinal 
uniform on, isn’t any better than his Black brothers who 
exist in a rat-infested flat in the South end of Peoria 
Gibson, like most Black athletes, is only recognized by 
White society for his athletic achievements, not his 
achievements off the field. 

Perhaps I shouldn’t be too harsh in condemning White 
society for their actions since they at least recognize the 
black athlete for his achievements in sports. It wasn’t too 
many years ago that the black athlete was subjected to 
tremendous harrassment on the field. It took one giant of a 
man to stand up to the bigots in the dugouts and the stands 
the way that Jackie Robinson did in 1946. 

But the present situation is even worse than anything that 
Robinson had to endure, because the Black athlete today 
exists with two identities. In 1946 Robinson knew that he 
wasn t even welcome as an athlete. Today we idolize the 
Black athlete on the field, but we turn our backs on him 
once he walks out of the locker room. This is the worst kind 
01 discrimination imaginable. 

If the Black athlete happens to hold controversial ideas 

fg °r* t i? in g s >, then he is even discriminated against on 

the field. The fact that Muhammed Ali isn’t given a chance 
to light by any of the 50 state athletic commissions is 
reprehensible. Here is a Black man with an unpopular 
viewpoint, or at least what White America feels is an 
unpopular view. So all doors are closed in his face, and he is 
deprived or a chance to make an honest living.

You might recall that a few years ago Alvin Dark then 
manager of the San Francisco Giants, was accused of making 
derogatory remarks about some of the Puerto Rican and 
Black athletes on his club. To show you our value system 
Dark was never penalized in any way for his statements, and 
in tact, he is today managing the Cleveland Indians. 

The moral of this is that if you are a Black athlete, don’t 
make known your unpopular views, you might be penalized. 
But if you are a White athlete and attack a Black athlete 
you re more than likely to be rewarded.

Two streaks, one winning and 
the other losing, will be on the 
line tomorrow night at 8 
when the Braves host the 
always-tough University of Akron 
at Peoria Stadium. 

The Braves are on a two-game 
winning streak after defeating 
Western Illinois and Southeast 
Missouri the past two weekends, 
while the Zips are coming into 
Peoria after defeats at the hands 
of Tampa and Eastern Michigan. 

Coach Gordon Larson is in his 
eighth season as head coach of 42 
victories, 22 losses and two ties. 
His team started the season off 
on the right foot when they 
handily defeated Butler, 32-7 and 
Indiana State, 41-13. At this 
point the Zips were ranked fifth 
in a nationwide rating system for 
small colleges. 

But after their first two 
successes Akron lost 24-9 at 
Tampa, and 16-7 last weekend to 
Eastern Michigan. 

Akron defeated Bradley last 
year 42-12 at the Rubber Bowl in 
Akron, and most of the Zips are 
back from that squad. Senior 
quarterback Don Zwisler is the 
key to the Zips Slot I offensive 
attack. Going into the Eastern 
Michigan game Zwisler had 
piloted the offense to an average 
of 412 yards a game. He had hit 
on 37 of 76 passes for 516 yards 
and four touchdowns. In 
addition, he ran for 150 yards. 

Jack Beidleman, a sophomore 
from Elyria, Ohio, leads the 
runners with 228 yards in 50 
carries. The other running back, 
Ron Lemon, had a rushing 
average of 6.3 yards per carry 
going into the Eastern game. The 
fourth member of the Akron 
backfield is fullback John Vargo, 
who happens to be the oldest 
player on the squad at 27. 

Dan Ruff, another sophomore, 
is the leading receiver on the 
squad with 21 receptions in the 
first three games for 352 yards 
and four scores. The tight end is 


senior Tom Flaherty, one of the 
better blocking ends that Larson 
has coached.

The Zips offensive line is 
composed of two seniors and 
three sophs, with the key to the 
line being senior tackle Ken 
Delaney. This three-letter winner 
stands 6-6 and weighs 240 
pounds. 

The Akron defense has only 
yielded an average of 15 points 
per game compared to the 
average of 22 points per game 
that the Braves’ defense has 
yielded. 

The Akron pass defense was 
one of their weak points last 
season, but this year’s defenders 
are more than a match for any 
opposing quarterback. Leading 
the defenders are Tony Pallija, 
Isavelt Amison and Ron 
Skowronek. In the loss to Tampa, 
Skowronok was credited with 
seven solo tackles while he 
assisted on six others. 

The weakest point on the 
defense is at defensive ends where 
two sophomores, Joe Fondrk and 
Wayne Harrison, have had more 
than their hands full in the team’s 
first four games. 

Bradley goes into the game 
fresh off one of their finest 
performances in some time. The 
Braves running attack was superb 
with Tom Stephano picking up 
105 yards in the SEMO game. 
“The Bomber” has picked up 261 
yards on 71 carries this season to 
lead the Braves with a rushing 
average of 3.6 yards. Stephano’s 
running mate, senior Mike 


Daffemer, has gained 116 yards: 
in 33 attempts for an average of 
3.5 yards. 

The Braves usually pass morel 
than they run, but this season] 
Stone’s troops have rushed 1561 
times, while putting the ball in 
the air only 110 times. The 
Braves’ total net offense through; 
four games is 1047 yards, or an 
average of 261 yards per game. 

Quarterback Larry Selinger is 
the leader in four statistical 
departments.

The idea of the Bill of 
Rights, no more or less, is what 
has been at Bradley; it just has 
been put in writing for the first 
time.” 

The students’ and faculty’s 
acceptance of the bill, as Erlinder 
continued is “hard to say.” 
“Generally the reaction has been 
favorable.” 

The Senate began discussion 
of the bill this week. Erlinder 
emphasized that the Senate 
meetings are always open to 
students. At the meetings, 
amendments and the Bill’s 
adoption will be considered. The 
Bill of Rights is considered a 
constitutional change, so it will 
require a two-thirds vote to get 
out of the Senate. 

“I hope the Senate passes 
some form of the Bill of Rights,” 
Pete Erlinder added, “unless 
students support student 
government, it is difficult to 
accomplish anything.” Students 
must as Erlinder suggested, 
“Read and apply the Students’ 
Bill of Rights to themselves, and 
then, just walk over to the voting 
booth when the referendum 
comes.” 

The Students’ Bill of Rights 
composition was begun by 
Erlinder and other members of 
the Senate this summer. 
Basically, the ideas were adopted 
from the ideas set forth by the 
American Association of 
University Professors and the 
National Students Association, 
along with similar bills of rights 
from Western and Purdue 
Universities. 


The “McKendree Spring” will 
be the first group to play in the 
Collegiate Coffeehouse Circuit 
this year. They will appear at 
Bradley from Oct. 29 to Nov. 2. 
The Collegiate Coffeehouse is 
designed to provide good 
entertainment in an informal 
atmosphere. 

Starting in the Bitter End, one 
of the top entertainment spots in 
the Village in New York, the 
“McKendree Spring” are now 
becoming known nationwide as a 
rock act with the usual sound of 
an amplified viola and violin. The 
group consists of Fran 
McKendree who composes and 
sings, Martin Slutsky who plays 


lead guitar, Larry Tucker on 
electric bass, and Michael 
Dreyfuss on electric violin and 
viola. 

The McKendree Spring” was 
formed in the fall semester of 
1967 as an alternative to formal 
education. It consists of three 
dropouts and a professor and is 
held together by a shred of 
common decency. The spring, 
Fran McKendree, is a kind of hip 
Renaissance man who has been a 
member of the butcher’s union, 
check-out boy for Acme 
Supermarkets, singer, and fat 
lady in a circus. His roots in 
music extend from “Buxtehude” 
to “The Seeds” and are timeless. 


The group likes him because he 
writes a song a week. He wishes 
to “thank the New York State 
Community College system for 
its open exit policy.” 

When McKendree was asked 
that the Coffeehouse Circuit 
means to the performer, he 
replied, “A place to 
communicate, to play, a place to 
take the edge off of daily life. 
The Coffee House Circuit means 
more to the performer than the 
Pentagon.” When asked what 
performer has most influenced 
the pop music field, he replied, “I 
feel the pop music field has been 
influenced most by Ted Mack, 
Dick Clark, and the Federal 
Narcotics Bureau.”

Introduced as “one of the few 
critics of Mayor Daley, “Democrat 
State Treasurer Adlai Stevenson 
HI stood on the soap box last 
Friday in Jobst Auditorium 
speak about “American Politics 
1968”. 

“The real issues in this 
election,” he explained to the 
crowd of 100, “are not peace, 
violence, or poverty; the real 
issue is how we intend to solve 
these problems.” 

“Richard Nixon’s slogans are 
not solutions,” Stevenson 
continued. “He’s not a ‘new 
Nixon.’ He was supposed to be 
‘new’ when he ran in ‘60 and 
later against Pat Brown; he still 
isn’t.” The treasurer went on to 
claim the Republican party was 
for the status quo and 
mediocrity. He cited a recent 
Congressional bill for the scourge 
of rats which 97 per cent of 
Republican legislators voted 
against. 

The Democratic Convention, 
according to Stevenson, “fought 
out the issues before the 
American people.” He spoke of 
the “litany” of Humphrey’s 
accomplishments in Congress: 
Medicare, increased aid to public 
education, plans for a 
disarmament agency, nuclear test 
ban, and the Peace Corps. 

On the subject of state 
politics, the son of the former 
Illinois governor called for change 
in its “feudal system.” he wants 
state schools to be taken out of 
the realm of politics, and the 
regressive tax system to be 
revamped. “The states are dying 
as partners with the federal 
government,” he said, “but 
there’s not much we can do 
without a state constitutional 
convention.” 

“This is a year of new hope,” 
Stevenson concluded, pointing to 
the increased participation in the 
election process, especially by the 
youth of the nation. 


Israel, Iordan deadlock in Model UN 


In order to get a better 
understanding of the 
international situation, a large 
number of aspiring diplomats and 
students interested in foreign 
affairs held a Model United 
Nations session in the Student 
Center ballroom last week. 

As John Howard of the 
international studies department 
and faculty advisor to the 
steering committee stated, “the 
Model UN provides an excellent 
opportunity for students to 
examine the operations of he 
United Nations and to explore 
the issues confronting it.” 

The first two days of the 
session were concerned with the 
tedious problem of setting the 
agenda. However, one of the 
most spectacular and heated 
debates took place Friday 
afternoon when Israel proposed 
an amendment to the 
Greek-Turkey proposal that the 
United Nations send a peace 
keeping force to the 
Jordan-Israeli border to prevent 
further violence and set up a 


permanent boundary between 
those nations. 

The Israeli amendment stated 
that Israel would attend a 
conference with the Arab states 
pending the Arab recognition of 
the State of Israel. This prompted 
David Aronoff, representing the 
United Arab Republic, and her 
fellow Arab delegates to 
denounce the existence of Israel 
and to express in typical Arab 
fashion that the Arab states 
would never recognize the 
Zionists intruders. 

When acceptance of the 
amendment by the pseudo-world 
body seemed imminent, Russia’s 
delegate, Davis Popovich, allied 
with theU.A.R. in an attempt to 
defeat the measure through a 
parliamentary tactic of 
demanding an adjournment of 
the session before the 
amendment could be voted upon. 

With cool and quick judgment, 
President of the General 
Assembly Michael Alpart refused 
to recognize the adjournment 
motion until the amendment 


motion had been voted upon. 
This set off an emotional 
explosion among some of the 
delegates which could match any 
emotional outbreak on the floor 
of the real United Nations. 

Saturday’s session was fired by 
many heated debates on several 
power moves by the student 
delegates. After the delegates had 
debated and voted not to lift the 
economic ban against Rhodesia 
and not to call for a cease fire in 
Biafara, the proposal on the 
Arab-Israeli situation came to the 
floor. Although Israel won its 
battle on Friday for the 
amendment, it could not get 
enough support for the proposal 
to pass. 

This inspired the Russian 
delegation to press for a 
denunciation of the border 
incidents against Jordan allegedly 
instigated by Israel. The ensuing 
verbal battle ended with the 
motion lacking a two-thirds 
majority. 

The next matter of business 
had the Russian delegation on the 


other side of the proposal as the 
United States delegation of Mike 
Kienzler and Steve Peterson 
proposed that the Soviet Union 
should be rebuked and warned 
for its intervention into 
Czech oslovakia. Ukranian 
delegate, Dave Schmidt, 
repeatedly stated the question 
was an internal matter of the 
Warsaw Pact but had many of his 
arguments refuted by the Czeck 
representative, Steve Patchel. 

Chechoslovakia herself called 
for the censuring of the Soviet 
Union and stated that the Czech 
peoples want their freedom 
despite the sell out by some of 
their leaders. When all of the 
debate ended, the voting was 
overwhelmingly against the 
Soviet Union and the results were 
loudly applauded by most of the 
assembly. The Soviet and 
Ukranian delegates merely turned 
very red. 

The Model UN debated two 
more topics before it adjourned 
this session. It passed the 
proposal from Canada that an 


international disarmament take 
place by the withdrawal of troops 
from areas of Europe, Southeast 
Asia and Cuba. 

An amendment to this 
proposal stated that this 
withdrawal should be initiated by 
the removal of Soviet troops 
from East Germany and 
Czechoslovakia and the 
withdrawal of Western troops 
from West Germany. The last 
proposal taken up by the Model 
UN ordered it to intervene in 
Guatemala and Bolivia to stop 
aggression by Cuba. 

The last order of business of 
the afternoon was a unanimous 
vote of thanks to the president, 
Michael Alpart. It was quite 
evident that throughout the 
afternoon he used his position to 
facilitate debate rather than to 
bog the. proceedings in 
parliamentary procedures. The 
vote was accompanied by a well 
earned standing ovation. The 
next session of the Model United 
Nations will be March 7 and 8.

Wallace:

Third party candidate George 
Corley Wallace gave a stock 
policy speech in Peoria last 
Thursday. 

But he didn’t get the stock 
greeting a major presidential 
hopeful usually receives. 

About 300 protestors, mostly 
from Bradley, welcomed the 
former governor of Alabama with 
arms outstretched and repeated 
Hitlerite shouts of: “Seig Heil! 
Seig Heil!” 

Eureka and Illinois Central 
College students were also on 
hand to heckle the candidate. 

Wallace arrived at Greater 
Peoria Airport from an

Evansville, Indiana campaign. He 
spoke to the 5-7,000 crowd in a 
one block area next to city hall 
on Madison Street. Besides 
student protestors and 
supporters, Humphrey and Nixon 
signs were spotted in the crowd. 

In response to the numerous 
catcalls and “Go home” chants, 
Wallace strolled to the far right of 
the platform and threw a kiss to 
the students: 

“Thanks for the extra votes 
that I get every time you’re 
here,” he shouted. 

In his talk, Wallace urged the 
setup of a national police force, 
took swipes at the Democratic 
and Republican Parties and

criticism of third party presidential candidate George Wallace. 

pointed a finger at “professors, 
preachers and judges.” 

But the presidential hopeful 
mainly took issue with the 
Vietnam War saying that it was, 

“the most important matter 
facing American people today.” 

“We’re going to win this war 
militarily with conventional 
weapons if possible-and I know 
we can,” said Wallace. 

He further added that he 
would prefer to negotiate but 
“from strength.” “When you are 
strong, you can go to theconference 
table. When you are weak you 
can be blackmailed,” he said. 

“You mean white-mailed 
don’t you,” a Black Students 
Alliance member shouted. 

Inside the circle of student 
protestors, voices varied. One 
student protestor said quietly: 

“If one person supports Wallace 
other than his family; that scares 
me.” Another broke a branch on 
a briar tree next to city hall. 

“This is Wallace,” he said. 

Some students who had 
remained calm during the speech 
said afterwords that the shouts of 
the protestors disgusted them, 


but Wallace’s provocative middle 
finger disgusted them more. 

Georgia Woods said she 
couldn’t even hear the protestors 
from where she was positioned 
on the far left of the platform 
among Wallace supports where 
she had been “trying to look 30.” 

Dittoed pamphlets attacking 
Wallace’s “police state” and 
“racist policies” were handed out 
by the Bradley Students for 
Democratic Society and Black 
Students Alliance at a rally in 
front of the Student Center 
previous to Wallace’s talk 
downtown. 

According to one pamphlet, 
the racism Wallace advocates 
“sets one sector of the working 
class against another.” 

Howie Slater, spokesman for 
SDS, attacked Wallace’s 
hypocritical “law and order” 
stand: “He couldn’t even get law 
and order in his own state of 
Alabama.” 

Wallace offers “oppor¬ 
tunity...for slavery,” one BSA 
pamphlet said, pointing to 
Wallace’s promise to repeal the 
Voting Rights Act of 1965 and 
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set up a poll tax, which would 
defy a U.S. constitutional 
amendment. 

F ollowing the rally in the 
quad, about 150 protesters led by 
the BSA marched quietly down 
Main Street sidewalks handing 
out more pamphlets to passerbys. 

Some carried signs saying 
“Wallace in 1984” and “If you 
liked Hitler, you’ll love Wallace.” 
A large white cloth sign was 
unraveled in front of the center 
saying: “Save humanity. Castrate 
George Wallace.” Some BSA 
members carried plain Black signs 
indicating black power. 

About a block away from the 
Wallace rally, the group turned 
the corner onto Madison Street 
and started the chant: 

“N-o-t-h-i-n-g that’s what 
Wallace means to me.”

An experimental free 
university, a new manner for 
appointing the Supreme Court 
Chief Justice, the chartering of 
two organizations, and a revised 
Bill of Rights were the major 
topics which faced senators at the 
Student Senate meeting held last 
Monday in the Student Center 
Ballroom. 

The most important issue of 
the meeting was the unanimous 
approval of a bill presented by 
John Hanks to put an 
experimental free university into 
effect at Bradley. Hanks, 
chairman of the Program and 


Events Committee, explained to 
fellow Senators that plans have 
already been started for the 
presentation of three informal 
non-credit courses taught by 
some of the most outstanding 
professors on campus. The 
programs, which will begin as 
early as Nov. 1, will give 
students a chance to discuss in 
depth certain subjects which are 
generally not studied in the 
classroom. The free university 
Hanks further explained, has 
gotten a tremendous response in 
the East, and although it will be a 
first for Bradley, the courses, plus 
additional ones, will hopefully

last as long as the student body 
shows interest in them. 

Also introduced were two 
amendments which had to do 
with the appointment of the 
Supreme Court Chief Justice. The 
first one, dealing with the 
appointment of Chief Justice in 
the fall instead of spring, failed. 

The second amendmend stated 
that at the time of his 
appointment, the Chief Justice 
does not have to be a current 
Supreme Court judge but must 
have served for at least two 
months sometime prior to his 
appointment. With a very large 
majority of Senators voting in 
favor of it, the amendment 
passed and is now part of the 
Constitution. 

In their meeting, the Senate 
also approved the chartering of 
two student organizations which, 
at the same time, would give 
them each a Senate vote. The 
Black Students Alliance which 
has a membership of 120 became 
a part of the special interest 
groups and Psi Chi, a national 
psychology fraternity, is now 
part of the honor societies group.

Computer conquers all 


Starkville, Miss.-(I.P.)-In one 
of the nation’s leading student 
computer programs, Mississippi 
State University uses an IBM 
System/360 Model 40. About 
2,0 0 0 stu den ts--including 
freshmen-take courses involving 
the use of the computer. 

One of the more unusual 
features permits the students to 
use the computer on an “open 
shop” basis, giving them hands-on 
experience from 1 thru 10 p.m. 
each school day. 

“And, we have students 


clamoring for more time,” states 
Dr. Fred Davis, head of the 
Division of Computer Sciences. 
“Our goal is to break down any 
myths or misunderstanding about 
the computer, to let our students 
learn to use one of the greatest 
learning tools ever devised,” Dr. 
Davis said. He points out that the 
university gives the 
undergraduate student priority 
time on the computer using a 
system developed, in part, by 
Marion Corey, who holds a joint 
professorship in civil engineering 
and computer science. 


Whitewater, WSU form 
communications board 


Whitewater, Wis.-(I.P.)-A joint 
University-Community Relations 
Board to promote better 
understanding between the 
citizens of Whitewater and the 
students and faculty of Wisconsin 
State University was formed 
recently. 

The board will serve as a 
“sounding board” of opinion on 
issues that concern the 
community and University. 
Membership on the board 
includes four persons 
representing the city of 
Whitewater, four faculty 
members, and four students.

The system developed by 
Professor Corey was one of the 
first in the country permitting 
the System/360 to operate on 
two independent job input 
streams; one for the students and 
the other for research and 
graduate students. 

The system gives right-of-way 
to student programs, which are 
relatively uncomplicated in most 
instances, while shunting the 
more complex research jobs into 
standby status until the computer 
can complete the student 
programs and return to the 
research work. 

“The system Professor Corey 
helped work out lets us give 
ready computer access to the 
student. The student gets the 
feeling of actually participating 
rather than waiting for hours or 
days to see the results of his 
work,” explains Professor Jerry 
Matthews, director of the 
Computer Center. 

“Students use the computer 
for a variety of purposes, but the 
most important thing is that they 
use it,” said Dr. Davis.

Milking the Bulls

Springfield, Ohio-(I.P.)-The 
legitimate roles students have in 
participating in decision making 
have been ignored for too long, 
according to Provost Allan 0. 
Pfnister of Wittenberg. 

In his report to the 
University’s board of directors, 
Dr. Pfnister made a call for a 
balanced approach to demands 
for “student power.” 

“On the one hand, students 
are those for whom the 
educational program is primarily 
designed and they should have an 
opportunity to react to the 
nature of the program and to 
suggest ways of improving it. 


“Moreover,” Dr. Pfnister said, 
“there is much substance in the 
argument that students need to 
participate in deliberations about 
the college in order to gain the 
kinds of experiences that lead to 
maturing their own 
understanding of the larger 
society of which they are a 
part.” 

On the other hand, he said, a 
student is one who is continuing 
to learn and is in college because 
he has much to learn. In addition 
the student is not associated with 
a college long enough to assume 
continuing responsibility for the 
decisions in which he may wish 


to participate, Dr. Pfnister 
continued. 

Provost Pfnister said that some 
intermediate position must be 
found between the two 
situations. 

“The student has a legitimate 
part to play on deciding the 
structure of the society and 
program of which he is a part but 
. he is still a junior member of this 
society by virtue of the level of 
command of the material he is 
studying and by virtue of his 
limited experience.

Philadelphia, 
Pa.-(I.P.)-Research projects to 
provide reliable information on a 
wide range of problems with 
which college and university 
administrators are faced will be 
undertaken in Temple 
University’s newly established 
Higher Education Center. 

President Paul R. Anderson 
pointed out that the projects 
would include “Review of the 
purposes of an educational 
institution in relation to its 
supporting constituencies,” and 
analysis of student clientele in 
terms of abilities, interests and 
the likelihood of academic 
success. 

“Other projects would include 
studies of curriculum content and 
organization of various types of 
programs, projections of 
enrollments, physical facilities 
and faculty requirements,” Dr. 
Anderson said. 

In spite of the smallness of the 
body of reliable facts on the 
problems of higher education, he 
said, it is nevertheless true that an 
abundance of information 
already exists which does not 
reach those who could, with a 
minimum of advice, use it to 
advantage in planning, developing 
the administering institutions of 
higher education. 


“A university higher education 
center, through consultative 
services ought to be able to bring 
tested experience to a host of 
institutions and state systems 
which now are forced to proceed 
on a hit or miss basis,” Dr. 
Anderson continued. 

As an agency for the 
collection and publication of 
information on current 
developments in the Field, the 
Higher Education Center would 
prepare and distribute up-to-date 
bibliographies of all the major 
aspects of higher education so 
that the latest literature will 
reach prospective readers much 
more quickly than is now the 
case,” he said. 

Dr. Anderson also noted that 
the center could provide 
opportunities for staff members 
from other institutions to work 
on problems which they face in 
their own colleges and 
universities.

However, Chief Justice Graham 
hopes the Senate this year will 
legislate certain rules which will 
make the court’s jurisdiction 
clearer. “At the moment”, 
Graham state, “there are too 
many vague areas in the 
Constitution. Because of these, 
there is sometimes a doubt as to 
the procedure the court should 
follow.” 

Answering the question of 
how do students appeal a case to 
the Supreme Court, Graham said 
that all the student has to do is 
get in touch with the attorney 
general. One important fact 
which Graham feels many 
students are not aware of is that 
the Court is run on the principle 
that the appellant is judged by his 
peers.

students on this campus. Let me 
correct this misconception 
immediately. To be sure, I was 
disappointed that the colored 
students of this institution failed 
to give their support. But we 
must remember there are some 
4800 White students on this 
I campus who failed to give their 
support. It would be folly, 
indeed, if I started this program 
| expecting support from only 200 
students. 

It is quite proper that the 
White students of this school give 
their full support. Actually, there 
is no Black problem in America, 
but there is a White problem. For 
300 years the White man has 
helped create this problem. Isn’t 
it about time he did something to 
help solve it? 

Yes, I expected the support of 


Alpha Phi Alpha, but likewise I 
expected the aid of ZBT, AEPi 
and every other fraternity. Many 
people have said bad things about 
fraternities. Here is a chance for 
the Greeks to prove their worth 
as students, as Americans, as 
human beings. I say it is time 
they stop worrying about 
painting their houses and start 
worrying about the problems of 
America. 

Yes, I did assign guilt to the 
Black students of this campus, 
but every White person should 
feel twice the guilt, for while 
ghetto Blacks may need the 
White man to set their bodies 
free, the White man needs the 
Black man to set his conscience 
free.

I find it distasteful to read 
Jack Olesker’s phony liberalism 
displayed on the editorial page, 
but distaste is a bearable 
emotion.

If 
his social graces and personality 
merit, the black athlete, as with 
any other person or place, or 
thing, is free to join whatever 
group or society considers it 
desirable.

The sport mentality should 
not be twisted to the point where 
athletic competition is a basic 
foundation, and social equality is 
an extension of that competition.

The 
apples and the oranges together 
cannot be labeled fruit. Sports 
are not labeled liberal, 
conservative or fascist.

Basketball notes 

The annual Bradley basketball 
exhibition between the frosh and 
varsity squads is scheduled for 8 
p.m., Monday, Nov. 25. The first 
regularly scheduled action for 
both teams will be Saturday, 
Nov. 30 when the frosh open the 
campaign against Churchill J. C. 
and the Braves play Wisconsin 
State of Oshkosh. 

Bradley’s cagers are preparing 
for the 65th season since the 
school first took up the sport in 
1902.

The name Johnny Bright 
brings to light one of the most 
famous incidents in collegiate 
football history. Few individuals 
at Bradley University would be in 
a position to remember such a 
man or incident, but the Bulldogs 
from Drake University certainly 
could Find reason to bark from 
here to eternity. 

Johnny Bright, who in 
October, 1951, had broken 
nearly every ground gaining 
record on the books in his three 
years as Drake’s star Negro left 
halfback suffered a broken jaw 
on the First offensive play of the 
Bulldog’s Valley contest against 
Oklahoma A. and M. on Oct. 21, 
1951. 

Despite the injury, however, 
he threw a 61 yard touchdown 
pass on the next play. Shortly 


after that, he withdrew from the 
game and sat out the rest of the 
skirmish. 

Bright was taken to a hospital 
for X-rays when the team 
returned back to Des Moines, 
Iowa that afternoon. The test 
proved positive and confirmed 
that he had suffered a broken 
jaw. 

But the factor at stake was 
more than a man with a broken 
jaw and more than just another 
injury. The Des Moines Register 
that day published a series of 
pictures which showed Wilbanks 
Smith of the Aggies rushing in 
and hitting Bright on the jaw 
with his fist after Bright had 
handed off to another Drake 
back. Another picture showed 
Smith hitting Bright on the jaw 
after he threw the touchdown 
pass.

Bright’s teammates charged he 
was “deliberately slugged” and 
one player, George Smith, said 


while he was in a barbershop at 
Stillwater, Oklahoma before the 
game, he heard that bets were 
being made on whether Bright 
would Finish the game. 

Oklahoma A. and M. officials 
were allowed ten days in which 
to prepare their case and gather 
evidence with which they hoped 
to show that their 
unsportsmanlike attack on 
Johnny Bright of Drake was not 
intentional and deliberate. 

As it turned out the Aggies 
never did get the reprisal they so 
surely deserved. The films spoke 
for all and showed, beyond a 
doubt, that the Aggies’ aggression 
against Bright was premeditated. 
The coach, as well as the entire 
team, was to blame. 

And on Nov. 5, 1951 


Johnny Bright reluctantly agreed 
to follow a doctor’s suggestion 
and play no more collegiate 
football. 

Bright left the collegiate scene 
with a total of 5903 yards gained 
in three years. Early, that same 
year in which he had his jaw 
smashed, he passed the all-time 
mark set by Charlie (Choo-Choo) 
Justice of North Carolina in four 
years. 

Bright averaged an amazing 
236.1 yards a game in 25 games. 
He gained a total of 3,134 yards 
rushing for an average of 6.1 
yards for the 513 times he carried 
the ball. He scored an amazing 
381 points during an illustrious, 
unfortunate career.

Harriers strive

Bradley’s cross country team 
ran its losing streak to four last 
week as St. Ambrose and 
Carthage downed the harriers in 
meets on Thursday and Saturday. 

St. Ambrose defeated Bradley, 
19-36, and Carthage dealt the 
Braves their fourth consecutive 
loss, 21-39. 

The Braves ran St. Ambrose at 
the Newman Golf Course in 
winding up a three meet home 
stand. The Bee’s Henry Timbrook 
Finished first over the four mile 
course in the time of 20:45. 
Larry Gusman and freshman 
Jerry Buttimer of the Iowa 
school finished second and third. 

Dave Ulmer of Bradley once 
again led his team with a time of 
21:33. Teammates Bill Johnson, 

Bill Jorgensen, Randy Hart and 
Pete Lanners provided the Braves’ 
points with finishes of sixth, 
seventh, ninth and tenth. 

The rash of injuries that has 
plagued Coach Schoof’s team this 
year continued through the St. 
Ambrose meet. Bill Johnson 
reinjured his ankle when he 
twisted it, though he still 
managed the fine time of 22:10. 

A bad knee, however, prevented 
junior Jim Dickerson from 
competing at all. 

Two days after the St. 
Ambrose loss, the Braves traveled 
to Kenosha, Wisconsin where 
they took on the Redmen of 
Carthage. Carthage took six of 
the first eight places on the way 
to another spanking of the 
Bradley harriers. 

Carthage took first place, 
while Dave Ulmer provided most 
of Bradley’s punch with a second 
place Finish and a time of 21:14. 

The Redmen followed up with 
third and fourth Finishes, ahead 
of Bill Johnson who came in fifth 
at 21:51. Johnson’s Finish was 
quite remarkable since he twisted 
his ankle for the second time in 
three days. Pete Lanners was 


Bradley’s number three man with 
a ninth place position, while Bill 
Jorgensen and Jim Dickerson 
Finished 11th and 12th. 

The two meets seemed to 
indicate that once again Dave 
Ulmer is the only individual who 
seems to be running up to his 
potential. Though continually 
improving, the Brave’s prospects 
for the rest of the year do not 
look too promising. 

Coach Jake Schoof noted that 
the two upcoming home meets 
against Western Illinois University 
and Illinois State University 
would be two of the toughest of 
the year. He stated his belief that 
it would be impossible for the 
team to Finish at the .500 level or 
above at the rate the Braves are 
running now. Said Schoof of the 
team’s losing streak. “They 


haven’t been able to accept the 
challenge.” 

The question of the Brave’s 
ineptness on the field seems to be 
a deep mystery now. Injuries to 
key runners, poor conditioning, 
unrealized potential and apathy 
have all been blamed for the 1-4 
record of Bradley. This last 
Wednesday’s meet against 
Western and today’s match 
against the Redbirds could very 
well provide some sort of answer 
to the team’s puzzling and 
disappointing performances of 
the past three weeks.

Bradley travels to Eastern 
looking for third victory 


It isn’t often that a losing team deserves more praise than 
the victors, but anyone who witnessed last Saturday night’s 
contest between the Braves and Akron had to leave the game 
with much more respect for Bradley than for the visitors. 

On paper the Braves’ fifth game of the season shaped up 
as a mismatch. The Zips are a powerful team with a potent 
offense that has clicked for an average of over 400 yards per 
game in 1968. The Akron team is bigger than Bradley at 
almost every position, and had as much experience as the 
Braves. 

Last year the Zips smashed Bradley, 42-12, and in the 
words of Coach Bill Stone, “they are twice as tough this 
season.” By this reasoning you might expect the final score 
to read 84-6. But this wasn’t the case last Saturday. 

Bradley didn’t look too impressive in their first two 
games of the season against Central Michigan and Evansville, 
but Stone’s forces looked considerably better in victories 
over Southeast Missouri and Western Illinois. But many 
people were reserving judgment on the 1968 Braves until 
they met a top-notch opponent and proved their worth. 

The jury has just come in from deliberation, and the 
verdict is that the Braves acquitted themselves admirably 
and heroically against the Zips. For 30 minutes the Braves 
outplayed and outclassed one of the top 40 small college 
teams in the nation. 

This wasn’t Western Illinois out there. This was the 
almighty Zips from Akron, the team that was supposed to 
make the Braves shiver in their boots. 

But Bradley held them 7-0 at the half, and despite the 
final score of 27-13, the Braves have nothing to be ashamed 
of. Bradley came from behind late in the game to post what 
may seem to be a meaningless score on the scoreboard. But 
any team that is down and out of the game and marches 82 
yards has to be admired. The Braves didn’t roll over and play 
dead; they had the all-important pride that Stone likes to 
talk about in his team, and in effect, in the school they 
represent. 

So the final score might have had Akron on top by 14 
points, and the Braves’ record will always record this as a 
loss, but the few thousand fans who saw the game last 
Saturday will always remember Oct. 12, 1968, because 
that’s the night the Braves came of age.

Akron 'zips’ past Braves, 27-13

The University of Akron, 
stymied throughout the First half, 
opened up for two touchdowns 
in both the third and fourth 
quarters Saturday night to defeat 
the Bradley Braves at Peoria 
Stadium, 27-13. 

The Braves played what could 
have been their Finest first half of 
a game in recent years, as they 
led 7-0 before the powerful Zips’ 
offense went into high gear early 
in the second half. 

Akron came into the game as a 
four touchdown favorite and 
must not have really been 
concerned about the Braves, who 
sporting a 2-2 record coming into 
the game. Last year the Zips’ 
trounced Bradley, 42-12. 

Bradley’s defense was 
outstanding in the first half, 
especially in the clutch situations. 
Twice they stopped Akron on 
fourth and one situation deep in 
Bradley territory. 

The Braves, much to the 
excitement of the three thousand 
fans on hand, took a 7-0 lead 
with 1:15 remaining in the half. 
Bradley moved 56 yards in 15 
plays with quarterback Larry 
Selinger going over from three 
yards out for the score. The drive 
was kept alive as Selinger pushed 
himself through pile-ups at the 
line twice on fourth and one 
sneakers. Point-after man Jim 
King came in and placed his only 
attempt of the evening through 
the uprights. 

The crowd, obviously psyched 


by the team’s performance, 
formed an aisle for the Braves as 
they ran onto the Field for the 
second half. Things like this are 
supposedly unheard of at the 
Bradley games, but maybe the 
times are changing. 

Akron didn’t waste any time 
in the second half as they were 
on the scoreboard in just a little 
over two minutes. On third and 
eleven from his own 39 yard line, 
Don Zwisler, the scrambling Zip 
quarterback, hit tight end Tom 
Flaherty with a 13 yard pass. 
Half back Jack Beidleman ran left 
for eight more yards to the 
Bradley 40 yard line. Junior 
fullback John Vargo then blasted 
through right tackle and went all 
the way for the score. John 
Harrison’s conversion tied the 
game at 7-7. 

With 6:49 left to play in the 
third quarter, the Zips’ went 
ahead, 14-7. 


Akron scored the clincher 
with 1:12 gone in the Final 
stanza. They marched 93 yards in j 
11 plays on a drive originating in | 
the third quarter. 

The Zips were on the i 
scoreboard again at 9:39 left in 
the game when Zwisler capped at 
95 yard drive with a 53 yard pass 
to split end Wayne Fox. 
Harrison’s kick was off to the 
side and Akron was in complete 
command, 27-7. 

Bradley closed out the scoring 
with less than a minute and half 
of play remaining as Selinger 
completed Five of ten passes in 
moving the Braves from their 
own 18 to the Akron one. 
Selinger went over on a keeper 
for the Final score of the game. 

The game was marked by what 
many press box witnesses 
thought to be one of the worst 
officiated games ever to be 
witnessed in the Peoria area. 
Akron’s coach, Gordon Larson, 
in expressing his opinions after 
the game, stated that he was 
planning on reporting his 
discontent with the ofFiciating to 
Norvall Neve, commissioner of 
the MVC. 

The Zips ground game 
churned out 303 yards to only 84 
for Bradley. Vargo led all rushers 
as he gained 111 yards in 20 
attempts.

Minnesota dean to present 
student unrest lecture 


E. G. Williamson, psychologist 
and Dean of Students at the 
University of Minnesota, will be 
on the campus Thursday, 
Oct. 24 at 8 p.m. as a 
Danforth Visiting Lecturer. Dean 
Williamson will give a public 
lecture on “Student Unrest,” in 
L. A.’s first lecture of this year. 

The visiting lecturers program 
under which Dean Williamson 
comes here was initiated in 1957 
by the Arts Program of the 
Association of American 
Colleges, and is supported by a 
grant from the Danforth 
Foundation. Its purpose is to

assist colleges in their efforts to 
strengthen liberal education. 
Each year several men and 
women of outstanding 
intellectual stature from this 
country and abroad are made 
available to colleges and 
universities. They remain on 
campus from two days to a week. 

Dean Williamson was 
graduated from the University of 
Illinois, and earned his Ph.D. 
from the University of 
Minnesota. He was successively a 
teacher and personnel assistant in 
the department of psychology, 
director of the University Testing 
Bureau, assistant professor, and 
coordinator of Student Personnel 
Services. He has been Professor of 
Pscyhology and Dean of Students 
since 1941. 

In 1945 Dean Williamson was 
on the U. S. Department of 
Commerce Mission to Germany 
concerning Manpower 


Utilization. He served as a special 
consultant and adviser on teacher 
personnel problems to the 
American Council on Education. 
Also he was a member, and 
chairman for nine years, of the 
ACE’s Committee on Student 
Personnel Work. 


In 1956 Dean Williamson was 
Fulbright Lecturer to Tokyo 
University in Japan. He has 
served as chairman of the 
Langmuir Committee on Services 
to Foreign Students, president of 
the American College Personnel 
Association, and president of the 
Division of Personnel and 
Guidance Psychologists of the 
American Psychological 
Association. 

In August and September of 
1967 Dean Williamson was Asia 
Foundation Lecturer at the 
Southeast Asia Vocational 
Guidance Conference in Tokyo, 
Japan, and also served as Asia 
Foundation Consultant in Taiwan 
and in Ceylon. 

Dean Williamson is the author 
of numerous books and articles in 
the areas of counseling, 
personnel, academic freedom 
and student activism. One of his 
latest books is “Vocational 
Guidance: A Recent History and 
Philosophy.”

Soldiers march in protest of Vietnam War 


SAN FRANCISCO (CPS), Oct. 
12-Superficially it looked like 
most other peace marches. There 
were the disorganized throng 
gathering in a park, monitors 
with bullhorns trying to get 
order, and people selling peace 
literature. 

But this march was different. 
It was not led by draft resisters or 
pacifists or radicals or hippies 
but by soldiers. 

The difference showed in 
many ways. It was a quiet march, 
without the singing and chanting 
of slogans that usually mark such 
affairs. And there were no 
right-wing hecklers, for who 
could call these peace marchers 
cowards? 

There were about 20,000 who

either marched or attended the 
rally afterward - half of them 
were servicemen, reservists, and 
veterans of Vietnam and previous 
wars, or both. They set out from 
the Panhandle of San Francisco’s 
Golden Gate Park, led by about 
300 active-duty servicemen, a few 
in uniform. 

There might have been more 
active duty servicemen marching, 
but local armed service bases 
scheduled special marches and 
maneuvers for this weekend. 
Leaders of the march had failed 
to get an injunction against the 
special maneuvers. One 
installation, the Presidio of San 
Francisco, abruptly cancelled all 
leaves and passes. 

Several soldiers went AWOL 
to join the march. Four of them, 
accompanied by some of the 
demonstrators, went to the 
Presidio afterwards to turn 
themselves in to military police. 

The organizers of the march 
also had trouble getting 
information onto some of the 
bases. One group, including Navy 
nurse Susan Schnall, who 
marched at the head of 
Saturday’s parade, dropped 
leaflets on several Navy 
installations from a private plane. 
The Federal Aviation Agency 
threatened to fine the plane’s 
pilot for lying too low and 
although a Navy spokesman said 
no action was planned at present 
against Lt. Schnall, he added that 
a “higher authority” might have 
more to say about the incident. 

After a march through the 
streets of San Francisco that was 
so long it could only have been 


planned by military men, the 
soldiers, veterans, and their 
civilian supporters held a rally in 
front of the Civic Center. 

Airman First Class Michael 
Locks, one of the organizers of 
the demonstration, who marched 
at its head in uniform, read a 
regulation from the Secretary of 
the Air Force saying the uniform 
should not be worn at 
demonstrations “in opposition to 
the deployment of U.S. armed 
forces.” 

Locks said, “I can think of no 
greater cause for which to wear 
my uniform than the cause of 
peace.” The crowd gave him a 
standing ovation. 

A number of the speakers 
pointed out that this was the first 
time servicemen and veterans had 
openly marched against a war. 
They said soldiers would exercise 
their constitutional right to 
dissent. “The day of the silent 
sacrifice is over,” said Steve Pizo, 
a Marine reservist. “We are not 
weapons; we are men and we will 
resist any organization that 
would make us less.” 

Dave Kleinberg, a Vietnam 
veteran, told the story of a friend 
of his who was wounded badly 
by shrapnel in Vietnam and fell 
into the arms of another soldier 
“not mumbling ‘those bastard 
Viet Cong’ but ‘that bastard 
Johnson.”’ 

Don Duncan, the former 
Green Beret who is now an editor 
of Ramparts, said that “if all the 
political prisoners in stockades 
were released, this (crowd) would

About withdrawing troops 
from Vietnam, Styron said: “It’s 
a way to save thousands and 
thousands of American lives who 
were forced into the army and 
are being massacred in a fairly 
regular way.” 

The U.S. position of “saving 
face” in Vietnam, is not worth it, 
according to the candidate. 
Vietnamese opposition to U.S. 
demands is an “understandable 
position,” said Styron, “The 
United States has little claim to 
that territory.” 

For an effective alternative to 
the Vietnam war, Styron urged 
voters to write-in himself and the 
other two Socialist Workers 
candidates, Fred Halstead for 
president and Paul Boutelle for 
vice president on the November 
election ballot. 

About Black Control of the 
Black Community, Styron 
explained his party’s slogan: 
Black people have the right to 
own their own institutions. 

“This is an elementary 
democratic right,” said Styron, 
pointing to colonial American 
citizentry who decided what 
schools they wanted and other 
decisions affecting them. 

“Black schools now are those 
where the students are black,” he 
said, “They are white schools as 
far as teachers, administration 
and curriculums are concerned.” 

The Democratic, Republican 
and American Independent 
parties do not have a program to 
alleviate the major problems of 
war and the Vietnam and racial 
tension. 

A lot of people are upset over 
the 20 per cent support Wallace is 
getting, according to Styron. He, 
however, believes that the 80% 
support that Humphrey and 
Nixon will get is “even more 
terrifying.” 

The people do not have a 
choice between Nixon and 
Humphrey, according to Styron. 
These two candidates don’t have 
any program and they don’t 
“even pretend to have any 
program” different from the 
present governmental 
administration. 
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Hippies mock Wallace

Wallace speech, complete with 
catch-phrases, Wallace witticisms 
and emotional appeals to the 
working man. All the same old 
lines were there. 

“...who can’t park their 
bicycles straight...they looked 
down their noses at the people 
of...will be the last car they lay 
down in front of...never made a 
speech in my life that reflected 
on...got some free speech folk in 
this country... 

As the atmosphere grew tense, 
as the fervor spread in the crowd, 
the hippies came through to 
lighten the mood. They started 
chanting, “Sock it to ’em George, 
sock it to ’em George.” 

Wallace, thinking the shouts 
came from one of the usual 
groups of adversaries who attend 
his speeches, pulled out several 
patented retorts from his 
repertoire. “All right, you’re not 
goin’ to get promoted to the 
second grade...you people don’t 
know how many votes you get 
me each time you...” 

Then, pointing toward the 
group which was sitting high in 
the balcony he said. “You need a 


haircut,” though he was too far 
away to see how correct he was. 
The hippie group began chanting 
even louder -- “We want 
Wallace.” 

Wallace hesitated, took a step 
backwards, approached the mike 
again and said, “Oh, I think 
they’re for us up there,” which 
brought wild applause from the 
group. The little man with the 
slicked-back hair had been goofed 
on and didn’t know it. 

Later at the airport, when 
asked about the hippies, he was 
to say, “If they’re really for me, 
I’d be glad to have them.” 

To the hippies, it was a romp 
at a high level of satire. They 
converted the new left victory 
signal into a three-fingered “W” 
for Wallace and they also 
amended the “Hell no, we won’t 
go” chant to “Heck yes, we want 
George” - a somewhat morally 
re-armed version of the anti-draft 
original. 

Members of the anti- and 
pro-Wallace groups knew each 
other and engaged in mock 
debate when the picket lines 
passed one another.

E. J. Ritter, Director of the 
Student Center, disclosed in an 
interview last week that more 
police will be employed by the 
Lecture Arts Committee at the 
upcoming Bill Cosby concert 
than were at the Smokey 
Robinson event earlier this 
month. He stated the lack of 
police was an attempt to keep 
down the cost of the concert 
since the performers’ contract 
lacked a clause stating the 
number to be on hand. 

Several incidents that occurred 
at the Smokey Robinson concert 
needing police handling had to be 
taken care of by APO members, 
who typically act as ushers. 

Ushers also had to patrol the 
east side corridor continuously 
during the concert to prevent 
people already admitted from 
opening the doors for those on 
the outside. These doors could 
not be locked during the 
performance because of fire 


regulations and ushers reported 
that several people entered this 
way. 

Two incidents took place in 
the rear area behind the south 
side seats during the evening 
which were again handled by 
APO members instead of police. 

Eight youths from town were 
able to squeeze their way through 
the sliding door before they were 
stopped by an usher. They 
verbally threatened him until 
another usher returned with a 
policeman who had been on duty 
in another area. 

At the same time, three town 
youths were admitted through a 
west side door in the area where 
Smokey Robinson personnel 
were guarding the performers’ 
dressing room. 

Throughout the performance, 
a small group of youths loitered 
in the ticket taking area in an 
attempt to sneak into the concert 
after the ushers left. One of the 
few policemen in the building 
during the performance was 
assigned to watch the group. 


Vietnam demonstration staged 


(C.P.S.) George Wallace, a man 
who has contributed greatly to 
the political polarization of this 
country, visited the University of 
Kentudky last Saturday and was 
greeted by a complete reversal of 
the polar stereotypes. 

While eight “straight-looking” 
anti-Wallace pickets paraded and 
a number of neatly-attired 
members of a campus action 
group passed out anti-Wallace 
leaflets, some 35 scroungy, 
bearded, beaded, sandaled, 
long-haired “hippies” (as they 
called themselves) demonstrated 
for nearly two hours in support 
of the former Alabama governor. 

Carrying placards reading 
“Turn on Wallace,” “Keep 
America beautiful, get a haircut,” 
“Sock it to us, George,” 
“America-love it or leave it,” 
“Hippies for Wallace,” and 
shouting slogans like “Law and 
Order Now” and “We’re for 
Po-leece Power,” the group was 
curiously received. 

Many of the crowd of 10,000 
who turned out to hear Wallace 
were supporters from across the 
state. Some of them were able to 
perceive the tongues in the 
hippies cheeks, but many were 
unable to cope with the reversal 
of stereotypes. 

After watching the hippies 
parade for several minutes, one 
elderly woman asked uncertainly, 
“They ARE hippies, aren’t 
they?” 

“I thought hippies were for 
McCarthy,” said a Wallace 
supporter who appeared 
dismayed by the prospect of 
association with freaks. 

Some Wallaceites were 
convinced the hippies were 
serious-“Hippies have SOME 
sense,” said one. 

Another said, “If someone like 
that is for Wallace, I don’t know 
if I’m supporting the right man or 
not.” 

Other Wallace supporters 
could not overcome the sterotype 
and were sure the hippies were 
goofing on them. “You can look 
at them and tell they’re not 
Wallace people,” said one. 
“They’re either doped up or 
ignorant.” 

“I think they think it’s a 
happening,’’ said a resolute 
middle-class matron. 

Even Wallace was somewhat 
bewildered by the group when 
they gained his attention during 
his oratory. It was a typical

been charged and convicted and 
sentenced for violating the draft 
laws should be freed.”

Then, after adding he could 
not support the “racist 
candidate,” he said he would 
support the lesser of the evils, 
Nixon.

Dr. Larry D. Reid, assistant 
professor of psychology at 
Bradley, co-authored the study 
on “Isolated Rearing and 
Hebb -Williams Maze 
Performance.” Through the Reid 
study 48 hooded rats were reared 
from weaning to adulthood either 
individually in small 
opaque-walled cages or together 
in larger, open cages containing 
various objects. 

Following rearing, 
“emotionality’’ and their 
efficiency at solving maze 
problems were measured. 
Consonant with other studies, 
those reared in isolation were more 
emotional. It is concluded that 
the problem-solving efficiency of 
the two groups was equalized by 
reducing the effects of the 
emotionally harsh deprivation for 
the incentive, by greater 
pertaining habituation, and by 
reducing the possibility for direct 
positive transfer from the training 
of enrichment to maze solving.

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Programmed learning Why callsecurity police? 

supported by Brune 


A relatively new concept in 
education is being employed 
rather extensively this year by 
Bradley’s history department. 
The concept is known as 
Programmed Instruction and it 
makes use of several 
psychological principles 
concerning learning. The method 



Brune 

was devised solely for the benefit 
of the student, to make learning 
faster, surer, and more thorough. 

The programmed text booklet 
divides the subject into several 
major lessons and each lesson 
into many frames. Each frame 
presents one piece of information 
and then requires a written 
response in the form of filling in 
a blank. The answer can then be 
found in the next frame. The 
constant requirement of a written 
response forces the learner to 
continually concentrate on the 
material. When the learner turns 
to the next frame and finds that 
his last answer was right, his 
knowledge is reinforced. This will 
increase his ability to hold the 
information he has learned. 

The idea of Programmed 
Instruction dates back to the 
mid-1950’s. It is an outgrowth of 
the teaching machine, a device 
for self-instruction which used 
the same method of teaching as 
the programmed booklet. Dr. 
Lester Brune, associate professor 
in Bradley’s history department, 
has been using Programmed 
Instruction since 1962. For the 
first five years, he mimeographed 
the programmed instruction 
solely for his students. Because of 


the success of this instruction, he 
has published his programmed 
instruction this year. Originally, 
he had intended only to program 
the history of the Middle East 
and Asia, but by December, he 
will have published twelve 
booklets which will include the 
history of the Middle East, India, 
China, Japan, Western 
Civilization (European), United 
States, Mexico, and Latin 
America. Dr. Brune’s publications 
represent the first attempt by 
anyone to put history into a 
programmed context. 

Programmed Instruction is 
being used to present basic data 
to the students on their own 
time. This is supposed to prepare 
the students for class lectures and 
other readings in history. 
According to Dr. Brune, the most 
important parts of history will 
not be programmed. The analysis 
and interpretation of history, 
which should be the objective of 
any history course, must be 
taught by lectures and the 
traditional method of reading.

Not a story by Earle Stanley 
Gardner, but a chronical of the 
events on Bradley’s campus on 
Sept. 19, the attack served to 
intensify already ample criticism 
of Bradley security. Critics of the 
force describe it as “lax” and a 
“senior citizen security 
department.” They point out 
other minor incidents when girls 
have been bothered on campus 
and talk of girls who fear walking 
across campus alone at night. 


College students plan 
graduate ceremonies 


Williamstown, 
Mass.-(I.P.)-Students at Williams 
College will be given a voice in 
recommending speakers for 
commencement and persons to 
whom the college awards 
honorary degrees. 

The college trustees have 
approved creation of a six-man 
recommending committee to 
consist of three students and 
three faculty members. 

Names of possible 
commencement speakers and 
honorary degree recipients will be 
suggested by the student-faculty 
group to the trustee Committee 
on Degrees, which will continue 
to make the final choices. 

The trustee action in 
approving the new committee 
stemmed from a recommendation 


made by the senior honorary 
society, Gargoyle. 

President John E. Sawyer said 
he believed the new 
recommending committee would 
first see service in connection 
with the commencement for 
June, 1969. 


The blonde involved described 
the handling of her case as 
“rude” and a bit more after still a 
second encounter with five of the 
nine youths. Saturday a week ago 
the girl walked into her 
dormitory about 11 p.m. to see 
five of her attackers lounging 
about the dorm lobby. She asked 
that security be called saying that 
she could identify the boys as her 
attackers. About seven to ten 
minutes after two calls had been 
made to the security men, they 
arrived on the scene and asked 
the boys to leave the dorm. No 
arrests were made in spite of the 
fact the girl told security men 
that she was certain and was 
willing to press charges. 

According to the blonde and 
two staff members working at the 
desk, security men were told, 
“Those are the boys who 
attacked me.” According to 
Superintendent of Buildings and 
Grounds, Jack Willis, the coed 
was uncertain and told the 
security men she was not positive 
the boys were the ones who 
disturbed her. Said Willis, you 
must be “absolutely sure before 
you make an arrest or you can be 
sued for false arrest. 

The coed disgustedly sums up 
the situation, “If they’d be 
halfway persistent perhaps the 
boys would hesitate about 
coming back.” She claims to have 
seen the same boys on campus 
more than once at both the 
Student Center and at the 
Fieldhouse for the Smokey 
Robinson concert. Of the boys 
she said, “They’re out for 
enjoyment, and we’re letting 
them have all they want.” 

Other critics of the force point 
out less frightening but similar 
instances saying that Bradley 
security leaves a lot to be desired. 
Abby Hans, a senior, started a 
campaign to send letters to 


President Talman W. Van Arsdale 
protesting the “ridiculous 
situation with np real security.” 
He would like to see the force 
increased to ten men. 

In an hour-and-15-minute 
interview with Jack Willis, 
superintendent of buildings and 
grounds and Chester Stanley, the 
two men offered points in 
defense of the security force. 
Willis sees the department today 
as a great improvement over that 
of five years ago when one 
80-year-old man and his dog 
patrolled the entire campus. He 
claimed that within three to 
seven minutes the security men 
can answer any call. In the last 
year the security phone number 
has been changed to 676-7611 so 
that students can merely call the 
Bradley operator who is in radio 
contact with the force. 

While refusing to give an exact 
number, Willis claimed that the 
security force now consists of 
more than the 10 men suggested 
by Abby Hans. These men are in 
radio contact as they patrol 
campus. 

“I don’t believe there’s any 
place on campus where someone 
wouldn’t see a girl of hear her 
scream,” Willis said. Of lighting 
he said, “We have gone to vapor 
lights which give more light.” 
Asked about certain dark spots 
like those coming from Morgan 
Hall, Willis suggested that part of 
the problem was eye adjustment 
to the dark from the white light 
of classrooms. 

According to both Willis and 
Stanley, security officers who 
patrol from Columbia Terrace to 
Barker and Cooper to University, 
are trained in handling weapons. 
They are also instructed in the 
detection of dope and in what 
constitutes an arrest. The officers 
work with city police.

The Illinois Democratic Party has put the pressure on the 
Republicans with their hard-hitting, imaginative platform. 

While we must wonder whether the section about 
anarchy and overthrow of institutions is meant to apply to 
the University, we applaud the sections on a lower voting 
age, annual General Assembly sessions and stricter gun 
control laws.

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Freshmen ranked 'Strange elements’ placed in hands 
high scholastically 


“This year’s freshmen class is 
the best class in the history of the 
University,” says Dean of 
Admissions, Orville Nothdruft. 
Despite the decrease in the 
number of high quality students 
attending private colleges and 
universities, Bradley is steadily 
increasing. Because of the vast 
growth and expansion of state 
schools, because of the increase 
of junior colleges and because of 
the decrease in the number of 18 
year-olds available for college, 
private universities have had to 
fill their capacities with students 
of a lower calibur. 

Bradley, however has bucked 
this trend. 45.1% of the students 
graduated in the top fourth of 
their high school class. This is a 
5.4% increase over last year. The 
best prediction of how successful 
a student will be in college is his 
rank in high school. In 1964, 
29.1% of the students were in the 
top fourth; in 1965, 39.9; in 

1966, the first year to notice the 
decline in birth rate, 38.4%; in 

1967, 39.7% and in 1968 it 
jumped to 45.1%. Only 1.2% of 
the freshman graduated in the 
lower quartile. The arithmetic 
mean for the verbal score on the 
SAT test was 481 and the mean 
for the math score was 532. 

This years’ freshman class 
represents 43 states and 24 
foreign countries. Approximately 
70% of the class is from Illinois, 
27% of this total is from the six 
county Chicago area and 24% is 
from the Peoria area. 
Approximately 16% are from the 
Middle Atlantic area and the 
other 14% are from the remaining 
states and countries. 


The freshman men will be 
happy to note that the ratio of 
girls to boys is lower than ever 
before. Out of 5336 students, 
3483 are men and 1853 women. 

36% of the full-time freshman 
are on some type of financial aid 
in the form of loans, scholarships 
or grants. 35% of the total 
student body receives financial 
aid.

A city-zoning ' law ‘ 
specifies that there must be 
sufficient parking space for all 
the residents of a building, and 
this residence has only two 
parking spaces out front. So after 
an appearance in court, the girls 
were rejected the house for their 
sorority. 

“We really are grateful to the 
SAE’s for loaning us part of the 
parking lot next to their 
house....because of this gesture, 
we were able to acquire the 
place.” said Lonnie. “We hope to 
eventually have our own parking 
lot on the property.” 

So with another appearance in 
court, the girls were given the 
rights to live in the house. Alums 
then worked on the rooms all 
summer, modernizing the kitchen, 
paneling and painting. The idea 
was to keep the homey 
atmosphere with the stain glass 
windows, fireplace, cherry wood 
walls and warmth, while 
modernizing many of the 
out-moded parts such as the 
bathrooms and kitchens. Most of 
the furniture will arrive in the 
coming weeks. 


“All 33 of us that started 
working on the house in August 
have been having a panic 
decorating and cleaning it....it 
really seems like our home,” said 
Lonnie. 

There are four large bedrooms 
upstairs and 1 small dorm on the 
lower level. The house contains 
an immense amount of storage 
room, high ceilings and a newly 
painted front porch. 

“I feel the house adds to the 
already existing strength. It will 
be a foundation to build upon. 
We hope to build a house of our 
own someday, but we are very 
thankful for this one. Before this 
year, we had to meet at the 
Student Center and study at the 
library. Our members were 
scattered in the various dorms. 
Now we have a congenial place to 
do every thing.... to come home to 
after classes,” said Lonnie. 

From the looks of the inside 
of the place, it is obvious that the 
AEPhi’s have really been working 
hard. Most of the funyture and 
other articles were donated by 
the Peoria community through 
the alumni organization. The 
house now has three television 
sets for example.

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Bradley skins Panthers, 37 - 28

Bradley might have lost the 
battle of statistics against Eastern 
Illinois last Saturday, but on the 
scoreboard where it all counts, 
the Braves topped the Panthers 
for their third victory of the 
season, 37-28. Taking advantage 
of three Eastern fumbles and 
three interceptions, the Braves’ 
offense rolled up their highest 
total since 1966 when they upset 
Hillsdale, 38-26. 

Larry Selinger scored four of 
the Five Bradley touchdowns on 
runs totaling only nine yards, 
while Mike Dafferner tallied the 
other six-pointer on a 69 yard 
pass from Bradley’s ace 
quarterback. But the big score of 
the game was a safety scored by 
the Bradley defense in the early 
moments of the game. The two 
points gave Bradley momentum, 
while giving the Braves a two 
point bulge that came in handy 
throughout the game. 

The Braves received the 
opening kickoff at Lincoln Field, 
but after failing to move the ball, 
Selinger punted to the Panthers. 
Eastern couldn’t move the ball, 
and on fourth down the center 
from Pat Cassady to punter 
George Heintz was low. Heintz 
couldn’t Field the ball and was 
Finally tackled in his own end 
zone by Bob Witherell for a 
safety. It was only the beginning 
of a fine afternoon for the 
freshman from Morton Grove, 
since he later picked off as 
Eastern pass and also recovered a 
fumble. Witherell also suffered a 
mild concussion but early reports 
look favorable for a quick 
recovery. 

Bradley’s Bill Willingham took 
the free kick following the safety 
on his own 32 and he wasn’t 
brought down until he reached 
Eastern’s 29. Two runs by 
Dafferner picked up 27 yards, 
and with a First down at his own 
three, Selinger rolled left for his 
First touchdown of the afternoon. 


Jim King converted the extra 
point, and with 9:05 left to play 
in the first quarter, the 6,000 
fans on hand for Eastern’s 
homecoming were quite 
disappointed since the Braves 
lead, 9-0. 

After two exchanges of the 
ball Bradley moved from their 
own 44 for another score, mainly 
on passes to Tim Rassi and Ernie 
Pierantoni, each good for 18 
yards. Selinger ran over right 
guard from the two, and King’s 
conversion gave Bradley a 16-0 
edge at the end of the first 
quarter. 

Some fine running by 
Eastern’s senior quarterback Joe 
Davis put the panthers back into 
striking range, and with only 59 
seconds expired in the second 
quarter, Davis hit Larry Angelo 
down the right sideline for a 32 
yard touchdown pass. Davis, who 
picked up 134 yards rushing and 
173 passing in the Panthers’ last 
home appearance of 1968, ran 
the ball in for two points on the 
conversion attempt, to cut the 
Bradley margin to 16-8. 

But Bradley came right back 
on the first play after the kickoff 
when Selinger hit Dafferner for a 
69 yard scoring pass, and a 23-8 
Bradley lead with 13:43 yet to be 
played in the half. 

But Eastern then put together 
an 85 yard, seven minute scoring 
march that was again spearheaded 
by Davis. After completing passes 
to Ed Stephens and Steve Bell, 
Davis fired a five yarder to 
Angelo for the score at 6:58. The 
attempted run for the point 
failed, and the score stood 23-14 
at the half. 

Coach Clyde Biggers’ Panthers, 
who now sport a mark of 1-5 
with three road games left in the 
season, came out fired up in the 
second half, and before the 
Braves knew what happened, the 
Panthers had slipped into a 28-23 
lead. 

A ten yard completion from 


Davis to Beil plus a 15 yard 
Bradley penalty for pulling the 
face mask started the Panthers 
off in the second half. But the big 
play in this scoring series was a 
24 yard rollout around right end 
by Davis that put the ball at the 
Bradley 7. After Dennis Bundy 
cracked up the middle for three, 
Tom Walters went over right 
tackle for the score. The 
conversion by Bob Johns was 
good, and with only three 
minutes gone in the third period 
Eastern was back in the game, 
trailing 23-21. 

Bradley couldn’t move the ball 
after the ensuing kickofff, and as 
soon as Selinger punted the ball 
Eastern marched 57 yards for the 
score that momentarily put them 
in the lead. Big plays on this 
march were runs by Walters for 
15 yards and by Davis for 13. 
Davis finally put the ball over 
from the one, and Johns’ 
conversion gave the home side a 
28-23 lead with just over five 
minutes to play in the third 
period. 

After the kickoff return by 
Willingham and a 15 yard 
personal foul penalty against 
Eastern, Selinger moved the 
Braves 59 yards in seven plays. 
Highlighting this Bradley drive 
were passes of 13 and 12 yards to 
Pierantoni, a pass of 15 yards to 
Tom Whitney and another toss of 
15 to Dafferner. Selinger finally 
put the ball over from the three 
with a jog around right end. 
King’s conversion put the Braves 
back into a lead they would never 
relinquish, 30-28. 

Neither team could move the 
ball at this point, but Bradley 
took advantage of an Eastern 
fumble to score the last seven 
points of the game. Mike Plessner 
recovered a fumble at Eastern’s 
32, and eight plays later Selinger 
scored from the one for his 24th 
point of the afternoon, and the 
Braves held a 37-28 lead after

Tempers flared at the Student 
Senate meeting Monday as a 
proposal to seat a Negro from the 
Black Students’ Alliance (BSA) 
was first defeated, then accepted. 
Following a 20-16 roll-call vote 
which defeated the measure to 
give the Negro group 
representation, the Senate’s two 
faculty advisors, Dr. Charles 
Simmons and Dr. Kalman 
Goldberg, walked out in protest. 
They returned only when they 
learned the decision was to be 
reconsidered. 

Dr. Goldberg, chairman of the 
department of economics, took 
the floor then to endorse the 
measure, calling it “the most 
important issue facing the Senate 
in his 16 years at Bradley.” 

According to one of the 
dissenting Senators, acceptance 
of the proposal gave the Negroes 
special representation privileges 
which other ethnic and racial 
groups don’t have. As one 
Senator said, “You might as well 
have a Senator for the Hawaiians 
or Jews on campus, because there 
are large percentages of them.” 

In other remarks Dr. Goldberg

Defending Bradley 
University’s increase in tuition in 
1969 and commenting on the 
University’s library, Talman W. 
Van Arsdale, President of 
Bradley, answered questions 
during a one-hour press 
conference Tuesday afternoon in 
the Student Center Ballroom. 

In his prepared remarks Van 
Arsdale said that the tuition 
increase was necessiated by 
“increased faculty salaries, an 
enlarged budget, an increase in 
the library budget and inflation.” 
He added that the University is 
now operating on a deficit 
budget. Van Arsdale also said 
that “Bradley is in the lowest 
quartile of universities in 
tuition.” 

The library, which has been 


stated that the Negroes were one 
group of many on campus which 
don’t feel a part of the university. 
He cited the proposed Student 
Bill of Rights as a step to secure 
better rights for these groups. 
“They (the BSA) have a right to 
be heard wherever the process of 
education will be improved,” the 
advisor said. He concluded that 
the Negro on campus was not 
being heard and that “no white 
man can speak for a black man.” 

Pres. Pete Erlinder then took 
the floor to ask the Senators, 
“How would you feel if you were 
told you didn’t have a place?” He 
pointed out that the underlying 
problem was poor apportionment 
in the Senate and illustrated that 
some Senators represent inactive 
organizations, while other groups 
have no representatives. Erlinder 
pointed to the Senate retreat this 
weekend, during which he hopes 
many of the problems will be 
corrected. 

Debate ended when the roll 
call vote tallied more than the 
necessary two thirds favoring the 
measure-28 yes, 1 no, and 5 
abstain. 


under recent attack by Bradley 
students and faculty, was the 
subject of quite a few questions, 
while also receiving comment 
from Van Arsdale in his opening 
remarks. 

“We seldom hear anything 
about the quality of the library, 
and we never hear about the 
microfilm facilities. The library 
was built with expansion in mind, 
but that expansion won’t come 
within two or three years because 
the funds are not available,” he 
commented. 

In response to questions he 
said that none of the money 
being collected in the “Five 
Million for Bradley” campaign 
will go to the library until the 
goal is reached, and that the gift 
to the library by Dr. and Mrs. 
Shelby Cullom-Davis was a 
pledge, not cash. “The one 
million dollar pledge is still being 
paid off,” the President 
commented. 

Van Arsdale defended the 
allocation of three million for a 
new physical education complex, 
noting that Hewitt Hall was built 
for 350 students in 1910. 

He noted that he was in favor 
of the Students’ Bill of Rights, 
but added that it is “fuzzily 
written.” Along the line of 
student rights and 
responsibilities, the President 
noted that students have been 
added to faculty committees, but 
many times have not shown 
sufficient interest to attend 
meetings of those committees. 

A few questions concerned the 
role of the Board of Trustees, and 
Van Arsdale said that “the 
Trustees are legally responsible 
for the University, but they hold 
little day-to-day influence.” The 
Trustees determine priorities for 
the University after reviewing all 
the proposals.” 

He added that there is also a 
possibility of adding Trustees 
who are not from the Peoria area. 

Van Arsdale commented in 
response to questions about the 
poor lighting on campus that the 
school is ‘‘currently in 
consultation with a lighting 
architect. The improved lighting 
will be achieved through the 
Plant-Maintenance Budget, and 
this means a two-year wait.” 

In other developments Van 
Arsdale said that the University is 
searching for an adviser who 
understands the problems of the 
Afro-American Students, always 
looking for a qualified faculty 
with an eye towards racial 
balance and that the University 
has never yielded to any undue 
community pressure. 

Van Arsdale thanked the 
students for coming, and added 
that it was a meaningful 
experience for him.

A revolution will occur in four 
years that will totally change this 
society and its “up-dated 
feudalism” concept of 
capitalism, according to Charles 
Koen, prime minister of the 
Black Liberators in St. Louis, Mo. 

Koen said Sunday at a Black 
Student Conference in the 
Student Center Ballroom that 
this revolution would, “save 
ourselves, our country and our 
world.” It would stem from a 
number of present injustices 
particularly aimed against “black 
folks,” according to Koen. 

Black people, Hippies, Yippies 
and Students for a Democratic 
Society (SDS) would line up for 
the revolution against members 
of the “system,” that is those 
who run the country 
economically and politically, 
according to Koen. 

Koen, who has been active in

the Student Non-Coordinating 
Committee (SNCC), the Illinois 
Migrant Council and the Black 
Economic Union, sees his job as 
one of organizing, motivating and 
preparing “black folks” for the 
revolution. 

“The whole thing is to teach 
and to learn,” he told blacks. “I 
don’t want you to get spellbound 
today, and then do the same 
thing you’ve been doing 
tomorrow.” 

He urged other blacks to stop 
talking and start preparing. 
“We’ve been rapping for 100 
years now,” he said. 

Dressed in black slacks, shirt, 
jacket and beret, Koen was 
attended by two other Black 
Liberators dressed also in black 
who stood on either side of 
Koen. 

Koen emphasized that blacks 
give up some of the pleasures of 
this society, such as expensive 
cars, homes and clothes:

Center control desk. There is a 
fee of $7.00 per person. Final 
registration is 3 p.m., Friday. 

Linda Elman, president of 
Mortar Board, said that “Past 
ODK conferences have proved to 
be interesting, fun, and well 
worthwhile.' 



The prime minister, as he 
refers to himself, gave the main 
address at the Black Student 
conference. 

“Keep your eye on one prize,” 
he said, “total change of the 
system.’’ Capitalism is only 
up-dated feudalism,” according 
to Koen. 6 

“Right now you’re in a shelter 
place for all people,” he told 
Blacks speaking about the college 
life. “Cops don’t bug you 


because as a student, they think 
you’re being indoctrinated.” 

“But once you get out into 
the cold world,” he continued, 
“No matter how much education 
you have you’re still a ‘nigger.’” 

Koen told Blacks, however, to 
‘cool it” until the time was ripe 
for revolution. “Don’t jump off 
now,” he said, “Lay dead for 
awhile, and know what you have 
to do.” He told black “sisters” to 
take Karate and learn to use a 
gun. 

Talking about the injustices 
that would make for the 
revolution, Koen cited a number 
of “statistics.” 

“Unless you can name the 
policemen, Koen said, “you can’t 
accuse the police.” Koen himself 
was recently hospitalized when 
police alledgedly beat him up. 

“In Congress, one bill isn’t 
appropriated for rat control,” 
he said, “Yet seven billion dollars 
is spent a year for research on 
cigarettes and cosmetics.” 

Koen predicted that third 
party candidate George Wallace 
would “make” the presidency by 
1972: “By then we will be lined 
up on the walls and shot dead.” 

Nixon is no better, according 
to Koen: “He’s talking just like 
Wallace.” About Vice President 
Hubert Humphrey: “And little 
Hubert is instigating the whole 
thing.” He particularly attacked 
Humphrey’s “open door policy” 
with Russia. “Russia’s busy 
exploiting people too,” he said. 

Even the news media came 
under Koen’s microscope. He has 
particularly criticized the news 
media for not bringing up the 
fact that Wallace was supposed to 
be mentally ill. 

But Wallace himself is essential 
to the cause, according to Koen. 
Because of Wallace, “straight 
blacks will change to our side.”

Psychology club members 
tour Zeller Zone Center 


Approximately fifty members 
went on the first Psychology 
Club field trip to the George A. 
Zeller Zone Center last Thursday 
after a short business meeting. 
Students viewed a slide program 
of the entire facilities, narrated 
by Miss Toni DeGrave of the 
Center, and then were given a 
tour of the center. 

Miss DeGrave explained the 
workings of mental institutions in 
the state. Illinois is divided into 
seven “zones,” each with several 
hospitals and a “zone center.” 
The center takes care of 
admitting for most of the zone. 
Zeller Clinic takes care of 
patients from Peoria, Tazewell 
and Woodford counties, as well as 
coordinating for Peoria State 
(Bartonville). Other clinics in our 
zone are at East Moline and 
Galesburg. 

The facilities at Zeller Zone 
Center are, of the most modern, 
according to Miss DeGrave. It is 
divided into eight units for 
patients, each caring for 28 
people. Each unit has its own 
nurses station, television room, 
activity room, laundry, kitchen 


and living room. Each unit is 
cared for by a team of workers, 
including several nurses, a 
psychiatrist, an activities 
therapist and a recreational 
therapist. In the main center 
building there is a gymnasium 
and activities room for the 
patients, as well as a large library, 
a gift shop, a medical clinic and 
X-ray laboratory. There are also 
rooms for music therapy, 
ceramics, sewing and cooking and 
a wood shop. The patients are 
free to use these facilities at any 
time. 

The Zeller Zone Center 


handles mostly those patients 
who will need less than six 
months of therapy, mostly those 
people with problems in the 
home living area. There is no 
maximum security, and there are 
no severely disturbed people. The 
staff tries to keep the patients in 
the community as much as 
possible, and therefore 
encourages activities and home 
visits. Classes are being held 
constantly for the staff, so that 
they may keep abreast of new 
developments in this rapidly 
developing field of care for the 
mentally ill.

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Black Students Rep 


Over the past week the Student Senate has been 
considering a constitutional amendment which will give the 
Black Students Alliance a representative on the student 
governing body. Although we can understand the sentiments 
of the black students, the proposed amendment is illogical 
inequitable, inconsistent, and unjust. 

First, the Black Students Alliance is no more deserving of 
representation than are the various organizations which have 
white students or Jews, Chinese peasants or Catholics 
if any of these organizations do have representation, they 
shouldn’t collectively or singularly). The Senate’ is a 
legislative body of students AS A WHOLE, not of students 
divided into individual groups and segments. It must 
consider legislation with the perspective of students as ONE 
BODY, not with bias, prejudice, or malice toward individual 
groups which the present system and the addition of the 
black students representative will only foster. 

Secondly, allowing the Black Students Alliance 
representation now will open the door for all sorts of 
possibilities for new representatives. Despite the fact that 
there is no support for such a move, the Scout, radio station, 
yearbook and many other organizations could very well 
apply for representatives. And under the rules of precedent 
should very well have them. Perhaps even the white students 
might get another representative on the groups that their 
present senators (representing black and white) are not 
providing adequate representation. 

Thirdly the problems of double, triple and quadruple 
representation are enormous. For example, one student can 
be represented by a class Senator, the ISA Senator, Interfaith 
Council Senator, and All-School Senator while at the same 
time another student might have only one representative. 

Finally more Senators will only make the Senate more 
cumbersome than it already is. The solution to the problem 
is immediate reapportionment. There should be only class 
Senators and perhaps a limited number of All-School 
Senators who will maintain the perspective of one student 
body. Then whether the representative be black, white, 
Jewish, Catholic, Indian or Australian, an equal, coherent, 
and unified representative body is maintained. 

The Senate should realize that two wrongs don’t make a 
right, and that laxing standards and not establishing 
standards merely for the purpose of expediency and 
avoidance of confrontation is a practice which eventually 

weighs heavily on the success of any organization in the long 
run. 6 

We call for the immediate rescinding of last week’s action 
regarding the constitutional amendment and ask that work 
be started immediately on a more equitable representation 
for all students as ONE BODY.

Hew Folk converts 


The New Folk 


It has been brought to the attention of the Scout by a 
number of students and faculty members that an article 
published in last Friday’s issue was somewhat misleading and 
misrepresentative in advertising. The item, “The New Folk is 
Bradley Bound,” has apparently failed to make it clear that 
the New Folk” is sponsored nationally by the Campus 
Crusade for Christ, and that much of the performance deals 
with a witnessing of Christ. 

It has also come to our attention that a number of 
students feel that the alumni have every right to present 
performances on the campus (in fact, wish they would more 
otten), but that these performances should not call for the 

conversion of a large number of students who attend 
Bradley. 

Although this paper, in most instances, takes a liberal 
position, we feel that in this instance the choice of the 
alumni was perhaps too hasty and extreme for a school 
which last year would not allow religious groups to even use 
e student Center for meetings. These groups were not 
charging people to be converted either. Also, in future 
releases made by the National Alumni Association of 
Bradley we would hope that they at least tell the people 
what they re paying for. 
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Why does Bradley University 
require full investigation of 
proposed entertainment groups 
to appear on campus when 
student sponsored, but not when 
the National Alumni Association 
of Bradley University provides a 
group to appear on campus under 
University sponsorship? Why 
does Bradley allow one religious 
organization to sponsor a 
religious program in campus 
facilities while denying the same 
right to other Bradley religious 
organizations? 

The Alumni Association is 
sponsoring the “New Folk” for 
one of their fund raising projects. 
What the Alumni Association 
evidently doesn’t realize is that 
they are bringing forth a religious 
group which uses the guise of 
singing entertainment to draw 
people together so that the 
religious ideals of this group can 
be presented to the audience as 
part of their program. The “New 
Folk” are an arm of Campus 
Crusade for Christ. This 
organization has a perfect right to 
operate on campus by the rules 
of organization chartering. But 
Campus Crusade has hoodwinked 
the Alumni Association into 
working for them by sponsoring 
the “New Folk”. It also seems 
that programs that the Alumni 
Association brings on campus do 
not have to be scrutinized by the 
administration as entertainment 
groups that the students wont 
have to be. 

To be fair to all the people 
who are interested in the “New 
Folk. ’ It should be made known 
in all publicity that a witnessing 
to Jesus Christ will take place 
during the concert. Witnessing to 
Jesus Christ will take the form of 
each member of the group 
explaining why he or she have 
accepted the ideals of Campus 
Crusade for Christ, (which are 
very fundamentalist), and the 
distribution of cards for the 
audience to fill out so they can 
be contacted by members of 
Campus Crusade at a later date in 
an attempt to bring these people 
to believe the way the 
organization does. 

What is wrong here is to 
advertise a concert as purely fok* 
entertainment purposes, and 
then, once the people are Firmly 
placed in their seats, to spring a 
religious sermon on the audiences. 

Now that Campus Crusade for 
Christ has been allowed to 
unofficially sponsor a religious 


event, the University should 
allow those Bradley religious 
organizations who wish to hold 
religious events in campus 
facilities to do so. For the 
University not to allow this is for 
the University to be hypocritical. 
Bradley should not say that a 
chartered religious organization 
cannot use University facilities 
for its stated purpose while 
allowing other organizations to 
use the facilities as they wish and 
are able to schedule facilities. 

The administration is faced 
with a decision, which should be 
made immediately in all fairness 
to all groups: either to cancel the 
“New Folk” concert or to allow 
other religious organizations 
equal right to use University 
facilities as they wish.

The Scout’s article concerning 
the Wallace rally downtown was 
almost as biased and prejudice as 
opponents (and other assorted 
“people”) claim Wallace himself 
to be.

September by the President’s 
Panel on Educational Innovation. 
It calls for establishment of a 
fund from which any student 
could borrow money for his 
education with repayment 
contingent on future income. 

The idea met strong 
opposition from two powerful 
college associations and got only 
lukewarm support from federal 
officials. 

Proponents of the Ed Op Bank 
have been bidding their time, not 
wanting to spark partisan debate 
over the controversial idea, and 
knowing that working with the 
lame-duck Johnson 
Administration would be futile. 

An avid supporter of the plan 
is Dr. Jerrold R. Zacharias, a 
Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology physicist who headed 
the now-defunct presidential 
panel. 

He expects “a lot of support 
to come out of the woodwork” 
after the election is settled, 
including some from a Carnegie 
Commission on Higher Education 
headed by Clark Kerr. 

Dr. Zacharias and other 
supporters recognize that the 
plan could drastically alter the 
present system of financing 
higher education. “It’s a big 
change, with unpredictable 
repercussions,” says Andrew M. 
Gleason, another panel member 
who teaches math at Harvard. 

Because of the significant 
implications, Gleason and Dr. 
Zacharias would like to see

implemented a pilot program 
involving only medical students. 
Medicine was chosen because of 
high cost for students, and the 
high income after practice is 
started. 

The major roadblock to 
setting up the experimental 
program has been lack of federal 
money because of Vietnam 
spending, Gleason said. 

The total Ed Op Bank 
program is designed to make it 
easier for schools to raise tuition 
and to provide money for 
students to attend any college for 
which they qualify. With students 
able to borrow all the money 
they need, colleges and 
universities would no longer feel 
obligated to keep charges low, 
according to the plan. 

The bank also would help 
increase the number of students 
from low-income families, the 
proponents say. 

The most vocal opposition to 
the plan has come from the 
National Association of State 
Universities and Land-Grant 
Colleges and the Association of 
State Colleges and Universities. 
Their joint statement called the 
panel recommendation “a

Washington, 
p.C.-(I.P.)-Evolutionary changes 
in engineering education in the 
United States, the most 
significant being the basic 
requirement for an advanced 
degree for future engineering 
graduates, are forecast in a report 
released by the American Society 
for Engineering Education 
(ASEE). 

The ASEE Committee on 
Goals of Engineering Education 
saw today’s engineering 
community as one of the last 
major professions in which the 
majority of its practitioners have 
only a bachelor’s degree. 

While factors such as 
experience are important in 
engineering and are achieved in 
practical work situations, the 
Goals Report suggests that the 
increasing complications and 
demands of society will be better 
served if engineering students 
extend their academic studies 
before entering industrial 
employment. 

Since 1950, the number of 
students in all areas who have 
continued their education 
beyond the baccalaureate level 
has almost doubled. The report 
shows the number of engineering 
master’s degrees awarded 
annually has grown almost 2.8 
times in that period, and the 
number of doctorates by more 
than 4. 

The report urges that the 
four-year bachelor’s degree no 
longer be considered as a 


minimum requirement for future 
professional engineers, becoming 
instead a stepping-stone for 
graduate study in a specialty field 
with the master’s degree as the 
minimum. 

The report stresses the 
necessity of maintaining high 
quality in engineering programs, 
stating that “the greatest 
challenge facing engineering 
educators today is that of 
achieving a workable balance 
between a thorough-going 
flexibility and variety, and a 
reasonable uniformity of 
standards and goals.” 

The basic engineering 
program of baccalaureate plus 
master’s degree seems to offer the 
opportunity needed to achieve 
this goal. Not only does 


provide more time for both 
technical and non-technical 
subject matter, but it should also 
permit the student to determine 
his special niche and develop his 
own particular talents,” the 
report states. 


“Programs should make 
possible greater depth in the 
physical sciences, engineering 
sciences and mathematics, and 
should permit the opportunity 
for more effective integration of 
the social sciences and the 
humanities.”

“At the same time, curricula 
should be chosen to help satisfy 
the widely-felt need for increased 
emphasis on analysis, synthesis 
and design at all levels.”

concept of public higher 
education, and on the other, if 
successful, destroy the whole 
basis of voluntary support for 
private higher education.” 

Their statement called the 
program a “life indenture” that 
would discriminate against the 
less-affluent and create elitism. 

It also expressed the fear that 
all of higher education might 
eventually become dependent on 
the bank’s solvency for its 
continued existence. 

“This nation needs the 
Educational Opportunity Bank 
like mad,” said Dr. Zacharias. 
“We just have to bide our time.” 
He thinks Vice President 
Humphrey would support the 
proposal if elected president and 
that Richard Nixon would 
probably listen to his advisers.

Tommie Smith, John Carlos defended

In 1896, in the rebuilt stadium 
of Athens, the first Olympic 
games of the present day cycle 
were held. The theme of the 
games, then as today, was simple 
and unmistakable. The Olympic 
games were to be a series of 
competitive sports events for 
amateur athletes of all nations, 
conducted without regard to* 
race, creed or political beliefs. 
The color and pageantry, keen 
rivalry and high level of 
competition were to contribute 
to the great world-wide interest 
in the games. What one must 
attempt to question is whether-or 
-not those factors of race, creed 


and political beliefs have come to 
light in view of their obvious 
restrictions. 

Last week, upon the 
completion of another day of 
competition, an award ceremony 
took place that caused the 
Olympic Committee of the 
United States to send a note of 
apology to the Olympic 
Committee of Mexico and the 
International Olympic 
Committee. Tommie Smith, 
winner of the gold medal in the 
200 meters and John Carlos, who 
placed third in the same event for 
the bronze medal, stood 
motionless on their pedestals, 
bowed their heads and raised 


their right and left hands, 
respectively, to the playing of 
their national anthem.

On Smith’s right hand was a 
black glove and on Carlos’ left 
hand the same symbol for black 
unity appeared. As in all their 
events, they wore black knee 
socks. Their track shoes were 
removed so as to display then- 
awareness of poverty within the 
United States. 

Howard Cossell, one of the 
most well-informed and arrogant 
broadcasters around, talked to 
Smith later that day and all but 
clarified what most had thought 
was the reason for his and his 
teammate’s action. When asked 
what Tommie and John hoped to 
gain by their actions, Tommie 
replied: “Black Dignity.” When 
asked if Tommie was proud to be 
an American, he replied, “I am 
proud to be a Black American.” 

The United States Olympic 
Committee felt that no action 
should be taken at the time; that 
because two individuals, and only 
two, had acted out of spirit with 
the entire meaning of Olympic 
competition, there was no reason 
to cast shame on the entire 


United States team. But the next 
day, they reversed their decision 
and asked the two athletes to 
leave the Olympic camp. 

Many reactions became 
apparent and many views were 
expressed. A member of the 
United States decathalon team 
commented on whether he 
thought that Smith and Carlos 
discredited the American flag. He 
replied by saying that no they did 
not discredit it, but rather it 
discredited them as it has done so 
many times before. 


There is no doubt that the 
American Negro has been a 
constant target of discrimination. 
Unless he holds a position of 
pride and power, as in the 
Olympic games, he is often 
looked upon, by many, as 
somewhat less than human. 


If it takes physical prowess to 
be respected as a black man 
in this country, then Tommie 
Smith and John Carlos did right 
in showing the world that there 
are others less fortunate than 
themselves, that there are others 
who are not physically adept at 
winning the gold medal. 


Tommie Smith and John Carlos 
did what they, in their hearts, 
believed was right. They did what 
they did for a cause, a cause that 
has been in existence since the 
Civil War. Despite the fact that 
they let it be known in an 
international event to which the 
world was witness and to whose 
principle holds that no politics 
shall be displayed, the moment 
was right. It is wrong to express a 
political belief where politics has 
been non-existent since 1896, but it 
is not wrong to express a belief 
based upon the suppressed 
emotions of a tormented Black 
America. 

The Olympic Committee, the 
people of the world and other 
athletes not associated with the 
two athletes who expressed then- 
belief have no right to condemn 
and no right to voice disapproval, 
for one cannot tear apart a 
feeling that has been generated 
by a righteous cause. The 
injustice in Mexico was not in the 
decision to bar these men from 
the Games but, rather, in the 
refusal of giving them the respect 
that two proud men deserve.

Any Bradley football fan who attended last Saturday’s 
game at Eastern Illinois must have truly been shocked to see 
the fans cheering for their home squad. The sophisticated 
Bradley grid fan knows that you just don’t cheer at a college 
game; after all, somebody might think that you really care 
about the team. 

There are a few loyal fans who support the Braves 
through the good and the bad, fans who would sit through a 
game in a driving rainstorm just as easily as they would 
watch a game played on a beautiful autumn day. But these 
people can probably be counted on one and a half hands. 

You can always tell the freshmen at the game, because 
they are the ones who are cheering, often making more noise 
than the fabled Bradley cheerleaders. But how long do you 
expect a student to really support the team, when everyone 
else around him sits on their hands and makes as much noise 
as you hear in a city morgue?

It was interesting to compare the actions of a typical

cheering their Panthers on. 

It must be pointed out that the crowd was large partially 
because it was Eastern’s homecoming, but it must also be 
noted that Eastern’s record going into Saturday’s encounter 
was a dismal 1-4. Also, Eastern had played four out of their 
first five games of the season at home, so the local fans knew 
the inadequacies of the squad. Despite these facts the 
overflowing crowd was enthusiastic throughout the game, 
even when Bradley jumped off to a quick 16-0 edge in the 
first period. The crowd kept cheering throughout the game, 
even when Eastern was unquestionably out of the game late 
in the fourth period. 

Contrast this with a Bradley team that is now 3-3 on the 
season. The students know that Bradley always puts on an 
exciting show, and they know that they’ll never get bored 
by lack of action. But what happened at the Akron game 
two weeks ago when Bradley, with a two game winning 
streak, met one of the leading small college powers in the 
nation? A very liberal estimate would place attendance on 
the students’ side of the field at 1,500-2,000.

Bradley’s cross country team 
ran its losing streak to six straight 
as the Leathernecks of Western 
Illinois and the Redbirds of 
Illinois State crushed them twice 
a week ago. 

Western Illinois University, 
backed by its great combo of 
Troy Roberts and Aaron Stills, 
handed Bradley’s cross crountry 
team its fifth consecutive loss last 
Wednesday at Newman Golf 
Course, 18-40. 

Roberts and Stills battled the 
Braves’ Dave Ulmer for more 
than two miles before the two 
Leathernecks went ahead and 
finished 1-2 in the identical times 
of 21:20.0. Ulmer finished third 
in 21:37, but Western Illinois 
swept the next four places to 
drop Bradley to a 1-5 record. 

Randy Hart was the Braves’ 
number two runner with an 
eighth place finish and a time of 
22:33, just edging out a Western 
Illinois runner by one second. Bill 
Johnson, Pete Lanners and Jim 
Dickerson finished up the 
Bradley scoring with finishes of 
tenth, eleventh and twelfth. 

The meet, the second to the 
last of the year here in Peoria, 
was run on a warm and sunny,' 
but obviously too windy day. At 
the halfway mark of the four 
mile run, Ulmer was battling it 
out with Roberts and Stills for 
first place. Fifteen yards in back 
of them, three of the 
Leathernecks were bunched up 
with Johnson and Hart in their 
midst. Twenty yards in back of 
these five came yet two more 
WIU harriers hotly pursued by 
Lanners and Bob Jorgensen. 

This Bradley effort, however, 
dissipated by the three mile mark 
of the course, and the attention 
of all was focused on the battle 
for first place between Roberts 
and Stills. The wind, which often 
reached gusts of about 10-15 
miles per hour, was blamed for 
the less than normal times. 

Nevertheless, the meet was 
just another crushing loss which 
seems to be the Bradley team’s 
only recourse this year. Coach 
John Schoof seems to have his 
hands full in trying to solve the 
enigmatic performance of his 
team. 

In an interview after the race, 
even top runner Dave Ulmer 
mentioned his concern nd 
puzzlement. Said Ulmer of the 
team, “I don’t know what to 
say.’ The senior harrier went on 
to state that in previous years the 
squad seemed to win most of 
their early meets, but that this 
year they just did not seem to be 
in shape. He admitted a slight dip 
in moral, but said that it would 
pick up once the losing streak 
was broken. 

Illinois State University kept 


the Braves nose dive alive, 
however, as they walloped 
Bradley 19-43 on Friday, 
October 18. 


Alan Taylor of State finished 
first over the Braves’ four mile 
course in the time of 20:57.6. 
Dave Ulmer once again brought 
his squad some vestige of respect 
by taking second in his best time 
of the year, 21:08. The Redbirds 
then swept the next six places, 
however, before Jim Dickerson of 
the Braves became his team’s 
second man with an eighth and a 
time of 21:39. 

The scoring for Bradley was 
rounded out by Bill Johnson, 
Bob Jorgensen and Randy Hart 
who. were awarded tenth, 
eleventh and twelfth place. 
Johnson and Jorgensen were also 
under twenty-two minutes for 
the Braves, making it the first 
time ever that Bradley has had 
four runners under that time. 

The Braves were scheduled to 
run in a meet last Saturday, the 
Culver-Stockton Invitational, but 
Schoof withdrew the team after 
their poor performance in the 
early part of the season.

ODK: profiles in indecision

The Omicron Delta 
Kappa-Mortar Board Leadership 
Training Conference held at 
Camp Wokanda last weekend 
seemed to be a study of 
indecisiveness rather than 
leadership. 

The keynote address was given 
by Illinois Congressman Robert 
Michel to the 150 campus leaders 
assembled. Congressman Michel, 
who is seeking re-election Nov. 5, 
deviated from his speech topic of 
leadership and told students to 
simply not go to schools where 
the curriculum offered didn’t suit 
their needs. He stated that it was 
better to avoid schools where 
changes were needed. The 
Congressman, a Republican who 
has served in largely Democratic 
Congresses, went on to 
sympathize with minority groups 
who have to “scratch” for 
changes in legislation.

The rest of the evening was 
devoted to group discussions of 
the several questions set on the 


conference agenda. The purpose 
of the evening was to arouse an 
awareness in the student leaders 
of their organizations’ roles on 
the campus and their role as 
leaders of these organizations. 
The students defined the qualities 
of a good leader and questioned 
whether some of them failed to 
achieve these standards within 
their organization. 

The evening ended with a plea 
from conference leader Thom 
Berkes that the ODK conference 
dedicate itself to the solving of 
Bradley’s racial situation. He 
dramatically viewed it as the 
biggest problem facing the 
University today. However, after 
the conference adjourned for the 
night, nothing was mentioned as 
a follow-up program nor was any 
consideration given to his plea in 
the group reports. 

After a night which ranged 
from “moderately comforable” 
to “freezing” for the delegates, 
they gathered in the dining hall 
for the second series of 
discussions on Saturday morning. 

A panel discussion was held by 
Mrs. Barbara Proctor Mantz, past 
editor of the Scout , Joseph 
McDade, a Bradley alumnus and a 
leader in the Peoria area, and 
Dean Edward King, Bradley’s 
Dean of Men. They discussed the 
problems of being a leader and 
shared some of their personal 
experiences with the delegates. 

The final group discussion 
tried to answer the question of 
the role of the organizations in 
the community. Several feasible 
suggestions were mentioned in 
some of the groups on ways of 
improving Bradley’s relationship 
with the Peoria area. One group

proposed that the Scout and 
WRBU increase their audience to 
include more of Peoria and give 
increased coverage of Bradley’s 
community oriented projects. 

The group hoped this would 
overcome the opinion held by 
many Peorians that Bradley is 
merely an intellectual hilltop set 
off from the rest of the 
community. However, these 
proposals were not acted upon by 
the conference and were left to 
the leadership of individuals. 

While many groups talked of 
improving the role of the 
university within the community, 
one group took an objective view 
of the ODK conference and 
realized that in all likelihood, the 
conference was a failure. The 
ODK conference was viewed as a 


necessary first step to 
improvements of the leadership 
and organizations on this campus, 
but this first step has taken place 
in every annual leadership 
conference to date. 

The group cited the necessity 
of additional conferences with 
the attendance of not only the 
student leaders but also faculty 
and administration heads, 
especially Dr. Van Arsdale and 
Vice President Kuchel. It was 
pointed out that with these 
additional people participating, a 
genuine discussion and 
understanding could take place 
over rule and procedure changes. 

The 14th annual conference 
adjourned without setting up a 
steering committee to consider 
further conferences.

E. Russel Kuchel, Vice President 
for Academic Affairs at the 
University. Dr. O. W. Snarr, Vice 
President for Development and 
Sponsored Programs and 
Executive Secretary of the Dads’ 
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Association, will also appear on 
the program as will Dr. A. G. 
Haussler, Executive Secretary of 
the University who founded and 
organized the present Dads’ 
Association. 

Because of limited space, 
luncheon reservations will be 
limited to 800. Reservations will 
not be accepted after Nov. 1. 
Presiding over the activities will 
be Peorian Eugene M. Fisher, 
President of the Dads’ 
Association. Roscoe W. Scott of 
Abingdon serves as First Vice 
President of the Association, 
while K. L. Pfundstein of Rock 
Island is the Second Vice 
President. 

The highlight of the Dads’ Day 
activities will be the presentation 
of the “Chief of Dads,” a father 
of a Bradley student selected at 
random from the parents in 
attendance. This dad will be 
presented with a trophy and an 
Indian headdress in recognition 
of the honor and will be 
presented at halftime of the 
football game. All Bradley dads 
in attendance will receive canes 
with red and white Bradley 
pennants. 


New aid programs 
offered students 


It is the objective of Bradley’s 
Office of Financial Assistance 
that no student be denied the 
opportunity to attend the 
University because of the inability 
to finance his education. To 
achieve this goal, the Office of 
Financial Assistance administers a 
variety of scholarships, grants, 
loans and aids students in finding 
part-time employment. At the 
present time, about 50 per cent 
of all full-time students at 
Bradley are receiving some type 
of financial aid. This includes 
approximately $2,100,000 which 
the office administered in 
scholarships and loans for the 
1968-69 school year. This figure 
is expected to be $2,800,000 for 
the next school year. The 
Financial Assistance Office has 
also placed 344 students in 
part-time jobs so far this year. 
Students desiring part-time 
employment may make 
appointments to be interviewed 
at the Financial Assistance 
Office. Despite a waiting list of 
159 students, a student with 
special job qualifications and the 
right hours has a good chance of 
being placed in a good job. 

New and renewal applications 
for Bradley-administered grants, 
scholarships and loans are 
available now at the Financial 
Aid Office, which is located 
across from the Student Center 
on Elmwood. Renewal 
applications for Illinois State 
Scholarships should be available 
by mid-November. It should be 
emphasized to the students that 
neither the Illinois State 
Scholarship nor any scholarship, 
grant or loan which is 
administered through the Bradley 
Financial Aid Office is 
automatically renewable for four 
years. Students and their parents 
are required to fill out renewal 
applications and renewal Parents 
Confidential Statements each 
year that assistance is desired. 
According to Mr. Cromwell, head 
of the Financial Aid Office, the 
major problem faced by his office 
is the failure by many students to 
file renewal applications. Unless 
such forms are completed and 
sent in by March 1, 1968, it will 
be impossible for the student to 
receive a scholarship or 
government load for the 1969-70 
school year. 

Because of the unpopular 
increase in tuition for next year it 
is possible that some students 
who did not show financial need 
this year might be eligible for 
some financial aid next year. It is 
also quite probable that many 
students who now receive 
financial aid will receive a higher 
scholarship next year because of 
increased needs. The Illinois State 
Scholarship Commission has 
raised it’s maximum scholarship 
and grant to $1,200 and 
Bradley’s source of funds has 
expanded.

Senate ponders 
ASG withdraw 


To promote a better academic 
and intellectual atmosphere on 
campus is the main purpose of 
the experimental free university 
which will begin its first trial run 
at Bradley next week. Already 
successful in the eastern schools, 
Bradley’s free university will 
consist of three informal, non 
credit, free-thinking courses 
usually not found in a college’s 
regular curriculum. 

Under the instruction of Dean 
King and Dr. Miller, the first 
course, “The Problem of 
Knowing and Doing in Sex”, will 
give 30 students a chance to 
speak their mind and ask any sort 
of questions dealing with sexual 
relations. The course, which will 


begin Nov. 5 at 8 p.m. in Jobst 
auditorium and run also Nov. 12 
and 19, will be a stimulus to get a 
course concerning sex admitted 
to the curriculum of Bradley 
University. Since the course is 
mostly question and answer, 
enrollment will be limited. 

“The Problem of Living” will 
probably be the “freest” course 
of all, mainly because students 
will direct the way it will 
proceed. Headed by faculty 
members Dr. Simmons, Dr. 
Steiner and Dr. Gould, subjects 
such as morality, psychiatry, 
religion and the general problem 
of what it means to be alive will 
be just a few of the topics 
discussed.

The longest running course, 
“The Problem of Believing” will 
begin its five-week term on 
Wednesday, Nov. 13 and will 
continue on Nov. 20 and 27, Dec.

“The free university is not a cure 
for the problems that now exist 
in academics at Bradley”, John 
Hanks explained. Hanks, who is 
chairman of the Student Senate 
Programs and Events Committee 
and originator of the bill passed 
by the Senate allowing the free 


university to begin also added,

Saltpeter stories abound in the popular lexicon. That these tales 
persist should be no surprise for here we have an invisible enemy an 
enemy which assaults our emotions but is not perceptible to our 
senses. We cannot see it, smell it, feel it, or hear it. Rather, we must 
rely on a sixth sense to determine whether the innocent-looking 
mashed potatoes reposing placidly on our plates are indeed 
contaminated with the foreign agent known as potassium nitrate or 
more popularly, as saltpeter. 

Apparently there are those among us who believe the danger to be 
real They claim that saltpeter is a poison which is being added to the 
ood of usual good quality” which is served in our dormitories - or 
perhaps only one dormitory for all known complaints have emanated 
from University Hall, a dorm for freshman men. They maintain that 
saltpeter affects not only the nervous system, the heart, and the 
bowels, but that it is also detrimental to the sex drive.

We would not object to block sales, if all students had 
an equal opportunity to purchase such blocks. 
Unfortunately this is not the case. Block sales are made 
to organizations one week in advance of sales to the 
general student body. 

Although it is beyond the right of this paper to ask 
that enterprising students be prohibited from purchasing 
as many tickets as possible and reselling them for a 
profit, it would seem only fair that all students have an 
equal opportunity to make such a profit or at least 
purchase a good seat for himself. 

In the future, it will be expected that a more 
equitable manner in which to distribute tickets will be 
devised. A simple solution would be merely to open 
sales to everyone at the same time on a first-come 
first-served cash basis.

That same white man 
considers Chamberlain off the 
court a “black nigger.” 

Secondly, Cohen has the 
outright temerity to suggest that 
a black athlete with appropriate 
social graces is free to join any 
organization he pleases. Garbage! 
Acticulate and intelligent athletes 
like Green Bay’s Willie Davis and 
Maury Wills (formerly of the 
Pirates) would not be allowed 
within shooting distance of any 
of the lily-white social clubs in 
the United States. 

But what was worse than these 
fallacious statements were the 
inane analogies he dredged up 
from a third grader. He says that 
he would not invite Lassie to 
dinner.

In four years, 
representatives running on the 
Wallace platform in the south and 
in the numerous racist 
communities in the north, 
combined with the increased 
popularity of Wallace, could 
make Wallace’s party a 
frighteningly powerful 
organization. 

Since there seems to be little 
intelligence reflected by these 
two columnists, I suggest that 
Bradley offer a special course in 
General Knowledge, and require 
the “Flubsy Twins” to take three 
hours each. Of course, the odds 
are high that they will fail, so 
maybe a summer session for the 
course should be set up-just in 
case.

Winding bands. The Airmen of 
Note have appeared in over 300 
cities in 25 countries on four 
continents and have appeared in 
every state in the union in the 
past few years. Such prominent 
vocalists as Nancy Wilson, Jack 


Jones, Matt Monroe and Carmen 
McRae frequently record with 
the organization. 

Recordings by the “Note” are 
heard over more than 3,000 radio 
stations in the United States and 
overseas. Two of their more I 
widely known record series are !

Fund raising campaign 
passes 2 million mark 


The present Bradley 
University campaign to raise 
$5,000,000 for physical facilities 
has topped the $2,000,000 mark 
according to a report made at the 
monthly meeting of the 
University’s Board of Trustees. 

The report was submitted by 
Merle Yontz, General Chairman 
of the Bradley campaign. It 
indicated that as the result of 
recent gifts, the University 
presently stands at $2,200,000, 
or better than 40 per cent of its 
goal. The campaign was formally 
initiated in June with the 
announcement of the $500,000 
pledge from the Caterpillar 
Tractor Co. 

Yontz reported that the major 
portion of the total has come as a 
result of gifts from the business 
and industry section which has 
already accounted for over one 
million dollars. This figure has 
been made possible through 
record gifts from such firms as 
Caterpillar, The Commercial 
National Bank of Peoria, Hiram 
Walker & Sons, the Toledo, 
Peoria & Western Railroad, the 
Quaker Oats Co., the Herget 
National Bank of Pekin and the 
First National Bank of Pekin. 


The remainder of the gifts 
already granted and pledged are 
from community leaders and 
other individuals close to the 
University.

Bradley University’s 1968-69 
Lecture-Arts series began its 
season on Oct. 25 at Robertson 
Memorial Fieldhouse with Dr. E. 
G. Williamson as guest speaker. 
The topic of his speech was 
“student unrest”. 

Dr. Williamson recently 
studied the problem of student 
unrest in foreign countries, as 
well as the U.S. He is an advisor, 
counselor, professor, lecturer, 
and Dean of Students presently 
at the University of Minnesota. 
He is a representative of the 
Danforth Foundation. 

To begin his lecture, Dr. 
Williamson commented that 
student unrest is nothing new. “It 
is almost as old as the university 
as an institution, dating back to 
the 12th Century. However, 
student activism of today has 
acquired new features.” 

“Students have become news 
worthy all of a sudden in 
whatever they do-it was not this 
way in the past. Whatever read 
today of these unrests is 
considered by the public as 
typical of all students, even 
though only one or two per cent 
are really involved in 
demonstrations of unrest. Most 
students do not come to college 
to reform society but to be 
trained vocationally. There are 
others who are nonconformists- 
-the activists. Sometimes they 
are sick persons who need 
psychic help rather than reform. 

“Many of these students are 
over-exercising the right of 
dissent. The basic difficulty of 
these people is their infantile 
concept of freedom. They believe 
there are no restraints upon their 
freedom. However, every 
freedom has cut off point-it is 
not endless. 

“Activists exhibit shallow 
thinking in organizing a world 
without authority. Authority is 
necessary for the operations of 
society. Growing a beard, using 
LSD and marijuana, growing long 
hair, etc. becorr ign of revolt 
in the activist ^g. anot authoritive 
restrictions. 

“Students a e really very 
decent persons wh ' for the most 
part want to signified by 

being listened to. Many feel 
alienated and degraded as if not 
being of any importance to the 
faculty or the students. They 
hold up a large IBM card as a 
symbol of their alienation. The 
gap between institutions and 
students must be bridged in this 
perceived degradation if the 
problem is to be solved. The best 
way to accomplish this is to have 
the academic departments involve 


the students, and for the faculty 
to fraternize with students over a 
cup of coffee. 

‘‘Not all unrests are 
destructive; some are 
constructive. Some aid culturally 
deprived and minority groups in 
socially committed activities. The 
division between the campus and 
the community is being 
eroded-the campus is no longer 
an isolated ivory tower. The 
students are bringing upon 
campus unsolved problems of the 
20th Century. They are trying to 
make us aware that our society is 
not perfect.” 

But, in conclusion Dr. 
Williamson also stated that “the 
thing to do is to face the fact that 
we are deficient and to work 
harder to correct this in hope 
that a better world will rise.” 

Chorale to sing 
at Trinity 

In a past issue of the Bradley

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Simon proposes revision 
off Illinois constitution 


The players are ready, the stage is set, and almost all the tickets are sold for the Bradley Theatre’s season 
opener of Hamlet. 


“The State Constitution is 
loaded with details that do not 
make sense today.” And thus 
Paul Simon, democratic 
candidate for Lieutenant 
Governor of Illinois described 
Illinois’ state constitution in a 
news conference at Bradley on 
Wednesday, Oct. 23. 

Simon gave the biennial period 
as one such outdated detail. “It is 
next to impossible to build a 
budget on a two year basis. You 
have to guess on how things will 
be three years in the future.” 

When asked why the Federal 
Constitution was not under 
similar attack for being old and 
outdated Simon answered, “The 
U.S. Constitution deals with 
principles and state constitutions 
deal with the details of running a 
state government.” Simon stated

'Hamlet’ to open Monday in Neumiller

Start with 31 actors, a couple 
of dozen assorted workers, two 
directors and a designer. Add 
45-richly-colored costumes, 
numerous props and pots of 
makeup. Combine with talent, a 
dash of inspiration and lots of 
hard work. 

Mix thoroughly according to 
recipe and cook for seven weeks, 
first in a small room and then on 
a stage set to resemble a 10th 
Century Danish castle. 

The finished product? The 
Bradley University Theatre’s 
production of Shakespeare’s 
Hamlet, which opens Monday 
night in Neumiller Chapel. 

Originally scheduled for a 
six-day run, Nov. 5-10, the 


schedule has been increased to 
eight performances including 
evening shows on Monday and 
Sunday, because of a vast 
demand for tickets. 

According to Director Dr. 
Collins J. Bell, Monday’s added 
performance has been sold out to 
high school groups in the Peoria 
area. Bradley’s Dad’s Day crowd 
is expected to fill Neumiller 
Chapel for the 8 p.m. Saturday 
performance. That leaves about 
2100 seats for the remaining six 
shows. 

“We’ve sold 1947 season 
coupon books - a record - for 
this year,” Bell said. Full houses 
are expected, he added, and the 
theatre will expand the 
performance schedule even more 


if additional dates are needed to 
accommodate theatre goers. 

Bell attributed Hamlet's box 
office success, as well as the 
record coupon sales, to the 
popularity of last year’s theatre 
season, the appeal of the play 
itself - this is Bradley Theatre’s 
first Shakespearean play - and to 
the theatre’s bill for the season. 

Other plays on schedule 
include Between Two Thieves, 
scheduled for Dec. 10-15, and 
three major shows next semester: 
a reader’s theatre production of 
Stop the World, I Want To Get 
Off, The Odd Couple, and 
Marat/Sade. 

With opening night but three 
days away, the cast and crews of 
Hamlet are busy with last minute 



rehearsals, costume adjustments, 
and final touches to the thrust 
stage set. 

Cast members, to be decked in 
colorful velvet and satin finery, 
include Gary Atwood as Hamlet, 
prince of Denmark; John Tabbert 
as King Claudius; Hamlet’s uncle;

constitution needs rewriting. He 
favors placing the entire 
document, article by article, on 
the ballot for approval. 

“I’m against vote fraud 
anywhere. The democrats are as 
much interested in this as anyone 
else.” Simon explained his 
position on the alleged voter 
registration fraud in Chicago in 
this way. He feels that the uproar 
on this issue is more of “smoke 
screen to cover up public talk 
about other incidents.” 

Simon sees a very tight race 
for state offices here. He is 
confident of his election because, 
“my opponent has not served a 
day in public office, and I don’t 
feel that this office is the proper 
place for public office 
apprenticeships.” 

The final question dealt with 
the harm brought by the 
Democratic National Convention j 
in Chicago. Simon thinks that the 
convention hurt Mayor Daley and j 
that Cook County is no longer as 
strongly democratic as it 
previously was. “Hubert 
Humphrey was leading Richard 
Nixon before the convention. 
Now Nixon is ahead, but 
Humphrey is gaining ground. I’m 
not certain if Humphrey will be 
able to catch Nixon. It will be 
close, concluded Simon.

data-processing machines cope 
with mighty accumulations of 
data, but living people still deal 
with the problems of people,” 
Dr. Lederle states. 

Reflecting a student-centered 
orientation, he outlines a basic 
restructuring of the student 
personnel services divisions that 
has resulted in a decentralization 
of responsibilities to residential 
area coordinators as well as 
increased training for 
heads-of-residence, residence 
directors and counselors. 

The basic objective of this 
restructuring has been to make 
staff members more readily 
accessible to students who have 
problems that require 
administrative guidance and 
advice.

UC got its first taste of major 
politics, 1968, Friday afternoon 
as Minnesota Senator and 
defeated Democratic presidential 
hopeful Eugene McCarthy 
addressed an enthusiastic crowd 
of 4,000 in the Armory 
Fieldhouse in support of 


Senatorial candidate John 
Gilligan. 

The afternoon program, 
designed to help muster support 
for the financially-sagging 
Gilligan campaign, featured, in 
addition to McCarthy, a surprise 
visit from folk singing group 
Peter, Paul and Mary, who had 
worked on behalf of McCarthy’s 
campaign prior to the Chicago 
Democratic Convention. 

...Said Peter (Yarrow), “It’s 
quite clear now that the 
McCarthy fight wasn’t a defeat, 
but a victory, and it continues. 
The candidate in exile is tailing to 
the people in exile.” He added, 
“Let us not forget; let us not lose 
hope.” 

Paul added that the “object 
now is not a revolution, but a 
new politic, a politic of individual 
participation. This is the crux and 
the core of the American we 
love.” 

...While the crowd waited for 
McCarthy, they were asked to 
observe two minutes of silence 
for peace. 

In anticipation of McCarthy’s 
arrival, by then twenty minutes 


late, the crowd started clapping 
and shouting, and when the 
defeated Democratic candidate 
appeared, shouts of “We want 
Gene” rang throughout the 
Fieldhouse. 

...McCarthy opened his speech 
by joking that “I’m looking 
better as a candidate as the 
country has a chance to examine 
what is left over,” a statement 
that brought the crowd cheering 
to their feet. 

...He said that the Senate has 
failed in foreign policy. And 
while the State Department 
operates from fear and 
indecision, the Defense 
Department operates from lack 
of fear and too much decision. 

...The draft system also 
received its turn on the chopping 
block. McCarthy said that he has 
raised questions about the draft 
act for the last nine months, 
because “we refuse to be rational 
about this.” McCarthy’s 
numerous barbs directed at 
President Johnson and the 
Administration drew bursts of 
applause from the crowd.

The statistical data from 
which these conclusions are 
drawn is provided by Dr. Jack B. 
Bresler, assistant provost. He 
reveals that he used three 
unrelated bodies of data in 
reaching his conclusion. The first 
was the student evaluation of 130 
faculty members in 155 courses. 

The second was the Tufts 
yearly publication, Faculty 
Annual, which lists the number 
of published articles and books 
produced by each faculty 
member. The third was the file of 
records and government awards 
made to Tufts faculty members. 

“The students rated as their 
best instructors those faculty 
members who had published 
articles and who had received or 
were receiving government 
support for research,” he 
concludes. 

Dr. Bresler emphasizes that 
the students were not aware of 
the publishing or research 
activities of their instructors 
when they rated them. They were 
concerned merely with the 
quality of their teaching as 
reflected in the individual courses 
the students evaluated. 

“The students were asked to 
evaluate the faculty member as 
ranking in the first, second, third 
or fourth quartile of teaching 
excellence in comparison with 
other Tufts faculty members and 


not according to some external or 
theoretical evaluation system,” 
Dr. Bresler notes. 

“Despite some irregularities in 
the data, in general those faculty 
members who were receiving or 
had received support from 
government agencies were ranked 
highest in teaching abilities. 
Those faculty members who had 
never received support were 
classified in the lower ranks,” he 
adds. 

In commenting on the 
statistical data, Dr. Bresler says: 
“Anecdotal information, 
especially on student opinions, 
should be weighed carefully and, 
for the most part, distrusted. 
Although anecdotal information 
makes good copy and is usually 
reported in full, a well-controlled 
large-scale survey involving 
hundreds of students is a better 
barometer of student feelings. 

“If one were to study 
carefully the accounts in 
newspapers, magazines, and 
Sunday supplements in the past 
five to seven years, one would get 
the impression that students 
regarded those faculty who were 
interested in government awards, 
publications, and honors in 
professional societies as poor 
instructors. 

“However, the Tufts data 
collected on more than 1,000 
students (by students themselves) 
indicate that the reverse is true 
and that student evaluation 
shows that the faculty are 
regarded as better instructors. 

“In the past we have also seen 
anecdotal or casual information 
to the effect that some students 
felt freshman courses were poorly 
taught and that large classes were 
less desirable than small classes. 
Here again, the Tufts data, based 
upon an evaluation of 
approximately 155 courses, 
indicate that the students felt the 
introductory courses were very 


well taught and that, surprisingly 
enough, large classes received 
higher evaluation than small 
classes. 

“It is unfortunate some 
members of the U. S. Congress 
have been misled by 
impressionistic and casual data 
and feel that an individual must 
be either a good teacher or a 
good researcher. 

“All too frequently, when a 
faculty member is good in 
research and teaching, he is also 
good in many other fields; for 
example, the committee work 
that is so necessary to make a 
university run or raising funds for 
his own projects or even for the 
university. 

“Because he is so good, the 
students rightly wish to have 
more of his or her time. This is 
probably the crux of the student 
unrest on this matter - the 
quantity of time rather than the 
quality of the exposure in class 
and in laboratory.”

Utah modifies pass-fail system 


Salt Lake City, Utah - (I.P.) - 
Two modifications in the pass-fail 
system at the University of Utah 
have been approved by the Board 
of Regents. 

The pass-fail option has been 
modified to include the “D” 
grade, and the pass-fail option 
card removed from the advance 
registration packet and 
distributed instead with student’s 
completed class schedules. 

Under the modified pass-fail 
system, a student whose 
performance is at the “C-” level 
or above will receive a pass “P”. 
If his performance is in the “D” 
range he will receive a “D”, and if 
his performance is failing, he will 
receive an “E”. 
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The new system will also allow 
a student to register and attend a 
class for two weeks before 
deciding whether or not to 
exercise his pass-fail option. 

In their recommendation 
statement to the Regents, the 
council stated that it was aware 
that a substantial number of 
faculty members strongly favored 
excluding all General Education 
courses from the pass-fail option. 

“Nevertheless, in view of the 
important changes which are now 
being considered for the General 
Education program in 1969-70, 
we believe that the present 
provisions relating to General 
Education in the pass-fail 
program should be continued 
through 1968-69,” the statement 
said. 

The two changes are aimed at 
solving the two most troublesome 
problems which developed during 
the first year of the program: 

1. The tendency of students 
merely to “get by” on the 
pass-fail option in required 
General Education courses, and 

2. The desire of many students 
to change their decision 
concerning the pass-fail option 


after they have attended the first 
one or two meetings of a class. 

The first change will amend 
the Faculty Regulations 
concerning pass-fail to read: 

In courses in which activity or 
attendance is the controlling 
factor in the determination of 
grades, the grade “P” (pass) shall 
be substituted for the grades 
“A”, “B”, “C+”, “C”, or “C-”. 
The grade “P” shall carry credit 
toward graduation but shall not 
be included in the computing of 
grade point averages. 

Review of the pass-fail was 
made by an Ad Hoc Committee 
to Study Withdrawal and Grading 
Practices. 

During his freshman and 
sophomore years a student may 
select a maximum of three lower 
division courses for which he will 
receive pass-fail grades. 

After achieving junior standing 
a student who has been accepted 
in a regularly-established 
academic major may select a 
maximum of six courses outside 
his major department for which 
he will receive pass-fail grades. 

A student may select only one 
pass-fail option in any one 
quarter.

For one, he noted 
that although the race was a mile 
longer than usual, both Johnson 
and Lanners had better times at 
the four mile mark than in any 
race yet this year. The coach also 
candidly stated that Johnson ran 
his first good race of the year, 
mainly because of the fact that 
his often injured ankle gave him 
no trouble whatsoever in the 
race. 

Schoof also listed the “easier 
course” as another factor, but 
seemed proudest of the fact that 
Bradley’s first five runners were 
all within fifty seconds of each 
other. “To be balanced, your top 
five runners must be close to one 
another,” he said. 

The Bradley harriers next 
meet was scheduled for last 
Tuesday, but Coach Schoof had 
no visions of victory over the 
opponent, Northern Illinois 
University. Northern earlier this 
year beat Illinois State, which in 
turn wallopped the Braves. He 
felt, however, that the team 
“won’t be humiliated” because of 
the morale boosting win and 
because of the team’s recovering 
from several injuries.

Mission Impossible: Braves go south 
to face Pensacola NAS and Staubach

The scene is Mission 
Impossible headquarters in 
Peoria. Chief of local operations 
in Peoria, William Stone, is being 
briefed on his next 
assignment-stopping a 
once-beaten football team that 
has been terrorizing the 
southlands. Doing the briefing is 
Mr. “B”, chief of scouting 
operations for the MI forces. 

“The Goshawks from the 
Pensacola Naval Air Station have 
only lost once in seven games this 
season. Lead by former Navy 
quarterback Roger Staubach, 
winner of the Heisman Trophy in 
his junior season, Coach Bob 
Elzey’s Goshawks swept through 
their first six opponents, before 
losing to McNeese State last 
week. The Goshawks were 
averaging 288 yards a game 
passing, and 102 yards on the 
ground through their first six 
games. 

Staubach, of course, is their 
key, and if you are to 
successfully complete your 
mission of sinking the Goshawks, 
the 6-2,195 pound supply officer 
must be contained. 

Through the first six games 
Staubach threw for 1,727 yards, 
including 15 touchdown passes, 
to surpass the 11 game totals he 
amassed at the Naval Academy in 
1963 when he won the Heisman 
Trophy. 

Against Youngstown, 
Staubach, playing only three 
periods, completed 26 of 39 
passes for 452 yards and four

touchdowns. The Goshawks won 
that one, 58-38. 

Through last Saturday’s game 
at McNeese State, “Jolly Roger” 
had completed 109 of 164 passes 
for 66.5 per cent, with only four 
interceptions. 

But while containing 
Staubach’s passing, you must also 
watch his running, since he is the 
third leading rusher on the squad. 

If you concentrate all your 
forces on Staubach, Coach Stone, 
you will find yourself in trouble 
because Elzey can boast the 
thirteen starters who were at least 
all-conference in college. 

Dolph Banks, all-conference 
choice at Cincinnati and former 
member of the Toronto 
Argonauts, is the leading attacker 
on the ground with 192 yards in 
63 carries through the first six 
games. Fullback Bob Lawson was 
an All-East honorable mention in 
1966 for Holy Cross. The other 
backfield men are Terry 
Haddock, former St. Louis 
Cardinal, and Dave Wirtula. 

The offensive line is anchored 
down by John Calo, who played 
last season with the Connecticut 
Rockets of the Atlantic Coast 
League. At guards are George 
Bare, an All-Ohio selection from 
Wooster, and Mike Shriver, who 
played at nearby Knox College. 
The other two interior linemen 
who will try to keep your men 
from the quarterback are Larry 
Wood from the University of 
Virginia and former Texas 


Selinger combines with tough defense 
to lead Bradley over Wheaton, 16-7

Bradley’s Larry Selinger threw 
for 223 yards and one 
touchdown before injuring his 
ankle in the final minutes 
Saturday as he led the Braves to a 
16-7 victory over Wheaton at 
McCully Field. 

Selinger, enjoying one of his 
finest afternoons, completed 15 
of his 25 tosses while the Brave 
defense limited Wheaton to only 
107 net yards, 60 through the air 
and 47 on the ground. 

The injury to Selinger 
occurred when he rolled out from 
the Wheaton 34-yard line. He 
moved 17 yards before being 
stopped at the host’s 17-yard 
line. 

After being helped from the 
field, Selinger returned to the 
locker room where his ankle was 
heavily taped. It was not known 
at the moment what the extent 
of the injury was, but first 
impressions were that of a sprain. 

The Crusaders drew first blood 
by jumping off to a 7-0 edge in 
the first quarter as quarterback 


Rick Havens ran the ball in from 
the one yard line on fourth 
down. 

The score was set up as a 
result of a pass interference call 
against Bradley’s Bill Willingham 
at the six-yard line. Four plays 
later, Havens went in. Jim 
McKean, a soccer-style booter, 
converted the point. 

The fired-up Braves come back 
with two touchdowns in the 
second quarter to take command 
by halftime, 13-7. 

Mike Dafferner put the Braves 
on he scoreboard with help from 
the Crusaders’ Randy List. 

Back to return a Selinger punt, 
List decided to try and run back 
the kick. Swarmed by a mass of 
Bradley lineman and halfback 
Dafferner, List fumbled the ball 
into the end zone, where it was 
recovered by Dafferner. 
Linebacker Jim Gustafson of 
Wheaton converged into 
Bradley’s backfield unmolested 
to block Jim King’s PAT try. 

The Bradley defense 
continued to hold the Crusaders’ 


charge and then let the offense 
put the Braves ahead for good 
with 7:12 to play in the half. 

Driving 80 yards in 10 plays, 
Selinger capped the Braves’ 
scoring march with an 18-yard 
screen pass to fullback Tom 
Stephano, who once again 
exhibited his tremendous power 
and balance. King came in for 
another extra point attempt and 
this time was successful. 

The Crusaders came surging 
back but were halted at the 
Bradley 34-yard line. McKean’s 
field goal try was on target but 
was short and the score remained 
unchanged. 

Bradley continued to 
dominate play during the third 
quarter but several scoring drives 
were interrupted by fumbles, 
interceptions and penalties. 

Early in the fourth quarter 
Bradley’s King placed the ball 
over and between the goal posts 
from 28 yards out as the Braves 
moved out in front 16-7. The % 
kick was the clincher and the 
Braves were on their way to 


bringing their season’s record to 
four wins and three losses. 

For the first time this season 
the Braves’ defense put in two 
strong halves. Stone commended 
his defense line for an excellent 
job done while holding the 
Wheaton offense. After last 
weeks 37-28 win at Eastern 
Illinois, it was good to see a 
strong defensive effort by 
Bradley. 

Selinger, before retiring from 
the game, clicked with 
consistency using fullback 
Stephano as his prime receiver. 
The sophomore from Batavia 
caught five passes and was also 
the leading Bradley rusher with 
63 yards in 21 carries. 

Dafferner caught three passes 
for 60 yards, and Tom Whitney 
pulled in three passes for 51 
yards. 

Wheaton’s Havens completed 
5 of 10 attempts for 60 yards. 
Leading the Crusaders’ ground 
game was fullback Bill Scholl 
with 43 yards in 13 journeys. 


Christian co-captain, Charles 
Young. 

Top receivers for the enemy 
are Steve Dundas and Tom 
McCracken. Dundas, an NAIA 
All-American at Pomona College, 
caught 41 passes for 699 yards 
and eight scores during the first 
six games. McCracken, from 
Gettysburg College, snared 26 
receptions for 603 yards and six 
touchdowns during that same 
period. Larry Lewis, from Ball 
State, will also see some action as 
a tight end. 

The keystone to their 5-4-2 
defense is linebacker Don 
Downing. Downing, the defensive 
captain at the Naval Academy in 
1966, was voted Sophomore 
Lineman of the Year in 1964 by 
Playboy Magazine. 

The other outstanding 
member of the Goshawks’; 
defense, and a man who is mighty 
mean in the pass rush department 
is UCLA’s Mike Roof. As the 
Bruin’s top defensive end in 
1966, Roof made 15 tackles in a 
nationally televised game against 
Southern California. The 
performance earned him

recognition as Sports Illustrated’s 
Lineman of the Week and helped 
to place him on the All-West 
Coast squad, selected at the end 
of the season. 

The outstanding man on pass 
defense is Rick Bayer, who 
played three years at the Naval 
Academy. In the first six games 
of the season, he intercepted five 
passes for 79 yards. 

That’s the run-down on the 
Goshawks. Your mission Coach 
Stone will be to go south 
tomorrow night to Kane Stadium 
in Pensacola to do battle with 
Staubach and company. A 
victory won’t be easy to come 
by, but the Mission Impossible 
crew has a record of never losing 
an assignment,” said Mr. “B” as 
he closed his scouting report.

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Free university huge success

Could a university, where 
much of the work deals with 
informal discussion groups about 
subjects which cannot be found 
in textbooks, ever succeed at 
Bradley? Although there are 
varied opinions concerning this 
subject, the some seventy-five 
students who attended the first 
course of Bradley’s experimental 
free university Monday night 
would probably agree that the 
possibility of its success at this 
campus is not at all that 
unrealistic. 

Titled, “The Problem of 
Living”, Monday night’s course 
was a perfect example of how a 
free university must be run if it is 
to be successful. Much of its 
success was due to the fact that 
the course had all the 
requirements of a free university: 
three very interesting professors 
who knew what the free 
university meant, interested 
students, and a very 
thought-provoking subject on 
which to express their views. 

Leading the discussion, and, at 
the same time, giving their views 
and opinions concerning the 
problem of living were Dr. Gould 
of the religion department, Dr. 
Steiner representing the 
psychology department, and Dr. 
Simmons of the history 
department. Each professor 
spoke informally on just what 
they considered to be the biggest 
problem of living and each gave 
solutions on how one may go 
about solving that problem. Dr. 
Gould, for example, told the 
group that the idea of living is, in 
reality, a search for meaning, and 
much of his talk dealt with the 
task of finding this meaning in 
one’s life. 

When asked by one student 
just who can answer the 
questions of today’s people, Dr. 
Gould related his feelings by 
saying that the American people 


are asking the wrong questions. 
He added that many of the 
questions asked deal with 
trivialities and used Bradley 
students as an example. In Dr. 
Gould’s opinion, the students at 
Bradley are “not raising enough 
hell” about certain dilemmas at 


Bradley and “are more worried 
about placing additional raisins in 
hot cross buns.” Although he 
blamed some of this on the 
university, Dr. Gould explained 
that the student today is not 
responsible enough to really 
appreciate in-depth courses. 


Library is site 
of mounting 
security issue 

A number of incidents 
involving males confronting 
females and making sexual 
advances have been reported on 
the Bradley campus this past 
weekend. 

The first of these occurred at 
approximately 2:15 p.m. Sunday 
at the library, a girl visiting one 
of the members of the Sigma Phi 
Epsilon fraternity for the 
weekend had gone to the library 
for a book.

Secret Service men and Illinois 
political candidates hovered over 
Humphrey, the democratic 
presidential candidate, as he 
smiled and waved to the roaring 
crowd. 

After giving endorsements to 
the state democratic candidates, 
the platform cleared, and the 
vice president began his 
half-hour speech. 

Humphrey proceeded to 
defend the policies of the 
democratic administration in 
domestic affairs. However, due to 
rules of the Peoria Building 
Commission, he was unable to 
discuss the Vietnam conflict. He 
again emphasized the need for 
the federal government to 
develop programs to assist the 
poor. He asserted that his 
opponent Richard Nixon has an 
“unrealistic and untrustworthy 
attitude.” 



Humphrey received the largest crowd of any presidential candidate in Peoria during his visit to Peoria 
last Friday. Supporters formed a corridor for his car as he moved from the courthouse to the Pere 
Marquette. 


He condemned Nixon’s refusal 
to debate with him. He stated 
that debate between candidates is 
an essential tradition. “Any 
man,” he said, “who is unwilling 
to debate the issues before the 
American people in the presence 
of a fellow American, is 
unworthy of having the trust of 
the American people to sit in the 
White House as their leader.” 

Humphrey then attacked 
Nixon’s proposal to spend $50 
billion a year on defense, 
even though he says he is for 
peace, and that he wants to 
balance the budget. Humphrey 
asserted that the country does 
not need to pour money into 
defense because, “The United 
States is the most powerful 
nation on the face of the earth.” 

He proposed that other things 
are more important: “We need 
homes, we need cities, we need 
to help our elderly.”

that although Nixon says he is for 
peace, he voted against the 
Nuclear Test Ban Treaty, that he 
rejected the idea of the Peace 
Corps, and spoke against the 
recent nuclear treaty. 

Nixon would abolish the Job 
Corps, but Humphrey said that 
Nixon has not offered any jobs 
program to take its place. He 
mentioned that the Job Corps has 
offered opportunity to 200,000 
people. 

Although Nixon now 
advocates federal aid to 
education, Social Security and 
medicare, Humphrey said “it has 
taken Mr. Nixon 22 years to say 
that. He’s beginning to sound like 
a Democrat.” Such statements 
cannot be trusted, Humphrey 
asserted, and quoted the Bible, “I 
believe the Scriptures are 
eminently right when they say, 
‘we shall judge them by their 
deeds and not by their words,’ at 
least not one week before an 
election.” 

On law and order Humphrey 
proposed, “pay your police, 
improve them, train them, equip 
them, back them. It costs money. 
You won’t get law and order by 


bumper stickers.” He also 
proposed that federal funds 
should go to police so local

property taxes wouldn’t be so 
high. He attacked Nixon’s 
proposals as “nothing but 
retreads of what we already 
have.” 


Economically, Humphrey 
asserts that great improvement 
has been made in the past eight 
years. During the Republican 
administration, he pointed out 
that one out of every ten 
Peorians did not have a job.

third point of eliminating 
weekend hours for sophomores 
had one dissenting vote. 

Now the proposal will receive 
consideration by the Campus 
Community Commission (CCC), 
headed by E. J. Ritter, director 
of the Student Center.

Jacquelyn Lively, 22, of 
Littleton, Colorado, will be on 
campus Friday morning, Nov. 15, 
to recruit young women for duty 
as American Red Cross recreation 
workers in South Vietnam and 
Korea. She will be available for 
personal interviews at the 
Placement Bureau, 812 
Maplewood Ave., from 9-11 
a.m. 

Miss Lively, who has just 
returned from a year in Vietnam, 
will spend two days in Peoria, 
speaking to interested groups and 
appearing on television and radio 
programs. Her visit will be 


coordinated by the Central 
Illinois Red Cross Chapter. A 
sociology major, Jackie was 
graduated from the University of 
Denver in June, 1967. One 
month later, she entered the 
Clubmobile training program at 
Red Cross national headquarters 
in Washington, D.C. During her 
year in Vietnam, Miss Lively was 
stationed at Lai Khe, Chu Lai and 
Da Nang. 

At present, over 160 young 
women are stationed at Red 
Cross Recreation Centers and 
Clubmobile Units in the two 
Asian countries. An important 
part of their job consists of 
taking audience participation 
recreation programs to U.S. 
servicemen in outlying areas. The 
girls travel in jeeps, helicopters, 
trucks, planes and boats to reach 
the troops. The object of the Red 
Cross program is to bring a touch 
of home to the men in the field 
and to demonstrate the interest 
of the American people in its 
servicemen. 

The Red Cross Recreation 
Centers are buildings on military 
posts where soldiers can gather in 
their off-duty hours for a game of 
ping-pong or pool, checkers or 


bridge and a cold drink. In both 
the Center and Clubmobile 
operations, the girls use 
imagination and ingenuity to 
develop recreation programs for 
the men. 

Prospective workers must be 
single women between the ages of 
21 and 24 who hold a bachelor’s 
degree.

Mrs. Miller went on to say, “A 
teacher saw the incident - a 
Bradley professor - and watched 
the boy leave the library and get 
into a 1967 purple Plymouth.” In 
a phone interview with Jack 
Willis, superintendent of security, 
Willis stated that he has a report 
of the incident which occurred 
Sunday evening, but that no 
name of a professor was 
recorded. 

Mrs. Miller added that the pro¬ 
fessor and the girl, who was 
confronted, said they could 
identify the boy. 

Approximately 30 minutes 
after the occurrence of this 


second incident another girl 
reported having her purse stolen. 
Mrs. Miller stated that the girl 
(name withheld) had left her 
purse in one of the carrolls while 
she went to look for a book. 
When she returned her purse was 
missing. Later she discovered the 
contents of the purse strewn 
between the rows of books and 
$20, which was inside, was gone. 

Mrs. Miller said that she again 
called the security officers who 
arrived this time in 
approximately five minutes. “The 
officers told the girl that her only 
recourse was an insurance claim, 
providedTshe was covered.” stated 
Mrs. Miller. 
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A security command 


Well the forces of evil again challenged 
the Bradley security department, and as to 
be expected the forces of evil won. It has 
become almost useless to say anything 
about the security on campus, however. 

Jack Willis, University Superintendent 
of Plant and Grounds offers such consoling 
statements as the security force is much 
improved over five years ago. At that time 
there was an 80-year-old man and dog 
patrolling the grounds, now there is 
somewhere between five and fifteen men 
(Willis will not give the exact number) 
patrolling the campus in shifts. For some 
reason or other, he fails to realize that a 
serious problem still exists, and no amount 
of past improvement negates that fact or 
makes the situation any better. 

With campus lighting, the situation is 
much the same. Superficial excuses, i.e. 
Willis claims the campus just looks dark 
because one's eyes do not adapt to the 
darkness quickly enough when leaving a 
well-lighted building, try the patience even 
more. There are areas on this campus such 
as that surrounding the sides and rear of 
Westlake Hall, the perimeter of Bradley 
Hall, the ODK area, and the grounds 
around Jobst and Baker Halls which no 
amount of dark adaptation is going to 
make any brighter. 

What is even more distressing is that 
administrators, almost every last one of 
them, excepting Dean King, seem to be 
afraid of actually “leveling with students” 
about the problems which exist and how 
we can perhaps help ourselves and this 
University. I spoke with Jack Willis 
attempting to obtain the name of a teacher 
who was present at the recent problem in 
the library last Sunday (page 1). Willis said 
the report of the security officer did not 
include the name of the teacher. Yet I 
know for a fact that the officer recorded 
the name. Attitudes such as these only 
foster more distrust and contempt between 
administrators and students and seriously 
undermine the progress of a university. 

The conclusion and poor solution seems 
to lie simply in the proverb “God helps 
those who help themselves.” Safety is now 
a student matter. As my job now not only 
includes editing a paper, but also escorting 
female reporters to and from the office, so 
too must yours be one of preventive 
medicine. To the girls especially, do not 
leave yourself open to or place yourself in a 
situation which welcomes trouble. 
Remember do not depend on security 
forces or lighting equipment. There is only 
one commandment for the security 
department: Thou shalt use thy ticket 
book everyday. Anything else is up to you.

When you read my first 
letter, you seemed to get the 
impression that I was 
condemning you for speaking 
out. 

This was hardly the case. You 
will note in the first paragraph of 
that letter, I admitted that there 
was a lot of wrong in that 
convention. I just believed that it 
wasn’t quite as all wrong as you 
led us to believe. I was trying to 
put down some of what you had 
to say, not the fact that you were 
criticizing. Admittedly, I would 
also criticize the convention in 
general, just not as completely as 
you did.

At the same time the Scout has been suffering from 
unprofessional writing, under-researched reporting and 
under-edited copy. The situation was improved this year 
when Dobrinich took the editorial reins of the Scout. But he

In the past a “takeover” of the Scout by the journalism 
department has been opposed by some students. But an 
enlightened editor is realizing the crying need for 
workmanlike journalism. 

Although the details of the marriage of the Scout and 
journalism department are not completely worked out the 
outlook is promising. 

The administration must now be convinced that such a 
move would be profitable for all concerned. And all other 
parties involved must be shown that it is in the interest of 
the student body and faculty to effectuate the change. 

And when the marriage is accomplished the work will 
have just begun. Some method of shortening the time 
between deadlines and the finished product must be found 
Less columns and more news must be used. The Scout must 
become a permanent bi-weekly publication. All events must 
be covered as they occur by a reporter on the scene. 

Only then will the Scout become a newspaper. Only then 
will the Scout deserve awards. Only then will the Scout turn 
out vital copy which has life and vigor. 

When that time comes, the Scout will no longer be a 
weekly feature magazine poorly camouflaged to look like a 
newspaper.

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Performance appeals to emotions 



At the opening, the tone of 
organist Don Brown’s solemn 
prelude set a mood of majesty 
and ceremony, while its slow 
cadence created an atmosphere of 
foreboding. This ominous tone 
was fortified by the eerie sound 
of wind whipping across the 
battlements and a solitary bell 
tolling the hour. So vivid in this 
opening scene, the music and 
lighting continued to establish 
the mood throughout the play: 
interior segments were bright, 
gay, flamboyant; soliloquies and 


courtyard scenes, shadowed and 
melancholy. 

In general, the stylized acting 
was good. Though all lead roles 
were adequately portrayed, three 
actors gave particularly mature 
performances: Gary Atwood as 
Hamlet, the sometimes 
larger-than-life, sometimes very 
human prince; Jonathan Tabbert 
as King Claudius, Hamlet’s uncle, 
murderer of his father and 
husband of his mother, and Ric

Enter the troubled prince. Set 
him in Elsinore Castle, Denmark, 
scene of William Shakespeare’s 
“Hamlet”. Move through time 
and space to Bradley University, 
November, 1968, where, more 
than 350 years after its London 
premiere, “Hamlet” has come, 
bringing a rich legacy of 
theatrical tradition and volumes 
of literary interpretation - 
commentary enough to fill a 
library. 

Despite the play’s formidable 
tradition, the Bradley University 
Theatre’s production of 
“Hamlet”, which opened Monday 
night and will run through 
Sunday, seemed to leap from the 
script and bound onto the 
Neumiller Chapel stage with 
purely Shakespearean appeal, full 
of human warmth, realistic in 
both its robustness and its 
majesty. 

By means of horizontal planes, 
semi-circular and triangular 


stanging, directors Collins J. Bell 
and Tom Joyce emphasized the 
pomposity and stylized 
theatricality of “Hamlet”. A 
massive 10th Century castle, 
colorful period costumes and 
effective lighting and music 
combined to emphasize the 
realistic interpretation of the 
play. 

Thought the scene was one of 
court pomposity and the theme 
royal revenge, the characters, 
with a few exceptions, were 
understandably human - real 
people with real emotions. And 
the directors extended this 
realistic interpretation by 
empha sizing Shakespeare’s 
numerous innuendoes of comedy, 
sensuality and social criticism. 

The thruststage set, designed 
by James Ludwig, the organ 
music and the lighting 
immediately set the mood of the 
play. A grey and rust-brown 
castle implied massive solidarity

'Hamlet’ robust and majestic 


The officials of the Peace 
Corps and the State University of 
New York College at Brockport 
announced completion of 
arrangements for continuing and 
extending the unique Peace 
Corps/College Degree Program to 
admit a third group of candidates 
in June, 1969.

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Wanetik as Polonius, the 
comickly pedantic counselor. . 

In the title role, Atwood 
demonstrated acting versatility. 
His Hamlet could be wild-eyed 
and frantic when overcome with 
grief for his dead father and 
hatred for the unpunished 
murderer. Yet his was not an 
intellect ualized, contemplative 
Hamlet; even his sililoquies were 
active and lusty. For example, 
Hamlet’s first speech, “Oh, that 
this too too solid flesh should 
melt . . gained realistic appeal 
when Atwood spoke directly to 
one of the ethereal mime 
characters, adding authenticity to 
an otherwise introspective scene. 

His vocal production was 
occasionally flawed; when he 
spoke rapidly, Atwood’s words 
sometimes fused, becoming 
garbled. But this lack of technical 
control was overshadowed by a 
consistently energetic and warm 
portrayal of an obviously 
complex character. 

Tabbert was definitely the 
most improved actor. At the 
onset, he nervously rushed his 
lines, losing clarity, but he 
literally seemed to settle into his 


role with his second appearance. 
Within the frame of stylized 
acting, Tabbert brought to his 
role a dignified bearing befitting a 
middle-aged king. 

Tabbert showed the audience 
that Claudius was also a character 
of complex personality: lusting 
for power, yet essentially weak. 
A high point of the play was the 
praying scene. Claudius admitted 
his sin of brother-murder, yet he 
could not repent. Tabbert’s 
second outstanding moment was 
his sensitive reaction to the 
reenactment of his crime in the 
“play within the play”: his 
expressions changed from 
puzzlement to fear of detection 
to overwhelming guilt -- 
indicative of Tabbert’s 
well-rounded performance. 

Played by Rick Wanetik, old 
Polonius became a believable 
type character. Wanetik drew his 
body in, took short, restrained 
guestures and assumed a proper 
gutteral voice. Early in the play, 
Wanetik outshone his fellow cast 
members with his warmth, 
reactions and articulate delivery 
of Shakespeare’s many puns. His 
speech of advice to Laertes, his 
son (“. . . to thine own self be 
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true”) was humorously vivid, and 
Wanetik’s Elizabethan accent and 
his flawless enunciation 
characterized Polonius at his 
pedantic, muddling best. 

Barbara Fleming (Ophelia) 
also settled into her character as 
the play progressed. Naive 
sincerity - Ophelia’s hallmark, 
was here portrayed simply, with a 
clear voice. And Ophelia’s 
madness was truly believable. 
Miss Fleming demonstrated the 
distraught mind of a naive girl 
overcome by the strange behavior 
of her lover and the untimely 
death of her father. 

In contrast to the 
af or mentioned actors, Barbara 
Neal’s Gertrude and Jerry 
McGuire’s Laertes lacked both 
warmth and emotion. Miss Neal’s 
Gertrude, though queenly, was 
most often flat: her displays of 
emotion lacked sincerity and she 
often seemed to strain lines for 
lack of breath. In court scenes, 
Gertrude’s reactions seemed to 
come solely from directors’ 
commands rather than from 
emotion. These shortcomings, 
however, where somewhat 
redeemed in the chamber scene, 
as Miss Neal at last evidenced 
sincere emotion when confronted 
by Hamlet, her troubled son. 

McGuire’s lack of warmth in 
his role stemmed from 
intellectualized emotion. He 
seemed overly concerned with his 
voice - a strong, vibrant voice 
indeed - to the neglect of his 
character’s b el i evability., 
Articulate, yes, but McGuirel 
ranted and raved, failing tol 
transcend words and evoke 
feeling. In this vein of stylized 
acting, McGuire always looked

from the ranks of students in 
good standing at an accredited 
college who are completing their 
sophomore or junior year by 
June 1969. Those selected will be 
able to earn an A.B. or B.S. 
degree and be eligible for a Peace 
Corps assignment in one 
academic year flanked by two 
summers of fully subsidized and 
integrated academic courses and 
Peace Corps training. 

At the end of the second 
summer armed with the degree, a 
teaching license, in-depth cross 
cultural preparation and fluency 
in Spanish the graduates as Peace 
Corps volunteers will be off on 
their Latin American assignment. 
As members of the staffs of 
teacher training institutions 
and/or consultants to secondary 
teachers of mathematics or 
science, they will be important 
participants in the educational 
development efforts of their host 
countries. 

Peace Corps and college 
officials pointed out the several 
features which make this joint 
program unique including: 
academic credit for Peace Corps 
training, two fully subsidized

Broken collarbone ends brilliant 
career of Bradley’s Jim Edlund

On Wednesday, Oct. 30, an 
exciting football career came to 
an ironic end. Jim Edlund, 
Bradley’s star defensive safety 
and team co-captain, broke his 
right collar bone in practice to 
conclude four years of Bradley 
football and an injury ridden 
senior year. 

Jim’s college football career 
began four years just about as 
suddenly as it ended. After he sat 
out the first three games his 
freshman year with a broken 
hand, Coach Billy Stone inserted 
him into the defense against 
Omaha University. And whom did 
he have to face on his first college 
play? None other than Gale 
Sayer’s younger brother. 
Fortunate for the 6’ 175-pound 
safety, he moved quickly on the 
play and made the tackle on the 
speedy end. 

Indeed he was OK. He finished 
the season with five interceptions 
and has been a regular in the 
Braves’ defensive backfield ever 
since. 

At his Blue Island (Ill.) 
Eisenhower High School Jim 
served double duty by playing 
both quarterback and defensive 
safety. Unlike most of the 
Bradley football players, Jim 
didn’t have a scholarship when he 
arrived on campus in the fall of 
1965. Soon Coach Stone realized 
the blond-haired safety’s ability, 
and Jim’s scholarship has never 
been in question. 

On the current season, Jim 
says, “I thought we’d have a real 
good season, like 8 and 2, but we 
just weren’t ready for Central 
Michigan. We shouldn’t have too 
much trouble the rest of the 
season. We’ve never lost to 
Illinois State since I’ve been 
here.” 

Perhaps Jim’s greatest 
notoriety as a Bradley football 
player has been quickness on 
defense and his ability to “see” a 
play coming and streak in for an 
interception. After picking off 
five errant passes in his first 
season, he intercepted nine passes 
his second year just one short of 
Terry Celba’s school record in 
that category. During his junior 
year, he picked off six passes and 
added another this year. 

Jim states that this year hasn’t 
been a good one for intercepting 
passes because “the line has been

doing a good job on pass 
rushing.” 

On his teammates, the 
marketing major adds, “I enjoy 
playing with the guys I started 
with four years ago like (Gerry) 
Rapplean and (Bob) Durbin. 
They build confidence in you 
knowing they’re doing a good 
job.” 

Nevertheless, this season has 
been frustrating to a football 
player who loves the game as 
much as Jim Edlund. After 
having his right ankle sprained in 
the 3rd quarter against S.E. 
Missouri, he also strained a 
tendon in the same quarter 
against Akron and had to sit out 
the rest of the game. Just as he 
was recovering from these 
injuries, he broke his collar bone 
the week before he was to face 
Roger Staubach and Pensacola. 


When he graduates in January, 
Jim, his lovely wife Sue, and their 
lV^-year-old daughter, Kimberly, 
plan to live in the East where Jim 
hopes to do marketing research. 

Realizing the fact that he may 
never play college football 
appears to be a difficult thing for 
Jim Edlund to do. He describes 
his reaction as being “quite 
upset,” and adds, “I would have 
liked to play, but . . 

But whether Jim plays in the 
Braves’ last games or not, (the 
doctors say there is a remote 
chance he could see limited 
action) his outstanding play as 
defensive safety for the past four 
years has shown him to be one of 
the most tenacious and consistent 
defensivemen that Coach Stone’s 
squad will see in a long time.

'The spirt of the Olympics’ 

The XIX Olympiad is over; all that’s left is the memory. 
But the memories of this Olympiad are many and varied. 
The 7,261 athletes who descended upon Mexico City for 
this quadrennial orgy of liniment, tape, victory and defeat 
will go back to Kenya and Cuba, Iran and India, and all the 
points between with 7,261 different remembrances of the 
games. 

The Mexicans, who spent over SI50 million in preparing 
for the games, will also have their memories - whether it be 
Bob Seagren walking through the Olympic Village with his 
fiberglass pole under his arm or little Debbie Meyer with 
three gold medals draped around her neck. 

Others will remember the brazen display of “Black 
Power”, whatever that term might mean, by Tommie Smith 
and John Carlos on the awards stand after the 200-meter 
dash, and the squabble that resulted with the International 
Olympic Committee. 

Americans will remember the 107 medals, 45 of them 
gold, but the one that they will remember the most is the 
one that was won by Jim Ryun in the 1,500 meters - the 
silver medal. But there will be those who will ask how could 
the superior American possibly lose to a black man from 
Africa, and they will attack Ryun for not showing the world 
that the white man is supreme in everything. 

Bob Beamon’s record-setting 29-2*/2 foot long jump won’t 
soon be torgotten, and neither will the disappointing 
American performance in the rowing events. 

Who can target Al Oerter winning his fourth straight gold 
medal in the discus, and his spirit that typifies most 
Olympians. Said Oerter: “These are the Olympics; you die 
for them.” 

The cheers of the Mexicans are still ringing in the ears of 
the spectators at the pool who were present when Felipe 
Munoz won Mexico’s first gold medal ever in swimming, 
defeating Russia’s highly touted Vladimar Kosinsky. And 
the boos that greeted Mexico’s Guillermo Echeverria when 
he only finished sixth in the grueling 1,500 meter freestyle. 

The altitude that spelled doom for so many athletes will 
be talked about for years, as will the compulsory sex tests 
that the women competitors had to undergo. As Olga 
Connelly said; “If I flunk the test, I am going to let Harold 
have our fifth baby.” 

The U. S. gold medal in basketball proved to all the 
non-believers that Alcindor, Hayes, Unseld and company are 
replaceable, while the new Olympic heavyweight boxing 
champion, George Foreman, showed the world that he 
might be ready to follow in the footsteps of Joe Frazier and 
Muhammed Ali. 

The competition is over, the XIX Olympiad is no more. 
But long after the records are forgotten and the high altitude 
has run the gamut of cocktail conversation, the Olympics 
will best be remembered as two weeks when the countries of 
the world put aside their differences in politics and 
ideology to compete on the track, in the pool, or on the 
mat. This is the true meaning and value of the Olympics.

Crippled Braves looking for victory on 
Dad’s Day against Wisconsin-Milwaukee

Dad’s Day festivities bring the 
Bradley Braves, 4-4-0, home to 
face the University of 
Wisconsin-Milwaukee Saturday. 
Bradley’s game with the Panthers 
will be the eighth contact 
between the two schools with 
Bradley holding a 6-1 series edge. 
The Panthers scored their only 
victory last year in a 21-18 
victory over the Braves. 

The visiting Panthers moved 
into the winning column last 
weekend when they dumped 
previously unbeaten St. Norbert, 
14-7, making the Wisconsin-Mil¬ 
waukee record 1-7. St. Norbert 
had been ranked in the top 
twenty of the nation’s small 
college teams. 

Coach Wally Dreyer has been 
with the Panthers seven years and 
has accumulated a record of 
22-52-2. Braves’ Coach Billy 
Stone and assistant coach Jim 
Spink don’t feel that Bradley will 
suffer a let down after last week’s 
35-0 loss at Pensacola. “The 
boys are ready to go,” Stone said 
Monday. 

In the air, the Panthers have 
completed 93 of 221 passes for 
1097 yards, compared to 
opponent’s 58 completed of 131 
for 911. Rushing, the Panthers 
have only gained 677 yards as 
opposed to 2074 yards gained by 
their opponents. 

Through the Panthers’ first 
seven games. Oscar Schuler was 
leading all rushers with an average 
of 3.2 yards per carry. 
Quarterback Jim Skarie has 
completed 61 passes in 141 
attempts for 647 yards and five 
touchdowns. Soph quarterback 
Jon Zimmerman, who had seen 
considerable action early in the 
season, suffered a pinched nerve 
in his back against Quantico and 
is out for the season. 

The top offensive threat for

Pensacola Navy, led by former 
Heisman Trophy winner Roger 
Staubach, crushed an injury-laden 
Bradley football team, 35-0, on 
the victor’s field Saturday night 
before a sellout crowd of 5,000 
fans. 

The ex-Annapolis great led the 
Goshawks to their seventh 
victory in eight games by passing 
for two touchdowns and running 
for two more. Overall, Staubach 
accumulated 353 net yards, 63 
yards rushing and 290 yards in 
the air. 

On only three occasions did 
the Braves come close to putting 
themselves on the scoreboard. 
Kickoff returns of 62 yards by 
Dan Ginter and 67 yards by Bill 
Willingham set up Bradley’s first 
two scoring opportunities, but 
interceptions halted any further 
advancement in both instances. 

Late in the game, the Braves 
drove 54 yards, their longest 
sustained drive, but ran out of gas 
at the Pensacola 24 yard line. 

The Braves were forced to 
play the gamg without the use of 
three regulars. Perhaps the 
greatest handicap was the ankle 
sprain acquired by quarterback 
Larry Selinger in the closing 
minutes of last week’s game at 
Wheaton. Tight end Tom 
Whitney also sat out with an 
ankle injury. Both Selinger and 
Whitney sat on the bench, 
although they were suited up for 
the game. Defensive back Jim 
Edlund has a broken collarbone. 

The Goshawks scored the first

the Panthers is senior end Terry 
Fredenberg who owns every pass 
receiving record in the UWM 
record books. Fredenberg, who 
played a large role in the UWM 
victory over the Braves last year, 
presently leads the Panthers in 
pass receiving (38 catches for 640 
yards) and scoring (6 touchdowns 
for 36 points) despite having 
missed the Eastern Illinois game 
because of injuries. He ranked 
sixth nationally with 60 catches 
for 784 yards in 1966, and 
ranked thirteenth nationally last 
season even though he duplicated 
both totals. In his freshman 
season he caught 37 passes for 
435 yards. 

Injuries of one degree or 
another have hit at least 18 
Braves, but most of them are 
minor. The serious injuries 
include Jim Edlund with a 
broken clavicle, Mike Dafferner 
with a possible shoulder 
separation, Tim Rassi with torn 
ligaments, Ernie Pierantoni with a 
broken jaw and Chuck Neumann 
who suffered facial and dental 
injuries at Pensacola. All of these 


four times they had the ball in 
the opening two periods as 
Staubach literally picked apart 
the Braves’ defense. 

Throwing mostly to flanker 
Steve Dundas and split end Tom 
McCracken, Staubach showed 
what made him the best player in 
the nation in 1963 as he 
completed 21 out of 27 passes. 

McCracken caught seven 
passes for 135 yafds, including a 
44-yard touchdown reception in 
the second quarter. He also 
scored a two-point conversion on 
a pass from Staubach. 

Dundas, a former Little 
All-American at Pomona College 
in California, caught six passes 
for 82 yards, one of which was a 
first quarter touchdown pass 
covering four yards. 

Bradley was able to amass 
only 144 net yards, in 
comparison to the 479 yards 
netted by the Goshawks. Part of 
the reason was that they ran only 
19 plays from scrimmage in the 
first half. 

The tenacious Pensacola 
defense, led by the 230-pound 
linebacker Don Downing, allowed 
the Braves only 29 yards on the 
ground. Tom Stephano led 
Bradley rushers with 17 yards in 
eight tries. 

Chuck Neumann, making his 
first offensive appearance since 
starting the season’s opener, was 
relatively ineffective as he 
completed only six of 21 passes 
for 53 yards. His replacement 
Tim Ellis was good on three of

White Lecture Series and 
Interfaith Council, Dr. Frankl has 
been visiting professor at the 
Harvard Summer School and the 
Southern Methodist Summer 
Session, and guest lecturer in 
Israel, Hawaii and South Africa. 
He has presently completed two 
lecture tours around the world, 
and 22 in the United States. 

Dr. Frankl spent three years at 
Auschwitz and other Nazi prison 
camps. During these years, he 
developed his theory of 
logotherapy - “man’s groping for 
a higher meaning in life” - as 
expressed in his book, Man's 
Search for Meaning. 

Dr. Frankl is author of 16 
books in all, ten of which have 
been translated into 13 different 
languages. Some of his best 
known works included Doctor of 
the Soul and From Death Camp 
to Existentialism. His first article 
was published in 1924 at the 
invitation of Freud. 


Long, heated, and redundant 
debate was heard on the motion 
to eliminate freshman men’s 
hours.

Lee Bailey 
raps system

F. Lee Bailey, one of the 
nation’s most prominent 
attorneys, spoke to a large crowd 
of students and faculty members 
Monday night at the Fieldhouse. 

Startling and awakening his 
audience to the facts about the 
judicial system, Bailey presented 
them with a challenge “to do 
something about it”. He 
impressed upon the students that 
they are the linkage between the 
present and the future and soon 
the whole system will be in their 
hands. He urged them to “keep 
punching”. 

“Dissenting is a wonderful 
phenomona. It is refreshing to see 
the yoke of convention thrown 
over.” With these words Bailey 
showed one method of reform. 
He noted that both the 
steamboat and the airplane were 
results of dissention. He also told 
his audience to stop looking at 
the world through rose-colored 
glasses and to face reality as it is. 

It is not necessary to deny that 
the judicial system is shot full of 
more holes than it needs to be, he 
said, but it is vital to do 
something about patching up the 
holes. 

Justice is the goal of the 
judicial system but it is not 
always performed and the results 
reached in a court room are not 
always correct, according to 
Bailey. He said that it is not the 
function of jury to determine 
whether or not a man committed 
a crime but to distinguish 
between those with whom 
reasonable doubt exists and those 
with whom there is no reasonable 
doubt. 

‘ ‘No one can take life or 
liberty except a jury.” Yet a jury 
must be inexperienced in order to 
be “fair”, and more law is stuffed 
down their throats in less than six 
days than an average law student 
can absorb in six months. Bailey 
uses these two sentences to point 
to an irony in the system. 

Bailey hurled attack at the 
rehabilitation centers. 
Commenting upon their scarcity, 
he said: ‘‘Centers of 


Logotherapist Frankl 
will lecture Monday 


Bond to speak here Nov. 20 


Julian Bond, the young 
Georgia Negro nominated for the 
Vice Presidential candidacy of 
the Democratic party, will be on 
campus Wednesday, Nov. 
20 to speak to Bradley students 
in the Lecture Arts Series. The 
lecture, to be in the Fieldhouse, 
will be open to the public. 

Bond, only 28 years old, 
broke into public life in Georgia 
by trying to view the state 
legislature from a segregated 
gallery. He was thrown out. He 
returned in 1966 as an elected 
representative. He was denied his 
seat by his peers because of a 
statement he made denouncing 
U. S. aggression in Vietnam. He 
ran once again and won. The U. 
S. Supreme Court ordered the 
legislature to seat him. They did 
grudgingly. 

At the Democratic Convention 
in Chicago, Bond led a rebellion 


against the regular Georgia 
delegation and won control of 
half that delegation’s votes. His 
nomination at the convention 
was an attempt to gain more time 
to discuss issues his group 
deemed vital to the country. He 
supported Hubert Humphrey for 
the Presidency, saying, “His views 
on the war are stupid, but there is 
a difference between Humphrey 
and Nixon.” 

Bond felt that Nixon would 
destroy the gains blacks have 
made in the past few years. 

Bond is the son of a college 
professor and attended 
Morehouse College for three 
years before quitting to work for 
the Student Nonviolent 
Coordinating Committee (SNCC). 

Bond thinks that there will be 
smaller, quicker clashes between 
the races instead of all-out war. 
He is interested at this time only

in higher offices within the state 
of Georgia. “I’m my own 
creature. Nobody owns me. I’d 
rather be obscure and free,” he 
explains.

rehabilitation are as common as a 
hen with teeth.” He said that we 
are training master criminals in 
schools that have iron bars for 
windows. The rate of recidivism 
or the rate of returning to crime 
is high because well-seasoned 
thiefs are available to explain to 
the First offender the mistakes 
that he made the first time, 
Bailey explained. 

Bailey pointed out the 
importance of witnesses in 
building a case and then he used 
an example to demonstrate 
effectively the unreliability of 
witnesses. His partner, Melvin 
Belli, defended Jack Ruby in the 
Oswald murder case. The murder 
was captured on national TV and 
it was replayed before the jury in 
the court, leaving no choice but 
for Ruby to plead guilty and 
litigate insanity. However, Belli 
had come across some "Witnesses 
whose story might have been 
effective if the cameras had not 
been present. Belli had 
encountered two ladies from the 
Baptist Church who had almost 
persuaded him that Ruby was 
having tea with them over 50 
miles away at the time of the 
incident. He had found a college 
student who had said that he saw 
the police shoot Oswald and then 
place the gun in Ruby’s hand. A 
business man was sure that Ruby 
had shot Oswald in self defense. 
If a witness had been substituted 
for the camera as is most often 
the case, the outcome of the trial 
may have been quite different. 

The dangers of perception 
were also pointed out by Bailey. 
The Field of perception is narrow 
but the eyes often see different 
things at the same time. A person 
can see a whole audience but he 
can only perceive one girl. The 
attention getter for one particular 
perception is the ears. The ears 
hear and the eyes follow. Bailey 
says that there is much testimony 
that comes from what a person 
thinks that he would have seen if 
he had looked a few seconds 
earlier. 

Memory, Bailey points out, is 
another danger that hinders the 
exactness of a witness’s 
testimony. Time helps man to 
forget and what was confused at 
the outset will twist and change 
shape later. 

The power of suggestion is still 


another thing that may influence 
the truth of an account from a 
witness. Suggestions are inherent 
in all questions asked to 
witnesses. A witness may also be 
easily influenced if he knows 
what the other witnesses saw. 

Bailey attacked the rules of 
evidence that keep relative 
information from a jury. These 
rules are not concerned with 
seeing that the truth is told but 
are worried about human dignity. 
A person cannot testify to private 
conversation, he cannot give 
information that may cause a 
squabble between husband and 
wife, a police testimony is not 
valid unless the citizen has been 
warned of all his constitutional 
rights and information gained by 
search without a warrant may 
be used in court. If a witness dies 
before trial, his testimony may 
not be given by anyone else. 

Bailey ended his speech with 
the challenge to the college 
students and his audience 
applauded loudly. 

Dorms closed 
to students 
during break 

The University has announced 
that all dorms will be closed 
during semester break and that 
students not being able to go 
home should make arrangements 
for housing during that period. 

According to Leslie Tucker, 
Dean of Students, the University 
is reluctant to open any dorms 
during this period, because in the 
past, many students have 
experienced a great deal of theft 
as a result. The Dean also added 
that for a number of reasons it 
has proven to be unwise to leave 
one dorm open and let students 
remaining on campus to use other 
students’ rooms. 

Tucker suggested that, if at all 
possible, students should go 
home or go to a friend’s home for 
the vacation period. If all else 
fails, he continued, students 
should see Dean Mary Brown for 
possible alternatives.

ROTC recommends 
positive view of draft 


Selective Service introduces 
into a student’s life an air of 
uncertainty which can be quite 
disconcerting. This nebulous 
feeling, however, can be simply 
cured by taking a positive 
approach to the problem of 
military service. And an 
opportunity to do so exists here 
on the Bradley campus at Holmes 
Hall. There we find the Air Force 
Reserve Officer Training Corps, 
better known as ROTC. 

Offered are a two-year 
program, which includes a six 
week summer camp, and a four- 
year program, which has a four 
week summer camp. The two- 
year program should be of special 
interest to men already in college. 
Two remaining years in school, 
including graduate school, is all 
that is needed to qualify for the 
program. 

A 4.0 GPA is the minimum 
required but most cadets have at 
least a 5.0 GPA. To enter the 
program, the first requirement is 
to take the Air Force Officer 
Qualification Test (AFOQT) 
which is similar to the SAT. A 
physical examination is then 
needed. If successful in both the 
AFOQT and physical exam, the 
candidate then goes before a 
board composed of officers from 
the ROTC unit and faculty 
members. Their key concern will 
be with potential leadership 
ability. 

If accepted for the two-year 
program, the student officer can 
expect a six week summer session 
and twelve hours of class room 
instruction during his last two 
years in college. Included will be 
courses on the history of the Air 
Force, military professionalism 
and corps training, the last a 
euphemism for close order drill 
and related activities. 

Upon graduation the student 
cadet receives his reserve 
commission as a second 
lieutenant which carries an 
obligation of four years active 
duty. However, if one wishes to 
become a pilot or navigator the 
obligation increases to five years 
which commences only after 
flight or navigational training is 
completed. Currently, however, 
approximately 33% of all reserve 
officers continue in the service 
beyond their initial obligation. 

Lt. Colonel Weaver, the local 
commander, stresses the 
opportunities for graduate 
education available to Air Force 


officers. A number of possibilities 
exist. One can receive an 
educational delay to work on a 
master’s degree or they may do 
so after entering the Air Force 
through the medium of 
correspondence and/or extension 
courses offered by such schools 
as Boston and Indiana 
Universities. 

Currently there are 22 juniors 
and 18 seniors in the 
organization. Openings for pilots, 
who otherwise qualify, are 
without limit. Opportunities for 
non-flying officers are not as 
abundant. 

There will be a “Smoker” for 
interested persons on Nov. 21 at 
7 p.m. in the Student Center. 
Interested individuals with 
questions may contact Colonel 
Weaver at Holmes Hall.

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By plane or train 

Peoria and Bradley have come a long 
way since the time when Mrs. Lydia Moss 
Bradley was driven by coach from her 
home to the doors of Bradley Hall. But 
Peoria and Bradley have a long way to go 
and vital to this growth are efficient and 
effective means of transportation. The 
Rock Island Railroad and Ozark Airlines 
are particularly significant in this area. 

Last year the Rock Island service was 
significantly cut from the Peoria area and 
now there is some discussion of cutting the 
remaining service even more. The railroad 
has said, “We cannot continue to run trains 
no one uses.” Peoria citizens and we, as 
Bradley students and citizens of Peoria, 
must continue to use whatever service is 
still available. The Rock Island has 
significantly improved the convenience and 
comfort of travel by rail and makes passage 
from Peoria to Chicago, points East and 
West an easy process. 

On the part of the railroads, we hope 
that there will soon be significant support 
for establishing high speed commuter 
service between Peoria and Chicago in 
competition with the airlines. The future 
need for such a facility is evident in light of 
the growth in population, increased 
commercial transactions, and heavy air 
traffic problems. 

Continued success and growth for the 
Peoria community and Bradley also 
demands expanded air service. With the 
large number of out-of-state students (one 
dorm council has even chartered a 707 to 
fly to the East Coast during Christmas 
vacation), the expansion of industry and 
development of the rural city, increased air 
service especially, in the line of direct 
service between Peoria and cities in all 
directions is a must. 

Within the next two months Ozark 
airlines will be seeking approval from the 
F.A.C. for its new Peoria-New York route. 
We hope that Peoria, Bradley, the students 
and citizens do whatever possible to 
support this expansion. 

The ideal situation, we feel, would be 
the use of a network of high speed railroads 
for cities within a 150 mile radius and 
expanded jet air service for cities beyond 
that radius.

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The problem with fixed tuition 


Students have a right to complain about 
the costs of a Bradley education, but only 
after they know the facts. 

Bradley is running on a treadmill. That’s 
why we are getting a $300 tuition hike 
next year, plus another one two years after 
that and another and another . . . 

Bradley’s tuition must continue to rise if 
this school wants to continue to attract the 
qualified teachers it needs. In this area we 
compete with the large 
government-supported state schools. We are 
also competing with junior colleges, which 
are snatching many prospective freshman. 
All-school tuition increases offer the 
program to make the improvements, so we 
can stay in the race. 

The idea of having a fixed tuition for 
each class for its four-year stay has been 
suggested, but it is infeasible, despite what 
students may think. Fixing tuition is like 
putting a hobble on Progress and asking it 
to take a step every few years. 

The increase rate needs flexibility. Here 
is why: If next year’s freshman class, for 
example, pays $1,600 tuition for its four 
years, by the time they are seniors, the BU 
freshmen will have to pay $3,300 in tuition 
to keep up the budget. In addition, the 
University would be running on a $2.15 
million deficit over that four-year period. 
The difference would have to be made up 
in gifts or even greater tuition jumps. 


Joseph Mele, Bradley’s Controller in the 
Treasurer’s Office, informed me that the 
fixed tuition system has failed in schools 
which try it. One school, for example, is 
running $ 1 million in the red. 

Currently the annual expenditure 
increase is 14.5% and the projected annual 
tuition increase trails at 10.5%. That means 
that even under the present budget the 
differences have to be made up somehow. 

Bradley can get help from Uncle Sam 
when its students receive federal loans and 
scholarships, but these must be matched by 
Bradley’s own scholarship funds. Currently 
the scholarships are increasing at a 6-8% 
rate. Any federal loans on dormitories or 
classroom buildings must be paid back, so 
any profits made from dorm fees have to 
go back to the government. 

Bradley University is outstanding in 
some areas ... it is improving in others. 
Somewhere out there in the Great Beyond 
is the end of the treadmill in a euphoria 
past the boundaries of the .Great Society. 
That is the place in time where the building 
program will be finished, the library will be 
overflowing with books, and Bradley will 
seriously be known as the “Harvard of the 
Midwest.” 

A fixed tuition system will never put us 
in that position.

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Earthquake analysis 


A St. Louis housewife cussed 
her washing machine for shaking 
the entire house. In Peoria a coed 
gripped the bed because she 
thought she was dizzy as the 
room about her began to spin. A 
motorist couldn’t understand 
why his carborator shook the 
auto so much. And still another 
housewife grasped the kitchen 
sink and fought off advancing 
chairs as an earthquake vibrated 
through some 20 states at 11:03 
last Saturday morning. 

According to Dr. Donald 
Gorman, associate professor of 
geology, in Earth Sciences, even 
geologists were surprised by the 
quake because this area is not 
typified by earthquakes. He 
added, “A great many people

Bradley’s version of “Little 
Italy” was presented Monday 
night at Avanti’s with five 
competitors and thirty 
hangers-on present. Specifically, a 
spaghetti-eating contest, 
sponsored by the Independent 
Students Association, was held.

were quite concerned because 
they didn’t know what it was.” 

“We in our department were 
pleased because it gave us an 
opportunity to study a process 
atypical of the midwest,” 
Gorman explained as he discussed 
the quake which he described as 
“history making in geophysics.” 
With his associates, Dr. Gorman 
has designed a display for first 
floor Bradley Hall which depicts 
the earthquake, its cause, and the 
area it covered. The drafting 
work on the display was done by 
Dick Bethe. 

The intensity of the 
earthquake which effected a 
20-state area, was recorded on 
the Richter scale at 5.5 The 
Alaskan quake in 1965 peaked 
the Richter scale at 8.5 The 
Richter scale rates tremors from 
one to ten. One is felt by a few 
under favorable conditions while 
ten is complete devastation. 

The center of the earthquake 


was first reported at New Madrid, 
Missouri, the center of an 
earthquake in 1812 that was one 
of the most intense quakes in the 
United States. Later reports 
placed the center in Southern 
Illinois. 

Earthquakes are caused by 
volcanic activity or movements of 
solid rock in the earth’s crust. 
Landslides are a third and minor 
cause of quakes. According to Dr. 
Gorman, this quake was caused 
by a “movement along a 
fracture” in the earth’s crust. 
Theories as to why the earth is 
unstable vary. Head of Loyola 
University’s seismograph station, 
Rev. Donald Roll suggested that 
the quake was caused by the 
teetering motion of the crust over 
the Midwest forced up by the 
overweighting of the floor of the 
Gulf of Mexico which is 
burdened with sediments carried 
by the Mississippi River. 


Pi Kappa Delta sponsors 
annual speech tournament

Preparations are well under 
way for next weekend’s 22nd 
annual Bradley University 
Invitational Speech Tournament. 
The tournament is the largest of 
its type in the nation in number 
of participants, and tournament 
director Henry VanderHeyden 
expects over 1,000 participants 
from 70-80 schools in 12 states. 

Participants in the 
tournament, sponsored by the 
Bradley chapter of Pi Kappa 
Delta, will begin to arrive 
Thursday for the beginning of the 
two-day tourney on Friday. 



There will be competition in 
eight different events, including 
three separate debate divisions. 
This year’s intercollegiate debate 
topic, “Resolved: That executive 
control of United States foreign 
policy should be significantly 
curtailed”, will be debated on 
three levels: cross-examination, 
experience and novice divisions. 

In the discussion event the 
question under consideration will 
be “How can we deal with the 
problems of civil disorders in the 
United States?” 

In oral interpretation, 
contestants will present 6-8 
minute cuttings of contemporary 
drama, either American or 
British. 

In original oratory, the 
contestants will present a speech 
from memory that shouldn’t 
exceed a ten minute time limit. 

The fourth event, 
after-dinner-speaking, will feature 
five minute humorous speeches 
centered around the topic of 
“Sock-it-to-me.” 

In radio newscasting, all 
contestants will read a five 
minute news summary, furnished 
the morning of the competition. 

Extemporaneous speaking will 
center around the general topic 
of “Law and Order”, while in the 
listening competition contestants 
will listen to a speech and then 
answer questions pertaining to 
that speech. 

Participants who earn either a 
rating of “superior” or 
“excellent’’ will receive 
certificates. Six trophies will be 
awarded to schools having 
compiled the greatest number of 
points in the individual events 
and debate. Local radio and 
television stations that annually 
donate the trophies include 
WIRL, WMBD, WEEK, WPEO, 
WXCL and WIVC. 

Judges in the tournament will 
be supplied by the individual 
schools that debate, while over 
100 Bradley faculty and local 
area businessmen will also act as 
judges.

Miller tries change 
for registration 

Is there a more effective 
process for registration at 
Bradley? Freshman class 
president Jon Miller, along with 
the other ofFicers of the class, are 
currently seeking an answer. 

Miller announced this week 
that he has written to more than 
50 colleges and universities, 
ranging from Maine to Hawaii, in 
an attempt to learn how various 
schools handle their registration 
procedures. When his letters have 
been answered, Miller will 
examine each school’s 
registration procedure carefully 
and will then attempt to draft a 
system which would be more 
effective and successful at 
Bradley.

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Rules committee opens Ra d'° manager hopes for 

city wide WRBU expansion

The University Rules 
Committee, which in the past has 
been closed and fruitless, has 
blossomed into a vital and 
forceful organization according 
to Gary Roberts, chairman of the 
committee. The committee has 
recently redesigned its 
membership and approach to 
campus rules. 

The committee has shown its 
new potency by a series of rule 
changes within its first two 
sessions. The product of the first 
meeting was the passage of a 
proposal to eliminate junior 
women’s dorm hours. This has 
been coupled with an extension 
of the sophomore women’s 
curfew on weekdays and an 
elimination of them on 
weekends. 

A change in favor of the men 
came in the second session with 
an extension of the freshmen 
hours to 12:30 a.m. Roberts said 
he hoped the committee will 
follow this up with an 
elimination of the curfew for 
men if this extension proves 
successful. 

While all of these changes are 
subject to the approval of the 
Student Senate and the Campus 
Community Commission, Roberts 
did not see any problems of 
passage if these measures are 
handled responsibly. He pointed 
to what he views as an attitude 
change on this campus to support 
the further changes he hopes the 
committee will make in the rule 
book. Other possible changes 
concern parietal hours in men’s 
dorms and an elimination of the 
rules governing off-campus men. 

Roberts cited the free 
university as a large indicator in 
the change of attitude. He 
claimed that the free university 


could not have come about if the 
students had not become aware 
of themselves and their role in 
the university. He felt that the 
students are willing to accept 
more responsibility and the limit 
can be set by the students 
themselves. 

Roberts pointed also to the 
Coffeehouse Circuit, the new 
library book-check system and 
even the new makeup of his 
committee as barometers of this 
change. 

In the past the Rules 
Committee has taken its members 
not only from the student body 
but also from within the faculty 
and administration. This year the 
thirteen members are taken 
exclusively from the student 
body. 

Although the members were 
not elected for this initial term, 
the representation on the 
committee is very diversified, 
with the seven men and six 
women representing OCMA, 
dorm councils and the Greek 
houses. While the members were 
selected by application this 
semester, Roberts hopes to have 
the positions filled next year by 
an election for the members. 
Provisions for the election 
depend on the new constitution. 

The committee meets every 
Sunday at 7 p.m. in the Student 
Center and is open to students. 


Frank Randal, station manager 
of WRBU, describes the 
university as “...a going thing...a 
working thing...some thing that 
will improve.” Randal, a junior, 
has worked at WRBU since his 
freshman year as both a disk 
jockey and newscaster. 

Now in his position as “the 
boss of the boss 610” he hopes to 
use this year as a period of 
experimentation. Thus far

Financial Aid program extended 


It is the philosophy of the 
financial aids office that the 
primary source of funds for a 
students education is the family. 
Consequently, the initial burden 
rests on the income and assets of 
the parents. It is recognized, 
however, that families with 
several children, two or more 
children in college, low income, 
high debt or unusual expenses 


will not be able to meet 
comfortably the costs of a college 
education. Financial aid is 
granted on the basis of this 
“un-met cost” or what is 
traditionally referred to as 
financial need. 

The term “need” is a 
misleading one, and one that is 
not frequently used in financial 
aid offices. This term connotes a

state of relative poverty, and 
proverty is not a requirement for 
financial assistance. In fact, 
students from families with above 
average income can often receive 
a scholarship or grant based on 
the un-met cost factor. The 
un-met cost is figured as the 
difference between the projected 
expenses of one year’s education 
and the amount that the 
student’s family can be 
reasonably expected to 
contribute. 

The expected contribution of 
the student’s family is computed 
through the use of a number of 
complex formulae based on the 
facts presented in the Parents 
Confidential Statement—a form 
which all students must complete 
in order to be considered for any 
financial aid. It should be 
emphasized that parents are not 
expected to deplete all their 
resources or to refrain from 
essentials of life in order to 
provide one student with an 
education. On the other hand, 
parents are expected to 
contribute, even though it 
requires some sacrifice be made.

Financial aid meets unmet cost

When an un-met cost exists, as 
is the case with 50% of all 
Bradley students, every effort is 
made to provide some Financial 
assistance to meet that cost. 
Many students obtain outside 
scholarships and grants such as 
the Illinois State Scholarship or 
money from the G.I. Bill. Other 
students employ money obtained 
from loans. One of the best loans 
obtainable is the Guaranteed 
Loan. Students borrow money 
directly from a private lender 
which participates in this 
government-sponsored program. 
For the time a student remains in 
school, he is not expected to 
repay the loan, nor does he pay 
interest on the loan. 
Requirements for such a loan 
vary from state to state and the 
student is advised to see a lending 
institution in his home town. 

When outside sources of 


scholarships and loans do not 
exist, or are inadequate, the 
Bradley Financial Aid OfFice tries 
to provide the money to meet the 
un-met cost factor. The Financial 
Aid OfFice obtains funds from 
three major sources. There is an 
annual appropriation by the 
University to the Financial Aid 
Office; there are endowments 
from private citizens and there is 
money provided by the Federal 
Government which is to be 
administered in two major 
programs. The Department of 
Health, Education and Welfare 
makes available money for the 
administration of the Economic 
Opportunity Scholarships and the 
National Defense Loans (for 
students majoring in education 


there are provisions by which 
National Defense Loans do not 
have to be repaid. Those 
interested should consult the 
Financial Aid OfFice).

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Harriers finish sixth in MVC meet; 
defeat Chicago for 3-7 final record

Bradley’s cross country team 
ended a disappointing season last 
week by winning their final dual 
meet of the year and placing 
sixth in the Missouri Valley 
Conference meet. 

On Tuesday, Nov. 5, the 
Braves traveled to Chicago where 
junior Pete Lanners led them to a 
17-41 rout over the University of 
Chicago. Lanners covered the 
four mile Washington Park course 
in 20:47, the best four mile time 
of any Bradley runner this year. 

The victory, which gave the 
Braves a final 3-7 record for the 
year, was achieved by capturing 
five of the first six places. Dave 
Ulmer and Bill Johnson finished 
2-3 behind Lanners, while Randy 
Hart and Jim Dickerson finished 
up the Bradley scoring with the 
fifth and sixth positions. Melby 
of Chicago was the Maroon’s high 
man with fourth place. 

The meet was the final dual 
meet in the college careers of 
seniors Ulmer and Hart. Ulmer, 
from upstate Villa Park, had a 
low four mile time of 21:16.7 as 
he literally carried the entire 
squad through the first 
discouraging two-thirds of this 
season. Hart will return to his 
Springfield home with a four mile 
low time of 22:24, achieved in 
October against Illinois State. 

Despite their 3-7 mark, the 
Braves finished with a 3-2 record 
on the road compared with a 
nightmarish 0-5 meet record 
compiled at their own home 
course here in Peoria. Thus the 
myth of the home field advantage

is once again shattered, much to 
the consternation of Bradley 
cross country coach John Schoof. 

On Saturday, Nov. 9, the 
Braves traveled to Wichita where 
they finished sixth in the annual 
Missouri Valley Conference Cross 
Country Championship. For the 
sixth time in seven years, Drake 
University literally ran away with 
first place as the first three 
runners all represented the 
Bulldogs. 

Dave Compton, the second 
place finisher in 1967, led the 41 
harriers with the wind slowed 
time of 20:17. Teammates Bob 


Johnson and Lynn Lee took 
second and third places with 
times of 20:21 and 20:31. 

The University of Cincinnati 
captured second place in the 
meet with 49 points, more than 
double Drake’s winning total of 
23. Wichita State was third with 
102 points, followed by the 
University of Louisville with 124, 
Memphis State with 126, Bradley 
131 and North Texas State 144. 

Run at the Echo Hills Golf 
Course, the runners were 
continually bothered by 15 mile 
an hour winds and a 41 degree 
temperature reading. 

John Mohundro of Memphis 
State was fourth in the individual 
standings with a time of 20:33, 
while Jean Ellis of Cincinnati cam 
in fifth in 20:42. 

Pete Lanners was Bradley’s 
first man in 21:52, good for 22nd 
place. Teammates Jim Dickerson 
and Bill Johnson followed 
Lanners in 21:53 and 22:02. 
Bradley’s Bob Jorgensen was 
29th in 22:15 and Dave Ulmer 
finished 33rd with 22:25. 

All in all, these last two weeks 
have shown the rise of Pete 
Lanners and the corresponding 
downfall of top runner Dave 
Ulmer. Coach Schoof stated that 
Lanners’ recent upsurge was due 
to the fact that his bad knee had 
finally been worked into shape. 
Earlier in the year, Lanners was 
restricted to only token workouts 
for two weeks.

Ali decided to do so, he 
automatically paid a heavy price 
for freedom of speech. 

The prizefighter is considered 
by most people to be merely a 
tough, insensitive man, a dumb 
half-naked performer wearing a 
molded, muzzled mouthpiece. He 
is to know nothing of worldly 


a distinction between the sport of 
boxing and the private actions of 
individuals. Joe Walcott, 
nicknamed Jersey Joe Walcott, is 
one of those few: “It’s easy to 
say bad things about anyone. 
Sometimes it’s not so easy to say 
good things. I think he’s one of 
the best heavyweight champions 
we ever had. He’s a good boxer, a 
good puncher. I can’t say he’s a 
bad man. Who am I to judge. I 
don’t agree with some of his 
thoughts, but this is America. It’s 
what makes it a great country. 
People of different thoughts and 
actions-that’s why people came 
to America.”

but, has anything ever helped 
boxing. Muhammed Ali is, as he 
would say, “the greatest.”

He 
certainly has a right to express his 
opinion on Vietnam and the draft 
and the Muslims without having 
half the nation screaming about 
his actions. It is not enough that 
he is a Fine Fighter, unfortunately. 
The public demands that its 
champions also be popular, and 
sometimes popularity is achieved 
by keeping your mouth shut, but 
Muhammed Ali just isn’t this 
way.”

Stowell Figures this year’s 
team to follow in the Bradley 
tradition of excellent shooting 
teams. Last year they nosed out 
St. Peter’s for the national crown 
with a .524 Field goal percentage.

The Braves later took over and 
on a second down play from their 
own 35, Neumann hit Jack 
Wiech, normally a defensive 
tackle, for a 34-yard pass 
completion. The Braves were 
penalized on an offsides call, but 
on fourth down from his own 
three, Neumann rolled into the 
end zone for the score. King’s 
conversion made it 14-6. 

Bill Willingham intercepted a 
Hammes’ pass on the next series 
at the UWM 31, and six plays 
later Stephano hit the left side 
from two yards out for the score. 
King’s third conversion gave the 
Braves a 21-6 edge with 12:06 
left in the half. 

UWM couldn’t move the ball, 
and after Bradley took over, 
Neumann was downed in his own 
end zone while trying to pass.

'Funds stymie Soccer Club’ 

This last year has seen a grass-roots movement begin on 
the part of a very small number of students to organize a 
soccer team at Bradley that could compete on an 
intercollegiate level. 

Under the direction of Dr. John Kenny of the physics 
department, a soccer club began last fall to compete on a 
club basis. The club had no official university backing, and 
all the equipment and expenses were paid out of the pockets 
of the men who played the game. The club failed to win a 
game last season, but this year they finished their season 
with a record of 2-3. One of the victories was a 2-1 upset 
two weeks ago at Northwestern University against a team 
that competes in the Big Ten.

The men on the team have shown that they have the 
ability to win, and they want nothing more than to 
represent the university on an intercollegiate level. “We want 
to play the game and represent the school,” says club 
member Joe Nadolski, “but we need the financial backing of 
the University,” he adds. 

The men pay for all of their equipment and traveling 
expenses. The sum total that it costs the men for a season is 
estimated at $50 by Nadolski. With official University 
support the men would be part of the school’s official 
athletic program and receive all the benefits that accompany 
this. The estimates of how much money would be needed 
differ, depending on whom you speak to. Dr. Kenny 
estimates that an intercollegiate program could be run on 
“around $ 1,000 a season.” The school is afraid to support 
us because they don’t think that we are solvent. They are 
afraid we will fold,” he told the Scout last week. 

Charles Orsborn. Bradley’s athletic director, doesn’t quite 
go along with Dr. Kenny’s estimate. “We feel that it would 
cost anywhere from $5,000 to $10,000 a year to field a 
team,” Orsborn commented last week. “This would include 
all equipment, lodging, travel expenses, insurance, meals and 
everything else that goes into putting a first-rate operation 
on the field.” 

Orsborn’s estimate seems more realistic than Dr. Kenny’s, 
and if you take a look at the traveling expenses for the 
football team this season you’ll see why. “The bus rentals 
for the trips to Evansville, Charleston, Normal and Wheaton 
amounted to over $1,000. This doesn’t even include the trip 
to Pensacola.” 

Another matter to be taken into consideration is a 
suitable playing area. Right now the school doesn’t have any 
property that would be suitable for soccer. Also, according 
to Orsborn, there isn’t anyone in the physical education 
department who could handle the coaching chores. 

“Many schools that field fine soccer teams, for instance 
St. Louis, don’t field a football squad,” Orsborn remarked. 
He continued: “Unless we can put a first-rate operation on 
the field, we shouldn’t have any. Bradley teams always have 
gone first-class, and it will continue to be that way.” 

The soccer club is in the process of submitting a petition 
to the Faculty Athletic Committee that would ask for 
official university backing. Orsborn, though sympathetic to 
the club’s plight, says that there aren’t any provisions in the 
budget for a soccer team. He says that there is a possibility 
that there might be a soccer team here next year, but it isn’t 
probable. 

This reporter, though a soccer fan, doesn’t see how there 
can be a team. The big factor is money. Unless this 
stumbling block can be overcome, the chances of a 
University-backed soccer team next season seem bleek. 


Bradley, Illinois State meet in 
1968 grid finale tomorrow

The 1968 college football 
season comes to an end 
tomorrow for both Bradley and 
Illinois State,and both teams will 
be out to end losing streaks. The 
Braves have dropped two in a 
row, and Coach Billy Stone’s 
troops need a victory to salvage a 
5-5 season. Larry Bitcon’s 
Redbirds have dropped their last 
three to Central Michigan, Akron 
and Ferris State, after winning 
Five of their first six encounters. 
A win for the Redbirds would 
give them a final record of 6-4. 

As far as common opponents 
are concerned, the Braves have 
also lost to Central Michigan and 


Akron, while, like the Redbirds, 
they have defeated Eastern and 
Western Illinois. The Redbirds 
downed Wisconsin-Milwaukee in 
their First game of the season, 
34-14 while the Panthers downed 
the Braves last week, 22-21. 

The series between these two 
rivals dates back to 1905, and 
though the Braves hold a 17-5-3 
lead, the Redbirds haven’t won 
since 1916. Last year, the Braves 
upset State, 14-0, spoiling a 
possible bowl bid for Bitcon’s 
Birds. 

Redbird rooters were hoping 
for a repeat of last year’s 8-2 
mark this season, but State 
faltered against Central Missouri,

Panthers rally to spoil Dad’s Day for Braves

Take away a team’s starting 
quarterback and top two 
offensive ends. Add to this many 
injuries that prevent players from 
playing at full strength. Mix in a 
snow shower and cold weather, 
and it all adds up to last week’s 
22-21 defeat for Bradley at the 
hands of Wisconsin-Milwaukee. 

With starters like Mike 
Dafferner, Jim Edlund and Ernie 
Pierantoni sidelined for the entire 
game, and Larry Selinger, Tom 
Whitney and Tim Rassi sidelined 
for most of the contest, the 
Braves dropped their fifth game 
of the season against four 
victories at Peoria Stadium before 
a crowd of 3900 that braved the 
elements. 


The Braves had a 21-14 lead at 
the half, but in the second half 
the Panthers sprang to life, while 
Bradley was as stale as Friday 
night’s beer. 

Early in the third period the 
Panthers marched 62 yards for 
what proved to be the winning 
score of the Dad’s Day 
encounter. Big plays in the drive 
were passes from UWM’s 
third-string freshman quarterback 
Jay Hammes to Terry 
Fredenberg, who closed out his 
brilliant college career with 102 
yards in eight receptions while 
also intercepting a key Bradley 
pass, and to Dick Sasek. 

After losing Five yards on an 
attempted pass play, Hammes 
was faced with a fourth and 14 


situation from the Bradley 25. He 
rose to the occasion by hitting 
Sasek on the one-yard line, and 
two plays later Wayne Wolski 
rammed up the middle for the 
score. 

At this point the Braves had’ 
21-20. The Panthers went into a 
conversion formation, but 
Hammes, who was holding the 
ball, took the snap, rolled to his 
left and hit Wolski for the 
winning points. 

Bradley failed to move the ball 
throughout the rest of the 
quarter, and with 5:17 to go in 
the contest Coach Bill Stone 
inserted his ailing starting 
quarterback Larry Selinger into 
the line-up, replacing Chuck 
Neumann. 


Passing to Terry Baker, Jim 
Ulrich, Dan Ginter and Tom 
Stephano, Selinger had the Braves 
at the Panthers’ 30 yard line with 
a second down situation. A pass 
down the right hand side missed 
its target, and Fredenberg picked 
off the ball, returning it 34 yards 
to his own 46. 

UWM was forced to punt, brt 
the Braves couldn’t move t e 
ball, and when the whistle blew 
the visitors had their second 
straight victory to Finish their 
season at 2-7. 

The ballgame started out like 
it might be a long afternoon for 
Bradley. With 12:07 left in the 
First quarter, Neumann fumbled 
on his own four, and the ball was

Central Michigan, Akron and 
Ferris State last week. 

The highlight of the Redbirds’ 
offense is the versatile running 
attack. Through eight games 
junior fullback Jed Waters was 
the team’s leader with 694 yards 
and an average of 5.3 yards per 
carry. 

In addition to Waters, Bruce 
Cullen, quarterback Harold Olson 
and Rudy Phillips all have 
averages better than four yards 
per carry. 

Quarterback Olson threw the 
ball 115 times in the first eight 
games, completing 43 times. The 
Redbirds are predominately a 
running team, and through their 
first eight games they rushed 449 
times compared to throwing only 
123 times. (Bradley has rushed 
346 times and thrown 256 times 
through the First nine games.) 

Olson’s favorite targets are Bill 
Bolinder, Steve Rader and Guy 
Homoly. 

Denny Nelson, a senior 6-5, 
260-pound tackle from Kewanee, 
played defense his first three 
years, but Bitcon has switched 
him to offense this year. 
Generally regarded to be one of 
the best college linemen in the 
country, Nelson has been scouted 
by no fewer than 15 pro teams. 
Upton Bell of the Baltimore Colts 
calls him “the fourth best tackle 
in college football.” Tom Braatz 
of the Atlanta Falcons says that 
“Denny will go in the First Five 
draft rounds without any 
question if he continues to have a 
good year.” 

Nelson should start on offense 
tomorrow, but there is a 
possibility that he may see some 
action on defense. 

With only two senior starters 
on defense, this aspect of State’s 
isn’t as good as last year. All last 
year Illinois State only allowed 
98 points, while this season they 
have already yielded 174. 

Bradley is hoping that 
quarterback Larry Selinger is at 
full strength for tomorrow’s 
contest. The junior signal-caller 
from SpringField saw only limited 
action last week, and for the 
Braves offense to be at its 
explosive best Selinger must be 
healthy. 

Mike Dafferner, suffering from 
a shoulder separation, and Jim 
Edlund, tied down with a broken 
collarbone, still hope to play. A 
visit to the doctor’s earlier in the 
week will determine their status. 

The game will mark the final 
appearance for 12 Bradley 
seniors. In addition to Dafferner 
and Edlund, Bill Erickson, Bob 
Durbin, Gerry Rapplean, Steve 
Celba, Mike Bresko, Gene 
Schumacher, A1 Goode, Jim 
Ulrich and Chuch Neumann will 
don the Bradley red and white 
for the Final time.

President’s conference 
rouses enthusiasm

Forty-four faculty heads, 
administrators, trustees and 
students met last Saturday at Dr. 
Van Arsdale’s residence to 
informally exchange ideas on 
changes in Bradley University. 
The President served as host and 
participated in the discussion while 
Sharon Webb, who headed the ad 
hoc steering committee, acted as 
moderator of the three hour 
meeting. 

One of the major 
understandings to come from the 
meeting was the announcement 
' of a course dealing with the 
history of the black people. This 
was told hv Dr. Manheim, Dean 
of College ox Liberal Arts and 
Sciences, after a black student 
delegate demanded the University 
offer courses which prepare the 
black students for a place in 
society. In the discussion which 
followed, black students voiced 
their desire to select the professor 
so, as one of them put it, they 
may identify with the black 
professor as white students 
identify with the white 
professors. One of the black 
students, Ernie Baker, wanted the 
University to allow a budget for 
the black students to actively 
recruit this professor and other 
black people for the University 
staff. Dr. Kuchel, Vice-President 
for Academic Affairs, indicated 
some provision could be worked 
out. ^ 

When there was a complaint 
that there are no black 
housemothers or counselors, 
Dean Brown and Vice-President 
Kuchel told the group that they 
tried to find applicants for these 
positions, but there are very few 
people qualified to fill them. 
They emphatically offered the 
students the opportunity to 
submit the names of black people 


to fill these positions. They 
promised to interview these 
people and allow the black 
students themselves to meet with 
them and sell the Bradley 
campus. 

Dr. Goldberg later presented 
to the discussion the idea for an 
introductory economics course 
which would show to the 
freshmen the value of the 
discipline. He pointed out that 
many of the introductory courses 
offered at the University do not 
emphasize the practical value of 
the study. He hopes that this 
course, which the economics 
department is planning to offer 
next year, will give this insight to 
the students. However, he also 
showed that this course would 
have to be on the pass-fail 
system, since it would be a 
free-moving course and would 
defeat its purpose if the professor 
had to give grades. Dean Clarey, 
the head of the College of 
Business Administration, and Dr. 
Kuchel immediately promised 
full support in realizing the 
course, not only in the economics 
department, but also in other 
departments of the University. 


Dean Manheim, clarified the 
failure to renew the contract to 
Mr. Brent, a professor in the 
English department. He answered 
the question at the request of 
Mike Ghelfi, the president of the 
Students for a Democratic 
Society, by saying the failure of 
the renewal of Mr. Brent’s 
contract was not due to his 
controversial activities on the 
campus. 

Not only were these items 
discussed at the meeting, but as 
Kathy Sollohub, a student 
participant stated, there seemed 
to be co-operation and candid

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Julian Bond: 


Advocates vote coalition and fi 


re

Julian Bond, a young Georgia 
Negro legislator nominated for 
the Vice Presidential candidacy 
of the Democratic party, spoke 
to a group of about 3,500 
students and faculty members 
Wednesday night in the 
Robertson Memorial Fieldhouse. 
His speech was concerned with 
the position of the Negro in the 
present political system. 

Millions of Americans who live 
in comfortable homes in 
comfortable suburbs, who send 
their children to comfortable 
schools and who hold 
comfortable jobs will be 
unaffected by the decisions of 
Nixon and Agnew. The Negro, 
however, must combat the 
decisions made by a man who 
when politicing said that he was 
not concerned with soliciting the 
Negro vote, pointed out Bond. 
Bond summed up the situation 
by saying that the black man will 
be governed for the next four 
years by a man it did not want or 
did not vote for and he advocated 
that the black or brown man 
must build a new coalition to 
survive during this time and to 
ensure that this will never happen 
again. 

Bond used statistics and 
examples to effectively show the 
plight of the Negro. 
Unemployment in the Negro 
society is 40%; 30 million people 
would be unemployed if this 
figure were true for the nation. 
One-fourth of the Negroes live on 
$60 a week; this amount of 
money would purchase 70c 
worth of food every day for a 
family of four. The industrialized 
society of the U. S. has been able 
to decrease by 3% the number of 
black people living in poverty. 

Bond stated that the Black 
people are living in conditions so 
crowded that if white people 
were forced to live in these tight 
quarters all of the population of 
the U. S. could be fit into 
Brooklyn, Manhattan and Bronx 
and the rest of New York and the 
country would be left vacant. 

Stressing the necessity of a 
new movement, Bond 
emphatically stated that it must 
include action. This action is 
tired of promises; he continued. 


performance must be measured. 
The black has been promised, 
that patience will bring justice, 
and the white, that justice will 
bring order, with no result. 
Accomodation and assimilation 
have not given equality and 
justice but have only been a 
fragile dream according to Bond. 
He also states that violence will 
only bring on the concentration 
camps one day sooner. Bond said 
that an organized coalition 
including anyone who will work 
for justice must be formed. 

What this nation needs, Bond 
said, is not light but fire; not 


showers but thunder. He feels 
that a storm must come that will 
cause feeling to quicken and 
hypocrisy to be exposed. Crimes 
against God and man must be 
remedied. Bond said that 
“rainbow signs” are evident in 
ghettoes, college campuses, poor 
white communities, and around 
every locale where people are 
dissatisfied. These rainbow signs 
are a prophecy of what happens 
to a dream deferred. Using an 
effective analogy. Bond 
concluded with: “God gave 
Moses the rainbow sign. No more 
water; the fire next time.”

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Commission seeks new grade system Best selling

The Grading Systems Study 
Commission, a student-faculty 
body formed to devise a new 
grading policy for Bradley 
University, held its weekly 
meeting last Tuesday. The 
purpose of this group, which has 
been in operation since last year, 
is to start from scratch and to 
consider all possible alternatives 
before making a decision about a 
complete conception of 
measurement of performance. 

Last week the agenda topics 
were the objectives of an 
aggregate performance measure 
and an examination of possible 
grading systems. These were the 
topics which have had the prime 
emphasis put upon them in the 
past. An aggregate is a marking of 
performance for all classes taken 
together over a particular period 
of time. This function is of 
course now filled by the grade 
point averages distributed each 
semester. The examination of 
grading systems comprised those 
used for both an aggregate and a 
particular course. 

The virtues and drawbacks of 
an aggregate were discussed on 
two levels, internally and 
externally. The internal use 
would be primarily 
administrative, acting in a sense

as a “classifier not an identifier.” 
It would be applied to a decision 
concerning whether or not one 
could stay in school, be placed on 
probation, be able to take part in 
campus activities, etc. It was 
generally agreed that these were 
necessary functions and would 
have to be determined in some 
manner. External use meant a 
measurement made in such 
manner as to be meaningful to 
someone not connected with the 
school administration. This 
would naturally mean the student 
and anyone interested in 
obtaining some index of his 
ability. 

The discussion ranged over 
what emphasis should be given to 
courses in major and non-major 
areas. It must make “some 
contribution to student’s 
mobility” after graduation, but 
also indicate the actual 
“mastering of content material.” 
These were the main problems to 
be overcome. It was pointed out 
that a numerical grade point was 
a “pseudo-sensitive” measure and 
was highly subjective in 
comparison to those of other 
schools. The pass-fail policy 
which has been under 
considerable study was 
mentioned as a possible 
alternative. Also the Graduate 
Record Examination 
accomplishes the same idea as an 
aggregate with uniformity 
between schools. 

The discussion of grading 
system for a particular class 
followed much the same path as 
that above. It was based around 
the fact that if a grade is given it 
would act as an “incentive to 
learning” but would detract from 
a student becoming a 
self-directed scholar.” It was 
decided that this problem would 
be considered in further detail at 
the next meeting in conjunction 
with the need externally for an 
aggregate. It was concluded that 
the internal use of some kind of

Dr. Viktor Frankl, author of 
the best seller, “Man’s Search for 
Meaning,” and outstanding 
European psychiatrist-lecturer 
currently on tour in the United 
States, spoke last night to a 
crowd of 800 people packed into 
the Student Center Ballroom. 

The doctor admitted to the 
group that he never had 
intentions of taking credit for his 
best-selling book when he wrote 
it in 1945 while imprisoned in a 
Nazi prison camp in Auschwitz, 
Germany. The book was part of 
his own search for meaning. 

Frankl proceeded to define 
this search by explaining that 
man attempts to reach out to fill 
the void in his life by grabbing 
hold of something or someone. In 
doing so, he undergoes a 
“self-transcendentalism.” He 
compared man to the human eye, 
which can perceive things truly 
only because the eye doesn’t see 
itself and its cataracts. 

He asserted that sometimes 
man can get sidetracked in 
attaining meaning. In pursuing 
happiness with another person as 
an object of it, one may fail to 
strive for a meaning in the 
happiness and try for happiness 
as the sole end. This person, 
stated Frankl, is doomed to 
failure, because happiness is 
solely a by-product of meaning. 

With his thick Austrian accent, 
Frankl went on to say that 60% 
of his class of American students 
felt the “emptiness” of meaning 
which he described, while only 
25% of a class of European 
students felt it. 

To the students in the 
audience, the doctor offered a 
solution to fill this void. He 
encouraged them, “Stop being so 
concerned with personal success. 

Do what you feel must be done 
and success will come to you.” 

He cited present-day Czech 
students who do not feel the 
frustration of meaninglessness, 
because they are selflessly 
involved in the Dubcek 
government. 

Frankl continued to explain 
his theory, which is known to 
psychologists as logotherapy, 
derived from the Greek “logos 
pathos,” “the meaning of 
suffering.” He explained that 
during therapy a patient must be 
made to realize that his feeling of 
emptiness is not a disease. “Man 
is naturally open and not 
concerned with himself,” he 
added.

He also said that a doctor 
must encourage his patient to do 
what he has been avoiding. The 
patient must employ his sense of 
humor, his courage and his 
patience in order to attain a new 
meaning, “which will dawn out 
of the turmoil.” 

The next step in logotherapy 
is to instill a feeling of conscience 
in the person through education. 
Conscience is the final step, 
Frankl asserted, and it is “the 
only means to find unique 
meanings of life.” 

“Meanings can’t be shown,” 
he continued; “they must be 
found - in a responsible way.” 
He explained that meanings are 
different for each person and 
even the individual’s meanings 
change frequently. 

Frankl also admitted that 
“logotherapy is not a panacea.” 
He said, however, that it 
produces hope for 20% of the 
people who suffer from some sort 
of neurosis or mental disorder 
today. ‘‘In a day in which 
traditions and values are 
crumbling,” the doctor 
continued, “I see a new 
responsibleness in youngsters, 
who are trying to be more 
selective to avoid total 
promiscuity in the midst of 
affluence.” 


He cited as examples the 
sympathy with the nation of 
Biafra as well as current riots and 
protests in which students “don’t 
see much worth fighting for.” He 
added that, in time, they will 
“come up with something, and 
the awareness of indifferences 
such as color and race will fade 
away.” 

He contended that when that 
time comes our present moral 
code of “don’t do this and don’t 
do that” will have to be 
abandoned, and a new one 
promoting the meaningful 
fulfillment of human beings will 
replace it. 

Shuffling his many notes, 
Frankl concluded that life can be 
found meaningful not only in ' 
what we must do, but also in 
beauty, in the true love of 
another person, and in the 
overcoming of suffering. 
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(two seconds a day, or a minute a month, is the utmost 
lapse).

On November 18 the Bradley 
Student Senate convened and 
acted upon three major issues. 

First on the agenda Senator 
Gitz moved that Senate terminate 
its affiliation with the Associated 
Student Government and take 
immediate steps to join the 
National Students Association. 
He stated three advantages that 
he felt NSA had over ASG: NS A 
services go beyond the simple 
dissemination of informations, 
NSA views political power as a 
role of student involvement, and 
NSA has a full-time staff of 
executive officers. 

Senator Gitz also stated that 
NSA was by far the older, more 
stable organization. Senator 
Rhodes asked if NSA was 
government affiliated. Senator 
Gitz replied that five years ago 
NSA was involved in a 


CIA-subsidization scandal, but 
that it had since terminated its 
affiliation with CIA. The motion 
was passed unanimously. 

The next major item on the 
agenda was the Scout revision. 
Scout editor Karl Dobrinich 
explained a rough plan for change 
in the Publications Board of 
Control. According to Dobrinich 
the Scout needs professional help 
from the journalism department, 
but the journalism department 
first wants certain changes made. 
Two major changes are proposed: 
the four non-student members on 
the board will be full-time faculty 
members at Bradley University; 
the board won’t have to go 
through any other committees, 
such as SABRC or CCC, but will 
make decisions on their own. 
Dobrinich finished by saying that 
he wished the Senate would just

honesty among all factors of the 
University. She went on to say 
that they were not trying to 
check each other but instead, 
worked to create a common goal 
and understanding. 

This honesty and attempt to 
communicate was quite evident 
earlier in the meeting as Dr. 
Kuchel and two members of the 
board of trustees, Chairman 
Luthy and Mr. Black, tried to 
define the role of the board and 
show that it is not the 
all-encompassing power of the 
University. Mr. Luthy compared 
it to the board of directors of a 
bank and said the board is 
responsible mainly for the 
financial matters of the 
University. He also said that he 
would be happy to welcome a 
faculty representative to sit in on 
the trustees’ meetings, to advise 
and understand the workings of 
the board. 

President Van Arsdale went 
further to call the Faculty Senate 
the real power within the 
University and said there should 
be student advisement and 
possibly representation in the 
Senate for greater co-operation 
and communication between 
these two factors of the 
University. 

Dr. Gould stated the 
University is running on a system 
that was effective in nineteen 
hundred but now must be 
drastically redesigned. However, 
he stressed that if the students 
asked for change, they must be 
willing to accept the 
responsibility that comes with it. 

Dr. Van Arsdale and Professor 
Lightfoot defended the attacks 
on the inadequacy of the library. 
Professor Lightfoot pointed out 
that many of the problems lie 
with those who complain the 


most about the library. He cited 
the history department which 
requested the amount of books 
equal to the entire budget for this 
year. The president said the 
library acquisition appropriations 
will soon be at a level equal to or 
better than the standards set by 
the American Library 
Association. 

Dr. Van Arsdale indicated he 
is very interested in continuing 
this type of dialogue. He 
appointed a steering committee 
to set the date for the next 
conference. He later said he 
would like to see at least one 
more conference of this caliber 
this term and two or three next 
semester, plus smaller meetings 
on a regular basis. 

Committee studies 
social regulations 

A proposal to eliminate all 
social regulations listed in the 
University handbook was adopted 
by the University Rules 
Committee at a regular meeting 
last Sunday. This proposal, which 
would allow the scheduling of 
social events without registering 
with the university, will be 
brought before the Student 
Senate next Monday in a motion 
made by Treasurer Gary Roberts. 

A discussion of parietal hours, 
visiting privileges in dorms, was 
also held before the committee. 
Roberts stated that an open 
hearing will be held Sunday, Nov. 
24 at 7 p.m. in room 106 of the 
Student Center. At this time all 
persons wishing to express views 
on parietal hours before the 
committee may be heard. 
Everyone is urged to attend in 
order to sample student opinion.

It seems only appropriate that in the last paper before 
Thanksgiving vacation some mention be given to an aspect 
of our education here at Bradley for which we, as students 
and only as Bradley students, can enjoy and be grateful for. 

Last Saturday a conference, meeting, bull session or 
whatever anyone might prefer to call it was held at our 
President’s home. Indeed, it was a Bradley first and indeed, I 
think it would have been a/first for any school, because it 
was one of those unique times when students, professors, 
administrators and trustees gathered together to discuss the 
problems of their University, themselves, and their society. 

Some of those who were present, might term the 
conference a failure, for it did not provide universal 
solutions; I would rather refer to it as a' huge success, 
however, for among all those people, there was no 
generation gap, there were no friends or foes, no good guys 
or bad guys. Rather, there were only people -- people who 
began to learn what and how other people think and feel, 
people who began to understand one another’s problems, to 
re-evaluate, reconsider, and finally, to want more meeting of 
a similar nature as one people striving to make something the 
best. 

I doubt that there was one person at that conference who 
did not come away with a clearer picture of their own 
problems and the problems of others, and I doubt that there 
was one person that did not come away with a better and 
more accurate view of every individual that was there. And 
most significant of all, I doubt that there was a person in 
attendance who did-not have renewed interest and concern 
for helping one another find solutions to their problems. 
This indeed is remarkable, for there were blacks* Jews, 
whites, administrators, Catholics, trustees, Protestants, and 
professors present. * 

These people found something last weekend. They found 
a means of bettering Bradley and themselves in the best way 
possible. They have accepted a challenge and all of us should 
be grateful for that. Not only should we be grateful for that 
but we too should accept the same challenge. It is time that 
we re-evaluate our role as students, our relationship to 
society, to trustees, administrators, professors, and one 
another. And most important of all. it is time that we stop 
making judgments and decisions before we know all sides of 
the problem and know all views of the people connected 
with that problem. An equitable solution without such sides 
or views is impossible and contrary to the laws of logic. This 
is the challenge — BECOME AWARE OF . . ., and much will 
be accomplished in the future, and much more we will have 
to be thankful for.

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Fraternities 


The fraternity system appears to be going 
nowhere -- fast. But appearances can be deceiving. 

The system is alive but not kicking very much. 
The problem is more a case of indifference than 
anything else. A few years ago campuses rocked 
with Greek versus anti-Greek head-on collisions in 
the political and social arena. At that time many 
who opposed the system said it was antiquated, 
out of step with the times. 

The old arguments against the system hang on, 
but are now put forth with considerably less 
vehemence. No one seems to care enough to blast 
the Greeks with the crisp, acid comments in vogue 
such a short time ago. 

The current method of undermining Greeks - 
and it definitely shows at Bradley - is to act 
totally indifferent. Nothing could be more 
effective. For the Greek system, and its advocates, 
thrive on criticism. The system seems to have a 
need, a deep need to be taken seriously. “Love me 
or hate me,” it screams, “but for God’s sake, don’t 
ignore me,” it mutters under its breath. 

Some see the de-emphasis of antagonism 
between proponents and opponents of the system 
as a healthy sign. Others see it as the beginning of 
the end. Neither group comprehends the 
tradition-bound monolith with which college 
campuses must deal. Fraternities and sororities 
exist because they are goal oriented. The system 
was born and raised on brotherhood, but was 
weaned to accomplishment following World War 
II. 

Accomplishment is now the byword and 
by-product of the system. Brotherhood lingers as a 
pleasant feature, but it disintegrates quickly when 
individual production fails. The prime requisite of 
a fraternity man today is that he have goals and 
achieve them. 

This fit youth during the post World War II and 
Korean conflict era, but a subtle change has been 
taking place during the ‘Sixties.’ Youth at Bradley 
- and across the nation - now seeks roles rather

than goals. A youth may have goals as part of his 
role, or he may have no goals. But he definitely 
tries to have a role. 

This is the reason the fraternity system is 
struggling. No longer is it taken seriously. Role 
playing has become the prime mover, the reason 
behind each action, and therefore goal oriented 
fraternities have value only to those who are also 
goal oriented in their role playing. 

But the system is not dying. It is suffering and 
will continue to suffer. Many say this is because it 
is slow to change. Actually, it won’t change itself 
at all, but it doesn’t matter. Its suffering will 
continue because fewer young men and women 
will feel that their chosen roles demand goals. But, 
having enough insight to understand that some 
roles demand goals, that each person must take his 
own avenue toward a place in society, and that the 
system will perpetuate itself, those who turn away 
from the Greek system will ignore it rather than 
attempt to destroy it. 

Eventually, few people will care one way or the 
other whether the Greek system continues. Except 
the Greeks, who will always care. If Greeks can 
learn not to care too much, not to need accolades 
on the one hand and criticism on the other, not to 
need to be’ taken seriously, not to need to 
completely dominate the social and political scene 
on campus, they can continue to exist in the 
desperate, fragmented modern university. 

They can, and will, continue to exist and have 
values on many campuses - including this one. The 
Greek system cannot change itself, but the slow 
erosion of attitudes will finally overcome the 
system and mold it into an integral part of the 
campus scene. 

Appearances are deceiving. The Greek system is 
no longer going nowhere - fast. It is going 
somewhere ever so slowly. 

It is going to grow up and into the modern 
university.

Murphy dies 


Paddy Murphy, one of the 
most illustrious Sigma Alpha 
Epsilon visitation officers, died 
early last evening November 21, 
at one of the local drinking 
establishments. The coroner 
described his death as occuring 
from sclerosis of the liver. 

His death came as a great 
shock to many people, 
particularly the SAE pledge class 
who were his hosts here at 
Bradley. He had no wife or 
children, but is survived by his 
parents, Mr. and Mrs. Kevin 
Murphy of Dublin, Ireland. He is 
also survived by numerous aunts, 
uncles and cousins. 

Paddy Murphy was born on 
Apr. 1, 1920, in Kilamy, Ireland. 
Shortly thereafter, his family 
moved to Dublin where he grew 
up. Always ambitious, Paddy 
organized a group of young boys 


called the “Blarney Brothers.” 
Their sole purpose was to help all 
attractive, red-headed women 
across streets. At the age of 
eighteen Paddy Murphy ran away 
to the United States.

Over 70 boxes of clothing and 
shoes were shipped from Peoria 
to earthquake victims in Iran via 
Washington, D. C. last Tuesday 
afternoon. 

President Naeymi-Rad started 
the International Student’s 
Project last September, soon after 
his country was devastated by the 
earthquake. According to reports 
there were over 20,000 people 
killed in the seven minute quake 
and 100,000 people were left 
homeless. 

The clothing was collected 
through donations from the 
Peoria area and gathered in the 
organization’s house at 826 N. 


Underhill. Several members of 
the organization gave their time 
to sort and pack these supplies in 
boxes donated by a Peoria 
shipping company. 

The clothing boxes will 
eventually find their way to Iran 
after being trucked to 
Washington. The Iranian embassy 
has promised to pay the shipping 
costs and to see that the clothing 
is flown the rest of the route by 
Iranian nationalist jets. 

Naeymi-Rad expressed a hope 
the clothing will reach the victims 
in Iran’s northern valley in time 


to help the people before winter 
sets in. 

He also expressed his thanks 
for monetary donations received 
from Peoria businesses. The 
Caterpillar Tractor Company sent 
a tractor and other equipment 
through its Geneva office to aid 
the earthquake victims along with 
an undisclosed monetary 
contribution. 

According to the president, 
these donations make the 
Bradley’s International Student’s 
Organization the largest 
contributor of its type to the 
Iranian form of the Red Cross, 
the Red Sun and Lion.

The Rock Island Lines and the 
Peoria Charter Coach Co. have 
instituted a daily combination 
train-bus service between Chicago 
and Peoria which aids students 
transportation.

Bonsteel, director of the 
railroad’s passenger services: 
/‘Peoria-bound travelers, not 
desiring to wait for Rock Island’s 
6:15 p.m. Chicago-Peoria train, 
may board its 9:10 a.m. train in 
Chicago, Joliet, Morris, Ottawa or 
LaSalle and step from the train at 
Bureau into a waiting bus for the 
remainder of the trip to Peoria.” 


(The bus arrives in Peoria at 
12:35 p.m.) Only one ticket will 
be issued and regular rail fares 
will apply.” 

People traveling by bus from 
Peoria, on the other hand, will 
have the convenience of a 
confirmed train connection at 
Bureau for western points served 
by train No. 7 such as the Quad 
Cities, Des Moines, Omaha and 
intermediate points, Bonesteel 
explained.

When Bradley University 
administrators gathered to discuss 
rebuilding plans after the Bradley 
Hall fire of nearly six years ago, 
one of President Talman W. Van 
Arsdale Jr.’s most emphatic 
orders was, “Buy a new carillon.” 

The University’s original 
chimes and carillon system, a 
1951 gift from the widow of 
former Board of Trustees 
President Strawn Wallace, was a 
poignant casualty of the blaze 
which gutted the 66-year-old 
structure in the chilling early 
hours of a January morning, 
1963. 

Eighteen months later, the 
new system of bells was installed 
in the rebuilt Bradley Hall, its 
four loudspeakers set in the 
tower overlooking the building’s 
ominous gargoyles, its miniature 
console organ and electronic 
amplifying equipment carefully 
installed in a small, inconspicuous 
room on the third floor. 

“Getting all that equipment 
into Bradley Hall was a real job,” 
recalled Dutch Pence, organ 
serviceman of Miller Music Co., 
529 Main St., who aided in the 
installation. 

And according to Pence’s 
co-worker, Lowell Colclasure, a 
Miller Music salesman, the first 
carillon sent from the 
manufacturer, Maas-Rowe 
Carillons of Los Angeles,’ was 
damaged en route to Peoria, so it 
was September 1963 before the 
$5,400 carillon system was ready 
for use. 

Since then, the modern, 
electronic bells have pealed a 
constant musical greeting to 
Bradleyites and residents of the 
campus area, striking the hour 
and half-hour daily from 7 a.m. 
to 10 p.m., and ringing familiar 
melodies in 10-minute sessions 
from 11:50 a.m. to noon and 4 
to 4:10 p.m. each school day. 

These melodies are currently 
played by junior music major Sue 
Voss, who twice daily scurries up 
the Bradley Hall steps and down 
a shadowy third floor corridor to 
tiny room 307, her “concert 
hall.” 


“I’ve studied piano and organ 
for many years,” said Miss Voss, 
a Peorian, “and two years ago, 
when I was a freshman, Dr. Allen 
Cannon, School of Music 
Director, asked me to be the 
carilloneur.” She’d never played a 
carillon before, she said, “but I 
did play calliope one summer in 
Park District concerts. And 
playing the carillon’s organ is no 
different than playing any 
keyboard. 

“I just play what I like,” she 
said, sitting straight-backed and 
serious on the small bench in 
front of the three-octave, 
two-keyboard console. “I sort of 
intersperse classical music with 
popular tunes and traditional bell 
music. I even play Beatles songs 
now and then.” 

This day, she warmed up with 
a few scales, first turning off the 
automatic amplifiers so that the 
bells were audible only within the 
white walls of the windowless, 
closet-like room. Moments later, 
the amplifiers now in operation, 
she struck the chords of “Scarlet 
Ribbons,” “one of my favorites,” 
she noted. 

Each time she pressed a key, a 
clapper struck within one of the 
74 bell tone bars inside the organ, 
and a clockwork mechanism 
caused a hammer to strike the 
outside of a shiny tubular bell. 
The result? By means of 
electronic amplification and the 
tower speakers, called directional 
sound projectors, beautiful bell 
tones were heard across the 
campus. 

“Scarlet Ribbons” ended, Miss 
Voss rummaged through sheafs of 
hymnals, tattered folders and of 
sheet music, finally choosing a 
folk song, “We’re Going Where 
the Bagpipes Play,” as her next 
carillon selection. 

As her slender fingers 
maneuvered the shiny keys 
adeptly, almost automatically, 
she turned to comment, “I don’t 
think many people know I play 
the carillon. So I don’t get many 
requests. I usually ask for favorite 
songs.”

She said one member of the 
Bradley community, however, 
does voice requests: President 
Van Arsdale, the man at whose 
insistence the new carillon was 
purchased. “The president calls 
the music school occasionally and 
asks for the ‘Navy Hymn’,” she 
explained-a fitting request, since 
Van Arsdale is a former Navy 
pilot, achieving the rank of 
commander after the Korean 
War. 

Though the traditional 
10-minute carillon concerts are 
Sue Voss’ responsibility, the 
bi-hourly chimes are another 
matter. 

An automatic device, rather 
like a giant music box, causes the 
bells to ring on the hour and 
half-hour. A key part is a cylinder 
which is housed within a 
24-by-l8-inch, 5-foot-high gray 
enamel case, an apparatus 
resembling a metal filing cabinet. 
A corresponding drum has rows 
of holes punched in its wall, and 
pegs are placed in the holes at 
hourly positions. As a clock 
mechanism revolves the cylinder, 
each peg comes in contact with a 
system of wires and tiny drums, 
finally striking the bells. 

This complicated electronic 
carillon system is far different 
than its 15th-century ancestors. 
The first carillons consisted of a 
series of vari-pitched bells, hung 
in churches or city buildings and 
played manually. The bells lowest 
in tone weighed several tons, and 
each succeeding bell was slightly 
lighter, the smallest and highest 
in pitch weighing only 20 pounds. 

No longer confined solely to 
church towers and municipal 
halls, today’s carillons are 
popular features of banks, 
schools and colleges, military 
chapels, memorials and even 
residences. 

And though Bradley’s carillon 
boasts modern, tubular bells, 
electronic amplification and 
automatic hourly chimes, its 
music has the intrinsic appeal of a 
huge Renaissance Belgian or 
Dutch carillon.

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Cosby is a 
man before 

a comedian

During the ten minute 
intermission of the Bill Cosby 
performance at Bradley, Cosby 
appeared in the dressing room for 
a brief interview. This Bill Cosby 
is quite different from the one 
that just walked off the stage. He 
sits, puffing coolly on a fat, 
seven-inch cigar and carefully 
plans what he is going to say. 
This is the side of Bill Cosby that 
most people never see-the Bill 
Cosby that doesn’t laugh. 

After informal introductions 
the interview proceeds. There are 
questions about the article that 
Cosby had published recently in 
Playboy magazine expressing 
some ideas that, because of his 
own censorship, he would not 
present on stage. 

The conversation switches to 
his record company which will 
soon release the new album by 
John Lennon with its 
controversial cover. Cosby’s 
manager feels that the album 
should not be censored because 
of its cover portraying Lennon 
and his girlfriend nude. However, 
Cosby would never have anything 
to do with it because, to put it 
simply, he is not interested. A 
grin slowly spreads across Cosby’s 
face as he comments, “I hope 
nobody buys it because they get 
a picture of a cat with his feelings 
showing.” Bill didn’t laugh; he 
only smiled. He’s not a loud, 
hysterical comedian. That’s just 
not his style. 

Television viewers will be able 
to enjoy more of the Bill Cosby 
style when his show premieres. 
Bill disclosed that the series 
concerns “a schoolteacher, a 
moon-lighting schoolteacher.” He 
smiles again as he adds, “and you 
can believe it will be good.” 

The serious side of Bill Cosby 
returns as he refers to the present 
political situation the American 
Negro faces during Nixon’s term 
as President. “He’ll (Nixon) give 
it a shot, you know, but I trust 
Nixon about as far as I can throw 
this dressing room.” He 
continued, “I’m very interested 
in the progress of the black people 
in this country. I’m also 
interested in the education of the 
white human being.” “The 
establishment has hidden so 
much. They’ve made it sort of a 
competitive thing, which isn’t 
true at all, man.” 

“The establishment, these old 
cats with their bigoted ideas, have 
forced the black people to come 
out of their shells.” Cosby 
continued by saying that the 
black people have tried various 
methods-singing, dancing and 
waiting. But some kind of 
realization on the part of the 
establishment has yet to come 
about. 

“Let any poor cat in this 
country, regardless of his color- 
orange, green, purple, whatever- 
let him fall down on a sidewalk in 
a big city, and if he doesn’t have 
a name...if he isn’t somebody, 
you can dig what’ll happen to 
him.” But Cosby wants 
something to happen for all these 
individuals, something for the 
better. He wants towns 
established and jobs made 
available. He wants a “freer” 
education, not only for the Negro 
people, but for everyone.

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History faculty holds area seminar

“Understanding of the human 
condition” and the importance of 
relating history to the social 
sciences were but a few of the 
topics discussed at the recent 
history seminar held at Bradley. 
The seminar, entitled “New Ideas 
and Problems in History” was 
attended by secondary school 
teachers from the Central Illinois 
area. Sponsoring the program 
were the American Historical 
Association, the Bradley 
department of history, and the 
Gamma Beta chapter of Phi 
Alpha Theta, the international 
honor society in history. 

The seminar began at 8 a.m. 
with registration in the Jobst Hall 
Lobby. There were speeches 
given by Bradley professors, two 
each running concurrently from 9 
- 10:15 and from 10:15 - 12 
noon. The final two speeches 
were given at the luncheon and at 
the General Session at 2 p.m. in 
the Jobst Hall Auditorium. 

“Teaching Negro History” was 
discussed by Dr. William Bowers. 
He mentioned some difficulties 
found in teaching what was 
essentially a very new field. 
Later, John Gwynn, President of 
the Illinois Chapter of the 
NAACP spoke on various aspects 
of teaching ghetto children. At 
the same time “New Approaches 
to Latin-American History” was 
presented by Dr. Charles 


Simmons. He said the history of 
this area is a “very difficult thing 
to teach” but that it is very 
important. To combat the “very 
disorganized” aspects of this 
study, he advocated examining 
the problems of specific countries 
and not generalizing so much 
concerning the whole continent. 

Dr. Lester Brune spoke on 
“Use of Programmed Instruction 
in Teaching History” and Dr. 
Thomas Fennell discussed 
“Developing a Concept of World 
History.” Programmed 
instruction is a concept which is 
being employed in the 
introductory history courses now 
offered at Bradley. It attempts to 
teach a selected number of facts 
to the student as a basis for 


further instruction. Dr. Fennell in 
his seminar advanced the theory 
of teaching a complete world 
history course in two semesters in 
order to give a background in the 
subject to students. Then he 
would conduct all further, more 
specific courses with a view 
toward the whole world. 

The luncheon in the Student 
Center Ballroom featured an 
address by Dr. John Dahl, 
associate professor of history and 
coordinator of secondary school 
education at the University of Ill. 
His topic was “Humanities and 
History.” He began by stating 
that the nation faces many 
problems. Because of this Dahl 
theorized that he and his fellow

Palo Alto, Calif. - (I.P.) - 
Kenneth S. Pitzer, Stanford’s 
president-elect, has criticized the 
draft law, backed student 
involvement in education reform, 
and set open communication 
with students and faculty as his 
most important immediate 
objective. 

On a long-run basis, he told 
newsmen, Stanford’s “aim and 
ambition should be a university 
second to none in the world,” the 
equal of Harvard and MIT 
combined in the distinction and 
range of its academic programs. 

He said he was “all in favor” 
of Stanford’s recent commitment 
to double its minority group 
enrollment by 1970. “We should

digest what we’ve already 
promised before making more 
promises,” he added. 

Questioned about the role of 
students in picking university 
presidents, Pitzer said students 
“certainly should have an 
opportunity to put information 
into the process. How it goes in 
will vary at each institution. 
What’s right now may not be 
right 10 years from now.” 

Asked about demonstrations, 
he said, “in many cases, 
disturbances are a matter of 
getting attention,” which might 
be avoided with adequate 
communication among various 
campus interest groups. The 
University is now in the act of 
developing new policy guidelines 
to help maintain the rights of free 
speech, peaceable assembly and 
freedom of movement on 
campus. 

In general, the guidelines 
would make it a violation of 
university policy for a member of 
the faculty, staff or student body 
to prevent normal university 


functions or obstruct the 
legitimate movement of 
individuals on campus. If such 
disruptions occurs, the proposed 
policy would require individuals 
to identify themselves and to 
leave university buildings when 
asked to do so by a member of 
the university community, acting 
in his official role and identifying 
himself as such. 

Stanford also announced that 
starting this year talented young 
faculty members will have a 
chance to tackle university-wide 
problems and to develop 
educational innovations here, 
under a new $1 million Ford 
Foundation grant. 

Two or three young faculty 
members will be chosen annually 
to serve three-year terms as 
“Fellows of the University.”

History faculty holds area seminar

history teachers “must rethink 
our conclusions”. The former 
purpose of history was to “teach 
Americans to be good citizens.” 
Dahl said this approach should be 
discarded for a more critical one, 
greatly increasing “understanding 
of the human condition.” 

To facilitate this change the 
needs and wants of children must 
be met. Dahl mentioned Dr. 
Charles Keller, a friend and 
associate who has taught at 
Phillips Exeter Academy in Mass, 
for many years. Dr. Keller, while 
interviewing students in 
secondary schools, found some of 
their most voiced desires to be 
“relevance, involvement, an 
opportunity to see relationships.” 
He concluded that “teachers at 
secondary schools should not 
play the role of scholar” but 


should seek to involve his 
students in the study of mankind. 

It is at this point that 
' “humanities” should enter 
history. He advocated the use of 
“team teaching”, especially 
drawing colleagues from the art, 
music, and English departments. 
The viewing of current films and 
plays could also be quite 
illuminating. Watching Fiddler on 
the Roof or Cabaret could more 
easily involve the student with 
Czarist Russia or pre-war 
Germany than any textbook. 
Once, Dahl said, while teaching 
students the role of the hero, his 
first step was to have his class 
view the motion picture High 
Noon. 


The closing speech was given 
by Dr. Christopher Lasch, 
professor of history at 
Northwestern University. He 


spoke on “New Trends in 
American Historiography.” His 
main thesis was that history must 
expand its methods of study. The 
historian is best at “evaluating 
historical evidence very 
carefully,” but this is not enough. 
History must be made a partner 
of other fields, especially the 
social sciences. There were also 
new methods of historiography 
which could be of much value. 
They were the rise of the New 
Left in history, use of 
quantitative evidence, and 
comparative studies. 

The New Left in 
historiography attempts to 
explain happenings in the light of 
Marxist theory. Although in 
Lasch’s view they have not been 
very productive so far, their 
development does offer some 
hope for eventual gain.

of each artist’s interpretation of 
his image through his 
understanding, or handling of the 
medium chosen. James 
McGarrell, in his lithograph 
“Elephants Bathing”, employs a 
mixture of line and volume in 
creating his image. An 
explanation of the lithograph 
process might be useful in 
understanding why his mixture is 
exciting and aesthetically 
valuable. A lithograph image is 
made with a grease pencil on a 
limestone block surface. The 
principle of the process is that 
the image is composed of a greasy 
substance which will attract 
grease-based inks and at the same 
time will repel the undrawn 
wetted background areas of the 
limestone. The print is attained 
by running the dampened paper, 
placed upon the ink stone, 
through the pressure of the 
lithograph press. This process is 
planographic: the stone’s image is 
neither above nor below the 
surface being printed; it is 
considered a surface 
phenomenon. This leaves the 
artist an infinite variety of 
surface relation he can establish 
between positive, or basically 
image, areas and the negative, or 
background, areas. 


The intaglio process, especially 
etching, is similar in the freedom 
it allows the creator, such as 
internationally known Rudy 
Pozzatti, in his etching “Homage 
to Vesaluis” where he employs 
color. In the etching process, the 
image or positive area is indented 
so that it is below the surface of a 
metal plate. Ink is forced into 
these indented areas and the 
plate’s surface is wiped clean. The 
plate and dampened sheet of 
paper are run through a clothes 
wringer-type press under great 
pressure. This pressure forces the 
wetted down into the ink grooves 
so that the lines of the print 
actually stand in relief above the 
paper’s surface. Engraving, 
aquatint and soft ground, all 
intaglio forms, employ this 
method, and these forms can be 
combined for the same print to 
form the image. Actual shapes: 
leaves, cloth, twiggs, etc., can also 
be transferred to the plate 
through the soft ground 
technique so that they will 
appear in the image. Dennis M. 
Rowen enlists this approach in 
his intaglio “Printemps.” 


So it is all these variations that 
each process encourages which 
creates the quiet excitement of 
which I speak. The opportunity 
to be able to get up close and 
discover the relief, the textures, 
the leaf image, the line and area 
formation, all composed in so 
many ways, are hinted at, if not 
represented in this show. This is 
one not to be missed.

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Theta Xi wins IFC football title

Although the rain fell and the 
playing field was muddy last 
Sunday, the weather did not 
cloud Theta Xi’s day, as the All- 
Sports House became the 1968 
IFC football champions. The 
League A champs downed 
Lambda Chi Alpha, League B 
champs 10-7. Theta Xi scored 
early in the first period following 
a sustained drive when Tom 
Walsh hit Ron Libby for the first 
score. Later in he period LCA 
was forced into a punting 
situation, but was charged with a 
safety in a disputed decision 
when their punter stepped into 
the end zone. In the second half, 
LCA came back with a 
touchdown on a long pass play 
from Gary Busse to Ray Cole, 
and the extra point attempt was 
good making the score 8-7 in 


favor of Theta Xi. Ron Libby 
then caught Busse in the end 
zone for another safety and the 
afternoon’s scoring was 
concluded. Sunday’s loss was the 
first suffered by LCA this season, 
but still gave the Hawks the IFC 
runner-up trophy. Theta Xi’s 
only loss this season came on 
opening day. 

In an exciting contest which 
took five periods to produce a 
victor, League A’s runner-up 
team Sigma Phi Epsilon, defeated 
the number two team in League 
B, Theta Chi, 12-6. Theta Chi 
drew first blood when 
quarterback Dale Gorski threw a 
pass to Ken Janicek who then 
proceeded to scamper sixty yards 
for the touchdown. Sig Ep 
followed with a touchdown 
shortly afterwards when their 


quarterback, Dana Rosendall, ran 
around the left end for the TD. 
The first half ended in a 6-6 tie, 
and tight defensive playing on 
both sides prevented either team 
from scoring during the second 
half. A fifth “quarter” was then 
played in order to determine a 
winner. Sig Ep took the opening 
kick off deep into Theta Chi 
territory, and on the following 
play, Rosendall threw a short 
pass to receiver Rick Piggott who 
caught the ball in the end zone. 
As the extra period progressed 
Theta Chi stubbornly refused to 
give up and threatened to score 
on several plays, but Sig Ep’s 
safety, Ed Bradley, intercepted 
one of Gorski’s passes and the 
eventual winners ran out the 
clock. The victory gives Sig Ep 
the third place award for the 
1968 IFC football season. 


Memphis clinches tie for MVC title; 
Tigers 'shock’ Witchita State 40-18 


Memphis State University 
clinched a tie for the MVC title 
with last week’s 40-18 trouncing 
of Wichita, and the Tigers can 
win the title outright tomorrow 
despite the fact that they are idle. 

North Texas State University, 
with a Valley record of 3-1, must 
defeat Wichita State in the 
Shockers’ homecoming to retain 
any hope of tieing for the title. If 
the Eagles win, then Memphis 
will have to defeat Louisville on 
Nov. 30 to win the title outright. 
No MVC team has ever won the 
league title in their first year of 
competition, but Coach Billy 
Murphy’s Tigers are the odds-on 
favorite. 

In other MVC action 
tomorrow, Cincinnati tangles 
with the University of Miami of 
Ohio in the oldest college rivalry 
west of the Alleghenies. The 
Redskins are not members of the 
MVC but the game will count in

Cincy’s conference record. Going 
into the last game of the season, 
the Bearcats of Coach Homer 
Rice are 4-4-1 on the season, 2-2 
in MVC action. In 
non-conference action tomorrow, 
Louisville entertains Drake and 
Tulsa visits the Astrodome to 
take on the high-scoring Houston 
Cougars. 

In last week’s action, beside 
the MSU victory over Wichita, 
North Texas swamped Louisville, 
36-14. The victory eliminated the 
Cardinals from MVC title 
competition. Louisville is now 
2-2 in the Valley, 5-3 overall. The 
Eagles are 7-2 on the season. 

Ohio University, ranked 17th 
in the nation, kept their unbeaten 
skein alive when they thumped 
Cincy, 60-48. And Tulsa, in a 
non-conference affair, lost their 
sixth game against only two 
victories to the Air Force, 28-8.

The Titans, with more than 
their share of candidates for this 
year’s new television show, 
“Land of the Giants,” could 
present some problems for Coach 
Stowell’s five. They are big, 
experienced and bring with them 
an inspiration to better last 
season’s fine record. 

December 3rd brings with it 
more than the indigestion 
received from the not-too often 
encountered home-cooked turkey 
feast; it also pits the Braves 
against the Vikings from 
Augustana (S.D.). 

The Vikings build their attack 
around Gary Baumann, one of 
the nations finest guards. They 
will also rely on the fine shooting 
of Roy Teas, supported by a 
better than average rebounder in 
Bill Squires. 

Augustana will also be looking 


to a fine bunch of sophomores 
for replacement and depth. Craig 
Jones, a strong board man 
averaging 20 rebounds as a 
freshman and Paul Plachecki, 
averaging 16.2 points a game as a 
freshman, form that depth and 
support. 

If one were to locate the 
strong point of this team, whose 
1967-68 season record was a 
disappointing 9-15, the board 
strength would be that point. 
They’ll need that strength more 
for their rugged North Central 
Conference race, however, than 
they will against the Braves in a 
non-conference encounter. 

With only one starter 
returning, and an attack centered 
around talented but untested 
sophomores, the Bisons of North 
Dakota State, who invade the 
Fieldhouse on Dec. 5, might have 
even a more tarnished record 
than their 6-20 mark of last 
season.

Bradley has completed its 
1968 football season with a mark 
of 4-6-0 and coach Billy Stone 
now has a 14-year record of 
64-65-5 at his alma mater. 

Sophomore fullback Tom 
Stephano (Batavia) won the 
rushing race with 537 net yards 
and a 3.4 average. He finished 
second in pass receiving, second 
in total offense and third in 
scoring. He caught 27 passes for 
24 1 yards and a pair of 
touchdowns, completed two of 
three passes for 16 yards and a 
total gain of 553 yards and 
scored four touchdowns for 24 
points. 

Senior Mike Dafferner 
(Quincy) was second in rushing 
with a 3.3 average and first in 
pass receiving with 31 for 402 
yards and two touchdowns. 
Dafferner finished second in 
individual scoring with 26 points. 

Junior quarterback Larry 


Selinger (Springfield), despite 
missing one full game and 
three-quarters of another, 
finished with the total offense 
lead at 1586 yards. He picked up

It was Bradley football, 1968’ 


It started in the oppressive heat of a late August morning. 
It ended in the mud and mire of Hancock Stadium in 
Normal, Illinois, on a cold, drizzly Saturday afternoon. 

It began with high hopes for success in 1968. It ended in 
defeat and failure against Illinois State. 

It had its high points. There was the 80-yard march late 
in the Homecoming game against Southeast Missouri that 
pulled out a hard-earned victory. There was the 7-0 halftime 
lead over highly touted Akron before the Zips soared back 
to win. 

It had its outstanding performances. The job that Mike 
Kepple did on Wisconsin’s Terry Fredenberg, the 105 yards 
that “Bomber” Stephano picked up against SEMO, the 
outstanding jobs done all season by the unsung linemen. The 
Wiech s, the Shipman’s, the Bresko’s, the Schumacher’s all 
their jobs without fanfare. 

It had its low points too, and often it seemed like they 
were coming quicker and more often than the good points. 
There was the pasting suffered at the hands of Central 
Michigan in the season’s opener, the one point loss to 
Wisconsin-Milwaukee, and most of all last week’s offensive 
ineptness at Illinois State. 

It had its sub-par performances also. Co-captain Jerry 
Rapplean failed to live up to capabilities that he showed last 
year. So did fellow linebackers Frank D’Atri, and Bob 
Durbin. Others, at times, seemed to play like their heart 
wasn’t in the game. 

It had its offbeat moments. There was Ron Maestri in a 
barracks at Pensacola without two new shirts and a pair of 
shoes that were there before the game. Where are they now? 
Ask one of the men on the base. 

It was a season of safeties. Safeties helped Bradley to win 
the Eastern Illinois game, lose the Wisconsin-Milwaukee and 
to get back into competition at Evansville. 

It also had its moments of what seemed to be inadequate 
officiating. But it wasn’t as inadequate as some members of 
the fourth estate would make it seem. 

It will be remembered in a thousand different ways by 
the men on the squad. End Tom Whitney will remember it 
as the season where an ankle injury prevented him from 
making a run at some of Bill Marcordes’ passing records. 
Larry Selinger will remember it as a season where a bad 
ankle kept him from 100% effectiveness at all times. 
Freshman Steve Beemer will probably remember it for the 
blocked punt that he scored with last week at Normal. 
Defensive tackle Jack Wiech will probably remember 1968 
as the year when he played one game at offensive end and 
almost scored a touchdown with half of the 
Wisconsin-Milwaukee team hanging on his back. 

It will be remembered by Coaches Stone, Spink and 
Maestri as a year when the kids never quit giving their all. 
And who can ask for more. 

It was fun ... it was hard work. 

It had its moments of victory ... it had its moments of 
defeat. 

It had its aches and pains on Sunday mornings . . . 

It had its determination to win ... it had its pride in 
representing the school.

Coupled with the Braves’ 
offensive ineptness was the strong 
Redbird rushing attack. Led by 
Rudy Phillips (102 yards) and 
fullback Bruce Cullen (93 yards), 
Illinois State rolled up a total of 
302 yards rushing, compared to 
only 23 for Bradley. The 302 
yards was piled up without the 
efforts of Jed Waters, State’s 
leading rusher, who sat out the 
affair with pulled ligaments in his 
right knee. Quarterback Harold 
Olson displayed mastery at 
play-calling, throwing for 167 
yards and rushing for 26 more. 

The game was relatively close 
in the first half as both teams 
were hitting extremely hard. The 
hitting was hard throughout the 
entire game, and this might be 
reflected in the penalty totals. 
State was given 171 yards in 
penalties, the Braves 67. 

The crowd of 5,200 that sat 
through a steady drizzle the entire 
afternoon, saw neither team put 
on any sustained drive in the 
early moments of the game. Late 
in the first quarter the Redbirds 
racked up a first down at the 
Braves’ 33, and on the next play 
Olson unloaded a touchdown 

Pierce named captain 

Two linemen, Norb Pierce and 
Mike Bresko, walked off with the 
main honors at Wednesday 
night’s fall sports banquet.

After a Jim King punt to the 
ISU 14, Cullen fumbled at his 
own 31 and Mike Kepple 
recovered for Bradley. Two plays 
later quarterback Larry Selinger, 
still hindered by a bad knee, 
threw over the middle to Tom 
Stephano at the 15 who ran in 
the rest of the way for the score. 
The Braves’ conversion attempt 
failed when Tim Ellis bobbled the 
snap from center on the wet 
field. 

Later in the second quarter a 
King punt was downed at the ISU 
one yard line. After picking up a 
first down the Redbirds went 
into punt formation, but the 
punt by Dale Nunemaker was 
blocked by the Braves. However 
Bradley couldn’t score and 
surrendered the ball at the ISU 
14 on downs. 

The Redbirds drove into 
Bradley territory, but the drive 
was stopped when linebacker

Frank D’Atri picked off an Olson 
pass at the Bradley 46. Bradley 
drove to the ISU five for a first 
down, the big play a 43 yard pass 
to Tom Whitney. Three plays 
from the five couldn’t produce a 
score, and a fourth down field 
goal attempt by King was 
blocked by ISU’s Fred Beilfuss. 
Homoly recovered the ball and 
raced to midfield before Tim 
Rassi made the tackle. Two 
passes to Bill Bolinder ate up 37 
yards, and on third down from 
his own 24, Olson hit Homoly in 
the end zone for the score. 
Phillips’ kick was good to make it 
15-6 ISU with only three seconds 
left in the half. 

The Braves started off the 
second half with a bomb and it 
failed. A pass intended for 
Whitney was picked off by 
Homoly at the ISU 35 and 
returned to the BU 23. Five plays 
later Phillips drove up the middle 
for the score, and then booted 
the conversion to make it 22-6. 

The Braves went into a 
shotgun formation at this point 
and Selinger, with two passes to 
Mike Dafferner, drove the Braves 
to the ISU 23. But on fourth and 
14 Selinger, who called only one 
running play in the second half, 
was tackled by Terry Likens 
before he could release the ball. 

On the first play after taking 
over on downs Phillips drove 30 
yards up the left side to the 
Bradley 42. A piling on penalty 
then put the ball on the 26. 


Olson, relying mainly on his 
ground attack, picked up two 
first downs, with Cullen going 
over from the one for the score 
with 5:03 left in the third 
quarter. Phillips converted to 
make the score ISU 29, BU 6. 

Bradley was unable to move 
the ball after the ensuing kickoff, 
but Homoly fumbled the punt 
and Bradley recovered at the ISU 
28. After completing a first down 
pass to Rassi, Selinger hit 
Whitney for a 15 yard 

touchdown score. A two point 

conversion pass was good to 

Dafferner, and at this point 

Bradley trailed 29-14. 

On the second play after the 
Bradley kickoff Phillips ran 33 
yards to the Bradley 28, but 
Cullen fumbled on the next play 
and Bill Willingham recovered for 
the Braves. Then an inept BU 
offense couldn’t move the ball 
and King was forced to make one 
of his seven punts of the 
afternoon. 

ISU then fumbled again and 
Gerry Rapplean recovered on he 
ISU 22. A Selinger-to-Daffemer 
pass ate up 17 yards, and the 
Braves had a first down at the 
five as the fourth quarter began. 
Selinger continued to operate out 
the shotgun formation that he 
used for the entire second half, 
and instead of running for the 
score he attempted four passes 
that all missed their target. 

ISU took over on their own 10 
and marched down to the BU 26 
where, on a second and seven 
situation, Olson rolled to his left 
and went into the end zone for 
the fifth Redbird touchdown. 
The try for two points failed and

35-14 edge with 10:34 remaining 
in the game. 

ISU managed to score again on 
a 27 yard end-around run by 
Homoly, and the Braves finished 
the afternoon off with scores by 
Dafferner on a one yard scamper 
and by linebacker Steve Beemer, 
who rambled 13 yards with a 
blocked punt. 

But for all intent, the game 
was over when Selinger failed to 
move his team for the score from 
the ISU five with a first down.

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Security police arrest man loitering in Westlake

A man who was estimated to 
be 26 years old and presumably 
from Peoria was noticed in the 
girls’ washroom on the ground 
level of the education building by 
two co-eds last Wednesday. The 
girls immediately reported this to 
the dean’s office which in turn 
phoned the security police. 
Before the gurads could arrive, 
the man was captured by Drs. 
Bent and Harrison. Dr. Harrison 
said that the man was slightly 
drunk but was alert enough to try 
to escape while being questioned 
about incidents taking place at a 
neighboring grade school. The 
man pushed away from his 
captors and dodged the security 
guard arriving through the front 
entrance. He was later cornered 
on Elmwood St. by a security car 
arriving to investigate the call. 

The security department 
indicated that the University is 


pressing charges of ‘drunken and 

disorderly conduct’ against the 
man. 

Another incident happened 
the following afternoon as two 
underclass co-eds were passing 
out literature to the fraternity 
and sorority houses on Barker St. 
According to the girls, a man 
pulled his car into the driveway 
behind them and asked for 
directions to the Student Center. 
After the girls explained the 
route, he indicated that he still 
did not understand. One of the 
girls drew a map for him on the 
back of one of the leaflets. 

She said that when he handed 
it to him, she noticed that he was 
naked from the waist down. She 
grabbed her companion’s hand 
and both of them left 
immediately. According to her, 
the man did not attempt to 
follow them. 


After a few minutes the girls 
noticed a city police car patroling 
the area. They gave a description 
of the driver and his car to the 
police. 

The man was apprehended 
about ten minutes later with the 
co-operation of both the city and 
campus police. This co-operation 
is attributed to a mutual 
monitoring of the radio distress 
calls of both departments. 

The girls said they are very 
willing to press charges against 
the man “to prevent this thing 
from happening to other girls.” 
Despite the performance of the 
security department in these two 
incidents, two other incidents 
occurred about which the guards 
claim to know nothing. 

According to some co-eds, a 
man continually called a floor in 
one of the women’s dormitories 
last Thursday and Firday night 


and part of the day Saturday. 
The girls said the man spoke to 
them suggestively and that he 
would repeatedly call whenever 
they would hang up. 

One of the girls said that they 
were told the calls were traced 
but a check with the security 
department showed that the 
incidents were not reported to 
the University police. The 
housemother for that floor could 
not be reached to confirm the 
girl’s statement. 

Some of the girls interviewed 
said that a man bothered some of 
the girls on the first floor of one 
of the dorms several nights last 
week. They said he would tap 
softly on the window and 
whisper to them. 

Again, a check with the 
security department showed the 
incident was not reported to the 
campus police. 


Many of the girls interviewed 
for this story strongly 
emphasized their lack of 
confidence in the Bradley 
security police. Most of them said 
they felt safer in calling the city 
police. 

However, in a statement by 
Jack Willis, head of the 
University’s security department, 
the co-operation between the 
campus and city police was 
pointed out. He used the arrest of 
the man in the car last Thursday 
as an example of this mutual 
help. 

Willis stressed that those who 
need help should call the security 
department immediately at 
676-7611. He said that with a 
closer co-operation between the 
students and the campus police, 
many of the undesirables that 
clutter this campus at night could 
be eliminated.

The application of any Negro 
i high school senior who ranks in 
the upper half of his or her high 
school class, fulfills all University 
requirements and lives within a 

Pekin company 
presents grant 

The American Distilling 
Company of Pekin presented 
Bradley University with a grant 
of $15,000 Tuesday, Nov. 26, in 
special ceremonies in the Swords 
Hall Conference Room on 
campus. 

The presentation represents 
the largest grant ever made by the 
American Distilling Company to 
an educational institution. 
Making the presentation was 
Albert H. Weston, Vice President 
of the Company, while Bradley 
President Talman W. Van 
Arsdale, Jr. accepted on behalf of 
the University. Also participating 
in the ceremony was Pekin 
insurance executive Harry 
McClarence, a member of the 
Bradley campaign’s steering 
committee. 

The Pekin firm thus becomes 
the eighth area organization to 
present the largest educational 
grant in its history to the Bradley 
i campaign to raise five million 
dollars. Previous record grants 
have been presented by the 
Caterpillar Tractor Co., the 
Commercial National Bank of 
Peoria, Hiram Walker & Sons, the 
Toledo, Peoria & Western 
Railroad, The Quaker Oats 
Company, the Herget National 
Bank of Pekin and the First 
National Bank of Pekin. 


100-mile radius of Peoria will be 
given consideration for a Romeo 
Garrett Scholarship. Applicants 
meeting these requirements will 
then be evaluated on the basis of 
inherent leadership qualification, 
recommendations from school 
officials and Negro leaders, 
academic achievement and degree 
of financial need. The deadline 
for submitting the scholarship 
application form is March 1, 
1969. 

Five Garrett Scholars are 
selected each year, and the 
recipients maintain the 
scholarships throughout their 
four years of study if they remain 
in good academic standing. 

Recipients of the scholarship 
receive the counsel and advice of 
members of the Romeo Garrett 


Scholarship Committee 
throughout their stay at the 
University. 

The Scholarships were 
established five years ago in 
honor of Dr. Romeo B. Garrett, 
noted professor of sociology at 
Bradley. Dr. Garrett joined the 
Bradley faculty in 1947 after 
doing his undergraduate work at 
Dillard University, where he later 
received the institution’s 
Distinguished Alumnus Award. 
He received his Master of Arts 
degree from Bradley and earned 
his Ph.D. from New York 
University. Dr. Garrett is author 
of the book, The Negro in Peoria, 
1 775-1905, and has written 
numerous articles for scientific 
and educational journals. 


Part of a new experiment in 
business-education relations by 
the Cleveland-head quartered 
diversified company, the 
TRW- sponsored production of 
“By George” is appearing at 40 
of the nation’s leading colleges.

A crowd of 500 - 700 students 
gathered Thursday, Nov. 22, in 
front of the Student Center to 
hear arguments in support of the 
Senate’s proposed Students Bill 
of Rights. 

After a preliminary rendition 
of several songs by a folk duet, 
Pete Erlinder, Student Body 
President, offered some opening 
remarks and introduced the first 
of the speakers, All-School 
Treasurer Gary Roberts. 

Roberts began by saying that 
when the trustees of Bradley 
University wish to speak on the 
virtues of the school, they say 
“look at the people we’ve turned 
out.” Roberts believed that a 
“change” in this philosophy was 
needed and the Bill of Rights was 
the beginning of that change. 
Through it Bradley could begin 
to turn out “not products, but 
people.” 

Secondly, Dr. Nosco of the 
philosophy department told of 
Plato’s idea of education as 
“training in excellence.” Bradley 
in his opinion was not offering 
this. Dr. Simmons followed 
Nosco and greeted the students 
with “Hello, pussycats.” The 
students were “pussycats” 
because of what was in Simmon’s 
eyes a lack of initiative and desire 
for change. He said 
undergraduates must be “fully 
prepared to the obligations of 
what students should be, and 
enjoined them not to “enslave 
yourself to a paternalistic 19th 
Century environment.” 

Dr. Kalman Goldberg and 
Professor Harry Brent, the last 
two speakers, continued on the 
same theme. Goldberg charged 
that Bradley is engaged in the 
“training of students.” The Bill 
of Rights is a step in making the 
University a “fulcrum for 
change.” It could be the 
beginning of a process of 
questioning the whole “nature of 
society.” Professor Brent told the 
students the “Bill of Rights 
makes you free.” It is up to the 
students to take this freedom and 
use it as a base to build their 
power upon. 

Erlinder then offered some 
closing remarks, saying that the 
momentum for the Bill has 
passed to the student body and it 
is up to them by voting for the

Campbell gives magnetic lecture 


Dr. Wallace Campbell, Chief of 
the Geomagnestism Laboratory, 
ESSA, Boulder, Colorado will be 
on campus Dec. 9 to deliver two 
lectures concerning “Rapid 
Variations in the Earth’s 
Magnetic Field.” The lecture and 
discussion for students will be 
held in Olin 181 at 8 p.m. 

Dr. Campbell began work with 
the Environmental Science 
Services Administration in 
August 1960. He is presently 
Chief of the Geomagnetism Lab. 
His principal field of interest has 
been ultra low frequency 
geomagnetic field oscillations and 
night sky luminosity fluctuations. 


Before joining ESSA, Dr. 
Campbell had been assistant 
professor of geophysics at the 
University of Alaska where he 
had also worked at the 
Geophysical Institute. 

Dr. Campbell received his B.S. 
degree in chemistry at Louisiana 
State University, M.A. in physics 
at Vanderbilt University, and Ph. 
D. at the University of California 
at Los Angeles. 
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The duty of students 

“Before criticizing others, make sure that you, yourself, 
are perfect.” Although this saying is idealistic and almost 
impossible to live by, it is one which all of us should think 
about and seriously strive for. Particularly, it is something 
which the Bradley student should strive for. 

Unfortunately it seems that most of us, students, are only 
good for complaining, either about the Student Senate, the 
administration, the facilities or the professors. In reality, 
however, it is these groups of people or objects that make 
this University tick and continue to tick. Although I would 
like to think as most philosophers do - that the backbone of 
a University is students and professors - at Bradley, this is 
hardly the case. And the fault lies with students. 

This University has come far in the past eight years and 
the only thing that seems to be standing in its way now is 
the lack of thinking, interested, responsible and 
conscientious students. We are constantly comparing 
Bradley to other universities - some of the best in the nation. 
Why don’t we, as students, begin to compare ourselves with 
other students - some of the best in the nation. 

Why don’t we use the honor system of West Point, why 
don’t we have the concern which Columbia’s students have, 
why aren’t we supporting Bradley with the same passion 
that students at Harvard support their school, why do we 
not support our Student Senate like Northwestern students 
support theirs, why aren’t we demanding the educational 
challenge which Berkeley and Stanford students are. 

The problem at Bradley seems to be that we students 
have not yet realized that an education is a give and take 
process, that you only get out what you put in and that, if 
we are going to be a Harvard, Stanford or Northwestern, it is 
going to take the combined efforts of administrators, 
professors, and especially, students. To my total dismay. I’m 
afraid I have to admit, that as students we have fallen for 
short of what is expected of us. 

Think about your role the next time you see a student 
cheat in class, the next time you attend a lecture with only 
three other people, the next time you take part in a death 
march for a Students’ Bill of Rights or a Scholars Program 
without scholars. It is time we, as students, re-evaluate our 
goals and roles and make some changes in ourselves.

Honor an honor 

“Pssst, move your hand,” I heard a voice say. Right in the 
middle of an exam. Which my grade was depending on. 
Which was graded on a curve. Which somebody else was 
cheating on. 

It wasn’t the first time either, and suddenly I knew that I 
had had it. Fireworks went off inside, and I knew I was 
going to march to the front of the lecture hall and report on 
the maneuvers going on in the back. 

The situation may be hypothetical, but the question 
which arises from it is real enough. Whom would be the 
condemned person? The one who showed his answers, the 
one who copied them or better yet was it the one who 
reported it? 

Bradley has an honor code, even if some students don’t. 
It states: “All work expected to be our own should be our 
own.” Penalty for cheating is a “zero” or “F” on any exam 
or piece of work on which a student is caught cheating. An 
“F” for the exam and the course results from cheating on a 
final. As stated in the student activity book, “The 
appropriate disciplinary committee may take additional 
action, including dismissal from the University, for repeated 
or aggravated offenses.” 

No amount of writing or talking can swerve a student 
who is bent on cheating. He has rationalized his way out of 
it, and reasons that ten minutes after the test, no one, 
especially he, will remember who cheated on the exam. 
He ignores the far-reaching consequences of the whole thing 
- that when he is later “out on the job,” he won’t be able to 
consult someone else’s test for the right answers. For that 
reason, cheating is perhaps the most unreal thing about any 
phoniness in a college setting. A person simply can’t get 
away with it for long “out there.” 

The solution appears to be for any lax professors to 
clamp down on students where cheating is taking place. One 
professor in the psychology department recently told one of 
his lecture classes that he could see any cheating that was 
going on easily. Perhaps that is why the psych department 
cut out a lot of the cheating in its tests last year. Other 
departments could take their suggestions. 

One other solution, clouded by the doubts of reality, 
stands waiting also. It would get all three of the students 
mentioned at the beginning off the hook. Bradley students 
could wipe the slate clean and use their own brains and 
pencils on exams.

Sounds of silence

“Kill the Commies, get the 
Bastards.” Well, now we have it. 
It’s sock it to ‘em time. The 
National Commission on the 
Causes and Prevention of 
Violence has disclosed what you 
and I have known all along; that 
Chicago’s magnificent police have 
STRUCK once again for Truth, 
Justice, and the American Way. 

There’s not much point in 
outlining the report, it’s right 
there in black and white if you’re 
interested. By now it has been 
ingrained in your mind that the 
Communist Conspiracy is in 
Moscow and not in Chicago. The 
radio has bleeped out for the past 
week that the police caused the 
riot and not the demonstrators. 
Of course, if you’re imaginative 
like Mayor Daley or the Peoria 
Journal Star you can turn the 
report around and show where it 
puts the blame on the “acid 
dropping degenerates”. But if 
you really think that way, then 
nothing could sway you, and 
Marshall Ky is still your man. 

Yet you must give some 
credulance to a commission 
named by President Johnson and 
headed by Dr. Milton 
Eisenhower. They may be wrong, 
Mayor Daley may be right, and 
the Earth might be the center of 
the Universe. We must get caught 
in that patriotic euphoria that so 
well served Germany. 

The report is not final, nor is 
it ultimately accurate. We live in 
the 20th Century America and a 
report a thousand times as long 
wouldn’t tell the whole truth, 
and it wouldn’t convince every 
citizen. There have been reports 


that were wrong, dead wrong; 
take for instance the Warren 
Commission. And there have 
been reports that seemed 
accurate (Report on Civil 
Disorders) that didn’t bat an 
eyelash, that didn’t bring us an 
iota closer to reality. But a report 
is like a jury; after listening to 
200 million witnesses it reached a 
verdict. Mayor Daley can be 
thankful that none of the jurors 
believes in capital punishment. 

I personally feel that the 
commission lacked something. 
Several months ago we watched 
an insane insult to our 
intelligence known as Daley’s 
Folly or Woodsman Spare that 
Tree. In the commission, 
however, we have a group of men 
who still represent the 
“establishment” but have some 
semblance of respectability. Now 
all we need is a report authored 
by Abbie Hoffman and Dave 
Dellinger. That might weight the 
scales of justice toward the center 
a bit, toward the truth. 

But we will never know. The 
helmeted, tear-gas wielding police 
will insist they were called nasty 
things, and had no alternative but 
to attack. The protesters will 
contend that the only crime they 
committed was to exercise their 
American right of free speech, 
and in turn were trounced upon 
by cops “shouting kill, kill, kill.” 
We will never know, but people 
like the mother of three whose 
car was stopped by the police and 
who had a bayonet shoved 
through her window might take 
police in the fact that not 
everybody thinks she provoked 
the cops. 


Daniel Walker, a member of 
the commission, charged “police 
used excessive violence in 
handling demonstrators...and on 
at least two occasions, the 
violence reached the proportions 
of a so-called “police riot.” Well, 
what does this mean? It has 
different meaning for different 
people, like Mayor Daley, and 
those few black G.I.’s who j 
refused to go to Chicago and take 
part in the police riot. And to 
Hubert Humphrey, it has special 
meaning. 

This report, and others like it, [ 
are not so much interested in f 
looking back and pointing a 
finger, as they are in preventing 
future confrontations. The 
question remains then, will the 
advice offered by the 
Commission on Violence be 
heeded? A good indication is that 
even though the commission j 
discounted any activity by j 
subversive groups, the HUAC is 
still investigating. Even though 
the committee blames the cops, 
the Mayor Daleys of this country 
still blame the protesters. 

The only thing we learn from ; 
history is that we never learn i 
from history. So my friends, 
don’t be naive and think that f 
Chicago’s police will become 
humanist now. Don’t think that : 
the political machines of this , 
country will make an attempt to | 
right the wrongs they have 
propagated. Don’t think HUAC I 
will investigate party bosses 
instead of hippies. Don’t think 
that Mayor’s Daley, Yorty, etc. 
will return the city to the people. 

In short, fellow students, it’s 
going to be a long hot summer. 
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Senate finalizes rights’ bill, seeks student support 




Students will be able to cast 
their votes for accepting or 
rejecting the Student Bill of 
Rights Wednesday and Thursday, 
Dec. 11 and 12 from 9 a.m. to 4 
p.m. in the Student Center, 
Library, Bradley and Baker Halls. 
Presentation of I.D. cards will be 
necessary for voting. 

“Because of the significance of 
the Bill of Rights and to 
accommodate the large turnout, 
the polls will be open both days 
next week,” said Senior Class 
Senator William Cheeks, 
chairman of the elections 
committee. “Next week’s 
balloting will be the most 
important and influential 
decision students can make,” he 
added, “for they will be 
determining how they want to 
live at Bradley.” 

In guaranteeing students’ 
rights, freedoms and protections, 
the Bill of Rights is an 
opportunity for students to have 
a more responsible and 
meaningful role in the university 
community. The Bill provides for 
the greatest changes concerning 
student participation in decision 
making. It outlines other rights 
concerning association and 
organization, disclosure of 
academic and disciplinary records 
and the dissemination of 
university information. The Bill’s 
protections include the procedure 
for appearing before a judicial or 
disciplinary body, improper 
classroom practices, 
discrimination and improperly 
construed or enforced university 
and student made regulations. 

“We are not interested in 
student power per se,” stated 
Junior Class Senator Barbara 
Moore. “Senate is concerned with 
creating an atmosphere of 
student self-determination and 
action. Voting in favor of the Bill 
of Rights will establish the 
positive means for these 
improvements.” 

Senators will be in the dorms, 
sorority and fraternity houses 
and the Student Center Tuesday 
night, Dec. 10, to answer 
questions concerning the Bill of 
Rights.

Milking the Bulls

Now that the peril of the Turkey has come and gone, we can begin 
reaping some of our harvests. Speaking of cranberry sauce, food chains 
seem to be hitting new highs right about now. Great Atlantic and 
Pacific (A&P), Kroger, and Kresge (K-Mart) are having a real fine year. 
They warrant a close watch for long term investment. 

If you’re wondering why Sinclair and Atlantic Richfield are 
sky-rocketting; it’s because they plan to merge. The proposed merger 
stock would be valued at $149.70, that’s about 20 points higher than 
Sinclair is presently. So it looks like those two stocks are going to 
continue their rise. 

We have been witnessing an ambiguity in the market recently. 
Interest rates, which normally affect home buying directly, have been 
going up. Chase Manhattan Bank disclosed Monday that it’s corporate 
loan interest rate was raised 14% to 614%. This set off a chain reaction, 
which was expected, and subsequently other banks raised their interest 
rates on mortgages (now averaging 7.12%) and other loans. This 
usually inhibits many prospective buyers. But housing construction is 
up 16% over 1967, and many experts are forecasting a greater boom in 
‘69. If peace is ever restored in this fertile land, we can expect those 
interest rates to go back down, which will further the demand for 
housing. 

I might just briefly mention that the airlines are doing quite well. 
With CAB approval, the large companies expect to offer low price 
packaged tours in the near future. These would be in direct 
competition with the chartered airlines and could prove fruitful. 

Some other suggestions for the week: Continental Can, Texas Gulf 
Sulphur, National Homes, Georgia Pacific, and Marshall Field. 

You might want to watch Marshall Field for a while before you 
decide to buy. I hear they’ve been having trouble selling Chicago Police 
uniforms lately, it seems that they’re going out of style.

Loras College wins 
speech sweepstakes 




The 122nd Annual Bradley 
University Invitational Speech 
Tournament was held on campus 
on Nov. 22 and 23. Traveling to 
Peoria were 76 colleges and 
universities ranging from the East 
Coast to the far Midwest to 
compete in various speech events. 

Loras College of Dubuque, 
Iowa, won the first place trophy 
with a combined total of 41 
sweepstakes points in individual 
events. Second place went to Coe 
College of Cedar Rapids, Iowa, 
with 40 points. Central Michigan 
University of Mt. Pleasant, 
Michigan, compiled 37 points, 
capturing the third place honor. 

The other top ten schools in 
order were: University of Iowa, 
Iowa City; Wisconsin State 
University at Eau Claire; Bradley 
University, Evangel College, 
Springfield, Mo.; Blackhawk

college, Moline, and Wisconsin 
State University at Oshkosh tied 
for eighth place; and Augustana 
College, Rock Island. Although 
Bradley took sixth place in 
overall points, BU students were 
not eligible for trophies. 

First place in the debate 
division went to Augustana 
College with a win-loss record of 
20-5. Malone College of Dayton, 
Ohio, took the second place 
trophy, winning 19 debates and 
losing 6. Third place honors went 
to Wisconsin State University at 
Eau Claire. 

Speakers arrived on the 
Bradley campus early Friday 
morning to make presentations in 
such areas as discussion, after 
dinner speaking, listening, radio 
broadcasting, extemporaneous 
speaking and debate. Contests 
were held not only in academic 
classrooms, but dormitory 
lounges, fraternity and sorority 
houses, churches, and 
administrators’ living rooms as 
well. 

Director of the Tournament, 
Prof. Henry Vander Heyden, 
explained that this year was the 
first 'time computers were used 
for scheduling. Some problems in 
scheduling rounds included 
finding 115 judges for as many 
debates who would not judge 
their own team or a team that 
would meet their own team later 
in the tournament. Also 
scheduling was arranged so that 
teams, which do not ordinarily 
meet in normal regional 
competition, would meet in the 
Bradley tournament. The 
computer did all this in 55 
seconds, a job which normally 
took 3 days. 

At the conclusion of the 
awards ceremony, Mr. Vander 
Heyden noted that this was the 
first time that results were 
available sooner than expected .>

Hamlet’s Elinore Castle is a 
vast, magnificent work of art-but 
reconstruct such a castle on 
thirty feet of stage? It is 
practically impossible. Hamlet 
was a smashing success for the 
Bradley University theatre in 
spite of the theatre’s facilities. 
Dr. John Clifford, professor and 
director, bombarded the theatre 
facilities with a list of its faults. 
“First of all,” began Dr. Clifford, 
“there is inadequate seating. We 
turned away 340 high school 
students who wanted to see 
Hamlet.” This was in spite of the 
addition of two more showings. 
Once seated the audience 
contends with, as Dr. Clifford 
appropriately states it, “an 
aesthetically bad theatre.” Pillars 
and poles intrude upon the vision 
of those lucky enough to acquire 
a ticket. 

Secondly, Dr. Clifford tells of 
the time barrier by which his 
theatre crew is hampered. The 
stage can only be used 12 days 
prior to a performance. In this 
time the theatre members 
assemble the sets and rehearse for 
the coming show. Because 
Neumiller Chapel is also a lecture 
hall, “We can only work from 4 
p.m. to 6 the next morning,” 
Clifford contends. The cast 
resorts to rehearsing in rooms 
105 or 107. These are rooms 
smaller than the area of the 
actual stage. 

Continuing his list. Dr. 
Clifford maintains that there is 
no wing space on the stage. 
Instead of 20 or 30 feet like most 
theatres, the Bradley stage has 
only three or four feet. No flies 
can be used and no multiple 
settings. Choas was the only play 
presented at Bradley with more 
than one set. Also in Neumiller 
Chapel, it is impossible to do 

thrust staging or theatre-in-the- 
round. 

The dressing rooms are not 
adequate. Each room can only 
accommodate five or six people 
at a time. Also, the sound system 
is inadequate says Clifford. 
WMBD has aided the theatre in 
the respect by donating some of 
its old equipment. However, this 
still does not provide for the 
internal communication that the 
stage manager needs. 

Continuing the list, there is no 
orchestra pit, cites Clifford, nor 
facilities for lighting the fore 
stage. 

The theatre also has scenery 
construction problems, stated 
Clifford. When the scenery is 
completed at the scene shop on 
St. James Street, it must be 
brought across campus. It’s more 
expensive, more difficult, and 
time consuming. Of course, as Dr. 


Clifford continues, the scenery 
has to be the size of the doors to 
get it on stage where it stands for 
about two weeks in full view of 
the prospective audience while 
they attend classes. “All these,” 
concluded Dr. Clifford, “limit the 
kind and the amount of things we 
can do. Under the circumstances, 
we do the best we can.” 

Dr. Clifford summarized the 
problem: “In other words, it isn’t 
a theatre.” While the theatre 
grows, the facilities become more 
antiquated. There are about 50 
theatre emphasis students at 
Bradley. Ten years ago there were 
less than ten students. Four years 
ago only four plays were 
presented a year. Now there are 
ten. The attendance is increasing. 
The average attendance in the 
1968 season was 1434, yet, there 
is no genuine box office. Profits 
are increasing. This year $9,000 
was brought in. The theatre is 
completely self-supporting. It 
meets all its production expenses, 
and the extra money goes into 
Bradley’s general fund. 

Dr. Clifford is not the only 
one dissatisfied with the facilities. 
Ric Wanetik, a freshman here on 
a Theatre Merit Scholarship, 
stated “Bradley University 
Theatre survives in spite of its 
facilities. Making a thought 
provoking contrast, Wanetik said, 
“We give our productions in a 
lecture hall. My high school had a 
one thousand seat auditorium 
with full wings.” Ric believes, 
“We are hurting our image 
because of the poor seats.” 

Yet, what is being done? Ric 
Wanetik hopes something is being 
done but knows of no action 
being taken. 

What is going to be done? Dr. 
Clifford said bluntly, “What am I 
going to do? I’m going 
somewhere where they have a 
theatre.” This does not mean 
within the year or even two 
years. But why stay here?

Orsborn has been dissatisfied 
with the conduct of students 
waiting to get their tickets. “I’ve 
seen girls knocked down on the 
sidewalk waiting to get into the 
fieldhouse. The students should 
accept responsibility of entering 
orderly to coincide with the 
other responsibilities that they 
are asking for on campus,” he 
commented. 

“We think that the current 
set-up is the best possible one. 
However, if anyone has any ideas 
on how to improve the student 
ticket situation get in touch with 
me. I am more than willing to 
listen.” 

Orsbom also said that students 
should be aware of the seating 
regulations now in effect. Guest 
tickets can be purchased only for 
non-MVC games, but spouse 


tickets can be bought for any 
game. When buying a spouse 
ticket for a MVC game, the ticket 
should be bought at the time that 
the I.D. is validated. When the 
couple goes to be admitted at the 
student gate they must turn in 
the spouse ticket along with 
showing the validated I.D. They 


will then be issued two ticket 
stubs. Married couples can get a 
card from the Dean of Students 
office to attest to their marriage. 

These regulations apply to all 
games except the Athletes in 
Action game on Jan. 14. This is 
an exhibition game, and anyone 
wishing to go will have to pay. 


Memphis downs Louisville to win 
Mo. Valley grid title in first year 


Danny Pierce, a young man 
from Hattiesburg, Miss, who 
wasn’t even listed on the 
Memphis State football depth 
chart at the beginning of the 
season, lead the Tigers to a 43-14 
victory over Louisville last 
Saturday to give them the MVC 
football championship in thier 
first year of competition.

Cincinnati, lead by 
national total offense leader Greg 
Cook, finished at 3-2, 5-4-1. 
Cook was selected as MVC

Louisville and Tulsa each 
finished at 2-3 in the Valley. The 
Cardinals were 5-5 on the season 
although they did win four of the 
first five games, while Tulsa 
finished at 3-7. Wichita State 
failed to win a game in 10 
attempts.

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Bradley vanquishes Vikings

The Bradley Braves opened up 
a 64-27 halftime advantage and 
went on to defeat the Augustana 
Vikings, 98-62, before 5,700 in 
Robertson Memorial Fieldhouse 
Tuesday night. 

The victory was the second of 
the young season for Coach Joe 
S to well’s Braves in as many 
outings while the Vikings are now 
1-1 for their efforts. 

Bradley capitalized time and 
time again on a tight man-to-man 
defense which caused many 
Viking turnovers, leading to the 
famed Brave fast break. 

Guards A1 Crusoe and Dave 
Lundstrom consistently broke 
through the Augustana press to 
find cornermen Steve Kuberski 
(19 points) and L. C. Bowen, 
high scorer with 20, for the 
baseline shots. 

“The boys played well 
together,” noted Stowell of his 
team who had missed the 
Fieldhouse record of points for 


one half (67 vs. Houston in 1958) 
by only three points. 

Augustana never got 
untracked in the first half 
following the early Bradley 
barrage of points. The Vikings hit 
on only 19.5 percent of their 
field goal attempts prior to 
intermission. 

Gary Baumann, who finished 
high for Augustana with 18 
points, hit on only two of eleven 
shots in the first half. “Baumann 
shot 48% last year, but his shot 
tonight was dead,” said Viking 
coach Ed Stevens. “This is the 
worst I’ve ever seen him shoot,” 
he added. Baumann finished 5 for 
22 from the field. 

Augustana was hurt early in 
the game when Roy Teas, a 6-3 
senior forward, picked up three 
quick fouls. Teas finished with 15 
points although he sat out most 
of the first half. 

Kuberski and Bowen led a 14 
point outburst which pretty 
much wrapped up the game for 


Bradley midway through the first 
half. 

The Braves opened their lead 
to forty points, 80-40, at 14:44 
of the second half when Bowen 
cashed in on a driving lay-up. 
After that Stowell pulled his first 
string to save Augustana from 
total embarrassment. 

“We were able to jiggle the 
line-up and still get a good 
defensive effort from the team as 
a whole,” commented Stowell. 
He continued: “We used a good 
man-to-man and Rich Rapp came 
off the bench to give us a solid 
defensive game.” 

Cal Criddle and Kuberski led 
the Bradley charge off the boards 
with 11 and 10, respectively, 
while Teas, Craig Jones and Bill 
Squires each had eight for 
Augustana.

Papooses win first two games

The Bradley Papooses opened 
up their 1968 basketball season 
this week by trouncing their first 
two opponents, Churchill and 
Lincoln Junior Colleges. 

On Saturday, Nov. 30, the 
Papooses crushed Churchill, 
94-48. Sam Simmons and Willie 
Fort paced Bradley with 19 
points apiece, while Randy Crady 
and Paul Haugens chipped in with 
13 and 10 points apiece. Jim 
Morgando led Churchill with 10. 

The poor shooting of 
Churchill, combined with the 
Papooses’ control of the boards, 
left the outcome of the game 
easy enough to decide. Simmons 
and Fort controlled the boards 
for Bradley as they hauled in 22 
of their team’s 47 rebounds. 

The Links of Lincoln were the 
Papooses’ second victim by a 


98-72 score at Robertson 
Memorial Fieldhouse on Tuesday. 
Willie Fort led the weekday rout 
with 29 points. Dave Gifford hit 
for 18 points, while Paul Haugens 
and Sam Simmons added 16 and 
15 respectively. Fort, Simmons 
and Gifford also took in 35 of 
Bradley’s 58 rebounds. 

Lincoln also had four men hit 
for double figures in the scoring 
with Carl Jenkins being the 
Link’s high man with 23. Poor 
shooting again proved to be 
Lincoln’s downfall as they had 
been able to outshoot the 
Papooses,103-86. A good 51.2 
field goal percentage enabled 
Bradley to lead throughout the 
game after a brief 2-2 tie. 

Despite this, Coach Ron Harris 
was still not pleased with either 
his team’s defensive play or 
rebounding. He stated that a lot 


of mistakes also were prevalent in 
the Papooses’ passing game. 

In the first half of the game, 
Lincoln was subjected to a severe 
pressure defense that made them 
repeatedly shoot prematurely 
from 15 and 20 feet out. Late in 
the first half, however, Bradley 
switched to a zone defense which 
often enabled them to snare a 
defensive rebound and race 
downcourt with a 3 on 2 
situation in their favor. Willie 
Fort was more often than not the 
third man and scored several of 
his baskets from just under the 
basket. 

In the opinion of Coach 
Harris, though, “The lead 
obtained by our pressure defense 
in their first ten minutes was the 
big difference in the game.” He 
also commented that the team as 
a whole still needs improvement.

'A matter of principal at Eureka’ 

In the past, Eureka College, a small private institution 
around 15 miles east of Peoria was publicly known for little 
more than being the alma mater of Ronald Reagan, an 
unemployed actor. But Eureka has recently popped into the 
news with the uproar over the grooming habits of several 
men on the football squad. 

The facts in the case, as of this writing, are that six 
students had their athletic scholarships terminated because 
they had long hair, mustaches and/or beards. The men were 
suspended after the Culver-Stockton game on Oct. 21 after 
they refused to appear clean-shaven at practice on the 
dictate of Coach Jay Dooley. Their financial grants were 
terminated under terms of a statement they signed when 
they accepted the aid that stipulated that they would 
cooperate with the director of their program in building the 
program and the college’s stature. 

At the beginning of the 1966 grid season Dooley banned 
long hair, beards and mustaches on all players, so the players 
knew where they stood. He said the ban was intended to 
build pride in the team. 

Last week, Eureka’s administrative committee decided 
that the coach was acting properly when he suspended the 
players’ scholarships. 

Many people feel that this has now boiled down to a 
racial matter because the players are black. But, this 
shouldn’t be viewed as strickly a racial matter. The players 
apparently feel that their personal freedom is being 
challenged by the coach’s ruling. They don’t seem to be 
doing this as a publicity stunt. In fact, they refused 
alternative methods of fulfilling their obligations for the 
financial aid. 

These men are fighting on principle against something 
that they believe to be unjust. Just because a law is on the 
books or a coach sets a rule doesn’t make it the gospel. 
These men are fighting for a matter of individual freedom, 
and their color should have as little to do with this matter as 
their names do. 

Certainly this situation will soon be resolved and soon 
forgotten. Walter Alexander, Richard Guy, Jesse Jenkins, 
Albright Johnson, Virgil Jones and Carl Lobdell probably 
won’t be immortalized in the literature of the day. 

But they should be admired for their stand of defending 
their personal liberties against what they feel to be an unjust 
rule. 
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Teacher refuses to resign, questions charges

Mr. Harry Brent, the English 
teacher whose attempt to renew 
his contract has raised a great 
deal of controversy in the College 
of Liberal Arts, announced last 
Friday morning that he has 
refused to resign from the 
University. This indicates he will 
continue his fight to remain at 
Bradley for another two years 
following the termination of his 
contract next June. 

In an interview on the 
previous Thursday, Mr. Brent 
summarized the reasoning for his 
refusal to step down by saying, 
“...maybe I shouldn't resign to 
show these people they can’t 
treat people like this in the future 
with impunity.” 

Previous to this statement 
Harry Brent commented on the 
various aspects of the 


controversy. He read from a 
statement presented to Dean 
Manheim, the head of the College 
of Liberal Arts, from the 
committee of tenured English 
professors. This committee, in 
fact, makes recommendations to 
the Dean on the renewal of the 
contracts for the term teachers. 

It said in part: “It is our 
combined opinion that Mr. Brent 
has failed to develop the 
discipline that molds an 
inexperienced instructor into an 
effective teacher. At various 
times he has failed to comply 
with academic procedures 
required of a composition 
instructor.” 

Mr. Brent said he replied to 
these vague charges and others at 
a meeting of the tenured faculty 
members called to hear his 
defense, at which only seven of 


the approximately 35 
members were in attendance. He 
described it as “a courtroom 
atmosphere” and said that he was 
read a bill of particulars on 
actions taken by him. He 
requested that he be supplied 
with a copy of the list and has 
never received such a copy. 

His notes on the charges 
indicate that they seriously 
questioned his competency as a 
teacher. Mr. Brent defended his 
teaching qualifications by 
pointing to his graduate work at 
the University of Nevada and 
later summer courses he had 
taken. He said he was the only 
teacher on his level in the English 
department to take summer 
courses last year towards a 
doctorate degree. 

He commented on his 
extra-curricular activities by 


saying, “Some people certainly 
view my ideas as not serving the 
community, but I think those are 
the people who own the 
community and those who don’t 
own it will eventually realize that 
the kind of thing I have been 
doing here has really helped to 
serve.” However, he commented 
that his most important 
contributions have been in the 
classroom. 

“It seems to me if there was a 
chance, let’s say, to build a mass 
action around not only this, but 
this and a lot of other things, all 
right... a mass action that 
wouldn’t totally disrupt the 
whole place; not the academic 
aspect. Rather they should use 
this as a good chance, along with 
a lot of other things, as building 
blocks to change. But that’s not 
going to happen.” 

When Mr. Brent was asked if 
he felt that it would be important 
enough for the students to 
protest to get the teacher that 
they want rather than allowing 
the faculty to decide who they 
will have, he said, “I don’t 
encourage people to go out and 
start a movement to keep me 
here. I told students once last 
year at the Chi Rho House not to 
get sidetracked on a single issue, 
and I’m a single issue.”

academic evaluation of the 
teacher. 

He pointed out that seven of 
the only nine members of the 
tenured committee met to hear 
Mr. Brent’s remarks in defense of 
the charges made against him. 
This conflicts with Mr. Brent’s 
estimation that there were 
thirty-five members on that 
committee. 

The Dean said that his (the 
dean’s) position is to make 
certain the basis for the 
recommendation is strickly 
professional. If he believes the 
conclusions are for professional 
reasons, he passes this 
recommendation to the 
vice-president of academic affairs 
with concurrence. 

Dean Manheim commented 
that this involves his philosophy 
of the power distribution in the 
university. He indicated that he 
felt there should be centralized 
power in the University but there 
should be an effort to get the 
power as close to the blackboard 
as possible. He felt that if he were 
to intercede with the tenured 
members for professional reasons 
he would in effect be saying to

them that he disregarded their 
professional judgment. 

The Dean later commented 
there was no single reason for the 
failure to renew Mr. Brent’s 
contract. He said “The total 
professional contribution to the 
department made by Mr. Brent 
was not sufficient to suggest to 
the tenured members that his 
contract should be renewed.” 

However, he added, “In many . 
ways Bradley will be poorer for 
his leaving us. This view is shared 
with some of the members of the 
English department.” 

The Dean asked that a 
misquote in the Scout be 
clarified. He did not indicate that 
the administration had already 
made their decision on the failure 
to renew Mr. Brent’s contract. He 
stated at the meeting at the 
President’s residence that he had 
been assured the deliberations 
taking place in the department of 
English over the contract renewal 
were strictly over professional 
reasons. He stressed the 
administration had not made its 
decision at that time and it was 
still in the hands of the tenured 
members.

change the structure of this 
University so that students and 
faculty really have power in the 
University .... so that all of the 
faculty, not just groups of people 
within the department and all of 
the students really have the 
power in this University.”

“... now it looks better for me 
if I resipi, and that is what I’ve 
been thinking of doing, and that 
is what a lot of people have 
counseled me to do. This business 
of the students having gone to see 
the Dean, really putting 
themselves out, makes me 
wonder if I morally have a right 
to resign. 

Library installs 
■ew system to 

safeguard books 

When Bradley students return 
from their Christmas festivities 
and the annual round of gift 
giving, another gift may be 
waiting for their inspection in the 
Cullom-Davis Library. The library 
has announced the building of a 
system of turnstiles in the 
entrance area of the building. 

The three aluminum gates and 
screened ^ railings, estimated to 
cost about $3500, will be built 
by Lankton, Ziegele and Terry 
Associates. The builders hope to 
have the system up by the time 
the students return from the 
holiday recess. 

According to the library 
director, Professor Lightfoot, the 
turnstiles were asked for by the 
Student Senate and approved by 
the University. 

Operationally, there will be 
two entrance gates close to the 
stairway leading to the second 
floor. The single checkout gate 
will be located near an extension 
of the present checkout desk. 
This turnstile will be manned 
eighty-six hours of the week by 
new library personnel. The 
director hopes to hire retired 
policemen or other responsible 
elderly people for the positions. 

According to the director, an 
inventory taken in 1963 showed 
the library lost at least 500 
volumes a year through theft. He 
hopes the new system will 
drastically cut this Figure. 

He also pointed out that the 
gates may act as a deterrent 
against the undesirables which 
sometimes roam through the 
library. 

Professor Lightfoot 
commented he realizes the 
system will be a nuisance, but 
since the Student Senate asked 
for it, the turnstiles will be 
constantly manned once they are 
installed.

The opinions of over 600 
Bradley coeds concerning the 
present campus security were 
announced early this week, 
concluding an investigation by 
two Bradley students, All-School 
Senator Thom Berkes and Tom 
Seymour. The investigation, 
carried out over the past month, 
consisted of preparing and 
distributing a questionnaire to 
the 1,300 girls living on campus, 
and tabulating results from those 
returned. 

A total of 613 questionnaires 
were returned from 195 


freshmen, 175 sophomores, 82 
juniors and 96 seniors. The 
remainder did not indicate class. 
Concerning campus lighting, 81 
girls indicated that they thought 
it was adequate, while 514 
indicated inadequate. Areas 
needing improvement were most 
often listed as: around the 
library, along Institute Ave., 
along Fredonia, around Westlake 
and Bradley Halls, and in the 
Quad. 

A total of 554 girls answered 
that they felt uneasy walking on 
campus, while 53 said they do

Peace Corps members rebuttal 
charges made on Corps policy 


The Peace Corps is 
deteriorating, according to Ken 
Girard, of Bradley’s Students for 
a Democratic Society (SDS). 
Four members of the Peace Corps 
debated the question with Girard, 
Gene Webster of the Black 
Students’ Alliance and Wayne 
Lutton of the Conservative 
Action Club on Dec. 4. Rich 
Collins of the Student Center 
Board Public Relations 
Committee presided over the 
debate which was open to 
students. 

Girard opened the debate by 
pointing out a definite 
contradiction in the U. S. foreign 
policy. He said that the 
government is supporting a war in 
Vietnam and yet it is trying to 
achieve unity through the Peace 
Corps. He claimed that the 
amount of money spent in one 
year for the Peace Corps was 
spent in two days for the war. 
Also the number of volunteers in 
the year 1967 dropped 30%. Mr. 
Girard said that because support 
of the Peace Corps entails 
support of the war in Vietnam, 
“You are rendering yourself 
ineffective in world peace.” To 
become effective he advocated 
condemnation of the Vietnam 
war and making the Peace Corps 
an international organization. 


noted that the survey of 
volunteers which Girard cited was 
taken at a time of the school year 
when few students were able to 
join and another survey taken at 
a later date showed a comparable 
number of volunteers as to 
previous years. Also the 
impracticalities of 
internationalizing the Peace 
Corps, such as financing, were 
pointed out. 

Other objections to the Corps 
were that its members are CIA 
agents, and the Peace Corps only 
serves to Americanize other 
cultures. The Peace Corps 
members stated in retaliation that 
no oath was required of them and 
the possibilities of anti-U.S. 
propaganda would be too great to 
risk such action. They added that 
the Peace Corps is asked to come 
into a country by the government 
of that country. It was stressed 
that the work of the Peace Corps 
is done on an individual, 
one-to-one person basis. 

Webster of the Black Students’ 
Alliance said that even though 
the Peace Corps is part of the 
establishment, it is making a 
constructive effort. 


agencies as VISTA to help in 
these areas. 

Lutton of the Conservative 
Action Club spoke on the 
inadequacies of the foreign policy 
which helps buy foreign rulers 
yachts and wives. He said that the 
inadequacies are supposed to help 
“the image” yet the U. S. receives 
an average of two insults a month 
from the very countries which are 
helped by U. S. foreign aid. 

The Peace Corps members 
replied that they go to foreign 
countries to help people as 
individuals. They stated that 
there is no reason “why the U. S. 
should be the big feeders of the 
world,” and the foreign policy 
aims to help other countries to 
become self-sufficient.

not mind night walking. In rating 
the issue of security, 410 put it 
first at this time, while 150 rated 
it otherwise. There were 32 who 
felt the security police to be 
sufficient, while 559 felt they 
were not. 

Also 533 felt an increase in 
the number of men would help 
and 44 did not. On the question 
of arming the campus police, an 
even split of 289 for and 289 
against was reebrded. Only 285 
said they knew what to do if they 
needed the campus police. 

Now that the results have been 
calculated, they are being 
presented to the Student Senate 
and the administration, with a 
request for some appropriate 
action to be taken. 

The conclusions drawn from 
the survey, according to Berkes 
and Seymour, are the need for 
increased lighting in several of the 
areas mentioned frequently by 
the girls, and a larger and more 
efficient campus police force to 
alleviate the obvious concern 
among the girls on campus over 
the present security conditions. 

According to Berkes and 
Seymour, the solution to the 
problem is now in the hands of 
the administration and Senate.

Smooth, sleek, voluminous, 
simple, describe the sculpture of 
Dennis J. Kowal, Jr., being 
exhibited in the gallery of Duryea 
Hall through Dec. 21. 

Kowal uses a variety of 
medias-wood, marble, limestone, 
and various metals. His forms are 
generally very voluminous and 
yet in many cases softly 
modulated.

Contrary 
to rumors on campus and to the 
dismay of the Lecture Arts 
Committee, Simon and 
Garfunkle, the top survey choice 
of the students, will not appear at 
Bradley. 

Judy Miller, chairman of the 
Lecture Arts Committee, 
explains, “We agree that Simon 
and Garfunkle are a top group 
and we tried to bring them here, 
but there’s just too much going 
against us.” She stated that the 
problems being incurred with 
Simon- and Garfunkle are the 
problems her committee 
encounters with almost every act. 
The groups only give so many 
concerts per year. For Simon and 
Garfunkle the limit is 12, and the 
Fieldhouse dates have to be set 


up so far in advance that the only 
thing to do is to set a date and 
then try to find a group that will 
please a majority of the students. 

The main drawback, however, 
is money, explained Miss Miller. 
For a concert such as Simon and 
Garfunkle the Lecture Arts 
Committee would have to 
guarantee $50 thousand, while a 
sell out at the Bradley Fieldhouse 
brings in about $20 thousand. A 
serious problem is incurred 
during basketball season when 
1,200 of the best seats cannot be 
used because of the inavailability 
of the basketball court. 

The recent criticism of block 
ticket selling has been discussed 
by the Lecture Arts Committee, 
and they think they have a 
solution to satisfy students. As 
Miss Miller explains it, “We are 
going to continue to sell blocks. 
Most of the organizations that 
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buy blocks, fraternities and 
sororities as well as dorms and 
other groups, are loyal to every 
concert we present. They aren’t 
‘fair-weather’ buyers and we 
appreciate it.” Miss Miller 
emphasized that any student 
group or organization is entitled 
to block tickets on a first come, 
first serve basis. 

In order to benefit the 
individual Bradley student, 
however, the Lecture Arts 
Committee has set up two days 
of student and faculty sales 
before general sale to the public. 
Block tickets will go on sale on a 
Monday, continue through 
Wednesday, and then on 
Thursday sales will be for Bradley 
students and faculty only. Ticket 
sales to the public will begin the 
following Monday. 

The Lecture Arts Committee 
is hopeful that the new system of 
block ticket selling will 
accommodate the dissatisfied 
Bradley students. As Miss Miller 
stated, “We want to please the 
students. If we know they’re 
unhappy, we want to change our 
policies if we can. I think this 
new system will work.” 

The next Lecture Arts concert 
is Feb. 8, when the Temptations, 
rated number 5 on the student 
survey, will appear in concert. 
Block sales will tentatively begin 
Jan. 13 and continue until noon 
on Wed., Jan. 15. Student and 
faculty sales will be on Jan. 16.

Neumiller Chapel is finally 
going to get a chance to live up to 
it name. Starting this Sunday at 
10:30 a.m. Mass will be delivered 
there weekly by Father Kelly of 
St. Mark’s Roman Catholic 
Church of Peoria. 

Father Kelly, along with 
Bradley’s Newman Foundation, 
has been trying for over a year to 
get permission from the 
University to hold an on campus 
mass. 

The first petition for 
permission was signed by 
Newman Club and presented to 
the Campus Community 
Commission. From there it went 
to the Dean of Students’ office 
where it died. 

A second petition was backed 
by the Chi Rho and Hillel 


Foundations as well as Newman. 
However, the situation remained 
at a standstill, until student, Tom 
Berkes, personally confronted 
President Arsdale with the 
problem. Formal approval soon 
followed. 

Reasons for the Universities 
hesitation are not too clear. 
Speculation has it that the 
University did not want to go 
against our founder’s wishes that 
Bradley remain nonsectarian. Or 
there might have been objection 
to the wine used during 
communion. This would 
contradict the rule of no liquor 
on campus. 

Although the services will be a 
Catholic mass anyone of any 
denomination will be welcomed.

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What’s New Pussycats? 


I said last week that an education was a give and take process, that students will only 
receive the limit of what they have expended. I doubt that many students realize the scope 
of those statements, but they were meant to encompass every realm of the university with 
which the student is connected, and they were meant to encompass that realm with the full 
force of energy and courage and righteousness that the Bradley student body can muster. It 
is now a time for testing. 

Approximately three weeks ago, Mr. Harry Brent of the English department was notified 
that his contract to teach at this University would not be renewed. And in these past three 
weeks a number of concerned students have asked me to search for the reason. These students 
felt that Mr. Brent was one of Bradley’s better professors and was valuable to this 
University. I, too, feel that Mr. Brent is valuable to this school and regret his tentative 
dismissal. Typically, however, this would not be sufficient cause for one to question the 
authority or ability of Mr. Brent’s colleagues to pass on his ability or professionalism. For 
three reasons, however, I feel obligated to question that authority and use Mr. Brent as a 
sacrificial lamb. I would not expect him to be opposed and I do hope that he will not be 
opposed to such exposition and interference. 

The first reason is simply that students want to know “Why?”, and as their employee I 
am obligated to carry out their wishes. 

The second reason is that, now and in the future, the opinion of students should be sought 
when questions concerning the hiring and firing of professors arise. If students are the 
material with which teachers work, and the recipient of all that teachers have to offer, then 
student opinion should be of primary importance in making the decision to hire and fire. 

Finally, I feel obligated because it was approximately two weeks prior to Mr. Brent’s 
receipt of notice of tentative dismissal that I was told that at the monthly board meeting of 
the Bradley National Alumni Association the dismissal of Mr. Brent was discussed by the 
alumni. Supposedly Mr. Brent’s dismissal was suggested primarily because of his leftist views 
and the contradictory position which these views took in relation to the views of an 
alumnus who would become a donor upon Mr. Brent’s dismissal. I do not know the validity 
of these statements. I was told that they were both true and false by two individuals whose 
word I respect and value. Unfortunately the uncanny timing of the two incidents (Brent’s 
dismissal and the alumni board’s discussion) causes much skepticism as to why Mr. Brent is 
actually being dismissed. 

The righteousness of the department’s decision appears even more dubious when Dean 
Manheim comments that there was no single reason for failure to renew Mr. Brent’s 
contract, and adds, “The total professional contribution to the department made by Mr. 
Brent was not sufficient to suggest to the tenured members that his contract should be 
renewed.” That almost says the sanle thing as “we didn’t like him” in light of the fact that 
there are no specific charges. 

Therefore, with more doubt surrounding the incidents of Mr. Brent’s tentative dismissal 
than the death of the late President Kennedy, I, for every Bradley student, demand to know 
the grounds upon which Mr. Brent will possibly be dismissed. (Replies from Dean Manheim 
and Dr. Sawyer requested). With Mr. Brent’s permission these charges will be published in 
addition to Mr. Brent’s reply. We will then seek student opinion and we will then expect 
that that opinion be given utmost precedence in making the final decision. 

From the Student Senate, I, for every Bradley student, demand that for future use a 
means of evaluating all professors and presenting student opinion in all hire and fire 
decisions be devised as soon as possible. 

In our time, there is no one university that can afford to lose a good professor without 
sufficient and just reason. It is for this University and its students that I make the above 
demands and want to insure that just such a reason exists.

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The Pope or the pill 

Does the Pope have the right to direct 
Catholics in the use of birth control? In all 
the traditions, teachings, and doctrines of the 
Catholic Church the Pope has the right to 
direct Catholics in almost anyway he sees fit. 
Since the time of St. Peter, the Pope has been 
charged with the responsibility of providing 
for the welfare of the Church and its 
members. But does such a matter as birth 
control come within the realm of the 
Church’s welfare or the welfare of its 
members? 

It would be difficult to bend the realm of 
the Church’s welfare to include such a matter 
as birth control, but certainly the welfare of 
the Church’s members is at stake. However, is 
it possible that the Pope can be so 
knowledgeable as to pronounce one dogma to 
provide for the needs and encompass the 
variety of situations which surrounds the 
world’s millions of Catholics. 

It is only logical that true welfare for all 
the Catholic’s members in such a matter as 
birth control can only be achieved by 
allowing the individuals involved to make the 
decision for themselves. If the Pope is trully 
concerned with the welfare of his “children,” 
it would seem that his solution to the 
problem would be to offer no solution at all. 

Clearly, the decision to use or not use any 
means of birth control is one which rests with 
the individuals concerned. It is a decision 
which must be based upon the circumstances 
of a particular, unique, and specific situation. 
It is a decision of values, one which cannot be 
standardized or stereotyped and produced as 
on the assembly line, and then mailed to 
millions of people to solve their problems. 
After all, there are even certain circumstances 
underwhich Catholics do not have to attend 
Mass on Sunday, and it seems rather 
contradictory that even the Pope in all his 
infallibility would be able to offer a panacea 
for a situation involving birth control. 
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Treger presents expressive recital 


Sunday afternoon the 
world-famous violin soloists 
Charles Treger performed in the 
S. C. ballroom. The audience was 
unusually enthusiastic as they 
listened to the master performer. 
Even the musical layman could 
readily note the elements of 
style, rhythm, stroke, and 
authority that pointed to the 
exceptional expression that 
marks the success of Mr. Treger. 

The artist’s selections included 
“Sona Ten Satz” by Brahms, 
“Thantasy, Opus 49” by 
Schoenberg, and “Sonata” by 
Debussy. The latter selection 
featured these movements: 
Allegro Vivo, Internede 
(Sautasque et a Leger), and 
Finale (Tres Anine). The 
accompaniest was James Avery. 

Treger talked with Bradley 
students and faculty the 


following afternoon. It proved to 
be a refreshing discussion. At one 
point in the talk he pointed out 
that an instrumentalist’s 
breathing intervals aid the 
musicians timing to a great 
degree. He also noted that the 
elements of great music are the 
same no matter what language it’s 
in, but “until you know the 
language of music you won’t get 
much out of it.” Here he implies 
that one needs a background in 
music to appreciate it but, once 
one attains this background, 
music can be understood 
internationally. 

As a personal reflection Treger 
likened solo playing to a painting. 
The frame of the painting gives 
limits and directs the audience to 
specified areas. This frame, the 
compliment of the art, is the 
performer’s personality. The 


complete artist should use as 
many tools as he can in his 
expression - to better the frame, 
so to speak. We also find that the 
goal of all musical efforts is 
audience reaction to the 
performance. 

A good classical performer 
should, according to Treger, be 
stylistic, have a great knowledge 
of the composer and the histories 
of the composer’s life period, and 
become more familiar with the 
assets of the freedom of 
expression of jazz. 

Treger was also the featured 
performer with the Peoria 
Symphony Orchestra Tuesday 
night. Future performances enlist 
the talents of the Bradley 
Community Chorus, Jan. 21; 
pianist Gabriel Di Piazza, Feb. 
18, and the opera Hansel and 
Gretel, Mar. 21 and 23.

Each year as schools grow

According to Dr. Duane 
Luessenheide of the Counseling 
Center, the main reason for these 
problems is the fact that many 
people are not “emotionally 
equipped to function in college,” 
but attend school anyway 
because of the American ideal of 
higher education for all. 

Bradley, however, “is not 
pushed with this problem as 
much as multiversity.” For 
instance, Luessenheide estimated 
that perhaps 10 percent of the 


students at the University of 
Illinois simply do not belong 
there or at any other college. 

Bradley is not pressed with 
this problem for several reasons 
in his opinion. First, it generally 
accepts a “more competent class 
of students.” Secondly, according 
to Luessenheide, the school has 
improved educationally in the 
last few years. Also he stated that 
the Counseling Center offers a 
“focus of individual attention” 
for each student who desires it. 

A new withdrawal procedure 
initiated changes in the past few 
years. Before if a student wished 
to withdraw, he could do so 
anytime up to the tenth week of 
classes and no grades for the 
semester would go on his final 
record. Under the new system.

however, if he wishes to 
withdraw after the first four 
weeks he must secure the 
approval of the dean of his 
college by submitting proof that 
he is a “hardship” case. This 
would be for reasons of 
emotional problems, the draft or 
medical reasons when the 
situation is out of the student’s 
control. 

Luessenheide said that 
although the situation was not 
perfect, that the dropout rate has 
decreased each year for the past 
three years. Through this policy 
and the evaluation of his 
counselors, the student can be 
prepared to make a more realistic 
choice among his alternatives. 

So far this year 55 people have 
withdrawn from Bradley, mainly 
for personal reasons. Although 
normally the greatest amount of 
withdrawal is from the ranks of 
the freshmen, this year most have 
been upperclassmen.

SDS members affirms principles 


“We regard men as infinitely 
precious and possessed of 
unfulfilled capacity for reason, 
freedom and love. In affirming 
these principles we are aware of 
countering perhaps the dominant 
conceptions of man in the 20th 
Century: that he is a thing to be 
manipulated, and that he is 
inherently incapable of directing 
his own affairs.” 

This statement was not 
penned by a John F. Kennedy 
nor by a Gene McCarthy. Rather, 
it was authored by Thomas 
Hayden and is contained in the 
Port Huron Statement, the 
founding document of Students 
for a Democratic Society, more 
commonly known as SDS. 

The mention of SDS often 
conjures visions of the crippling 
of universities, as a Columbia, or 
the sheltering of an AWOL 
soldier in an occupied building, as 
recently happened at CCNY. But 
is there more to SDS than mere 
confrontation with authority? 
Mike Ghelfi, one of the 
co-chairmen of Bradley’s SDS, 
would argue so. He maintains 
that SDS is turning away from 
protest and confrontation tactics 
to those of organization and 
resistance. 

When SDS first began, the 
stress was on community 
organizing among the poor, such 
as that of Hayden in the Newark 
ghetto. Later the concentration 
was on students and the main 
issues were, and still are, 
Vietnam, the draft and “student 


power.” While none of this has 
been abandoned there is an 
increasing effort to expand its 
constituency to those who are 
involved in the “system” rather 
than those frozen out of it. This 
would include members of the 
“new” working class, which is 
composed of white-collar 
technicians, scientists and 
teachers. SDS feels that these 
people are the most exploited of 
the system. Though they are well 
educated and intelligent they 
often have little control over 
their assigned work and therefore 
have no outlet for creative 
expression. SDS maintains that 
they are dominated by three 
other groups: the middle class 
(petty bourgeois), the sub-ruling 
class (politicians, corporation and 
university presidents) and the 
ruling class (owners of the means 
of production). 

We may ask if there is an 
ideology to which SDS is 
committed and to which people 
could identify. And we find that 
there is none in the usual sense. 
SDS has typically relied on action 
rather than ideology. This has 
enabled them to count among 
their ranks members of the 
Maoist Progressive Labor Party as 
well as ADA liberals. There are 
also anarchists, hippies, 
humanists and even Communists. 
In fact, they have included all 
who feel the frustration and 
anomie of a “dehumanizing” 
modern society. 

In place of this, SDS offers 


“participatory democracy”-a 
decentralized system without real 
leaders in which every man would 
have a voice. And they strongly 
reject the notion that reform can 
be achieved through established 
institutions. 

To achieve their goals they 
seek to create a sustained 
community of educational and 
political concern, which would 
bring together liberals and 
radicals, activists and scholars. 
They maintain a vision of a v 
democratic society where at all 
levels people would have control 
of the decisions which affect 
them and the resources on which 
they are dependent. They seek a 
relevance through a continual 
focus on realities and on the 
programs necessary to effect 
change at the most basic levels of 
economic, political, and social 
organization. 

Their proposals do not fit the 
popular conception of SDS as an 
anarchist, communist or nihilist 
group. Their willingness to accept 
a broad spectrum of ideologies 
within their organization has led 
to a great deal of difficulty in

classifying them. One member, at 
an SDS gathering at Princeton, 
shouted the following: “I’m a 
nihilist! I’m proud of it, proud of 

it! I want to f... this g.n 

country! Destroy it! No hope, 
not in fifty years, Tactics? Its too 
late. You’re dreamers. Let’s break 
what we can. Make as many 
answer as we can. Tear them 
apart!” It should be noted that 
he was shouted down. 

Now that we have defined 
them as best as we can, what is 
the strength of the group, 
particularly here at Bradley? In 
numbers we find, according to 
Ghelfi, about twenty active 
members. An accurate count is 
impossible for no membership 
cards are issued and there are no 
officers, in the traditional sense, 
to have such information. 
Nationally, the Education Testing 
Service, producers of College 
Board Exams, estimate 
membership in campus left 
organizations at 135,000 with 
8-10 per cent of the student body 
strongly sympathetic. 

How active is SDS, both on 
the national scene and locally? 
The ETS reports that last year 
one of four colleges had protests 
against the draft and military 
recruiters. Twenty-five per cent 
also had “student power” 
protests and one of five had 
protests against either 
governmental or industrial 
recruiters. They also find that 
since 1965, the percentage of 
colleges having student left 
groups has increased from 26 to 
46. The efforts of Bradley’s SDS 
have focused on education. Last 
year, they produced Nexus, an 
“underground” newspaper. Their 
most recent major effort was a 
teach-in which explored the 
Vietnam War. Speakers included 
Mr. David Goldberger, an ACLU 
staff lawyer, who spoke on “The 
Impact of the Draft on Civil 
Liberties”, Dr. Fennell, who 
discussed the history of Vietnam, 
Dr. Linstromberg, who spoke of 
the danger of basing American 
foreign policy on economics in a 
world of underdeveloped nations, 
Professor Belmont, whose topic 
was re-allocation of defense 
funds, Dr. Ba-Yunas, who 
discussed the social consequences 
of American withdrawal from 
Vietnam, and Dr. Reed Smith,

who addressed himself to the 
question of why we are 
“hung-up” on Vietnam. The 
speakers offered a variety of 
views and the 85 people present 
were allowed to query the 
speakers after their presentations. 
The general consensus of those 
present was that evenings such as 
that one would be well worth 
repeating on the Bradley campus. 

Ghelfi also indicated that SDS 
support would be forthcoming on 
the Student Bill of Rights 
although he feels that the Senate 
committee is moving too slowly 
on the Bill. He also expressed 
displeasure with the inadequacy 
of the library but did not indicate 
any action. 

Ghelfi seeks to allay fears of 


those who view the left as 
violence prone. He stated that the 
left is fanatical only its stress on 
human rights, human values 
and its stand against hypocrisy. 
He feels that the real danger in 
America is on the right, and those 
nine million mis-guided 
Americans “who voted against 
freedom and for George C. 
Wallace.” 

He maintains, as do the 
researches from ETS, that if the 
movement can be sustained, and 
if ethical responsibility can 
prevail along with the great 
freedom sought by students, the 
potential of the movement in 
time for the renewal of American 
life fairly staggers the 
imagination.

persecuted for 2000 years?” (“It 
is moments of silence that allow 
persecution to exist.”) 

Illusion or reality? Mystery or 
fact? Humanism or legalism? 
Between Two Thieves , Warner 
LeRoi’s adaptation of an Italian 
play by Diego Fabbri, presents a 
hypothetical situation which 
mirrors reality. The reality? The 
condemnation and death of Jesus 
of Nazareth, and, in parallel, the 
centuries-long persecution of 
Jews. The hypothetical situation? 
A prearranged retrial of this man 
Jesus on the stage of Neumiller 
Chapel, Bradley University, Dec. 
10-15,1968. 

The Bradley University 
Theatre production of Between 
Two Thieves , directed by Dr. 
John Clifford with James Ludwig 
as scenic designer, is a 
thou ght-provoking presentation 
of a play profound in theme, yet 
simple in structure and staging. 
The Neumiller Chapel stage, 
increased in depth by a pit-like 
area thrust onto the floor of the 
auditorium, is almost barren. 
Only functional furniture 
decorates the stage: two wooden 
benches, a long wooden table and 
six chairs, all starkly simple in 
design. 

Lighting is properly subtle, 
hardly noticeable except when 
used symbolically, to highlight 
with color and intensity. Street 
clothes are worn, and make-up is 
simple. In short, nothing diverts 
attention from the theme. 

Presiding at the retrial are a 
group of “judges”, a troupe of 
Jewish actors who have come to 


Bradley to re-enact the trial of 
Jesus in performance. They are 
Elias, a former university 
professor; Rebecca, his wife; 
Sarah, their son’s widow, and 
David, a former student of Elias. 
A fifth judge is chosen from the 
audience. 

Act I presents the testimony 
of nine witnesses, persons 
instrumental in the life and death 
of Jesus: Mary and Joseph; four 
apostles - Peter, John, Thomas 
and Judas; Mary Magdalene; 
Pontius Pilate, Roman ruler of 
Palestine, and Caiphas, high rabbi 
of the Sanhedrin, religious ruling 
body of the Hebrew nation. 
These witnesses are introduced as 
Bradley students, each chosen by 
the University Theatre to enact 
the role of a particular witness. 

Act II mirrors the testimony 
of these historical witnesses. 
Stereotyped characters acting as 
spectators interrupt the trial 
proceedings to give their own 
testimony, realistic viewpoints of 
contemporary men and women. 

Clifford’s cast members, the 
judges, witnesses and spectators, 
seem remarkably well chosen. 
These symbolic characters in the 
midst of a hypothetical situation 
are distinctly believable, and 
succeed in creating moods 
ranging from tension and conflict 
to warmth and affection. 

As Elias, leader of the acting 
troupe, Jack Hansen speaks with 
a distinct, well-trained voice. His 
portrayal of this complex 
character - a man who can be 
gentle, then authoritarian, then

Steiiunait tells of JIC ^ reflection of reality 
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‘Keep a JIC -- a just in case - 
file,” was one of the comments 
made by R. E. Steinman in his 
lecture at Bradley on Wednesday, 
Dec. 4. 

Steinman, president of the 
Gattner Science Corporation, 
spoke to a group of engineering 
majors on how to sell themselves 
and their ideas to top 
management when seeking future 
employment. Steinman stated 
that he felt that his topic was 
appropriate because all students 
must eventually enter the 
business world. 

Steinman summarized the 
three phases of a career as 
“getting into the business world, 
doing well in your chosen field, 
and changing it for the better.” 


He offered a few hints that 
concern all for getting a head 
start when seeking employment. 
These points are: “know the 
product you have to sell - 
namely your ideas; know exactly 
what to say and how to say it 
effectively; know yourself and, 
what your capabilities are, what 
is natural for you.” But, 
Steinman also commented that 
the competition that follows this 
initial stage is often far greater. 

That is why Steinman 
suggested a JIC file, which is a 
personal reference of how to deal 
with various types of 
personalities on different 
occasions, “just in case something 
arises that you were not prepared 
for.”

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bitter toward the persecutors of 
his people -- is impressive. 
Hansen’s movements and gestures 
are well-suited to the 
past-middle-age character he 
portrays. At the onset, however, 
he seems to overemphasize Elias’ 
age, suggesting a humorous 
senility. But later appearances are 
marked by control. Hansen’s 
Elias is particularly believeable in 
his emotion-filled speeches of 
frustration over the murder of his 
son and prejudice against his 
people. 

David, the fiery, impetuous 
young man who acts as 
prosecutor, is played by Ric 
Wanetik. In an energetic, 
fast-paced performance, Wanetik 
shows David to be a man caught 
up in legalism: he seems eager to 
prove Jesus guilty, yet afraid to 
admit emotion into the trial. 
Wanetik’s David is a bitterly 
human character who fears 
confrontation by emotion 
because he himself bears the guilt 
of a betrayal. 

In contrast to the brash, 
impatient David, Sarah (Lynda 
Bender) is a humanist - she 
would cast aside legalism and try 
Jesus the man. This Sarah is a 
warm, emotional, romantic 


character. Miss Bender’s 
performance is well-rounded and 
easily understandable, and her 
excellent reactions to the 
courtroom testimony contribute 
favorably to her characterization. 

Kris Krieble is seen as 
Rebecca, fourth member of the 
troupe. Her appearance and 
reactions are suitable to her 
character; however, her 
performance is marred by a 
youthful voice. But though her 
lines are few, Miss Krieble also 
reacts with sincerity, and her 
interaction with Hansen, as her 
husband, is touching in its 
warmth. 

The fifth judge, who appears 
as Improvised Counsel for the 
Defense, is played by Robert 
Marshall. It is this character who 
proposes an important idea: “I 
don’t understand why everyone 
tries to avoid responsibility for 
the death of Jesus...at the time, 
he was just a man.” 

The actors who portray the 
witnesses manifest a vocal clarity 
apparent throughout the cast. 
With the exception of Judas, 
played by Mike Fish, not a line is 
missed -- projection and 
enunciation are excellent. Fish 
seems to occasionally rush his 
lines, losing clarity, but his 
overall portrayal of the zealot 
Judas, a physically demanding 
role, is otherwise good in its 
variety and depth of emotion. 

As the apostles Peter, Thomas 
and John, Bill Jesse, Dan Frick 
and Larry Cohen adeptly 
demonstrate the spirit of faith of 
these followers of Jesus. Jesse’s 
portrayal of Peter, the apostle 
who believed and loved, yet 
denied, is a particularly earnest 
one. 

Rhoda Yare as Mary, Loren 
Banik as Joseph and Peggy 
Hellrung as Mary Magdalene offer 
effective characterizations. The 
performances of Miss Yare and 


Banik, in particular, are full of 
simplicity and warmth. Though 
Banik’s abrupt, angry reaction to 
the news of Mary’s conception 
seems overdone, the 
reconciliation between the two is 
appropriately lower in tone and 
more believable. 

The other two witnesses, 
Pilate and Caiphas, are played by 
Bill Scarpaci and Sandy 
Rutherford. Scarpaci presents 
Pilate as the sterotyped 
politician, verbose though 
articulate, eager to absolve 
himself of responsibility for 
Jesus’ death. This confident, 
strutting, defensive politician is 
countered by an equally 
confident, though less verbose 
Caiphas. Though Rutherford’s 
Caiphas is another believable 
“type” character, the actor’s 
gutteral voice is distracting, and 
he seems to drag through a play 
in which the slightest pause seems 
an eternity. 

Not a weak link is to be found 
among the spectators, who 
present the supposedly 
impromptu testimony of Act II. 

In summary, Clifford and his 
cast are to be commended for 
their honest,, believable 
production. By no means a 
spectacle, Between Two Thieves 
grasps a perhaps unsolvable 
problem with strength and 
sincerity. Light entertainment? 
No. But the Bradley University 
Theatre’s second show of the 
1968-69 season effectively 
demonstrates the versatility of a 
group of creative people who can 
stage a majestic, robust Hamlet 
and five weeks later follow with 
an equally successful, though 
strikingly different play. Between 
Two Thieves which runs through 
Sunday, is a unique combination 
of a vital, thought-provoking 
theme and a refreshingly 
uncomplicated production.

Therefore the 
assistant acquired and revealed 
the fact that Five basketball 
players, Kuberski included, and 
about ten football players were 
receiving extra money from an 
alumni slush fund. This group of 
athletes, mostly freshman 
thought they were being paid a 
regular amount for jobs they 
were working at. Kuberski was 
suspended for his sophomore 
year after playing only three 
games and for his entire junior 
year. Rather than lose this extra 
year of eligibility he decided to 
come to Bradley. As it stands 
now, he is a senior academically 
but considered a junior for 
sports, therefore, he will be able 
to play next year as long as he 
takes the required amount of 
courses. Kuberski feels he was 
given a bad deal by being 
suspended when usually the 
entire school is placed on 
probation. 

There would be no other way 
to describe Steve Kuberski than a 
hard working young man who 
definitely wants to excel in the 
game of basketball. He practiced 
continuously all last year with 
the team, guarding the tough Joe 
Allen every night. He then 
worked every night all summer 
after working all day at WABCO 
Corporation. 

Coach Joe Stowell is one of 
the first to praise Steve’s 
willingness to work and learn the 
game of basketball. 

“It’s tough to keep up your 
enthusiasm all year when you 
never get to play in a game,” 
comments Stowell. “Steve is one 
of the first at practice every night 
and one of the last to leave. He is 
a fine dedicated young man who 
is a credit to Bradley and Peoria.” 

Steve also played on the AAU 
basketball team last year at 
Macomb where he was the 
leading scorer. 

When asked about his future 
Steve showed a great interest in 
wanting to play professional 
basketball.

'Tell it like it is’ 

Webster’s Seventh Collegiate Dictionary says that an 
amateur is one who practices a skill with “avoidance of 
direct remuneration.” Accepting this classical definition of 
an amateur, can we say that our collegiate sports are purely 
amateur? 

If a student accepts an athletic grant-in-aid, isn’t he 
accepting direct remuneration for practicing a skill? Isn’t he 
in effect saying that I will play basketball or football or 
hockey for your college if you will pay part or all of my way 
through college? 

By doing this the student isn’t really doing anything 
wrong. He is taking advantage of his natural talents to pay 
his way through college. Athletic grants-in-aid have sent 
many boys through college who otherwise would never have 
had the opportunity. Most of these young men took 
advantage of this opportunity to further their careers, but 
there have been others who have used the college or 
university for their own personal gains. 

The question of whether or not athletic grants are 
morally defensible is another story - for another time. 
Whether or not the university or college has the right to pay 
the way of athletes through school while ignoring their 
responsibility to the community where they exist is a 
many-faceted issue. Whether or not colleges and universities 
issue many athletic grants in the sole hope of building 
football or basketball dynasties in order to please the 
wealthy alumni is also a hot-bed of controversy. 

But there doesn’t seem any doubt that by accepting an 
athletic grant-in-aid the amateur athlete is really no longer 
an amateur. He is accepting money for services rendered. He 
is engaging in a contract with the university. And he must 
live up to certain standards or his scholarship may be taken 
away. If you don’t believe this read what happened to 
LaSalle College when basketball coach Jim Harding 
threatened to take away his players scholarships in the 
middle of the season if they didn’t live up to his 
expectations. (LaSalle has been placed on a two-year 
probation by the NCAA). 

Last June the Collegiate Commissioners Association 
recommended to the NCAA that scholarships be limited to 
one year as a possible means of disciplining students. Bill 
Reed, outgoing president of the CCA stated, “Scholarships 
shouldn’t be taken away because an athlete doesn’t produce 
up to expectations.” But the commissioners agreed on the 
need for “a device for maintaining the interest and 
cooperation of the athlete.” 

If scholarships are limited to one year than any vestiges 
of amateurism will have completely disappeared. This will be 
no more than signing a one-year contract to play ball, if Joe 
Athlete doesn’t live up to his coaches’ demands, that means 
no scholarship. 

It has been proven that athletic scholarships aren’t 
necessary for producing a winning team. The success of 
Kenyon College and the other teams in the Ohio Athletic 
Conference attest to this fact. Without the issuing of any 
athletic scholarships whatsoever, Kenyon has compiled a 
44-11 record over the last two years against fine small 
college competition. They have a player, John Rinka, who 
had a better shooting percentage last year than either LSU’s 
Pete Maravich, Niagara’s Calvin Murphy or Purdue’s Rick 
Mount. 

But there are too few Kenyons around, two few schools 
that live up to the ideal of true amateurism. The pressure of 
recruiting, national ranking and alumni often make it next 
to impossible to be truly amateur in all respects. Unless all 
schools get together and resolve this problem of 
deteriorating amateurism in collegiate athletics, the only 
moral and just thing they can do is stop being hypocrites 
about this matter and publicly admit that the collegiate 
amateur athlete is a thing of the past. They must admit that 
their granting of athletic scholarships makes the athlete a 
professional in every sense of the word. They must "tell it 
like it is. ”

Braves vs. Wichita 
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Kuberski’s dedication pays off 
with points against Pan Am

Steve Kuberski poured in a 
career high of 41 points Saturday 
night to pace Bradley, which has 
a home affair with Wichita 
tomorrow night at 8, to an 86-70 
victory over the Broncos of Pan 
American College. 

The triumph by the Braves 
was their fourth win of the year 
(against no losses), and it marked 
their twentieth consecutive 
success at the Robertson 
Memorial Fieldhouse. 

Coach Sam Williams’ Broncos, 
21-6 a year ago, are now 0-3 in 
the young season, their first as a 
major college basketball team. 

The early moments of the 
game indicated that coach Joe 
Stowell’s Braves might be in for a 
rough evening. A Kuberski jump 
shot put the Braves ahead, 12-11, 
to stay, although it was not an 
easy night’s work. 

With 9:30 to go in the half, 
Kuberski, L. C. Bowen and Dave 
Lundstrom led a seven-minute 
surge which saw the Braves 
outscore the Broncos, 17-6, thus 
finishing off Pan American. 

Down 37-27 at the half, the 
Broncos switched from their 
1-2-2 zone into a man-to-man 
defense in an attempt to slow 
down the fast-moving Bradley 
squad. 

“We were surprised at their 
(Bradley’s) speed,” noted 
Williams. He added, “Kuberski is 
very agile and quicker than we 
expected.’’ 

The strategy paid off at the 
start of the half, but at 13:05, 
Kuberski hit on a foul shot that 
triggered a 16-5 Bradley spurt in 
which the 6-8 transfer tallied nine 
points. 

Fred Taylor, the 6-5 junior 
guard who finished high for Pan 
American with 21 points, came 
alive in the second half with 16 
points to keep Bradley from 
making the game a runaway. Help 
came for him from 6-8 soph 
center Frank Lothridge (16 
points) and 6-6 senior forward 
Lloyd Mitchell (14 points). 

Following Kuberski in the 
Braves’ scoring column were 
Bowen and Cal Criddle with 18 
and 11 points, respectively. 

Bradley coach Joe Stowell had 
high praise for all of his starters 
and substitute Bill Rohlman for 
their defensive efforts and the 
all-around hustle they displayed 
on the boards. 

“Rohlman did an especially 
tough job on their big men 
underneath in the 1-3-1 zone,” 
commented Stowell. “Dave 
Lundstrom took only four shots, 
but he had seven rebounds and

played an excellent floor game,” 
he added. 

Kuberski, with 14 rebounds, 
and Criddle’s 10 were the leading 
figures in that department for 
Bradley. Lothridge led the 
Broncos with 12 stray shots 
collected. 


“Cal did a great job off the 
boards and he led in assists (4), 
and that helps the scoring 
outputs of Kuberski and Bowen,” 
stated Stowell. “When a team 
zones us,” he went on, “we won’t 
score much. We’ll have to look 
for the good percentage shot like 
Steve was getting tonight.” 

Kuberski hit on 15-25 from 
the field and 11-13 from the 
charity stripe in amassing his 
personal high. 

“Steve’s defense is also 
improving,” told Stowell. “His 
overall game is much better and 
this is helping the team more. 
He’s starting to gain his 
confidence.” 

Williams, as most coaches who 
have faced Bradley this season, 
specified the Braves’ speed as 
what has hurt his team most. “We 
have good size, but we have more 
trouble with the quick teams.” 
He also added, “We lost a lost of 
rebounds to Bradley through 
their quickness. We were tight 
and just didn’t react.”

The Valley lost two of its 
brightest stars of recent 
years-Unseld and Joe Allen of 
Bradley, both by graduation. 
While Unseld dominated the 
backboards and made the 
All-Americans, Allen led the 
nation in field goal accuracy, 
.655 percent, was first in the 


Wichita State’s great jumper, 
Warren Armstrong, and St. Louis 
U n i versity’s seven-footer, Rich 
Niemann, also were lost to 
graduation. 

Once again the Conference is 
loaded with talent. Drake again 
has the services of Willie 
McCarter, 6-3, 170 pound senior 
guard from Gary, Ind., a certain 
candidate for All-American 
honors. Last season McCarter was 
the second leading scorer, 23.2 in 
all games.

all came up with eighth places. 

Ninth places were taken by 
the 300 yard back stroke team of 
Hughes, Bruce Jacobsen and Rick 
Giebelhausen; and Chip Jackson 
in one meter diving. Bradley’s 
only last place finish went to 
Hughes, Wimer, Swisher and 
Foutch in the 400 yard medley 
relay.

Leadership committee organizes 
atypical student conference 


2800 favor 
bill of rights

More than 3100 students 
turned out to vote on the 
Student Bill of Rights last week 
by a proportion of better than 9 
to 1. The official tally shows that 
2859 Bradley students favored 
the Bill with 300 against it. There 
were 17 invalid votes discarded. 
This figure of 3176 students 
voting is 1200 more than in any 
previous referendum or election. 

President Van Arsdale 
commented on the election and 
the tremendous turn-out by 
saying, “What impresses me is the 
number who voted and the 
number who voted for it. And I 
hope this means, and I believe it 
does, that we have a responsible 
and serious student body which 
believes in itself and the future 
progress of the University.” 

President Van Arsdale was 
asked when he thought those 
points in the Bill that aren’t 
already implimented in the 
University structure will go into 
effect. He stated, “those few 
points which have not yet been 
implimented, as I say, will take 
careful thought and planning in 
that they are implimented 
effectively without disrupting the 
educational programs.” 

He later said that in all 
honesty he did not know exactly 
how long these implimentations 
will take. 

Pete -Erlinder, Student Body 
President, commented on the 
implimentation of Bill by saying, 
“the implimentation varies with 
the things in the Bill. There are 
long range goals which may not 
be implimented for a long time 
and the important thing is that 
we have these as goals so we 
don’t get muddled and bogged 
down.” 

Erlinder felt that the 
important aspect of the Bill of 
Rights now is to change the 
abstract ideas into concrete 
recommendations and proposals.

The Bradley Steering 
Committee is co-sponsoring the 
conference with the University of 
Illinois at Champaign. Each 
school will send an equal number 
of participants. Nineteen student 
organizations will be asked to 
send participants. The 
organizations will receive letters 
and application blanks on or 
about Monday, Jan. 6, 1969. 
Each organization will be asked 
to pay the cost of their members 
who will be attending. The 
steering committee is attempting 
to find funds to help defray the 
costs of the organization.

Senate, Student Center Board, 
Lecture-Arts Concert Committee,

the attackers legs may also prove 
to be very painful to him. 

Although these suggestions 
may repulse a woman, she should 
still use every possible means to 
harm her attacker because he 
may beat, rape, or murder her 
mercilessly. A woman is 
reminded to scream as loud as 
possible. Even though this may 
not bring help, it may scare the 
attacker away. 

In her talk, Policewoman 
Dunlavey advocated carrying 
keys or a hat pin in hand while 
walking alone instead of carrying 
them in a purse where they 
would be difFicult to reach. She 
also noted that knives, guns, and 
tear gas are illegal in Illinois as 
they are considered to be 
concealed weapons. 

Among her other points, 
Policewoman Dunlavey suggested 
walking near the gutter of the 
street instead of near the bushes, 
crossing the street if someone is 
following you, locking car doors, 
and pressing your thumb against 
the attacker’s throat. 

Policewoman Dunlavey stated, 
in conclusion, that of the 
approximate average of twenty 
assaults per month in Peoria, only 
five of the attacked are females. 
Therefore, she urged that males 
also learn the basics necessary to 
protect oneself.

babies beyond the help of surgery 
as recently as 20 years ago can 
now be saved. The nationwide

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The reply to "What’s new , pussycats?” 


Following is a reply by E. Russel Kuchel, Vice President 
for Academic Affairs; Jerome Manheim, Dean of the College 
of Liberal Arts; and Paul Sawyer, Interim Head of the 
English Department in regard to the editorial which 
appeared in last week's Scout. 

In an editorial printed in the December 13 issues of the 
Bradley Scout, Mr. Dobrinich raised several questions 
concerning the non-renewal of Mr. Brent’s contract. We 
would like to respond to these inquiries so that our 
concerned student body may be apprised of those factors 
that were relevant to the decision, as well as those which 
were not. 

In every case Bradley University meets the standards 
established by the American Association of University 
Professors with respect to tenure. This policy requires, 
among other things, that a tenured faculty member be 
provided with a hearing and reasons in the event that his 
contract is not to be renewed. Neither of these procedures is 
required by the A.A.U.P. for non-tenured members of the 
faculty. The A.A.U.P. does provide, however, that a faculty 
member in the second year of service to a university be 
notified by Dec. 15 of his second year of service if his 
contract is not to be renewed for the following academic 
year. In the case of Mr. Brent, this notification was provided 
prior to the established date. Additionally, Mr. Brent was 
afforded an opportunity to meet with tenured members of 
the English department to discuss with them the evaluation 
of his work. 

By a large majority these tenured members recommended 
non-renewal of Mr. Brent’s contract to the Dean of the 
College and the Dean, convinced that the considerations 
were strictly professional, sent this concurrence to the Vice 
President for Academic Affairs. The latter’s endorsement 
was sent to President Van Arsdale with a recommendation 
that, in accordance with procedures adopted by the Faculty 
Senate and A.A.U.P., Mr. Brent be notified of this action by 
Dec. 15. The President approved this recommendation and 
notified Mr. Brent to the effect that he would not 


recommend renewal of his contract to the Board of 
Trustees. 

The Vice President and the Dean are constantly barraged 
by rumors and, indeed, one of these concerned discussion of 
Mr. Brent by the Bradley University National Alumni 
Association Board. To the best of their knowledge, no 
member of the English department heard these rumors and 
consideration of this discussion by the Alumni Board, if 
indeed these were such, was not part of the deliberations of 
the tenured members of the English department. If the 
Alumni Board took any action concerning Mr. Brent, we 
were not so advised. Faculty Senate regulations, not external 
influence, dictated that the contracts of all second year 
faculty in the University be reviewed at this time. 

We are not unmindful of the nature of the responsibility 
attending faculty evaluations - nor do any of us pretend that 
our present methods are without the need for augmentation. 
It must already be evident that we are striving to find 
effective means of obtaining student participation in 
decision processes of the University and we welcome 
constructive suggestions which will improve the effectiveness 
and increase the impact of student views. 

Mr. Brent does indeed have avenues of appeal open and 
we understand that the Bradley University Chapter of the 
A.A.U.P. has been requested to intercede on his behalf. 

There is always a problem when a “controversial figure” 
is subject to any type of evaluation. The reasons given for a 
decision, whatever they are, can always be interpreted as a 
smoke screen for unstated reasons. The difficulty with this 
logic, however, is that it offers a sanctuary for every 
controversial figure independent of his professional 
contribution to the university. 

We are both proud and pleased to observe the increased 
interest being expressed by students in the development and 
the direction of Bradley University. If Bradley is to become 
the kind of institution for which all of us have aspirations, 
we will continue to need both the concern and the 
contributions of our student body. 


Clarification of rr What’s new, pussycats? ff 


It is indeed unfortunate that the editorial which appeared 
in last week s Scout was escalated to such proportions as to 
appear in part in the Peoria Journal Star and warrant 
comment on a number of radio stations. The blame for 
which is Mr. Brent s. It is even more unfortunate, however, 
that the editorial was interpreted to carry much larger 
implications than that for which it was devised. The blame 
for which is entirely my own. 

Granted, the editorial was written to arouse concern, but 
that concern was meant to be for faculty evaluation only. 
The editorial was written, I had hoped, to show the need for 
faculty evaluation, or at least, the importance of presenting 
student opinion to guard against such rumor and doubt, as 
surrounds the case of Mr. Brent, among the student body. 
The result of which is always disrespect and loss of faith and 
support for the University on the part of students - 
something which Bradley cannot afford. 

My first mistake was made, however, by singling out Mr. 
Brent rather than expressing concern for the hiring and 
firing of every teacher on the Bradley campus. My second 
mistake was made in asking that the matter be tried in the 
paper. This should not be done because it sets a precedent 
which should not be set. It violates academic freedom by 
subjecting the University to undue public opinion; in 
essence, it would be asking all of Peoria to try Mr. Brent or 
any other professor in a similar situation. This is wrong, 
unjust, and cannot be permitted. 


There was no mistake, however, in asking that student 
opinion be sought and used in making the final decision. 
With the impressions which I have gained over the past 
week, I am convinced that the only means to an equitable 
decision is through a student-faculty judicial committee. 

The point is that Bradley has come to crossroads, and it is 
either going to move forward or backward. The opportunity 
is at hand to set a precedent for faculty evaluation. We have 
discussed such evaluation since I was a freshman and to no 
avail. Now the need has arisen. Do we meet that need or do 
we shrink from it? The Bill of Rights must be more than a 
piece of paper. 

Being aware of many of the problems with faculty 
evaluation, and also being aware that change is a slow 
process, but sometimes too slow, I ask that a 50-50 
student-faculty jury be chosen in a manner similar to that of 
a regular jury by Dr. Kuchel and Pete Erlinder, and that that 
jury rehear and pass final decisions in every case regarding 
non-renewal of contract or dismissal presently facing the 
University. 

In this manner student opinion will be present, a 
precedent will be set for faculty evaluation, a means of 
checks and balances will be provided, and students can be 
assured that their University is not bending. 

It Would be presumptous to think that all the 
ramifications of such an alternative have been considered. I, 
therefore, will be happy to discuss the matter with those 
concerned after two weeks of peace.

They must always be governed 
according to a conscience 
dutifully conformed to the divine 
law itself, and should be 
submissive towards the church’s 
teaching office, which 
authentically interprets that law 
in the light of the Gospel. That 
divine law reveals and protects 
the integral meaning of conjugal 
love and impels it toward a truly 
human fulfillment.” How can the 
writer of this column in the 


Scout contend that “It would be 
difficult to bend the realm of the 
Church’s welfare to include such 
a matter as birth control.”? When 
concern about the procreation of 
human life is not within the 
“realm” of the Church, 
something is amiss! 

As stated in a collective 
pastoral letter issued Nov. 15, 
1968 by the Bishops of the 
United States at their annual 
meeting in Washington, 
D.C.”...the xhurch, when she 
fulfills her prophetic role of 
preaching moral ideals and social 
reform, must do so with all the 
patience that the work of 
teaching requires...The church 
cannot, however, compromise the 
ideal. She is bound to teach it as 
it is.” The Pope in his encyclical 
Hummanae Vitae is presenting 
not what he sees fit but-again in 
the words of the U.S. Bishops- 
“. . . without ambiguity, doubt or 
hesitation the authentic teaching 
of the church...” 

Concerned individuals would 
be better advised, in my opinion, 
to read the pastoral letter of the 
U.S. Bishops and the encyclical 
itself than this kind of column in 
the Scout.

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Bradley joins Army, Kentucky and 
Michigan for Kentucky Invitational

Michigan’s Rudy Tomjanovich, Ken Maxey, Bob Sullivan and 
Dennis Stewart promise to give the Kentucky Wildcats all that they 
can handle in tonight’s second game at the Kentucky Invitational. 


Colonel Sander’s Kentucky 
Fried Chicken might be 
finger-lickin’ good for the 
Wildcats of Kentucky but Coach 
Joe Stowell and his Bradley 
Braves would rather have a full 
course meal with Army as the 
appetizer and Kentucky or 
Michigan for dessert, as the 
Missouri Valley quintet invites 
Lexington, Ky. tonight for their 
third mid-winter tournament in 
four seasons. 

The Braves have a career 
record of 2-0 over the Cadets, 0-2 
with Kentucky and 0-1 against 
Michigan. 

Bradley tackles the Cadets of 
West Point in the opening round 
of the Kentucky Invitational, 
with the winner going on to play 
the victor of the Kentucky ~ 
Michigan skirmish tomorrow 
evening. 

Army, a top defensive team, 
posted a 20-5 record last 
season and was invited, along with 
Bradley, to the NIT at Madison 
Square Garden. Coach Robert 
Knight, who in three years has 
compiled a 51-21 overall, was 
responsible for a team that held 
its opposition to 57.9 points per 
content last winter, First in the 
na In 1968, the Cadets have 
do\* . Lehigh, Cornell, Temple 
and the Coast Guard. 

The Cadets, according to 
Assistant Coach Dave Bliss, are 
“patient and not as quick as MVC 
schools, taking their time getting 
their shots off.” Knight’s 
defensive motto is “stop the 
basketball and you’ll stop the 
opposition.” 

Army will go with Jim Oxley, 
a 6-1 junior guard. He’s a good 
ball-handler, a better than average 
shot and he finds the open man 
with alarming consistency. 

Filling in the other guard slot 
will be either Mike Krzyzewski 
(6-0) or Wade Urban at 6-1. 

Krzyzewski, according to 
Bliss, “can bring the ball up 
against anybody.” 

Urban, last year, was one of 
the leaders as far as assists went, 
and had very few passes stolen. 
He’s a good ball-handler and can 
score from the outside. 

With the absence of 6-7, 220 
pound center Steve Hunt, who 
decided not to play in 1968, the 
spot will probably have 606 Dick 
Simmons in command. Simmons 
is undoubtedly the best jumper 
on the squad. He hits the boards 
hard and has a soft jump shot 
from the key. 



The forward positions could 
be claimed by most any 
prospector as long as he pans out 
well. A good guess would place 
Mike Gyovai, 6-5 at one corner, 
with either 6-3 Rich Castleman or 
6-5 Tom Miller at theother. 

The Cadets loom tough and as 
Bliss puts it “tough as they come 
in the East.” They are strong, 
steady, powerful and have that 
undeniable Army drive. As Coach 
Joe Stowell said when asked 
about the Cadets: “They are a 
pretty tough team to play 
against.” 

Kentucky is one of the top 
picks in the nation and Coach 
Adolph Rupp (38-yrs., 782-170) 
is expecting an excellent season 
following last year’s 22-5 mark 
and NCAA participation. The 
Wildcats lost only two starters 
and are led by All-American Mike 
Casey. Last year Kentucky won 
the Southeastern loop with a 
15-3 mark. This year, the 
Wildcats are 3-1, the loss coming 
to North Carolina. 

Casey is certain to rank as one 
of the best one-on-one players in 
collegiate basketball today who 
can hit the boards and hit them 
hard. 

Along with Casey will be 
forward Greg Starrick, who is 
quick and aggressive. Together, 
they should pose a deadly attack 
in the forward slots. 

Guards Terry Mills and Bob 
Argento will head the backcourt 
combination, a definite threat 
indeed.

Argento, the captain, can swish 
the one-hand push with amazing 
accuracy. 

The name of Don Issel will be 
a name to respond to at center, 
and according to many, Issel is a 
sure candidate for All-American 
honors. 

The Wildcats will be quite 
tough to defeat in their home 
atmosphere but certainly could 
be upset. Though they are in the 
top five nationally, they have 
trouble under pressure and with 
the likes of Army, Bradley and 
Michigan, pressure certainly 
won’t be void. 

Michigan, coached by John 
Orr, is 3-1, including an upset win 
at Duke, and features 
double-figure scorers Rudy 
Tomjanovich, Dennis Stewart and 
Bob Sullivan. 

Tomjanovich, 6-7, has to be 
one of the top three one-on-one 
guards in the Big 10. He has a 
deadly hook shot and can pat. 
Tomjanovich leads Michigan 
scorers with a 25.5 average. 

Stewart, 6-6, is a consistent 
scorer and a good complement to 
Tomjanovich. He is deadly from 
12-15 feet and executes a 
well-defined jump shot. The 
native of Steeltown, Pa. is 
averaging 18 points a game. 

Sullivan, 6-4, is a John 
Havlicek protege, providing 
instant spark and an asset to the 
team on offense and defense.

As for the Bradley Braves, the 
tune will be more of the same. 
Stowell will continue to rely on 
the point-producing efforts of 
Steve Kuberski and L. C. Bowen. 

Kuberski, who poured in 38 
against Wichita in the opening 
Valley game, is shooting at an 
average clip of 24.1 points. He 
will, in addition, have to come up 
with an abundance of rebounds if 
the Braves are to combat the 
height of the Cadets, Wolverines 
and Wildcats. 

Bowen, averaging 25.8 points 
after six games, will once again be 
the main spark of the Braves 
attack, and too, must put on his 
jumping shoes to help out 
Kuberski.

BSA presents 
administration 
with demands

The Black Students’ Alliance 
presented a list of demands to the 
administration in an open 
meeting in the Student Center 
Ballroom on Jan. 16. 

The demands, read to the 
administration by BSA 
president, Gene Weber, covered 9 
topics. A strong emphasis was 
placed on the academic area but 
several demands dealt with 
housing and counseling of Black 
students. 

The administration, 
represented by President Van 
Arsdale, Vice President for 
Academic Affairs Kuchel and 
Dean Tucker, listened to the 
Black students explain their 
demands for an increase in the 
number of Black teachers, the 
establishment of a department of 
Afro-American Studies and the 
presentation of courses on the 
freshmen level to both Black and 
White students relevant to the 
Black culture. 

Other topics covered the 
hiring of a Black Dean of 
Students to deal with the Black 
students at Bradley. Also 
demanded was the help of the 
administration in preventing the 
harassment of Black students by 
the Peoria police. Webster 
explained later that he wanted 
this to entail the services of 
Bradley hired lawyers for the 
legal counseling and release of 
students apprehended by the city 
authorities or pestered by the 
catch-all “stop and frisk” law. 

Vice-president Kuchel 
indicated the University is 
working with the Peoria 
authorities to end discriminatory 
practices. Webster commented on 
the demand that students should 
be allowed to live together by 
agreeing with he administration 
that this demand is already in 
effect. Under the current system, 
students are allowed to live with

Black students present 
administration with demands 
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Bradley seeks national TV affiliation

those whom they request. Vice 
Present Kuchel pointed out the 
University cannot stipulate the 
room assignment of only Black 
students to a particular dorm or 
floor without loosing Federal aid 
under the anti-segregation law. 

Dr. Kuchel answered the Black 
demands for more Black 
teachers by pointing few 
qualified candidates for the 
positions. He did indicate, 
however, that there will be an 
(increase in the number of Black 
faculty members next year. The 
international Studies Department 
ms a commitment by a former 
Bradley student to teach in that 
department next fall. He also 
ommented that several 
mdidates are being interviewed 
j or positions in other 
jdepartments in the University but 
(because of the shortage of 
qualified applicants, he cannot 
estimate the number who will 
teach at Bradley next fall. 

He did say the applicants are 
not being offered salaries and 
fringe benefits out of line with 
their White counterparts with the 
same level of qualifications. 
Presently, the average Bradley 
teacher receives $12,182 for nine 
months. This includes fringe 
benefits on top of a base 
compensation of $11,017. 

Webster questioned the 
University’s qualifications for 
applicants in the teaching and the 
counseling positions. He said the 
Black students need a person who 
i understands their problems and 
has other qualifications. These 
other qualifications include 
experience in the Black situations 
rather than formal academic 
education. 

n Vice President Kuchel 
answered this objection by saying 
that any person hired for the 
positions must be able to 
succeed. He said this is the basis 
for the hiring of the applicants. 

He indicated he will not hire a 
faculty member to satisfy the 
demands if, in his opinion, he 
Kannot succeed in effectively 
leaching both White and Black 
tudents. 

The Vice President discussed 
the demand that the Black 
Students should be provided with 
a house. He said the acquisition 
of a house which meets the 
qualifications demanded by the 
BSA will take more time. At 
present, the University does not 
have possession of such a house. 

Be said he would demand that 
this house be open to White as 
veil as Black students in the hope 
that there will be an exchange of 
respect for the students’ 
backgrounds $nd races. 


Webster stated he hoped the 
house would have a library 
stocked with books about the 
culture of the Black people. He 
said donations of such books 
have already been promised. As 
to the use of the house by the 
Black students, Webster 
speculated the house would be 
used more than those currently in 
use by the various religious 
denominations on the campus. 

Many of the demands 
presented by the BSA have an 
expiration date. When Webster 
was asked what would happen if 
the demands are not met by these 
dates, he stated the course of 
action would be decided upon by 
the membership of the BSA. He 
refused to speculate on this 
action but said it will be strong 
enough to attain their demands. 
He was assured that the actions 
will not be excessive in 
proportion to what is sought. 

Both parties expressed their 
respect for the concern shown by 
one another. Webster stated he 
felt the administration was 
making an effort to satisfy the 
BSA demands. 

Vice President Kuchel 
commented that he felt the 
demands would be used more as 
guide-lines to increase Black 
relevance in the University. He 
said the University has been 
behind in it’s concern for the 
Black students but many of the 
demands had already been 
considered and the beginning 
steps taken before the meeting in 
January. He cautioned, however, 
that the University must be 
careful about the structure of the 
school until they know the goals 
of the Black people. He felt the 
role of the school is to prepare 
the Black students for a role as 
leaders in their community. Until 
the goals of the community are 
known, it will be difficult to 
build a structure to aid this 
creation. He said this present 
generation of Black students are 
the vanguard of leaders for their 
community.

An application for a 
noncommercial television station 
for Channel 47 was filed Jan. 31 
with the Federal Communica¬ 
tions Commission by university 
officials, according to 
Educational Television Director, 
Weinberg. Construction is 
expected to begin in early 
summer, and telecasts to begin in 
the fall of this year. Network 
affiliation with the National 
Educational Television Network 
is planned. Many programs will 
be telecast in color. 

There are now approximately 
160 public broadcast stations in 
the United States. In Illinois such 
stations exist in Chicago, Urbana, 
and Carbondale. 

The station will telecast from 
4 to 11 p.m. and will schedule 
two hours of special children’s 
programs each day. For adults 
the telecasts will include public 
affairs, drama, music, bridge 
lessons, the famous French Chef - 
Julia Childs on cooking, and a 
wide variety of social, 
educational and cultural 
programs. 

Approximately $400,000 in 
equipment has already been 
acquired, a substantial portion 
contributed from organizations 


and companies outside the Peoria 
area including two of the three 
National TV Networks. 

Peorians will be asked to 
participate in supporting this new 
television channel by voluntary 
subscription. Since the station 
cannot carry advertising, at least 
3,000-4,000 family sponsors will 
be needed to sustain the service. 
Family membership will cost 
about a dollar month. Illustrated 
program guides and other 


supplementary materials will be 
sent to all members. 

A number of the leading 
woman’s organizations in the 
community have been asked to 
assist in publicizing the project. 
Local business and industry will 
be invited to participate in this 
community service project. 
Voluntary contributions will be 
tax deductible and can be sent to 
the television center at Bradley 
University.

He demands, she demands, they demand. The word 
"demands” very often leaves us with a bitter feeling toward 
those who are making such demands. Many people were 
unhappy with my demands for student-faculty evaluation, 
and indeed, many people were upset with the recent 
demands of the Black Students Alliance. Demands are a 
matter of ends and means, however, and we must look to 
the ends achieved before we criticize those who demand. 

Certainly the Black students of this campus are to be 
praised, not only for what they accomplished, but also for 
the manner in which they handled the situation. It is hard 
for the white people of this campus to realize what was 
gained through the efforts of the BSA. But, hoping not to be 
too far off base, I think their efforts can be summed up as 
achieving some identity toward a certain amount of equality 
and not equality itself, for equality within a Capitalistic 
society is impossible. And those of us who believe it is, are 
not only lying to ourselves, but are more bigotted and 
prejudiced than we may believe or care to admit. Even 
socialism and communism are economic systems hard ■ 
pressed to achieve equality, but at least, with these forms of 
economic structure the cultural hangup of competition is 
not built-in or instilled in our everyday lives. 

I am grateful to the Black people of Bradley because 
what they have done will eventually make me and other 
white people a little more aware of their race, their culture, 
and their feelings. I am also grateful to Bradley's Blacks 
because they have made me more aware of the potential of 
appropriate demands and the determination needed to 
accomplish something. 

With this in mind, I reflect on the circumstances 
surrounding the non-renewal of Harry Brent's contract to 
teach at this University. I remember the demands which I 
made and the response of Dr. Kuchel, Dean Manheim, and 
Dr. Sawyer to those demands. And I also remember the 
request I made for a 50-50 student-faculty committee to 
review every case of non-renewal of contract or dismissal 
within the University occurring this year. To my dismay, 
however, requests seem to accomplish nothing, especially 
when requests have been made and ignored regarding this 
matter since I was a freshman. 

Therefore, it is appropriate that the request for a 
student-faculty committee, be changed to a demand for such 
a committee. It is the only manner in which a righteous and 
just decision can be reached regarding the faculty of this 
University.

The politics of power, confrontation and demonstration 
are not present on the Bradley campus. 

Those methods certainly are not going to be carried out 
in the tradition of Berkeley, San Francisco State and, most 
recently, the University of Chicago. At least not by the 
Black Students Alliance or its long-haired brother in the 
youth movement. Students for a Democratic Society. 

Perhaps an assessment of Fall semester, 1968-69, will 
reveal what can be done about the lack of student revolt at 
Bradley. Take the Harry Brent case, for example. No, you 
don't have to take Harry, just his case. Harry Brent of the 
English department - or is it, soon late of the English 
department? - was not asked to return to Bradley next year. 
Where were the riots for dear Harry Brent? Romantic, 
debonair Harry Brent, with his chinos, long scarf and longer 
hair should have inspired those in SDS to rise up in wrath 
and strike back at the establishment. 

But that was no shock at all, compared with the way the 
Black Students Alliance fell over and played dead during its 
meeting with faculty and administration during final week 
last semester. BSA members bared their fangs, talked 
brazenly of being a militant organization, and then listened 
reasonably to everything, and were becalmed. 

At least that's the way it appeared as the meeting 
progressed. Bradley president Dr. T. W. Van Arsdale is as 
smooth as they come, and at every turn he acquiesced to the 
student demands. He left it to his sidekick, E. Russel 
Kuchel, vice-present of academic affairs, to remind the BSA 
members that most of the demands would require some time 
to implement. 

Still, that leaves us with no riots. If Bradley is to take its 
place as one of the foremost institutions of higher learning 
in the country, she must have publicity. And, as anyone can 
easily see, the quickest avenue to publicity would be a 
healthy riot. 

Therefore, someone must answer the call. Someone must 
take up the fight for Harry Brent, civic rights and any other 
bleeding heart cause that comes along. Someone must pull a 
week-long sit-in, tear up furniture and break windows.

The sudden passing of Dr. Jan 
Nosco, professor in philosophy, 
undoubtedly leaves all his 
students both shocked and 
numbed and I send his family my 
sincerest condolences. Dr. Nosco 
is an instructor who will not be 
forgotten -- flamboyant, 
outspoken, and fervently devoted 
to teaching. He was everyone’s 
“eccentric” professor. 

He did much more that relate 
Plato’s Republic - he instilled a 
feeling that the student had an 
obligation to try and know about 
all things. Speaker of 11 
languages, one with knowledge 
on almost any subject you could 
mention, to use the common 
expression, he gave the school 
“class”. 

Dr. Nosco had more 
compassion for his students than 
any instructor I have ever known 
here at Bradley. There was 
absolutely nothing he wouldn’t 
do to assist a student. I asked 
him, a week before the Christmas 
break, for some help with a 
certain subject I was doing a 
paper on. I received a half dozen 
books on that topic, from his 


own library, to have as long as I 
wanted. 

He once said in class he didn’t 
fear death- like Socrates, I 
suppose- and with that in mind 
we should respect his attitude on 
such things and not grieve his loss 
hopelessly. The one undeniable 
fact from this tragedy is that 
Bradley University and its 
students will no longer have the 
benefit of his invaluable services.

Save youth fare 


I am a junior at the University 
of Houston and also one of 
several hundred thousand college 
students who hold an Airline 
Youth Fare Card. 

I am writing you and many 
other college newspaper editors 
in the hope that fellow students 
may be alerted through the 
editorial column of their 
newspaper about the recent 
happenings concerning youth 
fares. Several days ago a Civil 
Aeronautics Board examiner 
ruled that “youth fares should be 
dropped.” UNLESS THE 
BOARD DECIDES TO REVIEW 


THE DECISION, IT WILL 
AUTOMATICALLY BECOME 
EFFECTIVE IN 30 DAYS. 

I don’t think that many 
students know of this and I urge 
them to rise to protect their 
youth fares. Most of us have 
limited budgets and receive our 
spending money from part-time 
jobs. I URGE EVERY STUDENT 
TO CONTACT THE CIVIL 
AERONAUTICS BOARD, 1825 
Connecticut Avenue, N.W., 
Washington, D.C., 20009 and 
voice their protest against this 
unfair decision against youth 
fares. It is important that this be 
done within the next 30 days so 
that a new hearing will be set, 
otherwise the ruling will 
automatically become law. 

I am told that Western Union 
has a new opinion telegram and 
for 90c, which can be charged to 
a student’s telephone, a 15 word 
telegram could be sent from 
anywhere in the U.S. to your 
own congressman, the President 
and Vice-President. If a student 
doesn’t have time to write his 
opinion, I recommend that he 
call his nearest Western Union 
office and send the wire.

It is important that any 
student accused of an infraction 
of university regulations has the 
opportunity to be judged by his 
peers. This classic principle of 
justice is the reason for the 
existence of the Bradley 
f University Supreme Court, 
according to Chief Justice Darryl 
Graham. Graham also feels that 
the Court’s functions help to 
maintain order on the campus. 

The Supreme Court is a body 
of seven justices which was 
originally designed to make final 
decisions in cases of traffic 
violations by the students. This 
year, however, its power has been 
broadened by rules which give 
the Court the power to judge on 
matters concerning social 
violations. The student who is 
accused of such a violation is 
given the choice of appearing 
before the dean or before the 
Supreme Court. His decision is 
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I Woodrow Wilson National 
Fellowships Foundation has 
nitiated a new fellowship in the 
memory of Dr. Martin Luther 
\ King, Jr. The Martin Luther King, 
Jr. Fellowship provides tuition 
and fees, and a living stipend of 
at least $400 per month. 

The purpose of the new 
fellowship is to enable Negro 
reterans of outstanding promise 
i o pursue graduate work leading 
o a public service career. The 
Fellow will use the G.I. Bill 
educational benefits he is entitled 
to and will receive a stipend large 
enough to provide a realistic 
alternative to full-time 
employment. 

A grant from the Rockefeller 
Foundation provides for twenty 
Fellowship s for the academic 
years 1968-1969 and 1969-1970. 
This number is expected to 
ncrease in the future. 

The candidates for the 
fellowship must hold a bachelor’s 
degree and be willing to consider 
career in public service. 
Preference will be given to men 
under 30 years of age who have 
recently completed military 
service. However, women, and 
men over thirty will be 
considered. Any field of 
under-graduate study is 
acceptable, provided the 
proposed course of study leads to 
public service career. 

The award will be tenable for 
two years. However, the 


Foundation will seek further 
support if needed to complete 
study. The Foundation will 
attempt to find employment for 
Fellows who have completed 
study. 

Committees of Negro and 
white educators and 
representatives of other 
professions will interview all 
candidates who are semi-finalists 
for awards. Seriousness of 
purpose, and the depth and vigor 
of intelligence will be the basis 
for the committee’s assessment. 
The interviewers will be chosen 
primarily on the personal 
statement and letters of 
recommendation. However, 


college grades and objective test 
scores will be taken into account. 

Candidates interested in being 
considered for an award should 
file an application, an official 
undergraduate transcript, a 
statement of interest, a copy of 
their military discharge papers, 
and three letters of references. 
The personal statement should 
include a discussion of a 
candidate’s goals and his reason 
for selecting them. Application 
forms and further information 
may be obtained by writing Hans 
Rosenhaupt, National Director, 
Woodrow Wilson National 
Fellowship Foundation, Box 642, 
Princeton, New Jersey, 08542.

irrevocable after proceedings have 
began. 

In addition to this original 
jurisdiction, the Supreme Court 
holds appelate jurisdiction over 
all other student judicial bodies. 

The Supreme Court meets in 
open session on Thursday 
evenings at 6:30 in the Student 
Center. It is at this time that the 
students, through their defense 
council, may plead their case. 
The Court meets again on 
Monday, this time in closed 
session, to decide upon the guilt 
or innocence of the student and 
upon punishment. The Court has 
the power to place students on 
probation, censure students, ask 
that the cars of traffic violators 
be taken away, and even to 
recommend suspension. It must 
be noted that the Court has no 
power to effect suspension but 
may recommend suspension to 
the proper authorities. 

Students wishing to appear 
before the Court must be 
represented by one of the two 
defense attorneys. Michael Glass 
and Rex Linden will represent 
students before the Court. The 
Prosecuting attorneys are John 
Rosie and Paul Friedman. All 


four attorneys are, of course, 
students at Bradley. 

The student justices are Darryl 
Graham, Chief Justice; Harris 
Reitman, Paul Solondy, Morris 
Kleiner, Jerry Aniolowski, Carol 
Miller, Robert Boll, Associate 
Justices. 

Chief Justice Graham says that 
their are wide possibilities for 
expanding the courts role due to 
the Student’s Bill of Rights. Up 
to this time a student could only 
bring a case to the Court if he 
was accused of a violation. Now 
there is the possibility that the 
Bill of Rights may enable 
students to initiate action in the 
court. This is, he could bring 
cases into court when he feelsthat 
his rights have been violated. 

Graham also said that is was 
the responsibility of every 
student to know what the laws 
and regulations are. No student 
has any right to claim that he 
does not know the law, because 
the laws are published for the 
students information. Every 
student is responsible for obeying 
these laws just as he has the right 
to benefit from them.

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Students attend presidential inauguration; 
ceremony characterized as conservative 
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1968-69 Carnival Committee 


Among some 65,000 persons 
attending the Jan. 20 presidential 
inauguration of Richard Nixon 
were two Bradley students Libby 
Johnson and Kent Currie. 

Both students had “preferred 
standing room” tickets for the 
inaugural ceremony that situated 
them within about 60 yards of 
Richard Nixon. They also 
attended an inaugural ball at the 
Mayflower Hotel at which both 
President Nixon and Vice 
President Agnew made 
appearances. 

Miss Johnson, a senior from 
Peoria, served as Bradley 
University Chairman of 
Collegiates for Nixon-Agnew. She 
is a member of the Peoria County 
Young Republicans. 

As president of Bradley 
University Young Republicans, 
Currie worked in close 
cooperation with Illinois Citizens 
for Nixon-Agnew before the 
election. He is also a Peorian and 
a senior. 

Both students attended the 
inauguration on Monday and the 
ball at the Mayflower that 
evening. They were also present 
at Illinois Sen. Charles Percy’s 
reception for Illinois people. 
Chicago Congressman Donald 
Rumsfeld also hosted a reception 
to which the Peorians were 
invited. 

Asked about their feelings 
during the inaugural ceremony, 
Currie replied, “It’s just sort of a 
moment you can’t believe-you 
can’t really express what it is.” 


“I felt like I was participating 
in a really historic event,” Miss 
Johnson said, explaining that she 
also thought of the four years to 
come of Nixon power. She 
described the “passing of power” 
as a “very dignified sort of 
thing.” 

While in Washington, Miss 
Johnson visited a Senate session 
and the Kennedy tombs. “The 
city itself is so great,” she 
explained, “that you can just 
sense the history of the country.” 

Recalling her impressions of 
the city and its people she 
repeated the comments of one 


cab driver, who told her he 
wished Hubert Humphrey had 
won the presidential race. “It’s 
been so long since the 
Republicans had an inauguration 
that they’ve forgotten how to 
have a good time at one,” he said. 
He explained to her that with 
Democratic inaugurations the 
city is more “wide open.” 

A third Bradley student, Judy 
Schaffer of Grand Rapids, Mich., 
also received an invitation to the 
Nixon inauguration but was 
unable to attend because she was 
still taking semester exams at the 
time.

Psychology profs publish 



Two articles have been 
published in the most recent 
edition of Psychonomic Science, 
an archival scientific journal of 
psychology, co-authored by 
Ronald Wasden and Larry Reid, 
both of Bradley University’s 
psychology department.

River research 
approved by 
Water Center 

The Water Resources Center at 
the University of Rlinois has 
approved a proposal for a project 
by two Bradley University 
science professors. 

Dr. T. F. Cummings, professor 
of chemistry, and Dr. B. J. 
Mathis, associate professor of 
biology, have been informed that 
their project on “Accumulation 
of Metals in the Aquatic Food 
Chain in the Illinois River” has 
been accepted by the Executive 
Committee of the Water 
Resources Center. Funding in the 
amount of $7,200 to the Bradley 
professors is expected through 
the Office of Water Resources 
Research in the U. S. Department 
of the Interior. 

In announcing the acceptance 
of the project by the Bradley 
professors, Dr. Ben E. Ewing, 
Director of the Water Resources 
Center at the University of 
Illinois stated, “We received 
proposals requesting almost 
exactly four times as much 
support as we had funds 
available, and so it was with 
difficulty that the Executive 
Committee was able to make 
their selection. I do think you 
should be commended for the 
careful manner in which you 
prepared your proposal and the 
thought you have given it. We 
feel that it shows promise of 
successfully accomplishing its 
objective and contributing to the 
solution of water resources 
problems.”

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Dynan - 'That friendly, funny guy in the fieldhouse’

In Robertson Memorial 
Fieldhouse there is a man whose 
job is as important to the athletic 
scene at Bradley as that of any 
coach. Most of the students have 
never heard of Jim Dynan, 
Bradley’s 13-year veteran Sports 
Information Director. He’s a 
friendly, talkative man with 
many stories to tell and with a 
great responsibility to fulfill. 

Jim’s job is that of a public 
relations man for all the athletic 
events which are a great part of 
university life. Initially, a 
brochure for each sport must be 
prepared and sent out to those 
schools, organizations and private 
parties on the mailing list. 
Rosters, statistics and general 
team information must be 
included. To keep the record up 
to date, press releases are 
periodically sent out by Dynan. 
During each game, a play-by-play 
account is prepared and given out 
to the members of the press. 


Somehow Jim manages to take 
time out from his busy schedule 
to write articles for a number of 
national magazines. 

While he was a student at 
Bradley, Dynan held the position 
he now holds, only in a student 
capacity. After graduating with 
an English degree, he went to 
work for the Tulsa Daily World. 
He then came home to Bradley 
and became a member of the 
Admissions Staff of Dean 
Nothdurft. The sports 
information post became vacant 
and Dynan has held the position 
ever since. Presently, there are 
two students and five local 
businessmen who are donating 
their time to aid Jim in his hectic 
job. 

One of Jim’s favorite stories 
involved a transportation 
problem with the team. “We had 
finished playing Drake and that 
night it snowed so hard that we 
were stranded. Somehow the 
team managed to get out of the 


city on a flight to Kansas City, 
but the press and other officials 
had to drive to St. Louis where 
we were all to meet. When we 
arrived in St. Louis - no team, no 
equipment. The flight South was 
leaving in a matter of minutes. 
Just in time the team flew in, 
switched planes, and we were off 
again. The equipment had to 
follow on a later flight.” 

“Because of our outstanding 
basketball team, we usually get a 
good deal of coverage. Last year 
when we were on the West Coast 
the coverage was exceptionally 
good. One Hawaiian paper had 
our releases in Japanese. We 
couldn’t read it, but the pictures 
were ours.” 


“Though most of the requests 
for feature stories are on our 
basketball team, I remember that 
our office was usually busy when 
Bob Caress was the quarterback 
at Bradley.” And if some scout 
from a professional team, 
basketball or football, knocks on 
Jim’s door, you can be sure that 
Jim will give him all the 
information and help possible. 

Because the sports 
information director tries to 
anticipate their needs, most 
professional teams and 
newspapers don’t ask for 
information. They don’t have to 
with Jim Dynan on the job. But

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Bradley takes on Tulsa and Drake hoping to end Valley losing streak

To snap a five game losing 
streak in any sport is not an easy 
task, but to do so in basketball 
the only ingredients necessary are 
determination and application. 
Coach Joe Stowell and his 
Bradley Braves must find those 
ingredients and find them quick, 
because tomorrow they will be 
faced with a team that has all 
that is necessary to win and 
more. ' 

The Tulsa Golden Hurricane 
host the Braves tomorrow in the 
MVC televised game of the week. 
Going into Wednesday night’s 
game with St. Louis, the 
Hurricanes were the only 
undefeated team in the Valley, 


boasting a record of 8-0. Going 
into last night’s game at Wichita, 
the Braves had lost their last five 
Valley affairs. On the season 
Bradley was 8-9, and the MVC 
record was only 2-6. 

In an earlier game between the 
two squads, Tulsa edged Bradley, 
81-79, at the Field House. 

Coach Ken Hayes has at his 
disposal one the most versatile 
and impressive 6-6 ' forwards in 
the country. As of Tulsa’s sixth 
Valley victory over Memphis, 
70-69, Bobby Smith is sporting a 
25.8 scoring average and is the 
MVC’s leading scorer. The 
all-American candidate has hit 30 
or more points on seven 
occasions this year and is 
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shooting a fine .525 from the 
field. 

‘‘Bobby is a fierce 
competitor,” praises Hayes. “He 
has sacrificed his own personal 
desires to help the team cause, 
which 1 think reflects his 
unselfishness and his sincere 
desire to win. Time and time 
again he had made the big basket 
for us this season.” 

Smith has scored over 1100 
points, putting him fifth on the 
all-time Tulsa scoring list and he 
is a sure bet to test any defense 
which Bradley tries against him. 

At the other forward for Tulsa 
is another tough competitor 
whose 21 points against the 
Drake Bulldogs proved to be 
crucial ones for the Hurricane. 
Rob Washington at 606 is 
shooting at a 19.7 clip and has 
moved into the number seven 
spot on Tulsa’s all-time scoring 
chart. 

Ron Carson, a 6-1 guard, and 
Larry Cheatham, a 6-4 guard, 
combine to form a solid 
backcourt threat and support 
their claim by some impressive 
statistics. 

Carson is a junior who hails 
from Mt. Vernon, Mo., and is 
averaging 10.7 points a game

The pre-season pick of 
Cincinnati and Drake as two of 
the Valley’s top contenders 
certainly has proven correct and 
the team from Des Moines, Iowa 
will travel to Robertson Memorial 
Fieldhouse this Thursday to face 
the Braves. 

The Drake Bulldogs, 6-3 in the 
Valley, boast a tenacious defense 
and an explosive offense, 
executed by virtually the same 
personnel that won 18 games last 
season. Maury John’s squad has 
experience, depth, talent, 
shooting, ability, defensive 
strength and desire. The main' 
strength is experience. The 
starting five is intact. 

Once again, Coach John has 
the Willie’s: Willie McCarter and 
Willie Wise. McCarter is leading 
Drake in scoring (19.3), through 


mid-season competition. Wise is 
the leading Drake rebounder and 
third in scoring. In the forecourt 
with Wise is Dolph Pulliam, the 
nation’s best defensive forward. 
McCarter’s backcourt running 
mate, Don Draper, is back with 
his quick-trigger shooting and 
dare-devel defensive play. Gary 
Zeller comes from Long Beach 
Junior College to press for a 
backcourt position. The center 
position pits either Peoria’s A1 
Williams or Garry Odom in the 
key. Williams has been averaging 
6.9 points a game with a 6.1 
rebound average. Odom hit for 
4.3 points a game with a 5.3 
rebound average. 

The Bulldogs handsomely 
clipped the Braves in their first 
encounter, 93-76, in Des Moines 
and they will be hard to tear 
apart in Peoria. 

As far as the Braves are 
concerned, Stowell can only hope 
that the last half of the season is 
a complete reversal of the first. 

The Braves can boast of one 
very favorable statistic; Steve 
Kuberski is the only player in the 
league who ranks in the top ten 
in* each offensive statistical 
department. 

And L. C. Bowen ranks in the 
top ten in all but one 
department-all game rebounding. 

Bowen is now sixth in all time 
individual scoring at Bradley with 
seasons of 452, 466 and 401 
points for 1319. Bob Carney is 
fifth with 1355, and going into 
last night’s game at Wichita, 
Bowen only trailed Carney by 36 
points. Next on the all time list is 
Gene Melchiorre with 1576. 

Kuberski and Bowen have 
been carrying the burden of the 
Braves scoring attack, but they 
have recently been receiving some 
help from Dave Lundstrom. 
Lundstrom seems to play his best 
ball on the road, and his best will 
be needed tomorrow at Tulsa. 

Bradley will have to play 
without Joe Lewis in the second 
semester. Lewis, a juco transfer 
from Sheridan, Wyo., will be 
scholastically ineligible. Although 
he hasn’t been scoring much, 
Lewis had been Stowell’s number 
one forward reserve. 

Combine this with the loss of 
Ron Ulmer for the season due to 
an emergency appendectomy, 
and the Braves are hurting for 
bench strength up front.

Chicago, and the next day they 
face Northern Illinois at DeKalb. 

Spink indicated some 
disappointment at the progress of 
the squad so far. “We’re not 
coming around as fast as I 
thought we would, but the 
schedule is tougher than last 
year.” 

Only four Valley schools 
participate in the MVC swimming 
championships which will be held 
at Cincinnati in early March.

'College basketball belongs on campus’ 

It seemed like the workmen could hardly wait. Joe 
Stowell took one last unbelieving glance at the scoreboard at 
the St. Louis Arena as the exrberant St. Louis Billikens 
hoisted temporary coach Randy Albrecht on their shoulders 
after their heart-pounding 83-82 victory over the Braves on 
Jan. 25. 

But while all this was going on, at least 20 workmen 
descended to the Arena floor to get the ice hockey rink 
ready for Sunday’s game. And 15 minutes after the game 
was over the only reminder that a college basketball game 
had been played at the Arena was the hardwood court, and 
that too would soon be disassembled and put in temporary 
storage. 

College basketball doesn’t belong in the shiny new arenas 
that house professional hockey or basketball for their main 
source of income. College basketball doesn’t belong in 
convention centers or exhibition halls that host concerts or 
conventions. College basketball doesn’t belong in the St. 
Louis Arena, the Memorial Auditorium in Buffalo, Chicago 
Stadium or Madison Square Gardens. It belongs in the 
Cincinnati Armory, Pauley Pavillion, the Events Building in 
Ann Arbor and the Roundhouse in Wichita. 

It belongs in Robertson Memorial Field House and not in 
a proposed Civic Center in downtown Peoria. 

The professionalism that has permeated college athletics 
has been well documented in the past. By playing ball in an 
arena on campus that was primarily built for that reason, 
college basketball has barely managed to maintain the 
illusion that it is still a sport primarily, not a night of 
entertainment. 

By taking college basketball out of the campus and away 
from the students into the downtown section of the city, 
school officials would be showing their disregard for the 
students who help to pay their salary. 

The color, excitement and hysteria that helps to make 
college basketball what it is today can only be found in the 
collegiate atmosphere in the college arenas and coliseums. 

A downtown arena would offer good parking facilities, a 
plush interior and a few thousand more seats. But on how 
many occasions would those few thousand more seats be 
filled? The students have always been able to get seats; they 
have never been turned away. The Peoria populace, for 
certain games, hasn’t always gotten seats, but, frankly, the 
students don’t care. Basketball should be considered part of 
a university’s activities only because it is a sport. When 
administrations start worrying about the turnstiles, the tail 
will be wagging the dog. 

A downtown arena would also offer a sterile interior, 
void of the excitement that Bradley students learn to love 
and create in their four years on the Hilltop. 

When have the students complained about playing games 
in the Field House? Would the students want the games 
moved to a downtown site and will they be consulted about 
such a move? How would the students get to the games? 
Would the students be charged further admittance to the 
games, above and beyond the $5.00 that goes toward 
supporting athletics from the students’ tuition? 

A Peoria civic center is only in the talking stages now, but 
school officials can’t help but eye the new arena as a 
possible future playing site and source of increased gate 
receipts. But as the civic center begins to take form the 
school will have to answer these and other questions, and 
their final score of action must be taken with the students of 
this university as their prime consideration. 

Hopefully, in 1971, Coach Stowell won’t have to take 
that last glance at the scoreboard while the workmen 
descend to get the Peoria Civic Center ready for an 
exhibition of Caterpillar tractors or a George Wallace rally.

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Braves falter in MVC games

While the majority of Bradley 
students were enjoying 
themselves over the Christmas 
break, studying for exams and 
registering for second semester 
classes, the Bradley Braves found 
time to play seven MVC games, 
and much to their dismay, they 
only won one of those games. 

The Braves edged out 
Memphis, and lost close contests 
to Tulsa and St. Louis. North 
Texas, Drake, Cincinnati and 
Louisville had a relatively easy 
time over Coach Joe Stowell’s 
troops. 

Five of the seven games were 
played on the road, and any 
Valley observer knows that 
winning on the road is as easy as 
proving that Peoria is an 
All-American city. 

The loss at Louisville last 
Saturday marked the end of the 
first half of MVC action for the 
Braves. Their MVC record going 
into last night’s affair at the 
Roundhouse in Wichita was 2-6, 
and their season mark was 8-9. 
And any Bradley basketball fan 
who can recall the last time that 
the Braves were below .500 on 
the season in February must have 
an awfully good memory. 


Tulsa 81 


Bradley 79 


A last-second bucket by L. C. 
Bowen was ruled to be after the 
final buzzer as the Braves went 
down to their first MVC defeat of 
the season and their first loss at 
home after 21 straight victories 
on Dec. 23. Following on the 
heels of two point losses to Army 
and Michigan, the loss dropped 
the Braves’ record in the Valley 
to 1-1. 

The Braves were down by 11 
at the half as Tulsa’s Bobby 
Smith connected on 9 of 12 shots 
from the field. The Golden 
Hurricane, playing under first 
year mentor Ken Hayes, shot 
almost 53% from the field in the 
first stanza, while the Braves hit 
on only 33% of their attempts.

Senate ponders 
phone system 

Senator Box explained to the 
Senate the rationale behind the 
nine demands recently made by 
the Black Students Alliance to 
the administration. She asked 
that the Student Senate support 
the BSA demands and ask the 
■ administration to take immediate 
action on them. The Senate voted 
and agreed upon this action. 

Senator Rhodes then moved 
that the Bradley Student Senate 
sponsor a fund, drive for the 
library. He pointed out first that 
the library is inadequate. He 
quoted the American library 
Association as setting the 
minimum requirements for a 
library in a university the size of 
Bradley as: (1) 5% of the 
university budget (this would be 
$600,000 for Bradley, yet they 
spend only $250,000 yearly); (2) 
20,000 volumes added a year 
(our library adds 8,000 volumes 
per year). Secondly, Senator 
Rhodes pointed out that the 
1700 people recently questioned, 
75% were in favor of a student 
fund drive. The Senate passed the 
motion and appropriated funds 
to sponsor the drive. 

Senator Bowman reported 
on a phone system in the dorm 
rooms. He stated that such a 
program could be implemented in 
about two years in every dorm 
except Burgess and Sisson. The 
cost would be an extra $10 a 
semester on the room and board 
fee. 

Cindy Buell has been 
appointed the new freshman class 
president. 

Applications are due Feb. 17 
for freshman secretary and 
treasurer; and senior 
vice-president, secretary, and 
senator. Elections for the coming 
year have been set for March 26.

By Friday, 900 more 
questionnaires will be mailed, and 
OCMA is hoping for an even 
greater return. 

Bob Fennell, OCMA 
coordinator, states that the 
OCMA plan for housing is 
threefold. It consists of (1) 
having a comprehensive file 
describing the housing in this area 
that is available to students (2) 
keeping this list updated and 
making it available, and (3) 
finding a better means of 
protecting students from 
discriminatory prices and 
practices for rooms, apartments, 
telephones, etc. 

The questionnaire that is being 
sent out consists of three pages, 
but together as completely and 
concisely as possible. Its purpose 
is to obtain as clear an idea as 
possible of the furnishings, 
condition of the room or 
apartment, rent, or the landlord 
relationship besides what was 
previously stated in the OCMA 
plan. 

Rich Paschke, chairman of the 
OCMA housing committee, says 
that after all the questionnaires 
are evaluated and filed he hopes 
to make them available to all the 
off-campus students in late March 
or early April. He further stated 
“this questionnaire is for the 
good of the off-campus students. 
Many people have become 
dissatisfied with the housing list 
now in existence. It contains the 
address, name of the landlord, 
and rent and that is all. With our 
questionnaire we can give the 
student an idea of what to expect 
in the kind of place he will rent 
and the type of landlord he will 
have before even seeing the 
place.” 

“The Housing Office has put a 
lot of money into this project, 
and the OCMA housing 
committee has put a lot of time 
into these questionnaires, and we 
hope everyone receiving one will 
fill it out and return it,” he said. 
“Besides, there is a self-addressed 
envelope supplied which the 
Housing Office will pay the 
postage on upon return of the 
questionnaire. This can’t be done 
without the cooperation of all 
off-campus students.”

National Science Foundation 
makes grant for bio-research 


The National Science 
Foundation has announced plans 
to present the Department of 
Biology at Bradley University a 
$6,080 grant. 

Through the project, entitled 
“Undergraduate Research 
Participation,” selected biology 
students will engage in laboratory 
research and independent study 
this summer. Undergraduates 
involved in the project will 
receive a weekly stipend as a 
grant in aid, plus tuition. Seven 
Bradley biology professors, all of 
whom are Ph.D. holders and 
active in research, will direct the 
student participants. 

Research opportunities will 
range from bacterial 


bio-chemistry to studies of the 
mechanism of viral DNA 
penetration of bacteria. 
Productivity and pollution 
studies of the Illinois River and 
adjacent flood plain lakes will be 
possible as well as reseach on 
birds by use of telemetry 
techniques. 

Dr. R. G. Bjorklund, Chairman 
of the Department of Biology, 
will be project director. Nine 
research laboratories are available 
in the new Olin Hall of Science. 
This marks the third consecutive 
summer that the National Science 
Foundation has funded research 
participation in the Department 
of Biology.

After 11 films each lasting ten 
minutes, one was left more 
exhausted last Friday in the 
jam-packed Olin auditorium, than 
moved by the Kinetic art 
Program I presentation. 

Perhaps it would have been 
better to show half the Kinetic or 
moving films and supplemented 
the time with discussion. As it 
was, the viewer, had hardly a 
chance to catch his breath 
between films. 

Not only were the number of 
films too many for the two hours 
spent, but the films varied 
tremendously in subject matter 
so that it was difficult to get a 
single lasting impression. From 
the animated film “La Vita” or 
“Life in a Tin” by Bruno 
Bozzeto, which was a rather light 
social commentary, it switched 
with the speed of a strobe light to 
a hunted man searching through 
the marshes for the Judge in 
“Giudice” by Luigi Bazzoni. 

Taking each film separately, 
however, some very powerful and 
intricate themes and techniques 
of the moving arts were 
presented. “Cruel Diagonals” or 
“Surove Dijagonale” by Vlatko 
Filipovic, for example, dealt with 
a small Yugoslavian boy’s 
attempt to find food and security 
in a land where only death and 
terror seem to survive 
successfully. 

Simmons authors 
political article 

Dr. Charles E. P. Simmons, 
Chairman of the Department of 
History at Bradley University, has 
published an article in the 
National Public Administration 
Review on “Bureaucracy and 
Political Control in Mexico: 
Towards an Assessment.” 

Simmons reports that political 
control over the bureaucracy 
seems established in Mexico but 
the technician is in a stronger 
position for making decisions 
which earlier had been in the 
hands of the politicians. What the 
future will be between these 
groups is uncertain and creates 
problems for Mexico’s economic 
and political development 
according to Dr. Simmons. 

Cohen writes book 

A book authored by Dr. 
Sheldon S. Cohen, assistant 
professor of history at Bradley 
University, will be published in 
hard cover by the New York 
University Press. 

The book, Canada Preserved , 
gives a detailed picture of the 
siege of Quebec in 1775-1776 as 
originally reported in the Journal 
of Captain Thomas Aenslie. The 
Copp Clark Company of Canada 
published a paper back edition 
last year. 


Likewise, “Giudice” by the 
Italian Luigi Bazzoni tells a tale 
of man who does not want to 
talk about his crime but rather 
“lost hopes.” He is a strange 
criminal, indeed, who searches 
for the Judge in marshes and is 
guilty of a crime he never did and 
“which never existed.” 

Some of the films such as 
“Phenomena” by Jordan Belson 
of San Francisco; “Sophie” by 
Julian Pappe of Paris and “La 
Pomme:: or “The Apple” by 
Charles Matton were impressing 
because of their complexity and 
exactness of technique. 

“Phenomena,” for example, 
showed in the abstract, a 
constant Kaleidescopic melting 
from one design into another. 
There was a feeling of movement 
and more importantly, texture, 
on the screen. 

So too, in “Sophie,” a silent 
film in color, live actors were 
painted like stylized manikins, 
giving a simulated animated film 
effect. 

First prize for experiment in 
the Tours Festival, “La Pomme” 


or the “Apple” was the story of 
an artist. The film technique 
showed how life action and the 
artists’ drawing dissolved from 
one into another. 

Winner of the Max Ernst Prize 
at the 1968 Oberhausen Festival, 
“Rakvickarna” by Jan 
Svankmajer from Prague 
successfully showed the fantastic 
and how black comic carnival 
bizarreness can be found in the 
use of old mechanical toys and 
puppets. 

Others in the moving art 
program included the short but 
sophisticated “Why did you Kiss 
me Awake?” by Hellmuth 
Costard, from Hamburg and 
“Happiness” by Lothar Spree. 
The animated films included 
“Spiderelephant” by Piotr 
Kamier; “Two Grilled Fish’ 1 by 
Ni Yaki Zakana; and “La Vita” 
or “Life In a Tin” by Bruno 
Bozzetto. 

The second program of the 
Kinetic arts will be shown tonight 
at 7:3 0 p.m. in the 
Olin Hall of Science. 


Muhlenberg College Senate 
takes decision - making role 


Amendments to the Student 
Court constitution at Muhlenberg 
College which would give that 
body the power to make binding 
decisions subject to appeal rather 
than just recommendations were 
recently given final approval by 
President Erling N. Jensen. 

Under the new procedure, the 
Court would make a final, 
binding decision on cases 
presented to it.. An appeal could 
be made to a “screener” who 
could grant or deny an appeal 
hearing but not overrule the 
court case. 

In cases of suspension or 
expulsion, the screener would 
automatically review the case 
without petition from the 
defendants. 


If the appeal were granted, the 
case would go before an 
a dm i n is t rati on-faculty-student 
appeals board composed of one 
member from each group. Each 
member of the group would have 
one-vote and a majority would 
render the ruling. 

The appeals board would 
listen to a tape recording of the 
student court trial and hear 
“brief” preliminary or 
summation speeches by the 
prosecution and defense. The 
appeals board could subpoena 
witnesses. 

The defendant would have 48 
hours to file an appeal and the 
appeal hearing would have to 
begin within one-week after the 
appeal was filed.

In the past there were 
several countries which did not 
participate in the debates because 
the topic did not reflect their 
country or their alliances. In the 
up-coming session, the emphasis 
will be placed on getting all of 
the delegates into a debate 
relating to their nations.

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With the rebirth of Harper 
Hall, it seems appropriate to dig 
into the facts about that 
particular space of land. At the 
moment, a 1.7 million dollar 
men’s dorm is being constructed 
on the site. The dorm is 
scheduled to be completed by 
May 1. Its first occupants will be 
summer school students. 

Hugh MacMillan, director of 
plant operation, explained that 
Harper will accommodate 270 
men as compared to University 
Hall which has a capacity of 385. 
Yet, the furnishings and the basic 
room design will be similar to 
U-Hall. The main advantage to 
the new structure is that it will be 
the first air-conditioned men’s 
residence. 

The cost of the dorm as 
MacMillan explained will be borne 
completely by a 1.7 million 

Library check 
seems success 

The new library check system 
has been successful in retaining 
several of our library’s volumes. 
The security system which has 
been in effect for a month was 
initiated at the Student Senate’s 
request. The new system involves 
checking each student’s books as 
he leaves the library. 

There was a suspicion that 
some students would resent the 
system, however, this hs not been 
the case since there has only been 
three incidents reported. 

Because an inventory of books 
has not been taken at the library 
for several years, it is impossible 
to judge how effective this sytem 
will prove, according to Robert 
M. Lightfoot, director of the 
library. Presently the library is 
undergoing the process of 
recataloguing. 

It is clear that the library has 
been losing a tremendous number 
of volumes since the 1963 
inventory showed that 3500 
books had been taken between 
1956 and 1963. This figure, 
which averages 500 books per 
year, is thought to be extremely 
conservative if applied now 
because of two reasons. First the 
number of books have increased 
by 37,000 since 1963 and 
secondly the university has grown 
and more students are using the 
library. 

Permanent equipment costing 
the university $3500 will be 
installed in the future. Whether 
or not the system will pay for 
itself in volumes saved is a 
question impossible to answer 
now.

Exchange Program 

What causes a difference of opinion? Perhaps a majority 
of the time, opinions are formed merely by one’s perspective 
and experiences. It seems highly unlikely that diverging 
views would be the result of objective or empirical matter, 
for such things are either black or white, true or false. 
Rather it is in the area of subjective material that varying 
views run rampid. 

This subjective area seems to be the cause of much of 
today’s unrest among varying segments of the populus, 
especially with young people on college campuses. The 
conflict now raging between college administrators and 
college students is only the result of the differing 
perspectives and experiences of the two groups. When was 
the last time that a college student became president of one 
of the vice-presidents of the university which he was 
attending? And when was the last time that college 
administrators ever signed up for a course within the school 
which they run? 

It would be difficult to imagine a university administered 
by its own student body. Lack 'of experience, lack of 
adequate education and training, and lack of time would 
perhaps be the most significant problems with such a 
program. However, the idea is not so far-fetched when 
considered in the realm of university administrative 
committees. In the past few months Bradley has made 
strides in this area by opening such committees to student 
membership. However, to have any real significance, these 
committees and their student, faculty and administrative 
members must be taken seriously and the committee must 
function as a truly administrative and decision making body. 

Administrators and deans, on the other hand, must bring 
themselves closer to the classroom experience to realize the 
actual effects and feelings which arise in the minds and 
hearts of the students of today’s modem university. It is not 
asking too much that all administrators be required to take a 
leave to absence every few years and actually become a 
student again. Perhaps, it might even be more beneficial if 
administrators enroll in some of the courses offered by their 
respective institutions and spend a semester living in 
university housing with students. 

The purpose of such an exchange would be merely to 
make both groups more aware of the problems facing one 
another, and perhaps, achieve, not only awareness, but 
understanding and even a change of mind. The possibilities 
of bridging the gap which separates administrators and 
students are great with such a move, and the possibilities of 
building a truly fine university even greater.

A brother’s message 

The most critical period of 
America’s history is now upon us. 
Strangely, an astounding 
percentage of “White America” 
has failed to take stock and 
appreciate this reality. We are 
rapidly and persistently drawing 
closer and closer to the 
thresholds of a violent revolution 
between the races in America. 
There is still hope to avoid the 
inevitable... but we must act 
now! Let me elaborate: 

America is now at the point 
where a denial of civil rights is 
totally incompatable to consider. 
Although slavery officially ended 
a hundred years ago, 
discrimination has certainly not. 
Most of the white population 
accepts this, yet they are 
agonizingly slow to make positive 
progress. Too many of us Whites 
yet feel that we can justifiably 
rationalize our prejudices. We are 
wrong, because for all of our 
rationales, we are the true guilty 
party. For example, many of us 
base our hesitations on the 
premise that Black’s are inferior. 


We go to great lengths to read off 
crime statistics, or to tell of our 
own personal harrowing 
experiences with some “bad 
Blacks.” Invariably, we will 
apologetically cant “well, there 
are some good Blacks and some 
bad Blacks... but mostly the ones 
I’ve met have been bad.” Sure 
we’ve met bad ones; and a lot of 
them at that. But who is to blame 
for this? THE WHITE 
COMMUNITY! Sure the statistics 
are true, but the reason that the 
Black’s standard of living is lower 
is because we forced it to be that 
way. Any degradation on the part 
of the Black community is our 
own personal fault. We cannot 
expect a people to inherit a high 
degree of civilization if we refuse 
to accept them as people. 
Actually, the Blacks are now 
awakening to precisely what our 
high degree of civilization entails, 
and perhaps that is why they are 
so vehemently rejecting it. In 
short, the Black’s standard of 
living which we so harshly 
criticize was created by our own 
selfishness. 

Now, when Blacks finally 
begin to assert themselves and ask 
for what is rightfully theirs in 
society we hesitate and claim 
they are undeserving. Don’t be 
upset when you are confronted 
with Black militancy, brother, 
Not only did we earn it, but we 
deserve it as well! 

There is still hope! We needn’t 
start loving Blacks because they 
don’t seek our love. But we can 
certainly stop persecuting them. 
Their demands must be met now 
and do not feel slighted if you 
must sacrifice to meet them. Just 
remember all the sacrifices the 
Blacks were forced to make for 
us. We must rectify these ills 
before it is too late. This is a 
harsh legacy we’ve earned for 
ourselves.

War! What good is it? Does it 
really solve any problems or does 
it just create more? As intelligent 
beings we surely can devise a 
better way to settle our 
differences. As Einstein so aptly 
put it Einstein On Peace , “With 
all my heart I believe that the 
world’s present system of 
sovereign nations can lead only to 
barbarism, war, and inhumanity, 
and that only world law can arrue 
progress toward a civilized 
peaceful humanity.” 

Do you believe that war is 
atrocious and should be 
prevented? If you do, you agree 
with the most basic premise of 


the United World Federalist 
(UWF). This organization believes 
that the only way world peace 
can be established is through 
world law. For that law to be 
effective, it must be enforceable 
through a strong political 
organization that is representative 
of all nations in the world. We 
have the beginnings of that 
political body today, the United 
Nations; unfortunately, it lacks 
the authority to carry out its 
implied responsibility of 
maintaining international peace 
and security. To correct this 
weakness the United Nations 
needs authority commensurate 
with its responsibility. Basically, 
what the United World 
Federalists want is to delegate to 
the U.N. the authority to prevent 
agression, the authority to settle 
disputes between nations through 
international courts, and the 
authority to enforce 
disarmament. It should be 
emphasized that the powers 
delegated to the U.N. would be 
strictly limited to only these 
areas of jurisdiction. We do not 
want a “super” government 
where the domestic affairs of a 
nation would be infringed upon. 
Instead, we want a limited world 
government that would be 
subject to checks and balances 
much the same as in our own 
national government. Until these 
goals are realized, the United 
Nations will continue to remain 
the impotent body that it is, 
completely incapable of handling 
international disputes. 

At this point, most of you, as 
readers, probably have reactions 
that fall into one of two major 
categories. Either you find UWF’s 
ideas appealing or you find them 
antagonistic. Whichever the case, 
we, the members of the Bradley 
Student Federalist Chapter, 
would like to invite you to attend 
our first social function on 
Thursday, Feb. 20, at 7 p.m. in 
Olin Hall, Room 181.

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Professor says 
'conflict is good 1 
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From The New York Times 

For those persons worried 
about current unrest at 
universities, Prof. Henry D. Aiken 
of Brandeis has words of cold 
comfort: Conflict is good for 
you. 

“Why shouldn’t opposition, 
tension, and conflict be 
welcomed?” asked the 
56-year-old professor of 
philosophy and history of ideas. 

“Why the hypnosis with the 
word integrity--with the 
integrated soul? Maybe a proper 
life is one which accepts tension. 
We treat conflict as something to 
be opposed, and hold that the 
ideal procedures are conciliation, 
mediation, arbitration. Why 
should these be the only 
normative principles?” 

Professor Aiken taught at 
Harvard from 1946 to 1965. That 
institution had little of the open 
tension recently displayed at 
Brandeis. 

At the newer university, which 
was founded in 1948, Negro 
students occupied the 
communications center, and the 
university president, Morris B. 
Abram, finally induced the 
students to end their 
occupation--in part with a 
promise of amnesty. 

Too Many ‘Bookish’ People 


“The oppositions within this 
or any other university,” said Dr. 
Aiken, who joined Brandeis in 
1965, “are very considerably 
owing to the fact that people 
specialize in being a professor or 
a department chairman or a head 
of buildings and grounds. 

“The various groups in a 
university are alienated because 
they don’t know what the others 
are doing. Their ‘knowledge’ is all 
bookish. / 

“Take Nathan Pusey, the 
president of Harvard,” Professor 
Aiken continued: “He went 
almost directly from Ph.D. to 
professional administrator and 
hasn’t taught a class in 30 years. 
Now he’s encysted within a 
I colony of deans and assistants, 


and the ordinary faculty member 
never sees him. My office was 
close to his at Harvard for 20 
years. I was in his office once, 
and he was never in mine.” 

In an interview in his office 
here, Dr. Aiken went on: “No 
man can spend his lifetime as an 
administrator or even as the head 
of a department and have an 
understanding of the student or 
teacher. Every president ought to 
be required to take a sabbatical 
every three years, and on one of 
those sabbaticals teach a course--a 
new one, not one he’s dredged up 
from his teaching days. 

“He should be forced to face 
the criticism of students, forced 
to argue positions with the 
faculty members in a department, 
and forced, by God, to be a 
student. 

“Why,” Professor Aiken 
asked, “shouldn’t Pusey be 
forced to stand in line and take 
the crud that’s served in student 
cafeterias, to live in these dorms 
with paper-thin walls and try to 
study? He ought to have to try to 
get a date. He should try to get 
kissed.” 

Would Rotate Specialists 

Dr. Aiken, who likes to call 
himself “old,” was no less critical 
of his current president. “Morris 
Abrams,” he said, “has never 
taught a class. While he’s very 
good at his job in certain ways, 
he thinks a few hours’ 
consultation with students can 
last him and the students a long 
time. It can’t. Even if he were 
Einstein and all the students were 
Platos that wouldn’t be enough.” 

“You can’t overcome the 
encysting of specialists except by 
a rotation, a forced renewal,” he 
said. “Take some student, make 
him president, and not only for a 
day. Let a black student go in 
and sit in the president’s office.” 

The alumni, too, must be 
shaken up, according to Dr. 
Aiken. “At reunions, he said the 
old grads come and get crocked 
and are treated as milkbearing

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Vista volunteers tell of efforts, 
offer means to better tomorrow 


What can you do in this 
modern age to build a better 
tomorrow?

VISTA stands for Volunteers 
In Service To America.

To be eligible for VISTA work 
you must be between the ages of 
18 and 85.

To participate in VISTA takes 
time and patience. It is a long 
process of hard work. It isn’t as 
easy as throwing a rock through a 
window or as dramatic as putting 
a flaming match to a card.

It may at first be a temptation 
to write off the Temptations as 
only another entertaining group. 
After listening to their concert nd 
talking with them last Saturday, 
however, it is certain that their 
impression and impact will last 
for some time. 

The Temptations began in 
1959 when two groups, the 
Distants and the Primes met in 
Detroit and merged. Otis Williams 
and Melvin Franklin were called 
the Distants and Eddie Kendricks 
and Paul Williams were in a group 
named the Primes. An interesting 
side note is that the Primes had a 
sister group, the Primettes, who 
are now the Supremes. Dennis 
recently joined the group to 
replace David Ruffin. 

Melvin Franklin, the 
spokesman for the group, said 
that combining efforts with the 
Supremes was a wonderful 
experience and experiment. It 
created new dimensions in 
listening and Franklin continued, 
“We loved it.” He feels that the 
Supremes are the top recording 
group but “they are number two 
and try harder.” 

Franklin feels that the 
Motown sound developed 
through the years through both 
hard work and an in-born feeling 
which they call soul. Franklin 
describes soul as something that 
you feel inside. Its how you 
express yourself, he continued, 
not so much through words but 
through actions and feelings. 

“Cloud 9”, Franklin said, was 
hopefully a preview of things to 
come. He said that they want to 
be leaders in the business and 
stay ahead of everything. They 
want to “stay in front and on 
top”, he added. 


“We love working on the 
college scene/’ Franklin stated 
and then added that’s it’s not the 
place but the people that count 
and they love the response from 
the young adults. Franklin 
explained that the Temptations 
do feel out and out nervous 
before any alive performance 
because they care about what 
happens. They strive to be 
artists-to please the people that 
they entertain and to somehow 
make their lives a little brighter 
and a little better. 

When asked what they liked to 
do best they all responded that 
they liked to perform in front of 
people. They are entertainers and 
in the words of Paul Williams you 
“feel joy and feel good all over” 


when you know the audience 
responds and loves you. 

Paul Williams is the 
choreographer for the group and 
the Temptation walk has been 
strongly identified with the 
group. There is no one lead singer 
but instead one person takes the 
lead while the others harmonize 
and concentrate on the intricate 
choreography. Every bone and 
muscle in each man’s body seems 
to be electrically attuned to the 
movements and reactions of the 
others. 

Franklin commented on the 
high value put on the personal 
characteristics of the entertainers. 
He said that at Motown they look 
for people with talent who are 
willing to learn and have the 
manners of a gentleman or lady. 
He said that entertainers are 
imitated and idolized and they 
can have an influence on the lives 
of people, especially the young. 
At Motown they look for a 
person “who will make the 
business a respected and 
honorable profession.” 

When the Temptations are not 
entertaining they each have 
individual interests. Paul Williams 
enjoys dancing and interior 
decorating. He is opening a 
business, the Celebrity House 
which will be a beauty center. He 
also plays guitar and piano and 
says that he simply has the 
feeling for music in his blood and 
has wanted to be a singer for as 
long as he can remember. 

Eddie Kendricks is a great 
sportsman but his major interest 
in life is the Temptations. He also 
collects record players. 

Otis Williams who brought the 
group together, enjoys drawing, 
television and karate. And Melvin 
Franklin was at one time 
interested in becoming a minister. 

The Temptations walked on 
stage last Saturday night clad in 
striking silver metallic suits with 
Nehru jackets, a black ruffled 
shirt and a silver cap. With their 
first song “You’re My 
Everything” they immediately 
captured their audience. They 
continued with such greats as 
“Ain’t Too Proud to Beg” and 
“My Girl”. They sang their hit 
that they recorded with he 
Supremes “I’m Going to Make 
You Love Me” and the audience 
loved them. When they ended 
with “For Once in My Life” the 
audience exploded and called 
them back for an encore. To the 
delight of the students they 
ended the concert with their 
latest hit “Cloud 9”.

Dr. Aiken insists that 
Brandeis, however bad, was 
better than Harvard, however 
good. “At Harvard,” he 
maintained, “there is no party 
duller than an academic party.”' 

“At Brandeis,” Dr. Aiken said 


“we have more of a community. 
I’ve been here three years and 
one of my best friends is a 
Hungarian physicist who 
translated Dante’s “Inferno” into 
Hungarian. One of the interesting 
things about Brandeis is the 
pleasure of the intellectural here 
in chewing the rag. When you 
meet here you say something to v ~ 
each other.” 

Dr. Aiken nonetheless sees the 
university-any university-as “a 
dreary place for most people, 
which will continue to be dreary 
as long as it is conceived as a 
place of passage.”

go through with this obligation. 

Stulberger hates phonies. He 
thinks that a person'cannot hide 
the real him very long and 
eventually in some situation the 
real personality will emerge. His 
philosophy is “whatever will be 
will be” and he feels that his life 
is a script that he follows. Each 
person is bom a certain way and 
he sees no reason to hide that 
person. He believes that each 
person should accept what he is 
and work with that for he feels 
that once a person tries to be 
someone else he runs into 
trouble. 

Speaking about the racial 
situation, Stulberger said that he 
is very sorry to see the Blacks 
trying to separate on college 
campuses. He thinks that a 
college campus is a place to 
intermingle and fine out and if 
Black and White can’t get along 
here then where will they be able 
to. He believes that this country 
will not survive if the Black split 
to the East and the White to the 
West. 

Middle of the road to rock 
music is the kind featured on 
Stulberger’s show every Monday, 
Wednesday and Friday from 7 to 
8 p.m.

was hooked up with the landing 
gear. 

WRBU is an “invaluable 
experience,” according to 
Stulberger. He explained his 
comment by saying that when 
applying for a job, experience is 
considered and a campus radio 
station is the best place to make 
mistakes and gain experience. 
Stulberger explained that when 
interviewing an applicant for 
WRBU, potential is sought. The 
staff at WRBU then try to give 
the student the necessary 
confidence to be a good disc 
jockey. 

Stulberger transferred to 
Bradley from Nassau Community 
Junior College in New York and 
he said that he had no particular 
reason for picking Bradley. It was 
simply a random choice but he 
does not feel that he made a 
mistake. 

Stulberger feels that there will 
always be war and if it isn’t in 
Vietnam then it will be 
somewhere else. He thinks that 
the conception of a voluntary 
draft is unrealistic.

Paul Simon of Simon and 
Garfunkel is the best lyrist 
writing music today, according to 
Mark Stulberger, program 
manager of WRBU. The senior 
from Massapequa, N.Y. also 
claims that Don Rickies is his 
idol. 

Stulberger says that he 
programs the type of music 
played on WRBU to fit the time 
of the day. For example, easy 
listening is featured in the 
morning and as the day 
progresses the music becomes 
louder and faster again, returning 
to easy listening in the late 
evening. 

Music that says something and 
is pleasant to listen to is the type 
of music that Stulberger prefers. 


He doesn’t like underground 
music or hard rock and he wants 
the song to say what it means 
outright without having to 
conjecture the meaning.

And then there were three. 
And that tells the story in the 
Missouri Valley Conference 
basketball race with only three 
weeks left to play. 

Cincinnati’s loss to North 
Texas last Thursday, 94-74, all 
but eliminated the Bearcats from 
title contention. Coach Tay 
Baker’s squad was practically a 
unanimous choice to win the 
crown in pre-season predictions, 
but the team from the Queen 
City just hasn’t lived up to their 
press clippings. Before last night’s 
game with Wichita, the Bearcats 
were only 6-4 in the MVC and 
14-5 overall. 

Tulsa, the dark-horse team in 
the Valley race, has their eyes set 
on the crown, but they still have 
a few obstacles to overcome. 
Before last night’s important 
clash at Louisville, Coach Ken 
Hayes’ five was undefeated in 
league play with a 10-0 record. 
But Tulsa only has one home 
game left while they must play at 
Cincinnati, Memphis, North 
Texas and Wichita. 

Louisville, the two-time 
defending champion, sported an 
8-2 Valley mark before their 
showdown battle with the 
Golden Hurricane last night. The 
Cardinals have two home games 
left this year, Cincinnati and St. 
Louis, and away games at 
Wichita, Drake and Bradley. 

Drake is the only other team 
left in Valley contention, and 
that statement only holds true if 
the Bulldogs managed to down 
the Braves last night in Peoria. 
The Bulldogs were 7-3 going into 
last night’s game at the Field 
House. Maury John’s crew has 
home encounters remaining with 
Cincinnati and Louisville, with 
road games slated for Wichita, 
Tulsa and St. Louis. 

As far as the remainder of the 


Valley goes, the players are now 
shooting to improve their 
averages and impress the pro 
scouts. 

Trailing Cincy in league 
standings is North Texas. If Tulsa 
is considered the surprise team in 
the league than Dan Spika’s 
quintet must run a close second. 
Finishing 3-13 in the MVC last 
year, the Eagles now sport a 6-6 
record. 

Wichita, a perennial 
powerhouse in roundball, had a 
4-6 mark before last night’s game 
at Cincy. 

Bradley has been a definite 
disappointment to area cage fans 
who have been used to winners in 
the past. Sporting a 3-7 before 
last night’s game, the Braves just 
haven’t had the height needed to 
stay even with the rest of the 
Valley. 


St. Louis also stands at 3-7, 
while hapless Memphis State, a 
Peoria visitor next Tuesday, 
hasn’t won in 12 league games. 

Running down this week’s 
MVC schedule, tonight’s only 
action is at the St. Louis Arena 
where the Billikens entertain 
Memphis. 

Tomorrow night Louisville 
travels to Wichita while Tulsa 
plays at Cincinnati. In non-league 
action, the Braves entertain 
Texas-Arlington while North 
Texas entertains the touring 
Athletes in Action squad.

On paper it seems that the 
Rebels in 1968-69 should hold a 
better record than they currently 
do. Eight lettermen return from 
last season’s squad, and four of 
them are 6-6 or taller. 

Among the veterans, the top 
hands loom as 6-3 Eddie 
Stallings, 6-2 John Shelton and 
6-6 Gene Wilson. All averaged in 
the double figures last year, 
Stallings 20.2, Shelton 16.2 and 
Wilson 12.0. 

Somewhere in the Valley, 
somewhere deep in the Valley, a 
tribe known as the Tigers exist. 
The winter has been cruel to the 
Tigers and they’ll be out to test 
Bradley Tuesday night at the 
Field House. 

The Tigers have lost all 12 of 
their Valley games this season, 
and on the season they hold a 
5-15 record, not including 
Wednesday night’s game against 
Loyola of the South.

Are you 
perplexed about how to tell your 
professor that he should not 
lecture with a piece of chalk in 
his mouth? Or are you pondering 
the question of what approach 
should be used to tell your prof 
that he is a great guy but he just 
never speaks in complete 
sentences? The answer--an 
ombudsman, Dr. Bhagat Singh.. 

As stated in the 
Faculty-Senate proposal of 
November “an ombudsman-a 
faculty member to whom 
students may bring complaints 
about teaching-will have purely a 
communicative function.” The 
ombudsman is another avenue 
open to Bradley students for a 
more constructive 
communication between students 
and faculty. Dr. Singh of the 
chemistry department has been 
elected to this post. Dr. Singh, 
past winner of the Putman Award 
for excellence in teaching, began 
his new duties this semester. 
Every spring a new ombudsman 
will be elected from the full time 
faculty. 

Dr. Singh defines his new job 


as “an attempt to improve the 
dialogue between students and 
teachers.” 

To illustrate his duties, Dr. 
Singh gave these examples: a 
student may like to give some 
constructive criticism to a 
professor that looks at the 
blackboard and lectures too fast. 
This student could come to Dr. 
Singh with the suggestion that 
the professor slow his lectures 
and answer more questions. This 
would improve his teaching. Dr. 
Singh’s duty is to communicate 
the problem to the instructor if 
the student desires. Professor 
Singh acts as a mediator 
between the students and the 
faculty. 

Also Dr. Singh cited another 
case in which a student 
questioned the fairness of a 
certain grade. As ombudsman, 
Dr. Singh could ask the instructor 
to explain to the student why 
such a grade was given. This 
explanation could be given to Dr. 
Singh or to the student directly. 
Then if the student is still not 
satisfied, he could contact the 
department head, then the 


vice-president for academic 
affairs. 

The position of an 
ombudsman demands 
impartiality and, as Dr. Singh 
puts it, “good standing with the 
faculty as well as with students.” 

Those who have problems that 
they would like to talk to Dr. 
Singh about should come to Olin 
Hall, room 175 from 2 to 4 p.m. 
on Monday and Thursday. They 
can make an appointment to see 
him at another time by calling 
ext. 458 or visiting him at his 
office in 232 Olin Hall between 
10 and 11 a.m. any weekday.

Ultramicrofiche may provide 
Bradley’s library with an almost 
unlimited supply of reference 
material. At a meeting of the 
library committee Monday 
morning, Robert Lightfoot, 
director of the library, told of 
this new process of book 
reproduction in a report on a 


Malcom X birth honored today 


Black students will honor the 
birth of Malcolm X, a past leader 
of the Black revolutionary 
movement, today with special 
qeremonies held in the Ballroom 
of the Student Center from 12 
noon to 5 p.m. 

According to Gene Webster, 
president of the Black Students 
Alliance, the memorial is being 
held in honor of the life and 
ideals of Malcolm X, for he was 
the first Black man who 
supported a revolutionary 


movement for Black people. 
During the leader’s life time, 
primarily during his high school 
career, he initiated a radical 
change in the actions and 
thinking of Black people for their 
own betterment in White society. 
At that time, however, most 
Black people were not 
sympathetic with his teachings. 
Today, however, the feelings of 
Malcolm X have emerged as a 
Magna Charta for Black people, 
and if the leader were alive today, 


he would, perhaps* be the most 
prominent and guiding force for 
Black youth, said Webster. 

The Ballroom ceremonies will 
include readings of Malcolm X, 
discussions, and music all of 
which are open for participation 
on the part of the entire 
university. Webster added that 
Black students will not be 
attending classes today and will 
observe the birth of Malcolm X as 
would the Jews or Catholics their 
respective holidays. 


seminar which he attended last 
week at the Encyclopedia 
Britannica headquarters in 
Chicago. 

The library will probably 
purchase the first ultramicrofiche 
library, which contains about 
20,000 volumes of material 
printed in the U.S. from 1640 
(the beginning of printing) to 
1914, at a cost of $15,000. 

The volumes will be printed 
on 4” X 6” cards, each card 
containing one volume. Every 
card can hold up to 3,000 pages 
since each page is reduced to 
1/65 of its size in both directions. 
The volumes should be available 
to the library in a year or a year 
and a half. Five complete book 
catalogues come with the set, 
which will make it easier for the 
student to find material, since the 
card catalogue is not involved 


with volumes reproduced by 
ultramicrofiche. 

The ultramicrofiche. library 
will be an excellent source for 
older material and a supplement 
to new material. Lightfoot 
estimates that 8% of the 20,000 
books are not available and a 
good percentage of the rest are 
relatively rare. If they were 
purchased in book form, the 
available volumes would cost 
about $500,000. 

The Encyclopedia Britannica 
plans to publish about 15 more 
libraries of the same size in the 
next ten years, but the first will 
probably be the most interesting, 
because the other are more 
specialized. 

The equipment needed to use 
the ultramicrofiche library ranges 
in price from $100 for a reader 
weighing about 2 l A lbs., which 
can be held on the lap, to a 
$2,000 reader-printer.

Howard discourages Biafra aid 


A Black Student Alliance 
member dampened the spirits of 
the newly organized Campus 
Americans for Democratic Action 
organizational meeting last 
Friday when he objected to a 
program to help Biafra and a 
Black Community Action 
program. 

Craig Howard, vice president 
of the BSA, told approximately 
30 perspective members of the 
liberal-non-partisan group that a 
program designed to help 
Biafrans was no good: “There’s 
14 million people starving in the 
United States and you want to 
help Biafra,” he said. 

According to one of the top 
organizors of the CADA, Terry 
Schlesinger, the new group when 
chartered would immediately 
raise money in the Peoria area for 
Biafra, the tiny country in Africa 
which has been fighting for it’s 
independence for months against 
Nigeria. 

According to Schlesinger, if 
enacted, the group would 
coordinate with the national 
CADA and other interested 
groups at Bradley. 

Howard, who had been invited 
by Schlesinger, to attend the 
organizational meeting and hear 
some of the new groups plans, 
particularly was against the 
group’s Black Community action 
program. 

Schlesinger, who had hoped to 
get BSA cooperation with this 


program, said the program would 
consist of CADA members 
working with Black communities 
in Peoria in high schools and 
other areas. 

Black and white side by side 
cooperation has always failed in 
the past, according to Howard, 
because of the white man’s 
exploitation of the Black man. 

“We don’t want any whites in 
the Black community,” he said. 

When a few of the perspective 
members of the CADA opposed 
Howard’s scepticism, he added: 
“The only thing the white man 
understands is a bullet.” 

As an alternative, Howard 
strongly urged “whites” to 
prepare for the black revolution 
that is supposed to occur within 
the next five years: “Your own 
communities need help,” said 
Howard, who urged whites to 
educate white people. 

According to Schlesinger the 
CADA is hoped to be an effective 
organization and an alternative 
group to the Young Democrats, 
Young Republicans and Students 
for Democratic Society at 
Bradley. Meaningful programs, 
not trivia is what the group 
intends to seek, Schlesinger 
added. 

But in order to be an effective 
organization, Schlesinger urged 
perspective members to 
cooperate. He implied that lack 
of cooperation was one of the 
reasons why other groups on 


campus had failed. Generally the 
CADA, said seeks constructive 
change within rather than from 
without the system. 

Nationally, the CADA 
supports an expanded war on 
poverty, lowered voting age to 
18, freer higher education 
through federal assistance, a 
volunteer army with draft by 
lottery, and anti-ballistic missile. 

In Vietnam, the group 
supports immediate cessation of 
bombing, strengthening of the 
United Nations, disarmament, 
and less military and more 
economic foreign aid.

with, but also help to create 
sections of neutrality on which 
almost any scene could be 
played. The miniature carousel 
center stage well represents the 
circular life of Littlechap. 

The costumes, designed by 
Lynda Bender, and the make-up 
are both imaginative and colorful. 
The clown costumes and make-up 
seem appropriate when 
Littlechap asks “What Kind of 
Clown Am I?” in his final song. 

The lighting, designed by Cary 
Libkin, is more elaborate for this 
show than for any other this 
season, with a variety of colors 
representative of the countries 
where the action centered. 

There were many other 
interesting effects, such as the 
machine-like pantomimes to 
illustrate Littlechap’s success in 
better regulating the company 
during the song “Gonna JBuild A 
Mountain”. Littlechap and the 
chorus make this one of the most 
interesting movements of 
pantomime in the play. 

It is disappointing, however, 
to see the chorus used so little. 

At points during some of the 
songs, the show badly needs 
choreography of some sort to 


eliminate the repetition of 
movements. 

It seems very confusing as to 
what Dr. Ronald J. Koperski is 
trying to convey as to any 
definitions of Readers Theatre. If 
this production is an example, 
then the conventional production 
of the Fantasticks done here at 
Bradley last year also needs to be 
classified as a Readers Theatre. 
There never seems to be a 
“primary location of action and 


dialogue” offstage. And the 
techniques of reserving specific 
areas of the stage “for certain 
character relationships” is not 
unique to Readers Theatre, since 
it was even performed by the 
Greeks in conventional theatre. 

Nevertheless, this production 
is still one of pomp, gaiety, color, 
talent, music and most important 
of all, warmth.

Know real cause 

Generally, peop'e are motivated by one of two things, 
either an association with something that is good, or the 
challenge to better that which is bad. Those who cannot 
relate to either good or bad can probably be classified as 
apathetic and indifferent individuals. It is within this first 
group of motivated people, however, that the majority of 
college students and youth of this nation fall. Youth is as 
Robert Kennedy described it, “not a time of life, but a state 
of mind, the love of adventure over the life of ease, and 
courage over timidity.” 

Thus, to say that today’s students are causing the 
commotion which they are, merely for the sake of 
commotion is absurd. Rather, as with any other group of 
motivated people i.e. Black people, commotion is a fast and 
ready means of expressing the discontent and changing the 
wrongs and injustices of our society. For example, how did 
the Black people of this University provide for themselves 
and others a better place inwhich to be educated? The 
answer: merely by the threat of commotion. And how are 
the Black people of this nation providing for themselves and 
the poor White a better society in which to live? The answer 
is again by using commotion. To say that Black people could 
have accomplished just as much on a more peaceful basis is 
to be just as ignorant to the facts of our competitive, 
capitalistic society as many people now are to the causes of 
student unrest. We live in a system of in’s and out’s which is 
perhaps the most difficult system inwhich to accomplish 
change through any verbal means. 

It is disheartening, therefore, to hear people speak of 
Communist inspired student unrest, to hear past Chairman 
of the Illinois Crime Commission Charles Siragusa speak of a 
nationwide conspiracy on college campuses and to hear 
radio stations and newspapers call for the violent oppression 
of student unrest. In actuality the only Communist inspired 
unrest is the unrest caused by the fact that Communism has 
done much more to correct the evils of our type of society 
than we have, that the only nationwide conspiracy is the 
conspiracy of education which is making us aware of 
problems and inspiring us to correct them and that violent 
oppression is no answer to the problem as it wasn’t in 
Chicago this past summer. 

The answer lies, however, in making the “in” members of 
our governmental and economic system aware of the fact 
that it is they themselves who have caused the unrest in our 
society today, that it is they who have placed a majority of 
our population in such a position so as to make commotion 
the only alternative and that it is they who will never realize 
these facts until someone forces them to exchange places 
with the “out” members of our population. Someday soon 
that force will come and the only way to stop it is to 
understand, become aware and act now!

What will a student drive 
accomplish aside from adding 
$5,000 worth of new volumes? A 
successful drive will impress upon 
the administration the student’s 
feelings as to what the priorities 
of Bradley University should be. 
A successful drive will induce 
those who have been lax in their 
contributions to the university in 
general and the library in 
particular to contribute their fair 
share. 

Few students will argue 
whether or not the library is in 
need of additional sources to 
increase its total collection. Some 


students may feel it is not the 
responsibility of the student 
body to help pay for one of the 
necessities of a college education 
presumably covered in tuition. 
But, if funds are not being 
allocated correctly, if past 
graduates are not aware of the 
needs of the university today, 
should not the student body do 
its part to alleviate the problem? 
Indeed, it is now up to the 
students to lead the way where 
others have failed.

Bradley University prides itself in 
the close relationship between its 
administration, faculty and 


students. However, when an 
important issue, such as the 
academic future of one of its 
students is brought forth the 
Academic Review Board of 
Bradley University assumes an 
impersonal attitude. 

Furthermore, the general 
mood of the members of the 
board determines how many 
students will be reinstated. In 
fact, the omission of two 
Alka-Seltzer tablets, after a spicy 
lunch may very determine your 
academic future. 

The Black Student Alliance 
also feels that there should be 
some sort of means for the 
student body to be represented 
on the Academic Review Board. 


An adequate representative from 
the minority groups on campus 
should also be in a position to 
present to the board the special 
problems and circumstances 
which may affect the judgement 
pertaining to members of these 
groups.

Despite a 10-2 Drake lead in 
the opening minutes of the game, 
the Braves managed to mount a 
35-32 halftime advantage relying 
heavily on the shooting of 
forwards Steve Kuberski and L.

Though Louisville seems to 
have the schedule advantage, an 
attempt to say that they have the 
MVC crown in their hip pocket 
would be most premature. With 
the stakes as high as a berth in 
the NCAA Midwest regionals for 
the conference champ and a 
probable stint in the NIT for the 
league runner-up, Louisville, 
Tulsa and Drake will be putting 
out their best in these last two 
weeks of play.

“They’ve played well 
together,” said Coach Joe Stowell 
of his Bradley Braves. And if one 
would take a long, concentrated 
minute to ponder that statement, 
he might convince himself that it 
isn’t far from wrong. True, not 
including Tuesday’s game with 
Memphis, the Braves show a 
Valley record of 3-8, a road 
record of 2-8, a non-league mark 
of 7-3 and a home mark of 8-3, 
leaving their overall at a notch 
under .500, 10-11. But what the 
figure fails to transmit is that 
there is no compensation for 
ineligible players, a lack of men 
above 6’5” and competition with 
the likes of Jim Ard, Bobby 
Smith and Willie McCarter. 

Excuses are a poor substitute 
for a losing basketball team, but 
in Bradley’s case they are quite 
valid. Though Steve Kuberski and 
L. C. Bowen continue to rank as 
the top scoring duo in the 
country, they can assume so 
much of a burden in any one 
game. 

Speaking of Kuberski, he leads 
the Braves’ quintet in scoring 
with a 23.1 average, shooting at 
52.7%. With a 10.2 rebound 
average, he presents problems for 
the best of the conference 
leaders. Stowell feels that “he has 
become more aggressive and has 
played more defensive ball for 
us.” 

Bowen, who as Stowell put it, 
“is a marked man, making it 
tougher for him to score,” is 
totaling 22.2 points a game. With 
an excellent 49.2% mark from 
the floor, one could scarcely 
detract from the coach’s remark 
that “he has played well.” 

Dave Lundstrom, the flashy 
guard up for all-American 
football honors as the quickest 
center in the Midwest after the 
Arlington game, holds to his 
credit a very impressive statistic, 
that of 83 assists, not to mention 
his 12.1 average from the field. 

And Cal Criddle, that wonder 
from Oakland, Calif., who has 
begun to receive more from the 
sun than just static, boosted his 
scoring clip to 9.3 after a 15 
point effort against Texas of 
Arlington. 

Criddle, inconsistent in the 
scoring column this year, proved 
that when his adrenalin starts 
pumping, it comes in bulk 
amount. It was almost as if he 
had turned wild and a vicious 
dog, with the bite and bark of the 
most ferocious, and turned loose 
in Robertson Memorial Field 
House against Arlington. Stowell, 
too, found words of praise for 
Criddle. “Cal is probably the 
biggest asset on the team this 
year, defensively.” 

The Bradley coach also had 
some thoughts on the Valley. “In 
the Valley, I would have picked 
Cincinnati, but now anyone can 
win it.” He also commented on 
the Valley as a conference and on 
the rumor that Cincinnati might 
drop from its ranks. “I don’t 
think the Valley has lost anything 
prestigious wise in basketball and 
that if Cincinnati drops from the 
conference, it won’t be because 
of prestige.” 

Frank Sylvester, criticized by 
the students during the Drake 
game, drew praise from an irked 
Stowell. “Frank is a good 
defensive player, good passer and 
real hard to press. He can 
penetrate better than most kids.” 

On Saturday afternoon, in the 
regional MVC televised game of 
the week, the Braves will test all 
their talent and more as the 
Eagles from North Texas State 
invade Robertson Memorial Field 
House in a conference clash. 

The Eagles sport their best 
Valley record ever, 6-6, not 
including last Tuesday’s St. Louis 


Billiken game, and are situated in 
fifth place behind Cincinnati. 

The Eagles have four 
lettermen on the squad; guard 
Neil Adams, forwards Joe 
Stephens and Lee Winfield, and 
center Bill Cutter head the list. 

The leading scorer for the 
Eagles is 6-0 guard Joe Hamilton, 
a junior college transfer from 
Christian College. Hamilton, a 
junior college all-American team 
first selection, was an alternate to 
the U.S. Olympic team. He is 
scoring at a 19.9 average, and is 


the MVC leader in free throw 
accuracy in both all games 
(82.7%) and Valley games 
(84.7%). 

The other leading point man 
for the Eagles is Crest Whitaker. 

North Texas looms tough and 
are as an exciting team that can 
be found in the Valley. Second to 
Houston in the Rainbow Classic, 
they come to Peoria seeking their 
second win ever against the 
Braves after stomping Bradley, 
106-92, in an early January game 
at Denton, Texas.

"Leave officiating to the officials” 

College basketball is rapidly moving into the homestretch 
with the conference races beginning to take a definite form. 
The players, at least most of them, are in their best shape of 
the season, and so are the loudmouth coaches, fans and 
sportswriters in their often vituperative condemnations of 
the officiating. 

More than any other sports fan, the basketball buff feels 
that he knows more than the men in the striped shirts. At a 
baseball game or football game an occasional squawk about 
a close play at first or an interference call on a pass will be 
heard. But only at a basketball game will the constant yells 
of anguish and dismay when a call goes against the home 
team echo through the stands. 

The probable reason for this hometown squawking is that 
the basketball fan is much closer to the action than his 
counterpart in other sports. The game is played on a 
relatively small playing area, and even the fan with a seat 
near the rafters still has a pretty good view of the game. 

Combine this proximity to the playing court with the 
relatively simple rules of the game, and you’ll find a fan or a 
sportswriter who thinks he knows as much about the game 
as an Adolph Rupp or a Hank Iba. 

Where do the fans get their encouragement? Basically, 
from the coaches. The “colorful” coach who berates the 
officials on every close call by pacing up and down courtside 
while uttering choice epithets is almost a cheerleader for the 
fans. If a relatively successful coach howls at the close calls 
that goes against his squad, why shouldn’t the fan. If the 
coach says that the call is bad, reason the fans, then it must 
be bad. 

Coaches like Red McManus of Creighton, who during a 
recent game with Duquense hurled two chairs at courtside 
while verbally hurling insults that would have made a 
stevedore blush, are nothing more than rabble-rousers. 

If the coaches are to be condemned for their bench 
antics, then the same must hold true for the occupants of 
the press box and the radio booths. If you can believe what 
they teach you in reporting classes, the writer must remain 
completely objective. Once you begin to root for the team 
you’re covering you leave the ranks of the fourth estate and 
join the ranks of the fan in the stands. 

And the same holds true for the men at the microphones. 
How can a sportscaster make a blanket condemnation of the 
officiating on a close play when his broadcast booth is 
located halfway up in the stands at Robertson Memorial 
Field House. Calls that were so close that they could have 
gone either way during the recent Bradley-Cincinnati game 
were obviously bad calls against Bradley according to 
WIRL’s verbose triumverate of Mort Cantor, Ed Wodka and 
Lome Brown. 

So where does this harassment of officials by coaches and 
writers lead to. It leads to the fans taking up the chant. It 
leads to a yell of “why don’t you die old man” directed at 
Bradley usher Dutch Lohr while he trying to keep order in 
the stands during the Cincy game after a call by referee Dick 
Geith. 

Collegiate officials know their business. They call the 
plays as they see them. They don’t play favorites. They 
don’t give the benefit to the home squad. They are 
professionals who do their best at a most difficult job. 

If they don’t do an adequate job they’ll hear about it 
from the commissioner. The coaches in the MVC rate each 
official after every game. If the coaches think that the 
officiating wasn’t up to par they can let their feelings be 
known through official channels. 

So why not stop all this ranting and raving about 
officiating. The call will never be changed, and all that the 
coach, sportswriter or fan will get for his efforts is a sore 
throat the next morning.

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Senate rejects moves 
for coming elections 


After two and one-half hours 
of discussion and debate, 
resulting in mostly defeated 
motions, the Senate decided to 
adjourn and hold another session 
on Wednesday. 

Senate spent most of its 
meeting discussing election 
regulations. A motion made by 
Mike Cuyjet proposed election 
rallies. The motion provided for 
the Election Committee to 
arrange one speaking rally for the 
candidates for all-school officers 
and one speaking rally for the 
candidates for offices in each 
class within one week preceding 
the first day of open 
campaigning. The rallies for the 
candidates for each class may be 
held simultaneously and must be 
separate from the rally for 
all-school offices. Each speaker 
will only be allowed five minutes. 
After some discussion Senate 
passed the motion. 

Another motion was made by 
Cuyjet, the Elections Committee 
Chairman, that candidates shall 
not be represented by more than 
seven posters, including political 
party posters. This motion was 


defeated by Senate so the 
regulation is still that each 
candidate shall not be 
represented by more than seven 
posters, excluding political party 
posters. Political parties shall not 
have more than fifteen posters. 

A third motion was made by 
Cuyjet which stated that no 
candidate shall be represented, by 
name and/or picture, on more 
than a total of three styles of 
distributive material of any type. 
This was also voted down by 
Senate. 

A final motion by Cuyjet was 
that no distributive material 
pertaining to the election other 
than that of their individual 
candidates shall be allowed 
except that specifically ordered 
and/or permitted by the Election 
Committee. This was also voted 
down. 

A final report on the Career 
Opportunities Program was 
submitted by Dick Scott. 
Thirty-one companies attended 
and an estimated 450 students 
participated during the day.

Applications for the Romeo 
Garrett Scholarships at Bradley 
University will be accepted 
through March 1 according to 
Thomas Cromwell, financial aid 
director. 

The Garrett Scholarships are 
awarded annually to outstanding 
Negro students who reside within 
a 100-mile radius of Peoria. To be 
eligible for the scholarships, a 
student must rank in the upper 
half of his class and fulfill all 
university entrance requirements. 
Applicants meeting these 
requirements will then be 
evaluated on the basis of inherent 
leadership qualifications, 
recommendations from school 
officials and Negro leaders, 
academic achievement and degree 
of financial need. 

Five Garrett Scholars are 
selected each year, and the 
recipients maintain the 
scholarships throughout their 
four years of study at Bradley if 
they remain in good academic 
standing. Thus each scholarship is 
worth $6,400 over a four-year 
period under Bradley’s current 
tuition requirements. 

Another benefit of the 
scholarship is that the recipients 
receive the counsel and advice of 
members of the Romeo Garrett 
Scholarship Committee 
throughout their stay at the 
University. The committee is 
composed of outstanding Negro 
leaders from the Peoria area. 

The Scholarships were 
established five years ago in 
honor of Dr. Romeo B. Garrett, 
noted professor of sociology at 
Bradley who has worked closely 
with the racial situation since 
joining the university faculty in 
1947.

A group of students at 
Princeton University have 
responded to the threatened 
discontinuance of youth fares for 
airline travel and have begun to 
set in motion a nationwide 
campaign to save the fares. Their 
action was prompted by last 
month’s announcement that the 
youth fares would be eliminated 
Feb. 20 by the Civil Aeronautics 
Board. 

The students, led by juniors 
Bradley A. Olsen of Palatine, 
Ill., and Jeffrey D. Stahl of 
Maumee, Ohio, and sophomore 
Mark P. Smith of Huntington, 
W. Va., began their efforts 
after speaking with Mr. Arthur 
Present, the C. A. B. examiner 
whose ruling called for an end to 
the special fares. Mr. Present told 
the group that he had ruled 
against the fares for violating 
Section 404 of the Federal 
Aviation Act of 1958, which 
prohibits ‘ ‘unreasonable” 
discrimination in fares. The case 
was initiated by Transcontinental 
Bus Systems, Inc. 

For discrimination in fares to 
exist, passengers must be charged 
different amounts for 
“substantially similar” services. 
The students do not believe that 
services for full and half-fare 
passengers are similar because of 
the inconveniences of flying 
without reservations, the 
possibility of being “bumped” in 
flight, the fact that if there is a 
shortage of meals, half-fare 
passengers are not served, and the 
unavailability of the special fares

during periods of peak traffic. 

“It is obvious to us,” the 
students have written, “that the 
charges of discrimination have 
been trumped up by the bus 
companies in an attempt to 
discourage young people from 
flying and to force them to travel 
by bus. This blatently 
profit-motivated act which 
totally disregards the general 
welfare of millions of young 
people cannot be permitted.” 

The C. A. B. has agreed to 
review the ruling and will begin 
hearings on Feb. 26. The Board 
must be convinced that students 
across the country are upset and 
that services for half-fare 
passengers is unlike that offered 
full-fare passengers. The group 
urges everyone concerned to 
write a letter or circulate a 
petition. These should be mailed 
to the Civil Aeronautics Board, 
c/o Mr. John H. Crooker, Jr., 
Chairman, 1825 Connecticut 
Ave., NW; Washington, D.C.

Feliciano, a native of Puerto 
Rico, has been blind since birth.

His musical talent first 
received public reconigition 
when, at the age of 9, he 
performed on the accordion at 
the Puerto Rico Theater in the 


Bronx. Later, he received a guitar 
as a gift and taught himself to 
play that instrument, as he had 
the accordion, by listening to 
records.

Victor. He has performed in 
England, Italy, Scandinavia, 
Canada, Mexico, all of South and 
Central America and in cities 
throughout the United States.

The student fund drive for the library is a totally new 
venture of the Student Senate at this University. And as 
with all new ventures, success and failure run at 50-50 odds. 

Such a drive risks the feeling of many people who have 
been connected with the library - donors, administrators, 
professors and even students.

Backdoor policy chokes progress 


A week ago Monday, the 
singly most important piece of 
legislation since the Student Bill 
of Rights was introduced in the 
Student Senate. This bill, 
sponsored by Bill Wogsted, Mike 
Cuyjet, Joe Rosenblum, and 
myself, provides, in essence, for 
the complete reapportionment of 
Student Senate membership on a 
basis of class and residence. 
Fundamentally, it is the first in a 
long series of steps to bring 
Bradley Student Government 
into the realm of the Twentieth 
Century. 

Every Spring we hold Campus 
Elections, only to have one-half 
of our senators elected through 
the “back door” in the next 
month or even the next Fall. 
Seventeen different “special” 
organizations and councils elect 
their senators in this manner. 
Often the people elected are 
individuals who have already 
been defeated in the general 
election or those who declined to 
compete for a general student 
mandate in favor of this easier 
alternative to power. Moreover, 
these representatives are, at 
times, elected by as few as six 
student votes. An all-school 
senator, by contrast, seldom wins 
with fewer than 800 votes. Yet, 
both these individuals carry equal 
weight in their votes on the 
Senate. A striking inequality. 

In many ways one might 
describe the Senate’s membership 
as a paradox between the “haves” 
and the “have-nots”. There are 
seventeen senators elected from 
such “innert” groups as the 


Interfaith Council, Recognition 
Societies, Departmental 
Organizations Council, and Joint 
Engineering Council. Where, in 
contrast, are all the senators from 
Burgess-Sisson, University, and 
the other dorms? Doesn’t it seem 
logical that the 1800-plus 
students living in the dorms 
should have at least as much 
representation as Special Interest 
{Jroups? Why is it that the 
Independent Students 
Association and Interfraternity 
Council both have representatives 
in Senate while 2500 off-campus 
students have no direct 
representation? 

Think back over the past year. 
How many times has your Special 
Interest Groups senator or your 
Departmental Organizations 
senator solicited your opinion on 
an issue? Do you know how they 
have voted? Do you even know 
who they are? One cannot expect 
to have a representative student 
government with strong student 
body support when most of its 
representatives represent little 
more than personal opinion. One 
cannot expect a progressive 
student government as long as 
senators feel free to pass or 
obstruct any legislation without 
fear of accountability. 

A change is in order-a drastic 
change if we are ever to have a 
Student Senate possessed of more 
than the power of rhetoric. Every 
Spring, would-be candidates 
court the student body with 
promises of “Increased 
Representation” and a “New Era 
in Student Government.” Only a

fool believes such promises. I say 
“only a fool” because no Student 
Body President or Senator can 
attempt to implement a 
far-reaching legislative program 
when the very structure of the 
Student Senate precludes the 
possibility of a creative legislature 
with active student support. The 
Student Senate must be reformed 
before the University can be 
reformed. We cannot hope to 
pass legislation and make it stick 
in the face of Administration 
opposition if we lack student 
support and a representative 
basis. 

The Reapportionment 
Proposal placed before Senate has 
four basic provisions: 

(1) Elimination of all-school 
senators, as well as the seventeen 
organizational representatives. 

(2) Extension of class 
representation to four senators 
per class. 

(3) Each dorm complex is to 
be given one senator. (7 in all) 

(4) Ten representatives divided 
on a proportional population 
basis between those who live in 
housing units classified or run as; 

(a) Social and professional 
fraternities and sororities, 

(b) Apartments or rooming 
houses, and 

(c) Commuting residents of 
Peoria and the surrounding area 

(these representatives would 
be elected in the Fall) 

Granted, no plan is fool-proof, 
but the proposed 
reapportionment plan would go a 
long way towards correcting 
Senate’s inadequacies.

The Sophomore Class Communications 
Committee conducted a recent survey 
during the Activities Fair. A questionnaire 
distributed to sophomore women brought 
forth the following results: 

Eighty women are satisfied with the new 
hours being 12:30 on week days, 2 a.m. on 
weekends. 

One hundred-sixty five are dissatisfied. 

Two hundred and two sophomore 
women want no hours for the weekends. 

Only 42 object to not having any hours 
at all. 

This would show that a much more 
liberalized dormitory hour system should 
be devised. 

Two hundred-seventy-three women 
want telephones in each dorm room and 
206 women would be willing to pay the 
initial fee of approximately $ 10 more for a 
telephone. Only 23 object to this 
arrangement and 33 would not be willing 
to pay the extra $10. 

In the matter of room checks, the 
response was generally the same in that 158 
women considered them to be ridiculous. 
Most of these 158 agree that their room is 
their own and any room check is an 
invasion of their privacy! Twenty-seven 
women feel that room checks are 
necessary. Of these 27, many stipulated 
that an announcement be made prior to 
each room check. 

The question of parietal hours was then 
considered. Many Bradley coeds feel that a 
liberalization is much needed in this area. 
One hundred twenty-five agreed definitely 
that women should be allowed to visit 
men’s dormitory rooms, and vice-versa. 
Thirty-eight disagree. Many students feel 
that this question should be left up to the 
floor, and the individual. The majority feel 
that women should be allowed to visit in 
men’s dorm rooms, however, men should 
not be allowed in women’s rooms. This is 
due to the difference in attitudes of privacy 
between women and men.

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Braves out to extend win streak against Billikens

As the winds from the shores 
of Lake Michigan rip through the 
chilled city of Chicago, so too 
parallels the force of Coach Joe 
Stowell and his Bradley Braves, as 
they ail but left the Eagles of 
North Texas State with a severe 
case of frostbite. 

The Braves are displaying their 
talent, perhaps too late, but most

assuredly to the comfort and 
satisfaction of their ardent 
supporters, the Bradley fans. 

And how, as North Texas 
State Coach Dan Spika remarked, 
Bradley has lost as many games as 
they have, must certainly be that 
missing piece in that dubious 
jigsaw puzzle. 

Steve Kuberski and L. C. 
Bowen remain as the leading 
scoring duo in the nation, with 
no sign of falling back. 

Kuberski, who seemed to 
effortlessly play his average 40 
minutes last Saturday, sports a 
22.7 average from the field, 
making 52.9% of his shots. His 
recent surge to the boards has left 
him with an impressive 10.3 
rebound mark. 

Bowen, StowelPs “marked 
man,” played Houdini in his 
recent 40 point effort against the 
Eagles, to escape from the 
clutches of he North Texas five 
and become the lone fugitive on 
the court. Bowen leads the team 
with a 23.0 point average from 
the field, connecting 51.8% of 
the time. 

Cal Criddle remains in his new 
frame of mind, consistently out 


in front of the fast break, not to 
mention his jack-in-the-box style 
of popping up and down in the 
midst of his 6-8 competitors. 

But the stabilizing factor in 
the Braves’ new look is found in 
the grasp of a 5-10 
non-intimidated, rock-hard guard, 
Dave Lundstrom. Lundstrom, 
aside from his remarkable and 
accurate passing game, has

developed an eye for the hoop. 
And that eye has visioned its way 
to a bolstering 12.1 point 
average. 

Bradley is now 5-8 in the 
Valley and 12-11 overall, and 
with their next game tomorrow 
evening against the Billikens of 
St. Louis at Robertson Memorial 
Fieldhouse, they have an 
opportune chance to knock 
Buddy Brehmer’s five for a sixth 
place berth. Not that sixth place 
is a haven for winners, but last 
November no one expected 
Stowell and his quintet to even 
achieve that honor. 

The Billikens, are 6-16, after 
22 games, and their Missouri 
Valley record stands at 5-7. 

A11 -Missouri Valley forward 
candidate Joe Wiley of Belleville, 
III., now has scored 27 points in 
each of his last two games to 


bring his average back up to 17.3 
a game. Wiley also boasts an 11.1 
rebound mark. 

Tom Thomas of Johnston 
City, Ill., the 6-2 senior captain, 
is averaging 11 points at his new 
forward position. Charles Boyd 
(6-8) is scoring at a 10.3 clip at 
center while 6-0 Jim Irving, 
whose shot beat North Texas at 
the buzzer in St. Louis, is 
averaging 8.3 points at one guard 
slot and 6-0 Ed Tabash 5.0 at 
another. 

Though every team Bradley 
plays is a rival, the Billikens rank 
as the Braves’ arch rival. The 
Billikens handed Bradley an 
83-82 defeat in St. Louis earlier 
in the season, but the Braves, 
who have now won four out of 
their last six games, will be out to 
extend their series domination 
over St. Louis to 28-18.

"The problems of scheduling” 


Tulsa falls in Missouri Valley; 
Louisville headed for third title 


The Missouri Valley 
Conference basketball race 
remained a three team race this 
week with less than a week of 
play remaining. The Louisville 
Cardinals, going for their third 
straight MVC cage title, finally 
caught up to Tulsa, while Drake 
remained very much in 
contention. 

After Tuesday’s victory over 
Cincinnati, 85-68, Drake pushed 
their MVC mark to 11-3. Not 
including Wednesday’s game with 
St. Louis, Louisville sported an 
11.-2 MVC mark. And not 
including last night’s game at 
Memphis State, Tulsa stood at 
10-3 in league play. Assuming 
that both Louisville and Tulsa 
won their games, Louisville is 
now 12-2, while Drake and Tulsa 
are both 11-3. 

Tomorrow night Louisville 
invades Veteran’s Auditorium to 


battle Drake, while Tulsa visits 
the cigar box gym at North Texas 
State. This Monday Tulsa visits 
Wichita to round out their MVC 
slate. 

Next Thursday Drake finishes 
the year at St. Louis while 
Louisville comes to Robertson 
Memorial Field House to test 
Bradley. 

The winner of tomorrow’s 
clash at Des Moines would seem 
to have the inside track for the 
MVC crown, but nothing is a sure 
bet in the MVC. In all 
probability, the MVC cage king 
won’t be known until around 10 
p.m. next Thursday. 

In Valley action last Saturday, 
Louisville downed Cincy, 72-68, 
Drake won at Tulsa, 87-78, 
Bradley bombed North Texas, 
95-77 and Southern Illinois beat 
St. Louis, 79-66, in a non-Valley 
game. 


In addition to the 
Drake-Cincinnati game on 
Tuesday night, North Texas 
edged Wichita, 102-100. 

Cincinnati and Drake hold the 
best records of Valley teams in 
non-conference competition. 
Both the Bulldogs and the 
Bearcats stand at 9-1 against 
non-MVC foes. Louisville is 6-1, 
while Tulsa is 8-2. Next comes 
North Texas (7-2), Bradley (7-3), 
Memphis (6-3), Wichita (4-6) and 
St. Louis (1-9). 

Overall, the Valley is 57-28 
against outside competition. 

Cincy’s loss came to Southern 
California, while Drake lost to 
the University of Pacific. 
Louisville’s lone loss was to 
Dayton, while Tulsa’s setbacks 
were at the hands of Southern 
California and small-college 
power Lamar Tech.

I couldn’t help being slightly 
jealous as I watched his ease and 
talent on the court. L. C. Bowen 
was at home with the basketball. 
Despite a long two hour practice, 
he still had the energy and spring 
that makes his 64 frame look 
even bigger to his opponents. 

An interview in the locker 
room after practice revealed him 
as quite a guy off the court too. 
Within seconds, L. C. had seized 
my notepad and proceeded to 
interview himself. 

The first time around Bowen 
passed over the big question - 
professional basketball. But when 
I pressed the question he 
sheepishly admitted that he felt 
he “may have a chance” next 
year. Several teams have “shown 


by the pro scouts regularly seen 
in the Fieldhouse stands. 

The next obvious question 
seems to be, “What about the 
armed services?” L.C. casually 
dismissed the possibility that he 
would be drafted in the near 
future. He optimistically stated 
that he had made at least 
temporary arrangements for a 
short time after his graduation 
next summer. 

The word “marriage” instantly 
brought forth a roar of laughter 
from Bradley’s number 42. “Not 
for at least a year,” was his 
mildly sarcastic reply. 

A question about the Braves’ 
disappointing record received a 
typically “Bowen” reply. “We 


just didn’t put the ball in the 
hoop as many times as the other 
team.” In a slightly lowered tone 
he stated that the team just 
couldn’t put their performances 
together. 

From here the interview then 
made a huge jump to the issue of 
Black militancy. “It is a personal 
thing which is up to the 
individual...but you have to 
watch out for the rights of 
others.” 

The conversation quickly 
shifted back to basketball and 
teammate Steve Kuberski. “Steve 
has a good chance at being 
all-American next year,” said 
L.C., praising the 6-8 junior, 

Bowen’s final remark was a 
“thank you to everyone for four 
good years at Bradley.”

Augustana ... Texas-Arlington .. . Oshkosh State. Not 
exactly three of the top basketball teams in the nation. 
North Dakota .. . Pan American . . . Indiana State. They’re 
not exactly in the Top 10 either. Yet why does Bradley 
schedule these teams? Why is Bradley’s non-Missouri Valley 
Conference schedule composed of teams that really don’t 
present much of a challenge to Coach Joe Stowell’s quintet? 

The reasons are complex and varied. The tradition of 
scheduling 15 home games and 11 road games, the practice 
of playing in two-game Christmas tournaments, personal 
relationships developed between coaches, the construction 
of large arenas at other colleges, the fact that basketball 
must support the seven other intercollegiate sports at 
Bradley and the fact that basketball players are only allowed 
to miss five school days each semester must be considered in 
basketball scheduling. 

Perhaps the most important factor in scheduling is the , 
custom at Bradley to play 15 home games and 11 on the 
road. “As far as I know there isn’t any rule that says that 
there must be exactly 15 home games each season, but it has 
been the practice in the past to always schedule 15 games at 
home,” Bradley Athletic Director Charles Orsbom points 
out. Orsbom continues: “With the increase of Valley schools 
from seven to eight and now to nine, our non-conference 
road schedule is limited. MVC games, which are scheduled 
two years in advance, take up eight games at home and eight 
away. Playing in a Christmas tournament takes up two more 
away games, leaving only one more away game. In the past 
that has usually been against Notre Dame at Chicago 
Stadium.” 

The limit of 11 road games eliminates the possibility of 
developing a home-and-home series with other schools. 
“How many top teams will want to play a game at your 
court without you playing at their home court? The good 
teams just will not come to Peoria to play us when we can’t 
return the visit either that same season or the following 
year,” Orsbom points out. 

Schools like Augustana and North Dakota will come to 
Peoria without demanding a return match because of the 
guarantee. Bradley can offer a guarantee that these smaller 
schools couldn’t get playing teams of their own caliber. 

With Bradley playing in Christmas tournaments the past 
three seasons, and with similar tourneys on the schedule in 
the future, two chances for a home-and-home series with 
“name schools” are lost. Coach Stowell prefers to play in 
Christmas tournaments instead of going on a two game road 
trip in order to get two top teams to come to Peoria. “There 
is more prestige in a Christmas tournament, and I think that 
you’ll find that the kids would rather play in a Christmas 
tourney,” the talkative cage mentor points out. 

So by playing in a Christmas festival, Bradley loses two 
opportunities to establish a home-and-home series with a 
Minnesota, a Bowling Green, a Duke. Without Bradley’s 
participation in Christmas tournaments the chances of better 
non-MVC competition at the Field House would be 
enhanced. With a Christmas tournament, the players and the 
school receive more prestige and publicity than they could 
hope to get by playing home-and-home with a “name 
school.”

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The Campus Community 
Commission (CCC) last 
Wednesday abolished regulations 
governing social events as printed 
on pages 41-43 of the “Student 
Activity Book.” 

“Basically if you’re off 
campus you’re on your own,” 
said E. J. Ritter, CCC chairman. 
The only rules for social events 
are: 

--Groups should notify the 
program director of the Student 
Center of time and place of 
serenades. 

-All musical groups used in 
the facilities of the Student 
Center or Fieldhouse must be 
contracted union bands. 

--It is highly recommended 
that an organization have 
exclusive use of the floor during 
dances. 

CCC also passed a new ruling 
concerning solicitation or raising 
of funds. It reads: “No students 
or student organization shall 
solicit, sell or raise funds on 
campus in University buildings 
for the financial gain of the 
students or the student 
organization. All fund raising 
activities must be approved by 
the Director of Student 
Activities.” 

The Commission voted in 
favor of a specification that all 
active members of student 
organizations must be officially 
connected with the university 
before a group can be chartered. 

Dean of Men Edward King was 
appointed chairman of a 
committee to write a summary of 
the Commission’s opinions 
concerning the new Publications 
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Twenty-four candidates have 
been nominated this year for 
Queen Charity and King Hilarity 
of the 1969 Campus Carnival,. 
There are 13 queen candidates 
and 11 king candidates vying for 
the titles. 

The male and female who 
collect the most money in bottles 
placed around campus the week 
before “Clownin’ Around” begins 
will become the king or queen.

Four delegates from the Black 
Students Alliance represented 
Bradley University in Detroit 
from Feb. 4 to 7 on a 
recruitment drive for Black 
professors. This all-expense paid 
trip sent Eugene Webster, Robert 
Miller, Earl Meyers and Craig 
Howard to Wayne State 
University and the University of 
Detroit. While there, they made 
contact with Zerline Richards, a 
specialist with the Teacher’s Corp 
at Wayne State. They met with 
members of the Urban League 
and the Republic of New Africa. 

Upon their return, they 
presented the administration with 
four potential candidates for 
faculty positions. Other schools 
across the nation are in constant 
search for qualified Black 
professors. According to Dr. 
William Belmont, “the university 
has drawn upon the Black 
students’ unique talents to aid in 
this task.” 

The trip was an answer to one 
of the demands presented by the 
BSA for more Black professors. 
The university has already hired 
three Black teachers to fill 
positions in the history, 
international studies, and music 
departments. Members of the 
BSA are contacting teachers in 
their home towns in hopes of 
finding interested and qualified 
Black professors. Similar trips to 
Chicago and St. Louis are being 
considered.

In Cuba, Sr. Fernandez was 
Dr. Juan A. Fernandez Franco, 
educator and renowned public 
speaker. In Peoria and in 
particular at Bradley he is Mr.

Fernandez who came to 
America four years ago by way of 
Mexico is an accomplished, 
mature and interested scholar.

Third, he worked in a factory 
in Chicago until he gathered some 
money at which time he left the 
factory with the rank of 
supervisor. 

Fourth, the educator who had 
had five years of college, two 
years of post graduate 
specialization, and 20 years of 
teaching experience was forced to 
relinquish his Ph.D. and take 
refresher courses and tests to 
prove his qualifications. 

Fernandez said that he had 
taken refresher courses at 
Roosevelt University in Chicago 
and examinations here at 
Bradley. 

At the Havana Business 
University, where the 
rugged-complected gentleman 
taught, to study was considered 
“chic,” thus making education 
popular with the people. 

“I am very pleased here,” 
Fernandez said, who lives in 
Washington, Ill. with is wife, 
son-in-law, who is a doctor of 
medicine, daughter and three 
grandchildren. A man who has a 
strong love for his family, he 
prefers to be near them than to 
take a job in Jacksonville, Fla.

Afro-jazz mass becomes 
part of Neumiller service 


When lively Afro-jazz music 
fills an auditorium the size of 
Neumiller Chapel, there is likely 
to be plenty of hands clapping to 
the rhythm and smiles of 
satisfaction on many faces.

Scholtes in 
the instrumental department 
were three Congo drums and a set 
of temp blocks.

U of I dean approves 
coeducational visitation 


Urbana, I11.-(I.P’)-A committee 
of housing group presidents and 
their advisors at the University of 
Illinois has been at work this year 
to implement a plan under which 
students could entertain guests in 
their rooms. 

Organization of the panel 
followed Dean of Students 
Stanton Millet’s announcement 
that he “approved in principle” 
the idea of coeducational 
visitation, subject to Chancellor 
J. W. Peltason’s acceptance of 
specifics drawn up by living units. 

Dean Millet’s action came in 
response to a proposal last spring 
from the Faculty Senate’s 
Committee on Student Affairs. It 
provides that if two-thirds of the 
residents in any living unit, voting 
in secret ballot, favor 
establishment of a visiting plan 
for their unit, its student 
government will be permitted to 


assume responsibility for 
administering the plan within 
general guidelines. 

These limit hours to noon to 
Midnight Sunday through 
Thursday and to 1 a.m., the other 
days, and provide that any 
student in University-owned 
housing who objects to visiting in 
his unit can be reassigned. 

It must be recognized, 
commented Dean Millet, “that 
the requirements of group living 
in a student residence today have 
created an environment in which 
there can be, for most 
undergraduates, no escape 
whatever from a crowd of other 
young people. The result is an 
intrusive, high-pressure mode of 
life in which privacy, to say 
nothing of quiet conversation in 
groups of two and three, is 
literally impossible.” 


officially sanctioned by the 
church hierarchy, the choir 
presented a Roman Catholic 
liturgy that fostered a unity 
between what was happening on 
the stage and those who attended 
the mass. 

Since the music for the mass 
was written to reflect the reality 
of the streets, the themes for the 
songs and readings tried to tie the 
spirituality of the liturgy to the 
everyday life filled with prejudice 
and harsh facts. 

In a workshop presented on 
the previous Saturday afternoon, 
Fr. Scholtes explained his 
madness for trying such a 
different approach to the 
celebration of a 1900-year- 
old ceremony. 

As he explained, the choir and 
its music started as an attempt to 
get the teens in his all black 
parish interested in what was 
happening in their “Irish-Gothic” 
church on Sundays. 

He invited the youths to bring 
whatever instruments they could 
play to accompany the music for 
the mass. As time went on, he 
found the original folk rhythms 
that the music started as 
progressed into the Afro-jazz 
idiom of his parish. 

He noticed that as the liturgy 
service took on meaning for his 
teen parishioners, they became 
more interested in what was 
happening to their religion, but 
more importantly, how that 
religion related itself-to the life 
they were forced to lead. 

This striving to relate religion 
to reality was quite evident to the 
four hundred people who 
attended Sunday’s mass. The 
participants were not limited to 
the Roman Catholic college 
students who usually attend 
Newman masses, but the ages 
varied from grade schoolers 
accompanied by their parents to 
oldsters. 

One elderly lady sitting in the 
chapel could have passed for 
anyone’s grandmother yet she 
seemed to be enthusiastic in her 
clapping and singing of the

popularity. Bradley basketball 
was becoming a Peoria sport as 
well as a Bradley sport. 
Combined with the ever 
increasing enrollment, it became 
apparent that Bradley needed a 
sports arena since the maximum 
seating capacity of the Armory 
was 4,800. 

At the end of the 1949 season 
the Army added to this problem. 
Due to an extended national 
guard program it was necessary to 
give the Armory back to Uncle 
Sam. The problem became 
pressing as the thought of the 
upcoming season lurked in the 
minds of all concerned. 

The likely solution was an 
expansion of the Fieldhouse. This 
time money was the problem. In 
order to raise funds, Bradley 
alumni and other interested 
people were offered five year 
season tickets on a subscription 
basis.The cost was $125 for 
bleacher seats and $175 for 
theater seats. This drive was to 
last for a period of two weeks 
with building contingent upon 
support. The response was 
overwhelming. At the conclusion 
of the drive, 1,100 theater seats 


Twenty-three years ago, a 
deserted airplane hangar stood on 
the corner of Main Street and 
Maplewood Avenue. Today, that 
same structure, modified and 
renovated, is known as 
Robertson Memorial Fieldhouse. 

The Fieldhouse, as it stands 
today, was built in two stages in 
order to meet two different 
needs. 

In 1946, with post war 
enrollment increasing, there was a 
definite possibility that existing 
facilities for the extensive 
lecture-arts series and all school 
meetings would be overtaxed. A 
new building was needed but the 
problem of where to build was 
ever present. 

The only building in the 
immediate vicinity with the 
possibility of meeting these 
demands was a surplus airplane 
hangar. This was purchased from 
the Air Force at a price of 
$15,000. 

Within three years another 
problem arose. Previously, the 
basketball team had played at the 
Armory on North Adams.

now being offered at the Bradley 
University Television Center in 
Jobst Hall. According to Joel 
Hartman, the operating manager, 
the BUTC’s “primary purpose” is 
to enable the faculty to present 
material on TV to their classes. 

Recently, the facilities have 
been made available to the 
students for the first time. The 
object is to provide a “practical, 
hands-on course” for students 
interested in the field.

and 900 bleacher seats had been 
sold. 

Construction began 
immediately and the present 
Fieldhouse, seating 8,300, was 
dedicated on Dec. 17, 1949. The 
structure was named after the 
late A. J. Robertson who, during 
his 27 years at Bradley, served as 
athletic director, and as 
coach of football, basketball and 
baseball. 


The office of Robert P. 
Hanrahan, Cook County 
superintendent of schools, 
maintains a teacher placement 
service.

The applicant should then 
request that his credentials be 
sent to Chicago from his college 
placement office when they are 
completed. These credentials are 
placed in the applicant’s file in 
the Cook County Superintendent 
of Schools office where the 
district superintendents’ have a 
chance to examine them. College 
credentials are never sent out 
from this office. 

After this office receives the 
application form, the applicant 
will receive a list of all vacancies 
within Cook County (outside 
Chicago), along with a map and 
directory of the county giving the 
location, address and phone 
number of each school district. 

The candidate must then 
contact the superintendent of 
districts having vacancies, and 
establish an interview time. The 
hiring process is done by the local 
district superintendent. This list 
of vacancies is retyped monthly.

'Campus Vietnam’ 

For almost a year and a half now, I’ve been a member of 
one of the more “august” bodies of this University - the 
Student Senate. There are few euphemisms - few adjectives 
- which are adequate to describe this deliberative “Mount 
Olympus.” To title it a “Campus Vietnam” would be to 
slight both Theiu and Ho Chi Minh, as well as to understate 
the scope of blatant disregard for student welfare that this 
body displays. I only wish that 5,000 students could see 
their representatives in action - that they would take time 
to see the outrage that is perpetrated in the name of student 
government. But I am caustic not only because no one but 
the advisors and senate aides are there to see it, but also 
because the same people who help to sustain this fiasco are 
the very individuals who, in one month, will ask for your 
vote for re-election to even higher offices. 

Many of these individuals have been erratic in their 
Senate attendance; most of them are from organizations 
which they merely pretend to represent. Overwhelmingly, 
they are lax in their participation, both in Senate and 
especially in committee. But with elections only one month 
away, they feel compelled to start running for re-election as 
soon as possible. Disregard two years of endless examples; 
one day will suffice. 

Senate, last Monday, was in session two hours before 
adjourning for another special session on Wednesday. 
Unfortunately, almost an hour and a half of that time was 
centered around two clauses in the laws governing the 
up-coming Spring elections. While these two clauses - one 
calling for each candidate to be limited to seven posters 
(including party posters) and the other calling for all 
candidates to be limited to three different types of 
distributive material -- were defeated, some interesting 
observations are in order. 

First of all, the very fact that Senate took up this much 
time to haggle over how many posters and material a 
candidate could have says something about the character of 
our student government and the self-interest of its 
representatives. Even leaving aside the neglect of more 
crucial matters, I was struck with the participation Senate 
members exhibited and the rationalizations which were 
advanced. 

Parallels to the National Government were drawn (“if 
they do it, so should we”); representatives bemoaned that 
running with a party entailed an increased burden in time 
and money (?); accusations were forwarded that such 
“equality” rules actually meant the destruction of political 
parties. Somehow, the voices which demanded a fair-shake 
for those individuals who choose to run as independent 
candidates were lost in the melee. Somehow, the attempt to 
limit the maze of political posters and truck-loads of 
rhetorical promises called “campaign literature” failed. 

In exactly one month, you can not only step over piles of 
election materials posted in halls, “johns”, and showers, but 
you can also listen to the hallowed eloquence of new 
promises, and watch old do-nothings burst forth with new 
energy and determination — all with the assurance that you

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Land of the Free

Freedom is one thing but SDS 
apparently is something else. The 
chairman of the Florida board of 
regents says he will attempt to 
bar SDS and “any similar 
organization” from Florida’s 
state universities. “It would be 
absolute foolishness for -- the 
board of regents to sit idle and 
allow anyone to recognize SDS.” 

Governor Russell N. Peterson 
of Delaware last month removed 
the National Guard from 
Wilmington. The guard had 
patrolled only Black areas of the 
city, making Delaware what 
many people called “the nation’s 
First police state.” The guard had 
been there since Apr. 9, 1968. 

For the first time, the 
government admits it: people are 
hungry and sick in America. 
Some are starving and others are 
dying. This is the essence of 
testimony before the Senate 
Select Committee on Nutrition 
and Human Needs by Dr. Arnold 
E. Schaefer of the U.S. Public 
Health Service. He reported to 
the committee on Jan. 22, “We 
did not expect to Find such cases 
in the United States.” The New 
York Times reported that “The 
survey made no attempt to go 
into the reasons why people were 
hungry.” 

Between Jan. 20 and 25 six 
U.S. jet Fighter-bombers were 
downed by National Liberation 
Front ground fire, American 
military sources have stated. 


According to the Washington 
Post this was a record for U.S. 
aircraft losses over South 
Vietnam in any week since the 
war began. In the same week 196 
GI’s were killed and 1,277 
wounded. 

Atlanta Judge Walter McMillan 
has denied a habeas corpus 
petition Filed for Dorothy Young, 
14, in Sandersville, Ga. Miss 
Young has been held in a juvenile 
detention facility for two months 
for alledgedly cursing and 
Fighting on a school bus. Miss 
Young is Black. 

Gov. Ronald Reagan declared 
the University of California 
campus in a “state of extreme 
emergency” Feb. 5. Reagan’s 
decree authorized the “indeFinite 
use, if necessary,” of highway 
patrolmen. He threatened to keep 
nearby striking San Francisco 
State College open “by bayonets, 
if necessary.” 

A group of 25 outstanding 
scientists and engineers gathered 
at the U.S. Army Edge wood, 
Maryland Arsenal for a 
conference Feb. 16-18 on 
“Battlefield Flexibility - 
Alternatives to Nuclear and 
Conventional Weapons.” The 
meeting discussed military 
effectiveness of chemical and 
biological warfare. Edgewood 
Arsenal is headquarters for all 
U.S. research on chemical poisons 
and nerve gases. 

Justifying the estimated 60 


million dollar price tag of a new 
FBI office building in 
Washington, D.C., a spokesman 
for the Public Works Committee 
of the House of Representatives 
explained that “the FBI Files 
cover acres. They have \ 
fingerprints of 90 million 
people. They have dossiers on 
50-60 million. That takes a lot of 
space.” 

The Ottawa Chippewa Indians 
once lived on 12 million acres. 
Last month, the Indian Claims 
Commission decided that the 
tribe is entitled to 89c an acre, or 
a total of 10.8 million dollars. 
The government took the land 
away 133 years ago. The Indians 
will not get $10.8 million 
however, since the commission 
must now “determine how much 
the Indians may have already 
been paid.” 

On Oct. 14, 1968, Richard 
Bunch, 19, was shot in the back 
of the head by a guard at San 
Francisco’s Presidio stockade 
when he walked away from a 
work detail after repeatedly 
asking the guard what he would 
do if a prisoner tried to run away. 
Twenty-seven fellow prisoners 
staged a one hour sit-down 
demonstration the next day 
protesting the killing. The 27 
have been subsequently charged 
with mutiny, conviction of 
which, can carry the death 
penalty. The Army said it wants 
to set an example.

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Braves continue winning ways 
as St. Louis is 86-75 victim

The Bradley Braves continued 
their winning ways Saturday 
night by registering their fourth 
consecutive victory, 86-75 over 
the St. Louis Billikens. It was 
Bradley’s sixth MVC triumph of 
the year against eight losses, and 
it assured the Braves of at least a 
.500 season as they upped their 
overall record to 13-11 with only 
two games remaining. 

St. Louis, coached by Randy 
Albrecht who has taken qver for 
the ailing Buddy Brehmer, has 
now won five of their 14 Valley 
efforts. The 18 defeats the Bills 
have suffered this year represent 
the most losses ever in one season 
by a St. Louis squad. They have 
won only six. 

The game opened with the 
Braves moving sluggishly as the 
Bills apparently wanted to make 
a strong effort to repeat their 
83-82 decision over Bradley 
earlier in the year. 

They led the Braves 29-22 at 
the six minute mark, but Bradley 
outscored them 17-2 from that 
point to the end of the half to 
finish with a 39-31 lead at 
intermission. 

“We changed to a man-to-man 
defense in the first half hoping to 
pick up our offense,” said 
Bradley’s Joe Stowell. “We have a 
tendency to slow down when 
we’re in our zone, so went into 
the man-to-man,” he added. 
Stowell continued: “By going 
into the man-to-man we are a 
little more aggressive.” 

The second half saw Bradley 
maintain their lead, but St. Louis 
played even ball with them, 
refusing to let the Braves run 
away with the game. 

The largest advantage Bradley 
could mount was 11 points when 


L. C. Bowen’s three-point play 
gave them a 44-33 lead with 
18:41 remaining in the game. 

The Braves appeared to have 
the game wrapped up as Cal 
Criddle hit two free throws with 
2:42 left to give the home team a 
78-69 lead. 

But two successful tosses from 
the charity stripe by Joe Wiley 
and Dan Suess’ jumper brought 
the Bills to 78-73 at 1:58 and 
Fritz Ziegler’s field goal 25 
seconds later made it 78-75. 

With 1:19 to play Frank 
Sylvester, whose nine points 
marked his varsity high, threw in 
two free throws to put Bradley

up by five and sew up the game. 
Bowen, Steve Kuberski and 
Sylvester all hit driving layups to 
close out the scoring. 

Despite the loss, Albrecht was 
pleased with the way his squad 
played. “The boys came to play 
and they did a fine job,” noted 
the St. Louis cage mentor, who 
also coaches the freshman team. 
He went on: “Bradley is a great 
place to play. The fans are the 


best in the conference and it’s a 
real colorful place. The boys 
can’t help but get up for a game 
here.” 

Albrecht was especially 
pleased with the job Tom 
Thomas did on Bradley’s 
high-scoring Bowen. “Thomas did 
a fine job on Bowen. He came 
into this game with 69 points in 
his last two outings and Tom held 
him to only six in the first half.” 

Bowen finished with 18. points 
to lead the support of Steve 
Kuberski, who was high for the 
game with 31 points. Other 
Braves in double figures were 
Dave Lundstrom and Criddle 
with 14 and 10. Kuberski led in 
rebounds with eight while Criddle 
and Lundstrom each had five 
assists. 

The Bills had all five starters in 
double figures, led by Wiley’s 20 
and flashy Jim Irving’s 17. They 
were followed by Thomas (14), 
Zeigler (12), and Ed Tabash (10). 
Wiley, playing as if he owned the 
backboards, pulled in 19 
rebounds to lead in that 
department. 

The Bradley field goal 
percentage was enough to make 
someone remember the good old 
days when a 50% game was 
nothing. The Braves hit on 63.3% 
of their field attempts, tossing in 
33 of 52 shots. St. Louis was 
good on 32 of their 77 shots far 
41.5%. 

Once again the Braves had 
rough going on the rebounding 
end of the game as the Bills 
out-boarded them 39-25. This 
brought a smile to Albrecht’s face 
when he was informed of the 
final statistics. “We were a little 
concerned that we would get hurt 
off the boards, but Bradley is 
weak. I thought the team we 
started was strong off the boards, 
but we got in foul trouble and 
went to a smaller team. But we 
still did O.K.” 

Stowell had high praise for 
center Cal Criddle, who seems to 
have really come into his own as 
of late. “We’ve changed our 
offense around a little, keying off 
the other forward. Cal got five 
assists and played good defense as 
well as passing off.” 

Bradley victors 
at Northern meet

Bradley’s tankers kept up the 
blistering pace they have been 
setting the second half of the 
season by winning the Northern 
Illinois Invitational Saturday at 
DeKalb. Bradley rolled up 74 
points to win the meet, while 
host team Northern Illinois 
finished second with 70 points. 

The Braves Rob Sellinger set a 
Bradley record, a meet record 
and a pool record in the 50 yard 
freestyle, clocking a 22.5 in that 
event. John Hostetler, a steady 
long distance swimmer all year, 
set a new school record in the 
1000 yard freestyle with a time 
of 11:24.7.

The only 
other MVC teams that compete 
for the swimming crown are 
Bradley, Louisville and St. Louis. 
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All is quiet in Montevallo, Ala. The little town is the 
home of Alabama College, a school with an enrollment 
about 1,600. The school acquired a new basketball player 
this semester. His name is Albert O’Brien. 

O’Brien deserved the scholarship he received. He’s a fine 
athlete. He was one of the better ball players to come out of 
Bowen High School in Chicago. He holds the record for the 
most consecutive free throws in a game in the public 
basketball league (17). This year he won the Chicago city 
tennis championship. According to O’Brien’s own 
calculations, he hasn’t lost a match in two years.

After this point the St. Louis 
squad was in full control and 
once again widened the gap.

After the game Coach Harris 
said: “I don’t like having 
technicals called against me. In 
11 years I have only had one 
other technical called against me. 

It was a bad call, because Crady 
did not have control of the ball.”

Louis -- Ray Wiley, Carlos 
Martinez and Gary Lamps -- 
fouled out of the game. 

Thursday night the Bradley 
freshmen, now 11-3 on the 
season, will play host to the 
highly-regarded Louisville frosh 
at 5:50 in the Field House.

Mike Grosso and Jerry King 
have played consistently and 
smoothly. Grosso, a 6-9 center 
from Raritan, N.J., is averaging 
15.6 from the field and a 
remarkable 15.5 rebound average. 
King, one of the finest forwards 
in Louisville’s history, is hitting 
at 17.2. 

The Cardinals always loom, 
tough, and tough they certainly 
are this season. They come here 
in dire need of a victory. A loss 
might see the Valley crown slip 
through their fingers to the 
Bulldogs of Drake. 

As the season drains the last 
measurable amount of strength 
from the Braves and Chief Joe 
Stowell, there exists about the 
tribe a sense of accomplishment, 
a feeling that the year has yielded 
more than expected and that 
they have fought well. 

The Braves can proudly boast 
of a sixth place standing in the 
Valley, when the experts, or the 
so-called experts who picked 
Cincinnati to capture the Valley 
crown with ease, saw the Braves 
finishing as low as ninth and no 
higher than seventh. 

Steve Kuberski (23.1) and L. 

C. Bowen (23.1), who have 
totaled more points this year as a 
duo than any other two man 
combination in the nation, 
certainly bear witness to any 
casual basketball observer, that 
the Braves could match those two 
heads to any two in the country 
and come out without a knock. 

And if only a guard, by the 
name of Dave Lundstrom (12.3), 
had earlier exhibited a shooting 
performance as he has of late, his 
point-boasting addition might 
have added a few more scalps to 
the Braves’ collection.

The Drake Bulldogs 
successfully defended their 
Missouri Valley Conference 
indoor track title Saturday as 
they easily defeated the five 
other Valley schools entered in 
the meet at Des Moines.

Students wrestle administrative 


nod for r Black Week’ financing 


A resolution by the 
department heads of the College 
of Liberal Arts and Sciences has 
been made to the President, 
Vice-President for Academic 
Affairs, Director of the Library, 
and Trustees of the university 
regarding the Cullom-Davis 
Library. 

The resolution requests the 
following: 1) A professional 
survey be made of the existing 
collection, staff and operating 
procedures by a committee of the 
North Central Association. 2) A 
significant amount be allocated 
from the Capital Expansion Fund 
to the library for its collection 
and that funding be sought 
through other appropriate 
sources such as the National 
Science Foundation. 3) Friends 
of the Bradley University Library 
be given publicity and serve as 
the instrument for raising 
additional funds. 4) One-hundred 
thousand volumes be added to 
the collection through a special 
allotment from the university’s 
budget, in addition to the 
anticipated Cullom-Davis Fund. 
5) The Library Committee shall 
develop a long-range master plan 
for allocation of all library 
resources to meet the needs of 


The Black Students Alliance 
held a scheduled meeting in 
Swords Hall with President Van 
Arsdale last Tuesday morning to 
discuss guidelines for “Black 
Week,” to be held Apr. 24 
through 27. Dr. Van Arsdale 
stated that he met with 
approximately 18 - 20 
representatives of committees 
working on preparations for the 
week. When asked about Black 
students blocking the doors to 
Swords Hall, Van Arsdale stated 
that at the time of the meeting he 
was not aware that this was being 
done. When he was finally made 
aware of the situation, he stated 
that he couldn’t see the necessity 
■ for such action, but that he 
understands the doors were 
blocked for approximately 35 
minutes. 

Craig Howard, vice president 


of the BSA, stated that the basic 
problem was the matter of 
financing “Black Week.” In 
previous discussions Howard 
stated that the university had 
promised a certain amount of 
money for Financing the week. 
Recently, however, the Figure had 
been cut to approximately 
one-fifth its original amount. In 
Tuesday morning’s meeting, 
Howard stated that most of the 
discussion was over these two 
figures and which amount would 
actually be provided. 

The BSA vice-president said 
that arrangements had been made 
and the week was designed to 
cost approximately the amount 
which the university had 
originally promised. When the 
Figure was cut, the Black Student 
Alliance was placed in a bind, so 
to speak. 


This necessitated a discussion 
about the actual amount to be 
provided. During Tuesday’s 
meeting, however, the university 
had again agreed to provide the 
amount which the Black students 
had previously anticipated. 


When asked about the 
barricade of entrances to Swords 
Hall, Howard stated that this was 
not under the auspices of the 
Black Students Alliance. “All I 
can say,” he said, “is that some 
students felt like blocking the 
doors to Swords Hall.” He then 
asked, “Why did some students 
feel it necessary to group and talk 
about breaking through the 
barricade?”

Also, prior to the adoption of 
the resolution, a poll was taken 
of departments regarding their 
priorities for the library. The 
purpose of the poll was to 
determine what expenses 
presently being incurred should 
be eliminated or reduced thereby 
freeing certain funds for the 
expansion of the library. The poll 
provided three choices for each 
department which included 
taking funds from salary 
increments, staff additions or 
capital equipment expenditures.

No appointed members 
representing special interest 
groups will be seated on Senate 
beginning next fall. After two 
meetings, one on Monday and the 
other on Tuesday afternoon, 
Senate passed the 
reapportionment amendment. 

The reapportionment 
legislation allows for 40 members 
of Senate. As now, there will be 
the four All-School Officers. 
Each class president will continue 
to be on Senate but the number 
of class representatives will be 
increased from three to four 
students. The four All-School 
Senators will be deleted because 
it was felt that a constituency of 
5,000 is impossible to represent. 
The other 16 members will be 
replaced by representatives 
elected on a geographic basis. 


The 16 geographic 
representatives will be divided 
among four types of housing. The 
first type, dormitories, have been 
allocated a standing number of 
six senators. One, senator will 
come from Williams, one from 
Heitz, one from Lovelace, 
another from University Hall, one 
from Burgess-Sisson Hall and the 
sixth one will represent Wyckoff 
and Harper Halls. 

The other 10 senators are to 
be allocated between students in 
fraternities and sororities as a 
group, students in apartments 
and rooming houses and students 
who live at home in Peoria or the 
surrounding area. On the basis of 
where students lived first 
semester this year, there would 
be two senators from the

Sciences, two did not report, and 
six would not list priorities until 
they were satisfied that other 
sources of income had been 
tapped and that the budget was 
presented for suggestions. 

Of the 11 remaining 
departments, ten listed that they 
prefer a reduction in capital 
equipment expenditures and one 
department suggested reducing 
expenditures for staff additions. 
There was almost no sentiment 
for salary increment reductions. 

The conclusion of the poll 
' states that, if something has to 
go, it should be capital 
equipment; but there must be 
evidence and assurance that all 
other sources of funds have been 
tapped first. 


Calendar 


changes 


Dr. Steiner of the Psychology 
Department spoke today of the 
changes in the semester system 
being proposed by the University 
Calendar Committee. 

Dr. Steiner said that the 
eight-member faculty committee 
was considering four proposals, 
including: 

1. Quarter system - this would 
divide the school year into four 
equal parts of ten weeks each. 

2. Trimester - this system 
divides the school year into three 
equal parts. 

Commenting on these two 
systems, Dr. Steiner said that 
“ideally, summer school will 
count as much as a regular school 
term.” 

3. Standard semester - this is 
for those who are unhappy about 
having just three weeks of classes 
following Christmas. The first 
term would begin early in Sept, 
and terminate at the beginning of 
Dec. After a month’s vacation, 
school would resume on Jan. 1 and 
end on May 1. 

4. 4:l:4-plan - this could 
mean either of two things. The 
first requires that students take 
four courses during the spring, 
one course during a one-month 
interim, and four courses during 
the fall. 

This sytem includes a 
four-month semester, a 
one-month interim and then 
another four-month semester. 


Two students have been 
requested to join the committee. 
One of them is from the Student 
Senate and the other, Steve 
Rapp, is from the Student Center 
Board. 

It usually takes about two to 
three years to organize a change 
in the calendar system. The 
committee has been working for 
one year, and there have been 
only five meetings. Dr. Steiner, 
however, “would like to see 
something concrete by the end of 
the school term.”

Professor has 
article printed 

in Feb. journal 

Dr. Paul S. Sawyer, professor

Letters to the Editor 


Last weekend I took a long walk through Hewitt Hall, 
our present athletic facility. There is little doubt that the old 
hall leaves much to be desired in relation to present modem 
day athletic facilities. A practice basketball court which has 
numerous dead spots, a swimming pool which was built 
according to 1910 regulations, one classroom which is barely 
conducive to learning, and locker rooms which reak with age 
are all indicative of the inadequacies of Hewitt Hall. There 
can be no question in anyone’s mind as to why a new, 
up-to-date gymnasium is the primary objective of Bradley’s 
five million campaign. 

However, as one gross inadequacy deserves attention, so 
does the other. And at the opposite end of the campus, we 
have the Cullom-Davis Library. A deficit of about 100,000 
volumes, a disgustingly small budget, a small and 
professionally lacking (in numbers) staff, a meager microfilm 
collection, and an inadequate physical plant all point to 
some of the library’s deficiencies. But unfortunately the 
improvement of the library seems to be the primary 
objective of no one excepting students and faculty. The 
library is not tied to any fund raising campaign, it doesn’t 
appear to be the objective of a single future gift, and its 
most obvious and serious faults appear to be a' matter of 
least concern to the library committee itself. 

The liberal arts faculty has, however, submitted a 
resolution for improving the library which goes as far as to 
say “cut our capital equipment budget and pass the money 
to the library.” At the same time, students have begun a 
drive to raise five thousand dollars for the purchase of much 
needed volumes for the library. 

It would seem that by now, at least someone within this 
university might have gotten the hint and developed specific 
plans which would be followed for the improvement of that 
facility. 

It would seem that by now the Board of Trustees would 
have taken the hint from students and faculty and do at 
least as much for the library as they are doing for the 
physical education plant. 


Education or paper 

Before I came to Bradley, I was 
asked to state my major. I had a 
general idea of what I wanted 
from college, but I wasn’t sure 
under what label I would fit. I 
basically wanted a liberal arts 
education in order to have a 
general knowledge of everything. 
But to my dismay, I have come 
to realize that I was asking for 
the impossible. But was I? I 
finally chose a label for myself, 
but I’m not sure I want to be that 
brand. I have continually looked 
over the great possibilities I could 
fall under, but I have found that 
there are several hours in a 
variety of departments, rather 
than 24 under one title. Upon 
being informed that I will need a 
major in order to graduate and 
get my B.A. or B.S., I realized the 
big question I was being faced 
with: Am I paying $3000 
(approximately all expenses 
included) each year for an 
education, or am I paying a total 
of $12,000 for a slip of paper, 
my diploma? 

Sure, I intend to get the 124 
semester hours; I’ll even get the 
group requirements; but if I don’t 
have a specialty, I won’t formally 
graduate. Since when does 
everyone have to be a specialist? 
Why isn’t it possible to get a 
general education? The secretary 
in the office of liberal arts 
wanted to know if I was a “psy. 
major” or a “liberal arts 
undecided”. She was quite upset 
that if I do not intend to keep 
Karl Dobrinich my major, I would not officially 
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switch it. But to what am I to 
change it? To put it as “liberal 
arts undecided” is just another 
label, and to me, the whole 
process is not only silly, but a 
waste of time. I am not “6-60”, 
any more than I am “6-78” or 
any other things the office may 
name me. 

I do have an alternative 
suggestion for other students who 
made the big mistake of coming 
to college for a broad education. 
Possibly we can use the three 
categories the school of liberal 
arts has set up (commonly known 
as “Group A”, “Group B”, and 
“Group C”) and declare one area 
a major, such as humanities, 
social science, or natural science. 
True, we would still be 
categorized, but in this way the 
student may show his intelligence 
to select his own course of 
education. Possibly a certain 
number of hours would be 
needed, perhaps 75 in one group 
would be required for a major. 
Many fields have interrelated 
courses from different 
departments which may be more 
geared to a student’s interest and 
goals in life. Does the 
administration and/or faculty 
have great doubt of their 
student’s judgment in selecting 
courses? If so, is it then felt that 
by handing them a slip of paper 
on graduation day, students will 
be any more prepared to make 
decisions? 

Earlham College in Richmond, 
Indiana, has the type of 

arrangement for students to 
major in a field such as the 
humanities. Their curriculum is 
more interesting and better in 
meeting the needs of the 
students. 

Most jobs that prefer their 
employees to have a college 

degree do not care what the 

employee’s major was. Some 
fields would even prefer a worker 
to have a general education for 
better social contacts. If you have 
come to Bradley for a liberal 
study and would prefer the 
system I have proposed, or 
possibly another way for 

improving graduation 
requirements, please submit 
letters to the Scout. If enough of 
the faculty and administration 
see these letters, perhaps a change 
will come about by the end of 
this semester.

Schools face problem 

In the last year the hierarchy 
of many universities have had to 
deal with demonstrations that 


other bureaucracies in other areas 
of our American society have \ 
faced in this decade. This force, j 
which is directed against what has 
been termed “red tape,” has 
taken a form somewhere on the 
continuum between peaceful - 
demonstrations to forceful 1 
anarchy. The means used by 
people in control in encountering 
these disorders have been as 
varied as the forms of dissent. I 
Mayor Daley had his way; each < 
university administration has its 
way. 

What has brought about this 
flood of unorthodox behavior? It 
would seem to be a very simple 
thing. The people under the 
control of these bureaucracies 
have demanded something; while 
the bureaucracies have refused to 
grant it. 

It is the old American goat of 
committees that seems to be the 
biggest agitator. “If you don’t 
know the answer, send it to a 
committee.” Committees are fine 
in theory; and can work in reality 
if some rather rigid rules of 
discussion are used. 
Unfortunately, the . committees 
which I have come in contact 
with seem reluctant to institute 
these rules. Personal bickering 
usually takes their place. It is 
phenomenal, however, how fast a 
committee can work when a

Blacks oversfep limits 

Student demands, both Black 
and White, seem to echo across 
the nation. Bradley, too, has been 
affected. The Black Student 
Alliance is constantly demanding 
something from President Van 
Arsdale. First, the BSA requested 
a seat in the Student Senate. 
Second, they asked that the 
University finance four BSA 
members to Wayne State 
University so that they might 
recruit Negro faculty members. I 
believe that both these efforts 
were for the betterment of 
Bradley and are justifiable. 

However, their most recent 
demand, that the University give 
them $11,000 to finance a “soul 
week” oversteps the limits of 
what Bradley should do for its 
students. 

From my understanding, it 
seems that at the beginning of the 
year, Black students requested 
that they be able to have a “soul 
week.” The purpose was to have 
various Negro lecturers and 
performers come to Bradley. 
Finances, however, proved a bit 
of a problem and so the President

Prospective on 


the Right

A recent student publication noted the abundance of 
militant student protests with an approving nod. The 
supposition that these protests bring to the forefront the 
problems facing our society was the general theme of the 
editorial. 

The publication went on to reprimand those who would 
suggest any communist association with these spontaneous 
demonstrations of student displeasure. 

Certainly these students are not all flocking around the 
banner of the Russian Bear as some would have us believe. 
For the most part these students are sincerely interested in 
long overdue progress, and they believe their efforts just 
might jog the thoughts of an apathetic America enough to 
get some action. 

Too frequently though it has been the habit of our fellow 
American students to seek the instant solution to a difficult 
problem. Having a strong and sincere desire for action 
immediately, they have sometimes embraced philosophies 
which offer a short range solution but long range disaster. 

In considering a meaningful demonstration of concern, it 
would be more appropriate to look beyond tomorrow for a 
lasting correction to today’s ills. History can teach us many 
lessons if we will but learn them. As a Bradley professor 
frequently remarks, “Nothing is new under the sun.” 

While I reserve the right to disagree with that statement, 
we can think back to another group of concerned youth 
around the turn of the century. They felt, and justly so, that 
their nation was moving too slowly toward the progress 
which had become the hallmark of the 20th Century. They 
too marched in the streets against the establishment. They 
were successful; they brought the fall of the Czar, but in his 
place they found another equally intolerant leader. Their 
concern for the rights of the majority had brought into 
power a regime representing less than five one-hundredths of 
one percent of the population. 

A regime that in the following 51 years has brought the 
average national wage all the way up to the equivalent in 
rubles of $2,500 which according to our current government 
standards constitutes abject poverty. 

The point is simply it is not enough for the youth of 
America to point out the problems of our country. Any 
half-wit can see we must have change. The challenge lies in 
the developing of lasting solutions; solutions designed to 
reinforce our basic freedom from government controls. It is 
not any easy task. To be creative, to find the new, 
innovative answers will take all the energy each of us can 
muster, but if we take the time, if we meet the challenge the 
benefits will be enjoyed for a long time to come. Perhaps 
with determination our children will not have to march on 
the campuses of this nation to awaken our consciences. 
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The fourth in a series of free 
lectures will be held on Monday, 
March 8, in the Robertson 
Memorial Fieldhouse at 8 p.m. 
The lecture, sponsored by the 
Lecture Arts and Concert 
Committee will feature world 
famous news commentator for 
NBC, Sander Vanocur. A coffee 
hour with Vanocur will follow 
the lecture in the Student Center. 

Vanocur is the anchorman on 
NBC’s new monthly two-hour 
television magazine, “First 
Tuesday,” which premiered in 
January. 
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The construction of Bradley Hall’s new wings is proceeding exactly on schedule. The project cost slightly 
more than one million dollars and is scheduled for completion on Dec. 15. 


Trustees approve 
new dorm 
construction 


The Board of Trustees voted 
on Feb. 24, to request from the 
Federal Government a loan for 
the construction of a new 
residence hall. They subsequently 
authorized Hugh Macmillan, 
Director of Plant Operations, to 
make an application for up to 2.7 
million dollars for the new dorm. 
As in the case of Harper Hall, it 
can take up to two years for the 
loan to come through if it is 
approved. According to the 
government, the loan can only be 
procurred to eliminate present 
deficiencies and not for the 
purpose of increased enrollment. 

The dormitory is to be 
situated on Underhill between St. 
James and College streets. It is 
presently slated to house 300 
men and 100 women. 
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The new wings of Bradley Hall will hold 33 new classrooms and 
approximately 40 offices and interview rooms. 


Macmillan stresses, nowever, 
that merely requesting a loan 
does not guarantee it’s being 
approved. He also stated that the 
new Bradley Hall wings should be 
completed by Dec. 15 this year. 


That construction, which is right 
on schedule, will cost an 
estimated $1,103,000. The wings 
will contain 33 additional 
classrooms and 44 offices and 
interview rooms.

fraternities and sororities, five 
from the apartments and rooming 
houses, and three from whose 
who live at home. This 
breakdown would be checked 
each fall with the registrar’s 
office to insure continued fair 
geographic representation. 

The rationale behind 
reapportionment is the need for 
better representation of areas in 
which problems are likely to arise 
and in which changes might be 
needed. These areas are the 
housing unit divisions rather than 
organizational areas. 

An amendment was made on 
reapportionment legislation and 
after much debate it was finally 
passed. The amendment was to 
elect one Black student at large 
from the Black community. 


Senate made an exception to the 
legislation because of the special 
needs and interests of the Black 
student on this campus. It was 
felt that their problems could be 
worked out through Senate and it 
would be a loss to Senate and to 
the university to refuse them a 
seat.

those who wish to control, rather 
than be controlled by, their 
governments. 

It also met head on what 
Antioch Pres. James P. Dixon 
called “one of the principal evils 
in our culture and in our own 
community-the evil of mistrust.” 

Dr. Dixon said new referendum 
procedures adopted “should help 
us here to be more sensitive to 
human needs of people and to 
allow us to continue to be a small 
experiment on behalf of larger 
problems” abroad in the country. 

Antioch set a precedent a 
quarter-century ago when it acted 
to elect students to 
Administrative Council, which 
deals with such matters as tenure 
and budget. 

The council acted after several 
heavily attended meetings, during 
which some students and 
teachers, questioned the council’s 
representativeness and 
challenged its right to make

decisions that a significant 
minority might oppose. 

O p p o n ents were concerned 
about such recent specific issues 
as curtailment of the Antioch 
experimental elementary 
education program and a 
proposal to start a field study 
center in Columbia, Md. 

Under new procedures 
adopted, the Antioch community 
can in the future force 
reconsideration and even 
withdrawal of council action 
through a system of petition and 
full debate, followed by a 
referendum. 

Rules require council to 
reconsider an action if more than 
one-sixth of total eligible voters 
oppose it in a referendum. If a 
majority of eligible voters oppose 
an action, it is rescinded and 
council may not repass it. 
Amended action to deal with the 
topic also may be challenged by 
the process. 


The Bradley University 
Concert Band will go on tour this 
weekend with concerts in 
Sherrard, Illinois, and Pleasant 
Valley, Iowa, Sunday, and in 
Canton, Illinois, Monday.

agreed to give the BSA an 
amount ranging from $9,000 to 
$ 11 , 000 . 

But why should the University 
support a “Black Week” if it does 
not support any other student 
program financially. No other 
minority group has been granted 
this privilege. An example is 
Greek Week which is sponsored 
by the fraternities at Bradley. It 
receives no assistance from 
University funds. I fail to see why 
this policy should change merely 
because one has a different 
pigmentation of skin. 

In all fairness to the other 
students on campus, if the BSA 
wants to have a “soul week” it 
should devise some means of 
supporting the activity. It must 
not rely upon a university which 
is already suffering from a lack of 
sufficient funds (as exemplified 
by a library fund drive to get 
needed materials and the raise in 


tuition next fall) to subsidize its 
program. 

Unfortunately, however, 
President Van Arsdale did 
commit himself and when he 
tried to reduce the amount of 
funds, the BSA “revolted.” The 
doors of Swords Hall were 
blocked for at least half an hour 
as BSA members again conferred 
with the President. The result of 
this meeting was that the 
University would give them the 
original amount. 

Once again the BSA demands 
have been met. They will 
continue to demand and their 
demands will be granted. For in 
the past, if the BSA did not get 
what it wanted, when they 
wanted it, they reacted like 
spoiled children. Adult “temper 
tantrums” are the only solutions 

they have offered thus far. 
Hopefully, this condition will 
change (for the better) in the 
very near future.

Arena. The dates are posted on 
the student center bulletin board. 
Admission is open to the public 
and tickets are $1.25 for general 
admission and $1.75 for reserved 
seats. 

Players were recruited by 
co-captains Greg Martin and 
Lynn Rowe, who started the 
team last year.

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Tankers travel to Cincinnati 
for Mo. Valley championships

The Bradley tankers are 
concluding their season this 
weekend with the Missouri Valley 
Conference championships at 
Cincinnati. The Braves take a 
respectable 8-5 dual meet record 
into the conference meet. The 
meet started yesterday and will 
continue through tomorrow. 

The tankers have been 
extremely strong during the 
second half of this season, 
winning all four dual meets and 
making fine showings in various 
invitational meets. Coach Jim 


Spink has indicated that perhaps 
the Braves could have bettered 
their dual meet record a bit, but 
also added that he is very pleased 
at how the Braves have “come 
along lately”. Coach Spink also 
indicated that he expects Bradley 
to do “one of its best jobs ever at 
the conference meet”. 

Cincinnati must loom as the 
favorite since they have won the 
MVC meet the last five years in a 
row. The Bearcats also hold all 
but one of the records in the 
history of the conference 


championships. The one record 
that Cincinnati does not have is 
the 100 yard butterfly held by 
this year’s Bradley captain Tom 
Carney, who clocked a 54.4 in 
that event last year. 

Since 1958, Bradley has 
finished second in the conference 
four times and third four times. 
Last year the Braves finished 
second to the Bearcats. Coach 
Spink has said that the tankers 
have been “aggressive” all year 
and looks for a strong finish in 
Cincinnati. 


Braves edge Bearcats 64-61 at Cincy

During the 15 years that the 
Armory-Fieldhouse in Cincinnati 
has been in existence, the 
University of Cincinnati 
basketball team has suffered 
defeat only 25 times. Of that 
number, three times it has been 
at the hands of the Bradley 
Braves. 

This past Tuesday night was 
the most recent as the Braves gained 
revenge for an 82-62 trouncing

inflicted by the Bearcats earlier in 
Peoria as they upset Cincy, 
64-61. 

The victory for the Braves, 
their fifth in a row, wasn’t easy 
and it might have been one of the 
most gratifying wins of what 
actually isn’t such a bad season 
after all. 

“It was quite a ballgame,” said 
Bradley coach Joe Stowell. “It’s 
just too bad that the folks back 
in Peoria couldn’t see it.” 

Yes, quite a game it was. And 
it wasn’t decided until the final 
19 seconds when class won out 
for Bradley. 

Cincy got back to within 
62-61 on a Don Ogletree layup. 
The Braves had the ball out of 
bounds and Coach Tay Baker 
called time out for the ‘Cats. 

Bradley’s Dave Lundstrom 
in-bounded the ball by firing a 
perfect strike to the breaking L. 


C. Bowen, who was immediately 
fouled by Steve Wenderfer. 

Two foul shots later Bradley 
led 64-61 as Bowen was 
successful twice. 

The Bearcats put the ball in 
play only to have both of their 
two attempts from the floor miss 
the mark. They made only 27 of 
64 field goal tries during the 
game anyway, so the two missed 
at the end should have come as a 
surprise to no one. 

The Braves ran up a 29-24 
halftime lead as the cold shooting 
Bearcats were having fits trying 
to break the Bradley zone. 
Ogletree and Gordie Smith, who 
usually do the major portion of 
Cincinnati’s outside shooting, 
were limited in the points column 
in the first half, and only the 
giant tandem of 6-9 Rick 
Roberson and 6-8 Jim Ard were 
able to score. 

Ard, with 19 points, was tops 
for Cincy. He was good on 9 of 
12 field attempts and hauled in 
10 rebounds. Roberson tossed in 
17 points and paced the game’s 
rebounders with 16. Ogletree 
finished with 14 points, hitting 
on only 6 of 16 tries from the 
field, and Smith’s 2 for 9 
shooting restricted his scoring to 
four points. 

“We did a real good job with 
our zone,” commented Stowell. 
He went on to add: “The boys 
adjusted well and we were able to 
bring Cincy out away from the 
basket.” 

The victory guaranteed 
Bradley a winning season as it 
gave them a 14-11 record with 
one game remaining on the 
schedule, assuring the Braves of 
their 15th consecutive winning 
season. It also gave them a 7-8 
MVC record going into the 
season’s finale with Louisville. 

Pacing the Braves once again 
was 6-8 forward Steve Kuberski 
with 26 points, high for the 
game. His total came on 11 for 
19 from the field and 4 of 5 from 
the charity stripe. Bowen’s 
game-clinching free throws 
represented his 18th and 19th 
points of the night. 

The Braves’ backcourt took 
only four shots during the 
contest and scored 10 points 
(six of them came on Lundstrom 


free throws), but Stowell had no 
complaints. “Dave never played a 
better game while scoring so 
little,” said the Bradley cage 
mentor. 

Stowell also made mention of 
the fact that four of his starters 
went the full distance against the 
always strong Bearcats. Kuberski, 
Bowen, Criddle and Lundstrom 
all played the entire 40 minutes. 

“We were able to control the 
game the way we wanted to,”

noted Stowell. He continued: 
“We kept on the pressure with a 
tight man-to-man and we were 
able to take it over.” 

“They’ve probably got the 
best club in the league,” added 
Stowell, “they just haven’t been 
able to put it all together. Their 
crowd is upset and they haven’t 
done anything to help them. 
Cincy is always used to winning 
and so are the people.” 

He finished with: “The boys 
don’t have a chance for a 
championship, but they play 
every game like it is a 
championship game. They’ve got 
a lot of pride.” 

They should.

"The problems of scheduling” 

Part Two 

The major factors that influence basketball scheduling at 
Bradley are the practice of 15 home games and 11 road 
contests and the present practice of Coach Joe Stowell to 
play in a Christmas tournament. But four other factors must 
be taken into consideration in a discussion of the Bradley 
basketball schedule. 

Personal relationships developed between coaches 
influence any school’s cage card. “Most non-conference 
scheduling is done through personal relationships developed 
between coaches,” Athletic Director Charles Orsborn points 
out. The coach of the powerhouse Bradley squads of the late 
fifties and early sixties continues: “When I was coaching at 
Bradley, 1 was on very friendly terms with Johnny Kundla, 
head coach at Minnesota. So we played each other on a 
home-and-home basis for a couple of seasons. The longer 
that Coach Stowell is at Bradley, he will develop more 
contacts with other coaches.” And as these friendships with 
coaches of other major schools are developed, the chances of 
a home-and-home series with major colleges will be 
increased. 

The construction of new arenas like Pauley Pavilion 
(UCLA), the Events Building (Ann Arbor) and the Memorial 
Coliseum (Auburn) has also affected the Bradley basketball 
schedule. When Bradley first began to play at Robertson 
Memorial Fieldhouse, major colleges would be glad to travel 
to Peoria to play Bradley. The Fieldhouse was then one of 
the best college basketball arenas in the nation, and major 
schools would be honored to play there. Also, Bradley could 
offer a bigger guarantee than most other colleges because of 
the seating capacity at the Fieldhouse. 

But all this has changed in the past ten years. New arenas 
at other schools make the Fieldhouse look inferior by 
comparison. Now, instead of coming to Peoria to play 
Bradley for prestige and a big gate guarantee, many schools 
go to the new arenas where there is more prestige and, more 
important, more money. j 

Basketball players are only allowed to miss five school! 
days each semester. In past years the players have missed as 
little as IV 2 days a semester. This restriction on days missed 
from school prohibits the team from any extensive traveling 
for non-MVC games. Even if Bradlev would consider playing 
a non-conference game on the road without a return game,! 
the chances are that the restriction on days missed from 
school would prevent such a game. 

The final factor that affects scheduling concerns money. 
“Basketball is essential to support the seven other sports at 
Bradley. The money that the basketball program brings in 
must support the entire athletic program,” Orsborn remarks. 
This reliance on basketball for financial support means that 
Bradley must play 15 home games in order to get enough 
gate receipts to finance all sports. Also, a team like 
Augustana or Arlington doesn’t demand as big a guarantee as 
the major schools do, so Bradley, in effect, saves money by 
playing these schools. If the rest of the athletic program at 
Bradley is to continue, basketball must continue to make 
the money that it has made in the past. 

As was pointed out last week, the problems involved in 
scheduling are many and varied. Some of the problems cai 
be found at all schools, while other problems are only fount 
at Bradley. Perhaps Orsborn best summed up the proglem ol 
scheduling when he said: “Scheduling, along with recruiting 
is one of the most difficult parts of a school’s basketbal 
program. ” 


Netters open season 
tomorrow against ISU 


Illinois State is the first foe for 
Bradley’s tennis team this season 
as the Braves seek their 22nd 
consecutive dual meet victory 
tomorrow at the indoor courts of 
the Central Illinois Racquet Club 
in Peoria. The netters will be 
hoping for a continuance of last 
year’s perfect dual meet record, 
and they will be working for a 
repeat victory in the tough MVC 
tournament which will be hosted 


by Bradley this coming May. 

This is Tom Coker’s 14th year 
as tennis coach. He has brought 
the Braves from consistently 
losing records in the past to 
consistently winning seasons. 
Though the team is weaker this 
year with the loss of two top 
lettermen through graduation, 
Coach Coker says that when a 
team is “in the habit of winning, 
it’s easier to keep it up.”

—issues statement concerning students 1 rights 


“The“university is concerned 
community...” began President 
Van Arsdale in his address to the 
Faculty and the Student Senates 
at special meetings on March 7. 
His purpose for addressing the 
Senates at this time was to issue a 
statement of principles that the 
administration would follow in 
dealing with the situations that 
arose in the past week concerning 
the Black Students Alliance 
demands for money to support 
their university granted “Black 
Culture Week.” 

The statement included 
guidelines and programs in 
various areas of civil and 
academic rights of the Bradley 
student. 

Concerning civil and academic 
rights, Van Arsdale said 
that the university would take all 


necessary action to protect these 
rights for all members of the 
university. 

On the area of housing the 
university will assure to all 
students adequate housing 
“which meet standards of health 
and comfort conducive to good 
study habits and academic 
success.” The principles outlined 
stated that “racially-segrated 
housing is wrong and is 
inconsistant with the goals of a 
university” and that the 
university, “will undertake all 
steps including legal action to 
insure equality of treatment.” 

The president commented that 
the Academic Review Board will 
have its objectives and 
representation as well as its 
philosophy reviewed. Along with 
this board the orientation

Percy asks for special fares 


From the Enterprise , 
Rain field, Ill. 

Sen. Charles H. Percy (R-Ill.) 
will today introduce a bill to 
permit airlines to set special air 
fares for young people, the 
handicapped, military personnel, 
and persons aged 65 and older. 

The Percy proposal would 
authorize the Civil Aeronautics 
Board to allow the airlines to 
charge reduced air fares to these 
groups on the space-available 
basis. 

The CAB approved youth fare 
discounts in 1965. But on Jan. 
21, a CAB examiner ruled that 
the practice of charging half - 


price fares for youths between 
the ages of 12 and 21 on 
domestic airlines must be 
abolished. 

“The recent adverse ruling by 
the CAB, at the examiner’s level, 
makes it imperative that prompt 
remedial legislative action be 
taken to continue the low fares 
for young people, whenever space 
is available,” Percy said in 
introducing the measure. 

In addition, the Percy measure 
provides for special fares for 
military personnel, for persons 
aged 65 and older and for the 
handicapped, as defined by CAB 
regulation. 

Military personnel traveling on 


CCC approves parietal hours 


Parietal hours in men’s 
residence halls was approved by 
the Campus Community 
Commission last Wednesday, and 
the proposal will now go to the 
Dean of Students and the 
president of the university for 
approval. 

The plan specifies that men’s 
halls be open to women on 
Friday nights from 8 p.m. to 2 
a.m.; women must be the guest of 
a resident. The guests must sign a 


register when they enter and 
leave a building, and their host 
must sign when his guest enters. 

The Commission interpreted 
the proposal to include fraternity 
houses, but implementation there 
will probably differ from that in 
the residence halls. 

In other action, CCC approved 
an amendment to the Senate 
constitution providing for the 
reapportionment of the Student 
Senate. The Commission also 


approved a change in the 
constitution of the Student 
Radio Board of Control, so that 
all of the member’s will be 
appointed rather than some being 
elected and some appointed. 

Action on the Student 
Publications Council was delayed 
for another week, since Dean of 
Men Edward King, chairman of 
the committee to report on the 
subject, was absent. 


furlough already have reduced 
fare privileges on a stand-by basis 
aboard domestic airlines under a 
previous CAB ruling that remains 
unaffected by the examiner’s 
decision. However, the Percy 
legislation would for the first 
time provide a basis in the law for 
permitting these military fares as 
well as extending the lower fares 
to senior citizens and the 
handicapped. 

Domestic air carriers would, as 
before, have to decide whether to 
institute the special fares. In the 
past, most carriers extended to 
young people and military 
personnel the right to travel at 
half-price on a stand by basis 
during off-peak travel hours. 

In extending provisions for 
special air fares to the elderly and 
the handicapped, Percy said: 
“Older people face a special 
problem of loneliness caused, in 
part, by being cut off from the 
family and friends by the high 
cost of transportation. Moreover, 
the handicapped often also live 
on reduced incomes, with limited 
mobility and they too have 
special needs to be reunited more 
frequently with family and 
friends and are able to travel at 
off-peak travel times. 

“Our senior citizens and the

programs for all new freshman 
will be studied. 

It was made clear by the 
president that the Black Culture 
House is for the “enrichment of 
the total Bradley University 
community. 

Reaffirming the university 
“commitment to provide Black 
and other student counseling and 
financial aid assistance,” Van 
Arsdale also said the university 
was committed to an 
Afro-American degree program to 
be in operation by Sept., 1970. 
This program would be open to 
all interested students. 

Several Black scholars have 
been added to the faculty and the 
university “will continue to seek 
out faculty members who have 
particular and unique 
qualifications in all disciplines,” 
announced Van Arsdale. 

“The university in fulfilling its 
functions, must preserve and 
transmit what is the best of the 
past but must also attempt to 
identify the needs and challenges 
of the present and future. These 
principles are conceived in this 
spirit,” concluded Van Arsdale. 

Van Arsdale 
will answer 
questions 

Dr. Talman W. Van Arsdale, 
President of Bradley University, 
will hold a question-answer 
period, which will deal with 
recent events surrounding the 
university’s decision to aid in 
financing “Black Week,” this 
afternoon at 3 p.m. in the 
Fieldhouse. 

The university has made 
available to the Black Students 
Alliance an approximated 
$11,000 for the events and 
programs of their coming culture 
week. As a result of this action, 
other students throughout the 
university have voiced their 
discontent with this action and 
have begun making satirical 
demands of their own. 

The nucleus of the discontent 
is built around the present 
student fund drive for the library. 
Due to the poor response to 
student demands on the part of 
the university for expansion of 
the Cullom-Davis Library 
collection, students are 
attempting to raise $5000 for 
additional books to be included 
in the library’s resources. At the 
same time, students fail to see 
how and why the university was 
able to provide $11,000 for the 
support of “Black Week” when it 
could do little for the library. 
According to Dr. Van Arsdale, 
much of the money for “Black 
Week” was made available 
through private donations. 

The President is expected to 
make additional announcements 
and answer other questions 
regarding the library, “Black 
Week,” student unrest and the 
handling of future demands and 
demonstrations this afternoon in 
the Fieldhouse.

$50,000. 

The other paintings in the 
room, “Hill Family” by William

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reaffirm^Bu Psychology testing pegs resistance 'systems’ 

policy to press 


At a news conference with 
Peoria’s media following Friday’s 
special Faculty Senate, President 
Van Arsdale said that the reason 
for the special session of the 
Faculty Senate was to reaffirm 
the university’s position and 
loyalty of past university policy 
and policy statements. 

Concerning the financing of 
the furnishing of the Black 
Culture House, Van Arsdale 
stated that he hoped to see local 
Negro interest groups and 
organizations donate and 
volunteer various things such as a 
library on Black culture and 
objects of Black art. 

When asked why the change in 
various changes in some programs 
in the university, the president 
stated that some programs were 
not relevant to the present day 
student and that changes were 
necessary in order to keep this 
relevance in the university.

handicapped often must live on 
pensions and other forms of fixed 
income and therefore deserve 
special consideration in traveling 
by air in return for traveling at 
times when the seats would 
otherwise go empty.” 

Percy’s bill is similar to 
legislation introduced recently in 
the House by Rep. James H. 
Scheuer (D-N.Y.) and 
co-sponsored by a bipartisan 
group of more than 40 
congressmen. 


The majority of people 
undergoing psychological testing 
were found to be rigid in their 
beliefs and resistant to change 
according to Dr. Richard Alter 
who spoke last Thursday night at 
a psychology club meeting. 

Alter, who is a professor at 
Western University, told the large 
group that, in general, however, 
most people are of a mixture of 
the four categories used to 
measure attitudes and beliefs as 
an individual. 

About 65 per cent are of 
“System 1”. These are 
the people who react grossly to 
any deviation, overemphasize the 
bad, and resist change of any 
sort. 

“They learn early to close up 
their world and quickly put it in 
terms of bad and good,” said 
Alter. They are concrete rather 
than abstract people who fare 
high on the D or Dogmatic Scale 
and on another psychology test 
“F-Measuring” authoritarian 
attitude. 

They would be the sort of 
people, for example who would 
answer a question such as “What 
is the American way of life?” 
with “It is the greatest in the 
world,” according to Alter. 

The exact opposite is the 
“System 4” people named by 
Alter “the good guys.” They are 
most likely to be verbal on 
written psychology tests, be more 
abstract in thinking, more apt to 
say it is up to each person rather 
than a certain belief is absolutely 
wrong or right. 

Alter estimates that only five 
per cent of the people used in 
tests turned out to be “System 
4” people, that is those who are 
abstract and more relative. 

System 2 people, according to 
Alter are those who are 
anti-social and negative. When 
asked on a “This I Believe” (TIB) 
test what they thought of the

American way of life, one System 
2 person wrote, for example, one 
four letter word on a piece of 
paper, according to Alter. 

System 3 people turn out to 
be the best teachers, and are 
more abstract than either System 
1 or 2 people. They are the 
“people” orientated ones who, 
for example, if asked about the 
American way of life would 
answer, “This is a good place to 
live because of all the different 
sort of people one meets,” 
according to Alter. 

In a very real classroom 
situation with Head Start 
children, observers found that 
System 1 people, those more 
rigid in their beliefs, were the 
coldest and dealt harshly with 
those children needing 
punishment of some sort. 

“In some cases it was 
depressing to watch System 1 
teachers,” said Alter. 

System 4 teachers taught well 
but were not “involved” 
according to Alter. They more 
readily gave reasons “why” to the 
child who was being punished, 
whereas System 1 teachers 
merely gave the child a directive. 

In another test conducted 


among college freshmen, subjects 
were put into a dark room to 
judge the distance between pairs 
of lights. After every 10 
judgments, testers would ask 
subjects how confident they were 
- how readily would they change 
their mind. 


After 80 per cent confidence 
was established, the subjects were 
told to teach another how to 
judge the distance between the 
lights. The subjects were told that 
the subject’s “student,” a 
“stooge” who was either

LIBRARY POWER 


Resources 

Consistent 

With Goals? 


“ ... However, since Bradley University is a private 
institution with a minimum endowment and limited funds, 
it must balance its goals against its resources. Therefore, the 
basic criterion in the allocation of its resources is the 
contribution of each program toward the achievement of the 
most urgent academic needs . . Dr. Van Arsdale told 
students and faculty last Friday, as he met with both groups 
to explain the university’s position on the events 
surrounding the decision to support Black week. 

The question that now arises, however, is what 
constitutes an urgent academic need? Certainly, one 
criterion which must be used to judge need and one which, 
in light of the university’s recent decision and policy 
statement, must have been used, is the number of students 
and overall university experience which may be effected by 
a particular decision. While there is little doubt that many 
students will fail to look beyond the superficial effects of 
the university’s decision regarding Black culture, there is no 
doubt that when viewing the new policy to its ultimate goal, 
much will eventually be gained by the entire studentbody 
and the educational atmosphere of Bradley. Certainly, this 
criterion of overall effect and enhancement of the university 
experience is a valid one on which to set policy and 
priorities, and allocate resources. 

Keeping in mind this criterion, one cannot help but 
wonder, however, why something was not done earlier. Why 
did it take a certain amount of force to awaken the 
university to this urgent academic need? And why do 
Bradley’s present set of priorities appear to be so ignorant to 
this criterion of overall effect? 

For example, is the library so insignificant in relation to 
the overall university experience that its need can be placed 
behind that of a new gymnasium, a new speech-hearing 
clinic, a new theatre, a new art gallery, or additional parking 
facilities - all of which are listed as the most urgent physical 
plant needs of the university in its booklet of goals. 

Yet in that same booklet under “General 
Implementations” to achieving the purpose of the university 
can be found, “The University Library shall be given a 
priority in budget planning that will insure the number and 
quality of volumes commensurate with the needs of the 
academic program.” Now, according to the North Central 
Association, the library is barely adequate to sustain the 
university’s academic program, and according to standards 
of the American Library Association, the library is 
approximately 100,000 volumes short of sustaining the 
university’s academic program. No one can deny the overall 
effect of the library upon the university experience, nor can 
they deny its need. Yet, where is concern and action for the 
improvement of the library? 

Approximately 100,000 volumes, costing 1.2 million 
dollars, are needed to bring the library to the level of 
minimum standards. A significant budget increase is also 
necessary to maintain this standard. And, if such standards 
are eventually sought, a new or expanded physical plant will 
be necessary to handle this increase in resources. 

Anything short of providing for this minimum standard 
would seem contradictory to the goals of the university, the 
policy for allocation of resources and the spirit by which the 
decision to support “Black Week” was guided. To deny that 
the essence of a university is its faculty and library is to rob 
every student of an academic need equally as urgent, equally 
as effective and equally as great in contribution to the 
university experience, as those needs so recently satisfied.

working on a doctoral for physics 
or a gas station attendant. The 
stooge was told by testers to 
judge distances 15 feet more than 
the real distance between the two 
lights.

The Louisville freshmen, who 
earlier this year defeated the 
Cardinal varsity squad, upended 
the Bradley freshmen, 78-68, in 
the Papooses 1969 finale at 
Robertson Memorial Fieldhouse 
last Thursday. The Papooses 
finished the season at 11-4, while 
the Baby Cardinals are 14-0-1. 
The 10 point victory spread was 
the narrowest margin of victory 
for Louisville this season.

“Simmons had a terrific game 
defensively as well as offensively.

Sunday morning. “I thought that 
Rob Sellinger had a crack at the 
100 freestyle, but the field was 
faster than I thought it would be.

“Overall, I was real happy 
with the way we performed this 
season.

Bradley finished with an 8-5 
dual mark.

“They have come through all 
year in these types of situations,” 
beamed John Dromo. His 
Louisville Cardinals had just 
beaten Bradley, 82-78, to assure 
themselves at least a tie for the 
Missouri Valley championship. 

A few moments later the score 
from St. Louis came through 
with Drake on top, 93-78, over 
the Billikens. Thus, the Bulldogs 
and Louisville finished with 
identical 13-3 MVC records 
setting the stage for last night’s 
playoff in Wichita. 

While Drake’s victory in St. 
Louis may have been an easy one, 
such was not the case for the 
Cards. 

Bradley trailed by six points, 

77- 71, with 1:25 on the clock 
when Louisville’s Denny Deeken 
fouled the driving Frank 
Sylvester, who missed both free 
throws. Steve Kuberski’s rebound 
shot brought the Braves to within 
four points 10 seconds later. 

At :49 Bowen tossed in a 
jumper to bring the Braves to 
only a two point deficit, but the 
Cardinals opened it up to three 
points as Grosso made one of two 
shots on an intentional foul by 
Dave Lundstrom. 

Bowen’s free throw made it 

78- 76, but a driving layup by 
Butch Beard put the Cards ahead 
for good at :18. Jerry King’s 29th 
and 30th points of the night 
came as he sank both ends of a 
one-on-one situation with seven 
seconds remaining. Lundstrom 
hit a jump shot with four seconds 
to play to close out the scoring. 

Louisville led 39-34 at the end 
of the first half, thanks to an 
eight point spurt, in which Beard 
had six, in the closing minutes. It 
broke a 28-all tie and, according 
to Dromo, decided the game. 

“Butch made a driving layup 
and that was the turning point of 
the game,” noted Dromo. The 
basket put Louisville ahead 30-28 
at the start of their eight point 
barrage. 


Part of the story of the first 
half was the Braves’ sloppy ball 
handling. Three times they 
messed up three-on-one fast 
breaks, and those six points there 
could have made it a different 
game. 

“The boys made a few errors 
in the first half,” said Bradley’s 
Joe Stowell. “We were a little 
tight,” he added, “and we tried a 
little too hard.” 

The Braves came out in the 
second half and went into a 
man-to-man defense. It obviously 
did the trick, for a while at least, 
as they eventually took the lead 
55-54 with 12:35 to play. In the 
next ten minutes the Cards 
outscored Bradley, 19-11 to go 
ahead for good. 

“Bradley went into a 
man-td-man defense and it took a 
while to adjust,” stated Dromo. 
“We brought Grosso up to a high 
post to let him handle the ball,” 


he later said. Dromo went on to 
say: “Joe did a helluva good job^ 
when he switched into the 
man-to-man, but our boys 
adjusted well.” 

Both teams shot well from the 
floor, Bradley shooting 54.6 
percent, and Louisville 54.2 
percent. The Braves hit on 33 or 
64 field goal attempts, while the 
Cards were 32 for 59. 

Louisville actually won the 
game at the free throw line where 
they converted 18 of 24, as 
compared to only 8 of 13 for 
Bradley. 

“We did some great foul 
shooting in the second half, 
making 13 of 16,” beamed 
Dromo. Most of those shots came 
down the stretch in one-and-one 
situations. 

Stowell agreed with Dromo, 
“We shot well enough, but just 
got beat at the free throw stripe.” 

The final statistics produced 
one interesting fact - the 
rebounding column. Louisville 
came into the game boasting the 
leading rebounder in the league, 
Grosso. The 6-9 center, averaging 
15 rebounds a game, was limited 
to only eight by the Braves. 
Bradley led in team rebounds, 
30-21, paced by Kuberski’s 13 
and Bowen’s 11. 

Following King’s game high 30 
points for Louisville was Beard’s 
20. They got help from Grosso 
and Deeken, who three in 13 and 
11, respectively. Beard had one 
of his greatest shooting nights, 
connecting on all but one of his 
nine shots from the field and all 
four of his free throws. 

Bradley got a 24 point effort 
from Bowen (10-17, 4-4) in his 
last varsity game. Another player 
closing out his career, 
Lundstrom, finished second with 
19 points. Marshall had 18 and 
Cal Criddle tossed in 12 on six 
for seven from the field. 

Bowen and Kuberski, the 
highest scoring forward duo in 
the country, each finished the 
season with *598 points. That 
total gave them a 23.0 average. 

Bowen’s figure gives him a 
total of 1516 for his career, fifth 
on the all-time Bradley scoring 
list. He ranks third behind Chet 
Walker and Joe Allen for those 
players with only three years on 
the varsity. 

The Braves finished the year 
with a 7-9 MVC record, 14-12 
overall. It also marked the 14th 
consecutive season in which 
Bradley closed above the .500 
level. The last time they were 
under was the 1954-55 season 
when they were 9-20.

:31 second half - Bowen converts a free throw. 
Louisville’s lead now 78-76. 

:13 second half - Beard drives the lane for a bucket.

After the game - Dromo looks calmer than some of the 
exuberant Bradley fans. He looks like he’s just finished a 
chess game rather than a basketball game.

When in the course of human 
I events it becomes necessary for 
students to take over their library 
and to assume among the powers 
of the university the equal station 
to which the laws of dignity 
entitle them, a decent respect to 
the opinions of mankind require 
that they declare the reasons that 
compel them to such action. 

In fulfilling their commitment 
to the American ideal of 
democratic processes, reasons 
were given. Reasons had been 
given for days, weeks, and even 
months. However, the 
administration had felt the 
reasons unwarranted and hence 
failed to take action. 

Action, a word previously 
foreign to the Bradley vernacular, 
] has found a home. Action, 
I manifesting itself in the form of a 
startling walkout on President 
Talman W. Van Arsdale. Action, 
in the form of a mass book 
checkout at the Cullom-Davis 
Library. Action, in the form of a 
take-over of the library. And 
action, in the heretofore 
unbelievable form of student 
concern and participation. 

The 20th Century came of age 
for Bradley last Tuesday- in 
Robertson Memorial Fieldhouse. 
At 3:30 in the afternoon during 
the President’s news conference, 
student Edward Hyson suggested 
that as a form of protest over the

Student drive

To facilitate the extended 
length of the drive, the collection 
booth in the Student Center will 
I remain open for at least another 
week - March 17-21. 


check books out of the library en 
masse. Over 200 students heeded 
his call for action, and by 5 p.m. 
the library staff reported over 
5,000 books had been checked 
out. 

News reached the protesting 
students that the President had 
not responded favorably to the 
action. Spontaneously they 
agreed to remain inside the 
library until their demand of $1.5 
million was met, even if this 
meant a 24-hour occupation. 

An emergency meeting of the 
Bradley Student Senate was 
slated for 5:30 p.m. to discuss 
their role in the protest. Due to 
poor communications, and total 
chaos, a quorum was not reached 
until 5:4 5 when the Senate 
finally convened. Due to 
considerable pressure and the 
impracticality of doing otherwise, 
the meeting was open to all 
students. 

Treasurer Gary Roberts moved 
that the “Bradley Student Senate 
endorse the actions involved in 
protesting the library, providing 
that: (A) No student’s right to 
use the library is impaired. (B) 
The action will be terminated 
when a favorable response to the 
demand that $1.5 million be 
appropriated for volumes and the 
necessary staff for the library. (C) 
No regulations of the library are 
broken.” 


Arguments and counter 
arguments flared for close to an 
hour before a roll call vote was 
taken at 6:30. There were 29 for 
the main proposal and four 
against with one absention. The

Following is the commitment 
which President Talman W. Van 
Arsdale has made to the students 
of Bradley University. 

(1) That a commitment of 
approximately $1.5 million to 
the library in the form of 
volumes and necessary staff for 
adequately meeting the needs of 
the students be made 
immediately by Bradley 
University. 

(2) That this shall be 
considered the top physical 
priority of the university through 
the sources of free funds. 

(3) That this commitment 
shall extend over the period of 
time necessary to order and stock 
these volumes, as long as that 
period shall not exceed three 
fiscal years. 


Week.” To put an end to the 
unrest, President Van Arsdale 
held a press conference which 
instead blew the top off the 
Whole affair. 

While most students left the 
conference with a feeling of 
dissatisfaction, the Dean’s Office 
was a little more hopeful. Dean 
King was the first back from the 
conference, and his first reaction 
was optimistic. 

Dean King felt that the 
conference showed the 
administration’s effort to 
cooperate with the student body. 
The problem, according to King, 
was one of frustration on the part 
of both the administration and 
the students, and their failure to 
communicate with each other. 

When asked what he felt about 
the group of students that left 
the conference to check out 


Harry Brent resigned as 
faculty advisor to the Student 
Senate following the special 
meeting last Tuesday because he 
felt the Senate is more of a 
recommending body rather than 
a governing body. He said he 
could not go along with such a 
body and could no longer be of 
any assistance. 

Treasurer Roberts moved that 
the Senate demand that $1.5 
million be appropriated 
immediately for acquisition to 
the library and that the library be 
closed until the acquisitions were 
made. Senate debated this issue 
but finally came to the 
conclusion that the motion was 
not practical. 

Senator Rosie moved that the 
Senate accept the statement 
made by T. W. Van Arsdale last 
Friday. After discussion the 
Senate voted down the motion. 

A motion made by John 
Hanks as chairman of the 
program and events committee 


books from the library, King 
responded that he thought the 
students’ intentions were sincere. 
However, he felt that they were 
just creating a problem for their 
fellow students. 

This was 4:15 p.m. Tuesday 
afternoon when King closed the 
interview with “I think 
everything will be all right.” Even 
as he spoke only a few hundred 
yards away the library was 
beginning to be drained of its 
books. 

The lobby of the library was 
jammed with students, White 
students and Black students alike. 
Some were checking out stacks of 
books, others were just observing 
the whole affair. Students stood 
in a wall-to-wall unbroken mass 
in the lobby. The stairs were 
carpeted with more students and

Most significant to the worth of this university, is its library and its 
faculty. Although the university administration has always displayed 
its regard for faculty, there was serious doubt in the minds of students 
as to the position of the library. Now, that doubt will no longer exist, 
providing the President’s decision is upheld by the Board of Trustees. 

It is upon this fact that victory rests, not victory for the student 
body, the faculty or the administration, but victory for Bradley 
University.

No apathy 

and no empathy 


It’s finally happened at Bradley. I’ve been waiting three years, many 
others have been waiting longer. The apathy of the student body is 
being replaced by a concern - concern about the library, concern 
about academic standards, concern about the students, concern about 
coming to college to learn, not to party. 

The students showed that they are no longer totally apathetic 
(those who did not applaud when President Van Arsdale said the 
solution to Mike Ghelfi’s problem was to transfer) at the President’s 
recent “pressed” conference at the Fieldhouse -- he was indeed pressed 
- pressed for some answers to some important questions. 

The question here was not “why did the BSA get $9,000 (as we all 
did not know), but rather, how did the administration come up with 
$9,000 for their cause and not come up with anything for what 
students thought was a more pressing need - more books for our 
inadequate library. 

Van Arsdale said that the Black students had a very immediate need 
for this money to support Black Culture Week. If the University did 
not help them, it would take them possibly until next year to finance 
the project. This action I can agree with, but I think the reason for the 
immediacy was a fear of possibly more forceful ways of getting the 
money -- as demonstrated at the doors of Swords Hall during the 
conference. 

On the library question, a number of students tried to impress upon 
the president, and upon university officials, that the students think 
that an adequate library is more important to the academic standing 
the this university than a new physical education complex which is 
now at the top of the priority list for Bradley funds. Admitting that 
the priority list was made long ago, the president still declined to 
accept the fact that the library’s need is as important as that of a 
physical education complex. 

To protest this “No” answer of the Yes or No question, several 
concerned students decided to show their concern by physically 
attacking the library, by “taking out” many or all of its books. As 
behavior of a college student, I cannot condone this action. But, as a 
method of protest toward a seemingly uncooperative ruling body, I 
have to give my support. 

The students have replaced their apathy ; now let the administration 
have some empathy.

Student voice prevails 

Student protest is a new, 
colorful, and dramatic form of 
dissent, directed against one of 
our most sacrosanct institutions. 
It has engaged the attention of 
the press and the public 
throughout the world and no 
matter how idealistic or 
misdirected its motives may be, it 
must be recognized as a novel and 
distinct method of gaining public 
attention. 


Student protests may vary 
somewhat in form and intensity, 
but all seem to follow a definite 
pattern. In the beginning, a 
committee draws up a list of 
formal demands and presents it 
to the president of the university. 
These demands are carefully 
worded so as to include several 
that are either impossible or 
illegal. By use of the “rigged” 
demand, the university officials 
are placed in a classic dilemma. 

If the students demands are 
not met, a “Contrived 
Confrontation” with some 
constituted authority, either the 
university officials or the police, 
is staged. This is accomplished by 
any number of methods, the 
most common being: the massive 
“sit-in” or seizure of university 
property, or the physical 
blocking of classrooms or 
buildings. This act is calculated to 
generate a great deal of coverage 
in the news media and also to 
dramatize the fact that the 
protestors are willing to risk 
disciplinary action in - their 
struggle to achieve their 
objectives. 

While a number of 
organizations such as the

Sander Vanocur, the dapper 
anchorman for NBC New’s 
monthly two-hour news program, 
“First Tuesday,” said the best 
advice he can give to a student 
planning to go into radio or 
television broadcasting is to 
“learn how to write a simple 
declarative sentence.” 

Vanocur said there is “no 
sure-fire formula” for success in 
news broadcasting, but a student 
can best prepare himself for the 
business by supplementing his 
courses with a “lot of English, 
languages and history.” 

Vanocur, who lectured last 
Tuesday in Robertson Memorial 
Fieldhouse as part of the Lecture 
Arts Series, said he became 
interested in news broadcasting 
while a student at Northwestern 
University after listening to 
Howard K. Smith, now a 
commentator for ABC television. 

After graduating from 
Northwestern, Vanocur attended 
London School of Economics for 
a year and joined the staff of the 
Manchester Guardian in London. 
While on the Guardian, he began , 
doing a news analysis program for 
the British Broadcasting 
Company, which led to an 
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assignment as a stringer for CBS 
News in London. 

After his return to the United 
States, Vanocur worked for the 
New York Times and then joined 
NBC News in 1957. 

Tanned from a short vacation 
in Mexico, Vanocur said the 
stories presented on his “First 
Tuesday” program are a 
combination of efforts by 
everyone connected with the 
show. “We just sit around and 
think of things,” he said, 
emphasizing that they try new 
approaches to old stories to make 
the program different. 

Vanocur said his most 
enjoyable news coverage was of 
the 1960 campaign because it 
washis “first big break as a 
reporter.” He said it was an 
“exciting and historical” event as 
two young men, John Kennedy 
and Richard Nixon ; emerged 
from the serenity of the 
Eisenhower era. 


Vanocur served as NBC floor 
reporter for all the national 
political conventions since 1960. 
Commenting on recent charges 
that some incidents in Chicago 
during the Democratic National 
Convention last year were staged 
for newsmen, Vanocur said, “I 
can’t believe the incidents, if 
there were any, were anything 
but isolated. M 

Vanocur said he lectures at 
college about 20 times a year and 
added, “I love it.”

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Afro-American degree 
to be offered at Yale 
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"Odd Couple”gets March opening 


NEW HAVEN, CONN. 
(I.P.)-For the first time, a new 
curriculum at Yale has been 
developed not by the faculty 
alone but jointly with students. 
The Yale faculty voted recently 
to establish a new program in 
Afro-American Studies. Effective 
next Sept. Yale students will be 
able to major in this field during 
their four undergraduate years. 

The planning committee 
consisted of four professors and 
four students - the latter all 
members of the Black Student 
Alliance at Yale. 

Although many colleges, 
including Yale, have been 
offering individual courses in 
Afro-American studies, the new 
Yale program is the first of a 
major university that makes this 
subject a field of study leading to 
the B.A. degree. 

The committee anticipated the 
objections of some scholars that 
Afro-American courses are being 
proposed for political and not 
intellectual reasons. Robert A. 
Dahl, Sterling Professor of 
Political Science who was 
committee chairman, emphasized 
that the strongly stated desire for 
the program among some Yale 
students “should hardly be 
considered a disadvantage, much 
less a disqualification.” 

However, he saic£ “the only 
valid justification of the proposed 
program, and the only one 
advanced by those of us who 
propose this major, is that it 
fulfills legitimate educational 
needs at Yale and meets the 
standards we expect in all our 
majors.” 

The program, he pointed out, 
is designed to meet the needs of 
White students as well as Black. 
“It is hard to say which is the 
more appalling,” he said, “the 
ignorance of whites about black 
people or the ignorance of 
Afro-Americans about their own 
experience.” 

Charles H. Taylor, Provost of 
Yale, emphasized that “The 
Black students’ recommendation 
of a major in Afro-American 
studies has been especially 
persuasive on two counts: 

“First, they have insisted from 
the beginning that it is 
educationally essential for all 
students in Yale College to be 
able to enlarge their 
understanding of the Black 
experience; 

“Second, they have insisted 
that the major be intellectually 
rigorous, urging concentration in 
a discipline, such as history or 
economics, together with the 


interdisciplinary scope which the 
subject requires.” 

The proposal approved by the 
faculty was the result of more 
than nine months of work by the 
joint committee appointed last 
winter by President Kingman 
Brewster, Jr. Members of the 
Black Student Alliance at Yale 
(BSAY) met with President 
Brewster and other staff and 
faculty officers including Provost 
Taylor to discuss, among other 
topics, curriculum. 

The BSAY has about 100

clarifying points all passed 
unanimously. 

Senator Michael Glick then 
moved that the library remain 
open for 24 hours daily until the 
demands were met with book 
checking privileges to remain as 
usual. The motion was 
overwhelmingly adopted. By the 
time the student Senate ajoumed 
at 6:45, there were over 200 
interested students in attendance 
in the Wyckoff room where the 
meeting was held. 

All during that time, people 
lined the walls waiting to check 
out their evening’s supply of a 
dozen or more books, causing the 
largest traffic jam the library has 
ever seen. 

A caucus was held at 8:30 
p.m. in the Wyckoff room to 
discuss what action would be 


taken if the demands were 
refused. Heated debate ensued 
between members of the faculty 
who had been in attendance and 
advising throughout the 
afternoon. 

The liberal faction composed 
of Drs. Goldberg and Simmons 
strongly contested the suggested 
steps of additional action, 
proposed by Profs. Bray and 
Brent. At one time the argument 
grew into an exchange of 
picturesque epithets by opposing 
groups; but it was then decided 
to wait for a response before any 
further action was adopted. 

At 9:30 p.m. Pete Erlinder 
clarified the semantics of the 
situation and generated 
enthusiastic arousal of the tiring 
students. Later in the evening a 
representative group of 13 
students drafted their exact 


position to be presented before 
the President on Wednesday 
morning. 

At 9 a.m. Wednesday, after a 
tiring evening, the 13 students 
met with President Van Arsdale 
for over an hour discussing the 
events of the past day. At 10 a.m. 
13 jubilant smiles returned to the 
weary students - the sign they 
had all been waiting for. 

At noon on Wednesday an 
all-school meeting was called, 
where it was announced • that 
President Van Arsdale had agreed 
to meet the demands of the 
students.

Yale already has a sizeable 
number of experts on the faculty 
who are teaching courses and 
doing research in the general area 
of Afro-American Studies. Last 
summer, Yale appointed to its 
faculty Leonard Thompson, the 
British-born historian who was at 
the University of California at 
Los Angeles (UCLA) where he 
built up their African Studies 
Program.

Reed Smith

“There is some pain in 
uprooting. I enjoyed my work at 
Bradley ... I made my 
contribution and it is time to 
move along.” 

So said Dr. Reed Smith, 
associate professor of political 
science, and head of that 
department. Dr. Smith resigned 
from the Bradley faculty 
(effective Aug. 31, 1969) to 
accept a similar position as 
professor of political science and 
chairman of the department at 
Wright State University in 
Dayton, Ohio. 

In his resignation, Dr. Smith 
indicated that he regretted to 
leave Bradley, where he has been 
teaching since September, 1963, 
but he felt this was simply too 


good an opportunity to turn 
down. 

Dr. Smith was originally 
contacted by the acting chairman 
of the political science 
department of Wright State last 
October, and invited to apply if 
he was interested. His new 
contract provides for promotion 
to the rank of full professor, a 
three hour teaching load instead 
of his nine hour teaching load at 
Bradley, and an increase over his 
present salary.

Student protest; a novel 


During his period at Bradley, 
Dr. Smith has taken active part in 
a number of extra-curricular and 
community activities. During his 
First years here, he was one of the 
founders and faculty advisor to 
the Student Service Committee, 
composed of Bradley students 
who do tutoring and other 
services in the Peoria area. 
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Society and the Black Student 
Alliance have been among the 
active formenters of student 
protests, there seems to be little 
evidence of any unified 
leadership or even agreement on 
issues between these various 
groups. Other than all being 
anti-establishments, they seem to 
have no common bond. 

As a means of gaining public 
attention, student protest has 
been singularly successful, 
although there is a lack of 
discipline and over-reaction on 
the part of the students who have 
tended to focus their attention 
more on their antics rather than 
on the issues they espouse. In 
spite of being unendowed, 
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disorganized, inconsistent, with 
often questionable leadership, 
student protest has still managed 
to emerge as a clarion voice 
strong enough to shake the 
ancient gates of the belligerent 
establishments against which its 
efforts are directed.

Dr. Smith has long been 
identified with a liberal position 
and in particular, an anti-war 
policy. “There are pressures on 
those who are outspoken. These 
pressures do exist even in a 
presumably free atmosphere. The 
administration has done a good 
job of protecting academic 
freedom at Bradley, but there are 
times when you feel you’ve 
battled other pressures long 
enough.” Dr. Smith added, “You 
can have friends and still disagree 
with them.” 


undergraduate work at DePauw 
University and Hillsdale College. 
He received in 1967 an Alumni 
Achievement Award from 
Hillsdale College for “outstanding 
accomplishment in the Field of 
political science and education.” 
The University of Michigan, the 
University of Vienna, and Indiana 
University have been the sites of 
Dr. Crane’s postgraduate work. 
He received from the latter 
institution his M.A. and Ph.D. 
degrees. He has also taught at 
Indiana University. 


Dr. E. R. Kuchel, 
vice-president for academic 
affairs, expressed regret at Dr. 
Smith’s resignation. In his letter 
accepting the resignation, he said, 
“We are pleased and proud that 
you chose to devote six years of 
your life to the growth of 
Bradley University in academic 
stature, and there can be no 
doubt that you contributed 
significantly toward the 
achievement of that objective . .. 
we always regret the loss of a 
good faculty member.”

Upon entering the stack 
rooms, one could hear a constant 
click click over vocal hums, as 
crowds of students checked out 
one book after another. They 
roamed the stacks filling their 
arms with books and heading 
towards the check-out desk. 

One student, Bill Lombardo, 
who came to the library just out 
of curiosity stated, “I think the 
administration should take a 
second look at the library. They 
should set up a student 
committee to help reform the 
present situation.” But that 
present situation steadily 
worsened with each tick of the 
clock and each click of the card 
punch. 

When asked what they hoped 
to accomplish, a couple who sat 
on the floor taking cards out of 
books, replied, “to get more 
books for the library. Nothing 
was being done by the 
administration; now they’ll have 
to do something.” 

There were also students there 
who thought the library was fine 
just the way it was. Unlike the 
majority, they would rather have 
a new gym than an improved 
library. 

A Negro student who 


identified himself as “Snuky” felt 
that the money for the gym 
should definitely go to the 
library. When asked about the 
controversy over “Soul Week,” 
he explained that “Soul Week” 
was meant for the whole student 
body and not just the Negro 
students. “Of course we should 
still get the money; we proposed 
this in January, and everything 
was passed.” 

Even those who did not go to 
the library held very strong 
feelings over the matter. 

Susan Gold felt that the 
conference was a waste of time, 
because Van Arsdale failed to 
answer any of the questions 
directly except for a definite 
“No,” when asked if he would 
use the gym facilities money for 
the library instead. 

As Tuesday evening began, 
Bradley entered a state of chaos. 
Students spent the night at the 
library, and WRBU stayed on the 
air all night to keep the people in 
^the dorms informed. Rumors 
were running wild: that there 
were FBI men on campus, that 
the student’s next move was to 
take over Swords Hall, and that 
under no circumstances would 
the students compromise their 
seven demands.

Even though ZBT finished the 
IFC season with a better record 
than Sigma Chi, the Sigs are the 
1968-69 regular season IFC 
champions. ZBT finished at 12-2; 
Sigma Chi at 11-2, Sigma Chi 
never played Kappa Delta Rho, 
but KDR verbally conceded the 
game. This would make the Sigs’ 
record 12-2, but officially their 
record remains 11-2.

Granted many of the students 
who checked books out of the 
library and many of those who 
spent last Tuesday night in that 
building were perhaps encouraged 
more by the novelty of the idea 
than by the real goal that was in 
minds of the leaders. At no time, 
however, was the purpose and 
support of any student merely 
for destructive or detrimental 
ends. 

Moreover, the students who 
led the action and the students 
who met with the President that 
following Wednesday morning 
were, perhaps, some of Bradley’s 
finest. Although gradepoint is by 
no means a precise indication of 
intellectual prowess or reasoning 
capabilities, it is significant that 
the mean average of overall 
gradepoints of the 14 leaders is a 
“B”. The activity records of these 
students is also remarkably 
interesting. For example, of the 
14 leaders, five have been 
recognized as members of Who’s 
Who in American Colleges and 
Universities, seven are student 
Senators, including the president, 
vice president and treasurer of 
the student body. In addition, 
one is the president of the senior 
class, one is the editor-in-chief of 
the Scout and four were classified 
as members of the Omicron Delta 
Kappa Leadership Honorary. 
Many other numerous 
c r o s s-membershi ps inclu ded 



honor societies, honor 
fraternities, dean’s list and eight 
were graduating seniors. 

Above all, these students were 
selected by those students who 
were present that night in the 
library to carry their interests and 
desires to the President of the 
university. These “organizers,” 
“dissidants” and “radicals” as 
they have been referred to by 
many, were only interested in the 
future of their university; and 
united as one group toward a 
common goal, they sought for 
the Bradley Library its rightful 
place as a primary part of the 
essence for which a university 
exists. 

It is important that others 
recognize the fact that in the 
minds of the students present 
that night was the reputation of 
their university - a reputation 
which they would carry with 
them for the rest of their lives, a 
reputation for which they were 
striving to improve. As a result 
there was unity in all actions, 
confirmation and evaluation of 
decisions and a conscious effort 
to gain for the library its proper 
priority. 

Also it is important that 
others recognize that a majority 
of the students present that night 
were seniors who stood little to 
gain in the way of reaping 
benefits from the library 
expansion, but stood much to 
gain from their wish to improve 
and recognize Bradley as a 
university of academic acclaim 
and not academic embarrassment. 
With their wish being granted, 
these seniors can look back as 
alumni, recall the reputation they 
carry and support the university 
which provided that reputation.

Students walk out of conference 


As students began settling 
down for the night in the 
Cullom-Davis Library, playing 
cards, strumming guitars 
studying or sleeping, 14 students 
representing a cross-section of 
fields at the university assembled 
about 1 x a.m. in the Student 
Center. 

The group consisted of 
Student Senate leaders, 
organizers of the “Concerned 
Students” and other interested 
students who felt they could 
contribute to the session. 
Employing a number of sources, 
including the recent resolution 
presented by the department of 
the College of Liberal Arts and 
Sciences, the students were 
attempting to draft a proposal 
which would adequately 
represent the needs exhibited by 
their fellow students in the 
library. After deliberating for 
over an hour, the group agreed 
that the problem could be 
resolved when the university 
“publicly committed to the 
library expansion the sum of $1.5 
million from an expanded capital 
fund drive or any other possible 
source.” 

The statement, released by 
this group to their constitutents 
in the Library at approximately 
2:30 a.m., also declared that 
“whatever the source, funds for 
volumes and the necessary staff 
for the library shall have first 
priority when this money is 
realized. In addition, the library 
shall be placed in top priority in 
university expansion in all future 
years.” 

These conditions for resolving 
the issue were accomplished by a 
second statement, which the 
group felt was necessary in order 
that they might truly represent 
the feelings of a majority of 
Bradley students. Having 
discussed these two statements 
and several items of “strategy” to 
be used when conferring with the 
President, the group adjourned its 
session and joined the other 
students in the library. 

Standing on the stairs in the 
library a few minutes later, the 
group spokesman read, “Since 
academic advancement is the 
major objective of the University, 
the library expansion shall be 
placed in top priority. This, 
however, does not negate or 
eliminate the need for 
construction of a new physical 
education complex, a School of 
Speech and Hearing Sciences 
building, - or any of the other 
objectives of the capital fund 
drive.” 

At nine o’clock that following 
morning 14 of the students from 
the earlier meeting climbed the 
stairs in Swords Hall and entered 
the conference room of that 
building for a closed meeting 
with President Van Arsdale and 
Vice-President for Academic 
Affairs Kuchel. The group had 
designated Peter Erlinder, the 
Student Body President, as 
spokesman. Erlinder opened the 


conference by reading the two 
statements formulated earlier, 
and then announced that the 
library had, at that hour, been 
cleared of the demonstrators, 
cleaned by maintenance men and 
student volunteers, and was 
functioning as normal. 

He also noted that the 
students had conducted 
themselves well throughout the 
night and had caused no damage 
to the building. President Van 
Arsdale expressed his 
appreciation at this and his regret 
that the press had referred to the 
incident as a “sit-in.” 

The 16 people began 
exchanging remarks about the 
allocation of the funds for the 
100,000 volumes necessary to 
bring the library up to the 
standards set by the U. S. 
government as stated by Dr. 
Lightfoot, the director of the 
library. The talks centered 
around the fact that the question 
of “top physical priority” for 
meeting the needs of the library 
was considered to be more 
important than the actual figure 
of $1.5 million. 

The group agreed, that this 
priority must be maintained and 
did not consider the actual source 
of funds to be extremely relevant 
to this. The meeting was recessed 
briefly at 9:45 a.m. so that the 
students could reaffirm among 
themselves that all of their 
proposals had been discussed and 
that there was a general approval 
of what had been proposed by 
the President. A few minutes 
later, as the meeting reconvened, 
the entire group formalized a 
general plan for the library by 
listing the four probable sources 
of funds and setting a definite 
time limit on the realization of 
the resultant volumes for the 
library. The final commitment 
made by the President (pending 
the approval of the Board of 
Trustees a week from today) with 
the approval of the 14 student 
representatives is as follows: 

(1) That a commitment of 
approximately $1.5 million to 
the library in the form of 
volumes and necessary staff for 
adequately meeting the needs of 
the students be made 
immediately by Bradley 
University. 

(2) That this shall be 
considered the top physical 
priority of the university through 
the sources of free funds. 

(3) That this commitment 
shall extend over the period of 
time necessary to order and stock 
these volumes, as long as that 
period shall not exceed three 
fiscal years. 

As the meeting ended at 
approximately 10:10 a.m., Dr. 
Van Arsdale requested that the 
students allow him to be the first 
to release the results of the 
meeting to the press. The 
students agreed to withhold their 
announcement until noon when 
an all-school meeting would be 
held to inform the student body 
of the results.

The Why 


The How

Alfred North Whitehead has 
disagreed with what has seemed 
to be the standard approach to 
the administration of a 
university. He wrote, “The 
modern university system in the 
great democratic countries will 
only be successful if the ultimate 
authorities exercise singular 
restraint, so as to remember that 
universities can not be dealt with 
according to the rules and 
policies which apply to the 
familiar business corporation.” 

In order for a university 
administration to breakaway 
from the “business corporation” 
image and methods, two things 
must occur. One is a change in 
attitude that enables the 
administration to realize that the 
university’s main purpose is to 
enable a dialogue between 
students and faculty. 

This method of education 
places the administration as the 
third and the minor participant in 
the function of the university 
dedicated to facilitating the 
educational process. The second 
event is a decentralization of the 
power and authority that has 
controlled the two major 
elements of the university - the 
students and the faculty. They 
should individually and totally 
control and be responsible for the 
parts of their existence at the 
university that concerns only 
them and that with which they 
are the most knowledgeable. The 
students and faculty should also 
combine on decisions that affect 
only them as these decisions 
concern their dialogue and the 
enhancement of the educational 
process. 

A trinity of the students, 
faculty, and administration is 


necessary to develop the general 
policies and programs of the 
university according to the 
various facts and ideas that its 
members hold. 

T he necessity for the 
university to adopt this type of 
structure immediately was shown 
by the actions of the concerned 
students and faculty at Bradley 
by their demonstrations at the 
Cullom-Davis Library in 
demanding $1.5 million for the 
purchase of volumes, and more 
importantly, the changing of 
Bradley’s priority system, placing 
the needs of the library as 
number one for the university. 

The action of holding the 
university overnight was a 
socially unacceptable method of 
presenting to the administration 
what the concerned members of 
the faculty and student body felt 
was an important problem that 
the administration had ignored. 

The method of combining the 
ideas of the three parts of the 
university by demonstration is 
shown to be socially 
unacceptable by the fact that less 
than ten percent of the student 
body and faculty came to the 
library. What is evident is that 
this type of action is unnecessary 
if the administration would 
realize that their’s is not the role 
to dictate the policies and 
programs of the university. The 
policies and programs should be 
constructed by all three parts of 
the university community. 

Student power of one type has 
been demonstrated at Bradley. 
Student power of the type of 
cooperation between the three 
parts of the university must be 
immediately instituted to truly 
represent the student body’s 
views.

The library, as the intellectual 
community’s greatest physical 
asset, must satisfy the needs of 
both faculty and students. When 
it becomes obvious that those 
needs cannot be satisfied by the 
existing library and that if at the 
library’s current rate of 
expansion those needs would 
never be satisfied, it becomes the 
responsibility of the academic 
community to stress the 
importance of immediately 
improving the facility. 

For a relatively long period of 
time, both faculty and students 
hve questioned the condition of 
the library. In the past, faculty 
members have submitted 
extensive booklists to the library 
staff. Due to monetary and 
physical limitations, the library 
staff has not been able to procure 
the recommended volumes. The 
library budget has been 
sufficiently accounted for the 
staff expansion necessary to deal 
with booklists such as the noted 
“Michigan List” submitted 
several years ago. 

Some departmental booklists 
go back as far as five years. 
However, even if the library staff 
had been expanded, the 
$112,042 budget would not have 
been enough money to pay for 
the increased number of books 
that the staff could order. As a 
result, the acquisition rate of the 
library has not changed 
significantly since 1955. 

The university, however, has 
changed since 1955. The number 
of faculty members and students 
has increased. Another factor of 
importance is that the number of 
works being written since 1955 
has also increased. In short, the 
library just hasn’t been able to 
accommodate a changing 
university and a changing world. 

One year ago, Scout editor 
Mary Ann Cochran began 
researching the inadequacy of the 
library and found that the faculty 
had been correct in their 


assessment of the library’s 
holdings according to government 
and American Library 
Association standards. She also 
found that the library 
inadequacy prevented professors 
from assigning work comparable 
to that being assigned at other 
universities. She specifically 
included, in issues of the Scout, 
letters to the editor concerning 
the library, articles requesting an 
improvement of the library, and 
even letters from parents who 
were concerned about the 
library’s inadequacies. 

Along with pleas from the 
students came still more pleas 
from the faculty. Resolutions 
were presented to the Board of 
Trustees, to the president and to 
the Scout. Recently, the Scout 
carried, on the front page, still 
another faculty proposal for 
improving the library. That 
proposal, although specific, was 
weakly suggestive and did not 
even adequately express the 
immediacy of the issue at hand. 

The fact that the library’s 
holdings amount to only 58% of 
the amount required by the 
federal government standards and 
that the library budget did not 
meet the American Library 
Association’s standard of being 
7.5% of the university’s 
educational budget stimulated 
many of us to help strip Bradley 
of its party school image and to 
help establish the university as 
one that lives up to its goals. At 
no time did the students doubt 
that the book lists established by 
the faculty members contained 
anything less than books of the 
highest quality. The library is not 
a factory where quantity is 
sacrificed for quality. 

Thus, the students who 
realized the situation, organized 
together to stress the importance 
of immediately improving the 
library. They succeeded this time 
and hopefully success will come 
again.

The afterthought

San Francisco State College will remain open “by bayonets, if 
necessary.” At Florida’s state universities, “it would be absolute 
foolishness for the board of regents to sit idle and allow anyone to 
recognize SDS.” At the University of Pennsylvania, the director of the 
science center would “work on a death ray if the government wanted 
it done.” 

Where are the National Guardsmen? Why are there no 
steel-helmeted police on our campus? What distinguishes Bradley from 
some of the more popular campus police states? Could it be that 
Bradley’s staff is too sensible to ever espouse action such as the above? 

To believe that there are no differences of opinion at Bradley is 
ridiculous. To contend that there is complete harmony on any college 
campus is naive. But to think that the only way an administration can 
deal with their students is with clubs and mace is totally insane. 

It is generally understood that the present generation of college 
students is a new breed. They mirror a social metamorphosis that the 
entire world is going through. They differ from their parents and their 
parents’ parents in that they no longer can accept the order of the 
cosmos. They are questioning their lives and the roles they must play. 
The trouble arises when their elders (those presently in command of 
the society) hesitate in recognizing the new values and new priorities 
demanded by the young. 

When a group of people being to exercise new freedoms, conflict 
often arises. At such a point, confrontation between the old order and 
the new order follows. It is human nature to resist the erosion of one’s 
powers over another, and yet this is exactly what happens when 
students demand from their universities some of the power governing 
their own lives. It is how the university officials deal with this power 
play which determines the events that ensue. 

Here at Bradley, we are presently undergoing this demand for 
change. The students are beginning to realize the potential of their 
university, and how this has a direct effect on their own potential. 
They are coming to understand that they are not subservient beings 
destined to be a cog in some giant machinery. Minds are opening, 
thoughts are being formulated, and ideas are beginning to roll. 

At Berkeley, when the students demanded recognition, the reaction 
was to call in the police. At Bradley, when the students demanded 
action, the response was, “let’s talk.” 

There was a show of strength on Tuesday over the library issue. 
Unused to it as they were, the administration was not quite certain 
what to do. Basing their course of action on the past history of student 
activism at Bradley, the administration felt they could successfully 
placate the students with meager compromises. This was totally 
understandable for there was never any evidence to suggest that such 
appeasements would create a hostile atmosphere. When it became 
evident that they were dealing with a new type of Bradley student, the 
administration promptly agreed on the demands. 

At another university perhaps the administration would not have 
eventually responded so rationally. Perhaps they would have 
overreacted to any power play by the students. Maybe they would 
have cried wolf at the First sign of a building take-over. But then, 
Bradley is not “another university.” 

One must be reminded that the actions taken last week were not 
totally different from those on other campuses. While not a single 
regulation was broken, this was not entirely by choice of the students. 
The administration realized the importance of keeping the 
demonstration within bounds, and thus, bent over backwards to insure 
that peace was kept. The administration then, was instrumental in 
maintaining the element of reason during the action. 

The events of the past week were highly successful. The students 
now know a little better what to expect from the administration, and 
vice versa. As other issues of concern arise, and I’m sure they will, the 
school officials will know that a little give on their part can prevent a 
whole lot of trouble. 

In the upcoming weeks, as students begin pressing for representation 
on administrative and faculty committees, it would be wise to 
remember what a little logical reasoning can accomplish. It has been 
proved justified for the administration to maintain the distinction 
between Berkeley and Bradley in cases of student power and to realize 
that facility for communication and understanding must be provided. 

Again in the upcoming weeks, as the evolution of Bradley 
continues, it would be wise, perhaps, for the Peoria community to 
realize that a great university is not built by one man, namely the 
president, who must deal with an ill-informed Board of Trustees, lack 
of sufficient funds, and an antagonistic citizenry made so by 
misleading news media. Rather, it is built by the intelligent, rational, 
informed and generous minds of students, faculty, alumni, 
administrators and citizenry, all working together.

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Gwynn speaks to Whites History honorary adopts 

'updated constitution’ 




John Gwynn, local and state 
president of the NAACP, was the 
guest speaker at the Scholars 
Program meeting last Tuesday. 
Gwynn, opened the meeting to 
questions from his all White 
audience. 

The main objective was to 
express the Negro’s point of view 
and explain his behavior. 
According to Gwynn, right now 
Negroes want more than equal 
treatment because they doubt 
their new rights and want proof 
from the Whites that it is really 
theirs. However, Blacks will not 
let Whites lead them to the 
“Promised Land.” The Whites 
have failed to do it so far and 
now the Negro wants to do it 
himself. 

Gwynn felt that presently the 
major issues to be considered are 
housing, education and 
employment; not necessarily 
social problems first. “The 
constitution should be followed 
first and Black-White friendships 
will evolve.” If the Negro gets 
equal opportunities he will not 
riot. “Blacks do not want 
welfare; they want jobs.” 


The fact that many Negroes 
favor separation because they 
resent the Whites was also 
expressed by the NAACP leader. 
Organizations such as Julian 
Bond’s Black Student Association 
are formed because Blacks know 
they are a minority and by 


grouping together they feel they 
can exert their force. 

There is no doubt in Gwynn’s 
mind that the Negro can win the 
revolution between Black and 
White. He explained the Black 
attitude with “If I can’t get a 
horse, I’ll shoot yours.”

Students decide in History dept, affairs 


The history department has 
initiated an innovated policy of 
student participation in its affairs 
and decisions.

Kuchel suggests criteria 
for faculty evaluation 


Dr. E. R. Kuchel, 
Vice-President for Academic 
Affairs at the university has 
suggested to all deans and 
directors of the university criteria 
for evaluating faculty. 

The criteria listed are as 
follows: 

1) Teaching effectiveness: 
Proficiency in the classroom in 
promoting meaningful 
intellectual stimulation and 
learning experiences; helpfulness 
to students, both within and 
also outside the classroom; 
conscientious preparation for 
classes; adequate examinations 
that are used in such a way as to 
constitute a meaningful teaching 
device; and critical 
self-evaluation. 

2) Professional competence 
and growth: A genuine effort to 
promote personal professional 
development, through 
appropriate literature, 
participation in professional 
organizations, etc.; contribution 
to his profession, including 
research, publications, and other 
scholarly or creative activity; and 
recognition in his field of 
endeavor. 

3) Interest in, and promotion 
of, the growth and development 
of Bradley University, including 
institutional and public service. 

Kuchel concluded by 
reminding the deans and directors 
that “The above list is intended 
to be suggestive rather than 


exhaustive since there are many 
obvious additional refinements 
that could be cited in support of 
teaching effectiveness and 
professional competence and 
growth. Nevertheless, in my 
opinion the qualities and 
characteristics noted above 
provide basic framework within 
which judgments should be 
made.” 

Registration for 
summer session 

Registration for the first 
session of summer school (June 
10-July 12) begins on June 9, in 
Bradley Hall. The second session 
(July 15-Aug. 16) registration 
takes place on July 14. 

To register, a student must be 
enrolled at Bradley during the 
spring semester or have filed an 
application for admission or 
readmission well in advance of 
the registration dates. The last 
day for late registrations will be 
on Wednesday of the week 
registration in each session. 

Tuition for all courses will be 
$40 per semester hour. The 
normal summer session load is six 
hours. Students wishing to, may 
petition for one additional hour. 
No undergraduate student may 
carry more than seven hours.

The Campus Americans for 
Democratic Action, in a meeting 
held last Friday at 4 p.m. in the 
Student Center, discussed their 
involvement in Peoria politics. 
Bernard Bray of Bradley’s 
political science department 
invited students to a meeting 
with Mr. K. Kearney, executive 
treasurer of the national ADA, 
and Attorney J. Hafeli of Peoria, 
to be held last Saturday during 
which the role of students in 
community politics and effective 
action would be discussed. 

Also, during Friday’s meeting 
Jim Gitz, former student Senator 
from the National Student 
Association officially announced 
his candidacy for All-School 
President. In his remarks he 
criticized the student Senate for 
“a lack of communication with 
the student body.” He said, “It 
was a shame that Senators have 
only represented students in 
March as they go through the 
dorm for votes. “If student 


Senate does not deal with the 
issues, other organizations, such 
as the CADA will have to do so 
and will be fully justified,” Gitz 
continued. Furthermore he 
stressed that the university itself 
must be restructured. In 
concluded he said, “Student 
government by recommendation 
is no student government at all.” 

At the conclusion of the meet, 
Terry Schlesinger, temporary 
chairman of CADA, outlined 
what he saw to be CADA’s role in 
the future. He believes that the 
organization can be a “lobby for 
student interests, influencing 
student Senate and other campus 
organizations. He suggested that 
the members think about what is 
bothering them as students, and 
that they begin to study the 
operations of student 
government. Some problems 
mentioned were the registrar’s 
activity in draft notification and 
student participation in 
departmental decision-making.

Re-apportionment bill, declared 
his candidacy for President of the 
Student Body, on March 14 at a 
meeting of constituents. At this 
time he issued the following 
statement: “During the past year, 
and especially in the past few 
weeks, this university has 
witnessed the beginning of a 
change in attitude. The students 
are at long last demanding an 
active, responsible role in the 
university system. 

In the process of redefining 
their individual goals and needs, 
they have found it imperative to 
reassess the university as it affects 
their lives, and to translate these 
goals into a new coeducational 
perspective. Change in itself, 
however, is not necessarily a 
panacea for all ills. What is 
needed at this university now is 
for this process - this change, to 
be channeled in a responsible and 
creative direction. 

This is, in my estimation, the 
new definition of student 
governing today. Student 
government and senate in 
particular, must become the 
agent of this change. It must take 
the initiative and the action to 
channel student concerns and 
demands in a productive 
direction. 

At present, the student 
government is merely a 
committee of recommendation 
floudering in the university 
bureaucracy. It has no firm 


student commitment and little 
administrative deference. It 
suffers from both internal 
a trophy and an external 
credibility gap. 

Because of its short range 
perspective, it has failed to take 
the iniative in recognizing and 
implementing student needs. It 
uses student disinterest as an 
excuse for failing to maintain 
more effective channels for 
communication, yet appears, on 
your doorstep each spring to 
court your votes. To be sure, we 
have made recent progress in 
restructuring the physical aspects 
of this government, but the main 
problem lies in the attitudes of 
the individuals who hold elective 
office. 

If senate is to become an 
active agent of student change, it 
must above all have effective and 
creative leadership, and the 
presidency must set the entire 
tone of the government. The 
president must become the leader 
of the entire student body, not 
merely the presiding officer of 
Senate. He must propose a total 
legislative program and reassess 
priorities. He must be ready to 
direct the methods of change as 
well as perceive its goals. He must 
be able to co-ordinate much of 
the now-wasted organizational 
effort, and more important must 
recognize and seek out new men 
with ideas, bringing their 
knowledge and advice into the 
senate.”

The Illinois Commission to 
study non-public higher 
education today recommended 
annual grants-in-aid for private 
colleges and universities in the 
state of Illinois. 

The Commission’s report was 
presented to Governor Richard 
Ogilvie at a luncheon in the 
Executive Mansion. It was 
submitted also to members of the 
General Assembly and to the 
state board of higher education. 

Dr. T. R. McConel, research 
educator at the University of 
California, Berkeley, heads the 
Commission of five nationally 
prominent educators. They were

All three hour classes meet 
five days a week for periods of 95 
minutes. Two semester hour 
classes meet for one hour and 
four hour classes meet for two 
hours daily. 

Williams Hall will be open for 
out-of-town women. The rental 
in a double air-conditioned room 
is $75 per person for each 
session. Single rooms are available 
for $95 per session. 

Harper Hall will be open to 
men desiring residence. The rates 
are the same as Williams Hall. 

Board is offered to both men 
and women in the Williams Hall 
dining room at $70 per session. 
Board includes three meals a day 
except for dinner on Sunday. 

Other fees are a $2 Student 
Center fee and students who 
drive to school are required to 
pay a $1 automobile registration 
fee. 

Applications for enrollment 
and bulletins are available in 
Swords Hall. 
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appointed by Governor Otto 
Kerner more than a year ago to 
study the role and needs of 
non-public higher education in 
the state, and to recommend 
constitutional means by which 
the state can aid the non-public 
institutions. 

Working with the Commission 
on at least six different occasions 
was Bradley President, Dr. 
Talman W. Van Arsdale, Jr., who 
is presently president of the 
Federation of Independent 
Colleges and Universities of the 
state of Illinois. 

The other commissioners are 
Dr. Merrimon Cuninggin, of St. 
Louis, president of The Danforth 
Foundation; Dr. Edward D. 
Eddy, of Pittsburgh, president of 
Chatham College; Dr. Samuel B. 
Gould, of Albany, N.Y., 
chancellor of State University of 
New York, and Dr. Abram L. 
Sachar, of Waltham, Mass., 
chancellor of Brandeis University. 

The Commission found that 
the surplus of current revenue 
over expenditures is declining and 
that most private colleges and 
universities in Illinois face the 
prospect of “deabilitating deficits 
within a very few years.” 


The current financial situation 
of these institutions would be 
much more serious, the 
Commission said, if they were to 
pay adequate faculty salaries. The 
present small operating surpluses 
disguise, as well, “a large backlog 
of deferred 
improverishment 
very inadequate 
staffing,” and 
deficiencies. 

“The evidence

Bradley dominates 
Valley cage stats 


Bradley dominated the final 
team statistics in the 1968-6$ 
Missouri Valley Conference. 
Coach Joe Stowell’s Braves lead 
in three of the six team 
departments - field goal 
accuracy, free throw accuracy 
and fewest personal fouls 
committed. 

Bradley’s 49% from the field 
edged out North Texas (48.3%) 
for field goal accuracy honors. 
The Braves’ 69.8% mark from the 
free throw line was barely better 
than Wichita’s 69.7% mark. The 
Braves only committed an 
average of 16.3 fouls per game to 
win the honors in that 
department. Cincinnati was next 
with 17 fouls a game.

Tulsa’s Bobby Smith took the 
individual scoring title with a 
24.6 average.

Mike Grosso of Louisville 
took rebound honors with a 15.8 
average. 

North Texas State’s Crest 
Whitaker (55.2%) took the field 
goal accuracy crown, while his 
teammate, Joe Hamilton, and 
Louisville’s Jerry King tied for 
free throw accuracy honors with 
an 83% mark.

Four NCAA regional 

champions were crowned 
Saturday with all the favorites 
winning as expected. In the east, 
A 12 foot jump shot by Charlie 
Scott enabled North Carolina to 
defeat Davidson, 87-85, for the 
Eastern championship. In the 
consolation game, Duquesne beat 
St. John’s, 75-72. In the Mideast, 
Rick Mount scored with two 
seconds remaining in overtime to 
give the Purdue Boilermakers a 
75-73 win over tough Marquette 
for the Mideast championship. In 
the Mideast consolation 
Kentucky edged Miami of Ohio, 
72-71. 


In the Midwest, Drake broke 
away from a 69-69 tie to beat 
Colorado State, 84-77, for the 
Midwest title.

Schrall counting on experienced pitchers 
to carry bulk of Bradley baseball burden

Editor’s Note: With Bradley 
baseball beginning less than three 
weeks from now, Scout 
sportswriter Jeff Ruskin spoke to 
veteran coach Leo Schrall last 
week about his team’s chances in 
1969. An evaluation of pitching 
and catching appears below, and 
on Friday, the infield and 
outfield will be evaluated. 

With only three weeks 
remaining until Bradley’s baseball 
season opens, Coach Leo Schrall 
finds himself in the process of 
filling the many empty positions 
created by last year’s heavy 
graduation losses. His Braves, 
defending Missouri Valley 
Conference champs, start the 
season April 7th and 8th hosting 
St. Mary’s of Minnesota. 

Schrall’s spring roster lists 
only six returning lettermen, but 
three of them comprise the 
backbone of the mound staff. 
Returning are starter Bill Reising, 
spot starter and long reliever Paul 
Suckow and relief pitcher Lou 
Pasierb. All three will be 
primarily used in starting roles, 
while the brunt of the relief load 
will be carried by sophs Tom 
Wood, Dave Thake and Tom 
Cassidy. 

“Our pitching should be the 
strong point,” said Schrall. 
“We’ve got three strong senior 
pitchers and all three will 
probably be starters along with 
Wood if needed.” 

Reising finished as the top 
starter a year ago, compiling a 6-1 
record in 59 innings. He started 
nine games and completed five of 
them while posting a 2.39 ERA, 
second among the regulars. His 
59 strikeouts gave him a one per 
inning ratio. 

Pasierb, working almost 
exclusively out of the bullpen, 
finished 3-1 with a 2.52 ERA in 
31 innings. He appeared in six 


games, started one and finished 
it, while striking out 27 batters. 

Although his record was only 
2-2, Suckow’s 2.11 ERA was tops 
on the squad among the regulars. 
He appeared in six contests,

starting four of them and 
completing two. He averaged 
greater than one strikeout per 
inning as he nailed 37 men in 
only 34 innings. 

Of the three sophomores on 
the staff, Cassidy saw the most 
action, pitching seven innings. 


The absence of spring 
intercollegiate sports on the 
Bradley campus will end this 
weekend when the tennis squad 
gets back to action after a 
two-week layoff. Friday, Coach 
Tom Coker’s netters entertain 
Western Illinois, and on Saturday 
they host Northeast Missouri. 

Coach Jake Schoof’s indoor 
runners will be at Kenosha, Wis. 
Saturday to face Carthage 
College. The outdoor track 


Wood threw two shutout innings 
in his only effort while Thake 
pitched one inning over two 
games, allowing one run. 

The catching department has 
to recover from the loss of 
£ll-MVC backstop Gary Upton, a 
.342 hitter. Leading candidates 
for the spot are Chet Romaniak 
and John Jacobson. 

Romaniak, a senior, had 
played a limited amount of time 
in Upton’s shadow, but he 
appears ready to take over full 
chores behind the plate. A year 
ago he played in six games, 
coming to bat eight times and 
producing only one hit, for a 
.125 average. Jacobson, a junior, 
has yet to play in a Brave 
uniform. 

Playing without six of the 
starters from the 1968 team, 
Schrall figures to be relying 
mostly on freshmen in key 
positions. He is hoping that the 
pitching staff will be able to carry 
most of the burden on the team. 

“We may get hurt using all 
those inexperienced freshmen, 
but we’re hoping that the senior 
pitchers will help to offset the 
lack of experience,” added 
Schrall.

To stimulate

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The Caterpillar Tractor Co. 
announced a grant of $25,000 to 
Bradley University Tuesday in an 
effort to launch plans for Peoria’s 
proposed community television 
station, Channel 47. 

Caterpillar Vice President C. 
N. Hathway expressed the hope 
that the Caterpillar grant would 
generate widespread interest and 
participation by others in this 
community project. He 
commended the university for 
again demonstrating its 
dedication to the development of 
the educational and cultural 
environment of Central Illinois. 

Bradley announced last month 
that application for a 
non-commercial television station 
had been filed with the Federal 
Communication Commission by 
Prof. Philip Weinberg, director of 
the university’s television center. 
Construction is expected to begin 
in early summer, and telecasts 
will hopefully be initiated in the 
fall of this year. Network 
affiliation with the National 
Educational Television Network 
is planned. 

In accepting the grant, 
Weinberg praised Caterpillar for 
“its notable civic interest.” 
Weinberg added, “We are 
particularly pleased that 
Caterpillar has demonstrated by 
example that it considered its 
support for the community 
television station as a separate 
matter in its own right while the 
university is involved in an 
important capital gifts 
campaign.” 

Bradley is one of the few 
non-tax supported universities in 
the nation to assume urban 
leadership in the field of public 


television broadcasting. 
Approximately $400,000 in 
television equipment has already 
been acquired by Bradley and is 
already in operation for the 
school service. 

“Although the university is a 
national institution, its keen 
interest in enhancing the quality 
of life in its home community 
will continue to be a paramount 
objective. The already existing 
multichannel instructional 
television service to area schools 
is acknowledged as the most 
extensive of any in the United 
States. Now with community 
interest and support, it will direct 
its efforts toward developing a 


diversified broadcast service with 
primary emphasis on cultural 
enrichment, public affairs, 
business and job training, 
programs for the senior citizen 
and special attention to 
programming for children,” 
stated Weinberg. 

It will be necessary to raise a 
minimum of $100,000 to provide 
the necessary tower, antenna, and 
building and equipment 
modifications to put the station 
on the air. An additional 
$100,000 will be needed each 
year from businesses, industries 
and families to sustain the 
station. 


Foreign language department 
opens foreign study program 


The department of foreign 
languages at Bradley has initiated 
a new program of foreign study, 
designed completely to meet the 
needs of this university’s student 
body and not in cooperation with 
any other major university.

Crane lectures on campus disorders 


The motivating philosophy of 
The Students for a Democratic 
Society is a “nihilistic” one, as 
well as, being significantly 
influenced by the Communist 
movement in the United States.

University history professor and 
avowed conservative.

outbreaks on college campuses. 

He went on to say their conduct 
was even more reprehensible 
because they have no stated 
objective other than destruction. 

The philosophy motivating their 
movement is corrupted Marxism. 

There is “a surprising degree of 
intolerance” and a feeling that 
“you do it SDS’s way or we’ll 
blow your brains out.” He 
substantiated this assertation by 
quoting from the writings of SDS 
leaders to the effect of 
Humphrey, Nixon, and Wallace 
did not deserve the right of free 
speech because of their complete 
variance from SDS philosophy. 

Their objective, Crane feels, is to 
precipitate a complete 
annihilation of the present 
political, social, and economic 
system of the U.S. 

Their tactics are those of the 
“ultimate confrontation.” They 
provide themselves with a “gut 
issue” and make demands to the 
university impossible of 
fulfillment to provoke violence 
and chaos. Crane quoted Mark 
Rudd, head of SDS at Columbia, 
as saying “the gym issue (which 
sparked the trouble there) Was a 
lot of bull. I had never been at 
the gym.” 

Crane assigned four motivating 
factors underlying the existence 
of SDS and the violence it causes. 

There were the permissive 
attitudes toward child raising first 
popularized by Doctor Spock, 
the idea that college is a place for “destruction 
everyone, the overwhelming but also 

liberal tradition of the university, yourselves.” 


and the loss of “spiritual mores” 
on the campus. 

Crane feels this violence and 
radicalism could have serious 
consequences if several steps are 
not taken by the students and 
administrations. He urged a 
recourse to legal action on the 
part of the students and a stern 
attitude by the administration if 
demonstrators interfere with the 
normal process of the school. He 
then stated the need for a 
“coalition of the majority” of 
students with the purpose of 
demanding from the small 
minority of SDS’ers justification 
of their aims. 

He concluded by stating to the 
audience that if these steps are 
not taken the result could be 
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student of the Faculte des Lettres 
et Sciences Humaines of the 
University of Paris. A total of 40 
semester hours of credit may be 
earned.

Europe at the student’s own 
expense. A total of 46 semester 
hours credit may be earned. 

The cost of the academic year 
is $2250. This includes tuition, 
board and room, round-trip 
transportation from New York to 
Madrid, excursions and activities. 

In Germany-Austria at the 
University of Vienna: A 
12-month three-semester program 
is offered in cooperation with the 
University of Vienna, with special 
courses designed for students in 
the Bradley University program. 
The summer term is conducted 
by the Goethe Institute in 
Germany. 

The cost of the academic year 
is $2250. Included are tuition, 
round-trip transportation from 
New York to Vienna, room and 
board in Germany and room in 
Vienna, excursions and activities. 

In Mexico at the Universidad 
Iberoamericana: A one-semester 
course in Mexico City from Feb. 

1 to mid-June. Students may earn 
from 12-18 hours in this 
semester. Some may elect to stay 
on for the summer course. The 
cost for one semester is 
approximately $850, which 
includes tuition, transcripts, 
room and board and books.

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Jack Steenrod as Oscar, the 
messy half of the couple, is a 
newcomer to the Bradley stage 
and we heartily welcome him 
aboard. His performance, 
although at times so honest that 
many punchlines and gags are 
sacrificed for believability, is a 
gem and carries the show. It is a 
demanding role, requiring 
stamina, control, truth, and a 
great knowledge and use of the 
comic sense.

Gary Roberts, Concerned 
Student’s Alliance candidate for 
All-School President, believes 
that “Student government this 
past year has accomplished a lot 
in the way of social reforms and 
restructuring of the Senate, but 
there is a lot more which needs to 
be done.” 

This attitude is reflected in .the 
platform the CSA has presented 
for the upcoming All-School 
elections. The "feature of the 
platform is the extension of 
actions that have been taken this 
year. 

Roberts said “Due to recent 
incidents and issues the Senate 
has gotten a great deal of leverage 
in dealing with the administration 
on future issues. This power has 
to be used responsibly through 
responsible channels, in order to 
accomplish the goals which we 
have set up for this next year.” 

The platform contains four 
major areas; giving student 
government power to act, not 
just recommend; establishing 
academic improvements as the 
university’s top priority; ensuring 
that the student bill of rights is a 
carried out; and changing 
university rules to coincide with 
adult standards. 

Roberts said the points 
outlined “are the goals for the 
coming year, if we have the 
opportunity to do so.” 


Some of the more significant 
points in the platform are the 
“guarantee of student 
participation in the hiring and 
firing of faculty,” and the 
“consolidation of student power 
by coordinating all activities 
through an executive cabinet 
representative of all student 
organizations.”

University and its student body. 

“Bradley University is one of 
the few institutions its size here 
in the United States which does 
not have such a station. The 
station itself would be an 
autonomous unit, completely 
separate from the present WRBU 
administrative chain. It would 
involve one full time professional 
plus a cadre of trained student 
help.

Bruce Brown announced his 
candidacy for the office of 
all-school president at a press 
conference last Monday. Brown,

Gitz suggests total restructuring 


“Among the qualifications 
that the all-school President must 
possess, mine is more than a 
statement of purpose, it is a 
realistic assessment of the 
priorities and programs which are 
essential for meaningful, 
representative government,” 
stated Jim Gitz, presidential 
candidate in an interview held 
last Tuesday. 

“First, Senate must assume its 
obligation and first priority of 
representing honestly its 
constituency. There must be 
machinery for recalling of 
elections to protect the voters, 
and a system of formal 
communications, including a 
newsletter and opinion polls. 

‘ ‘Secondly, the total 
restructuring of student 
government into a modern, 
efficient government, responsible 
to and for the students. A 
separation of powers into the 
executive, judicial, and legislative 
departments is necessary; a 
definite legislative process to 
allow for thorough study and 


analysis of all proposals, using the 
NSA legislative research 
committee must be established; a 
reassessment of the powers and 
duties of CCC must be 
undertaken; and all student 
activities’ funds must be placed 
under the control of student, 
government. 

“Thirdly, greater emphasis on 
the academic nature of this 
university must be persued. There 
must be continued priority 
emphasis on library 
improvement, pre-registration of 
students in the major fields of 
study, implementation of course 
and faculty evaluation (under 
study now in the NSA 
committee), and a revamping of 
the Scholar’s Program, giving 
credit and recognition of 
participation on diploma. 

“Also, we must implement 
pass-fail P.E. for non-majors in 
addition to the creation of a 
‘Visiting Professor’ Program 

“Finally, there must be 
necessary and sufficient student

It is contradictory that there is no means of adequately 
determining the ability or quality of a teacher at this 
university. Approximately three months ago. Dr. Kuchel, 
Vice-President for Academic Affairs, issued a statement to 
all deans and directors of the university regarding the criteria 
(basic framework of criteria) in which faculty evaluations 
should be made. Three major areas of this criteria are 
teaching effectiveness, professional competence and growth, 
and an interest in, and promotion of, the growth and 
development of Bradley University. 

Yet, notice the contradiction: Over-all teaching 
effectiveness (and the specific points which Dr. Kuchel 
includes under this heading in his statement) can only be 
adequately measured by a knowledgeable judge (possibly 
another faculty member) sitting in on classes or by students 
themselves, yet neither of these means are provided for or 
demanded of the various departments; professional 
competence and growth is an area in which faculty efforts 
and achievement could easily be measured, yet in talking 
with some faculty members there are no mechanics 
presently in use for making such measurement; and finally 
under the criteria of interest in and promotion of Bradley 
University, there is much doubt that such evaluation is 
being, can be, or should be made of any faculty member. 

In the past, the university administration has received the 
brunt of criticism regarding the lack of adequate means 
upon which to evaluate faculty, but in recent months, I have 
come to the conclusion that this “bag” must be laid in the 
faculty’s lap. 

To say that a majority of Bradley’s faculty is interested in 
being evaluated, or is even interested in improving then- 
departments, would, indeed, be an overstatement. Perhaps 
the student Senate should make some investigation into the 
bottlenecks of faculty evaluation and maybe even pop a few 
corks. Doesn’t it seem plausible to assume that if a majority 
of the faculty wanted to be evaluated, and evaluated well 
(upon which promotions and salaries could be determined), 
some system for doing so would have already been 
implemented?

'Island’ communication 

is two way 

“No man is an island unto himself,” said the writer. The 
same goes for a university. Bradley is often compared to a 
small island, sitting in the Sea of Peoria. 

Last week’s happenings at the university library and the 
repercussions with the natives are a case in point. Many 
Peorians did not know what was really going on, during or 
even after the demonstrations, but they formed opinions, 
based on the stereotype of today’s activist student. Others 
had no opinion at all. 

However, communication to the island does exist. In 
addition to coverage by the local news media, the affair was 
the subject of attention by the Peoria Police Department. 
According to Bernard Kennedy, who is the Peoria Director 
of Public Safety, Bradley is naturally part of their 
jurisdiction, out as a rule, only when help is requested from 
Bradley officials. 

Communication is a two-way road; how are Bradley 
students concerned about Peoria - aside from using its 
library or spending money in its business establishments? It 
is clear that in order to improve, both city and university 
will have to make a greater effort to understand each other. 

For the student’s part, college life is a test of how a 
person will live later. The habits he acquires don’t disappear 
once he has a diploma in hand. 

A professor at the University of Toronto has said that 
student life is “the last free forum of mankind.” 
Generalizing more, he continued, “. . . the student feels that 
he will entgr into a maelstrom of competitive and 
bureaucratic pseudo-existence . . .” 

The only reason that “pseudo-existence” would have to 
exist is if the student shuts himself off in the “ivory tower” 
so much that he doesn’t realize what is going on in the world 
outside during his university life. 

Since a principle obligation of any citizen is to be 
informed, it would follow that the same goes for the 
student. To illustrate -- the proposed urban renewal program 
could affect BU students, at least if they live off campus. Do 
you know about it? 

The communication ball always seems to bounce back to 
the student, rewarding any efforts on his part, but it 
demands more than giving a can to a yearly drive or playing 
with Peoria orphans once a year at Christmas; and the key to 
the whole thing is to “be informed.”

OCMA politics reek 

I am writing in regard to an 
action taken by the Executive 
Board of the Off-Campus Men’s 
Association.

Collection outstanding 

I enjoyed your interesting 
article on the paintings in the 
library, but may I Fill in some 
gaps? 

These paintings and several 
others were given to Bradley by 
Mr. William M. Bishop, an art 
collector who lives in Evanston. 
He is a friend of Dr. Haussler and 
his generous gifts witness his 
friendship for Bradley and his 
esteem for Dr. Haussler. Some of 
these world famous pictures he 
bought especially for Bradley. 

For some time I have been 
investigating the provenience of 
one of them, the portrait of 
Samuel Johnson by Sir Joshua 
Reynolds. Though it is 
unrecorded in catalogues of 
Reynolds’ works, it has been 
authenticated by the late art 
expert Dr. Maurice H. Goldblatt. 
He called it a painting in an 
excellent state of preservation 
and of museum quality. 

Only two Reynolds’ portraits 
of Johnson are known to be in 
this country, and this one is 
perhaps as Fine as any here or 
abroad. It is a copy of a portrait 
which Reynolds painted in 1778 
for Johnson’s friend Mrs. Hester

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Casting to begin for Marat-Sade 


Conservative Action Club 
to inform about students 


Casting for Marat/Sade, which 
is the university’s last theatre 
production of the year, was 
announced last week. The story 
concerns inmates of an asylum 
run by a man called Coulimier, 
portrayed by Bill Scarpaci. 

The Marquis De Sade, played 
by speech instructor Tom Joyce, 
has been committed basically for 
political reasons. While at the 
asylum he writes a play and is 
given permission to direct it as a 
form of psycho-therapy for the 
patients. 

De Sade is the only character 
who goes by his real name. The 
other characters represent people 
from the French Revolution. 
Going back for just a moment we 
can recollect that the French 
revolution was to be one of 
freedom for the French people. 
Yet, because of political jealousy 
the group that finally gained 
control reduced freedoms even 
more than had ever been thought 
possible. 

Jean Paul Marat, played by 
Gary Atwood, was a political 
leader in the revolution. At a 
time when the guillotine was 
being used so freely to do away 
with political enemies, Marat was 
stabbed to death in his bathtub 
by Charlotte Corday, played by 
Peggy Hellrung. 

The one particular inmate that 
De Sade chooses to portray the 
character of Marat is actually 
suffering from a skin disease. The 
fever can only be controlled by 
cool baths. Therefore Marat plays 
his part in a bathtub at all times. 

As the play opens Coulmier 
brings his wife and daughter out 


on their platform to view the 
play that De Sade has written. 
Thus, the production is actually a 
play within a play. 

De Sade’s play is an 
intellectual discussion between 
himself and Marat about the 
revolution, the people, and 
Marat’s death. There are many 
unique and beautiful symbolisms 
with the characters and the 
dialogue. Adding symbolism and 
irony to the play are several 
songs. 

Yet, all these things are nearly 
swallowed up by the staging of 
the play. The sensationalism 
many times overrides the deep 
philosophies for many playgoers. 
For although the patients are to 
be assuming different 
characterizations, they still 
maintain their own particular 
perversions that make them 
mental patients. 

James Ludwig has designed a 
fantastically exciting set for this 
unique production. This play will 
give him the opportunity that 
many designers dream of to 
display technical and artistic 
talents. He will remove some 90 
seats from the auditorium to 
build long platforms extending 
around the center section of the 
audience. The patient’s cages are 
built one on top of the other in 
an unpatterned style to help 
isolate the characters from each 
other both physically and 
psychologically. He also has 
many plans for special staging 
and lighting effects. 

A cast of 40, an uniquely 
stirring story, and a set that will 
engulf half the audience as well as 


the entire stage all add up to a 
wild combination you won’t 
want to miss in the production of 
The Persecution And 
Assassination Of Jean-Paul Marat 
As Performed By The Inmates Of 
The Asylum OfCharenton Under 
The Direction Of The Marquis De 
Sade.

Government 
cuts back 
student loans 

(ACP) - Federal contributions 
to the National Defense student 
loan program will drop for the 
First time since the program was 
started 10 years ago if Congress 
adopts the proposed budget for 
next year. 

The budget for Fiscal 1970 
would provide about $31.5 
million less money for 44,000 
fewer loans than in the current 
year. 

Reduction of budget 
obligations for the National 
Defense loans from $193.4 
million this year to $161.9 
million in 1970 is anticipated. 

The number of students 
receiving these loans would drop 
from about 442,000 to 398,000.

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Ten-year growth sees new buildings ‘spring up’

A 1962 Bradley graduate 
recently visited the university for 
the first time in six and one-half 
years. After a stroll around 
campus, he remarked to a faculty 
member, “Things sure have 
sprung up around here, haven’t 
they?” 

The buildings which have 
“sprung up” in the last six years 
have had a great effect on the 
appearance of Bradley’s campus. 
Few buildings now standing 
would be recognized by an 
alumnus of six years ago, the few 
including Hewitt Hall, Westlake 
Hall, Constance Hall and several 
of the dormitories. 

Over the last ten years, 
according to a university 
pamphlet, Bradley has spent 
about $23,132,000 on new 
buildings, land, furnishings and 
remodeling. This figure does not 
include the $5 million being 
raised by the university for future 
constructions. 

This enormous figure 
represents funds from various 
sources used in changing the 
appearance of the campus. First, 
the Bradley Hall fire of Jan, 1963 
necessitated rebuilding the hall. 
The project was financed through 
the special gifts of many friends 
of the university. 

Next came the construction of 
Swords Hall, also in 1963, as the 
central administration building. 
Funds were made possible 
through the special gifts of 


Charles Swords and his son, Earl, 
of Peoria. 

An enlargement of the library 
facilities to double its original 
capacity was another project. The 
library was re-dedicated as the 
Cullom-Davis Library in memory 
of the parents of Dr. Selby 
Cullom Davis of Peoria. A gift of 
$ 1 million from Dr. Davis 
provided for the expansion of the 
library building and for the 
improvement of the library 
collection in future years. 

In 1964, an addition was 
added to the rear of Comstock 
Hall, the psychology building, 
providing modern laboratories 
and research rooms. In the 
following year, the construction 
of Williams Hall began, dedicated 
to Dr. and Mrs. Herbert L. 
Williams of Peoria who donated 
an estimated $250,000 to the 


project. In addition to the 
donation, federal funds were used 
i n the construction of the 
building, which must be paid 
back by the university in 20 
years. 

Early in 1967, the Olin 
Foundation of New York made a 
grant of $2.6 million for the 
construction of the Olin Hall of 
Science, dedicated last semester. 

Two new constructions are 
now under way on campus. 
Harper Hall, a seven-story men’s 
dormitory, is being financed by a 
$1.7 million federal loan. Also, 
two new wings are being added to 
Bradley Hall through a grant 
from the United States Office of 
Education and university funds, 
totaling nearly one million 
dollars.

SDS outlines ‘Winter-Spring Offensive’ 


Conclusive evidence is in the 
hands of congressional 
investi|ators disclosing the 
existence of a detailed plan for 
fomenting student uprising, 
agitational demonstrations and 
other disturbances and violence 
in universities and high schools 
throughout the country.

The group was formed two 
years ago when the men first met, 
while performing in The Young 
Folk.

To fuel the “Smash the 
Military Machine in the Schools” 
offensive among university and 
high school students throughout 
the country, the SDS propounds 
the following five demands: 

1. No ROTC. 

2. No war or counter¬ 
insurgency research. 

3. No military or war 
recruiting. 

4. No draft assemblies in high 
schools. 

5. No high school sending of 
names to draft boards. 

Under the subtitle “Strategy,” 
the SDS tract directs that 
chapters adopt the five demands 
as the basis for local drives in 
universities and high schools, and 
for initiating “militant actions 
around these demands 
immediately after the Washington 
march.” 

Repeatedly the document 
stresses that these demands 
“must always be made explicitly 
anti-racist as well as 
anti-imperalist.”

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Meinen looks back upon years at Bradley

With Bradley’s defeat at the 
hands of Louisville on Mar. 6, 
many people left Robertson 
Memorial Fieldhouse recalling 
memories of the season just 
ended. But one member of the 
audience could recall memories 
of 49 Bradley basketball seasons. 

John (Dutch) Meinen, former 
Bradley student, coach and 
athletic director and Bradley Hall 
of Famer could recall the 
1919-1920 season when he 
entered Bradley Polytechnic 
Institute as a freshman manual 
arts major. 

Meinen remembers that year 
well for in 1919 the “Fighting 
Dutchman” made a name for 
himself as a tackle on the football 
team. In fact, as a freshman he 
was a member .of the state all-Star 
team. 

Meinen not only made the 
all-Star team everyone of his four 
years at Bradley, but the 
Dutchman was the captain of the 
football team his junior year, 
blocked an average of two kicks a 
game in his senior year and 
helped the team win the Little 
Nineteen Conference 
Championship with a 10-0-1 
season record in 1922. 

The one tie came in a game 
with Lombard, an Illinois school 
that no longer exists. In the late 
minutes of the game Lombard 
scored a touchdown to tie the 
score, 6-6. On the kick for the 
extra point, the “Fighting 
Dutchman” broke through the 
line to block the kick and save 
the day for “Tech,” as Bradley 
was then called.

questioners were so busy 
practicing their speeches that 
they failed to hear what he said. 
The students demanded that 1.5 
million dollars be taken 
immediately from the fund drive 
allocated for a new physical 
education complex and be placed 
immediately into the library fund 
for library books. 

Before they voiced their 
demands, President Van Arsdale 
had stated that a check for 
$300,000 would be received in 
May for the library from the 
Cullom-Davis Foundation and 
that additional arrangements were 
being made for increasing the 
library fund. Questioners stated 
repeatedly that they were 
receiving ridiculous answers. 

On the contrary, I feel that 
some were asking rather 
ridiculous questions. How can 
anyone demand that a president 
of a university give a “yes” 
answer to switching an entire 
university building schedule 
without any discussion with 
other advisors. At Bradley, many 
people have worked many hours 
planning a new physical 
education complex. Something 
we really need. Indeed, our 
library facilities are outstanding 
when compared to our physical 
education facilities. 

After the “press conference” 
was Finished, I walked over to the 
student center and observed 
students carrying arm loads of 
library books. I felt hurt and 
ashamed when these students 
said, “This will really screw up 
the library.” Is this the way to 
solve the intellectual hunger that 
some students have said they 
have been starving for? 

Instead of Dr. Van Arsdale 
considering his merits as 
president of Bradley University, 
we students should consider our 
own qualifications to the 
privilege of being Bradley 
students.

The Bradley paper, then also 
named as the Tech, recalls one of 
Meinen’s blocks in this manner: 
“The (St. Viator) Catholic 
Warriors attempt to send them 
back via the punt method was 
frustrated, however, for ‘Dutch’ 
Meinen cut through the line and 
so obstructed McGinnis’ boot 
that the ball rolled back and 
under several automobiles parked 
at the end of the Field.” 

Recently I visited Dutch 
Meinen, who still lives in Peoria, 
and he commented on his playing 
days. “Back then there weren’t as 
many rules. If a ball went out of 
bounds you could still pick it up 
and run with it. We never had 
huddles then, and as soon as the 
play was over, we would all just 
line up again and the quarterback 
would call another play right at 
the line of scrimmage. 

One of Dutch’s favorite plays 
is known as the sneak pass. 
“People who came to the game 
stood along the sidelines to 
watch. On a play close to the 
sidelines, the end would sneak off 
the Field and go behind the crowd 
downField where he would sneak 
back onto the Field. Once back 
on the field, the quarterback 
threw him the ball,” Meinen 
explained. 

During my visit, the 
Dutchman took me to a small 
room in his basement. In the old 
pictures that line the walls and 
Fill the tables, I found a picture 
dated 1914 that shows Meinen 
with a group of football players. 

Born in Pekin, Ill. in 1900, 
Meinen explained: “I played 
football in the eighth grade with 
the grade school team and with 
Boy Scout Troop 2. Sometimes 
we didn’t have a football, so we 
stuffed a sock full of straw.” 

The boys played the game a 
little different according to 
Meinen. “We threw the ball or 
sock up into the air, whatever kid 


caught it, started to run and we 
tackled him. We got our kicks out 
of it.” 

I asked Dutch if he ever 
thought of playing proball. Dutch 
laughed and noted, I had a 
saying, ‘Saturday for Bradley and 
Sunday for myself.’ I got payed 
for playing on a Pekin team and I 
played independent ball with he 
LaSalle Ponies.” 

“Generally I went by the 
name of Brown. I think coach 
(the late A. J. Robertson) knew I 
played, but he didn’t say 
anything for fear someone would 
Find out and I would get kicked 
out of school.” 

After graduating from Bradley 
in 1923, Meinen went to work 
for an electrical company in the 
area. But with the start of the 
school year in Sept. 1924, 
Meinen was back at Bradley. 
Only this time not as a student, 
rather as an assistant football 
coach under Robertson. This put 
Dutch in the awkward position of 
coaching some of his previous 
teammates. 

Bradley had quite a football 
team back then. With the 1924 
season, the Braves started a string 
of 26 football victories that 
lasted until 1927 when Bradley 
played the University of Illinois. 

As an assistant coach, Meinen 
recalls that day. “It had rained all 
morning. There must have been 
six inches of water on the track 
surrounding the football Field. I 
remember it looked like a sea.” 

The Illini beat Bradley that 
day, 19-0, but Illinois was the 
national champion that year. 
Meinen noted that Illinois was a 
big school, while Bradley had a 
total enrollment of about 800. 
When a person palyed for Bradley 
he played a full 60 minutes. The 
fighting Illini could keep 
putting in freshmen due to the 
fact that they had more players. 

During his career at Bradley,

Meinen coached nearly every 
sport including football, 
swimming, tennis, baseball, 
basketball and track. In 1949 
Dutch was named co-ordinator of 
sports at Bradley and in 1956 he 
became the athletic director. 

Meinen asserts that probably 
his greatest thrill as a coach came 
in 1939 when the Bradley 
football team tied the University 
of Illinois, 0-0. Meinen notes 
however that in 1957, when he 
was athletic director, he received 
a “big thrill” when Bradley took 
first in the National Invitational 
Tournament held in New York 
City. 

Looking back on his playing 
days, Meinen explainer that he 
“got a big kick out of beating 
Frenchie” (A. G. Haussler, now 
Executive Vice President of 
Bradley.) In 1922 Haussler 
played halfback on the Wesleyan 
football team. Meinen remembers 
beating them, 26-0. 

How do today’s athletes 
compare to those of Meinen’s 
days? Dutch answered without 
hesitation: “Today’s players are 
bigger, faster and have better 
equipment. We have better 
passers today. The kids play 


earlier and they see more football 
on television. When I played, the 
biggest man on our team weighed 
only 190 pounds.” 

Meinen believes that students 
are smarter, get a better 

education and have more money 

than they did when he went to 
school. However, he believes 
students were more disciplined in 
the past, and had more respect 
for teachers and elders. 

Meinen, who received his 
Masters Degree from the 
University of Iowa noted that he 
had a very enjoyable life as a 
coach, but that “coaching is for 
the younger fellers. There’s lots 

of headaches and too much 

tension. You kept busy all of the 
time.” 

Since his retirement in 1965 
from the post of athletic director, 
Meinen says he makes use of his 
cottage near Mossville and that he 
enjoys “tinkering around the 
year.” 

But it was evident to this 
reporter that Dutch’s true love 
was sports for Meinen grinned 
when he explained that he had a 
grandson who was a freshman in 
high school and interested in 
sports.

In classroom space, Hewitt Hall has only one classroom which seats 
approximately 30 students. The rest of the available space is used for 
the offices of the athletic director and coaches, who also serve as 
instructors in physical education. 

/There is only one area available for all the organized game activities. 
This is an area on the second floor which must serve as basketball 
court, volleyball court, handball court, practice court for freshman 
basketball and bad-weather football and baseball practice area. The 
thing which is disgusting is the fact that the area is not even the size of 
a regulation basketball floor. At present, the track team must run on 
the concrete in the fieldhouse for the indoor season. 

The swimmers have another problem. The Hewitt pool, or 
“bathtub” as it is known, is so small that its entire volume can be 
displaced by a dive from one of the more healthy football players. For 
this reason the swimming team must use the pool at the Peoria YWCA. 
How about the physical education majors who apply for jobs with no 
training in gymnastics or wrestling, and only “theory” training in 
football, basektball, track and field and baseball. If the student has not 
participated in the activity on the intercollegiate level he is out of luck 
at Bradley. 

Now that spring is approaching, the non-physical education major 
will be able to get out of doors and participate in physical activity. But 
how about the three or four months of winter where there was no 
opportunity for activity because of the weather? Certainly if there 
were facilities for swimming, basketball, handball, weight lifting or 
gymnastics and tumbling they would not be neglected. Faculty 
members as well as students would benefit. Also the intramural 
program could be expanded so that it would serve more than a few. 

Why should Bradley students be forced to pay for physical 
education facilities at the YMCA when these same facilities should be 
made available, at no cost, to the students and faculty on this campus? 
Everyone takes pride in their athletic achievements. Confront any 
successful member of today’s business world and chances are you’ll 
find a picture of some high school or college athletic team or 
experience on their wall. President Nixon and past chief executives 
Kennedy and Eisenhower were all active athletes in their younger days. 
Their enthusiasm for athletics carried over into their later lifes. 

The touchy spot of many, concerning the proposed facility, is the 
proposition that Bradley will be known only as a “jock” college. 
Intercollegiate athletics are important to any educational institution. 
Successful athletic teams bring publicity to the university which can 
only be good. The athletic program is a supplement to the educational 
program of this, or any other, school. The athletic program at Bradley 
has provided excitement, revenue and pride for the university. 
Imagine, if possible, the reaction of a prospective basketball or football 
player who, after coming from schools which provide fine physical 
education facilities, gazes upon “Beautiful Hewitt Hall.” Small wonder 
Bradley’s recruiting program has two strikes on it before it gets to bat. 

An interesting comparison can be made between Bradley and a 
smaller institution which is on Bradley’s football schedule, the 
University of Evansville located in Evansville, Ind. This university, 
while only 3,000 students, offers a physical education facility and 
program which is excellent. A new building is available to the students 
as well as the athletes for basketball, swimming, handball, gymnastics, 
all indoor sports plus ample classroom space. At Evansville the 
facilities are excellent while Bradley struggles along at the country high 
school level simply from the lack of adequate buildings and 
equipment. 

Some of the students and faculty at this, and other institutions, do 
not see the need for physical education. These are the people whose 
bodies have stagnated because of a somehow self-enforced dormancy. 
There are others, certainly in the majority, who desire an opportunity 
to express themselves physically as well as mentally and spiritually. It 
is the obligation of a modem, up to date university to provide this 
opportunity.

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Schrull counting on frosh for infield help

“We lost quite a bit last year,” 
noted Leo Schrall, “including our 
whole infield and one of our 
outfielders. We’ll almost have to 
use freshmen all over because of 
the great turnover,” added the 
Bradley diamond coach. 

The whole infield Schrall 
referred to included A1 Smith 
(.320) at first, Second basemen 
Jim Barberis (.188), shortstop 
Bob Swigris (.337) and Mike 
McDonald (.297) at the hot 
corner. 

McDonald was all-MVC at 
third base while Swigris and 
Smith were all-Eastem division at 
their respective positions. 

Missing from the outfield will 
be Frank Mavetz, the mammoth 
left fielder. Without his .319 
batting average and team high 
five homers in the lineup, Schrall 
is confronted with a huge gap in 
the offensive department. 

Returning to the outfield from 
last year are Mike Neese and Dave 
Mack. Joining them will be 
newcomers Bob Koeppel, a 
freshman, and juco transfer Tom 
Hubbard. Both Mack and Neese 
are seniors. 

Mack appeared in 19 of the 23 
games and posted a .307 average 
from the starboard side of the 
plate, playing leftfield and center. 
Neese, a lefty swinger, played in 
16 games and hit .224. 

Koeppel is a first year man 
being counted on heavily by 
Schrall to fill Mavetz’ shoes in 
left. Schrall is also depending on 
Hubbard to come through for 
him in right field. The two should 
give Bradley solid lefthanded 
batting punch in the outfield 
along with Neese. 

As are most of the infield 
positions, first base is up for 
grabs between Mike Kincannon, 
Bill Gibson and Tom Cassidy. 
Kincannon, one of the six 
returning lettermen from a year 
ago seems to have the early lead

on the job. Alternating between 
first base and right field last year, 
he hit a disappointing .188, 
although he led the team in walks 
with 16. Gibson is only a 
freshman and Cassidy is 
scheduled to do relief work for 
the mound staff, but he is being 
given a shot at first. 

Schrall said: “I’m not quite 
decided with Kincannon, whether 
I should keep him in the outfield 
or let him go at first. Gibson’s 
only a freshman and I don’t 
know if he’s ready yet and 
Cassidy is a good first baseman 
and a good hitter and he’s being 
given a chance,” he went on. 

Leading candidate for the 
keystone position is little Ron 
Sullivan, only 5-6 and 150 
pounds. The junior from Peoria 
showed excellent promise during 
the past summer playing in the 
Sunday Morning League in 
Peoria. Battling him is freshman 
Bob Brickner, a graduate of 
Manual. 


All-stater Terry Gualandi, also 
from Manual, should be starting 
at shortstop by the time the 
season rolls around. “He is a good 
fielder and his hitting should just 
be a matter of experience,” notes 
Schrall. 

Junior Ron Murphy appears to 
be headed for the third base job 
vacated by McDonald’s 
graduation. He played in two 
games a year ago and got a single 
in his only official trip to the 
plate. He’ll have to fight off Ernie 
Pierantoni and freshman Dave 
Monts, from Northbrook, who, 
according to Schrall, looked good 
in fall practice. 

Schrall pointed out that the 
absence of the annual spring trip 
will play a part in the outcome of 
his team’s efforts. He said: “The 
loss of the spring trip takes away 
the opportunity for the freshmen 
to develop.” He continued: “The 
first year players are hurt the 
most by not having those seven 
or eight games.”

However small the audience 
Friday, Jim Fein, who is running 
on Hie Seniors United Party for 
president saw a “new awakening” 
from apathy to activity in the 
student body demonstrated by

Fein proposed a 
student-faculty evaluation 
handbook, a cabinet dedicated to 
helping student organizations, 
continuation of free-university, 
and implementation of the 
Student Bill of Rights. 

Keith Napp, also a candidate 


for senior class president 
proposed a graduation review 
board and a monthly class 
newspaper published in the 
Scout “Now is the time to build 
Bradley University into a 
progressive institution,” he said.

Elections of the organization 
were held Friday afternoon 
during which Terry Schlesinger 
was elected chairman. Other 
newly elected officers include 
Adele Neapolitan, vice chairman; 
Lynn Mundjer, secretary- 
treasurer; and Mike Kienzler, 
press secretary. 

Also on Friday, Dallas D. 
Hunt, endorsed by CADA for 
alderman in the area around 
Bradley, spoke to the group.

Reactionary upsets conservative students 


According to Kenneth Goff, 
there is no free speech at Bradley. 

Last Wednesday, the Bradley 
Conservative Club presented 
Kenneth Goff, an active 
supporter of the Minutemen’s 
Patriotic Party, who tried to 
show a connection between 
current racial violence and the 
Communist Party, USA, which, 
Goff contended, planned the 
recent violence as early as the 
1930’s. Goff found the majority 
of the students in his audience to 
be particularly disagreeable. 

H e s p oke of Black 
anti-Semitism and then asserted 
that the NAACP has always been 
headed by a white Jew. He 
denounced the U.S. government

tor giving Cuba one million 
dollars to set up 13 agricultural 
stations because, he contended, 
the Cuban government proceeded 
to import Red Chinese to grow 
poppy plants which were then 
processed for dope, which in turn 
was smuggled into the U.S. via 
diplomatic currier and then sold 
to the American youth for the 
purpose of morally subverting 
them. 

The majority of the students 
there found most of Goff’s 
comments very comical and 
responded with laughter and/or 
applause at appropriate points 
during his speech. 

As he continued to talk about 
Blacks as “colored boys,” and as 
he contended that there was but 
5,000 Blacks who traveled 
around the country rioting in 


Newark, Detroit, Chicago, or 
wherever any riots occurred, 
most of the students in the 
audience became somewhat 
angry. 

As Goff was concluding his 
speech, some students began 
heckling him. At the end of his 
lecture he agreed to answer 
questions, but only after a 
collection was taken for his 
behalf. During the interim, 
tempers flared and the coffee can 
used for the collection was 
thrown upward by one student 
and landed in someone else’s lap. 
Goff refused to recognize 
speakers as they raised their 
hands to offer questions, so the 
students began shouting their 
questions without waiting for his 
recognition. After the collection,

He believes that the election is 
fundamentally very important in 
light of the recent surge for 
student involvement on campus. 

Dr. Kuchel stated that “closer 
communication between the 
Student Government and 
elements of the campus 
community” should be of 
paramount concern. Referring to 
the recent misunderstanding over 
the library issue, generated by the 
local news media, he said that the 
“government should reach out 
into the community and inform 
the town” about events at 
Bradley. 

One of the ways he suggested 
to implement an exchange of 
information was to have a Scout 
staff member write a weekly 
column in the Journal Star about 
campus proceedings. This way 
the community would begin to 
recognize the importance of 
Bradley to Peoria, according to 
the vice president. 

Dr. Kuchel also stated that it 
is of the utmost importance for 
the students to be informed 
about the candidates running for 
office. He stressed that every 
voter should be clear on the 
issues and know where the 
candidates stand. “The results 
should reflect the attitudes of all 
the students,” not just specific 
groups. 


College ROTC is under fire 


Three new Asian study courses 
and an instructor from Africa will 
be added to next year’s School of 
International Studies despite 
debate involving the worth of 
such courses. 

Also a number of courses are 
being proposed in Academic 
Standards relating to African 
Studies, according to Dr. John 
Howard. 

Originally from Calabar, 
Nigeria, Asuquo Ekpo, received 
his bachelor’s from Bradley in 
1964, his master’s from Columbia 
in International Relations and a 
second master’s in education 
from Columbia. He is presently 
completing his Ph.D. 
requirements from Columbia. It 
is planned that he will teach the 
soon to be proposed African 
courses. 

Three new junior level Asian 
courses were approved at an 
Academic Standards meeting 
recently after an approximate 
six-month-long debate with the 
history and political science 
departments concerning 


duplication of these courses with 
those taught in history 
curriculum. 

Sino Soviet Relations 381, a 
three-hour course, will be a 
comparative analysis of 
Russo-Chinese geopolitical 
interests and communism. It will 
cover the development of the 
Sino-Soviet dispute and its 
impact on world affairs.

“Jewish students wishing to 
avail themselves of this possible 
opportunity are responsible for 
taking the initiative in discussing 
this matter with instructors. The

Scout endorsements were made by a board of five 
individuals including Joe Marteski, Marv Zivitz, Jim Monday, 
Joan Williamson and Karl Dobrinich (all editors or managers 
of the Scout); and one independent observer, Pat O’Grady, 
president of the Independent Students Association. 

Members of the endorsing board were each given the 
same number of votes as any should would have in an actual 
Bradley election (i.e. one vote for individual office and four 
votes for senate positions). To be endorsed for an individual 
office a candidate had to obtain at least three of the five 
votes available to the board.

Below this, all candidates who 
were interviewed by the board for a particular office are 
listed in addition to the number of votes obtained by such 
candidate.

They also believe 
that much apathy directed toward the student Senate is due 
to the fact that the Senate has not adequately represented 
its student body.

Academic Review board, and 
committees for the selection and 
dismissal of faculty members. 
Whether you call them protests, 
requests, demands, or inquiries 
makes no difference. 

The irrefutable fact is that 
these events represent an honest 
attempt on the part of most 
students to become involved and 
assume responsibility. The quest 
for student power at Bradley is 
also a search for identity and 
relevance as students seek to 
become a viable force in their 
own university. 

Let’s look at the events in 
order. The IFC confrontations 
were the effort of a responsible 
body to do its own thinking and 
governing. I should point out 
here to anyone disagreeing with 
this last postulate that it is quite 
impossible to assume 
responsibility without autonomy. 

The student “sleep-in” and 
library fund drive are examples of 
concerned students 
supplementing the latent 
planning of the administration by 
making their views known (since 
students spend money and time 
at a university, the adage of “seen 
and not heard” is not applicable). 

The movements of BSA have 
also been understandable in view 
of their situation. In honesty I do 
not support the segregation 
demand or the allocation for 
“soul week,” but if they are 
working for improvement and 
progress I wish them success. 

The President’s press 
conferences have shed light and 
antagonism on the university’s 
problems. The overall effect Has 
been beneficial. In the future for 
the sake of comity, rationality, 
and maturity, let us refrain from 
requesting resignations or 
transfers of students. Intelligent 
people confront problems and 
solve them. They don’t leave or 
stick their heads in the sand a 
l’ostrich. 

The drive for representation 
l and diversification) on the Board 


of Trustees, Academic Review 
Board, and selection and 
dismissal committees is totally 
justifiable. The students should 
be allowed some say in the 
operation of their university 
unless there is something to hide 
in that operation. The 
administration, community, and 
students might be surprised at the 
improvement and progress which 
might come from a little more 
involvement, responsibility and 
privilege. 

It is appropriate now to 
answer the hecklers in the 
audience. They can be divided 
into two groups: the 
traditionalist and the 
rationalizers. Everyone is familiar 
with he “we can’t change that 
now--we’ve been doing this for 
two weeks and it’s traditional” 
people. 

A quotation and common 
sense should serve to discredit 
this sophistry. The quotation: 
“We must honor tradition but 
never be bound by it.” The 
possible good to come from a 
student on a faculty selection and 
dismissal committee is totally 
unrelated to whether this has ever 
been done before. 

Progress is a positive form of 
change. We cannot, therefore, 
have progress without change. To 
paraphrase a justification: at a 
university educational progress is 
our most important product. 

The group of rationalizers 
keep chanting “it’s only a 
dissonant minority.” My advice is 
to look around and talk to find 
out who advocates change, and if 
you still think it’s an insignificant 
group of hippies, liberals, 
troublemakers, and degenerates, 
one of us is mistaken! 

It is time to dispel the evil 
connotation attached to three 
words---dissonant, liberal, and 
extremist. A dissonant student 
disagrees, is inharmonious, or 
makes harsh sounds. This activity 
may or may not be necessary, 
beneficial, or properly executed.

Therefore, there are no 
axiological implications of the 
word “dissonant” per se; it is not 
bad in and of itself. 

A liberal is one who favors 
progress and reform. This doesn’t 
mean there is anything wrong 
with him or that he is right or left 
wing. He may be well balanced 
and is not a radical, fanatic, or 
anarchist as a rule. 

An extremist is one who is 
farthest removed from the 
ordinary or average. Recognize 
that one’s position far from the 
status quo does not make him 
wrong—he may indeed be closer 
to the truth that anyone else. It is 
necessary to slay this sacred cow 
to avoid hypocrisy and 
destruction. Hypocrisy here is 
honoring the extremists of the 
past (George Washington, 
Aristotle, Ghandi, The Right 
brothers and Einstein to name a 
few) and suppressing those of the 
present. 

I would be proud to be a 
dissonant student, a liberal and 
an extremist under these 
definitions (look them up in your 
Funk & Wagnall’s). 

History teaches us that the 
changes brought about by 
extremists are inevitable. Either 
the society will permit progress 
and reform or the society will be 
replaced by one that will. This is 
evidenced by the numerous 
strong but rigid cultures which 
decayed from within (the Roman 
Empire is a prime example). 

Sooner or later the 
establishment, the authorities, 
the wise old pages and society 
must loose the umbilical cord to 
their new constituents and allow 
them to thrive and become viable 
entities on their own merits. It is 
nobler to fall by oneself than to 
stand with the total support of 
another. 

Be patient dissonant students, 
right and history are on our side.

mathematics, would still be 
credited. 

However, there are strong 
indications that the removal of 
R.O.T.C. from the credit-course 
structure will not satisfy the 
more radical student dissenters. 
At Harvard, for example, the 
militant Students for a 
Democratic Society (S.D.S.) 
organization has already 
demanded the abolition of 
R.O.T.C. and has even turned 
down suggestions of a 
referendum. 

What is the history of 
R.O.T.C.? What are the issues 
involved in the present 
controversy? 

The corps was established 
under the National Defense Act 
of 1916, and by 1919 units were 


functioning in 191 colleges. But 
historians feel that its theoretical 
origins date back to 1819 when 
the first private American 
educational institution to offer 
military training was the 
American Literary, Scientific and 
Military Academy, now Norwich 
University, in Northfield, Vt. 

By the time the United States 
entered World War II, the 
R.O.T.C. had bestowed about 
118,000 reserve commissions. At 
present, 270,000 men are 
enrolled on more than 330 
campuses. 

As the anti-war movement 
spreads among today’s student 
activists, there is little doubt that 
the S.D.S. has adopted the fight 
as a popular issue to which many 
liberal, though non-radical, 
students can be rallied. 


Goff touches off 
commotion during meet

the 50 Blacks who were standing 
in the back of the room were 
denied formal recognition by 
Goff who stated that he would 
only answer questions from those 
persons who were seated, even 
though there were not enough 
seats to accommodate the 50 
students. 

Goff was then asked by one 
seated student to give non-biased 
documentation for some of the 
statements made earlier. He 
refused when the same question 
was repeated by another student. 
He refused to answer again. 

Goff was then asked if he was 
anti-Sematic, to which he replied 
that Arabs were a part of the 
Semitic tribes and that he was 


definitely not anti-Arabian. 
Commotion followed, and a 
student seated near the podium 
asked him if he was anti-Jew. He 
refused to answer and another 
student asked the same question. 
Goff then replied that he was not 
anti-Jew, but just pro-Christian. 

Commotion followed once 
again. A seated Black student 
asked Goff if he believed in 
integration. Goff replied that he 
did not believe in intermarriage. 
Asked why, he answered that 
“God is a segregationist.” More 
commotion followed as students 
began shouting and interrupting 
him. He then promised that 
wherever he spoke in the future, 
he would announce that there is 
no free speech at Bradley.

Actually the place of the 
R.O.T.C. on the roster of 
courses-for-credit and the faculty 
status of the military officers has 
long been of concern to many 
faculty members and some 
administrators. The officers are 
assigned to colleges by the 
Department of Defense or the 
various services. 

Acceptance as faculty 
members of person who care 
subject to control by an agency 
outside the academic community 
violates the spirit and the letter 
of university autonomy. 

Under such circumstances, it is 
difficult to make a convincing 
case for the granting of credits 
for work that is not related to the 
central mission of the university, 
although proponents of R.O.T.C. 
credits (including some students 
at Yale) make a plausible 
argument on grounds that the 
modern university has accepted 
all kinds of rather peripheral 
experiences as “creditable.” On 
the question of control over the 
faculty, the case against an 
academically accredited R.O.T.C. 
is almost beyond challenge. 
Military officers certainly listen 
to a different drummer.

MacMurray has "talk-out” 


A conference rather than a 
confrontation was the recent 
response of MacMurray College 
to the expected “year of unrest” 
on the nation’s campuses. 

The result was fully as exciting 
as a confrontation and it involved 
virtually every student, teacher, 
administrator and trustee in a 
3-day no-holds barred 
think-talk-and-action session. 

Several immediate results 
came from the meeting. A new 
system for handling student 
records has been instituted. 
Disciplinary records of students 
will be kept separate from 
academic records, and will be 
released only by written 
permission of the students. 

Room checks have been 


abolished with each student 
responsible for the health and 
maintenance of his or her own 
room. Authoritative lectures on 
birth control and effects of drugs 
by physicians and other 
professionals have been approved. 


Report cards are in for the 
University of Notre Dame’s 
faculty and virtually all have 
received passing grades or better. 
The grades which were given by 
undergraduates, were recently 
released in a “Teacher-Course 
Evaluation.”

Millikin adopts new 
policy on probation 


The faculty of Millikin 
University has adopted a new 
policy on probation and 
suspension for the 1969-70 
academic year, according to Dean 
J. Roger Miller, Vice President 
for Academic Affairs. 

The use of the term 
“probation,” to refer to students 
who are admitted with weak 
transfer records or who fall below 
a prescribed grade point average 
will be discontinued. 

All restrictions placed on the 
normal class load and 
extracurricular activities of such 
students, except as prohibited by 
the rules of specific 
organizations, will be eliminated. 
In place of the present system of 
“probation,” students will be 
informed of the fixed 
accumulated grade point average 
necessary to remain at Millikin. 

The rationale for the new 
program is as follows: 

The major cause for poor 
grades is not lack of study time. 
Motivation and poor study habits 
are the basic cause for student 
(especially freshman) failure. 
Students on probation who have 
a reduced load do not necessarily 


use the time gained for study. 
Generally speaking, reduced loads 
simply allow him more time for 
diversions of a nonacademic 
nature.

Concerned Students Alliance 
Platform, Joe Gibson said that 
this year’s election was unique.

“The shame of Hewitt Hall” is a shame the entire 
university must bear. As a university grows in academic 
stature, the recreational facilities for its students grow more 
important, not less. It is a dangerous and unnecessary task to 
place one in a position of overbearing dominance to the 
harm of the other. 

President Johnson once wrote: “It is a delusion for any 
community to regard the playground as a luxury and the 
classroom as the only essential.” In the Bradley University 
community, the “delusion” was almost reality. 

Charles Orsborn, Bradley athletic director, has said that 
the athletic staff “has never been opposed to better facilities 
for other departments.” He added however, that he would 
“hate to see consideration given to other better facilities 
prior to Hewitt Hall.” How necessary is a physical education 
facility at Bradley? It is necessary to view our vintage gym 
that now represents Bradley University recreation and 
determine its utility. 

According to athletic department figures, 2,316 male 
students participated on intramural teams last year. That is 
approximately two-thirds of the male enrollment at Bradley. 
Hewitt Hall is operating four nights a week from 7 o’clock 
until 9 o’clock. A Red Cross swimming program, operated as 
a public service to Peoria, uses the pool two nights a week. A 
student and a faculty swim occupy the pool on the other 
two days. ' 

Physical education classes use Hewitt Hall continuously 
from 8 a.m. to 3 p.m. Monday through Thursday, except in 
the last two months of the spring semester. From 3 p.m. 
until 6 o’clock, athletic teams use the facilities. The gym is 
host to intramural sports from 6 to 11 p.m. 

Bradley is presently unable to field wrestling teams and 
gymnastic teams. According to Orsborn, Hewitt Hall does 
not have the space or the facilities to accommodate 
practices. The swimming team currently practices and holds 
meets in the Peoria YMCA. 

Orsborn expressed the possibility that the school might 
make physical education courses non-mandatory. “We’d 
have a responsibility to make the courses more interesting,” 
Orsborn remarked. He said that classes in such areas as 
basketball have given way to physical fitness due to lack of 
space and class size. K 

“Encouragement for individual competition” would be a 
strong factor for students when the new facility is built, 
according to Orsborn. He added that Hewitt cannot afford 
space for any but the larger group sports. Sports such as 
handball are “very popular,” according to Orsborn, and 
would be available in the new gym. 

The need for a new gym and the need for a better library 
are apparent. This column questions only the logic and the 
motives of the attempted assassination of the new gym until 
the library was “adequate.” 

One needs only eyes to see where the first need lies. It 
takes little intellectual fervor to compare Cullom-Davis with 
Hewitt and watch the library grow in stature with every 
gaze. The issue of priorities implies something far deeper 
than handball courts and history books. Never have I seen 
the majority so silent, nor the irrational so elevated.

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Lindsay cites school inflexibility 


(ACP) -- Colleges and 
universities may be too inflexible 
and discipline-oriented to 
respond to the pressing problems 
of the day, Mayor John V. 
Lindsay of New York told about 
1,000 presidents and deans at the 
annual meeting of the 
Association of American Colleges 
in Pittsburgh, Pa. 

“Poverty, integration, defense, 
transportation, space exploration, 
economic development, and 


deterioration of the cities cry out 
for creative, interdisciplinary 
thinking,” Mr. Lindsay said. 

“The university with its 
departmental structure, seems 
ill-equipped to respond.” 

Specifically, Mr. Lindsay 
proposed college and universities 
develop more programs for 
high-risk students. He noted a 
recent survey of 215 institutions 
revealed almost half have no such 
programs at all.

arrive at, is to eliminate all 
hand-written work as much as 
possible substituting type-written 
work, but most important, 
eliminate names from the papers. 

By eliminating names from 
tests and typed papers and 
replacing them with 
corresponding numbers, changed 
at least once during the semester, 
the student receives an 
undiscriminating grade from the 
teacher, and the teacher can in 
turn grade objectively. 

The answer to such a 
proposition might be; go to a 
state school, where the student is 
treated as a number. But to me, 
that is like telling the student 
who finds something wrong with 
the library to go to another 
school. 

If Bradley is going to improve 
academically, I think the grading 
system as well as the question of 
teacher objectivity needs serious 
attention and inspection.

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English curriculum to change in nation’s colleges 


Chicago, Ill.-(IP) 

In the near future, preparing 
for graduate study in English will 
be similar to preparing for 
medical school, a faculty member 
at the University of Chicago 
predicts. 

Methods of teaching English, 
especially at the college level, are 
going to change dramatically 
within the next few years, 
according to Gwin J. Kolb, 
professor and chairman of the 
department of English language 
and literature at the university. 

For example, students who 
major in English and plan 
advanced study in graduate 
school will follow a course of 
study clearly designed for the 
English major. “In a way,” he 
said, “it will resemble the course 
of study premedical students take 
now, except that the course will 
be in the area of English studies.” 


Computers will be used more 
widely for library research. 
Rhetoric, only now emerging 
from a moribund period, will 
enjoy a major revival in 
popularity. “Students who want 
to major in English will make 
their decision to do so much 
earlier in their college career than 
is now the case,” Kolb said. 

“I don’t like to see computers 
used too much,” he continued. 
“But we must face the fact that 
‘information retrieval’ rather than 
digging through books is 
becoming more and more 
commonplace.” 

Kolb said his predictions were 
based upon conversations with 
other members of the Association 
of Departments of English 
(ADE). Kolb headed the ADE, a 
group of more than 800 college 
and junior college English 
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department chairmen, during the 
past year. 

Another of the changes 
foreseen by Kolb is the 
abandonment of traditional 
courses, such as the teaching of 
Old English and substitution of 
courses more closely attuned to 
mid-20th Century life. 

He said that here will probably 
be more flexibility in English 
departmental requirements across 
the nation.

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No free speech? 

On Mar. 19, the Conservative 
Action Club held a meeting open 
to the public at Baker Hall. 
Kenneth Goff, former 
Communist, and William Hanson, 
author, were the “scheduled” 
speakers.

Why always gripes? 

For months and even years, it 
seems like the only things we 
have heard in editorials are gripes 
and more gripes. For a while I 
wondered just why that was; then 
it dawned on me. No matter what 
is done about any topic, someone 
will find something wrong with it 
and say so. But for some reason, 
if someone finds something right, 
he’ll just sit back and keep quiet. 

I don’t pretend to know why it 
works this way, all I know is that 
it does. Let me give several 
examples. 

1. Dr. Van Arsdale promised 
us 1.5 million dollars for the 
library. The students demanded it 
take priority over all other 
physical educations plans, most 
specifically over the new physical 
education complex. Yet it took 
Gil Renner only about a week to 
get a half-page editorial and one 
page of pictures condemning 
Hewitt Hall and demanding a new 
physical education building.

Mr. Harry Brent, in a talk later 
that same night, said that the 
students should have taken over 
the entire library, including he 
stacks, and sealed it off from 
general use till we got the entire 
1.5 million paid up in full and till 
the Administration surrendered 
to all the rest of the ten demands. 

2. When Dr. Van Arsdale gave 
into the demand for money by 
the BSA, some of the white 
students mumbled because he 
was letting himself be pushed 
around by black power. But I 
heard no public “Thank You” 
from the black students. 
Similarly, if he had not given in, 
the black students probably 
would have charged that he was 
unresponsive to their needs. Yet I 
cannot imagine seeing the white 
students getting together and 
thanking him for holding out. It 
works both ways. 

3. If students do nothing to 
try to help the racial problem in 
this country, they are branded as 
being ‘uncaring’. But if someone 
like Jack Olesker tries to do 
something about it, he is 
condemned in terms I won’t even 
repeat here. 

4. If the United States stops 
bombing North Vietnam, people 
gripe because of the increased 
casualty rates and communist 
offensive, but who comes out 
afterwards and says that he is 
glad we stopped? Similarly, if we 
resume bombing the North, 
people will complain hat we are 
spreading our imperialistic

Black studies topic at AAC meet One Year Later 


(ACP) -- The role of 
Afro-American studies in 
undergraduate education was 
debated vigorously by a militant 
from San Francisco State College 
and the moderate head of the 
United Negro College Fund at the 
annual meeting of the 
Association of American Colleges 
in Pittsburgh, Pa. 

“A black education which is 
not revolutionary in the current 
day is both irrelevant and 
useless,” Nathan Hare, chairman 
of the department of black 
studies at San Francisco State, 
said. 

“To remain impartial in the 
educational arena is to allow the 
current partiality to whiteness to 
fester. Black education must be 
based on both ideological and 
pedagogical blackness.” 

Hare listed 18 goals for 
Afro-American studies, ranging 


from ending white supremacy to 
promoting a “black world view.” 

Stephan J. Wright, president 
of the United Negro College 
Fund, which represents 36 
private, predominantly Negro 
colleges, said he agreed with Mr. 
Hare on some points, but 
questioned two. 

Those were, “To develop a 
sense of nationhood among black 
Americans,” and “To create 
revolutionary black cadres that 
will teach the people to help 
exterminate oppression.” 

Such demands smacked of a

“kind of separatism that isn’t 
going anywhere,” Mr. Wright 
said. “It will only lead to an 
intensification of the kind of 
hatred that will help destroy the 
nation and the myriad 
opportunities for Negroes.” 


He proposed undergraduate 
programs in Afro-American 
studies be designed to equip 
Negro students to “negotiate the 
system” of our industrialized 
society and to provide them with 
“the ways and means by which 
the system may be improved.”

Last year the Kemer Report 
told you that the country you 
live in is racist. Last year you 
were told that White America is 
responsible for the disgrace that 
much of Black America lives in. 
Last year the headlines pleaded 
for immediate cessation of your 
apathetic attitudes. That was all 
one year ago, and you did 
nothing. 

Last year you were told that 
the country is moving toward 
two separate and unequal 
societies. Last year you found 
out that there were ten million 
starving people under your flag. 
Last year you discovered that 
illness and ignorance were 
rampant in parts of the South. It 
was last year that you were told 
time was running out; and still 
you did nothing. 

Last year you watched as 
cities burned, as demagogues 
preached hate, as teenagers were 
clubbed and maced. Last year 
two medal winners were dropped 
from your country’s Olympic 
team for thinking, they too, had 
a little dignity. You also learned 
that your country needed 
Mohammed Ali more than he 
needed your country. And all of 
a sudden he didn’t seem to you 
very strong anymore. 

You were around last year 
when we traded with Rhodesia 
and South Africa, for not to have 
done so would have been 
hypocritical. Tension rose a little 


bit for you last year. They might 
not have moved next door, but at 
least they were on the block. 

Last year you witnessed two 
leaders of peace slain as they 
knew they would be. One was 
Black, and one was White; and 
you said there is no racial 
discrimination here. 

Last year nine million people 
supported a man for president 
who has done almost as much for 
the Blacks as the Romans did for 
the Christians. Hundreds of Black 
people died in New York City 
last winter because there was no 
heat in their homes. Dozens of 
poor people camped out in 
Washington last year to show the 
government how grateful they 
were. The government got the 
message: they billed the poor 75 
thousand dollars. 

Two thousand Black 
Americans died in Vietnam last 
year. They were fighting, 
supposedly, for freedom over 
there instead of fighting for 
freedom over here. Last year in 
Vietnam, we spent more money 
every three seconds ($3,300) 
than millions of families spent all 
year. 

Black people didn’t have it so 
good last year. They learned less, 
ate less, and earned less than their 
White neighbors. But they 
disliked their country more. 

Last year was sad alright, but 
what’s sadder is that this year is 
really last year - in disguise.

sure they felt justified in their 
action however, since Dr. Goff is 
an “extremist”. You see, there’s 
nothing wrong with an 
“extremist” as long as he’s either 
a leftist or he happens to be 
Black. 

Those at the speech thought 
Goff was an extremist because he 
doesn’t believe in inter-racial 
marriage and said so at the 
speech, and because he’s listed in 
the “Radical Right.” This book 
was written by Ben Epstein and 
Arnold Forster, formerly Arnold 
Fastenberg - a Soviet spy! This 
book is also the only place that 
lists Dr. Goff as supporter of the 
Minutemen, which is what the 
Scout stated in the article. 

As for the rest of the article; 
what the Scout terms “somewhat 
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angry,” “disagreeable,” and 


“commotion,” in referring to the 
students’ action at the speech, 
were in fact obscene insults, 
threats and the plain denial of 
free speech. The Scout failed to 
mention the clenched-fist salute 
and the singing of the Communist 
Internationale by SDS members 
and others. Nor did it mention 
that the evening’s program had to 
be cut short because of the 
students’ “commotion,” so that 
the second scheduled speaker was 
not allowed to speak. The fact 
that security police and Peoria 
police had to be called, and that 
Dr. Goff had to be escorted to his 
car by them, while still receiving 
verbal insults, was likewise 
overlooked by the Scout. 

And the Scout somehow 
declined to use one of its favorite 


words, “Black,” to directly 
describe those that caused the 
“commotion.” 

It’s also interesting to note 
that most of the Negroes that 
stood at the back of Baker 
Auditorium, blocking the exits, 
did not arrive until the speech 
was amost over. This is why Dr. 
Goff only took questions from 
those that were seated - because 
they heard the speech. Yet these 
people in the back felt justified in 
shouting “questions,” not to i 
mention the vulgar insults, before 
the question period even began. 
Of course, the fact that Dr. Goff 
was not even allowed to answer 
some of the questions because of 
the shouting, was also 
overlooked. 

There were many other 
inaccuracies in the article. The 
article states that Goff’s speech 
was an attempt to show a 
connection between the 
Community Party USA and racial 
violence. But it greatly 
overlooked the fact that Goff 
himself used to be a member of 
the CPUSA, and the Young 
Communist League, and that 
what Dr. Goff was saying was 
from his own experience as a 
Communist. 

I could go on even further^* 1 
with other inaccuracies and 
flagrant flaws in the article, J 
indeed of the Scout as a whole. 
But this is not really necessary. 
Anyone that reads the Scout, and 
then looks at the “brave” on the 
front page with his headband 
pulled down over his eyes, 
understands the situation.

Corvallis, Ore.-(IP) 

Student radicals aren’t in 
control of Oregon’s college 
campuses, and aren’t likely to be, 
according to Russell Sadler, 
chairman of Oregon’s / 
In t eri nstitutional Student 
Committee on Higher Education. 
They won’t so long as authorities 
here continue performing as they 
have, he said. 

Sadler, whose group includes 
student government leaders from 
seven schools in the state system 
of higher education, said “most 
student reform efforts are, as 
they have usually been, in the 
hands of responsible moderates.” 

“Our strategy is one of 
reconciliation, of negotiation, 
and the proposal of responsible 
alternate policy,” he said. 

Asked about the use of an 
obscene phrase in the Oregon 
Daily Emerald, Sadler, a 
University of Oregon graduate 
student, said three things could 
have happened to the University’s 
student newspaper as a result of 
its “intemperance”: An 
administrative reprimand; Filing 
of a legal complaint if a law was 
broken, and “the sanctions of the 
market place.”

Carey isn’t as definite as 
Koperski about the exact order 
of finish of all the clubs, but he is 
sure on one point. “The St. Louis 
Cardinals will regain their world 
champion status by again winning 
the National League title and by 
thoroughly trouncing the 
American League representative, 
probably the Detroit Tigers,’’ 
Carey emphatically says. 

As far as the Cubs: “They will 
probably finish second, but they 
could find themselves in fifth 
place behind Pittsburgh, 
Philadelphia and New York. In 
the National League’s Western 
Division, either San Francisco or 
Atlanta should win,’’ Carey 
continues. But in the end, Carey 
feels that it will be the Cardinals 
on top. 

Moving to the American 
League, Carey prognosticates: 
“The Western Division is 
unpredictable. The only team, in 
fact, that doesn’t have a chance 
of winning is Seattle. The Eastern 
Division, however, should be won 
by Detroit. But assuming that 
Detroit is fortunate to win the 
American League race, they will 
not duplicate last year’s World 
Series victory, for the team they 
will face, the St. Louis Cardinals, 
is the greatest team ever fielded 
in the history of the game.” 

So there it is. Fearless 
prognostications by Bradley’s 
fearless prognosticators-Peoria 
Leo and Peoria Red. The former 
picks the Cubs, the latter the 
Cardinals. Wouldn’t it be funny if 
neither of them won? 

Five home games 
on ’69 grid slate 

Bradley’s 1969 football 
schedule will feature five home 
games, all afternoon affairs, with 
Homecoming against Northwood, 
Oct. 18, and Dads’ Day against 
Southern Illinois, Nov. 1 

Coach Billy Stone will have 24 
lettermen reporting back for 
another season with the number 
one offensive threat still 
quarterback Larry Selinger of 
Springfield who is headed into his 
senior season. 

In three previous falls of 
signal-calling for Stone, Selinger 
has completed 318 of 745 passes 
for 20 touchdowns and gained 
4067 yards. He has punted 105 
times for 3776 yards and has a 
35.9 average. 

The Braves open with a pair of 
home games. The first against 
Evansville, Sept. 20, and the 
second against Western Illinois, 
Sept. 27. 

Following road games at 
Missouri-Rolla and Wayne State, 
it will be Homecoming then 
Wheaton, Oct. 25, Dads’ Day and 
back on the road to wrap it up. 
The last two games are at 
Wisconsin-Milwaukee, Nov. 8, 
and Illinois State, Nov. 15. 

Bradley leads in eight of the 
nine series on next fall’s schedule, 
with the other a new one against 
Northwood. 

Stone will be into his 15th 
season with a 14-year record of 
64-65-5. Last year the Braves 
were 4-6-0.

For Stowell, it was the first 
time he had been a member of 
the rules committee and it seems 
only fitting that there was more 
discussed at this year’s meetings 
than there had been in the past.

The coaches voted in favor of 
allowing the dunk back into the 
game by a two-to-one margin and 
then it was brought before the 
final rules committee for the final 
decision.

Reising - Bradley’s gain 
is Iowa State’s loss

Bill Reising may never have a 
20 win season for a major league 
baseball club. But if he doesn’t, it 
won’t be from a lack of hard 
work or a desire to win. A terrific 
competitior, Reising says: “I hate 
to lose. Winning is what the game 
is all about.” Reising should 
know because he’s had a history 
of being a winner. 

The 6-1, 185 pound senior on 
Coach Leo Schrall’s baseball 
squad is a graduate of Peoria’s 
Central High School. At Central, 
he was a triple letterman in 
football, basketball and of 
course, baseball. His junior 
season, Central advanced to the 
elite eight in the Illinois state 
basketball tournament before 
losing to eventual champion 
Chicago Carver. Carver was led by 
former Bradley great Joe Allen. 

After high school, Reising 
enrolled at Iowa State University 
on a football scholarship. At 
State, he learned that he 
wouldn’t be allowed to 
participate in the baseball 


program because of spring 
football practice. The next season 
he red-shirted at Bradley in 
preparation for competition on 
the Hilltop. 

Iowa State’s loss was Bradley’s 
gain. Reising has proven to be the 
mainstay of Schrall’s fine staff of 
hurlers. His sophomore season he 
compiled a fine 7-2 record. Last 
year’s 6-1 record and conference 
championship had a fitting 
culmination when the big 
right-hander was named to the 
Missouri Valley Conference 
all-conference team. 

When asked about a possible 
professional baseball career 
Reising replied: “Everything rests 
on this season. I had some ^rm 
trouble early in practice but I 
seem to be over it now. Of course 
I would like a chance at the 
majors.” He quickly added, “the 
right opportunity will have to 
come along though.” Reising will 
graduate in June and has 
prepared himself at Bradley for a 
career in the teaching and 
coaching profession. 


“I would favor the dunk,” said 
Stowell. “The spectators enjoy it 
and so do the kids playing the 
game. It adds to the atmosphere 
of the games and it keeps 
interest.” 

Although the rule prohibiting 
the dunk was passed after Lew 
Alcindor’s first year at UCLA, 
Stowell doesn’t feel that the rule 
was aimed solely at the 
three-time all-American. “There 
is no real way to defense the 
dunk because the defensive 
player can’t put his hand over the 
cone of the basket,” noted the 
Bradley cage mentor. “The basic 
reason for the rule was to balance 
out the offense and defense,” he 
added. 

The meetings also brought 
about talk of the possibilities of a 
time clock, as is used in 
professional basketball, in an 
attempt to limit the use of the 
stall. This measure, however, was 
voted down by the coaches. 

“If you see a wider use of the 
stall, the clock might become a 
more real thing in the future,” 
said Stowell, “but right now 
you’ll see that most teams shoot 
within 24 or 30 seconds.” 

In a move to decrease the 
amount of foul shooting, a plan 
to have the one-and-one situation 
start on the eventh foul, rather 
than the sixth, was suggested but 
voted down. 

Another major problem which 
faced the committee was that of 
recruiting. One of the proposals 
was to place a limit of five visits 
by a high school senior to a 
college campus. Punishment for 
failure to stay within these 
boundaries would be the loss of a 
year of eligibility. These rules 
only would affect major colleges. 

“We spent a great deal of time 
with the evils of recruiting,” 
noted Stowell. He went on to 
say: “Something must be done 
about recruiting. A prospect 
comes to a school and is wined 
and dined. The actual picture of 
college life isn’t seen at all.” 

Tracksters open 
outdoor season

Tomorrow the Bradley track 
team will travel to Macomb for 
an outdoor triangular meet with 
Western Illinois and Loyola.

Although we figure to win 
more in the sprints and shorter 
races, our distance men should 
pick up a few points for us,” he 
concluded. 
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Bradley, ICC to merge 


Plans for a merger between 
Bradley University and Illinois 
Central College have been 
formulated by the 
administrations of both schools. 
At the time of the completion of 
such a merger the ICC campus 
located across the Illinois River 
will be the research center of the 
newly formed Bradley-Central 
University, and the present 
Bradley campus will remain for 
the most part intact. 

The merger was initiated and 
completed upon the realization 
that Bradley was in need of a 
research center and Illinois 
Central College was in need of a 
faculty, library, physical facilities 
and a good liberal arts 
foundation. Also included in the 
list of inducements for the 
merger was the tax benefit 
needed to balance Bradley’s 
present budget and put the 
university on a more watery 
Financial base. 

In support of the merger, the 
Bradley Faculty Senate issued a 
statement saying that the 
conclusion of a majority of 
Bradley’s professors in regard to 
the educational benefits of the 
move was that it would

Professor Robert J. 
Pranger, this year’s Velde Visiting 
Scholar, told his Bradley 
audience last Tuesday that the 
current crisis in our political 
order emphasizes how “personal 
tension relates to our society.” 

Dr. Pranger, a political 
science instructor at the 
University of Washington, 
lectured on “Personal Freedom 
and Procedural Freedoms: 
Inevitable Tensions” in his 
address in Olin Hall. 

He said that conflicts exist 
between personal freedom and 
procedural freedom even in a free 
society. The present ferment 
caused by these tensions has gone 
beyond just “shaking the 
establishment” to the very core 
of society, Pranger said. 

The visiting scholar said 
that “personal autonomy always 
threatens to upset civic 
obligations.” Using the military 
draft as an example, he said a 
person may feel tom between his 


public obligation and his personal 
consciousness and must decide 
how to bridge the gap between 
these two feelings. 

Dr. Pranger said the 



“problem of the generation gap is 
in the quality of the difference.” 
He said today sees an age of 
“extreme self-consciousness” that 
cannot be repressed, as other 
generations have been, when 
confronted with procedures. 

Dr. Pranger said the 
solution to the tensions created 
between personal and procedural 
freedom must include “genuine 
citizen participation” in politics 
in order to be a meaningful 
solution. 

Dr. Pranger, the eighth 
Velde Visiting Scholar, was 
joined by Harry Brent, Dr. 
Robert Heinemann and Dr. 
William Steiner in a discussion 
period following the lecture.

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Structures serve functions 


C. West Churchman, one of the founders of operations 
research, has taken the position that the quality of an 
organization should not be determined by the decisions 
made, but rather by the quality of participation used in the 
decision making process. Although Churchman is no doubt 
referring to the business enterprise or corporate structure, 
his words also have significance for all levels of the university 
structure. 

We, as members of the college community, have 
allowed ourselves to become rigid in our methods and fixed 
in our perspective. We view the university as a pyramidic 
structure with information flowing up and decisions flowing 
down. And each day we plan our actions according to the 
structure or methods previously set up. In essence, what we 
have done is to allow our function to serve the structure, 
rather than build the structure to serve our function. 

The lack of significant representation of real student 
opinion on the Senate, the communication gap which severs 
the bond between administration and students, and the 
everyday red tape” by which we determine our university 
roles (functions) are all indicative of allowing ourselves to 
become stagnant in our operation and decision making, and 
thus low in our quality of organization. 

As Harold Hodgkinson, Director for Research and 
Development in Higher- Education for the University of 
California, has said, “For adults who have devoted their lives 
to maintaining the structure they dominate, structures have 
become ends in themselves, rather than means to ends.” This 
in itself is not unbearable, but serious problems do arise 
when students who are not devoted to maintaining 
structures and find those structures to be ends in themselves 
are asked to “fit into” that very structure. Again referring to 
Hodgkinson, That is one reason why we should listen to 
students, not that they are always right, but because they 
have not developed the trained incapacity of believing that 
the structure must be served at any cost.” 

He continues: The model toward which I feel we must 
move is describable in terms of the problem of class size. 
Classes of 30 to 40 are the worst • they do not provide the 
meaningful exchange of the seminar of 15, and are very 
inefficient in terms of supplying information to large masses 
of 500 to 1000 students. Classes should either be very large 
or very small, depending on the function of the c la s s . The 
same can be said of systems of governance. The ideal to 
shoot for would be a system in which decisions affecting 
individuals' lives and commitments would be made in the 
smallest possible units, while matters of logistics and support 
services should be made in the largest context available, 
tapping into the national networks. 

Certainly, it seems that Hodgkinson marks a very clear 
path for the entire university. The functions and demands of 
an organization determine the structure needed to make that 
organization effective. As these functions and demands 
change, so must the structure. Following the Director’s 
advice then, we must look at the variety of functions within 
our university and build accordingly. Departments must 
improve through a quality of participation designed to 
satisfy the function of that department and so on through 
faculty, evaluation, through university committees, through 
the student Senate, through fraternities and sororities, to the 
Board of Trustees.

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Student discontent continues 
over Code of Student Life 
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Miss Carlock presents recital 


IOWA CITY, IA. (I.P.)-The 
Code of Student Life - a 
newly-revised set of University 
rules regulating student conduct - 
has surpassed the war in Vietnam 
as a subject of discussion, debate 
and dissent on the Iowa campus. 

A report by the local chapter 
of the American Association of 
University Professors (A.A.U.P.) 
describes the code controversy as 
a local manifestation of 
nationwide student discontent. 

“The function and 
prerogatives of the university are 
currently being challenged. 
Students, “the report says,” are 
asking the university to do things 
which it has not done before, and 
to refrain from others which it 
has done. 

“They are asking the 
university to give moral 
leadership to a world in which 
the church appears to them to be 
irrelevant and the political 
process impotent and bankrupt 
of ideas. 

“At the same time they reject 
the right of the university to 
impose a personal morality upon 
them. They claim the right as 
adults, as searches for the truth, 
or simply as individual human 
beings, to devise a code of 
personal behavior valid for 
themselves so long as it does not 
interfere with the rights of 
others.” 

The report of the Iowa 


chapter of A.A.U.P. was prepared 
by Eric Bergsten, professor of 
law, who also is chapter 
secretary. “Many students were 
unaware of the General 
Regulations in the 1966-67 
edition of the Code of Student 
Life until the Nov. 1, 1967 
demonstration on the east steps 
of the Iowa Memorial Union 
against recruiting at the 
University by the Marine Corps,” 
Bergsten’s report says.

to change or discard those 
procedures that have become 
irrelevant in the modem world. 

He points out that most of 
today’s teaching arrangements 
originated at a time when 
students were relatively few in 
number and faculty members 
were plentiful.

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Cornell ROTC training revised 


Ithaca, N.Y.-(I.P.) 

A faculty-student 
-administration commission at 
Cornell University has 
recommended a number of basic 
revisions in military training at 
Cornell. 

The Presidential 
Commission on Military 
Training’s report, made public 
recently, also recommends that 
Cornell join other major 
universities in developing a 
proposal for submission to the 
Department of Defense before 
midyear calling for similar 
revisions in Reserve Officer 
Training Corps (ROTC) 
programs. 

The Commission, chaired 
by Vice Provost W. Keith 
Kennedy, recommended that a 
new University policy on military 
officer education should follow 
five general policy guidelines. 
They are: 

“Courses which are 
required as part of the ROTC 
program having significant 
political or policy content should 
not be taught by military officers 
on active duty. 

“Accredited courses -of a 
technical character in the fields 
of science, engineering, and the 


applied social sciences should be 
taught by the civilian faculty of 
the University. However, in 
special cases, they may be taught 
by a military officer, under the 
purview of a regular academic 
department. 

“Training of a military 
character, such as indoctrination 
and drill, should be an 
extracurricular and non-credit 
activity, preferably conducted in 
summer programs. 

‘ ‘Every effort should be 
made to bring the ROTC 
student’s commitment more in 
line with standards acceptable for 
other students committing 
themselves to a particular career 
pattern. 

“The University should 
require a stronger oversight and 
purview mechanism for 
improving the working 
relationship between ROTC and 
the University.” 


The Commission based its 
recommendation that Cornell 
continue to participate in the 
ROTC programs for the 
education of students intending 
to become Army, Air Force or 
Navy officers on the premise that 
“substantial change in the 





existing programs can and will 
occur within three years.” 


Some of the specific 
recommendations are: 


Lewis comments about 
professor evaluation 


--“That prior to his initial 
appointment, the commanding 
officer of each military program 
be interviewed by the Vice 
President for Academic Affairs 
who will thereupon advise the 
President of the University and 
the Department of Defense 
regarding the officer’s 
Qualifications for the assignment. 

--“That the commanding 
officer of each military program 
continue to be appointed as 
Professor without tenure, but 
that the practice of granting 
professorial appointments to 
other military officers be 
discontinued except as provided 
for in certain technical courses 
now offered by the services. 

“Moreover, as the ROTC 
programs evolve in the direction 
we recommend, the names of the 
military science departments 
should be changed to military 
science programs in order to 
more accurately reflect their 
status in the University. 

--“That the Faculty 
Committee on Military Curricula 
be replaced with a 
faculty-student-military officer 
committee. The members of this 
committee should be chosen to 
insure wide representation of the 
university community. The 
purpose of the committee would 
be to maintain a stronger 
oversight and purview mechanism 
for the military program. 

--“That the procedures 
leading to the execution of the 
contract and the provisions of the 
contract between the officer 
candidate and the services should 
include: 1) a complete disclosure 
of the student’s obligations, risks 
and possible penalties prior to the 
initial execution, 2) The privilege 
of withdrawing from the contract 
without prejudice prior to the 
beginning of the final two year 
years of the officer education 
program and 3) a comprehensive 
review of the student’s 
obligations, risks and possible 
penalties prior to the time that 
the deadline for withdrawal 


New Wilmington, Pa.-(IP) 

Some professors at 
Westminster College are being 
rated by their students on terms 
of the professor’s personality, 
capability, content, testing, 
mechanics and students’ general 
feeling toward him and his class. 
This is a trial program of the 
Professional Life Committee on 
recruitment and promotion of 
the Self Study. 

According to Dr. Phillip 
Lewis, dean of the college and 
chairman of the Self Study’s 
Steering Committee, the form 
distributed to selected professors 
is to be used to examine the 
validity of this type of 
instrument for evaluating 
professors. Class types include 
elective, required and major 
courses. 

The student does not sign his 
name but indicates by letter (H, 
A, or L) whether he considers 
himself high, average, or low in 
ability. He then rates his 
professor by the same terms on 
36 items. 

The forms, collected and 
sealed in a labelled brown 
envelope, are stored in the 
registrar’s office until after final 
grades are turned in. They are 
then returned to the professor so 
that he may add the grade 
distribution for each class. 

The instructor may use his 
own discretion for any other use 
he makes of the evaluation forms

course loads, credits, grading, 
advising, rigid degree 
requirements, demand for small 
classes, and many others seem to 
be accepted by the vast majority 
of faculty members as established 
and enduring ‘truths’ for effective 
and efficient undergraduate 
instruction,” Dr. Milton said. 

He adds that it is “singularly 
incongruent” that the same 
professors who continually cast 
critical eyes at so-called “truths” 
in their academic specialties have 
left “truths” of college 
instruction unchallenged. 

Dr. Milton warns, however, 
that major changes in 
teaching-learning arrangements 
are inevitable and that professors 
must decide whether they will be 
victims of emergency measures or 
leaders in change based upon 
systematic knowledge.

With the first five positions 
set, Spink must still come up 
with a sixth man to complete the 
team.

Leading candidates for the 
remaining spot are Doug 
Schroeder, a transfer from 
Illinois, and senior Dave 
McLauchlan, a sophomore letter 
winner who didn’t play last year.

Looking ahead to the Missouri 
Valley meet, Spink feels that the 
conference will be better 
balanced this season than in the 
past. He rates Memphis State and 
North Texas as the teams to beat. 
After those two schools, he 
thinks that it is anybody’s game. 

“Wichita has the same team 
back and Drake has improved 
with some new, young golfers. 
Also, Cincinnati always gives us 
trouble.” 

Following the Oklahoma 
Intercollegiate, the golfing Braves 
will play at North Texas State, 
Texas Wesleyan, Tulsa, a 
four-team tourney at Wichita and 
at Kansas State on Apr. 12.

Braves to open r 69 season 
with new look and new field 


"Charlie Sifford and The Masters” 

Charlie Sifford is a professional golfer. Big Deal! So are 
Arnold Palmer, Jack Nicklaus and Julius Boros. 

But they’re White. 

Charlie Sifford is Black. 

They’ve made millions from golf. 

Sifford is lucky if he has made enough to support his 
family. 

Sure Palmer, Nicklaus and Boros are better golfers than 
Sifford. But they’re White. Sifford is Black. 

Sifford remembers the days when he was shunned by his 
fellow golfers and spectators alike. He remembers the nasty 
shouts, the behind-the-back insults, the doors at the 
lily-white country clubs closing in his face. 

But Sifford never stopped trying. After all, when you’re 
46 years old and have a family to support and have played 
golf for the better part of your life, there’s nothing you can 
do but keep on trying. 

All the trying paid off when the cigar-smoking, 
mustachioed Sifford won the Hartford Insurance Open last 
summer. The tournament, which was played in late summer 
when all the major championships had been decided, didn’t 
receive much publicity. And neither did Sifford. But he kept 
trying. 

And all that effort paid off again this year when Sifford 
won the prestigious Los Angeles Open, the opening event on 
the 1969 PGA tour. 

It wasn’t an easy victory. Charlie had to defeat South 
Africa’s Harold Henning in a sudden-death playoff to win. 
Ironically, here was Henning, a native of a country that still 
practices apartheid, being defeated by a Black man. 

After the victory at Los Angeles, the nomadic pro tour 
made its next stop, and Sifford again was lost in the shuffle. 

Sifford was still hitting his tee shots with his patented 
falldown swing and still smoking his ever-present cigar, when 
the past champions of the most prestigious event in golf, the 
Masters, met to decide who they would invite to this year’s 
tourney. All but one of the openings in the Masters is 
allocated to former champions, the top finishers on the 
previous year’s tour, etc. 

The champions had the right to invite any one golfer they 
wanted and Charlie would be as good a choice as any. But 
the former champions, including men like Palmer and 
Nicklaus, voted to invite young Bob Murphy to this year’s 
toumey. 

There isn’t any doubt that Murphy is an outstanding 
golfer. But he has his whole career in front of him. 

Charlie doesn’t. It was a long wait for those first two 
wins, and when you’re 46 years old and playing a young 
man’s game, it might be another long wait for the next title, 
if it ever comes. 

But the former champs decided that they didn’t want 
Charlie. Another door was shut in his face. So it will have to 
be at least another year before a Black man might play at 
the Masters. 

Is Charlie disappointed? Probably. But when you’re Black 
and have been playing a White man’s game for these many 
years, all those disappointments come to be expected. 

So when the Masters is played in April at lily-white 
Augusta National in Georgia, Charlie will probably be sitting 
in front of his television set with his family and watching. 

But Charlie Sifford should be there. 

He won’t.

There will be a new look to 
the 1969 Bradley baseball team 
and a new playing field. Faced 
with the loss of his entire infield 
(A1 Smith, Jim Barberis, Bob 
Swigris and Mike McDonald) 
pitcher (Lou Pasierb), one of the 
top collegiate catchers in the 
nation (Gary Upton) and a 
heavy-hitting outfielder, (Frank 
Mavetz), veteran Coach Leo 
Schrall will have to find more 
than adequate replacements if his 
Braves are to have a chance of 
repeating as Missouri Valley 
champions. 

In addition to the new look on 
the field, the team will play all 
their home games at Meinen 
Field, which is located next to 
the agricultural laboratory on 
Nebraska Ave. and Route 74. In 
previous seasons, the Braves 
played at Tom Connor Field in 
East Peoria. 

If there is any one strong 
point for the 1969 Braves, it’s 
pitching. Bill Reising and Paul 
Suckow will return as starters, 
while Lou Pasierb, who saw 
action in a relief role last season, 
should fill the third spot in the 
rotation. Bullpen help is expected 


from Dave Thake and Tom 
Wood. 

Chet Romaniak, who saw 
limited action behind the plate 
last season, will probably replace 
Upton. 

Mike Kincannon, Bill Gibson 
and Tom Cassidy are likely 
candidates at first base, while 
Ron Sullivan and Bob Brickner 
are vying for the second base 
spot. Terry Gualandi appears to 
have the inside track at shortstop, 
while Ron Murphy will have to 
hold off Ernie Pierantoni and 
Dave Monts for the starting job at 
third. 

Mike Neese and Dave Mack 
return to the outfield from last 
season’s championship club, 
while Bob Koeppel and Tom 
Hubbard are destined to see 
plenty of action in the outfield. 

The Braves open the season at 
home Apr. 7 and 8 with single 
encounters against St. Mary’s of 
Minnesota. Offutt Air Force Base 
will provide the opposition Apr. 
10 in Omaha, Neb., while the 
next day,* Creighton University 
will play host to the Braves for 
two. The Braves return home on 
Apr. 16 to face Illinois Wesleyan. 

Very little information is 


available at this time about 
Bradley’s early season opponents. 
In fact, Creighton is the only 
team that has supplied pre-season 
information. 

The Bluejays, playing under 
first year coach Tom Tvrdik, will 
have 17 early season games under 
their belt when they host the 
Braves for a doubleheader. With a 
record of 14-8 last season, the 
Bluejays return 18 lettermen. 

Best of the returnees is third 
sacker Gil Passarella. Only a 
sophomore last season, Passarella 
lead the nation in RBI average 
(1.62 a game), was number six in 
batting (.471) and number three 
in home runs (.38 a game). The 
5-10, 180 pound native of 
Elmwood Park, Ill., personally 
beat the Braves last season with a 
late-inning home run. 

Other standout Bluejays 
include the doubleplay 
combination of Joe Riha 
(second) and Gordon Babe (ss), 
outfielders Jim Karnik and Jim 
Coffey and pitchers George Stilen 
and Rich Berlin. 

The Bluejays will be extremely 
tough on any right-handed hitting 
team.

Coker optimistic about season remainder

“Very optimistic” is the way 
Coach Tom Coker described the 
outlook for the 1969 Bradley 
tennis team. Coker has every 
right to be optimistic since his 
current squad has chalked up 
three straight victories this season 
to run their dual meet winning 
streak to 23 over the past three 
seasons. This is the longest 
winning streak ever accumulated 
by any athletic team representing 
Bradley University. 

Leading the tennis squad again 
this year is top ranked junior Bill 
Lofgren. Continuing in his 
winning form, Lofgren has won 
all three of his matches this 
season boosting his consecutive 
victory streak to 28. 

The number two man on this 
year’s team is freshman Steve 
Tiarks. Tiarks, who won the 
Mid-State Nine tennis 
championship as a high school 
senior, is being counted on by 
Coker to fill the shoes of the 
missing Brad Toburen. 

Moving up from the sixth 
position last year to the number 
three slot this year, is sophomore 
Dave Umbarger. Coker considers 
Umbarger to be the most 
improved player on the squad 
and is counting on him to take 
over the position held by Jim 
Kennedy last season. 

Rounding out the team is 
sophomore Gary Zumwalt at the 
number four position and juniors 
Dennis Crawford and Bob 
Gunter, ranked fifth and sixth 
respectively. 

On Thursday, the Bradley 
netters will host St. Ambrose 
College in a dual meet at the 
Bradley Park outdoor courts. 


The outdoor track season will 
have a belated start tomorrow 
afternoon when Coach Jake 
Schoof’s squad entertains Eastern 
Illinois University at 3:30 at 
Meinen Field. 

The outdoor season was 
scheduled to begin Saturday at 
Macomb with a triangular meet 
between Bradley, Loyola and 
Western Illinois, but poor 
weather forced postponement of 
the meet. As of yet, the meet 
hasn’t been rescheduled. 


Although St. Ambrose lost their 
number one player through 
graduation, Coker still considers 
them to be a strong team. 

Wisconsin State University at 
Oshkosh will face the Braves in 
Peoria on Apr. 5. Oshkosh has 
dominated first place in their 
conference for the last four years. 
In addition, they finished fourth 
in last year’s NAIA national small 
college tournament. 

Charleston, Ill. is the site of 
Bradley’s first road contest as the 
Braves encounter the Panthers of 
Eastern Illinois University on 
Apr. 8. Eastern has always been a 
difficult team to beat at home. 
“We defeated them here last 
year,” commented Coker, “but 
we’ve never beaten them on their 
home courts.” 

The netters return home to 
host Augustana College on Apr. 9 
and Loras College on Apr. 10. 
Referring to Augustana, Coker 
said, “We won last year but we 
always have a strong match with 
them.” Loras is regarded by the 
Bradley coach as “a good small 
college team.” 

One of the highlights of this 
season will be the Northeast 
Missouri State Tournament, Apr. 
11 and 12 at Kirksville, Mo. The 
Braves are defending champions 
of this tournament for the first 
time, winning last year’s contest 
34-18. In previous years, 
Northeast Missouri had 
completely dominated the 
tourney. Other schools that will 
participate in this year’s 
tournament are Iowa State, 
Drake, St. Ambrose, St. Louis, 
Principia and the University of 
Missouri at Rolla.

The track squad will be 
relatively inactive during spring 
break, with the only action a 
triangular meet at Evanston on 
Apr. 12 against Northwestern and 
Minnesota. 

Highlights of the remainder of 
the track season include the 
Drake Relays, the Elmhurst 
Invitational, the State 
Intercollegiate meet and the 
Missouri Valley Conference meet 
at Peoria on May 10. 


University Invitational 
Tournament, to be held in 
DeKalb on Apr. 18 and 19, 
promises to be one of the best 
indoor contests of the season. In 
addition to the defending 
champion Huskies from Northern 
Illinois, other teams competing in 
the toumey will be Cincinnati, 
Iowa State, Marquette, Indiana 
State, Northeast Missouri State 
and Mankato State. Last year 
Bradley finished second, losing to 
Northern by only two points. 

From DeKalb, the netters will 
travel to Chicago to tangle with 
DePaul University on Apr. 25. 
DePaul, coached by George Lott, 
is the last team to defeat Bradley 
in a dual meet. The Blue Devils 
turned the trick in 1966. In last 
year’s meet, Bradley captured a 
7-2 victory. 

After hosting an indoor meet 
against Northern Illinois on May 
3, the Braves will once again 
move to the outdoor courts, this 
time against Memphis State. 
According to Coker, “This could 
be the toughest dual meet of the 
year.” Memphis finished fifth in 
the Missouri Valley last year, but 
they are a much improved team 
and could be this year’s Valley 
darkhorse. Currently, the Tigers 
are fielding three two-year 
lettermen and four foreign 
players. Included in this 
international group are Henry 
Ladyman, Kevin Green and Dave 
Berryman. 

Ladyman, from Katanning, 
Australia, is the number three 
ranked senior in Western 
Australia. His teammate Kevin 
Green, from Melbourne, is one 
the top ranked Australian juniors. 
Canadian Dave Berryman is 
ranked number one in the 
Ontario Men’s Division and 
number four in all of Canada. 

Peoria’s Glen Oak Park will be 
the site of the Missouri Valley 
Conference Tournament on May 
9 and 10. One week later, on May 
17, Bradley will travel to South 
Bend, Ind. to close out the season 
against traditional rival Notre 
Dame. The Irish are the 
defending champions in last 
year’s Eastern College 
Tournament, and they have 
several of their lettermen 
returning to the squad again this 
season. 


Tracksters host EIU 
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Cuba: after ten years 
of development. Reds 


Bradley’s resident composer - 


Norman Dinerstein: an image 
of great musical intensity 


“Cuba is the most 
internationalist country in the 
world,” state Robert Maisel, in a 
lecture earlier this month in the 
Jobst Hall Auditorium. Maisel, a 
member of the American 
Socialist Party, who recently 
toured Cuba with that group, 
went on to compare the Cuba of 
ten years ago, which he said was 
“run by U.S. imperialists,” to the 
Cuba of today, which he said is 
“the most democratic country in 
the world.” 

“Prior to the revolution (led 
by Fidel Castro approximately 
ten years ago) Cuba was like any 
other Latin American country,” 
Maisel said. There was 30 per 
cent illiteracy, teachers had to 
bribe their way into a job, and 
unemployment was at a residual 
level of 25 per cent, he 
continued. Also, according to the 
American socialist, there was 
widespread disease due to the 
great expense of medical care, the 
prosperity of the people 
depended upon the whims of 
American imperialists, and the 
country was “afflicted by 
racism.” “Even Pres. Batista, 
(ruler prior to the revolution) 
couldn’t enter certain parts of the 
cities because he was a Maloto. 

Since that time literacy within 
the country has been brought to 
a level of 98.4 per cent of the 
population. Maisel said, “The 
people are not writing the great 
Cuban novel, but in 1961 all the 
students were required to leave 
the schools, go into the fields and 
teach the people to read and 
write.” This was the start of the 
“alphabetizing, movement,” he 
continued, and today, Cuba has 
compulsory education through 
the high school level. 

“Students leave home to go to 
school,” Maisel said, “and they 
receive food, clothing, shelter and 
do nothing but just be students.” 
Presently there is a teacher 
shortage in Cuba rather than 
teachers having to bribe their way 
into the schools Maisel added, 
that prior to the revolution the 
University of Havanna was 
primarily a law school to train

corporate lawyers for American 
business, now that division has 
been curtailed and the medical, 
educational, social and political 
departments within the university 
have been expanded. 

During the lecture Maisel 
showed slides of the cities, 
countryside, schools, and 
industrial centers of Cuba 
depicting the great expansion and 
modernization which he said has 
taken place over the past ten 
years.

“What we’re talking about 
tonight is the right to dissent,” 
stated Richard L. Criley in a 
speech, “A Return to Joe 
McCarthyism”, on Monday night 
in the Student Center Ballroom 
before an audience of about 50 
people.

School gives 
draft policy 

After a thorough investigation 
of the procedure for reporting to 
Selective Service for draft-eligible 
students, using information 
gathered from national 
professional organizations, the 
office of our Congressman, the 
Selective Service Law, and from 
Selective Service Headquarters, 
the following University policy 
has been formulated which will 
become effective immediately: 

1. As a service to its students, 
Bradley University will permit 
draft-eligible students, through 
the use of a card at registration or 
available throughout the year in 
the Registrar’s Office, to 
authorize the University through 
the Registrar to notify 
appropriate draft boards of their 
registration at Bradley University. 

2. Bradley University will not 
notify Selective Service boards 
when draft-eligible students 
discontinue their attendance at 
the University for any reason, or 
when they drop below full-time 
status. Such notification would 
then become the responsibility of 
individual draft-eligible students, 
as outlined in the Selective 
Service Law. 

This policy will become part 
of the University regulations 
immediately, and will be 
published in the Handbook for 
the fall semester. 



Dinerstein 


Director of the Chicago 
Committee to Defend the Bill of 
Rights, was here as a guest 
speaker of the Bradley Student 
Lecture Series. 

He said that dissent has 
assumed a “life and death” 
importance today because more 
dangers are facing the United 
States than ever before. These 
vast problems include the threat 
of nuclear war, the gradual 
pollution and destruction of our 
natural resources, and internal 
problems - more specifically the 
divided nature of our society 
between Black and White. 

Faced with these problems, 
Criley believes there should be a 
great demand placed on the 
freedom of man to think, to 
come up with “creative 
solutions.” However, according 
to Criley, the conservative 
“Establishment” in the United 
States seeks to stifle dissent in 
violation of the Bill of Rights. 

This stifling has assumed a 
form of “native Fascism, a 
secession of protest, suppression, 
and police state.” This Fascism, 
he said, is based on reactionary, 
anti-Communist hysteria and race 
prejudice. 

Criley appealed to the 
audience saying it would take a 
serious effort to repel this 
totalitarianism, making itself felt 
in both the legislative and 
executive branches of 
government. He went on to say 
that the political atmosphere 
today would probably make this 
repulsion easier than during the 
McCarthy era. His solution is to 
oppose reactionary philosophy in 
day-to-day problems, because it is 
the resolution of these problems 
which will determine the pattern 
of our future. 

Criley then traced the history 
of his main opponent, the House 
Internal Security Sub-committee, 
formerly called the House 
Un-American Activities 
Committee. It was formed in

If you could find one word to 
describe Bradley’s visiting 
Composer-In-Residence, Norman 
Dinerstein, it would have to be 
“intense.” 

This 31-year-old faculty 
member of the New England 
Conservatory of Music appears to 
be as intense in his conversation 
and thought as if he were 
rehearsing an orchestra to 
perform one of his compositions. 

Although he places his goal in

to lecture,

Norman Dinerstein, 
Composer-In-Residence at 
Bradley for one month, is being 
sponsored by a grant from the 
Illinois Arts Council and a 
matching grant from Bradley. 

Dinerstein will participate in a 
Faculty Seminar, lecture to 
several music and theory classes, 
and make three video tapes on 
contemporary music for future 
use in music courses. 

The 31-year-old composer is a 
member of the Theoretical 
Studies Department of the New 
England Conservatory in Boston, 
a position he was appointed to 
last fall. He received his Master of 
Fine Arts Degree from Princeton, 
and is currently working on his 
doctoral dissertation there. 

Dinerstein is married and has 
one child, and resides in Medford, 
Mass. He has received numberous 
awards and fellowships during his 
career, including a Fulbright 
Grant for work in Germany, a 
Ford Foundation 
composer-in-residence-grant, and 
in 1968, a National Endowment 
for the Arts Composer Grant. 

Ten of his works have been 
published, and one of these, a 
piece for solo flute, will be 
performed by Erling Hausen 
during a recital Tuesday, Apr. 
22, in Neumiller Chapel. His 
other works include compositions 
for orchestra, chorus, band, 
chorus and orchestra combined, 
solo voice and chamber 
ensembles^. 

The College of the Sequoias 
recently commissioned Dinerstein 
to compose a large work for jazz 
orchestra, which was premiered 
in Los Angeles on March 22. 

During the remainder of his 
stay until May 2, he will lecture 
to a graduate theory class on 
Apr. 22, participate in a faculty 
seminar on Apr. 27 on “The 
Role of Music in a University 
Curriculum,” and will participate 
in the Festival of Arts 
presentation on Apr. 29 with a 
lecture on “The Third Stream of 
Music.” 


life as to “Fulfill my artistic 
aims,” his ideas and opinions are 
much more strongly defined. 
Dinerstein speaks with some 
hesitation, as if he were searching 
for the exact words to express his 
feelings. 

When you converse with him, 
you get the feeling that he isn’t 
just talking to you, he is 
composing his ideas into the most 
concise phrase possible. 

Dinerstein said he would 
rather not classify his musical 
compositions into a school or 
movement, because “when you 
identify with a school, you 
become a leader or a follower.” 
He indicated that he did not care 
to be a follower. 

When the conversation turned 
to the newer forms of music, 
such as electronic and computer 
generated music, Dinerstein felt 
the same standards should apply 
to these forms, as to any other 
kind of music. “Simply because 
the newness of the form, some 
people reject tilings they don’t 
comprehend,” he commented. 

Dinerstein believes the 
composer and other electronic 
media should be considered in 
the same manner as any musical 
instrument. His feeling is that the 
instrument should not be 
criticized, but the music that is 
produced should be evaluated. 

“Some people do not believe 
that it is a valid art for,” he said, 
but added that people don’t 
critize a symphony orchestra as a 
medium, they critcize the music 
that is composed for and played 
by it. 

The young composer spent a 
year at the Columbia-Princeton 
Electronic Music Center, and 
characterized his experience there 
as “fascinating.” 

Dinerstein could not be 
certain as to the direction music 
will take in the future, but noted 
that “the modernists of 50 years 
ago are now considered the 
masters of their era.” This, he 
believes, could occur with the 
modernists of today. 

Norman Dinerstein, a 
composer, conductor, and 
teacher whose interest and 
sincerity makes him the intense 
person that he is.

1 938 for the purpose of 
investigating alleged Communist 
activity in trade unions and in the 
Negro’s newly initiated struggle 
for equality. 

According to Criley, the 
committee did a very successful 
job in numerous ways. The first 
was the committee hearing which 
served as a method of “singling 
out and punishing individuals.” 

Dossiers were built up for 
various reasons on a number of 
people including Thurgood 
Marshall, Ralph Bunche, and Roy 
Wilkins for signing petitions 
supporting integration. 

Criley also mentioned the 
anti-riot law attached to the 1968 
Civil Rights Act. This law 
punishes those convicted of 
crossing a state line “with intent 
to riot.” This “intent” Criley says 
he has been judged mainly 
through speech. 

He gave the example of Bobby 
Seal, head of the Black Panthers, 
who was indicted under the law I 
for a short speech that he made 
during the summer in Chicago. 

In conclusion, Criley proposed 
a solution of “dynamic unity” of 
conservatives, liberals, and 
radicals “to keep alive and make 
work the processes of 
democracy.” These people he 
feels, should seek rational, 
constructive changes to confront 
the dangers facing America.

Maisel repeated a number of 
times during the lecture that 
“Cuba is the most internationalist 
country in the world today,” and 
cited the concern of the people 
for what goes on in other 
countries - the racial movement 
in the U.S. (civil rights laws in 
Cuba are strictly enforced said 
Maisel), the Viet Nam war and 
politics everywhere. “All the 
billboards in Cuba deal with 
politics or elections,” stated the 
American socialist and tied this 
to “Cuba being the most 
democratic country in the 
world.” Maisel said, Cubans have 
elections for everything. “It is 
rare that the people do not 
expect to vote at least once a 
day.”

Maisel said, “90 per cent of all 
babies are born in hospitals - 
higher than in the U.S.” Women 
are permitted to use birth control 
and also have the right of 
abortion. There is a great housing 
boom on the island to insure 
adequate living conditions for all 
the people. Presently only 10 per 
cent of a persons income goes for 
housing and by 1970 Cuba plans 
to have no rental, lease, or 
mortgage payments for housing. 
Due to this expansion, Maisel 
added, “there is a worker 
shortage in Cuba today rather

"Television Calls The Shots” 

The control that television has now assumed over 
professional and collegiate sports was never more evident 
than a few weeks ago during the telecast of the Greater 
Greensboro Open. The tournament ended in a four-way tie 
between Gene Littler, Julius Boros, Tom Weiskopf and 
Orville Moody. Normally the playoff would being on the 
first hole, but television said no. 

Since there weren’t any cameras on the first hole, the 
playoff couldn’t begin there. Instead, the four golfers went 
back to the 15 th hole to begin because that’s where the 
cameras were located. If the playoff had begun at the first 
hole it’s possible that someone other than Littler would have 
eventually won the $32,000 first place money. But it’s really 
impossible to say. 

But the far-reaching control of television was evident. 
And it wasn’t the first time that such control was apparent. 
Television forced the United States Golf Association to 
change the format of the U.S. Open a few years ago. The 
final 36 holes of the Open were traditionally played on the 
final day of competition. But the moguls of Madison Avenue 
didn’t like that. So the final 36 holes were switched to 
separate days so that television audiences could be 
bombarded with twice as many of those obnoxious 
commercials. 

The influence of television goes beyond golf. The 
“television timeouts” in both collegiate and professional 
football are obvious to even the novice fan. It would be 
interesting to keep a tally of all the 80-yard touchdown 
drives that were interrupted last season so that Goodyear 
could sell their polyglass tires or Standard could peddle their 
gasoline. 

Even the staid, traditional game of baseball has changed 
the starting times of many of its West Coast games to noon 
or 11 a.m. so that they would be on prime afternoon time in 
the East. 

But the biggest changes that television has brought about 
concerning the extended schedules and the various “all-star” 
and post-season games. If it wasn’t for television money, 
most of the post-season games that are presently played 
would fall by the wayside. And it isn’t hard to imagine that 
the appeal of extra television money had quite a bit to do 
with the division of the two baseball leagues into divisions so 
that more post-season playoff games could be arranged 
under the watchful eye of television cameras. 

The vast tentacles of television have spread into the 
cashbox of almost every sport. If the owners and operators 
didn’t really need television money they would tell CBS, 
ABC, NBC, the Hughes Sports Network and the other 
regional networks to pack up their coaxial cables and 
monitors and go home. 

But the owners can’t do that. Television revenue often 
spells the success or failure of a franchise. If television 
hadn’t heavily subsidized the American Football League 
during its early existence, most people today would 
probably associate AFL with Jimmy Hoffa instead of Joe 
Namath. 

So the plain, simple truth is that sports need television 
more than television needs them. If professional sports 
happen to slowly disappear, the networks would manage to 
shed a few tears before searching for another form of 
entertainment to fill the time slots on Saturday and Sunday 
afternoons. But if the professional and the amateurs alike 
don’t soon begin to exert themselves and tell the network 
executives to stop running the games, the day may come 
when the long tentacles of television will choke out the last 
breath of fresh air in sports.

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Halt Bradley Hall project

The Faculty Senate, in action 
taken last Thursday at Jobst Hall 
auditorium, voted to send a 
resolution to the Board of 
Trustees requesting that the 
construction of the Bradley Hall 
wings be halted until various 
labor unions in the Peoria area 
put an end to their 
“discriminatory practices,” after 
a request for such action was 
made by the Black Student’s 
Alliance with the cooperation of 
Dr. Brenden Liddell. Liddell 
stated that such an action would 
be in line with the “principles 
which you (Dr. Van Arsdale, 
President of Bradley) 
ennunciated two months ago,” 
and the goals of the university. 

In the discussion which 
followed, Dr. Cummings said, “It 
is time that organizations such as 
Bradley and other organizations 
go on record and apply pressure 
to construction companies to 
support the Black movement.” 
To which Dr. Steiner added that 
“it was proper (for the Faculty 
Senate) to state what it feels.” 


Charles Orsbom, head of the 
department of physical 
education, stated, “It seems to 
me that this is going to affect 
more people than those in this 
room.” To which the question 
was posed, if the Student Senate 
had considered the resolution. 
Steiner replied, “I don’t need the 
Student Senate to tell me how to 
think.” “What’s important is how 
this body feels,” he continued. 

John Ruble of the accounting 
department then asked if the 
“Coordinating Council (an 
organization which coordinates 
the Black movement in Peoria 
and of which the Black Student’s 
Alliance is an affiliate) has a 
statement on what it will 
consider to be an end to 
discriminatory practices?” 

According to John Gwynn, 
president of the Peoria NAACP, 
who was not present at the 
Senate meeting, there presently is 
only one Black skilled worker in 
all the Peoria unions - a 
carpenter, and only one Black 
person in apprenticeship with the 
iron workers union.

Dr. Talman W. Van Arsdale, 
Jr., President, announced last 
Friday that a “University-wide 
committee composed of student, 
faculty, and administrative 
representatives will be appointed 
to undertake a study of the Air 
Force ROTC program, and to 
evolve and advise me of a 
recommended philosophical 
position concerning the role of 
the Air Force ROTC program at 
Bradley University.” 

Van Arsdale continued that he 
does not as yet know the 
composition of the committee, 
but plans to make an 
announcement in regard to 
appointments early this week. 


James Polk, president of the 
Afro-American Black Peoples 
Federation, stated, “All the 
unions are open to apprentices at 
different times during the year, 
Black people have applied, and 
yet there are no Black 
apprentices in the trades except 
for the pipe fitters.” Three Black 
people have recently been 
granted apprenticeships in the 
pipe fitters union. 

Polk went on to say that the 
Federation is planning to remodel 
a number of homes in the Peoria 
area entirely with Black labor and 
that the unions have threatened 
the Federation in regard to this 
action. Polk didn’t know exactly 
what action they might take, but 
assumed law suits. 
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Vice-president for Student 
Affairs will be the Office of the 
Dean of Students, Director of 
Financial Aids, Director of the 
Health Center, Director of 
Housing, Director of the 
Placement Bureau, Director of 
the Counseling Center and 
Director of the Student Center. 

According to Van Arsdale, a 
search committee, comprised of 
three students to be chosen by 
the student body president, three 
staff members of the merging 
offices to be chosen by their 
respective staffs, and two faculty 
members appointed by the 
President, will be formed to 
appoint the new Vice-President 
for Student Affairs. 

Dr. Van Arsdale suggested that 
an ideal man for the job would be 
one who had a background in 
educational administration, 
preferably in student personnel 
services, and have had experience 
in areas of teaching, research, 
guidance and counseling.

Sigma Nu student forum: 


Militant approach is the best’

‘The direct militant approach 
is the best approach if you’re 
looking for results.” This quote 
from Peoria attorney Arthur 
Greenberg, seemed to summarize 
the opinions expressed Thursday 
evening during a panel discussion 
on ‘The Student in Society,” 
sponsored by Sigma Nu. 

The panel consisted of 
Greenberg, Dr. E. Russel Kuchel, 
vice president for academic 
affairs, Lynn Swigart, director of 
public relations for Caterpillar 
Tractor Co., and Robert 
Lehnhausen, mayor of Peoria. 

The meeting was sparsely 
attended, only about 30 students 
and faculty members were 
present in Olin Hall for the 
two-hour session. 

The panel considered several 
prepared questions dealing with 
the student as seen from outside 
the undergraduate community. 
As the panel discussed the first 
question, the topic soon turned 
to student militancy. 

Greenberg said he “isn’t 


convinced that all the violence on 
the university level is 
constructive,” but later 
commented that “militancy is 
very, very effective, and is 
responsible for much of the 
change we see in society today.” 

Dr. Kuchel expressed his 
concern about student militancy, 
noting “today’s generation has 
grown impatient and has found a 
method that apparently works.” 
He added “I’m still concerned 
about lethargy, those students 
who are indifferent to the 
problems confronting society.” 

Dr. Kuchel indicated that this 
lethargy could be as big a 
problem on campus as militancy. 

Much of the discussion 
centered on the acceptance of the 
college student by the “outside 
world,” after he graduates. The 
panel seemed to believe there is a 
split between the world of the 
campus and the world of the 
business and social community. 

Swigart felt that “the lack of 
lethargy on the part of students 
has created respect for their 


opinions and ideas in the business 
world.” Greenburg added “there 
is room in business for 
constructive militancy.” 

Mayor Lehnhausen remarked, 
“excellence is the key to this 
problem, if the business or 
clientel needs you, they won’t be 
concerned about what you 
believe, as long as you are an 
expert in your area.” 

Swigart expressed the idea 
that the student who stays 
strictly within his discipline in 
college and doesn’t become 
involved in what is going on around 
him will be of “limited utility 
after a few years in business.” 

For this reason, Swigart 
believes “companies will take the 
new maverick in order to 
survive.” 

After the hour-long discussion, 
the floor was opened for 
questions, and several of these 
dealt with the problem of 
“compromising” your beliefs 
with the rest of society in order 
to survive.

Festival of Arts to begin April 24 


Three of the nation’s 
outstanding collegiate musical 
groups and three prominent 
names from the performing arts 
will participate in Bradley’s 
annual Festival of the Arts. All 
events are open to the public, and 
no admission fee will be charged. 

The week-long festival will 
begin Apr. 24, with an 8 p.m. 
concert in the Robertson 
Memorial Fieldhouse featuring 
the award-winning University of 
Illinois Jazz Band. The Jazz Band 
accomplished a feat 
unprecedented in collegiate jazz 
history when it won the nation’s 
two major jazz festivals in 1968, 
the Collegiate Jazz Festival at 
Notre Dame and the 
Intercollegiate Jazz Festival in St. 
Louis. They recently returned 
from an eight-week concert of 
Europe sponsored by the U.S. 
Department of State. 

The next program will feature 
a lecture on “The Role of the 
Theater in a University” at 8 
p.m., Apr. 26, in Neumiller 
Chapel. Baker, Director of the 
Dallas Theater Center and 
Chairman of the Department of 
Speech and Drama at Trinity 
University in San Antonio, was 
once described by actor Charles 
Laughton as “irritating, arrogant, 
nuts-and a genius.” Laughton 
visited Baker every year to get 
what he claimed was “a bit of 
fresh air in the theater.” Baker 
served as chairman of the 
Department of Drama at Baylor 
University for 30 years and 
during that period turned Baylor 
into one of America’s foremost 
schools of dramatic art. 


The Fine Arts Trio of Drake 
University will present a recital at 
8 p.m., Apr. 27, in Neumiller 
Chapel. Trio members include 
cellist John Ehrlich, pianist David 
Albee, and violinist Don Haines, 
all members of the music faculty 
at Drake University. Organized 
four years ago the accomplished 
musicians have presented 
programs throughout the nation 
with an emphasis on works by 
Brahms, Copland, Adler and 
Haydn. 

Norman Dinerstein, Bradley’s 
composer-in-residence for the 
month of April, will present a 
public lecture on ‘Third Stream 
Music” at 8 p.m. Apr. 29, in 
Neumiller Chapel. Dinerstein, a 
member of the faculty at the 
New England Conservatory of 
Music in Boston, has had a 
distinguished career as a 
conductor ,of orchestra and 
chamber ensembles of both 
standard and contemporary 
repertoire. He was honored last 
year with a composer’s grant 
from the National Endowment 
for the Arts. Dinerstein has had 
nine major compositions 
published and has completed five 
theoretical essays. 

The Center for New Music at 
the University of Iowa will 
present a special program at 8 
p.m., Apr. 30, in Neumiller 
Chapel. The electronic music that 
is produced by the Iowa group 
has been described as the taped 
mixing, filtering and blending of 
everything from bleeps, beeps, 
gonks and bonks to traffic and 
bird noises. Directing the Bradley 
performance will be Dr. Richard 


B. Hervig, professor of 
composition at the University 
of Iowa, who has been in charge 
of the center since its inception 
two years ago under a grant from 
the Rockefeller Foundation. 

The concluding program in the 
festival will be a lecture and 
demonstration by Len Lye, 
famed kinetic artist and 
experimental film maker, at 8 
p.m., May 1, in the Fieldhouse. 
Lye is considered to be a pioneer 
in the field of direct film 
animation and also in kinetic 
sculpture. Lye gained fame for 
exhibiting a seven-foot motion 
sculpture ‘The Fountain” in the 
“Art of Motion” exhibit in 
Amsterdam and at the Museum 
of Modern Art in Stockholm. He 
was simultaneously working on 
his Tangible Motion Sculptures, 
which were shown at the Museum 
of Modern Art, along with his 
film “Free Radicals” in 1961.

Representatives will include 
three faculty members: one

years of service; six members: 
five to be elected at-large from 
the student body in the fall 
all-school elections and one 
elected from the Student Senate;

None of the elected student 
representatives may be a member 
of the Executive Board of 
Student Center Board or of the 
Student Senate Executive 
Council.

'Guaranteed Graduation’ proposed

Every semester a number of 
seniors are informed late in their 
last semester here at Bradley that 
they have not met certain 
graduation requirements and will 
not be able to graduate with their 
class. 

To try to correct this situation 
Senior Class president Keith 
Knapp introduced a bill to 
Student Senate yesterday that, 
upon passage, would establish a 
graduation review board in each 
college of the university. The 
function of this review board 
would be to notify each senior 
one month prior to his seventh 
semester what requirements he 
lacks for graduation. 
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The bill also stipulated that 
the board findings would be 
considered final and if the 
student successfully completed 
these requirements he would be 
guaranteed to graduate. Many 
prominent members of the 
university, the senate faculty 
advisor, Dr. Simmons, Mr. Lyons 
of the English department, and 
Dr. Kuchel, Vice-president for 
Academic Affairs, have been seen 
about this proposal. These 
individuals were both aware of 
the problem and recognized the 
need for a solution to this 
problem. Not only were all of 
these persons extremely favorable 
to the proposal, but many 
expressed a willingness to help in

The responsibility and liability of the student body is 
indeed changing. With the recent action of the Faculty 
Senate in regard to asking the Board of Trustees to halt the 
construction of the wings of Bradley Hall, and in light of the 
position wliich the Black Students Alliance has taken in this 
matter, an important decision will soon have to be made on 
the part of the student body, and then, we must be 
responsible for that decision. The problem is that the 
decision rests on what is important - human values or 
property values. 

For example, if the Board of Trustees decides to stop 
construction, there no doubt will exist a good occasion for 
the university to be sued. Students cannot close their minds 
to this fact, and the harm which could befall the university. 
Yet at the same time, we cannot “turn-off’ the feelings of 
the Black students, the Black people of the Peoria area and 
our social responsibilities. 

If the Trustees are forced to stop construction, will we be 
responsible for the loss suffered by the university, and for 
the loss suffered by various departments and our fellow 
students due to the lack of anticipated and much needed 
facilities? 

If the Trustees do not stop construction, can we again be 
responsible for the loss to Black students and their ancestors 
and their descendants. Will we again say as we have so many 
times before, “Wait until the future; the next time Bradley 
builds a physical facility it will be built with the help of 
Peoria’s Black skilled workers.” 

However, we must find a solution to this dilemma ofhuman 
values and property values. Perhaps we can achieve both, 
and perhaps a good place to start is with the heart of the 
problem-the Peoria area skilled labor unions, and the Peoria 
area business establishments which employ such labor. These 
are the groups which can accomplish the change with the 
greatest benefit and least harm to all. This is where the 
pressure should be applied. This is what we ask of both 
groups-that they seek a solution immediately within their 
own ranks with all the earnestness and concern for their 
society and their university which they can muster. 

However, if the attempt at this form of solution should 
fail, it would then seem that out only alternative then 
is to risk that which may be closest to our own good 
will-this university; for human values are of greater 
importance than property values. Perhaps the wings of 
Bradley Hall may stand as they are now for the next three 
years, but then, the society in which we live for the rest of 
our lives is at stake also.

This reporter spent two days 
with Malcolm Boyd while he was 
in Peoria for the Lecture Arts 
event in the Fieldhouse. The 
following feature is the man I 
found not only in what he said at 
that lecture but also in those two 
days and in the writings of his 
latest book. 

To those who read his first 
liberal but mild book, Are You 
Running With Me, Jesus?, 
Episcopal priest, Fr. Malcolm 
Boyd was surprisingly vocally 
violent as he talked and answered 
questions until midnight in the 
Robertson Memorial Fieldhouse 
last Tuesday night. Not only did 
he discuss his beliefs about God 
and'the Church, but he went into 
his personal dedication to the 
Civil Rights and War Resistance 
movements. 

Since the publication of his 
first book in 1961, Fr. Boyd has 
taken an active part in the civil 
rights movement. Fie can speak 
firsthand of the pride, fear and 
dedication of the Freedom 
Marches with the late Dr. King. 

On race, Malcolm Boyd 
believes in separatism with a 
common goal. “Blacks need 
Blacks: Whites need Whites.” He 
believes Blacks must be 
themselves, not tinged White to 
fit into a White society. At the 
same time he despises the hatred 
between the races that he has 
seen in spit, blood and bombings. 

“We have to communicate 
with each other very, very, very 
much about this thing.” He 
wonders now if “we will have 
turned to hatred before we have 
turned to loving.” 

As to the war, Fr. Boyd 
believes “Americans are the 
gladiators of today. Instead of 
the arena we have the six o’clock 
evening news with all the ugly

living color of death.” He 
questions a society that can sit in 
the comfort of the living room 
while placidly watching death 
and write it off by saying “God is 
on our side.” 


brokenness, involvement rather 
than drop out or conk out...” 

Malcolm 
Boyd was almost “sweet” in his 
book of prayers. Today he is an 
“up-tight, angry, tumed-on...” 
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Clevenson lectures;

Malcolm Boyd sees a common 
denominator of love in all men. 
At the same time he is angry and 
concerned. He admits he was 
profoundly influenced by Damus, 
the ideological father of S.D.S. 
For him, structure in any form is 
a cage. 

For a priest to profess that 
“God is not some head who sits 
up there. He’s down here.”, is 
hard to get used to. He goes on to 
write in his latest book, The 
Book of Days, “the book he feels 
expresses him best right 
now,”...to me God is the spirit of 
the relationship, rather than 


ex-television producer turned 
priest. Now, because of his beliefs 
and writings, he Finds himself 
unemployable in his Church 
bound in a “Virginia Wolfe 
marriage.”

Factors such as air pollution, 
dust, clouds, humidity and 
temperatures which confront 
America’s astronauts as they are 
launched into space were detailed 
here by a noted aerospace 
engineer for the National 
Aeronautics and Space 
Administration. 

Speaking before a small but 
appreciative audience in Jobst 
Auditorium Thursday night, the 
engineer, Sherman A. Clevenson, 
who has been with NASA for 23 
years and works in its Langley 
Research Center in Hampton, 
Va., said these conditions present 
what space scientists call “launch 
vehicle environments.” • 

He divided these environments 
into two categories: natural and 
induced, noting, “Natural 
conditions include dust, snow, 
sleet and, in the atmosphere’s 
upper reaches, the Van Allen 
Radiation Belt.” The induced 
environment includes the launch 
vehicle’s ignition shock, 
acceleration stresses, vibration 
and temperatures. 

“Some of these environments 
are pretty severe,” Clevenson 
continued, noting that the 
engineer’s job is “to build space 
craft which can withstand these 
factors.” 

Clevenson’s job is to simulate 
the launch conditions in 
Langley’s research laboratory so 
that designers can solve the 
problems of launch hazards. 


Induced environments include 
not only atmospheric conditions, 
Clevenson said, but also what he 
termed “ground handling 
environments,” such as shocks in 
transporting space vehicles from 
the assembly point to the launch 
pad. 

“Loading of space parts for 
shipment causes shock and 
emphasizes the need for suitable 
packaging,” he said. 

Using films and slides to 
illustrate his lecture, Clevenson 
noted that many statistics in his 
slides were formerly classified 
material. “However, when 
‘Aviation Weekly’ puts it on the 
front page it’s pretty hard to 
keep it classified,” he observed, 
drawing a laugh from his 
audience. 

In concluding his address, 
Clevenson said, “Every launch 
vehicle has its own specific 
environmental factors, and I’ve 
only shown some of the typical 
ones.” 

Following his lecture, which 
was one in a series sponsored by 
Bradley’s engineering 
department, Clevenson showed a 
color film titled “The Space Duet 
of Spider and Gumdrop,” which 
depicted the recent flight of 
Apollo 9 from launch to 
splashdown, including shots of 
the astronauts maneuvering the 
lunar landing vehicle known as 
Spider away from the command 
module called Gumdrop.

per cent of the nuns and priests 
will give up their ministry 
because of an inability to 
function within a cloistered 
world where the structure is more 
important than people. 

Malcolm Boyd is fighting this 
church structure. His worship 
crosses denominational lines and 
for him communion could be 
“using sewer water and toilet 
paper by the French Resistance 
before they were going out to 
die” or “a couple in love in bed.” 
For Fr. Boyd “Karl Marx and 
Sigmund Freud should be taught 
in Sunday School.” As he writes 
in his latest book, “Sunday at 11 
o’clock: still the most segregated 
hour in American society.” 

Fr. Boyd sees the death of 
denominational community 
houses sprinkled across college 
campuses. He spent sometime in 
his ministry as chaplain to 
Colorado State University and 
Wayne State University in 
Detroit. However he refuses to be 
called chaplain at large by saying 
“I just enjoy college people.” 

In his latest book he calls 
denominational houses 
“Dollhouse...Inside each 
segregated ghetto, one could 
miraculously find a ‘home away 
from home’, complete with the 
cheapest spaghetti suppers and 
bathroom facilities away from 
the Student Union. 
Accompanying this was a 
withdrawal into the self-centered 
web of personal piety, with 
emphasis on sin and salvation as 
personal (me-me-me-my God-my 
sin-my salvation).” 

Malcom Boyd’s job as he sees 
it is “to reduce violence in a 
society which produces violence 
towards other people.” 

The tiringness of this job was 
evident on the way to campus for 
lunch on Wednesday.

Looking for clear skies and 
their fifth victory of the season, 
Coach Leo Schrall’s Bradley 
baseball squad travels to 
Northern Illinois this afternoon 
to play the Huskies. An all-day 
downpour on Friday forced 
cancellation of Saturday’s 
scheduled doubleheader with the 
University of Wisconsin- 
Milwaukee at Meinen Field. Since 
the Braves open Missouri Valley 
Conference play this weekend at 
home against Memphis State, 
Schrall is hoping that the 
weatherman will allow this 
afternoon’s game to be played. 

Through early season play, the 
Huskies were only 3-8. Leading 
hitters are Gary Olen (.464), Tom 
Hynes (.313) and Ron Lamb 
(.269). Pitching for the Huskies 
in the early season hasn’t been 
too strong. Only one pitcher, 
Tom Spahn, has an earned run 
average below 3.00. Spahn has 
allowed only 2.09, but that’s in 
only 4-1/3 innings. The 
workhorse of the Huskies’ mound 
crew is Dave Hanula. Hanula is 
0-2, with a 5.39 ERA. Other 
starters are Ray Hahn (1-1) and 
John Dillenburg (1-2). 

The high-scoring Braves, who 


have outscored their opponents 
57-20 through six games, will be 
out to make their record 5-1-1. 
The victories have been against 
St. Mary’s, Offutt Air Force Base, 
and Creighton (twice). The lone 
loss was to St. Mary’s and the tie 
occurred last Wednesday against 
Illinois Wesleyan in 11 innings. 

Schrall has been without the 
services of his ace righthander Bill 
Reising since the opening game of 
the season. Reising injured his 
elbow against St. Mary’s, and 
Schrall isn’t sure how long he will 
be lost to the Braves. With 
Reising’s absence, Lou Pasierb 
and Paul Suckow have been 
forced to carry the bulk of the 
mound load. Suckow, who has 
started three games, is 1-0 in 22 
innings. He has a 2.04 ERA. 
Pasierb, who has started once and 
relieved three times, is 2-1 
through 14 winnings of work. His 
ERA is 0.63. 

Dave Banko is the leading 
hitter with a .526 average. Other 
heavy-hitting Braves include Dave 
Mack (.454), Tom Hubbard 
(.434), Bill Gibson (.409), Bob 
Koeppel (.384) and Terry 
Gualandi (.347). 


The return of Randy Crady 
has sparked the Bradley track 
team to two victories this past 
week. Crady, who injured his 
ankle in the latter part of the 
freshman basketball season,

Despite consecutive victories 
number 36, 37 and 38 by junior 
Bill Lofgren, the Bradley tennis 
team could only manage a third 
place tie in the Northern Illinois 
Invitational Tennis Tournament 
last weekend at DeKalb.

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HEW Secretary Finch emphasizes 'aid-protest’ law 


The following are the 
provisions of the Department of 
Labor, and Health, Education, 
and Welfare Appropriation Act, 
1969 (Public Law 90-557) as 
distributed by Secretary of 
Health, Education, and Welfare 
Robert H. Finch to the nation’s 
college and university 
administrators. 

These provision deal with 
federal aid to students and the 
recent disturbances on many 
college and university campuses. 

Sec. 411. No part of the funds 
appropriate under this Act shall 
be used to provide a loan, 
guarantee of a loan or a grant to 
any applicant who has been 
convicted by any court of general 
jurisdiction of any crime which 
involves the use of or the 
assistance to others in the use of 
force, trespass or the seizure of 
property under control of an 
institution of higher education to 
prevent officials or students at 
such an institution from engaging 
in their duties or pursuing their 
studies. 

Sec. 504. (a) If an institution 
of higher education determines, 
after affording notice and 


opportunity tor hearing to an 
individual attending, or employed 
by, such institution, that such 
individual has been convicted by 
any court of record of any crime 
which was committed after the 
date of enactment of this Act and 
which involved the use of (or 
assistance to others in the use of) 
force, disruption, or the seizure 
of property under control of any 
institution of higher education to 
prevent officials or students in 
such institution from engaging in 
their duties or pursuing their 
studies, and that such crime was 
of a serious nature and 
contributed to a substantial 
disruption of the administration 
of the institution with respect to 
which such crime was committed, 
then the institution which such 
individual attends, or is employed 
by, shall deny for a period of two 
years any further payment to, or 
for the direct benefit of, such 
individual under any of the 
programs specified in subsection 
(c). If an institution denies an 
individual assistance under the 
authority of the preceding 
sentence of this subsection, then 
any institution which such 


individual subsequently attends 
shall deny for the remainder of 
the two-year period any further 
payment to, or for the direct 
benefit of, such individual under 
any of the programs specified in 
subsection (c). 

(b) If an institution of higher 
education determines, after 
affording notice and opportunity 
for hearing to an individual 
attending, or employed by, such 
institution, that such individual 


has willfully refused to obey a 
lawful regulation or order of such 
institution after the date of 
enactment of this Act, and that 
such refusal was of a serious 
nature and contributed to a 
substantial disruption of the 
administration of such 
institution, then such institution 
shall deny, for a period of two 
years, any further payment to, or 
for the direct benefit of, such 
individual under any of the 


programs specified in subsection 
(c). 

(c) The programs referred to 
in subsections (a) and (b) are as 
follows: 

(1) The student loan program 
under title II of the National 
Defense Education Act of 1958. 

(2) The educational 
opportunity grant program under 
part A of title IV of the Higher 
Education Act of 1965.

McMillan: more Blacks than 
thought on Bradley project 


Contrary to the figures given 
by John Gwynn, president of the 
Peoria NAACP, there were seven 
Black skilled union employees 
working for the O. Frank Heinz 
Construction Company on the 
'Bradley Hall project this past 
week. This figure, given by Hugh 
McMillan, director of plant 
operations at Bradley, shows that 
of the 23 workers present on the 
job last Monday, seven were 
Black. 

The figure of seven breaks 
down like this: of 12 laborers, 
four were Black; of three cement 
finishers one was Black; of four 
carpenters, two were Black, and 
of the four iron workers, none 
were Black. McMillan stated that 
there were no Black iron workers 
in Peoria. All of these workers 
hold union cards, according to 
McMillan, who feels “Heinz has 
done an excellent job with no 
J thanks.” 

McDonald’s 
makes grant 

McDonald’s Hamburgers, Inc., 
of Peoria presented a grant of 
$2,000 to Bradley’s campaign to 
raise five million dollars for 
improved physical facilities. 
Representing McDonald’s at the 
Bradley ceremony were Chris 
Gabriel and Ernie Cochanis, 
owners and directors of the 
Peoria and Pekin Franchise. 
Bradley Pres. Talman W. Van 
Arsdale, Jr., accepted the grant 
on behalf of the university. 

The two McDonald’s officials 
emphasized the close relationship 
between the organization and the 
university as the major reason for 
the grant. Several Bradley 
students are employed by the 
local McDonald’s drive-ins. They 
also pointed out that their 
secretary, Mrs. Jack Myers, is the 
wife of a Bradley senior who will 
become the university’s first 
graduate in the area of geophysics 
this June.

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A motion to establish graduate 
review boards was made by 
Senior Class Pres. Keith Knapp 
during Student Senate. According 
to Knapp the review board will 
“notify each student one month 
prior to his seventh semester of 
his individual course 
requirements to graduate.” The 
motion continued “such 
notification be considered 
binding upon the university and 
upon completion of the 
requirements as specified by the 
graduate review board the 
university is compelled to 
graduate said individual.” 

Knapp argued that each year 
“many seniors find out too late 
they have not fulfilled the 
academic requirements to 
graduate.” “Sometimes they have 
received approval from 
counselors only to have the 
decision reversed by the college 
dean,” he continued. Knapp also 
said that he had spoken to 
hundreds of students and found 
there to be a very real problem. 

In talking with the deans of 


the various colleges Knapp stated 
that most of them are aware of 
the problem and are very willing 
(some have even begun already) 
to take corrective action. Dr. 
Taylor, Assistant Dean of the 
College of Liberal Arts and 
Sciences, said that each semester 
at least 12 letters are sent out 
notifying students of their failure 
to meet graduation requirements. 
Presently, the liberal arts college 
is working on a system of 
notifying students one semester 
before their graduation, but 
Taylor agreed that notification 
could come earlier. 

Dean Clarey of the College of 
Business Administration 
presently sends those students 
who have earned 90 or more 
hours a reminder during the 
summer to check with their 
counselors to insure that they 
have met all requirements. The 
dean suggested the use of a 
system by which the computer 
would be programmed to notify 
the dean and the student after

The Nixon administration 
announced this past week a 
potential five billion dollar 
surplus for the next fiscal year. A 
significant amount of this surplus 
is due primarily to a cut in 
appropriations for the 
Department of Health, Education 
and Welfare. Although the 1.23 
billion cut back in spending for 
this department will hurt most 
those who are receiving welfare 
benefits, the “education 
industry” will suffer also. The 
exact amount of the reduction 
from the education part of 
HEW’s budget is unknown as yet, 
but most college administrators 
are aware that Johnson, whose 
budget was certainly more liberal 
in this area of health, education 
and welfare, planned to cut loan 
and grant aid to higher education 
by 144 million. According to Dr. 
Talman W. Van Arsdale, Jr., 
President of Bradley, under 
Nixon’s new budget he expects 
no federal funds for construction. 

Unfortunately, if Nixon’s new 
budget is approved, many private 
universities and colleges 
throughout the nation will suffer. 
The hopes of another much 
needed dorm, an addition to the 
Student Center and expansion of 
the library through some federal 
funds will veritably be crushed at 
Bradley. It is, indeed, the 


responsibility of the Nixon 
administration to realize the 
importance of universal 
education in our society, 
especially when the trend toward 
universal education continues 
among the people and the funds 
needed to provide such education 
become increasingly scarce. 

The efforts of the newly 
elected Governor of Illinois, 
Richard Ogilvie, in this area are 
indeed laudible. Of the three 
billion increase in revenue made 
available through a proposed 
state income tax and reduction in 
sales tax, the major portion is 
designated for aid to education. 
Presently in the state legislature is 
a proposal to provide per 
graduate income to private 
colleges and universities - a 
proposal which Dr. Van Arsdale 
and other college presidents spent 
much time in forming and 
presenting, and for which they 
should be applauded. With this 
university running a deficit 
operating budget of 
approximately $400,000 a year, 
with no relief in sight for future 
years, and with hundreds of other 
private colleges and universities 
across the nation being in a 
similar situation, we wish to 
compliment Governor Ogilvie and 
hope that President Nixon would 
follow his example. 


No local autonomy 

A faculty group at Ohio Wesleyan advocated local 
autonomy for fraternity chapters eight years ago. To 
implement this they proposed a ban on alumnae 
recommendations and a ban on the unanimous vote. 

Though the recommendations were largely ignored at the 
time, today the issue is cropping up in a number of schools 
across the nation, notably Cornell where trustees have 
adopted such a plan. Closer to home, the Board of 
Panhellenic Affairs at Illinois, an advisory group, has 
recommended a ban on alumnae recommendations and a 
ban on anything over a 75 percent vote. ' 

For each local chapter to handle its situation individually 
would mark the end of the national scope of 
nationally-organized fraternities. As the president of the 
Delta Gamma national sorority put it, “Most of our chapters 
were local chapters originally, and they sought affiliation 
with a national organization because of its prestige and 
strength and for the other benefits they would derive from 
such an association.” 

The next step appears to be that universities will require 
fraternities and sororities to fill out questionnaires 
enumerating members by racial and religious categories. 
Currently fraternities cannot be investigated by federal 
officials because of the stipulation in the Higher Education 
Act of 1965, which prevents control over fraternities which 
are financed exclusively by funds derived from private 
sources and whose facilities are not owned by the college. 
Already there have been some indications that this law is 
being ignored. 

One doesn’t have to be clairvoyant to predict the next 
step -- assignment of members. A Cornell policy statement 
classifies fraternity chapters as residential units - not 
fraternities or social organization - just residential units. 

As Mrs. Eileen Rudolph, National Panhellenic 
Representative for Delta Delta Delta, suggested, 
discrimination is not the issue. She stated, “We are not 
including as many members from minority groups as some 
would like. But we are including more than others would 
like. A membership organization functions by consensus. 
The key point is that we do have members of all races and 
religions, and we will continue to do so in response to the 
wishes of the membership.” 

What can fraternities and sororities do? Nationally 
speaking, it appears that fraternities must give up any 
official connection with colleges which attempt to dictate 
structure and membership, if they are to have any control 
over their organizations. 

There is no reason why a college man or woman, wearing 
a fraternity or sorority pin, can’t have the freedom to prefer 
certain friends over others, just as any other person has.

The “Beverly Hillbillies” is a 
great show. So great that I would 
be embarrassed to let anyone 
know that I watch it, fortunately 
I don’t. Nor do I have to. Today 
the major networks offer us a 
wide variety of what I would call 
“Idiot shows.” People seem to 
like them. The question I pose is 
this, Does a mature college 
student really want to always 
have to watch them? No. 

Bradley University is now in 
its fourth year of telecasting 
ETV, Educational Television. 
Today over 100 schools in an 
area of 3,000 square miles receive 
programs from the ETV studios 
on the second floor of Jobst Hall. 
In fact, Bradley was the first 
institution in the country to 
successfully initiate a 2,500 MHz 
- 


microwave broadcasting system 
that is color capable and 
multi-purpose. 

These 100 schools now receive 
over 110 programs weekly which 
are transmitted from Bradley. 
These lessons vary in content and 
are very informative. 
Unfortunately only a small 
percentage of schools receive 
these telecasts. 

Turning to the campus itself, 
today we are limited in the 
amount and content of ETV. 
New innovations are now in the 
process of changing this situation. 
Cameras have been placed in 
Robertson Fieldhouse which can 
now video tape events taking 
place there for later 
consumption. For instance, the 
lecture by Sander Vanocur was 
used in many classes. This can 



and should be done more 
frequently. Events such as 
lectures, basketball games, 
debates and concerts may now be 
preserved on video tape and 
replayed as a service to an ever 
expanding audience. Neumiller 
Chapel, once new wiring is 
completed will be better 
equipped to handle recorded class 
lectures over the ETV. In the 
very near future Olin Hall will 
have complete viewing facilities 
in every room. Teachers will be 
able to conduct experiments live 
in the auditorium and be shown 
live overhead at the same time on 
special high quality television 
sets. 

But these are all short term 
improvements. What planning is 
being done for the future? Two 
projects are now in either the 
planning or early stages. A 
petition is now up before the 
FCC to approve a Bradley run, 
Peoria supported, educational 
station. With the approval of the 
FCC hopefully within a month, 
and more funds such as the 
$25,000 grant from Caterpillar, 
Channel 47 could be functional 
by next fall. It would operate 
from 4:00 to 11:00 p.m. 
everyday presenting a wide 
variety of educational programs

in conjunction with NET, the 
National Educational Television. 

A second plan now being 
researched and put into effect is 
the wiring of all class and 
dormitory rooms and the placing 
of monitors in each room. 
Eventually students would be 
able to view classes in their own 
rooms, or it could be used to 
present candidates in school 
elections, show movies, 
basketball games, concerts, 
lectures, speakers and debates. A 
more dynamic effect would be an 
“at-home library.” Through the 
use of computers designed to 
handle thousands of shows at 
once or repeatedly, one could do 


research in the library, yet never 
leave the privacy of his own 
room. One could invision a sort 
of “dial-a-book” system with the 
limits not necessarily being 
Cullom-Davis but possibly the 
total Library of Congress. 

This and other dreams will 
someday be realities. Much 
progress to this point has been 
made and shall continue to be 
made. Some of these projects 
could and shall be implemented 
as soon as funds are made 
available. We can all be proud of 
Bradley’s ETV. Men such as Prof. 


Phillip Weinberg the originator of 
our ETV, Joel Hartman the head 
of staff now, and the other 
workers are all working for real 
progress, in conjunction with the 
university in general, but they 
need our support. I don’t 
particularly relish the idea of 
going back to Micky Mouse and 
Donald Duck.

"Rain, Rain, Go Away” 

“Spahn and Sain and pray for rain” was a favorite chant 
of Boston baseball fans during the 1948 pennant race. 

Rain is the one thing that Bradley baseball Coach Leo 
Schrall isn’t praying for this weekend as his Braves open 
defense of their Missouri Valley Conference baseball crown 
agains Memphis State in a three-game series at Meinen Field. 

The Valley has funny ideas about rained out baseball 
games. When a game is rained out it is cancelled instead of 
being postponed. This means that a team could have half its 
games rained out and still win the title if they have the best 
percentage. It’s not inconceivable that a team may have 
eight of its nine games rained out and still win the title if they 
win the only game played. 

The present situation, according to Schrall, is 
unsatisfactory to all the Valley baseball coaches. Schrall has 
three different plans that he presented to the league in 
January that appear to be superior to the present system. So 
far. he hasn’t heard fjom the other coaches about his 
proposals. 

His first proposal would enable rained out games on 
Friday and/or Saturday to be played on Sunday. “The Big 
10 has a similar plan and it seems to have worked,” Schrall 
commented earlier this week. 

“Another idea would be to have a team play a minimum 
number of games to be eligible for the league 
championship,” he continued. This would eliminate the 
possibility of a team winning the title even though they 
played only one or two games. 

Schrall’s third idea is probably the best. “Instead of 
playing one three-game series with each of the teams in your 
division, a team would play two three-game series against 
each of the three teams for a total of 18 league games. A 
team would have to play a minimum of 12 games to qualify 
for the division title.” 

This plan would eliminate the possibility of a team 
winning while only playing a few games. Also, in a 
three-game series, the best team might not always win, but a 
six-game series would probably provide a better test of a 
club’s real strength. 

An expanded league schedule would necessitate a cutback 
in the number of non-league games. This satisfies Schrall. 
“We have to point to the Valley games, so when we play a 
non-league opponent the Tuesday before a Valley series 
we’re not always able to use our best pitchers. We have to 
save them for the league games. But our opponent will 
usually throw their best at us.” 

The present league policy about rainouts has proved to be 
very unsatisfactory in the past. Unless changes are made 
immediately by the slow-acting league office, a team will 
eventually win the title while only playing four or five 
games. 

When that happens the league will change their rule. But 
by then the horse will have been left out of the gate. 


Braves trounce NIU 
in hitter’s duel, 15-9

Bradley continued to slug 
away at opposing pitchers 
Tuesday afternoon by trouncing 
Northern Illinois, 15-9, in their 
final tune-up before opening the 
MVC season this weekend.

This need is compounded by the 
proposed changes in the Faculty 
Senate and other University 
bodies which propose the 
Senate’s officers as ex-officio 
members. 

Proposed changes here will 
affect the offices of All-School 
Treasurer, All-School Secretary, 
I All-School Vice-President, and 
i All-School President. 

(1) The All-School Treasurer 
should, as soon as possible, 
! assume the Chairmanship of the 
S.A.B.R.C. In addition, changes 
I in the composition of the

Robertson Memorial field- 
house is big enough to hold the 
University of Illinois Jazz 
Band-but just barely big enough.

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Clay preaches pride , Play attempts portrait of Black life 
separation for Blacks 


The “only solution is 
separation.” This was the answer 
to the race question posed by 
Cassius Clay in a speech last 
Friday in the Fieldhouse during 
Black Week. 

He began by saying that we 
“come to the University to get 
understanding.’’ This 
understanding is greatly needed 
on the race issue, because it is the 
most serious problem in the 
whole world, not just America, 
according to Clay. Stating that 
“The truth alone will make you 
free,” he said that neither race 
really wants to integrate. He 
compared the situation to a man 
and his wife seeking a separation 
because of incompatibility. The 
Blacks and Whites ever since they 
first came together, according to 
Clay, have been unable to get 
along. 

“The opposite of black is 
white” and it is this opposition 
that makes the two races 
opponents. They have no more 
reason to try to live together than 
any two separate species of 
animals. 

The reason, he stated, that 
everyone desires integration is 
that both races have been 
brainwashed. “Everything good 
from toothpaste to Tarzan is 
white, and everything bad is 
black. Integration is against God’s 
law and the teachings of Elijah 
Muhammad,” said the Black 
Muslim. 

Clay said these teachings could 
be believed, because of what he 
personally had given up to be a 
Black Muslim - his heavyweight 
title and the money he would 
have gotten from it. 

White America, then, is guilty 
and should repay the Blacks, he 
continued. Clay then stated that 
although the present generation 
has committed no sins against the 
Black man, they are living on 
what their forefathers stole from 
him. This repayment should take 
the form of land, so the Blacks 
can establish a separate nation, he 
said. 

Achieving the life he should 
have is an impossible task for the 
African in American society, but 
he does have the talent to do it 


elsewhere, according to Clay. 
Concluding this portion of his 
speech, Caly asked, “Now that 
I’m free, can I go?” 

The last part of the speech, 
Clay spoke of his respect for 
Elijah’s teachings and specifically 
ruled out the idea of violence. He 
did not justify this idea with any 
moral values, but merely said the 
Whites were too powerful. 

The Black man in America 
should try to improve his lot 
through peaceful means, 
according to Clay.

The Black Student Alliance’s 
presentation of Jimmy Garrett’s 
one act, “And We Own The 
Night,” was a feeble attempt of a 
play, but a very powerful 
presentation of what the Black 
students claim as reality. 

The action of the story 
focuses in an alley that could be 
anywhere in any big city. Johnny 
is the leader of a Black gang who 
has just been shot by a “White 
cop’’ during an “urban 
revolution,” more commonly 
referred to as a riot. 

As Johnny lays dying in the 
alley, a chain of events occur that 
reveal Johnny’s background, his 


Turner criticizes mental attitudes 


“Black people have accepted 
the White man’s definition of 
them,” was the admonition given 
by James Turner, leader of the 
recent racial disturbances at 
Northwestern University. He 
spoke to a racially mixed crowd 
in the opening guest address of 
Bradley’s Black Week in the 
Student Center Ballroom last 
Thursday. 

Turner, a candidate for the 
head of the department of 
Afro-American studies at Cornell 
University after receiving his 
doctorate this spring, stated the 
“Black people have been trained 
to be ashamed of themselves” by 
both races. 

He advocated a transfer of 
economic and political power for 
the Black people to see and 
understand what they are. In his

A course in Afro-American 
literature will be offered annually 
at Bradley beginning in Sept., 
1969.

opinion, “This is a crisis over 
which this nation will either 
survive or be broken.” 

Directing the majority of his 
remarks to the Black people in 
the audience, Turner advised 
that, “a people cannot begin to 
set themselves free politically and 
economically to start struggling 
for freedom until they start 
straightening themselves out 
psychologically.” 

Turner attributed this lack of 
racial perception to the effect of 
maintaining people in virtual

feelings, and his emotional ties. 
His leaderless gang now rushes 
back to the alley for his advice. 
Lil’ T stays with Johnny 
throughout. 

As Johnny faces death, he 
begins to talk about his mother 
and his fear of her finding out 
where he is. But his mother does 
find him. As any typical mother 
would, she blames her son’s 
actions on the bad influence of 
his friends. She never understands 
that Johnny’s efforts to free his 
people are very sincere. 

But perhaps it’s because we’re 
never quite sure if Johnny 
believes it. The mother first 
argues with Johnny about his 
actions, then with Lil’ T. When 
Lil’ T leaves, Johnny is left alone 
with his mother who eventually 
disowns him. 

Johnny then shoots her. 


The character of Johnny as 
portrayed by Chester Reasonn 
was difficult to understand 
because of his many 
inconsistancies in dialogue and 
character. At times he seemed to 
only pretend that he agreed with 
Lil’ T. With certain vocal tones 
and facial expressions he would 
tend to mock his “brother.” 

Then suddenly without any 
real dramatic or climatic build he

Six members of the Black race 
met to discuss the problem of 
“White. Racism in America” in a 
Black Week panel discussion last 
Friday. Among the panelists were 
Miss Harriet Cross, Reverend 
Blaine Ramsey, Mr. David 
Llorens, Mr. Larry Hawkins and 
Bradley’s Dr. Romeo Garrett of 
the Sociology Department. 

The actual discussion was 
prefaced by an introduction of 
the panelists by Earl Meyers, a 
Bradley student. The attendance 
numbered about 300, of which 
the majority was Black, with a 
few Whites also in attendance. 

The first speaker, Mr. Larry 
Hawkins, immediately set the 
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at White racism 



mood of discussion by planning 
the college recruitment policies 
of most White schools as being 
racist. He emphasized that most 
white coaches were more 
concerned with recruiting black 
flesh and not black minds, the 
opposite for the White athlete. 

Mr. Joe McDade, a former 
Bradley basketball star, 
continued along these lines. He, 
however, carried it into the 
broader context of life in general 
and offered three possible 
solutions to the problem at hand: 
(1) Continue to try and keep the 
Black man down, (2) Bring him 
up, educate him, and make him 
better than the Whites, or (3) 
Integrate with the Whites. 

The Reverend Blaine Ramsey 
expounded upon the belief that 
“White racism is an American 
creed.” He stated that racism is 
not new and, in fact, is deep 
rooted in Western man’s 
tradition. He went on to urge 
that it was the Black man’s goal, 
if not obligation, to find his own 
role in society. 

Mr. David Llorens stated that 
the problem of the Black man in 
a white culture goes even further

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than any social aspect. More than 
anything else, it’s our legal 
system, which in itself 
discriminates and also causes 
external discrimination. 

He went on to say, that this 
problem could only be corrected 
if the Black man was judged by 
his own people, not by Whites. 
He and Rev. Ramsey both 
expressed the need for strong 
Black unity and identity (i.e. 
Black Nationality.)

slavery in which they lose their 
collective sense of humanity. 

“People ashamed of their 
oppression cannot do anything 
about their oppression.” 

Turner defined the revolution 
against this oppression as a 
double faceted battle of 
controlling the streets and the 
“winding corridors of the mind” 
through control of symbols and 
images.” He sees the lack of 
Black perception as beginning 
with the Black mothers and 
continuing as “Black children, 
when they color, always leave the 
face white.” 

Commenting on the 
Congressional measures against 


Harlem Congressman Adam 
Powell, Turner said that it took 
the Black people 22 years to put 
their representative in a powerful 
position as the head of a 
committee, and he was removed 
because of his power. He believes, 
“the only real power is 
when you have a majority in the 
congress and a committee 
chairmanship.” 

He admonished the lack of 
Black representatives in 
government despite the 
overwhelming majority of Blacks 
in certain sections of the country. 
He views this as a condescending 
to the White defined image of the 
Black man in order to achieve 
moderate freedom.

lines later he kills her. 

Lil’ T seemed much more the 
leader type than Johnny. He 
truly believed in his cause all the 
way through. Johnny never 
seemd to until the end. Yet, it is 
interesting to note that as cold as 
Lil’ T seemed to be, he began to 
open up and reveal some sort of 
depth only when the mQther 
arrived. 

He curses her but he never 
hurts her. It is mainly through 
Lil’ T and the mother that any 
real struggle breaks through. 
NMore than once the mother 
preaches “the White people don’t 
never do that.” Lil’ T sums up his 
philosophy with “Black men 
want to live, but we got to kill to 
live.” 

Horace Jones’ characterization 
is the only believable character. 
He displayed such realistic 
feelings and emotions that one 
could not help empathizing with 
him, whether one agreed with 
what he said or not.

Committee the following 
composition: All-School 
President (presiding officer), 

N. S.A. Co-ordinator, the 3 other 
All-School Officers, 
representatives of B.S.A., 

O. C.M.A., I.F.C., Pan-Hel, Men’s 
Dorm Council, Women’s Dorm 
Council, Publications Board, 
Radio Board, S.C.B., and Lecture 
Arts. 

This bam outline is not meant 
to exclude other organizations; 
size of the council and the 
importance of given organizations 
must be weighed in the 
constitutional revision of the 
Cabinet. 

The proposed revisions in the 
Senate Committees are designed 
to strengthen the committee 
system of the Senate. In the past, 
several committees have been 
considerably more important 
than others. Certain committees 
(i.e. Program and Events 
Committees) had more legislature 
than they could adequately act 
upon. Other committees, in 
contrast, were relatively inactive 
(i.e. Subsidary Councils, Election 
Committee). 

The resulting disadvantage is 
that important legislation is often 
backlogged creating a time factor 
in acting on major legislation and 
about one-half of the Senate’s 
potential is under-utilized.

every Committee fully operative 
is not merely desirable but 
necessary. 

I therefore propose the 
consolidation of several 
Committees and the expansion of 
others. In final form the new 
Committee system would be as 
follows: 

1) Rules Committee, no 
change. 

2) Program and Events 
Committee would split into two 
committees-with a separate 
committee to deal with 
academics. 

3) Academic Affairs 
Committee would be a new 
comm ittee whose membership 
would include Senators to be 
appointed to University and 
Faculty Senate Committees 
dealing with Academics. 

4) Communications 
Committee would be enlarged 
into a committee with two 
functions: a) Public Relations 
and Communications (i.e. such 
things as newsletters, press 
conferences, etc. would be 
handled by this part of the 
Committee, b) Publicity-to be 
staffed by non-Senate personnel 
(i.e. to handle such items as 
posters, hand bills, etc.) 

5) Campus Affairs Committee 
would consolidate the Traditions, 
Campus Improvements, 
Elections, and Subsidary Councils 
Committees.

And 6) with the N.S.A. 
Legislative Research Committee 
the Rules Committee could either 
1) make the N.S.A. Committee 
become a standing Committee of 
the Senate, chaired by a Senator, 
with personnel from the other 
five committees to communicate 
their desires; or 2) make the 
N.S.A. Committee remain a 
semi-autonomous committee 
with a co-ordinator who is part of 
the proposed cabinet.

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Students halt B-Hall construction 


The Board of Trustees of 
Bradley University stated, as a 
final position, Wednesday 
afternoon after a 90 minute 
deliberation that they cannot and 
will not stop construction of the 
wings of Bradley Hall. 

The published statement of 
the Board is as follows: 

The statement of the Board of 
Trustees of Bradley University on 
Apr. 28 stands as its position. 
The University cannot and will 
not terminate or suspend its 
contract for the construction of 
the Bradley Hall wings. 

Student body President, Jim 
Gitz, notified a group of 
approximately 50 students 
gathered in the Student Center 
Ballroom late Wednesday 


afternoon of the Board’s 
decision. 

Dr. Kalman Goldberg, 
chairman of the economics 
department responded by saying 
that students have to realize that 
they are asking the university to 
do something which is 
impossible. Goldberg said that for 
the Board to legally stop 
construction, proof of 
discrimination was necessary and 
that such information has thus 
far been impossible to obtain. 
Continuing, Goldberg stated that 
students could not ask the 
Trustees to do something which 
is illegal. 

Gitz stated that the Student 
Senate would be convening to

Trustees soy no, but set future policy 


Black students stopped the 
construction of the wings of 
Bradley Hall last Tuesday 
morning, after the Board of 
Trustees refused to take similar 
action at their meeting Monday 
(Apr. 28) by rejecting to approve 
a resolution previously passed 
(Apr. 21) by the Faculty and 
Student Senates. 

The resolution asked that the

The Student Senate opposed 
the action of the Board of 
Trustees in not halting the 
construction of the Bradley Hall 
wings in a resolution issued last 
Tuesday at the conclusion of a 1 
p.m. meeting in the Student 
Center. 

The Student Senate said in its 
resolution: 

The Bradley University 
Student Senate is reaffirming the 
principles in its resolution to the 
Board of Trustees passed Apr. 21, 
considers the Board of Trustees’ 
resolution of Apr. 28, to be in 
violation of the goals and 
principles of Bradley University 
as a member of the Peoria 
community and therefore 
recommends the following: 

1. That the Board of Trustees 
immediately cease construction 
of the Bradley Hall wings

Board of Trustees “not permit 
any construction to be done on 
the university campus until the 
local construction workers’ 
unions presently involved in 
Bradley University construction 
end all discriminatory practices 
to the satisfaction of both the 
Peoria Coordinating Council of 
Community Organizations and 
the local unions.” 

The Black students announced 
Monday afternoon that no 
immediate action would be taken 
in response to the trustees’ 
decision. According to many 
students, however, this was done 
to circumvent any preventive 
measures which the 
administration might have 
undertaken had it known the real 
intent of the B.S.A., namely, to 
halt the construction. The 
trustees issued the following 
statement after their regularly 
scheduled meeting Monday: 

“Because it is widely 
suspected that some building 
trade unions in this area are 
perpetuating discriminatory 
practices and because the Board 
believes the University should 
declare a public position 
deploring such practices, it does 
so herewith and pledges itself and 
its personnel to work with other 
groups and organizations toward 
conditions which will make 
possible meaningful employment 
of Black people and other 
minority groups. 

“With reference to the 
recommendation that the 
University immediately cease 
construction of the wings for

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Leaders meet in search of solution

campaign to halt work.

An august body of campus 
and community leaders met last 
Tuesday to discuss the fate of the 
construction, in which the Black 
Students’ Alliance and Black 
Peorians charged racial 
discrimination on the 
construction crews at Bradley 
Hall. The same promise kept 
echoing around the room in 
Swords Hall: construction on the 
Bradley wings would cease 
indefinitely. 

Leaders from the students, 
faculty, administration, trustees, 
police, and community interest 
groups gathered in the plush 
conference room to decide a plan 
of action for Bradley. 

While proposed tactics varied 
widely, one common 
understanding was reached: if the 
University did not step in and 
order a halt on its own accord, 
then there would be violence. 

President Talman W. Van 
Arsdale opened discussion at 
10:30 a.m. by asking Jim Gitz, 
president of the student body, to 
clarify what had transpired 
previously. Craig Howard, 
vice-president of the Black 
Students Alliance, quickly 
jumped in and informed 
President Van Arsdale that this 
“isn’t the Senate’s thing.” He 
pointed out that the Student 
Senate was not about to take 
over the leadership on this issue 
as they had done before. 
President Gitz offered no 
objection. 

Gitz did, however, give notice 
that the Senate had agreed to 
support all legal aspects of the 
confrontation. 

James Polk, spokesman for the 
Black interest in the community, 
attacked the Board of Trustees as 
also being the power holders in 
Peoria. 


Therefore, he said, this was 
not just an isolated issue, it had 
far reaching effects into all of 
central Illinois. He added that the 
board had voted a “slap against 
the justice of all Black people by 
thinking property rights were 
more important than human 
rights.” 

Chairman of the Bradley 
Board of Trustees, George Luthy, 
told Polk that he “sympathized 
with your problem.” Horace 
Jones was quick to point out that 
this wasn’t “your problem,” 
meaning the Blacks; but it was 
“our problem” meaning all of 
this town. 


Luthy countered by saying he 
had no argument with the Blacks’ 
demand for an end to racial 
discrimination. However, he 
suggested that instead of force, 
the B.S.A. go into the town and, 
try to dig up some concrete facts 
about the alleged discrimination. 
John Gwynn, President of the 
Illinois NAACP, told Luthy that 
he already had all the facts, and 
that he had been submitting them 
for the past five years to Van 
Arsdale. 

In response to the proposed 
committee to discuss ftiture 
construction, Gene Webster,

Gitz, King discuss campus unrest 


I f any takeovers occur on 
Bradley’s campus, the police will 
be summoned, according to Dean 
of Men, Edward King, who 
appeared last Sunday with 
student body president, Jim Gitz, 
on WEEK’S program, “Spotlight.” 

King, stated, however that he 
agreed with views concerning 
student participation set out by 
Hubert Humphrey in a speech 
made at Illinois State University 
three weeks ago. 

In a taped speech by 
Humphrey at the beginning of 
the program, the former Vice 
President stated that college 
students sometimes have 
something worthwhile to say; yet 
any means used by the students 
to express their ideas must be 
within the structures already 
existing. 

HUMPHREY mentioned that 
any disruption would not be 
tolerated and that he supported 
whatever action necessary to see 
that students do not get out of 
hand. 

King added that he sees room 


for students in many, if not all, 
of the decision making processes 
on campus. Jim Gitz pointed out 
that Humphrey was simply 
spreading misconceptions about 
students, and that police or 
expulsion was not the answer to 
long overdue student desires. 

When Gitz was asked about 
firearms on campus, he replied 
that it is usually the police and 
even the ROTC who carry guns 
on campus. “If you want to get 
rid of guns, first get rid of the 
guns carried by cops and cadets,” 
he said. 

When asked about student 
power, Gitz reitterated that 
students are members of society, 
and that, if “you condone 
violence in this country (by the 
military) outside of the 
university, you cannot condemn 
it on campus.” 

Dean King claimed there were 
only four types of students 
involved in campus protests: 1) 
sincere individuals, 2) ego 
satisfies, 3) anarchists, and 4) 
outside agitators.

Bradley Hall and not initiate any 
new construction until the 
present practices are corrected to 
the satisfaction of both the 
Peoria Coordinating Council of 
Com munity Organizations and 
the local unions, the University 
has conferred on campus with 
visiting representatives of the 
United States Department of 
Health, Education, and Welfare 
which is supplying one-third of 
the funds for construction of the 
wings. 

“Further, the University has 
secured from its attorneys an 
extensive legal review and 
opinion. 

“After their on-site 
investigation, the Federal 
representatives urged completion 
of the construction since the 
contractor obviously is 
complying with the Federal 
Equal Employment Opportunity 
obligation (of 22 employed, eight 
are Black and 3 or the latter are 
skilled workers), and completion 
would assure the University’s 


receiving the imperatively-needed 
Federal funds. 

“The University’s attorneys’ 
legal review and opinion 
unequivocally conclude that, if 
the University suspended work 
on the Bradley Hall wings, it 
could be found liable to the 
contractor for substantial 
damages for breach of contract. 

“For these reasons, and 
because these facilities are so 
seriously needed by the faculty 
and students, the University’s 
Board of Trustees intends to 
continue work on the facilities 
currently under construction. 

“Looking to the future, the 
Board of Trustees believes that it 
cannot abdicate the University’s 
decision-making responsibilities 
to others not of its constituency. 
However, before initiating any 
new construction, the Board of 
Trustees proposes to establish a 
committee representing students, 
faculty, administrative staff, and 
trustees to evaluate conditions 
existing at that time when new 
construction is contemplated.”

president of the B.S.A., pointed 
out that a committee comprised 
of the Faculty and Student 
Senates had already made their 
recommendation, and that the 
“Board of Trustees just threw it 
out the window.” 

Horace Jones exploded into a 
fiery speech explaining that 
Bradley couldn’t wait until 
tomorrow, “criminal acts are 
being committed by the unions 
today and they must stop.” 

As George Luthy continually 
referred to the Blacks as “colored 
people,” John Gwynn told him 
that action elsewhere in the city 
may not be as “mild as it is at 
Bradley University.” Suggesting, 
perhaps, large scale action in the 
near future. 

Reverend Ramsey told the 
group that “what is happening 
today is an historical moment in 
our nation’s history.’’ He 
contended that the issue was not 
whether Bradley could afford 
financially to stop construction, 
but “whether the University 
could afford not to condemn 
White racism in Peoria.” 

Gwynn suggested that if the 
Board was concerned about fiscal

temporarily to allow for the 
further pursuit of legal action 
against the contractors and/or 
unions involved. 

2. That the Committee dealing 
with future building construction 
recommended in its Apr. 28th 
resolution be immediately 
established with binding powers 
of decision on the approval of all 
contracts pertaining to new 
construction. One-half of the 
representatives of this Committee 
shall be students; one-half Black 
students and one-half White 
students. By September of 1969 
this Commitee shall have an equal 
composition of Black and White, 
administration, Board of Trustees, 
and faculty members. This 
Committee shall be chosen 
jointly by the President of the 
University and the President of 
the Student Body.

statistics, it might be wise to add 
up “nine hundred additional 
Black workers times $4.60 per 
hour times five years” and see if 
that didn’t offset any monetary 
losses due to a suit. 

Polk then argued that the 
same people who sit on the Board 
of Trustees sit on the “hospital 
board, and every other influential 
board in the' city.” Therefore, 
any action taken by the Trustees 
would, by necessity, have far 
reaching affects. 

As the meeting carried on, and 
as voices rose, it became apparent 
that the group was getting 
nowhere. Jim Gitz blasted the 
back-room politicians as 
do-nothings. He entered into a 
long oration insisting that the 
group had to decide to stop the 
construction, and do it 
immediately. 

Discussion then ensued as to 
whether the unions would file 
suit, or if indeed they could even 
win. 

Dr. Simmons, Chairman of the 
History Dept., then stood up and 
confronted Mr. Luthy. “You 
have to decide right now, yes or 
no,” will it stop or not, will it be 
a loss of money or a loss of 
blood? 

Luthy explained that he could 
not speak for the Board but 
would try to summon them 
together for a special meeting. 

Simmons told Luthy, in no 
uncertain terms, that he was 
“putting the future of this

university on the line” and he 
had the opportunity to put 
Bradley in the Vanguard of the 
fight for civil liberties in this 
country. Or, he added, Luthy 
could put Bradley on the front 
page along with Harvard and 
Cornell by not acting. 

The alternatives facing the 
Board, Simmons added, were: 1) 
a legal way out of the contract, 
2) A loss of money incurred by 
the University, or 3) A loss of 
blood incurred by the students. 

As tempers reached a boiling 
point, Dr. Van Arsdale informed 
the group that he just met with 
the Union representatives. ‘They 
have threatened to bring enough 
men to get through the student 
lines and they’ll request a police 
escort.” The President admitted 
“they thought I should have 
brought the cops in myself and 
busted a few heads.” 

A representative of the 
Police-Community liason, Dick 
Pennelton, told the President that 
there would be “no club swinging 
police on the Bradley campus.” 

Realizing the mood of the 
workers and the determination of 
the students, it was generally 
accepted that no work could be 
done the next day. The meeting 
adjourned with the 
Administration agreeing to work 
out, one way or another, a 
cessation to the construction of 
the Bradley wings, for the 
purpose of avoiding blood shed, 
until all alternatives were 
researched. 
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Percy in search of student opinion 
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Sen. Charles Percy, (Ill. Rep.), 
called for the United States to 
change its role in the world from 
that of a policeman and direct its 
energy to remedying the 
problems inside the country 
during a question period before 
approximately 200 Bradley 
students in the Student Center 
Ballroom last Monday. 

“Our country should change 
its role: it is not the role of the 
United States to police the world. 
Our system is not infallible and 
we should not try to Americanize 
the world.” 

Percy, who is on a five day 
fact finding tour of campuses, 
commented on the present 
situation in the country saying, 
“the establishment is on trial for 
our failures. I am a member of 
this establishment and am trying 
to obtain the young ideas which 
college students have in order to 
become a better legislature for 
my 11 million constituents.” 

He explained that the Senate 
must be more concerned about 
the threat inside the country, 
although the outside forces are a 
danger. He cited the many 
hungry citizens and lack of full 
employment and training for the 
unskilled, as examples. “We’ve 
got a long, long way to go.”

Housing Authority (FHA) for 
subsidizing affluent housing. “If a 
person has a good credit rating, 
he is able to obtain an FHA loan, 
and therefore, gets lower rates of 
interest and this interest and 
property taxes are deductible 
from the federal income tax. This 
makes it easier for affluent 
people to own homes.” 

“We passed a significant 
housing act last year. It sets up a 
1 per cent interest rate for people 
in the lower income group who 
are spending more money now to 
slum lords for inadequate 
housing. This brings government 
guarantee of housing to these 
people,” he explained. 

Before answering questions 
Percy asked some of the 
audience. “We must make 
government more responsible. We 
need all of you to get deeply 
involved in these problems; the 
government cannot do it alone,” 
he stressed. 

In answer to his questions the 
audience favored attempted 
negotiation and gradual 
de-escalation of the Vietnam war, 
to defer deployment of the ABM

consider its position on the 
problem and “pursue every 
means possible to avoid a 
confrontation on Thursday 
morning.” Also, the student body 
President called another meeting 
of the student body for 8 p.m. in 
the Ballroom of the Student 
Center to clarify any questions 
which the students might have at 
that time. 

During the 8 p.m. meeting, 
Gitz said that the Senate did not 
reach any conclusion as far as

position was concerned, and that 
it was becoming more evident 
that unless a strike was call^ the 
possibility of violence disrupting 
on the campus was imminent. 

Through the remainder of the 
meeting, with intermittent and 
unconfirmed reports that a strike 
had been called breaking the 
discussion, the students 
determined the course of their 
actions for the following morning 
with the intent of lending 
support but avoiding arrest and 
violence. 
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Wake up America 

There have been many disturbances on college campuses 
in the past few weeks, and an equal amount of oratory 
concerning them as well. We notice that our nation’s 
universities are going through some drastic changes in 
relatively short periods of time. While it is not a campus 
revolution, it certainly is swift evolution. 

As we all know, for any significant changes to take place, 
some pressure has to be applied, and every now and then, 
some archaic rules or regulations must be broken. For if we 
were all lethargic “yes” men, we’d still be singing “Hail 
Britannia.” If outmoded laws were never broken, hence 
contested, Blacks would still be sitting in the back of the 
buses in “Dixie.” If conscientious students never put 
pressure on their administrators, Columbia University would 
still be the largest slum lord in the city of New York. 

Yet there is still so much resentment on the part of the 
“old order” when its power is being usurped by the 
“younger generation.” Major strides are being made every 
day in the long overdue granting of human rights, especially 
in the areas of students’ rights. However, we’re now in the 
midst of a demagogic backlash on the part of legislators and 
the press. 

At Cornell, Harvard, Rutgers, and all over the country, 
the old pyramidic structures are falling. Sometimes all it 
takes is some logical reasoning on the part of the institution, 
sometimes it takes force. But it must be remembered that 
when students take to the buildings, not always justly, they 
usually have tried and exhausted all normal avenues of 
communication beforehand. It’s not as if they woke up one 
morning and decided to make the front page that afternoon, 
as Charles Dancey, editor of the Peoria Journal Star, and 
others of his notoriety would have us believe. 

S.D.S., B.S.A., or the omnipresent “Campus Communist 
Conspiracy,” - call them what you will - they are not the 
ones who are dropping bombs all over the globe, nor the 
ones making the bomb sights. In general the ranks of these 
organizations are filled with students who find themselves 
unable to communicate with the power elite any other way. 

Their demands are simple; participation and relevance. 
They are not really all that hard to understand. Students are 
asking for a little control over their own lives. They refuse to 
be “niggers” any more. They don’t want to fight and bleed 
and kill for their country without having some role in the 
process that made those decisions in the first place. On 
campus, they want to be able to decide for themselves what 
courses to take and what time to go to bed. 

The trouble is when the mass media tell you about a 
student takeover, they begin the story at the takeover, never 
questioning why it came about. Every student, professor, 
and administrator in this country knows that Black students 
took over the administration building at Cornell, but how 
many of them know why. 

The newspapers won’t tell you, for fear that you might 
sympathize with them. On the front page you’ll find a 
picture of the Blacks carrying guns, but the picture of the 
burning white cross in front of a Black sorority is on page 
56, if it’s in the paper at all. 

It wasn’t too many years ago that demogoguery reigned 
high in another segment of this world. Hate mongers 
preached their sermons with half-truths and exaggerations. 
They never gave the audience time to think for itself, nor 
did they present the full picture of the events they were 
attacking. 

Some of our esteemed senators and representatives today 
are saying that Black people are getting too big for their 
britches. They don’t seem to mind the lynchings and 
bombings in the south, but just let one Black bring a gun 
into his territory ... They seem to forget that Blacks too 
have a history in this country, about 300 years worth. 
Maybe they’ve been too well cared for and now they’re just 
plain spoiled. 

Or maybe college officials think that today’s student has 
it too soft, and has no right going about demanding 
participation and relevance. Our grandfathers had to walk 
three miles to school and we live right on campus. But did 
our grandfathers have to worry if their generation had a 
future? We’re being asked to learn how to plan obsolesence 
and how to build bigger and better bombs, and we’re never 
given a chance to stop for a moment and say “What’s it all 
for?” 

So when you hear on the radio or read in the paper about 
campus disorders, don’t condemn something you may know 
nothing about. But then again, if we don’t stop them in 
Massachusetts, we may be stopping them on the shores of 
Peoria. 

Wake up America. Before it’s too late. 



Might not right 

This letter is addressed to 
John Wolek and many other well 
meaning students at Bradley 
University. 

It is rare to find a letter that 
one can oppose sentence by 
sentence. You posed the 
question, “Will Bradley 
University be governed by the 
wants of a small group of Blacks 
or by a majority of the 
university?” The question is 
morally irrelevant. Might does 
not make right. The question 
should be “If the majority of the 
students are clearly wrong, 
should their “wants” be 
considered?” Actually, even this 
question is irrelevant because, 
contrary to your assertion, the 
“feelings of the majority of the 
students” were not expressed by 
Wednesday’s rally. Poor 
attendance is indicative of 
nothing but - you guessed it - the 
troll we thought we buried last 
month; apathy. In all fairness it 
may also be evidence of 
ignorance, I, for one, had not 
even heard about the rally until I 
read your letter. 

You “accuse” me of worrying 
about the “loss to Black students 
and their ancestors and their 
descendants.” Quite frankly, 
you’re damn right I do. But I 
would put it differently. After 
all, how can one worry about the 
“loss” of something he never 
had? You say that on the other 
hand “Our responsibility to the 
students who are here for an 
education and their descendants, 
far outweigh any responsibility 
we might have toward ‘the Black 
people of the Peoria area’.”

This 
question is both ludicrous and 
frightening. The question is “Will 
we never remove the knife from 
our brother’s back so that the 
wound may heal?” Dear God - I 
hope I don’t have to answer that 
question.

Conservative result

Because conservative Whites have 
been so utterly ignorant in their 
dealings with their “Negro 
problem,” the Blacks have found 
it difficult to determine who (if 
anyone) among the Whites are 
their real friends. Consequently, 
Blacks have found it to their 
advantage to regard all Whites as 
evil. Whites ought really not be 
shocked by this. After all, haven’t 
we been doing the same to Blacks 
since we forced them to our 
shores several centuries ago? The 
result is that even the genuine 
liberals (much to their own 
chagrin), have been cast together 
indiscriminately with all other 
Whites. Let us now examine the 
works of conservative Whites and 
discover how they have 
succeeded in alienating the entire 
White Race from the Blacks. 

At this time, it is pointless to 
discuss avowed racists like 
Wallace supporters, the KKK and 
the like. Rather, we will discuss 


the more moderate but equally 
guilty conservatives. I speak of 
people who if asked will tell you 
that “America is a free country 
with equal opportunity for all.” 
These people may even admit 
that “things were slightly unequal 
in the past but after all, the civil 
rights bill is the law of the land 
now isn’t it? Anyone who cannot 
succeed in America has only 
themselves to blame.” This is the 
standard belief of conservative 
America and this is their fallacy. 
How quick they are to judge the 
manifest injustices we yet 
commit against the Blacks. Can 
we honestly believe that after 
depriving generation after 
generation of Blacks from 
adequate educations and a fair 
chance at economic opportunities 
that all will be cured overnight 
with the declaration of a few new 
laws? There are starving Blacks in 
America that proportionately far 
outnumber poor Whites, even 
after the new laws. Obviously, 
the writing of a few new laws is 
not enough. Unless White 
America is prepared to sacrifice 
to pay back the Blacks for the 
sacrifices they made for us, a 
grave problem will remain. Blacks 
have discovered that far too 
many Whites are far too hesitant 
to make this just sacrifice. As a 
result, Blacks have taken this 
responsibility upon themselves in 
the form of Black militancy. As 
inevitable as this was, many 
Whites were none the less 
shocked and created an even 
greater problem by back-lashing. 
It is up to White America to take 
the initiative to rectify these 
problems before it is too late. 
The revolution has just now 
begun.

Percy discusses "society’s wrongs

‘The system is designed to 
stop the evil man from imposing 
wrongs on society, and therefore, 
works in a similar manner to 
delay the good proposals,” said 
Senator Charles H. Percy (Rep. - 
Ill.) as a conclusion to an 
informal discussion held with 30 
student leaders last Monday in 
the faculty dining room prior to a 
presentation planned for the 
student body in the Ballroom of 
the Student Center. 

The discussion centered 
primarily around the issue of 
what is wrong with society and 
how should these wrongs be 


corrected. Percy asked the 
students, why there has been 
such a great change in the role of 
students and the university today 
as compared to 30 years ago? 
Students felt that in years past 
the universities were a revelant 
guiding force in society, but have 
presently lost that position. 
Students now feel their 
responsibility and right to push 
the university to again assume its 
previous position of relevance. 

The matter of time was also 
considered to be the cause of 
militant action when students try 
to push the university to change

the questions the group had,. 
These ranged from the poverty 
program to the situation in 
France. In explaining the 
reduction of the Job Corps he 
stated that this was a highly 
controversial topic and an 
extremely expensive project. He 
promised that “not a single job 
corp member will be cut out. 
They will be moved to less 
expensive centers in urban areas.” 
He commented on the reduction 
of the Head Start program saying, 
“Head Start should become a 
part of our educational system. 
The Office of Economic 
Opportunity (OEC) can better 
help in research of new projects 
now.” 

The Senator cited the Middle 
East as of primary concern-much 
more than Southeast Asia 
warrants at this time. He hopes 
that big four talks will pave the 
way for negotiations between 
Israel and the Arabs. He gave 
his support for lowering the 
voting age to 18 and a state 
income tax. 

Many questions dealt with 
student activism on campuses 
today. Percy said, “It varies by 
campus, some of the action is 
utterly responsible. They 
(students) demand a piece of the 
action and they have a right to 
demand this.” 

“Some of the activities are 
more debatable than others I am 
deeply concerned by the Black’s 
own separatist movement. I am 
horrified by the take over of 
Cornell University by arms. Now 
they ask for amnesty. This is not 
in the tradition of Martin Luther 
King or Ghandi who were willing 
to sacrifice to change the 
society,” he continued. 

Continuing on the topic of 
militant movements Percy said 
that they have nothing to replace 
what they tear down. The left 
wing militants drive the right 
facists further to the right. “A 
plague on both of their houses!” 

He commented that ROTC 
programs must be evaluated on 
each campus. “The armed forces 
cannot all come from the military 
academies; some must come from 
the field of liberal arts. ROTC 
provides this.” 

He gave reserved support to a 
volunteer army, saying that he 
favored the concept. We can raise 
the pay to attract more people. 
However, this might result, 
because of economic conditions, 
in an all Black army. This would 
be bad, the Senator suggested. 































































Poet-in-Residence 


Thinks, writes, lectures 


Just what does a 
Poet-in-Residence do? Why is he 
allowed a special joffice in the 
library? What kind of work does 
he do for the University? These 
are a few of the questions that a 
student at Bradley might ask 
himself about our 
Poet-in-Residence Dr. Daniel W. 
Smythe. 

A Poet-in-Residence thinks, 
writes and gives lectures at our 
university and others; he adds 
prestige to his university. 

“Recently I visited San 
Francisco, the University of 
Redlands, Los Angeles, Napa, and 
Atherton. I gave six lectures in 
the seven days I was in 
California,” said Smythe. 

He added, “I attended the 
Robert Frost Memorial Dinner 
and was one of the after-dinner 
speakers.” Frost was a native 
Californian and Smythe is 
nationally known for his studies 
of and frienship with Robert 
Frost. 

Smythe conducts a writers’ 
workshop class at Bradley. While 
in California he was able to get 
interviews with Ward E. Miller, 
author and teacher, Louis and 
Esther Mertins, Frost scholars 
and biographers as well as with 
William Gahagan, writer, editor 
and President of the California 
Friends of Robert Frost. 

Smythe, whose work has 
appeared in such publications as 
The Christian Science Monitor, 
The Washington Star, and The 
Oregonian in Portland, and the 
Thoreau Journal, has produced 
64 items since Sept., 1968. He 
has had six books published, the 
latest entitled Strange Element . 

Smythe brought back from 
California a music score of 
Frost’s poem “The Pasture,” 
sixteen rare photographs of 
Frost, a copy of a printed Frost 
Lecture, revised by Frost in his 
handwriting, a telegram from 
Robert Kennedy, sent to William 
Gahagan giving opinions about 
Mr. Frost and a very rare copy of 
a hymn written by Frost in 1905. 
These will be placed in the Frost 
Collection in the library. 

“My office in the library gives 
me a quiet place to think and 
work,” said the soft-spoken poet. 
He noted that most of his writing 
was done in the summer while at 
his cabin at Martha’s Vineyard in 
Mass. “I revise these poems 
during the rest of the year, I had 


103 poems and essays accepted 
last year,” he said. 

Smythe writes mostly about 
nature, science and people. Yet, 
he manages to write such articles 
as ‘The Making of a Poem,” 
found in the fall issue of 
Symposium, a publication of 
Union College in Schenectady, 
N.Y. 

He gives lectures at area 
schools on creative writing as well 
as presentations of films and 
tapes about Robert Frost. Just 
recently he was asked to join the 
Thoreau Society. On the Society 
he said, “I was invited to join 
after writing a comparative piece 
on Thoreau and Frost.” 

Presently Smythe is working 
on a book-manuscript, the 
Wisdom and Wit of Robert Frost. 
He said, “I answer requests from 
editors for poetry and prose and 
I’m writing a series of essays for 
the New Hampshire Bulletin on 
the writing of poetry.” He added, 
“I am also working on an 
inventory of the Frost 
Collection.” 

Smythe speaks fondly of 
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Pan Fra begins Greek week

Frost, who was the first poet to 
hold the title of Poet-in-Residence 
in 1924 at the University of 
Michigan. While speaking of what 
makes a poem acceptable he said, 
“Frost once said, ‘Writing a poem 
is like throwing a curve ball, if it 
breaks right over the plate you 
have a strike; if it doesn’t break 
into the strike zone, it’s no 
good.’” 

In California his lecture topics 
were: “Bradley University’s 
Writers’ Workshop,” “Stories of 
Robert Frost,” “The Writing of 
Poetry,” “Experimental Writing,” 
and from the pulpit of a church 
he gave a lecture entitled “Faith 
of Robert Frost.”

"Reflections” 

It all began eight and one-half months ago. When the 
phone rang it was the Scout editor. “We need a sports 
editor for this year. Will you take it?”

The following letter from the 
Peoria Building Trades Council 
was delivered to President T. W. 
Van Arsdale on the morning of 
May 2, 1969: 

“The Peoria Building Trades as 
a unit, composed of all individual 


business managers of each 
building trade in the Peoria area, 
unanimously passed a resolution 
at a special meeting today that at 
the completion of the present 
strike now in effect in the Peoria 
area, work shall be resumed on all 
jobs in the area, including the 


jobs at Bradley University by 
whatever means necessary . 

“The meeting was called 
because of the tremendous 
pressure brought on each 
individual business manager by 
the hundreds of members of the 
individual unions. Also, the 


pressure of the general public 
which has informed the labor 
leaders that they are sick and 
tired of the illegal action of this 
fringe group at Bradley 
University. 


We plan to protect the safety 
of individual members of our 
various unions, and we hold the 
Bradley administration 
responsible for any confrontation 
which may take place.” 


Union strike averts 


possible violence

A strike by six local building 
construction unions Thursday 
helped to avert a possible 
confrontation between members 
of the Black Students’ Alliance 
and local union workers at 
Bradley Hall. 

WITH THE IRON workers, 
plumbers, steam fitters, sheet 
metal workers, painters, and 
glaziers going on strike at 
Wednesday midnight, other union 
workers decided not to cross a 
slim picket line at the 
construction site.

Initially, about 80 students, 
including 50 whites, took up 
positions at both the north and 
south wings at Bradley Hall 
around 7:10 Thursday morning. 
One of the bricklayers, who began 
arriving at 7:30 told a Scout 
reporter that they “would not 
cross any union picket lines set 
up, but we will try and cross the 
student lines.” 


ri^ivci irom me 
Operating Engineers, Local 649, 
arrived at 7:45. The sign he 
carried read: “Employees from 
other unions not solicited to 
cease work.” A second picket 
came 10 minutes later with a 
similar sign. 

Around nine o’clock the 
striking workers began arriving to 
pick up their personal gear. They 
all left without much delay. 

BY 8 A.M. there were six city 
police cars, two state, and one 
county car on the scene. 

Stan Cox, who identified 
himself as the President of the 
Bricklayers Union Local No. 3, 
was asked if he would meet with 
Jim Gitz, by some of the 
administrators on hand. At that 
time it was still questionable 
whether the bricklayers would 
attempt to work since they were 
not required to honor the picket 
lines. 

At 8:20 Cox met with Gitz, 
Jerome Manheim, Dean of LAS 
and Dr. William Belmont, faculty 
advisor to the BSA. As the 
bricklayers began leaving, Cox 
remarked: “I didn’t send the men 
home. They left when they saw 
the picket lines. A union member 
will not cross another’s line.” 

WHEN QUESTIONED about 
racism in his union, Cox replied, 
“We have never had an 
application from a black yet.” He 
said the black membership 
consisted of one bricklayer in 
Peoria, and one in Galesburg. He 
also claimed that “out of about 
400,000 national members, 12-15 
thousand were black.” 

By nine o’clock there were 
about 200 students there. At that 
time, when it became apparent 
that there would be no work 
done on the site that day, the 
students began to leave.

IFC votes tomorrow whether

The Inter-Fraternity Council 
(IFC) will determine tomorrow 
night whether junior Terry Woith 
will retain his position as 
president of that organization. 

A REQUEST FOR THE 
impeachment of Woith was made 
by Sigma Nu representative Mike 
Dannells last Wednesday night at 
the regular meeting of the IFC, 
because of statements made by 
Woith in behalf of the IFC which 
were “not in his constitutional 


bounds.” The request was signed 
by representatives of several 
houses. 

The actions stemmed from a 
statement Woith made to a 
reporter from a local commercial 
radio station, in which he quoted 
a September policy statement of 
the IFC. The statement, which 
said that IFC “opposed violence 
and infringement of personal 
rights on campus,” was not 
supposed to be made public 
without the approval of the IFC,

Contractor 0. Frank Heinz has 
said that damage to equipment

IN REPLY TO A question 
concerning pay for workers idle 
on Tuesday and Wednesday, 
Heinz said he could not discuss 
the subject at the present time.

He refused to meet with 
students and would not make any 
comment to the Scout. 


“Once a student would be 
booked, the judge would have the 
decision about whether or not he 
would allow the University to 
handle the case themselves 
instead of continuing through the 
courts. But the recent trend has 
been for the civil authorities to 
insist on trying the case 
themselves.” 

LAST WEDNESDAY, Senate 
resolved that “no student is to be 
held in double jeopardy, that is, 
punished by both civil and 
University authorities in 
accordance with the principles of 
the United States Constitution as 
embodied in the Student Bill of 
Rights.” 

In that same resolution, 
Senate said that they can’t 
condone violence by any parties 
and that they endorse all legal 
action taken by students in 
elimination of racial 
discrimination in the unions. 

The Bradley Handbook, 
according to the president, states 
the University’s position about 
disturbances. “Any student 
found guilty of inciting to action 
or willfully participating in action 
resulting in destruction of 
property, or in authorized group 
activities that may or may not be 
destructive, will be subject to 
dismissal from the University” 
page 27 of the handbook states.

Gitz says Board hesitant 
over ending discrimination

With a strike by six local 
building construction unions that 
seems destined to halt further 
construction at Bradley Hall for 
the present, Student Senate 
President Jim Gitz is concerned 
about the support that Senate has 
received from the University 
administration in its efforts to 
help end alleged discrimination in 
local labor unions and stop 
impending conflict. 

“The letter of the law is being 
met at the Bradley Hall project, 
and the University feels that this 
is all that is necessary,” Gitz 
commented last Thursday night. 
“There is a moral issue involved

between the University and the 
community. 

“The Board of Trustees in 
their Apr. 28 statement said that 
they are willing to help end 
discrimination, but so far they 
seem hesitant in doing so,” the 
recently-elected president 
declared. 

THE APR. 28 statement by 
the Board says: “Because it is 
widely suspected that some 
building trade unions in this area 
are perpetuating discriminatory 
practices and because the Board 
believes the University should 
declare a public position 
deploring such practices, it does 
so herewith and pledges itself and 
its personnel to work with other 
groups and organizations toward 
conditions which will make 
possible meaningful employment 
of black people and other 
minority groups.” 

Friday morning, President T. 
W. Van Arsdale reaffirmed the 


Trustees’ position to do all they 
can to help end discrimination. “I 
hope the students understand 
that we can’t break our contract 
without being liable to 
substantial damages,’’ Van 
Arsdale added. 

Gitz said: “If the University 
takes some action, they can 
absolve themselves of a possible 
Columbia. If the University in an 
official position won’t help the 
black students, then the Senate 
will help the black students with 
all available legal means. 


CONTINUING, Gitz said: “If 
a legal case is brought against the 



unions then the Illinois Fair 
Employment Commission could 
be called in to help investigate 
the matter, if there was proof 
that the law was violated.” 

Gitz spoke to the Trustees 
Wednesday afternoon before they 
made their decision to continue 
construction at Bradley Hall. 
“The Trustees could have voted 
to seek an injunction on the basis 
of impending violence and danger 
to public health, and enjoin all 
parties from continuing 
construction. But the Board 
didn’t do this.” 


Commenting on the possibility 
of an injuction, Van Arsdale said: 
“The University attorney, Donald 
Morgan, didn’t believe that an 
injunction could be served for the 
reason of preventing violence, 
because there seemed to be no 
evidence that violence would 


occur. 


“I SPOKE TO THE director of 
the Police-Community Relations 
program (Dick Penelton), and he 
assured the Trustees that if police 
had to be called to remove 
students, the officers wouldn’t be 
carrying billy clubs or wearing 
hard hats.”

Legalities and moralities were 
the two basic topics of Student 
Senate concern in the recent 
conflict over racial discrimination 
in the budding of Bradley Hall 
Wings. Acting as a mediator, 
Senate called several additional 
meetings last week and drew up 
several resolutions pertinent To 
the issue. 

Senate first took a positive 
stand on the discrimination issue 
on April 21 when they agreed to 
support a resolution presented by 
Cindy Vernardo. the BSA 
senator. The resolution was a 
recommendation to the Board of 
Trustees “that Bradley University 
will not permit any construction 
to be done on the university 
campus until the local 
construction workers’ unions 
presently involved in Bradley 
University construction end all 
discriminatory practices .. .” 
This motion was previously 
supported by the faculty senate. 

At the next regular Senate 
meeting on April 28, it was 
announced that because of legal 
reasons the Board of Trustees had 
refused to halt construction. At 
this time Senate discussed a 
course of action but it was 
decided that they had declared 
their support of the principle and 
at this time that was all that was 
necessary. 


WHEN THE SENATE was 
informed that the BSA intended 
to stop the construction workers 
from working, a special meeting 
was called at 8:30 on April 29. 
Possible courses of action were 
suggested but at that time school 
President Jim Gitz had called a 
meeting with the faculty, 
administration, chairman of the 
Board, BSA members and other 
students involved to attempt to 
resolve the situation. Senate 
adjourned until information from 
this meeting could be considered. 

“President Van Arsdale and 


Heinz Construction Co. have 
worked out an agreement 
whereby construction will be 
stopped tomorrow,” Jim Gitz 
announced to the Senate at the 
2:00 meeting on Tuesday. He 
also announced that the Board of 
Trustees would call a special 
meeting on Wednesday. 

At one o’clock on Wednesday, 
Senate sponsored a press 
conference in order to inform the 
student body of the situation. 
Gitz and Gene Webster, BSA 
president, answered questions. 


Bradley students, faculty 
give their personal opinions

Clash over fraternity 
incident is averted

pledge in Delta Upsilon fraternity 
allegedly either sprayed a black 
coed with water or spat on her. 

Speaking for Delta Upsilon, 
Fred Roberts said that the pledge 
was “playing around with a fire 
extinguisher and spraying people 
and the coed happened to be one 
of the people.” 

Speaking for the Black 
Students’ Alliance, Gene Webster 
said that according to the coed 
the pledge “spit on her.” 

NEITHER THE COED nor the 
pledge were available for 
comment. 

Webster added that the coed 
may press charges against the 
pledge in civil court. 

There are two different stories 
about the incident. According to 
Roberts: “We were in a chapter 
meeting at 10:15 Tuesday night. 
Five black students walked into 
the hallway and inquired about 
someone with a white Chevy who 
they claim spat at a black coed. 

“WE DON’T HAVE any 
actives with a white Chevy. At 11 
p.m. people began forming across 
the street and we locked the door 
and called the police. 

“DEAN KING and Asst. Dean 
Lindbloom came out on the lawn 
and helped disperse the crowd.” 

Wednesday, according to 
Roberts, the fraternity found out 
that one of the pledges was 
squirting people near campus 
with a fire extinguisher. “The 
pledge admitted squirting the 
black coed,” Roberts said. 

REPRESENTATIVES of 
Delta Upsilon and the BSA met 
Wednesday afternoon at the 
Afro-American Culture House. At 
the meeting, DU President Ray 
Stewart said that .the house had 
no part in any incident. He went 


project. However, I’m not 
prepared to speak on the labor 
situation in Peoria as a whole,” 
Lutton said. 

Lutton felt if there is 
discrimination on the Bradley 
Hall project, the government 
would have intervened. 

Lutton continued: “If 


evidence of discrimination is 
found, the Conservative Club 
would favor legal means to end it. 
The only civil rights involved in 
this project are the civil rights of 
all Bradley students. The facilities 
are desperately needed. We want 
to see the construction 
completed.” 


The black students are right to 
call attention to discrimination 
and it is admirable for them to be 
concerned not only with the 
construction site but with the 
entire city, but they should 
confine their action. It is fine for 
them to picket, stand around 
with signs and sing, but, as soon 
as they start preventing 
construction, they’re out of 
bounds. They don’t have the 
right to do it.” 

Mr. Richard Minster of the 
English department: “The 
University has an obligation to 
stop construction, despite 
contract obligations, if the 
construction companies are 
discriminating. The principle is 
right and it’s part of the 
university’s obligation as a 
cultural community.” 

Junior girl: “The Black 
students have no right to

The pledge admitted in the 
meeting that he sprayed the 
water and he emphasized that he 
did not spit on the coed. 

According to Webster, the 
coed came to the black culture 
house Tuesday night claiming 
that a person in a white Chevy 
with Delta Upsilon and Bradley 
decals drove past her and spat at 
her. 

Some members of the BSA 
then went over to Fredonia Ave. 
before the crowd was dispersed. 

LINDBLOOM SAID that there 
was “a real potential for trouble 
Tuesday night. The black 
students were there in number 
and so were many fraternity 
members. 

Stewart added that the 
fraternity would follow any 
administration recommendations 
concerning discipline of the 
pledge.

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Violence most be averted 


Letters to the Editor 


In the current Bradley Hall controversy, this University 
must have one immediate concern - averting violence. The 
question of whether or not the unions practice 
discrimination is a question that will have to be decided by 
the courts and no one else. 

What this University must be immediately concerned 
about is preventing any violence whatsoever on campus. 
There appears to be two ways that Bradley* can prevent 
violence. 

First, Bradley can attempt to seek an injunction that 
would prevent both the workers and the students from 
coming to be construction site because of the threat of 
violence. 

Last week, the Board of Trustees declined to seek an 
injunction on the grounds of impending violence because 
they were advised by the University attorney that there was 
no evidence of violence. 

IT SEEMS HIGHLY questionable that the attorney could 
say that there was no threat of violence last week. Nothing 
would have been lost by an attempt at an injunction. 

Now it would seem that there is a clear threat of violence 
as shown by the piles of bricks stacked by the students and 
past experience with unions and non-union picket lines. 

Also showing the imminent trouble is the students’ vow 
to stop construction and the letter by the unions saying that 
they will let no one stop them once the strike is settled. 

It is the duty of the Board of Trustees to seek all possible 
methods of averting any type of violence. An injunction 
seems to be a very feasible avenue for this. 

This will hopefully take care of the immediate danger to 
University property and, more importantly, to the faculty 
and students. 

IT IS HOPED that during the time of peace provided by 
the injunction, some meaningful discussion moving toward 
an acceptable time schedule of dealing with the alleged 
dicrimination can take place. 

Along with this, in order to prevent any future 
confrontations of this nature, and to stop a violent 
confrontation of this time the Board must reaffirm and act 
upon their statement of April 28. 

In this statement, they called for a committee to be 
composed of student, faculty, administration and Board 
members to examine future construction contracts signed by 
the University. The committee will evaluate the situation, 
making sure that there is no discrimination on any of the 
future Bradley University building projects. We would hope 
that this committee will have binding power. 

THE BOARD HAS a committment to the students of this 
University to make their one and only position known to 
the student body and to the people of Peoria. More 
importantly, they must act on this proposal and let the city 
know that they are acting to end discrimination. 

Hopefully, through an injunction, tempers will cool and 
meaningful discussion will begin between unions and 
students, while concrete action by the Board of Trustees to 
back up their words will exhibit their good faith. Through 
these two means, violence can be averted.

Scout disgusts Gitz 

As the president of the 
Student Body and in behalf of 
the Student Senate, I can only 
express my firm disgust with the 
reporting displayed by the last 
issue of the Scout. The Scout was 
not only guilty of direct 
misquotation of my remarks, but 
misinterpretation as well, not to 
mention certain facts which were 
not reported at all. 

In specifics: 1) The Scout was 
guilty of direct misquotation. In 
the article on campus unrest, the 
writer quoted my remarks as “if 
you want to get rid of guns, first 
get rid of the guns carried by 
cops and cadets.” I have reviewed 
the manuscript of that program: I 
did not say that and I challenge 
the writer to support these and 
other remarks made in the article. 

2) The Scout was guilty of 
misconstrual of remarks made. In 
the meeting titled “Leaders 
search for solution,” the Scout 
again was deplorable in its 
representations. 

a) The fourth paragraph 
reports President Van Arsdale as 
asking me what had transpired, 
Craig Howard saying “this is not 
Senate’s thing,” and me “offering 
no objection.” The logical 
interpretation of this article is the 
Senate was in competition with 
he BSA in who was going to lead 
the action at Bradley Hall. 

Points of analysis: 1) The 
Senate was never involved in 
extra actions taken - let along 
leading it. 2) The President’s 
remarks directed to me were not 
“what transpired” but to chair 
the meeting since the Student 
Senate had called it for the 
purpose of averting conflict and 
reaching a solution acceptable to 
all. 3) My “no objection” was to 
who chaired the meeting since 
the essential issue was to reach a 
solution. 

b) I REFER TO the second 
page where it is reported “Jim 
Gitz blasted the back-room 
politicians as do nothings.” 1) My 
remarks were not in the context 
of do nothings and politicians, 
but in the context of people 
arguing whose responsibility the 
situation was while proposing no 
solution to what appeared to be 
an unavoidable confrontation. 

3) The Scout left certain facts 
unreported at all. a) The Scout 
made no mention of the Senate’s 
remarks to the Board of Trustees 
in which positive steps (i.e. the 
Board Committee for future 
construction) were advanced, b) 
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The Scout reported nothing of 
the Wednesday press conference 
which would have clarified 
several questions, c) The Scout 
made no mention of the fact that 
the Student Senate called the 
Wednesday meeting to seek a 
peaceful solution. 

Under normal circumstances I 
would be willing to overlook all 
but the most blatant 
representations, but in an 
atmosphere which is so 
emotionally charged, I find it 
difficult to absolve the Scout of 
misleading student opinion. It is 
not only desirable, but absolutely 
essential that the student body be 
presented with a fair and accurate 
account of the actions of their 
representatives at this time. We 
have attempted to act to avert 
conflict while proposing positive 
solutions to resolve the issue. It is 
my hope that our attempt to act 
responsibly will be reflected in 


more accurate reporting on the 
part of the Scout in the future.

"Boycott Grapes” 

LABOR UNIONS in this country are strong. In some I 
cases, Peoria notwithstanding, they are too strong. However, ] 
there are some areas in which labor unions do not exist, or j 
are not allowed to exist. 

For close to four years now, grape pickers in southern j 
California have been on strike. Their strike is rather a simple I 
one; they demand only to be represented by a union. They ■ 
want only to be afforded the American tradition of j' 
collective bargaining. 

AND FOR FOUR years, the grape growers in southern 
California have refused to let their workers be unionized. 
These workers are predominately of Mexican origin, and | 
have been exploited for years. 

There is no need to offer any defense for the pickers. The i 
battle for union representation was fought bitterly in the 
30’s. Now it is being fought again in California. 

The workers are paid on the average at $ 1.40 per hour 
when they do work. But grape harvesting is not a year round 
occupation, and many of the immigrants cannot find other 
work in off seasons. This means that the average person 
picking grapes, working less than one-third of a year, can 
earn about $1,500; hardly enough to sustain himself. 

TO DEMONSTRATE how much empathy the growers 
have for their laborers, they provide working conditions that 
are deplorable. Last year, the California Board of Health 
uncovered 1,869 violations of state health and sanitation 
laws by the growers. 

It is apparent that the growers are not willing to give into 
the workers demands of union representation. What is at 
stake here is much more than the grape industry. All of 
California agriculture, which is California’s largest and most 
powerful industry, is waiting for the outcome of the strike. 

If the grape growers fall, then the rest of farm owners would 
soon follow. 

IT IS FOR THIS reason that the strike had little effect 
during the first two years. While the grape growers were 
losing millions of dollars each month, the remainder of 
agriculture in that state had been subsidizing them. 

It is imperative that the grape pickers win their demands 
for tolerable living conditions and the right to have some 
dignity. For this reason, there was organized last year a 
nationwide boycott of grapes. As the grape season nears its 
time again, the appeal for a boycott of grapes is being 
strengthened. 

The boycott organizers are only asking that you not buy 
California table grapes. It is a small sacrifice for the dignity 
of fellow human beings. Only through this much mass 
economic pressure can the growers be forced to capitulate to 
the workers. 

On May 10, there will be a nationwide boycott of the A 
& P food chain. Through the realization of financial losses, 

A & P may agree not to stock grapes. It is the hope of the 
boycott organizers that by the end of the summer, grapes 
picked by “strike breakers” will not be sold in the chain 
stores in this country. 

A PETITION WILL soon be circulating asking you for 
your much needed cooperation in this endeavor. The f 
California grape pickers need your help. 
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Nothing can kill a day like a hard night. 
Yet every campus has its nocturnal heroes 
dedicated to the art of playing it cool. 

If you're one of them, we’d like to offer 
you a little food for thought.

military-industrial complex in 
this country. And up to about a 
month ago I, like Mr. Becker, was 
really uninformed about ROTC 
and was very strong in my 
convictions against the whole 
program. 

However, since that time, 
through some investigating I did 
on the subject I have discovered 
some enlightening facts which 
have changed my mind about 
ROTC’s place at Bradley. 
First,the purpose in founding the 
Reserve Officer Training Corps 
was to develop leaders 
(commissioned officers) for the 
Armed Forces in addition to 
those developed through the 
military academies or through 
enlistment programs such as OCS. 
At present ROTC-trained officers 
account for* a good part of 
military officers. 

SECOND,-AND THIS IS 
important--the ROTC program 
was located on the campuses of 
colleges and universities so that it 
might attract, above all, the 
liberal arts major, a man who, it 
was hoped, would bring a 
measure of balance to the officers 
(who after all, make the 
decisions) as a group, so that the 
ultra-militarism of the academies 
would not be the pervading 
attitude in the chain of command. 

At this point perhaps readers 
are saying, “Well, the Armed 
Forces are certainly militaristic 
today, liberal arts majors or no.” 
Maybe so. But I wonder if 
perhaps we’d be even worse off in 
this respect without the measure 
of counterbalance of the ROTC 
officers. It costs a lot of money 
and takes time to train an officer. 

As a training program, ROTC 
needs to be reviewed and 
updated, as I’m sure anyone in it 
will agree. But “No room for 
ROTC?” If we must have officers 
and armies, I’d rather see ROTC 
officers lead than have the 
ultra-militarism of the academies 
be the only voice “protecting’ 
us.

Comic solo headlines concert

Art in motion...a pulsing 
beat...a haunting rhythm...filled 
the Robertson Memorial 
Fieldhouse on May 1, at 8 p.m., 
during the introduction to a 
lecture given by Len Lye, a 
pioneer in the fields of kinetic 
sculpture and experimental film 
making. 

Lye, born in New Zealand in 
1901, has been in the United 
States since 1946. He has shown 
kinetic sculpture at the Museum 
of Modem Art in New York, and 
in Amsterdam and Stockholm. He 
was featured in the Buffalo 
“Festival of Arts Today” in 1965 
and had a one-man show of his 
automated electronically 
programmed sculpture at the 
Howard Wise Gallery in New 
York the same year. 

IN FILM MAKING he was the 
first to draw directly on film, a 
style of animation that has been 
most influential. His films have 
won major awards including the 
New York TV Art Director’s 
Award and Silver Award at the 
Brussels World’s Fair. His 
presentation was multi-media. 

This event was more than just 
a lecture, it was an audio and 
visual experience beginning with 
a film by Lye finished in 1937. 
The film entitled “Trade Tattoo” 
was set to the beat of Latin 
rhythms. 

LYE’S UTMOST concern is 
that of “Art in Motion.” The 
vibrating of steel, the pulsing of 
images drawn on film, the 
momentary flash of lightning, the 
sound of rhythm, and numerous 
others based on their scientific 
qualities, are the foundation of 
his work. He calls himself a 
“mystic tinker,” experimenting 
with the properties and reactions 
of Swedish Steel (in sculpture). 

Lye has developed a concept 
of “look alikes.” By this he refers 
to the idea of an artist resembling 
his work. He believes that genetic 
composition is involved with each 
man’s accomplishments.

after the last film, Lye appeared 
from off stage and announced 
with a laugh...“You can go home 
now” and proceeded to gather his 
belongings.

Pioneer in radio to 
retire from faculty 


The faculty member who 
developed Peoria’s first broadcast 
station was honored with a 
testimonial dinner last Friday at 
Murphy’s Restaurant. 

ERIC G. SHALKHAUSER, 
noted professor of electronics 
technology, will retire this spring 
from his teaching position, thus 
ending a career which started 
with an assignment to the 
Bradley faculty in 1920. The 
75-year-old educator was 
honored with a citation at the 
banquet which was attended by 
faculty and students. The 
citation read in part: “Your 
career of dedicated service to the 
cause of technological education 
is without parallel.” 

Shalkhauser started his 
professional career as a public 
school teacher in Sterling, 
Nebraska, in 1915. He then 
served two years as a telephone 
engineer for the Western Electric 
Company in Chicago. While 
serving the Bradley faculty as an 
instructor of physics and 


electricity from 1920 to 1928, he 
operated Peoria’s first broadcast 
station, WBAE, and developed 
the Peoria Star’s first broadcast 
station, WJAN. From 1929 to 
1932, he served as a sound 
recording engineer for the C. L. 
Venard Studios. 

HE THEN SERVED as 
president and general manager of 
the Radio Manufacturing 
Engineers, Inc., a nationally 
known firm which was singled 
out for outstanding contributions 
to the war effort. He served this 
organization from 1933 to 1954. 
Returning to the teaching field jn 
1955 with an assignment at 
Woodruff High School, 
Shalkhauser then rejoined the 
Bradley faculty in 1956, at an age 
when most men are retiring. 

The holder of several U. S. 
Patents and the editor of 25 
monthly surveys of electronics 
literature published nationally, 
Shalkhauser is considered to be a 
pioneer in the early history of 
wireless radio. 


“New Music” describes the 
concert perfectly. When in one 
evening, a group of eight people 
can perform a string quartet, a 
comic piccolo solo, a 
conglomeration of electronic 
sounds mingled with 
conventional instruments, a 
percussion and trombone duo, 
and a flute and double bass duo, 
it must be called “new,” for lack 
of a more descriptive word. 

I’VE NEVER seen a comic 
musician before, but now I know 
that there is a genius in this field. 
He is Patrick Purswell, a short 
man with a bushy beard and an 
oversized tuxedo. I enjoyed his 
piccolo masterpiece, “It Grew 
and Grew”, although his shrill 
instrument pierced my eardrums 


more than once. His stage 
presentation is unique. 

Interesting percussion work 
was performed by William 
Parsons. He seemed to be master 
of the gong, cowbells, wood 
blocks and other indescribable 
instruments. He played amazingly 
fast and loud. 

THE CONCERT highlight for 
me was “antiphony IV” by 
Kenneth Gaburo, the last 
selection. It contained new 
techniques of recorded electronic 
sounds with the accompaniment 
of trombone, piccolo and bass. 

The concert proved that 
contemporary composers and 
musicians are now being 
recognized as geniuses of our 
times.

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Unions deny charge of racism

“Someone should get his fact 
straight. He is definitely wrong 
on the statement that there is 
only one Black union carpenter,” 
stated Donald Gorman, one of 
two business managers for the 
local carpenter’s union. 

Harold Messmer business agent 
for the steamfitters noted, 
“Applications, rather than 
discussion are needed.” Noble 
Cain, the bricklayers’ business 
manager explained, “We have 
never had an application from a 
Negro that we haven’t accepted.” 

These comments were only a 
few received from business agents

or union representatives Friday 
when asked about charges by the 
Black Student Alliance that 
discriminatory practices exist in 
the building trades unions. 

Gene Webster, president of the 
BSA, gave the Scout a list of 
demands made to the building 
trades unions and contractors by 
the Peoria Coordinating Council 
of Community Organizations. 
The BSA, a member of the 
council along with the local 
NAACP, Tri-County Urban 
League, Afro-American Peoples 
Federation and Carver Center 
among others, agrees with the 
list, stated Webster. 

FIRST ON THE list of 
demands: “That contractors 
immediately employ Black 
workers in the skilled and 
semi-skilled crafts, especially as 


carpenters, operating engineers, 
iron workers, brick masons and 
cement finishers.” 

Another demand states, “that 
all apprentice programs 
immediately be open to Black 
enrollment.” 

When asked about Blacks 
applying for apprenticeships in 
the Operating Engineers Union, 
Hewlee “Doc’’ McCormick, 
business manager, noted, “There 
hasn’t been four or five in the 
past five years.” He continued, 
“We have two Negroes now 
working.” 

McCormick explained that he 
is setting up a new apprentice 
program, but in the past, the 
union has designated the first 
Tuesday of every month as 
sign-up day for anyone interested 
in becoming an apprentice.

interfere with the construction, 
even though their cause may be 
justified. Bradley students, 
present and future, have a need 



for the Bradley hall wings and the 
workers have a right to work 
without interference. Future 
construction should be halted 
until an investigation of 
discrimination in the unions has 
been conducted, but present 
construction should be 
completed without further 
interruption.” 


Like most of the building 
trades unions, the Operating 
Engineers require a high school 
education or its equivalent and 
that there is no record of a 
felony. 

“WHEN NEEDED on a job 
the applicant is sent out as an 
oiler. We can not send him out to 
operate a machine he knows 
nothing about,’’ continued 
McCormick. “Hopefully, if he is 
interested he will learn something 
about the machine.” 

McCormick said that the man 
continues on the job if the 
contractor in consultation with 
the union head thinks he is a 
good potential operator. 
McCormick emphasized that he is 
setting up a new program with 
classroom instruction. 

Gorman of the Carpenters 
Union made it very clear that 
there was more than one Black 
carpenter. “There were several 
dark faces at the meeting held 
last night (Thursday). And you 
had to be a union member to get 
into the meeting,’’ stated 
Gorman. 

The meeting of carpenters 
held Thursday night at 
Exposition Gardens ended with 
the union members giving the 
negotiators the right to call a 


strike when they felt negotiations 
came to a standstill. 

When asked to be more 
specific on the number of Blacks 
in the union, Gorman said, “We 
keep no record of how many are 
Black and how many White. We 
do not discriminate. We don’t 
care what color a man’s skin is as 
long as he is qualified for the job. 
There’s no place on our 
apprentice applications to tell 
who is Italian, Chinese or any 
other minority group.” 

UNION SECRETARY for the 
carpenters, Paul Anderson, 
explained that after a person fills 
out an apprentice application he 
is given a written and oral test 
administered by the 
apprenticeship committee made 
up of an equal number of 
contractors and union members. 


Hartley McCaddon, business 
representative of the Cement 
Finishers explained, “I have no 
idea how many Blacks now, or 
how many have applied in the 
past.” He stated that he was busy 
and could not talk at the present 
time. 

Harold Messmer of 
Steamfitters Local 353 said, “we 
initiated three Black members 
into the union last Friday.” 


Sophomore girl: “1 don’t care 
what they do. They can burn 
down Bradley Hall again for all I 
care.” 

Junior male: “The demands in 
the union are justified, but 
violence and stopping 
construction are not the answer. 
The answer is going through legal 
channels and bringing court suits. 
All who are concerned are taking 
irrational action and not talking. 
Legally, the Trustees couldn’t 
stop construction. An injuction 
should have been issued in view 
of impending violence. 

Sophomore male: “I believe 
the BSA is wrong, because there 
aren’t enough qualified Blacks 
around to have as many as they 
want on construction jobs.”

in trade unions. We fervently 
hope and support in principal all 
legal means to achieve their goal. 
We further trust that the BSA 
will join with us in exercising 
restraint and mutual respect in 
order to preserve the University 
and the well being of the student 
body.” 

Sigma Nu, which requested to 
be publicly excluded from the 
new statement, drafted its own 
statement Wednesday night 
pledging to support the BSA 
effort. 

Sigma Nu vice president A1 
Bartel said the fraternity “did not 
feel it was sufficient for our 
interests.” Sigma Nu is the only 
integrated member of the IFC. 

Prior to the start of the 
meeting. Student Body President 
Jim Gitz addressed the council, 
asking the members to “go back 
to your houses and make sure 
your people keep their cool.” He 
said because of the 
“explosiveness of the situation, 
he thought it a “good idea” to 
address the council.” 

DR. WILLIAM BELMONT, 
faculty advisor to the IFC, 
attempted to explain the position 
of the black students on campus.

PAUL BETTES, a member of 
Delta Upsilon, said a pledge 
squirted a black girl with a fire 
extinguisher. He said the 
fraternity officially apologized to 
the BSA and to the individual 
involved. 

He said the fraternity will not 
take any action upon the member 
until the University acts.

Faculty Senate establishes committee 
to determine discriminating practices

The Faculty Senate, called 
together for a special meeting 
Monday, approved the 
establishment of a committee, 
which will have “the authority 
and responsibility, to determine 
whether the discriminatory 
practices have been eliminated in 
the Trade Unions before future 
contracts are awarded.” 

The faculty nominated three 
members to represent them in the 
committee after President Van 
Arsdale ruled to suspend strict 
parliamentary procedure. 

The three candidates, Mrs. 
Richard Pendelton, a black 
instructor who will begin 
teaching in the fall, Professor 
Robert Webber and Dr. Kalman 
Goldberg, will be voted upon by 
the faculty at the next regular 
meeting on May 15. 

In other action the Senate 
unanimously passed a resolution 
to condemn deliberately violent 
and disruptive actions by groups 
or individuals which are 
destructive to the pursuits of 
learning. 

The resolution, presented to 
the Senate by George Armstrong, 
Philip Weinberg and Robin 
Linstromberg, also stated: “This 
position in no way limits the 
right for peaceful dissent or legal 
protest.” 

In the discussion before 
passage of the resolution, Dr. 
Reed Smith argued that the 
proposed resolution implied a 
condemnation of the students. 

He urged, “When the disorder 
is in the unions and the town, we 
should not misinterpret it by 
saying the disorder is in the 
students.” The meeting was 
interrupted at this point by 
applause from some of the about 
90 students present. The 
President warned that further 


disruptions would force him to 
order their removal from the 
meeting. 

Dr. Goldberg pointed out 
when he proposed the 
amendment that the committee's 


formation would remove the 
implication that the resolution 
was to condemn the students. 

He later said, “This is no time 
to admonish the students for

Phones to service 
dormitory rooms 

Bradley University has 
announced plans to install a 
Centrex Telephone Service in its 
student dormitories according to 
Bradley President T. W. Van 
Arsdale. 

The new system which will 
become effective in September 
1970 will provide private phones 
for over 1600 Bradley students 
residing in six University 
dormitories. The residence halls 
which will benefit from the 
system include University Hall, 
Williams Hall, Heitz Hall, Harper 
Hall, Wyckoff Hall and Lovelace 
Hall. All newly constructed 
dormitories would also be 
equipped to handle the new 
system according to an agreement 
reached with the University and 
the Illinois Bell Telephone 
Company. 

The proposal for the new 
system was initiated by the 
Bradley Student Senate. Senator 
John Bowman, a senior from 
Winnebago, served as chairman of 
the committee suggesting the new 
system. 

James A. Anderson, Senior 
Communications Consultant for 
Illinois Bell, reports that 
engineers are already studying the 
Bradley project and that work on 
the installation of the system will 
be started in the summer of 
1970. Through the system, each 
room in the dormitories would 
have a private phone which 
would be available to students 24 
hours a day. The new system will 
eliminate the numerous pay 
phones, buzzers and intercom 
systems presently operating in 
the dormitories.

In other developments relating 
to construction at Bradley Hall, 
Fred Baldau, an inspector with 
the Federal Compliance Division 
of the Health, Education and 
Welfare Department, has been at 
Bradley this week to investigate 
all aspects of the charges of 
alleged union discrimination. 

Baldau has reportedly 
conferred with President T. W. 
Van Arsdale and local NAACP 
leader John Gwynn during his 
investigation at Bradley. He 
reportedly has said that he will 
not make any public statement 
until he finishes his investigation. 

Fulbright 

from Kent State University in 
Kent, Ohio and his doctorate in 
sociology and anthropology from 
Michigan State University. Prof. 
Epley joined Bradley’s faculty in 
1964. 

Fulbright Lecturers must 
apply approximately six to nine 
months before being accepted. 
Applicants are screened by both 
an American Commission and by 
the foreign country involved to 
determine whether or not the 
candidate fulfills the needs of the 
host country. These highly 
competitive grants which are 
awarded usually to about 500 
scholars each year, were even 
more so this year due to financial 
cutbacks in the program which 
drastically reduced the number of 
awards. 

Dr. Epley will teach sociology, 
research methods, and act as a 
consultant on social change at 
MARA Institute of Technology 
and at the University of Malaysia 
in Kuala Lumpur, the capital of 
the Federation of Malaysia. He 
also hopes to do research among 
the Bumiputras (indigenous 
peoples) in the interior of 
Malaysia about whom little is 
known at present. 

Professor Epley will be 
accompanied by his wife and five 
of their children. They will live in 
a large two-story house provided 
by the University. The children 
will attend the Malaysian public 
schools where they will learn to 
speak Malay, the national 
language. The Epleys plan to 
leave for Malaysia on June 7, 
1969. 

Malaysia is a federated, 
constitutional monarchy 
composed of 13 states, including 
two on the island of Borneo, one 
of which is claimed by the 
Philippines. Malaysia is the 
world’s largest producer of 
rubber and tin which are the basis 
for the national economy. Their 
continued importance is in 
jeopardy due to the development 
of synthetic rubber and the 
depleting supply of tin. Professor 
Epley explained that “Malaysia is 
trying to develop agriculture and

Woith receives confidence vote from IFC

Inter-Fraternity Council 
President Terry Woith will remain 
as head of that organization. 
Woith received a vote of 
confidence from the IFC at 
impeachment pro ce dings 
Wednesday night. 

A REQUEST for the 
impeachment of Woith was made 
by Sigma Nu representative Mike 
Dannells at the meeting of April 
30 on the grounds that Woith was 
“unauthorized and out of his 
constitutional bounds” when he 
released a statement to a local 
radio station stating the IFC was 
“opposed to violence and the 
infringement of personal rights 
on campus” on Tuesday, April 
28. 

At the impeachment hearing, 
Dannells said Woith “fostered a 
number of ill feelings because it 
was not right to release the 
statement.” The statement in 
question was drafted by the IFC 
last fall under the stipulation that 
it would not be made public 
immediately, and that the 
president would use his own 
discretion in releasing it when the 
time arose. 

Dannells said, “Woith used 
extremely poor judgment in 
releasing the statement at the 
time he did. He took the 
reputation of the IFC into his

industry to stablize the economy 
for the future.” This situation 
creates a unique combination of 
“new and old cultures which 
makes the process of 
modernization especially 
fascinating to study.” 

The population of Malaysia is 
composed mainly of Malays, 
Chinese, and Indians. “These 
people live together in relative 
harmony,” Dr. Epley continued. 
“Maybe we can learn some 
lessons about solving our own 
racial difficulties by studying 
their example.” 

The Developmental Program 
of MARA Institute of 
Technology aims “to improve the 
general educational level, welfare 
and health of the indigenous 
population with special emphasis 
on modernization.” Dr. Epley is 
“very pleased that Bradley 
University will share in this 
significant effort.” 

Since joining Bradley’s faculty 
Dr. Epley has served on the 
Board of Directors of the Illinois 
Sociological Association, the 
Tri-County (Peoria) Urban 
League, the Mental Health Clinic 
of Peoria, Tazewell, and 
Woodford Counties; and the 
Public Aid Department of the 
State Welfare Department. 

In research work, he has 
studied mental health among the 
Pueblo Indians of New Mexico. 

He has been an editor of the 
Illinois Sociologist and received 
two federal grants for 
Community Development 
Institutes on Negro Housing and 
Education in Peoria. Dr. Epley 
served as Director of the Crisis 
Intervention Institute and was 
instrumental in establishing 
Peoria’s Suicide Prevention 
Service which went into 
operation Mar. 1. He also 
conducted two Human Relations 
Training Institutes for the Police 
Department of PeQria.

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Statement of policy 


With 60 million newspapers entering American homes 
each day, the fourth estate remains perhaps the most 
important single information instrument in the nation. 
Television is pressing it hard, but even TV commentators get 
most of their day by day education from the press. 

Contrary to what Marshall McLuhan claims, the written 
word is not about to give up its place of importance to other 
sensory modes of communication. In this respect, a 
newspaper is laden with a responsibility equalling in many 
cases that of elected officials. 

Unfortunately, many of our nation’s highly respected, 
and not-so-highly respected, newspapers have shirked their 
responsibilities and taken it upon themselves to make the 
fast buck, thereby generating opinion with no sound 
foundations. 

Under present circumstances, a newspaper must satisfy 
both the editor’s feelings of responsibility toward readers 
and the demands of the advertisers. All too often, the 
considerations of the latter override the duty of the former. 

A COLLEGE NEWSPAPER however, like the Scout, is 
fortunate in that its news and editorial policies are seldom 
decided by outside pressures. 


All around us we are faced with oracles of information 
that cater to the public’s ego, emotionalism and even 
fanatacism. As we are aware, a newspaper is capable of 
stimulating the intellectual and non-intellectual areas of its 
readers. It is capable of propagating rumors and even 
generating hysteria. It is difficult these days to believe what 
you read, for too many times the facts are misrepresented to 
satisfy this segment or that segment of the population. 


At the University of Chicago a commission on the 
“Freedom of the Press” was established to set standards by 
which a newspaper should regulate itself. Unfortunately, a 
paper seldom goes by these guidelines. 

“TODAY OUR SOCIETY needs, first, a truthful, 
comprehensive and intelligent account of the day’s events; 
second, a forum for the exchange of comment nd criticism; 
third, a means of projecting the opinions and attitudes of 
the groups in society to one another; fourth, a method of 
presenting and clarifying the goals and values of the society; 
and fifth, a way of reaching every member of the society by 
the currents of information, thought, and feeling which the 
press supplies.” 

During the remainder of the semester, and next year the 
Scout will attempt to meet these standards with every 
consideration towards its audience. Suggestions are always 
welcome, indeed needed. In our endeavor, we will offer 
what we consider to be rational comment and criticism.

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Trophies and Catas-trophies

I am very upset with the 
recent Emmy Award nominations 
for television quiz and panel 
shows.

Certainly, Student Senate’s

“JEOPARDY” was not the 
only effort put forth by BSA this 
year. Their January production 
of “Truth or Consequences” 
showed the University the 
immediate need for a change-over 
to total color broadcasting, a 


change that should have been 
made many years ago. The 
administration’s version of “You 
Don’t Say” relieved much of the 
tension in that BSA program, 
however, and should have 
received a nomination in the 
creative writing category. 

The biggest Bradley show of 
the year, which, as usual, gained 
the least momentum, was the 
Performing Arts “Dream House” 
series. This program is fast 
becoming an annual event at 
Bradley^ with no response coming 
from Swords Hall. Jack LaLane 
and Bonnie Pruden, however, are 
doing very well in the same time 
slot. 

I CAN ONLY hope that 
Bradley University will not again 
be overlooked when honors like 
the Emmy Awards are bestowed. 
We need all the recognition we 
can get. Enrollment for next fall 
is down ten percent...but that’s 
another story.

America should awake 


The Black Students’ Alliance 
had their Black Week. Bradley 
students had their Black Week. 
Black Week was a privilege given 
to the BSA organization by 
Bradley’s administration. I hope, 
and I think I know that the black 
Students of Bradley looked at it 
in this manner. The Peoria blacks 
took advantage of Bradley’s 
Black Week. The townies looked 
at it as a present to be abused. 

In the first two days of Black 
Week, I was a victim of 
circumstances beyond my 
control, which convinced me that 
I should write this letter. These 
situations do not need to be 
explained because I am confident 
that other white individuals ran 
into similar experiences. I was 
shot at, I was spat upon, I was 
sworn at, and I was harrassed. 

IS IT NECESSARY or vital to 
the black man to regress to the 
1800’s and turn the tables of 
time? It is not our white 
generation that is responsible for 
the ugly deeds of our ancestors. 
In my generation it has been a 
period of Civil Rights 
movements. Our generation is not 
a scapegoat for the actions of our 
ancestors. The era of the 
Supreme Race is over and will 
never appear again on the face of 
the earth. It is an ancient theory. 

The black man is in a conflict. 
There are the segregationists and 
the integrationists. The 
segregationist wants a “Black 
America” through ignorance. The 
integrationist wants a “Unified 
America” through education. The 
two forces met here on campus 
and failed to tie their groups 
together, (meaning the Peoria 
blacks and the BSA). 

I THINK IT IS time that the 
black people tie their two ends. 
They should act as a group, not 
as separate power structures. At 
one time they act as your friend, 
and then at another time they act 


as your enemy. The black man 
doesn’t have us running scared, 
they have us confused. The 
blacks themselves are the ones 
that are confused. We can live 
together peacefully, as it has been 
done here at this campus and at 
many other places. 

YOU HAVE BEEN given the 
freedom which is granted by 
OUR Constitution that states: 
“all men are created equal” and 
not better than one another. 

Obviously, all kinds of 
prejudices still exist, but we have 
had a good start for transitions to 
occur. Transitions have occurred 
before and will occur in the 
future. They are occurring now as 
you are reading this letter. 

I WANTED TO SEE the 
bands, the speakers, and the 
displays that the BSA organized, 
but I was locked out. Do you 
think that you snubbed me and 
any other individuals? 

My eyes are looking down at 
your Black Week of glory. My 
head is shaking in pity and I am 
pondering over your ignorance. 
Do you know what the black 
man has going for him? We did 
not recognize these rights for you 
that we already had. The blacks 
deserved them and they deserved 
them a long time before, but it 
was not until recently that these 
rights were recognized. 

DON’T SPIT IN A white 
brother’s eye, and don’t punish 
him for being taught social 
injustices. Our ears are deaf to 
these unwritten social laws. These 
laws are archaic. We are now 
being taught the true meaning of 
God’s Commandment, “Love thy 
neighbor as thyself.” I pray that 
every individual, black or white, 
will learn this great law and live 
by it. 

The black man does not have 
to show that he has his rights, 
because we know it and we know 
why we recognized these rights 
for the Negro. As I said before, 
they deserved them. The black 
man his freedom. 

If we all use our rights, 
freedom, or privileges, or 
whatever you want to call it, 
constructively, we can make 
OUR nation a “God-loving 
America,” living in peace with 
your hand on mine, and my hand 
on another-a unified and 
unbroken chain of individuals 
living for peace and prosperity. 

I THOUGHT BLACK Week 
was for all individuals to come 
and view the results of black 
artists and hear the wisdom of 
dignified and well-known black 
speakers. After the experiences 
that happened at this campus 
activity, I would not be surprised 
if many persons would have ill 
feelings toward a repeat of this 
performance next year. I would 
be sad to see it dropped from the 
calendar of events. 


It is a great privilege to have 
events such as Black Week occur 
but I think things got a little out 
of hand. This was not intended to 
be a power movement. It was 
supposed to be a social event for 
everyone. 


Any other interested 
individual and I can only sit back 
and say, “Will the next Black 
Week be better? Will we be 
accepted as guests or dirt? Will 
we be able to see the results of 
black artists next year?” 


Transferring the knife 


This letter is addressed to 
Lanning Russell and the too 
many well-meaning but rather ill 
advised students at Bradley 
University. Mr. Russell has 
proposed the question “Will we 
never remove the knife from our 
(black) brother’s back so that the 
wound may heel?” We all share in 
Mr. Russell’s hope that this knife 
will be removed, but the activities 
of the SDS and the BSA last 
week are hardly a step in the 
right direction. 

The two above mentioned 
organizations are willing to stop 
the Bradley Hall expansion 
project-a project which will 
create better educational facilities 
for all Bradley students. Last 
week we also witnessed the 
condemnation of the fraternity 
system at Bradley because of the 
foolish actions of a pledge of one 
fraternity in that system. 

Mr. Russell also presented the 
old phrase, “Might does not make 
right.” In fact this phrase is as old 
as the legend of King Arthur’s 
“Camelot,” which Malory wrote 


about in 1485 A.D. However, 
while Mr. Russell refers to this 
phrase, he is in alliance with 
organizations which are willing to 
bring violence to Bradley’s 
campus. Of course, we should be 
against discriminatory union 
practices but not at the cost of 
the safety to members of the 
Bradley community. The 
proposed action at Bradley Hall is 
indicative of a national collegiate 
movement which is based on the 
ideals of anarchy and violence. 
Are anarchy and violence the 
answer to the problems at 
B r adley University? 

The situation at Bradley Hall 
is a virtual powder keg. After the 


explosion occurs and the smoke 
clears what will we have 
accomplished? Perhaps Bradley’s 
concerned SDS and BSA 
members will realize that they 
have been used. Yes, used in a 
local dispute between the 
NAACP and the unions. If, 
Russell and company, are so 
c o ncerned about the 
discriminatory practices in the 
unions of Peoria let them carry 
their protest to the union offices 
downtown. This may be a long 
walk kiddies, but it makes more 
sense than acting as pawns for 
Peoria interest groups in creating 
a war on Bradley’s hilltop.

Plans for exte n sive 
improvement of campus lighting 
have been proposed for the 
1969-70 school year by Jack 
Willis, Superintendent of 
Maintenance, in collaboration 
with President Van Arsdale and 
Hugh MacMillan of the Plant 
Operations Office. 

Because of problems 
concerning the safety of students, 
the lighting was increased by 75% 
during the 1968-69 school year. 
New additions to the lighting 
system included: installation of 
vapor lights in front of Westlake 
Hall, in front of Bradley Hall, on 
the south side of Constance Hall, 
on the south and north side of 
Williams Hall, on the west side of 
the Student Center, on the south 
side of Holmes Hall, on the Main 
Street side of Lovelace and 
Burgess Halls, and on the west 
side of Sisson Hall. 

MacMillan said, “There have 
been no reports of any incidents 
for several months, and this in 
turn has been attributed to the 
lighting improvement.” 

WILLIS BELIEVES that 
“Tightening of the security force, 
plus the addition of lights, has 
been the chief cause for the 
decrease in campus incidents.” 

Lighting for the 1969-70 
school year has already been 
proposed and would include the 
installation of lights on the east 
side of University Hall, on the 
east side of Hewitt Hall, on the 
west side of Cullom-Davis library, 
on the west side of Westlake Hall, 
on the east side of Jobst Hall and 
on the Main Street side of Baker 
Hall.

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McCoy: Microfiche won’t replace books 


College news 
round-up

“Microfiche is not the panacea 
as it was predicted to be a decade 
ago.” So claims Dr. Ralph 
McCoy, Director of Libraries, 
Southern Illinois University. Dr. 
McCoy, considered an expert in 
his field of automation and 
technology in libraries, was at 
Bradley recently speaking on 
such a topic. 

McCoy feels that “Microfiche 
is good for newspapers, old 
manuscripts, rare texts, but it will 
never replace the printed book.” 
He spoke on the overall value of 
computerization within library 
sciences. Computers are most 
useful in storage and retrieval of 
micro-material. 

He sited a statement by Dr. 
Frederick Wagman, Director of 
the University of Michigan 
Library: “Fascination with the 
computer has led to shortsighted 
depreciation by some theorists,

of the book and its very great 
virtues...” Therefore, McCoy 
claims, one should not get 
overzealous about using 
computors. 

Microfilm and microtexts are 
another issue of controversy. 
McCoy stated many objections to 
using forms of miniature text: 
“Whereas the equipment is 
getting more sophisticated, the 
optical qualities of the readers 
have not been improved in the 
past 20 years.” He also said, 
“Microtexts are more and more 
marginal in value as time goes 
on.” He did stress however, that 
micro-systems are good for 
supplements and might be used as 
duplicates for irreplacable 
manuscripts and texts. 

Some of the books on 
microfilm in the SIU library 
include all of Shakespeare’s 
original manuscripts, all books 
printed in England from 1475 to 
1700 and the entire Nineteenth 
Century British Parliament 
proceedings. Southern Illinois has 
a total of 150,000 volumes in 
micro-systems. 

To accommodate this, he 
states, SIU must keep a full time 
mechanic to fix the university’s 
50 or more readers. McCoy 
added, “Most people do not like 
to use the reading equipment, 
and most people can’t look at it 
for more than a half-hour at a 
time.” 

Dr. McCoy also emphasized 
the need for nationwide networks

members of the audience. 

The Fudge is a comparatively 
new group--even by 
contemporary standards. The 
boys met late in 1966 and 
formed a group known as The 
Pigeons. 

THE GROUP played New 
York area discotheques, and was 
an artistic, if not a financial 
success. As Stein recalls: “We 
were thrown out-I mean thrown 
out bodily--of the first few 
discotheques we played. The 
owners couldn’t understand why 
people were neither dancing to 
our music nor buying drinks-why 


of library systems. This way small 
libraries could rely on large 
institutions for seldom used 
works. He commented that 
among the ways of transferring 
information in the networks, 
were Telefex simili transmission, 
Teletype, and Microwave. At 
present, the expense is usually 
high, but they are attempting to 
lower it. 

The President’s Commission 
on Libraries has recommended 
large networks as outlined by 
McCoy. Presently there are 
networks in this country 
connecting the National Medical 
Library, Argonne National Labs, 
the National Agriculture Library 
and the Library of Congress. 

Dr. McCoy also commented 
on the difficulties inherent in 
ordering books at all schools. 
Southern used to send 
questionnaires to all the 
departments; however, they no 
longer have the problems intrinsic 
to that process. “Now,” McCoy 
said, “The SIU buys every book 
published from over 400 major 
publishers in the U.S.” This way, 
the library gets the books before 
many of the bookstores get them, 
six months earlier than usual. 
This procedure costs Southern 
about $130,000 per year. He 
pointed out however, that they 
do not receive medical or 
children’s books. 

The Southern Illinois 
University library now has about 
1.5 million volumes.

The Chronical of Higher 
Education: Often spurred by 
campus confrontations, the trend 
toward student involvement in 
campus decision-making has been 
growing. 

Types of student participation 
have taken many forms-ranging 
from student membership on 
committees seeking new 
presidents to joint 
student-faculty - administration 
decision-making bodies. 

In Kentucky, for instance, 
students sought and obtained a 
state law to gain student 
membership on boards of trustees 
of six state-supported 
institutions, including the 
University of Kentucky, where 
students are helping to find a new 
president. Students also have 
served or are serving on “search” 
committees at Georgetown 
University, Davidson College, 
Hartwick College, and the 
University of Oregon, among 
others. 

AN INCREASING number of 
institutions are permitting 
students to sit on faculty or 
faculty-administration 
committees - in some cases as 
voting members. At the 
University of Redlands, for 
example, the faculty recently 
voted to include students as 
voting members on committees 
concerned with curriculum, 
personnel, foreign programs and

honors, as well as student affairs 
committees. 

Seven students will become 
full voting members of the 
university senate at New York 
University. At Maryville College 
in Tennessee, an “all college 
council” has been formed of six 
students, six faculty members 
and six administrative officers. 
The council will be the 
institutions chief deliberative and 
legislative body responsible for 
long-range planning and for 
directing the activities of the 
entire college community. 

At the State University of 
New York at Binghamton, 
students, faculty and 
administrators will, vote this 
spring on a new community 
government plan that would 
establish a policy - making 
university assembly with a ratio 
of five faculty members to three 
students to two administrators. 

At Columbia University, 
where lack of student 
involvement in governing has 
been cited as an underlying cause 
of last year’s disruptions, there 
will be a vote later this spring on 
a plan to establish a 100-member 
university senate with 20 student 
members. 

AT UPPER IOWA College, 
two students have been added 
with full voting privileges to the 
college’s executive committee, 
which formulates college policy, 
exercises administrative control 
and determines budget matters. 

At many institutions where 
specific changes have not been 
made, joint student-faculty- 
administration committees have 
been formed to discuss and make 
recommendations about changes 
in student participation. Such 
committees have been formed at 
Bucknell University and the 
University of Pennsylvania. At 
MacMurray College in Illinois 
classes were cancelled for three 
days while campus-wide 
discussions were held on the state 
of the college and on possible 
reforms. 

Among other recent 
developments have been the 
addition of students as voting 
members of academic council 
committees at Stanford 
University, the admission of three 
students as non-voting 
participants in trustee’s meetings 
at American University, and the 
seating of students and faculty on 
many trustee committees of 
Colgate University.

upon as the dark horse of the 
MVC meet.

"A Fair Shake ” 

Can you picture Coach Leo Schrall’s baseball team 
playing a 50 game season? 

It sounds like an absurd question, but at some of the 
other institutions around the country, there is nothing 
special about a diamond squad participating in 50 games 
each year. Last year, NCAA Champion Southern California 
finished its regular season with a 45-14-1 mark, thus playing 
in 60 contests. 

The Trojans were not the only school with an unabridged 
baseball season. The University of California at Los Angeles 
took part in 57 games, while Los Angeles State and Arizona 
State played in 55 and 53 games, respectively. 

At the same time, the Bradley Braves were involved in 
only 21 contests prior to the District Five playoffs. Granted, 
a large portion of Braves’ contests was washed away by rain, 
but their original schedule of 35 games didn’t compare in 
quantity with those of some of the schools in the South and 
the West. 

UNLIKE THE BASKETBALLAND FOOTBALL seasons, 
when it clearly limits the number of regular season games a 
team can play (basketball - 26, football - 10), the NCAA has 
only loosely defined regulations about the number of 
contests a baseball team may play. For the most part, 
scheduling restrictions placed upon schools are instituted by 
the athletic conferences which the schools are affiliated 
with. 

The Missouri Valley Conference limits teams to only 26 
outings while classes are in session, because the players are 
permitted to miss only a certain number of days. Additional 
games may be added during semester and spring breaks. 

“I don’t know how they do it,” said Schrall, referring to 
the extensive seasons some of the other teams play. “Some 
of the schools have quarterly breaks in addition to their 
spring breaks, and this is where they are able to get in more 
games,” noted the man who has compiled a 302-147 record 
during his twenty years at the Hilltop. He later added, “I 
have difficulty getting in 25 games because of the poor 
weather conditions up here.” 

ONE OF THE MAJOR disadvantages of playing a shorter 
season is that the players do not get in as much playing time 
as they should. In many cases, an athlete with outstanding 
potential simply doesn’t get enough time to blossom. The 
younger players, especially here at Bradley, suffer the most 
because spring practice is hampered by poor weather 
conditions, forcing practice indoors. 

“It certainly is a distinct advantage for the schools who 
have longer seasons,” pointed out Schrall. “Our kids just 
can’t get enough time to develop themselves.” 

Recruiting is another underlying problem facing a school 
which has a short schedule. When a high school prospect 
makes his decision about which school has the type of 
baseball program he would like to participate in, he 
invariably wants to know what type of schedule there is. 
Naturally, the more expanded the program is, the more 
inviting it is to him. 

“IT UNDOUBTEDLY helps them,” said Schrall. He 
continued, “They have something to sell to these kids.” 

It’s about time for the NCAA to draw clearer lines 
regarding the scheduling of baseball games. The schools up 
north deserve a fair shake. 


Booters end season,l-2 


By dropping its two final 
games of the year, the Bradley 
Soccer Club closed out its 1969 
spring season, finishing with a 1-2 
record. Last Thursday the club 
was stopped cold in the second 
half by the Peoria Soccer Club in 
a 4-2 losing effort. A contest on 
Saturday saw Bradley fail to cash 
in on a number of scoring 
opportunities, coming out on the 
short end, 3-1.

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Report awaited on charges of racial discrimination in labor unions 


Both Bradley and the local 
NAACP are awaiting release of a 
report by government inspector 
Frank Baldau concerning the 
alleged discrimination in local 
labor unions. 

Baldau, an inspector with the 
Federal Compliance Division of 
the Health, Education and 
Welfare Department, was in 
Peoria for an undetermined 
amount of time last week to 
investigate charges of 
discrimination in labor unions. 

Charges of discrimination in 
the local unions resulted in a 
group of Bradley students 
preventing work at Bradley Hall 
on April 29. The next day, the 
union workers didn’t even come 
to the construction site. And on 
May 1, almost half of the local 


construction unions went on 
strike against the contractors for 
mre money. The strike, which is 
now approaching its second 
week, has headed off a possible 
confrontation between union 
workers and protesting students 
at the construction site. 

IN RELATED developments, 
local NAACP leader John Gwynn 
told Peoria City Council last 
week that according to a 
statement made by Baldau, the 
“Board of Trustees and President 
Van Arsdale were in error in 
stating that federal officials had 
said that O. Frank Heinz 
(contractor at Bradley Hall) was 
in compliance with federal 
regulations.” 

Gwynn later said that Baldau 
told him this in a meeting last 


Monday morning in the NAACP 
office. However, during his stay 
in Peoria, Baldau refused to make 
any public statement about his 
investigation. 

President Van Arsdale had “no 
comment” to make about 
Gwynn’s charges. 

Last Thursday, the Peoria 
Labor News, the official weekly 
publication of organized labor in 
the city, editorially supported the 
letter from the Building Trades 
Unions to Van Arsdale last week 


which said that the workers will 
resume work when the strike 
ends and they won’t let anyone 
stand in their way. 

IN PART, the editorial stated: 
“And to the student body at 
Bradley, we hope no 
confrontation develops. All labor 
wants to do is our work, the same 
as all you want is an education. 
But if there should be any 
unfortunate action, you will see 
your pinko professors 
conspicuous in their absence, for 


these are cowards who would 
have you fight for them and their 
rotten cause and then run away. 

“History shows commie 
leaders cower in their Kremlins 
when trouble is at hand. But how 
they swagger out once someone 
wins their battle. 

“And we are sick of these 
cowards,” the editorial in the 
May 8 issue of the Peoria Labor 
News concluded.

historian Shepperson remarks 



Dean Mary Brown

The ideas of black power and 
black nationalism are far from 
new in America, according to 
George Shepperson, 
internationally-known professor 
of Commonwealth and American 
History at the University of 
Edinburgh in Scotland. 

Shepperson, spoke to an 
audience of about 200 Thursday 
evening in Olin Hall, and referred 
to books written by blacks during 
the 1800’s and early 1900’s 
which advocated African 
education in America, 
immigration of American and 
Caribbean blacks back to Africa 
and colonization of them there 
into a separate nation. 

The professor, whose lecture 
was part of the Olive B. White 
lecture series, cited Martin 
Robison Delany as the first black 
nationalist with a theoretical 
basis in Afro-American history. 
Delany wanted to take blacks 


from American and the 
Caribbean back to Africa and he 
wrote a book which presented a 
scheme of black colonization in 
East Africa. 

His idea was to get land and 
build a railroad to serve as a vast 
channel of communicationnd 
trade from America and the 
Caribbean to Africa. All of the 
blacks who immigrated to Africa 
would then have a place to build 
their nation. In 1858 and 1859, 
Delany and Robert Campbell, a 


Students petition for change 
in Management and Marketing 


A petition is currently being 
circulated in the Business 
Management and Marketing and 
Retailing Departments calling for 
a reorganization of those two 
departments. 

The petition claims that not 
all of the professors in the two 
departments are qualified, and 
that the courses need to be 
diversified and improved. 

The originators of the petition 
claim that the dissatisfaction with 
the two departments stem from 
three facts. 

FIRST, THE TEACHERS give 
the same examinations every year 
even though they know that 
students have copies of the tests 
from previous years. 

Second, the originators of the 
petition claim, the teachers are 
apathetic and boring. 

And finally, they claim, there 
is not one Ph.D. in the Marketing 
Department, and that it is the 
only department in the 
University where this situation 
exists. 

Dean of the College of 
Business Administration William 
Clarey was surprised when he 
first heard about the petition. 


“This is the first time that I’ve 
heard about this petition,” Clarey 
said when he was contacted 
Friday morning. 

“I WOULD HOPE that the 
students would have enough 
concern about this matter to 
come and speak to me about it, 
so I can give some answers and 
comments on the matters that are 
concerning them,” Clarey 
commented. 

“If the students won’t let us 
know about the complaints, there 
is nothing that we can do about 
them. They should come to us 
with their specific complaints.” 

Commenting about the 
complaint that teachers give the 
same tests every year, Clarey 
said: “I feel that this situation 
isn’t limited to our deparmtent. 
There are not many teachers in 
the University who give 
completely new exams every 
year.” 

Referring to the complaint 
that there are no Ph.D.’s in the 
Marketing Department, Clarey 
said: “Just because a teacher 
doesn’t have a Ph.D. doesn’t 
mean that he isn’t a good teacher. 
There is a tendency, which isn’t 


always justified, to associate 
better qualified instructors with 
advanced degrees.” 

DONALD ALBANITO is head 
of the Business Management 
Department, while Kenneth 
Richards is head of the Marketing 
and Retailing Department. 
Neither could be reached for 
comment about the petition. 

Library budget 
$500,000 in 69 

Robert Lightfoot, director of 
the Bradley University 
Cullom-Davis Library, has 
released a tentative library budget 
for the 1969-70 academic year. 

In accordance with Dr. Van

$1.5 million dollars to the library 
over the next three years, the 
budget for next year will be 
about $500,000.

black chemist, explored Nigeria 
and negotiated a series of treaties 
which gave a certain amount of 
land for Afro-Americans. 

DELANY’S THESIS ON 
nationalism, according to 
Shepperson, was that in America, 
“we have a nation within a 
nation. We have inherited their 
(the white men’s) vices and few 
of their virtues.” He felt the 
American blacks were living as a 
“broken people” and that “no 
people are respected by any 
nation until they are recognized 
nationally.” 

Campbell wore Afro-American 
dress as early as the 1850’s, and 
he pressed for the teaching of 
black history in the schools. 

SHEPPERSON mentioned 
four fields of emphasis with 
which literate blacks in Africa 
were concerned before the Civil 
War: education for and about 
Africa, immigration to Africa, 
Christian missions in Africa and 
theorization of Afro-American 
nationalism with respect to 
Africa. These ideas were 
considered and stressed much 
more strongly in the post-Civil 
war period. 

Several American colleges 
were educating Africans and 
sending them back to v Africa in 
the period after the war, which 
provided that nation with leaders 
and new ideas. W.E.B. Du Bois, 
who was a strong advocate of 
education for blacks in the 
post-Civil War period, said that 
blacks have the God-given right 
to be educated classically and 
scientifically and not just as 
laborers. 

Black Americans were 
interested in returning to Africa, 
even during the 1800’s, and, 
Shepperson said, some of them 
did, especially after Delany said 
there was no future for blacks in 
America. 

HENRY M. TURNER, a 
bishop in the AME church, was 
profoundly critical of the black 
condition. According to 
Shepperson, it was fantastic that 
he didn’t get lynched for the 
things he said about white men in 
the Deep South right after the 
Civil War. He allowed black 
seccesionist church leaders to 
affiliate their churches in South 
Africa with the AME church.

With college turmoil in the 
headlines every day, and with the 
current dispute over construction 
at Bradley Hall, college 
demonstrators are concerned 
about the possible penalties that 
University officials and/or civil 
authorities might impose on them 
in case of a demonstration. 

President T. W. Van Arsdale, 
Jr. said last week that there 
would be no double jeopardy for 
Bradley students who might be 
arrested in any disturbance 
except in cases of extreme 
damage. 

In other words, students who 
would be prosecuted by Peoria 
authorities would not be subject 
to punishment by the University, 
except where the crime 


committed would be of such a 
serious nature that the students 
would no longer be desirable 
members of the University 
community. 

IN AN EFFORT to clarify the 
civil laws that might apply to any 
demonstrations, the Scout 
investigated state laws in the 
areas of criminal trespass, mob 
action and resisting or 
obstructing peace officers. 

Criminal Trespass to Land: 
Any person found guilty of 
entering upon or being upon land 
after notice from the owner that 
such acts are forbidden, and 
refusing to leave that land, can be 
fined up to $100, or imprisoned 
up to 10 days. 


In most cases of sit-ins and 
building seizures, the defendent is 
charged only with this violation. 
The defendant is usually released 
on his own recognizance (no bail 
required) shortly after arrest. 

Mob Action: Any person 
found guilty of assembling with 
one or more other personsjor the 
purpose of using force or 
violence, or disturbing the public 
peace, can be fined up to $100 or 
imprisoned up to 30 days, or 
both. 

Any person found guilty of 
Mob Action which has inflicted 
injury to another person, or 
property may be fined up to 
$1000 or imprisoned up to 1 
year, or both. 

In most cases this statute is 
not used. Normal procedure is to 
charge persons with this violation 
only if physical damage has been 
done. 

RESISTING OR Obstructing a 
Peace Officer: Any person found 
guilty of knowingly resisting or 
obstructing the performance of 
peace officer can be fined up to 
$500 or imprisoned up to 1 year, 
or both. This statute is also 
seldom levied; however, going 
limp can be construed as resisting 
arrest. 

All of the above are 
misdemeanors, except for severe 
cases of mob action, which is a 
felony.

M ar at / Sade has been a 
stunning and shocking theatrical 
production since its first 
appearance in 1965. The play, 
whose complete title is The 
Persecution and Assasination of 
Jean-Paul Marat as performed by 
the Inmates of the Asylum of 
Charenton under the Direction of 
the Marquis De Sade., has a 
historical background, but it is 
not the historical spectacle one 
might expect. It is true that 
between 1797 and 1811, the 
director of the asylum, Monsieur 
Coulmier, established theatrical 
entertainments in his clinic as 
part of the therapeutic treatment 
of his patients. The Marquis 
deSade, an inmate of Charenton, 
wrote and directed these plays, 
and it became fashionable in Paris 
to visit the lunatic performances. 
These historical facts are the 
starting point for Weiss’ play. 

IN THIS play-within-a-play, 
there is a philosophical argument 
of great importance about 
revolution. In the debates 
between Sade and the patient 
who is playing Jean-Paul Marat, 
viewers find two extreme beliefs. 
Marat defends the Marxist point 
of view: the world can only be 
changed if a rational order is 
imposed by force.

is the Marquis de Sade who 
upholds individualism even if it 
expands into the realm of 
individual perversion. 

“Before deciding 
what is wrong and 
what is right 
first we must know 
what we are.” 

AND INDEED ~ in looking 
into himself, into his 
play-within-a-play, script and into 
the world itself, he undercovers a 
vast world of violence and evil, 
lust for torture and a wild but 
human (to Sade) desire to inflict 
suffering. His findings are 
recorded in his script of the 
murder of Marat with the aid of 
his lunatic actors in the 
madhouse illustrations. Of 
course, all this horror is yet 
within the imaginative world of 
Weiss and it is at this point where 
history is separated from fiction. 

That separation in Marat/Sade 
may thus be stated as a fictional 
debate (Sade and the real Marat 
never met) between these two 
extremists with Weiss as an 
omnipresent referee, keeping 
score of the illustrations and 
arguments the men present, and 
leaving the audience with a tied 
ball game. And the benefit of the 
doubt? It exists within the values 
and sense of responsibility the 
individual viewer can reveal to 
himself.

Seymour is basing his claim 
that Loeffler should be 
disqualified on the fact that the 
Student Bill of Rights gives 
Bradley students protection 
under the laws of Illinois. And an 
Illinois election law, chapter 46, 
article 27, section 2.1, states: “It 
shall be unlawful for any person 
to pay another person any 
money...for any vote to be cast 
for a particular candidate in any 
primary or general election.” 

THE SUPREME Court will

"Destruction in a Big Way” 

Americans like to do things in a big way. The luxury 
automobile with outlandishly long fins, the awesome 
skyscrapers that dot the skyline of all major cities and the 
American fascination with well-endowed young ladies are 
only a few contemporary examples of our preoccupation 
with anything that is unusually large. 

And this American fascination with doing things in a 
grand fashion has now extended to the area of nuclear 
weapons and preparation for a possible conflict with the 
Russians or Red Chinese. 

It doesn’t seem to bother some Americans that there are 
now enough nuclear weapons in the world to kill every man, 
woman and child in the world many times over. In fact, 
between Russia and the United States there is enough 
nuclear firepower to amount to almost 15 tons of TNT for 
every human being on earth. 

DESPITE THESE facts, the arms race goes on. Every 
nation is out to build a “bigger and better” weapon than any 
other nation. And this asinine race to destruction continues 
at the expense of programs that would help feed people 
instead of possibly killing them. 

This headlong race to destruction has been chronicled by 
many contemporary experts, but none has done quite as 
good a job as George Wald, professor of biology at Harvard 
and a Nobel Prize winner, when he extemporaneously spoke 
to a group of scientists and students March 4 at the 
Massachusetts Institute of Technology. 

Wald’s concluding remarks at that time were nothing less 
than eloquent. “I think we’ve reached a point of great 
decision, not just for our nation, not only for all humanity, 
but for life upon the earth. I tell my students that the 
carbon, nitrogen and oxygen that make up 99 percent of our 
living substances were cooked in the deep interiors of earlier 
generations of dying stars...They eventually came to form, in 
part, the substance of our sun, its planets and ourselves. 
Three billion years ago, life arose upon the earth. It is the 
only life in the solar system. 

“About two million years ago, man appeared. He has 
become the dominant species on the earth. All other living 
things, animal and plant, live by his sufferance. He is the 
custodian of life on earth, and the solar system. It’s a big 
responsibility. 

“THE THOUGHT that we’re in competition with 
Russians or with Chinese is all a mistake, and trivial. We are 
one species with a world to win. 

“...Our business is with life, not death. Our challenge is to 
give what becomes of life in the solar system, this corner of 
the universe that is our home; and, most of all, what 
becomes of men-all men, of all nations, colors and creeds. 
This has become one world, a world for all men. It is only 
such a world that can now offer us life, and the chance to go 
on.” 

Many people will shrug off Wald’s remarks, saying that 
he’s a “do-gooder, a pinko, a one-worlder.” Hopefully 
enough people will realize the truth in his words.

We choose our future 

I must confess that for the 
three years I have been at Bradley 
I have been apathetic towards 
what goes on at the University. 
Since, I read the editorial of May 
1, 1969, entitled “Wake Up 
America” I felt that the time is 
fast coming when students are 
going to have to decide what 
their University is to be, a place 
where anarchy and protest, the 
methods of the past, exist or 
where knowledge is taught so 
men can overcome the ignorance 
of the past. 

I feel some of the statements 
made in that edition of the Scout 
need some comment. First of all 
the statement, “It must be 
remembered when students take 
to the buildings, all other normal 
avenues have been exhausted.” 

What other means were used 
by the BSA and SDS at Bradley 
before the protest? Who are the 
real leaders instituting the unrest, 
and what are their real reasons? 
Why are not other construction 
sites being demonstrated against? 
What real evidence does the BSA 
or NAACP have to prove 
discrimination does really exist? 
Where are these facts, who is 
willing to answer these questions? 

Second, “SDS and BSA are 
not making instruments of war or 
waging war,” Does this mean 
they are the good guys because 
their weapons are not as 
sophisticated? Wars are a 
destructive and horrible means of 
proving a point granted, but 
history has proven that many of 
them were necessary in order to 
insure that a SDS and a BSA 
could exist. I myself would like 
to see a day when wars are 
outlawed, but until that day 
arrives we must remain ready and 
willing to fight a war if necessary. 

THIRD, “THEIR demands are 
simple, they are not hard to 
understand,” Is it simple to 
demand for segrated buildings for 
minority groups? Is it a simple 
demand to ask a university to 
break a legal contract? It is hard 
to understand any group who 
would ask or back these demands 
without investigation of the legal 
ramifications needless to mention 
the social ones. 

Fourth, “The newspapers 
won’t tell you the beginning of a 
story of a take over because they 
are afraid you would 
sympathize.” The real reason 
may well be that the “take over” 
is the beginning of the story. It 
appears that the story at Bradley 
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is: The Faculty Senate backed a 
demand make by the BSA that 
construction be halted because of 
alleged discrimination, the Board 
of Trustees and the 
Administration made a statement 
that they could not stop 
construction because of a 
contract agreement. 

The BSA and SDS then took 
the law into their own hands and 
with clubs and chains stopped 
construction. The Student Senate 
added fuel to the fire by backing 
the protest. The hate-mongers did 
well, half truths and exaggeration 
gave no one time to think. 

FINALLY, “OUR 
grandfathers did not have to 
worry about a future.” No, they 
only had a world depression and 
a world war, and their fathers had 
the lawless 20’s an another world 
conflict. They did have a future, 
though, They had a choice of 
what kind of future they wanted, 
just as our generation does. Life 
never has handed out a future to 
anyone.

South African whites believed 
that the American blacks were 
working to subvert white 
government and black 
colonialism in Africa and most 
colonies banned black American 
missionaries in Africa.

Marcus Garvey affected blacks 
very much in the 1930’s. Blacks 
who fought in World War I 
returned and were disappointed 
to find that their situation was no 
different than it was before they 
left. Garvey had a scheme for 
black business and black power, 
and he stated that “the white

400,000,000 strong and we mean 
to retake the 12,000,000 square 
miles that belong to us by divine 
right.”

McNabb awarded research fellowship 


Dr. John W. McNabb, 
associate professor of civil 
engineering at Bradley, has been 
awarded a fellowship for the 
summer of 1969 to do advanced 
research at Langley Research 
Center in Virginia. 

The fellowship is jointly 
sponsored by the American 
Society for Engineering 
Education and NASA. Through 
the fellowship, Dr. McNabb will 
be able to continue theoretical 
investigations which will 
contribute to the design of future 
spacecraft. He was recently 


awarded a $15,000 contract by 
NASA to explore research in this 
area. 

Dr. McNabb recently 
presented a paper entitled 
“Comparison of Lunar Orbiter 
Vibration Responses” at the 
annual technical meeting of the 
Institute of Environmental 
Sciences held in Anaheim, 
California. Research for this 
paper was performed during Dr. 
McNabb’s tenure as an 
ASEE-NASA Fellow at Langley 
Research Center during the 
summer of 1968. 
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year’s, will go for the actual 
purchase of books.

Bulldogs score in distance races; 
Bradley’s Crady first in high jump 


Taking first place in every 
distance race over 440 yards 
except one, the Drake Bulldogs 
ran to a first place finish in the 
59th annual Missouri Valley 
Conference Track and Field Meet 
Friday and Saturday at Meinen 
Field. 

The meet, which was run in 
rainy, windy weather, saw 12 
Meinen Field records broken, one 
tied and three MVC records set. 

Of the 18 events, 11 running 
events and seven field events, the 
Bulldogs took seven first place 
finishes.

Texas took two top spots.

The Bradley victory belonged 
to Randy Crady who jumped 
6’6-5/8” in the high jump. 

Drake finished the meet with a 
record total of 161 points. Their 
closest competitor was North 
Texas with 125. Wichita was 
third with 96. Then came 
Memphis (82), Bradley (54), 
Cincinnati (34), Louisville (6) 
and Tulsa (0). St. Louis doesn’t 
compete in track. 

Drake held the lead 
throughout most of the meet, but 
it wasn’t until the three mile run, 
the 15th event, that the Bulldogs 
were assured of victory. 

THE BULLDOGS held a 
110-107 lead over North Texas 


winners in the meet. Holliday 
hurled the discus 151 ’2” after he 
heaved the shot put 52’2%”.

the faculty since September 
1963. 

Smith has been active in 
anti-war activities in the last few 
years. “The administration has 
done a good job of protecting 
academic freedom at Bradley, but 
there are times when you feel 
you’ve battled other pressures 
long enough,” Dr. Smith stated. 

William Metz, Assistant 
Professor of Journalism, is leaving 
Bradley this year to assume a 
position with the Peoria Journal 
Star. He worked in the journalism 
field before joining the Bradley 
faculty. He plans to return to 
lecture to the journalism classes, 
but now “I just have an earnest 
desire to return to newspaper 
work.”

In all, Dr. Singh, a 
professor of chemistry, has been 
some 45 students. 

The faculty senate proposal of 
last November which created the 
office selected a “faculty member 
to whom students may make 
complaints about teaching.” The

Hoy commissioned

Lewis Hoy, head of the piano

Requests for transcripts of 
credit to be issued after the end 
of this semester should be made 


primarily to communicate 
student complaint and comment 
to the teacher. “If a student is 
hesitant to approach the 
instructor about his problem, he 
can do so anonymously through 
this office,” Dr. Singh explained. 

Obviously, maintained, the 
implied hope of the Senate 
resolution was that his office and 
its proper functioning can create 
another link in the student 
faculty dialogue. 

THE STUDENTS WHO have 
come to him, Dr. Singh 
commented, “have been generally 
constructive.” While most 
students have come tp him on 
their own, some are referred to 
his office by teachers, 
department heads, deans or the 
Office of Student Services. 

Questioned about the type of 
problems he is asked to resolve, 
the professor of 20 years said he 
has heard few complaints about 
teaching, although more about 
testing. Students occasionally 
complain that tests are hard, do 
not cover relevant material or are 
sometimes trivial. When 
approached with student 
comments Dr. Singh described 
professors as responding well and 
being very helpful. 

The most ‘ticklish’ problem 
the ombudsman has to handle is 
the one in which a student 
challenges a grade. Dr. Singh 
views these as most difficult 
because of the red tape that is 
involved in having to first go to 
the teacher and then to the 
department head and dean if the 
teacher cannot satisfy the 
student. He labeled the area of 
grading as a “sacrosanct preserve 
of the teacher.” 

Dr. Singh, who received the 
Putnam Award for excellence in 
teaching in 1964, is available to 
talk with students every 
weekday, Monday through 
Friday in his office, Room 232, 
10-11 a.m., and Monday and 
Thursday in Room 175 from 24 


as early as possible, according to 
the Registrar’s Office. 

Requests for transcripts 
cannot be issued from the 
beginning of final examination 
period until after 
commencement. A longer time is 
required for the issuance of 
transcripts during this time, since 
the office staff has to devote full 
time to such activities. 

Graduating seniors will receive 
an official transcript along with 
their diploma, but it is suggested 
that this copy be kept for 
personal files or for cases of 
emergency. 

All other requests to the 
Registrar’s Office will be 
processed during the week 
following commencement, and 
will be mailed to the address 
shown on the transcript request. 

These complete, unabridged 
educational records, which 
contains an official signature and 
the seal of the University, are 
issued only at the direct request 
of the student at a charge of $1.

Robert H. Finch, Secretary of 
Health, Education and Welfare, 
will address the Annual Bradley

FINCH AT the age of 43 is the 
youngest member of the 
President’s Cabinet and the 
youngest of the eight HEW 
Secretaries ever to serve as head 
of the Department.

Ray Neumann tells high schoolers 
to beware of college subversion 


Ray Neumann, alumni 
director of the capital funds 
campaign at Bradley, recently 
remarked about unorthodox 
activities on college campuses 
during an interview on WEEK-TV 
May 6.

Every year some students discover in May that they are 
not going to graduate in June because they have failed to 
meet certain requirements which they may or may not know 
about. This semester there were 50 people who received 
letters from the Deans of their college explaining that they 
had failed to pick up the required credits. 

When a student reaches the last month of his senior year 
and finds out that he is two or three hours short of 
graduation, or has missed a department or all-school 
requirement, he has no alternative but to attempt to have 
the requirement waived or attempt to pick up the hours in 
summer school. 

In today’s world, with the Vietnam War and the draft, it 
is usually impossible for a male student to achieve the 
needed hours before he is drafted. That leaves out summer 
school. 

The other alternative is just as futile, for deans and 
department heads rarely waive requirements. 

THIS IS AN extremely sad state of affairs. The student 
has spent four years time and four years worth of college 
expenses, and will not receive his degree. The draft takes 
care of the men and the girls have to wait at least a semester 
to start a career. 

What is responsible for this? The plague of our 
society-lack of communication. 

Whose responsibility is it to correct this situation? It 
belongs to both the student and the administration. 

The student must be aware of graduation requirements. 
The only place he can obtain this information is through his 
department and the dean’s office of his college. 

The administration has the responsibility of informing 
the student who requests this information and to stand by 
what they tell him. The requirements must be standardized 
or it is impossible to keep up with them. 

SENIOR CLASS president Keith Knapp has suggested a 
system which would help solve the problem of meeting 
requirements. As of now the dean’s office informs the 
student late in his senior year what graduation requirements 
he needs. Under the proposed plan, this notice would be 
issued when the student has earned 90 hours of credit. This 
is usually at the end of the sixth semester. This would leave 
students a full year to satisfy requirements which they still 
lack. 

The student would be sent a list of requirements that 
must still be fulfilled after he earns 90 hours. A copy of this 
is to be kept in the student’s folder in the dean’s office. 
Both are to be signed by the dean of the college and the 
head of the department to insure the stability of 
requirements. 

The new system will involve no new cost, since the 
secretarial pool’s work load is considerably less during the 
summer when the notification would take place. Each 
student’s folder is evaluated now when he is a senior. The 
process would only be moved back approximately six 
months. 

BRADLEY ADVERTISES itself as a medium-size school 
that takes the individual student into account in all its 
dealings. With the size of Bradley’s graduating classes, a 
computer wouldn’t be needed to inform the student of his 
requirements before he registers for his senior year. At a 
larger school, this task would require a larger outlay of cost 
and time. Here at Bradley, a little more individual attention 
would make it less traumatic for the student waiting to see 
his name on the graduation list. It would also make that 
advertisement a little more authentic. 

It is hoped that the Council of Deans will adopt this 
proposal at their Monday meeting to help the student reach 
his goal and bring a closer contact Jbetween the school and 
the students. 


Black week defended 

O.K. We’ve had it up to here. 
For the past few weeks we have 
been reading asinine, irrational, 
childish letters in the Scout 
written by little people with pale 
skins who we are supposed to 
look up to and worship in awe.

campuses across the country; or

old ones are now defunct and 
remain the stagnant and useless 
organization that it is.

College news 
round-up 


Lancaster, Pa.-(I.P.) - Student 
editors at Franklin and Marshall 
College have called for a national 
coalition of non-revolutionary 
radicals, liberals and moderates to 
more quickly isolate and defeat 
the disruptive radicals who 
advocate campus violence to 
force reforms. 

Reacting to recent approval by 
the New York State Senate of a 
bill that would ban state-financed 
aid to students convicted of 
crimes ‘‘committed on the 
premises of any college,” the 
editors warned that this 
legislation and similar bills now' 
pending in other states makes 
‘‘the prospect for academic 
freedom seem glum.” 

The editors said such 
legislation is “an unnecessary 
reaction’’ to campus 
destructionists. The fact is, that 
the lure of the campus 
destructionists to draw fellow 
students to their purposes is 
getting weaker. The 
reform-by-violence movement is 
doomed and the radicals know 
it,” the student editors said. 


Commented one student on 
the reverse side of his 
questionnaire: St. John’s “is 
committed to the active use of 
reason by its members.” It 
encourages ‘‘education, not 
instruction,” wrote another. 


Annapolis, Md.-(I.P.) - 
DIRECTOR OF Admissions 
James M. Tolbert of St. John’s 
College reports that a recently 
completed survey here showed 
that 87 percent of the students 
were more concerned with 
academic life than with social 
activities. 

The survey, entitled 
“Questionnaire on Student and 
College Characteristics,” prepared 
by the Educational Testing 
Service, revealed that ninety-four 
percent thought the 
faculty-student relationships were 
close and informal, with 98 
percent declaring a majority of 
the faculty seemed genuinely 
interested in teaching. 

One section of the 
questionnaire concerned 
classroom activity and 
faculty-student relationships. 
Ninety-four percent of the 
students stated that the 
instructors challenged them; 95 
percent believed that the students 
are encouraged to think for 
themselves. Ninety percent of the 
students thought there was a 
great amount of contact with the 
faculty (called tutors at St. 
John’s) outside the classroom 
with the tutors treating the 
students as individuals. 


Emmitsburg, Md.{I.P.) - In its 
first major revision in years, 
Mount Saint Mary’s College has 
adopted new curriculum 
requirements which give greater 
emphasis to the liberal arts and 
more freedom of choice to the 
students. 

“REGARDLESS OF 

specialization, graduates today 
need to be knowledgeable in a 
variety of subject areas. In 
recognition of this, we have 
identified a set of general 
education subjects which each of 
our students must cover - over 
and above specialized courses 
taken as preparation for a 
career,” commented Dr. William 
G. Meredith, chairman of the 
curriculum revision committee 
whose re commendations 
triggered the changes. 

Known as the core curriculum, 
the general education 
requirements involve 60 percent 
of the 132 credits that remain 
necessary for an undergraduate 
degree. The new basic curriculum 
credit-hour requirements will 
include: English 12; Foreign 
Language 12; Philosophy 12; 
Electives 12; Theology 9; Natural 
Science and/or math 8; History 6;

representative of the two main 
streams of historical sacred 
music-the Roman Catholic Mass 
and the Protestant cantata. To be 
performed are the Beethoven 
“Mass in C” and the Bach 
Cantata No. 4 “Christ Lay in the 
Bonds of Death.” 

Commenting on the two 
contrasting works chosen for this 
performance, Conductor Davis 
said that Beethoven himself felt 
that in his Mass in C he had 
treated the text in a “manner 
rarely practiced before,” because 
he attempted a minute musical 
interpretation of each, phrase of 
the mass rather than setting 
whole sections according to the 
prevailing mood of the text. 
Beethoven even had the Latin 
text translated into German to 
make sure that nothing escaped 
his attention. 

Protestant contribution to 
sacred music is epitomized in the 
cantatas of Johann Sebastian 
Bach. Each of the movements of 
Cantata No. 4 is based on the 
Chorale tune, “Christ Lay in the 
Bonds of Death.” ‘There is a 
peculiar savagery about this 
cantata,’’ Davis continued, 
“reflecting the period of its 
creation when men fought for 
their religion, and regarded the 
Resurrection as the greatest fight 
of all.”

some very moving and important 
things to say during the play. Yet 
the dialogue barely carried the 
character rather than the 
character carrying the dialogue. 
Physically, Roux was very 
convincing with his facial 
expressions and body 
movements, but he did not seem 
to know what to do with what 
Roux said. 

The singers, Greg Gizyn, David 
Hardt, Patti Berry and Susan 
Egizii could have easily been a 
show of their own. They were all 
very enjoyable and displayed a 
great deal of talent. It was 
disappointing that they were used 
so little rather than being 
highlighted more. 

JAMES LUDWIG gave the 
production exactly what it 
needed in the way of a simple, yet 
complex moving stage. Although 
there was no elaborate decoration 
which made it seem plain, the 
various levels and cages made it 
complex. The forestage extends 
out and around the first few rows 
of the audience, bringing the 
reality of the patients right down 
to the very midst of the audience. 

The lighting designed by Ron 
Winn is so imaginatively well 
done that it adds to and helps 
keep the constant attention of 
the audience. 

Dr. Clifford also employs the 
use of various slides at precise 


moments of the play to remind 
the audience that the “penicles of 
perversion” are not something of 
the past.

As the University Theatre 
opened with its performance of 
Marat I Sade Tuesday night, the 
audience pulled a little at their 
hair, turned themselves “inside 
out” and saw the world if not 
with “fresh eyes” at least with 
eyes that had probably never 
been used before. Dr. John E. 
Clifford has given a chilling, 
realistic interpretation to Peter 
Weiss’ The Persecution and 
Assassination of Jean Paul Marat 
As Performed By the Inmates of 
Charenton Under the Direction 
of the Marquis de Sade. Although 
the play dwells on sensationalism, 
Dr. Clifford emphatically 
pronounces the realities within 
the play that are inescapable. He 
never allows the audience the 
opportunity to think of the play 
as something that “could never 
happen today.” Rather, he makes 
the audience realize that all the 
perversions represented in the 
play are still very much a part of 
today. 

The play does not begin 
promptly at 8:00 as most plays 
do. It begins for the playgoer as 
he enters Neumiller Chapel. The 
patients of Charenton are already 
on stage awaiting their cue to 
begin the play that the Marquis 
de Sade has written. Coulmiere, 
the owner of the asylum, explains 
to the audience that the play is

Marat and Sade 
engage themselves in conversation 
and debate. Marat believes that 
I “we can’t begin to build until 
we’ve burnt the old buildings 
down.” Sade points out the 
I hidden savage emotions that are a 
I part of every man. Sade says that 
“man has given a false 
I importance to death.” He asks 
I Marat for “no small emotions, 

! please.” Sade tells Marat that 
“today they need you because 
I you are going to suffer for 
them.”

the cause of so much suffering in 
the revolution, asks an 
unforge table question of any 
revolution when she says “who 
profits by it!” 

Tom Joyce, in creating the 
character of the Marquis de Sade, 
probably created the most 
powerful, realistic character in his 
experiences on stage. Joyce’s 
Sade is intellectual, animalistic, 
sane, and yet insane, all at the 
same time. His stage presence is 


magnetic and inescapable. His 
facial expressions, body 
movements and deliveries are 
truly magnificent. Joyce 
maintained the age and depth of 
Sade without losing his 
extremism. 

The character of Marat as 
created by Gary Atwood, 
however, did not seem to achieve 
these important characteristics. 
Rather than a 50-year-old man 
who had been through the many 
experiences that Marat had really 
lived, Atwood presents the 
picture of “the angry young 
man” which did not seem to fit 
Marat. Marat’s thoughts were 
ones of depth and perception. 
Certainly Marat was violent, but 
he must have gained more than 
one constant level of emotion, 
more than a twitching, itching 
body in his fifty years. He 
certainly had some sort of depth 
of character which is never 
revealed. 

PEGGY HELLRUNG as 

Charlotte Corday seemed as 
though she had left this world for 
the three hours she was on stage 
in order to be a part of the world 
that would have belonged to the 
real Corday. Her involvement was 
contagious, making it so very 
easy to empathize with her. 
Through some of Corday’s 
speeches, she shows how the 
people should have reacted to the 
torturing, maiming and 
executioning of the thousands 
who lost their lives during the 
French Revolution. 

Each of the patients created 
distinctly individual 
characterizations. Though some 
were better than others, and 
some seemed to drop, the overall 
mood that they never let fall 
added to the believability of the 
entire production. Jacques Roux, 
as portrayed by Joe Silski, had

Douglas receives 
cartographic 
research grant 

Robert B. Douglas, instructor 
in geography at Bradley 
University, has been awarded a 
Horace H. Rackham Graduate 
Fellowship for advanced graduate 
work in cartography at the 
University of Michigan. The 
award places Douglas among a 
select group of six graduate 
students offered fellowships in 
geography at Michigan this year. 

Douglas joined the Bradley 
geography department in 1966, 
following the award of his M.A.

EXPLAINING THE new 

meaning planned for theology 
here, Thomas Devitt, chairman of 
the Department of Theology, 
said, “Any analysis and/or 
re-examination of theology must 
begin with the over-all purpose 
and direction of the discipline 
itself. 

“If theology is to be a credible 
discipline for thought and action, 
the student must be made aware 
of this inner dynamism of 
theological tradition and 
theological history, so that he 
might mediate in depth to our 
contemporary questions. 

“The theological faculty at the 
Mount, in our process of 
re-examination, have decided on 
a curriculum that will begin to 
satisfy the basic requirements of 
any credible discipline: purpose, 
direction and application. 

“Within the 9 credit hours 
that will be required of all 
students, we have opted for only 
one required course, with the 
other 2 courses to be selected 
from a new list of elective 
programs. The program is 
extensive enough to include 
future cooperation with the other 
academic programs on campus.”

What’s blooming at Bradley? 
Soon there will be alot blooming 
in Olin Hall garden.

BRADLEY STUDENTS know 
where to go for information. 
Whether searching for an 
instructor, reporting a security 
incident, or trying to find the 
right building during the speech 
tournament, students depend on 
the seven Bradley switchboard 
operators to answer their 
questions. 

Margaret Hendrian, supervising 
operator for the four full-time 
and two part-time operators at 
the University calls the 
switchboard a “regular 
information bureau” for the 
campus. Quickly thumbing 
through a student handbook, 
Mrs. Hendrian explains, “We keep 
these and many other books on 
hand to help us find the answers 
to the students’ questions.” 

THE BIGGEST problem for 
operators is not finding 
information, but memorizing all 
the names and extensions for the 
University personnel. “We have 
to learn who works where and be 
up on any changes or additions. 


You have to have a clear, quick 
mind to get the right extensions 
all the time,” emphasizes the 
petite Mrs. Hendrian. 

Mrs. Hendrian has worked for 
the university for 9 l A years and 
gained her experience from a 
former switchboard job, as have 
most of the regular operators. 
Two freshmen Bradley students, 
Robert Reiser and Jimmie 
Lawson, acquired their part-time 
jobs on the switchboard through 
the financial aids office. 

Two operators work during 
the day, and one each during the 
night and early morning shifts. 
Each full-time operator works an 
eight-hour shift and a 40-hour 
week. Part-time operators have 
varied hours, working mostly 
during the busy noon hours. 

ON NORMAL days, each 
operator estimates she handles 
over 800 calls, with the number 
going over 1,000 on busier days. 
Before final exams and the 
February registration, calls 
become so frequent, says Mrs. 
Hendrian, that “I couldn’t even

When the Illinois Bell supervisor 
came to observe the switchboard, 
she was amazed at the number of 
calls we handle.” 

The 5-foot-long switchboard 
consists of two units, enabling 
two operators to work at the 
same time. The 300 extensions 
are earned on 21 trunk lines 
which carry incoming 
and outgoing calls. 

In Bradley Hall, five or six 
instructors share one extension. 
Calls to professors are routed to a 
fourth-floor receptionist who has 
a small switchboard. 

According to Mrs. Hendrian, 
the switchboards are automatic 
ringing. Once the operators plug 
in the extension, the phone will 
continue to ring until someone 
answers it. 

WITH THE additions to 
Bradley Hall, the operators 
expect to become even busier. 
Mrs. Hendrian explains that there 
is room in the new maintenance 
building, where the switchboard 
is located, to install another 
board to handle more calls. “I 
think Bradley is contemplating 
adding another board within the 
year but we need it now-we’re 
overloaded as it is!” she states. 

Orville Nothdurft, Dean of 
Admissions, receives the most 
calls throughout the year, 
according to Mrs. Hendrian. She 
states that the College of 
Education receives numerous 
calls also, but as for the busiest 
instructor, “I wouldn’t be able to 
even guess.” 

EVEN PEORIA residents call 
the Bradley switchboard for 
information on a variety of 
subjects. Mrs. Hendrian says that 
one woman was referred to 
Bradley by the Peoria Public 
Library to get a recipe for meat 
loaf-and the operator obliged 
with her own personal recipe. 

Certainly the switchboard is 
the place to go for information, 
with the operators willing to help 
as much as they can.

Recruiting limits 
are proposed by 

NCAA Council 

The National Collegiate 
Athletic Association’s Council 
has endorsed a new set of 
in-depth proposals aimed at 
curbing recruiting practices by 
member institutions. The 
proposals were stated at the 
Council’s annual spring meetings 
held in Fort Lauderdale, Fla. last 
month. 

The most dramatic of the 
proposals was a decision to limit 
a prospective athlete to making 
two expense-paid visits to a 
school. Also, in conjunction with 
this ruling, a proposal was drawn 
limiting a representative of an 
institution to making only two 
off-campus visits to a prospect or 
his family. 

Two Official Interpretations 
would also prohibit any 
expense-paid visits to a campus 
by an athlete and off-campus 
visits by a representative to the 
prospect before the athlete has 
completed his junior year in high 
school. 

Another O.I. requires a visiting 
athlete’s entertainment to be 
limited to on-campus activities as 
that conducted by the regular 
students. The athlete would also 
be required to take his meals 
on-campus as the regular students 
do.
